GENERAL AND PERMANENT LAWS 


(R1119, $676 of 1958) No. 1 


An Act To Further Regulate Trawling For Shrimp Or Crabs 
Opposite The Ocean Beaches Of Hilton Head And Hunting Is- 
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lands In Beaufort County, To Prohibit Commercial Trawling For 
Shrimp On Sunday In Beaufort County And To Provide Penal- 
ties For Violations. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina : 


SECTION 1. Unlawful to trawl for shrimp or crabs in certain 
areas during certain periods.—From May fifteenth through Septem- 
ber thirtieth of any year it shall be unlawful to trawl for shrimp or 
crabs within one-quarter mile of the shores of the ocean beaches of Hil- 
ton Head Island and Hunting Island in Beaufort County. This section 
shall not apply to that portion of Hilton Head Island seaward from 
and opposite the land presently owned by the Hilton Head Agri- 
cultural Corporation. 

The Division of Fisheries shall place a stake or piling, and attach 
to it a sign at least two feet by three feet in size and painted white, 
at the highwater mark at each end of the areas in which trawling is 
restricted by this section. 


SECTION 2. Act 403 of 1957 not applicable to Hilton Head 
Island.—The provisions of Act No. 403, Acts of 1957, shall not 
apply to Hilton Head Island in Beaufort County. 


SECTION 3. Commercial trawling for shrimp on Sunday un- 
lawful in Beaufort County.—Commercial trawling for shrimp in 
Beaufort County on Sunday shall be unlawful. 


SECTION 4. Penalties.—Anyone violating the provisions of Sec- 
tion 1 or 3 of this act shall upon conviction be subject to imprisonment 
of not exceeding thirty days or a fine of not exceeding one hundred 
dollars. 


SECTION 5. Repeal.—aAll acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed. 


SECTION 6. Time effective——This act shall take effect upon ap- 
proval by the Governor.

SECTION 1. Section 65-1567, 1952 Code, amended—tax exemp-. 
tions for certain industries in Oconee County.—Section 65-1567, 
Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, is amended to read as follows: 
“Section 65-1567. Any person who erects or makes improvements. 
to any manufacturing plant, any facility devoted to agricultural, in- 
dustrial or medical research and development, or freezer locker or 
other plant for the preservation or storage of meat, fruits or vege- 
tables situate in Oconee County at a cost of twenty-five thousand 
dollars or more is exempt from the payment of all county and local 
taxes on such plant or such improvements for a period of five years 
from the date of the beginning of the erection or improvement of 
any such manufacturing plant, or research and development facility. 
When the expenditure is for the improvement or addition to such 
manufacturing plant or research and development facility the exemp- 
tion is confined to the increase of the taxable value of the property 
arising from such improvement.” 


SECTION 2. Repeal.—All acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed.

Florence County Clerk of Court may destroy cer- 
tain records.—The Clerk of Court of Florence County is authorized 
to destroy the record of chattel mortages more than seven years old, 
except those which have been renewed of record by refiling and rein- 
dexing during the past three years, as authorized by Section 60-306, 
Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, and except such mortgages 
executed by any public service corporation or given to secure any 
indebtedness to the United States of America, or any agency or in- 
strumentality thereof, incurred under the Rural Electrification Act 
of 1936, as amended. 


SECTION 2. Repeal—All acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed. 


SECTION 3. Time effective——This act shall take effect upon ap- 
- proval by the Governor.

An Act To Authorize The Probate Judge Of Laurens County 
To Remove Certain Records From His Office And To Store The 
Same Elsewhere In The Courthouse. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Laurens County Judge of Probate may transfer 
certain records.—The Probate Judge of Laurens County is authorized 
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to remove from the vault in his office any antiquated records except 
original marriage licenses, original estate administration records and 
recorded current records and such other antiquated records as in 
his judgment may not materially affect the rights of any citizen. 
These records shall be stored in such other available space in the 
courthouse as may be provided by the custodian of the Laurens 
County Courthouse. 


SECTION 2. Repeal.—aAll acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed. 


SECTION 3. Time effective —This act shall take effect upon ap- 
proval by the Governor.

An Act To Provide For Trustees Of School Districts Nos. 55: 
And 56 In Laurens County, To Provide For Their Appointment. 
Or Election, And To Repeal Act No. 907 Of The Acts Of 1956. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina : 


SECTION 1. Board of Trustees for Laurens County School Dis- 
trict 55—number—areas.—The board of trustees of School District 
No. 55 of Laurens County shall be composed of seven members, six of 
whom shall reside in the following attendance areas: two in the 
Laurens Attendance Area, one each in the Ford, Gray Court-Owings, 
Hickory Tavern and Garlington Street Attendance Areas, and the sev- 
enth member shall be an elector at large from the district and shall 
be appointed by the county board of education. 


SECTION 2. Board of Trustees for Laurens County School Dis- 
trict 56—number—areas.—The board of trustees of School District 
No. 56 of Laurens County shall be composed of seven members, six of 
whom shall reside in the following attendance areas : two in the Clinton 
Attendance Area, and one each in the Joanna, Mountville and Cross 
Hill Attendance Areas, and one from the Lydia Mills Community. 
The county board of education shall appoint as a seventh member 
an elector at large from the district. 


SECTION 3. Chairman.—The member appointed at large by the 
county board of education in each of the respective districts shall serve 
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as chairman of the respective district board and shall vote only in 
‘case of ties. 


SECTION 4. Members to be appointed unless election re- 
‘quested.—The members of the respective boards shall be appointed 
from the attendance areas by the county board of education. If 
twelve or more qualified electors in any attendance area endorse 
‘any candidate and request an election, the county board shall honor 
such petition and order an election as hereinafter provided, and 
‘such trustees from that particular area shall be elected by the quali- 
fied voters rather than by appointment by the county board. 


SECTION 5. Conduct of election—The election provided for in 
Section 4 of this act shall be held on the second Tuesday in March in 
1959, and on the same date every two years thereafter, if required by a 
‘proper petition. The petition required by this act must be presented to 
the county board by 12 o'clock noon at least three weeks in advance of 
the time set for such election. The county board shall give notice of 
the time, place and purpose of the election by advertisement in a 
newspaper having general circulation in the county in at least two 
weekly issues immediately preceding the date of the election. The 
‘qualified electors in the particular school district shall vote only 
for the trustees or trustee representing the attendance area in 
which such elector resides. Any qualified elector residing within the 
‘attendance area and presenting a valid registration certificate ir- 
respective of where registered. shall be entitled to vote. The costs of 
such election shall be paid out of the budget of the school district 
in which such election is held. The county board shall appoint man- 
agers of election and provide for voting places in the respective 
school districts, and furnish a sufficient number of ballots. Man- 
agers shall forward such ballots after the polls have closed to the 
county board who shall tabulate and declare the result of the elec- 
tion. 


SECTION 6. Terms of present members.—The present members 
of the respective boards of trustees of school districts No. 55 and 56 
whose terms expire on April 1, 1959 shall continue to serve until the 
‘expiration of their present term, after which their successors shall be 
appointed or elected, as provided for in this act, to serve for a period of 
four years. The present members of the respective boards of trustees of 
school districts No. 55 and 56 whose terms expire on April 1, 1960, 
shall continue to serve until April 1, 1961, at which time their 
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successors shall be appointed or elected, as provided for in this 
act, to serve for a period of four years. The chairman of the re- 
spective boards of trustees in districts No. 55 and 56 whose term 
expires on April 1, 1959, shall continue to serve until the expiration 
of his present term after which his successor shall be appointed by 
the county board to serve for a period of four years. If any member 
of the board of trustees should resign before the expiration of his 
term, his successor shall be appointed by the county board to fill out 
the remainder of his unexpired term.

Certain banks may close on Saturdays.—Any bank 
located in any county with a city having, according to the latest United 
States census, now or hereafter, a population in excess of eighty-six 
thousand may, as the board of directors of such bank may from time 
to time determine, remain closed on Saturdays. 


SECTION 2. To be legal holiday—Any Saturday on which any 
bank shall remain closed as herein permitted, shall, as to such closed 
bank, constitute a legal holiday and any act authorized, required, or 
permitted to be performed at, by or with respect to any such bank 
on a Saturday when it is closed may be performed on the next 
succeeding business day and no liability or loss of any rights of any 
kind shall result from such delay. 


SECTION 3. Repeal.—All acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed. 


SECTION 4. Time effective—This act shall take effect upon ap- 
proval by the Governor.

SECTION 1. Amendment to Section 5, Article X, State Con- 
stitution, ratified—Oconee County may issue bonds in excess of 
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limitations —The amendment to Section 5, Article X of the Consti- 
tution of South Carolina, 1895, relating to the relaxation of the 
limitation upon bonded debt to be incurred by Oconee County, pro- 
posed under the terms of a Joint Resolution appearing as No. 1147 of 
the Acts of 1958, having been submitted to the qualified electors at

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Section 61-78, 1952 Code, amended—S. C. Retire- 
ment System—contributions to be collected quarterly—penalties. 
—Section 61-78, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, is amended 
to read as follows: 

“Section 61-78. The collection of members’ contributions shall be 
as follows: each employer shall cause to be deducted on each and 
every payroll of a member the contributions payable by such mem- 
ber as provided herein and the chief fiscal officer of each employer 
shall draw his warrant for the amount so deducted, payable to the 
South Carolina Retirement System, on a quarterly basis, and shall 
transmit such warrant together with a schedule of the contributions 
on such forms as shall be prescribed by the Board, prior to the 
expiration of fifteen days after the close of each quarter. A calendar 
quarter shall be a three month period beginning January 1, April 1, 
July 1, or October 1. If any employer shall fail so to do or arrears 
should at any time exist in making quarterly payrolls and remit- 
tances as required hereunder and by the rules and regulations of the 
Board, the monthly compensation of any person or officer of any 
employer charged with the responsibility of making quarterly pay- 
roll reports and remittances to the System shall be withheld by the 
employer in each and every instance of failure to make such reports 
and remittances until all reports and remittances required hereunder 
and by the rules and regulations of the Board shall have been made. 
The System shall furnish quarterly to the disbursing officers of each 
employer a statement of any failure to make payroll reports and 
remittances and the names of the persons or officers failing to make 
‘such reports and remittances. 

Failure by any person to transmit in the manner herein required 
the contributions deducted prior to the expiration of the fifteen day 
period aforesaid shall be a misdemeanor and shall be punished by 
fine or imprisonment or both in the discretion of the court.” 


SECTION 2. Item (2) of Section 61-79, 1952 Code, amended— 
collections to be transmitted quarterly.—Item (2) of Section 61-79, 
Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, is amended to read as follows: 
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“(2) The chief fiscal officer of each employer shall transmit on the 
last day of each quarter to the System on account of each employee 
who is a member of the System an amount sufficient to cover the 
normal contribution and the accrued liability contribution of each 
member employed by such employer for the preceding quarter and;”. 


SECTION 3. Repeal.—aAll acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed. 


SECTION 4. Time effective—This act shall take effect July 1, 
1959.

An Act To Amend Section 28-472, Code Of Laws Of South 
Carolina, 1952, Relating To The Trapping And Sale Of Rabbits 
In Certain Counties, So As To Permit Trapping Of Rabbits In 
Union County. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Section 28-472, 1952 Code, amended—trapping and. 
sale of rabbits prohibited in certain counties—trapping now per- 
mitted in Union County.—Section 28-472, Code of Laws of South 
Carolina, 1952, is amended to read as follows: 

“Section 28-472. All trapping, by any device, of wild rabbits in 
Spartanburg County and all sales or offering for sale or display of 
the carcasses of rabbits or purchase thereof in the counties of Chester, 
Fairfield, Spartanburg, Union and York is prohibited.” 


SECTION 2. Repeal.—All acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed. 


SECTION 3. Time effective —This act shall take effect upon ap- 
proval by the Governor.

An Act To Provide For A Police Commission For Horry County 
And To Make An Appropriation Therefor. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina : 


SECTION 1. Horry County Police Commission created—mem- 
bers—terms—chairman and secretary—quorum.—There is hereby 
created the Horry County Police Commission which shall be composed 
of six reputable citizens of the county. The members shall be appointed 
by the Governor upon the recommendation of a majority of the County 
Legislative Delegation, including the Senator, for terms of four years 
and until their successors are appointed and qualified, except that of 
the members first appointed, two shall be appointed for two years, two 
‘shall be appointed for three years and two shall be appointed for four 
years. The members of the commission shall be eligible for reappoint- 
ment and vacancies shall be filled in the manner of the original ap- 
pointments for the unexpired portion of the term. The commission 
shali elect its own chairman and secretary from among its members, 
but the chairman shall not exercise his right to vote except in case of a 
tie vote. The chairman shall serve for a period of two years and 
shall not be eligible to succeed himself. For the transaction of 
business it shall be necessary to have a quorum of four members. 


SECTION 2. Powers and duties of commission—duties of chief 
and policemen.—The Horry County Police Commission shall have 
exclusive jurisdiction of the jail and shall appoint a chief of county 
police for the county and eight county policemen. The county 
‘policemen shall be assigned to work in conjunction with a magistrate, 
and each shall have the duty, in addition to his regular duties, of 
serving all criminal and civil process issued out of the magistrate’s 
‘office; provided, that the chief of county police may temporarily 
assign any of the county policemen to carry out duties assigned by 
any other magistrate, where the occasion may arise, and policies of 
law enforcement shall be in the discretion of the chief of county police 
pending a subsequent meeting of the Horry County Police Commis- 
sion, where such policies may be affirmed or repudiated. The terms 
of the county police, including the chief, shall be at the pleasure of 
the commission and the commission shall have the exclusive power 
to remove any county policeman, including the chief, but such police- 
man shall first be allowed a hearing before the commission prior to 
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his removal; provided, however, that such county policeman may be 
suspended by the commission pending such hearing. The commission 
shall investigate promptly any complaint made against any police- 
man for neglect of duty or for misuse of power. The commission may 
hire.a secretary or such other personnel as it deems necessary and 
shall make all rules and regulations for governing the county police 
and shall be the final authority upon all matters relative to the con- 
duct of such policemen. 


SECTION 3. Qualifications of chief and policemen—bond.— 
The chief and all of the county policemen appointed by the county 
police commission shall be bona fide residents of the county and 
shall be able-bodied men, of good habits, not addicted to the use 
of alcoholic liquors or drugs and physically able to perform the 
duties of county policemen. Each of such policemen, including the 
chief, shall be required to provide himself with a suitable auto- 
mobile, firearms and other equipment to perform properly his duties. 
Each of such policemen shall, before entering upon the duties of his 
office. enter into a bond, the surety to be approved by and filed with 
the clerk of court, payable to the county, in the sum of two thousand 
dollars. conditioned for the faithful performance of his duties and for 
such damages as may be sustained by reason of his malfeasance in 
office or abusing his authority. 


SECTION 4. Examinations—The commission may require a writ- 
ten examination with each application for employment, but in every 
event no applicant shall be employed without having sufficient educa- 
tion to know and understand the duties of his office, and he shall be 
examined as to a legible handwriting for the purpose of maintaining 
permanent records of arrests and returns of civil process. 


SECTION 5. Oath—FEach of such policemen, before receiving his 
commission shall, in addition to the oath of office required by law, take 
and subscribe the following oath or affirmation, to wit: “I do further 
solemnly swear (or affirm) that during my term of office as police- 
man I will study the act creating my office and prescribing my duties, 
will endeavor to inform myself of the criminal law of this State, both 
statutory and common law, pertaining to my duties, will be alert 
and vigilant to enforce it and to detect and bring to punishment every 
violation of it within my county, will conduct myself at all times with 
due consideration to all persons and will not impose upon the weak or 
ignorant. So help me, God.” 
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SECTION 6. Duties of chief—The chief of county police, in addi- 
tion to his regular duties as a county policeman, shall have full com- 
mand and authority over the regular county policemen appointed un- 
der the authority of this act and shall have the right, authority and 
duty of giving orders and directions to the county policemen in the 
performance of their duties. The county police shall patrol, police and 
work in such places, points and sections and at such times as may be 
directed by the chief of county police. 


SECTION 7. Training course.—The commission shall designate a 
police training course for all county policemen, including the chief, and 
if practicable such course shall have been completed within the first 
six months of employment. 


SECTION 8. Chief to hold auction sales—The chief of county 
policemen shall sell at public auction to the highest bidder for cash 
any property confiscated by any county policeman in Horry County 
under the laws of the State. Any such auction sale shall be advertised 
once in some newspaper in the county and the proceeds derived from 
such sale shall be forthwith turned over to the county treasurer to be 
deposited in the general funds of the county. 


SECTION 9. Powers of policemen.—All of the county policemen 
shall have, over the entire county, the same rights, powers and au- 
thority as sheriffs, deputy sheriffs and constables to make arrests for 
violation of the criminal laws of this State. The county policemen are 
authorized to serve summons and complaints, to seize property and 
serve warrants of attachment, to seize chattels and serve papers in ac- 
tion of claim and delivery, and the magistrates of the county may is- 
sue warrants on Sundays as well as on week days, irrespective of what 
offense is charged. The county policemen may summon a posse comi- 
tatus to assist in enforcing the law and any citizen who shall fail to 
respond or render assistance when so summoned shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor and, upon conviction, be punished by imprisonment for 
not more than thirty days or a fine of not more than one hundred 
dollars. 


SECTION 10. Chief and policemen not to engage in politics.— 
No county policeman, including the chief of police, shall take part in 
any political activity or issue, and upon a proper showing to the 
commission of such political activity, such county policeman shall be 
removed from his office; provided, further, that no county policeman 
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shall be allowed to remain in office after announcing his candidacy for 
any political office. 


SECTION 11. Reports of chief and policemen.—Each of such 
county policemen shall weekly make a written report to the chief of 
county police of all their acts and doings, including all arrests, fines or 
bonds taken and places visited and any other information requested by 
the chief of county police. The chief of county police shall make a 
monthly written report to the commission and the county legislative 
delegation concerning the activities of the rural policemen. 


SECTION 12. Meetings of commission—The Horry County Po- 
lice Commission shall meet at 10 o’clock on the first Monday of each 
month in the Horry County Jail to make plans for iuture activities, to 
discuss activities of the county police during the previous month, to 
hear complaints from any citizen of the county, and to take up any 
other matters dealing with the business of law enforcement in the 
county. The time for such monthly meeting may be changed by the 
commission whenever it is deemed necessary. A record shall be kept 
of all activities of the monthly meetings of the commission which shall 
be open to the public, except records of how the members of the board 
voted and matters of an executive nature. A majority of the commis- 
sion shall constitute a quorum at all meetings. The commission shall, 
when deemed necessary, upon the majority vote of its members, call 
special meetings for the purpose of taking up matters pertaining to law 
enforcement in the county. 


SECTION 13. Employ jailor and other personnel.—The commis- 
sion shall employ the jailor, assistant jailor, secretary and all other 
personnel necessary for the carrying out of the provisions hereof and 
for the orderly process of law enforcement and the upkeep and 
maintenance of the county jail. 


SECTION 14. Appropriations——To carry out the provisions of 
this act from its effective date to July 1, 1959, there is hereby appro- 
priated from the general fund of the county the sum of twenty thou- 
sand dollars, or so much thereof as may be necessary. Any expendi- 
tures for salaries or otherwise from this sum shall be recommended by 
the commission and approved by a majority of the County Legislative 
Delegation, including the Senator. From July 1, 1959 all such monies 
as may be necessary to carry out the provisions of this act shall be 
provided for in the annual county supply act. 
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SECTION 15. Office space for sheriff.—It is further provided by 
the provisions hereof, that the office of the sheriff shall be in the office 
space now occupied for the magistrate of district number 1, and the 
office of the magistrate herein named shall be in the office now 
occupied by the Horry County Registration Board. 


SECTION 16. Deputy sheriffs—Commencing with the effective 
date of this act there shall only be two deputy sheriffs in Horry 
County. 


SECTION 17. Repeal.—aAll acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed. ; 


SECTION 18. Time effective —This act shall take effect March 1, 
1959.

An Act To Provide That A Deputy County Auditor Or Treas- 
urer May Be Appointed For Orangeburg County. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Deputy auditor or treasurer may be appointed for 
Orangeburg County.—If either the Orangeburg County Auditor or 
Treasurer shall become unable to perform the duties of his office, a dep- 
uty county auditor or treasurer may be appointed by the Governor, 
upon the recommendation of a majority of the Orangeburg County 
.egislative Delegation. Any such deputy auditor or treasurer, as the 
case may be, shall exercise all powers and duties now devolved upon 
the county auditor or treasurer until such time as such auditor or 
treasurer is able to resume the duties of his office. Any such delega- 
tion of authority shall in no way relieve the auditor or treasurer of 
responsibility or liability under his bond. 


SECTION 2. Bond and compensation.—Any such deputy shall 
execute a bond payable to the county auditor or treasurer, as the case 
may be, for the proper performance of his duties in the same amount 
required of such auditor or treasurer. Any such deputy shall receive 
such compensation as may be provided for in the annual Orangeburg 
County Supply Act.

SECTION 1. Amendment to Article X of the State Constitution, 
ratified—Horry County may assess certain property for pav- 
ing purposes.—The amendment to Article X of the Constitution of 
1895 proposed under the terms of a Joint Resolution appearing as 
No. 590, of the Acts of 1957, having been submitted to the quali- 
fied electors at the general election in 1958, in the manner prescribed 
by Section 1, of Article XVI, of the Constitution of 1895, and a 
favorable vote having been received thereon, the amendment is rati- 
fied and declared to form a part of the Constitution, so that there 
will be added at the end of Article X, of the Constitution of 1895, 
the following: “The General Assembly shall be empowered to enact 
legislation permitting the County Board of Commissioners of Horry 
County to levy an assessment against abutting real property within 
five miles of the corporate limits of any municipality in the county 
for the purpose of paving and improving roads or highways within 
such area.”

“(2) Richland County.—The Court of General Sessions for Rich- 
land County shall be held at Columbia on the second Monday in 
January for two weeks, on the second Monday in April for two 
weeks, on the third Monday in June for two weeks, on the Tues- 
day following the first Monday in September for three weeks and 
on the second Monday in December for two weeks. The Court of 
Common Pleas for said county shall be held in Columbia on the

SECTION 1. Spartanburg County to have Civil Defense Prop- 
erty Officer.—There is hereby created the position of Civil Defense 
Property Officer for Spartanburg County. 


Duties.—The property officer shall be responsible for 
carrying out all Federal Civil Defense requirements relating to use of 
storage, maintenance, resale and reports on property used in conjunc- 
tion with the Civil Defense programs. He shall be prepared for in- 
spections of such property by qualified Federal or State representa- 
tives and shall assist such inspectors upon request. He shall file with

An Act Placing Restrictions On The Possession Or Ownership 
Of A Vicious Dog In Aiken County And Providing A Penalty

less securely confined.—It shall be unlawful to own or keep a vicious 
dog within the confines of Aiken County unless such vicious dog be 
securely muzzled or securely confined within such owner’s or keeper’s 
private premises. 


SECTION 2. Vicious dog defined.—For the purpose of this act the 
term “vicious dog”’ shall be construed to mean any dog evidencing 
characteristics usually associated with a dog abnormally inclined to at- 
tack or to attempt to attack other animals or persons without provo- 
cation by such other animal or person. 


SECTION 3. Penalties—-Any person violating the provisions of 
this act shall, upon conviction, be subject to a fine of not more than 
fifty dollars or imprisonment for not more than thirty days, in the 
discretion of the court.

The Clerk of Court of Richland County is author- 
ized to destroy the following: 
(1) The record of chattel mortgages more than six years old ex- 
cept those which have been renewed of record by refiling and re-

Section 60-306 and except such mortgages executed by any public 
service corporation or given to secure any indebtedness to the United 
States of America, or any agency or instrumentality thereof, in- 
curred under the Rural Electrification Act of 1936, as amended. 

(2) The pleadings of abandoned cases or settled cases which are 
not indexed under a judgment roll and which are more than seven 
years old. 

(3) Affidavits as to consideration in real estate transactions which 
are more than three years old. 

(4) Original personal and real estate mortgages which have been 
marked ‘Satisfied’ on the face of the record and satisfactions ac- 
complished by separate instruments which have likewise been re- 
corded of record, which are more than one year old.”

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Saturday when it is closed may be performed on the next succeeding 
business day and no liability or loss of any rights of any kind shall 
result from such delay.

An Act Declaring A Portion Of The Saluda River In Lexing- 
ton County To Be A Clear Water River, And To Provide That 
Baskets And Trot Lines May Be Used Therein To Catch Non- 
Game Fish Uvon Securing Non-Game Fish Tags. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Portion of Saluda River in Lexington County de- 
clared to be clear water.—For the purpose of laws relating to fishing, 
the water of the Saluda River from the Congaree River bridge at 
Columbia to the Lake Murray spillway is hereby declared to be clear 
water. 


SECTION 2. Certain baskets and trot lines may be used to catch 
nongame fish—licenses required.—Baskets designed to catch non- 
game fish may be used for catching non-game fish in that portion of 
the Saluda River declared to be clear water in Section 1 of this act. 
The Director of the Division of Game shall specify the design and type 
basket that may be used. Trot lines may also be used in such portion of 
the Saluda River for catching non-game fish, if they are baited only 
with cut bait, dough balls or corn. No trot line may have more than 
one hundred hooks. Before either a trot line or a basket is used in 
such waters a non-game fish tag must be secured from the game 
warden or an agent of the Division of Game at a cost of one dollar 
per tag. Each such non-game fish tag shall be good for only the 
calendar year in which issued. Each basket or trot line shall have a 
non-game fish tag attached thereto and shall be plainly marked by 
means of a float or other device, so that it may be found and checked 
by officers charged with enforcement of the law. No game fish, or 
fishing tackle used to catch game fish shall be in possession of any 
person while fishing trot lines or baskets. 


SECTION 3. Repeal.—aAll acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed.

Certain action of Highway Department vali- 
dated.—All action taken by the State Highway Department on or 
before January 15, 1959, pursuant to Act 824 of the Acts of 1952 
in. adding to or modifying the State Highway Secondary Sys- 
tem is hereby validated and confirmed, notwithstanding that such 
action shall have been taken pursuant to selections made by the 
Senator and at least one-half of the members of the House of Rep- 
resentatives from the counties wherein such additions or modifica- 
tions were effected.

There shall be seven trustees of East Clarendon School 
District Number Three in Clarendon County, who shall be elected 
as hereinafter provided. The term of office of each of the trustees 
shall be for a period of three years or until their successors are 
elected and qualified. All elections provided for by this act shall be 
held on the second Tuesday in March and the terms of office shall 
commence on the first day of April following the election. The 
terms of the present trustees shall continue until their successors 
are elected and qualified. 

“Section 2. One trustee shall be elected from each of the general 
election voting precincts in the district. Oakdale, Turbeville and Bar- 
rows Mill shall each elect one trustee in 1959; Seloc and Sandy 
Grove shall each elect one trustee in 1960; and New Zion and Sar- 
dinia-Gable shall each elect one trustee in 1961. The trustees shall 
elect. a chairman from among their membership for a term of one 
year and such chairman shall be eligible to succeed himself. 
“Section 3. Notice of the time, place and purpose of the elections 
shall be given by posting the same in at least three conspicuous places 
in the voting precinct for at least two weeks prior to the date of 
election; or by publishing the notice in a newspaper published and 
circulated in Clarendon County in at least two weekly issues prior 
to the date fixed for the election. Each trustee shall be a resident 
elector of the voting precinct or precincts he represents and shall be 
elected by the resident electors of such precinct or precincts. The 
election shall be held under the supervision and direction of the county 
board of education, which board shall appoint three managers of the 
election for each general election voting precinct in the district. The 
board shall make all the necessary preparation for the holding of 
the election, receive and canvass the returns and declare the result 
thereof on Wednesday following each election. Before any trustee 
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shall be elected, he or she must have received a majority of the votes 
cast in the election. Should for any reason the election be not held 
on the date herein, or should it become necessary to hold a sub- 
sequent election or elections until the successful candidate shall re- 
ceive a majority vote, the county board of education is hereby au- 
thorized and directed to order the same, to fix the date thereof on 
each subsequent Tuesday and to give such notice as in the judgment 
of the county board will give the voters of the voting precinct proper 
notice of the time, the place and the purpose of the election and the 
board shall have full power and authority to provide for the holding 
thereof as is conferred for the holding of the election on the dates 
herein specified, and where applicable, the same regulations shall 
govern the holding and declaring of the result. At any such election, 
only qualified voters residing in the voting precinct shall be allowed 
to vote. The law governing the holding of general elections in this 
State shall govern the trustee elections, except voters shall be al- 
lowed to vote without the requirement of producing a registration 
certificate and without the requirement of taking an oath. The gen- 
eral election books shall constitute the official voting list of each 
precinct and any person whose name appears on the books shall 
be entitled to vote. Each voter shall write, print or use a printed 
ballot on which are written or printed the names of the correct num- 
ber of trustees to be elected.

Section 1 of Act 234 of 1953, amended—hunting 
seasons in Game Zone 5—quail limit.—Section 1 of Act No. 234 
of 1953, as amended, is further amended to read as follows: 

“Section 1. The oven season for hunting domestic game birds and 
animals in Zone 5 shall be from Thanksgiving Day to February 
fifteenth following, inclusive, except that: 

1. Deer (bucks only) may be hunted from September fifteenth to 
January first, inclusive ; 

2. Raccoons and opossums may be hunted from September fif- 
teenth to March thirty-first, inclusive ; 

3. Between September fifteenth and Thanksgiving Day rabbits may 
be hunted without firearms and squirrels may be hunted without 
dogs ; 

4. There shall be no closed season on foxes except that firearms 
may not be used for the killing of foxes between January second and 
August fifteenth ; 

5. Not more than ten quail may be taken by any one person on 
any one day.”

An Act To Create And Establish A Mental Health Center For 
Darlington And Florence Counties And To Provide For Its 
Powers And Functions. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Mental Health Center for Darlington and Flor- 
ence Counties created.—There is hereby created the Mental Health 
Center for Darlington and Florence Counties, to be governed by a 
Board of Trustees, as hereinafter established, which shall have the 
powers and duties hereinafter set forth, and who shall serve without 
compensation. 
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SECTION 2. Board of Trustees—-members.—The Board of Trus- 
tees of the Mental Health Center for Darlington and Florence Coun- 
ties shall be composed of nine trustees who shall be residents of the 
County of Florence and six trustees who shall be residents of the 
County of Darlington, and in addition thereto the president of the 
Darlington County Mental Health Association and the president of 
the Florence County Mental Health Association shall always be ex 
officio members of the board. 


SECTION 3. Appointments and terms.—The board of trustees 
shall be appointed by the Senator and a majority of the House Dele- 
gation of the respective counties, and said trustees shall draw lots 
to determine which trustees shall serve for one year and which 
trustees shall serve for two years. Thereafter, the term for said trus- 
tees shall be for a period of two years. 


SECTION 4. Vacancies—election and terms of successors.—All 
vacancies on the board, by resignation or death, shall be filled by 
a majority vote of the remaining members of the board to fill out the 
unexpired term of the trustee or trustees resigning or dying. Upon 
the termination of the term of office of a member of the board, his 
‘successor shall be elected by a majority vote of the remaining mem- 
bers of the board and the term of office of the elected trustee shall 
always be for a term of three years; provided, however, that upon 
any vacancy, or expiration of office of any trustee, his successor shall 
be a resident of the county of his predecessor. If any member of the 
board should change his residence from the county from which he 
was elected, then such member shall automatically and forthwith 
cease to be a member of the board. 


SECTION 5. Powers and duties—The board shall have authority 
to hold title to real estate, which shall be taken in the name of and 
shall vest in the Mental Health Center for Darlington and Florence 
Counties ; to control, supervise and maintain any buildings and grounds 
in the Counties of Darlington and Florence used for the operation of a 
mental health center, or clinic, by, under the control or direction of, 
or for the South Carolina Mental Health Commission; to receive 
donations, appropriations, gifts, bequests or any other funds, for 
the construction, operation and maintenance of buildings and grounds 
for use as a mental health center or clinic. 


SECTION 6. Officers.—The board shall annually, at its first meet- 
ing following the first day of each year, elect from its membership the 
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following officers: a chairman, a vice-chairman, a secretary and a 
treasurer; provided, that the secretary and treasurer may be one 
person. These officers shall be elected to serve for a period of one 
year, or until their successors are elected. 


SECTION 7. Duties of officers—The chairman shall preside at all 
meetings of the board, shall serve as an ex officio member of all com- 
mittees, and shall perform all duties generally ascribed to a chairman. 
The vice-chairman, who shall not be a resident of the same county as 
the chairman, shall take the place of the chairman in event of the 
chairman’s absence or incapacity, and shall perform such duties as the 
chairman shall direct. The secretary-treasurer or secretary and 
treasurer, shall perform such duties as the chairman, or the vice- 
chairman in the absence of the chairman, shall assign, except that, 
in any event, the treasurer shall handle and disburse funds under 
control of the board, and he shall give a surety bond in such amount 
as the board directs ; provided, however, that all checks for more than 
whe phy ahs aie neler ee shall be countersigned by such officer 
or member of the board as the board shall direct. Cost of the surety 
bond provided for herein shall be borne by the board out of funds 
available for its operations. 


SECTION 8. Bylaws and regulations.—The board shall have the 
power to make bylaws and regulations consistent with the Constitution 
and laws of this State for their own government and the due and or- 
derly conduct of the affairs and the management of their property. 


SECTION 9. Repeal.—aAll acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed.

The Town of Ridgeland shall pay the Jasper County Marketing 
Commission the sum of two hundred dollars, annually, for a period 
of ten years in consideration of the conveyance.

May furnish water to others outside of town 
limits—The Town of Ridgeland is authorized to furnish water to 
other customers between the town limits and the Farmers Market 
at the same rates prevailing in the Town of Ridgeland and charge 
a connection fee of one hundred dollars.

Entering discharges, releases or satisfactions of 
such liens—When a certificate of discharge, release, or satisfac- 
tion of any such tax lien issued by the South Carolina Tax Commis- 
sion or the Chesterfield County Tax Collector is filed with the Clerk 
of Court for Chesterfield County, the Clerk shall enter such certificate,

Section 2 of Act 80 of 1955, amended—Judge of 
Civil and Criminal Court of Union—election—terms—qualifica- 
tions—substitute—Act No. 80 of 1955, as amended, is further 
amended by striking out all of Section 2 of the act, and inserting in 
lieu thereof the following which shall be Section 2: 
“Section 2. There shall be a judge for the Civil and Criminal Court 
of Union whose term of office shall be for four years, and who shall 
be nominated in the primary and elected in the general election, 
beginning in 1960. He shall take office January 1, 1961. The term 
of office of the judge serving the court on the effective date of this 
act, or any successor to the office prior to January 1, 1961, shall be 
extended to January 1, 1961. 

The judge shall be a resident practicing attorney of the Union 
County Bar and must have had at least three years’ experience as 
a practicing attorney.

An Act To Ratify An Amendment To Article V, Section 20, Of 
The Constitution Of South Carolina, 1895, So As To Permit The

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Amendment to Section 20, Article V, State Con- 
stitution, ratified—magistrates—appointment—terms—vacancies 
—powers—jurisdiction—salary.—The amendment to Article V, 
Section 20 of the Constitution of South Carolina, 1895, proposed un- 
der the terms of Act No. 460 of 1957, having been submitted to the 
qualified electors in a manner prescribed by Section 1 of Article XVI 
of the Constitution of South Carolina, 1895, and a favorable vote 
having been received thereon, the amendment is ratified and declared 
to form a part of the Constitution so that when amended Article V, 
Section 20 of the Constitution of South Carolina, 1895, shall read 
as follows: 

“Section 20. The number of magistrates authorized by law for each 
county shall be appointed and commissioned by the Governor, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Senate. They shall hold their 
offices for terms as may be fixed by the General Assembly and until 
their successors are appointed and qualify. The terms need not be 
uniform in the State or in any County. Any vacancy occurring in the 
office of any magistrate prior to the expiration of his term shall be 
filled in the manner provided by law for the original appointment for 
the unexpired term only. Each magistrate in the several counties shall 
have the power, when authorized under the laws governing his coun- 
ty, to appoint such constables as may be authorized, which constable 
shall execute writs and processes issued by him. The magistrates now 
in office shall serve until the expiration of their present terms. Their 
successors shall hold for terms now provided by law, unless changed 
by the General Assembly. Magistrates in the several counties shall 
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have such jurisdiction in civil matters as may be fixed by the General 
Assembly. Each magistrate shall receive a salary, to be fixed by the 
General Assembly, in lieu of all fees in criminal cases.”

An Act To Provide For The Protection And Policing Of The 
State House, Governor’s Mansion, State Office Buildings, And 
The Grounds Thereof; To Prohibit Trespassers Thereon And 
Damage Thereto; To Regulate And Control The Use Of The 
Parking Facilities, Alleys, and Driveways; To Provide Pen- 
alties For The Violations Hereof; To Empower Watchmen And 
Policemen Employed By The State, Highway Patrolmen, And 
Policemen Of The City Of Columbia To Enforce The Provisions 
Of This Act And The General Criminal Laws Of The State In 
The Area; To Allow The Use Of Parking Tickets Or Courtesy 
Summons In Connection With The Enforcement Of The Traffic 
Laws And To Vest The City Recorder And Magistrate Of The 
Columbia District With Jurisdiction Over The Offenses Herein 
Referred To. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Unlawful to trespass on or to damage state prop- 
erty.—It shall be unlawful for any person to trespass upon the 
grass plots or flower beds of the grounds of the State House or the 
Governor’s Mansion, or of the grounds surrounding any of the State 
Office Buildings located in the area bounded by Assembly, Gervais, 
Bull, and Pendleton Streets in the City of Columbia, to damage or 
deface any of the buildings, or to cut down, deface, mutilate or 
otherwise injure any of the statues, trees, shrubs, grasses or flowers 
on the grounds or commit any other trespass upon any property 
of the State, real or personal, located thereon. 


SECTION 2. Unlawful to park near certain State buildings.— 
It shall be unlawful for any person, except State officers and em- 
ployees and persons having lawful business in- the buildings, to use 
any of the driveways, alleys, or parking spaces upon any of the prop- 
erty of the State, bounded by Assembly, Gervais, Bull and Pendleton 
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Streets in the City of Columbia upon any regular weekday, Saturdays 
and holidays excepted, between the hours of 8:30 A. M. and 5:30 
P. M., whenever the buildings are open for business. 


SECTION 3. Certain persons to use lot on corner of Main and 
Senate Streets——The parking lot located on the corner of Main and 
Senate Streets shall be reserved exclusively for members of the 
General Assembly, the clerks, chaplains, sergeants at arms, reading 
clerks of both Houses and the Director of the Legislative Council 
during such time as the Legislature is in session, after which they 
shall be reserved as other State parking lots. The use of this lot 
by unauthorized persons shall constitute a misdemeanor, punishable 
as hereinafter provided for. 


SECTION 4. Certain parking illegal—It shall be unlawful for 
anyone to park any vehicle except in the spaces and manner now 
marked and designated or that may hereafter be marked and desig-. 
nated by the State Budget and Control Board, in cooperation with 
the Highway Department, or to block or impede traffic through the 
alleys and driveways. 


SECTION 5. Speed limits —lIt shall be unlawful to operate a mo- 
tor vehicle on any of this property at a speed in excess of ten 
miles per hour. All of the State laws regulating traffic upon the 
highways and streets shall apply to the operation of motor vehicles 
within the area, except as modified hereby. 


SECTION 6. Criminal laws to be in effect within area.—All of 
the general criminal laws of the State are hereby declared to be in 
full force and effect within the area. 


SECTION 7. Watchmen and policemen to have powers of con- 
stables——The watchmen and policemen employed by the Budget 
and Control Board for the protection of the above designated prop- 
erty are hereby vested with all of the powers, privileges and im- 
munities of constables while on the area outlined above or in fresh 
pursuit of those violating the law in this area, provided that such 
watchmen and policemen take and file the oath required of peace 
officers, execute and file bond in the form required of State Con- 
stables, in the amount of one thousand dollars, with the Budget and 
Control Board, and be duly commissioned by the Governor. 


SECTION 8. Other police officers to enforce laws within area. 
—In addition to the enforcement of this act by the watchmen men- 
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tioned above, all lawful highway patrolmen and police officers of 
the City of Columbia are authorized and empowered to enforce the 
criminal laws of this State and the provisions of this act within the 
area mentioned above. 


SECTION 9. Penalties—The violation of any of the provisions 
of Sections 2, 3, 4 and 5 hereof shall constitute a misdemeanor and, 
upon conviction thereof, the offender shall be punished by a fine of 
not more than one hundred dollars or imprisonment for not more 
than thirty days. The penalties for violation of any of the other crim- 
inal laws of the State shall be as now provided for by law. 


SECTION 10. Issuance and use of parking tickets.—In connec- 
tion with traffic and parking violations only, the watchmen and po- 
licemen above referred to, State Highway Patrolmen, and policemen 
of the City of Columbia shall have the right to issue and use park- 
ing tickets of the type now used by the City of Columbia, with such 
changes as are necessitated hereby, to be prepared and furnished by 
the Budget and Control Board, upon the issuance of which the pro- 
cedures shall be followed as now prevail in connection with the use 
of parking tickets by the City of Columbia. Nothing herein shall re- 
strict the application and use of regular arrest warrants. 


SECTION 11. Jurisdiction of City Recorder and Magistrate 
within area.—The Recorder of the City of Columbia and the Magis- 
trate of the Columbia District are hereby separately vested with all 
jurisdiction necessary to hear, try and determine criminal cases in- 
volving any violations hereof where the punishment does not exceed 
a fine of one hundred dollars or imprisonment of thirty days. 


SECTION 12. Permission to use State House grounds may be 
granted.—Nothing contained herein shall be construed to abridge 
the authority of the State Budget and Control Board to grant per- 
mission to use the State House grounds for educational, electrical 
decorations and similar purposes. 


Repeal.—All acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed.

Awarding Of Bids And Making Of Purchases By The State High- 
way Department, As Amended, So As To Provide For Extending 
Contracts To Include Additional Work Not Contemplated In The 
Original Award. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Section 33-222, 1952 Code, amended—Highway 
Department to advertise for certain contracts—extensions— 
exceptions.—Section 33-222, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, 
as amended, is further amended to read as follows: 

“Section 33-222. (a) Awards by the State Highway Department 
of construction contracts for ten thousand dollars and more shall be 
made only after the work to be awarded has been advertised for at 
least two weeks in one or more daily newspapers in this State, but 
where circumstances warrant, the Department may advertise for 
longer periods of time and in other publication media. Awards of 
contracts, if-made, shall be made in each case to the lowest qualified 
bidder whose bid shall have been formally submitted in accordance 
with the requirements of the State Highway Department. Provided, 
that in cases of emergencies, as may be determined by the Chief High- 
way Commissioner, the Department may, without formalities of 
advertising, employ contractors and others to perform construction or 
repair work, or furnish materials and supplies for such construction 
and repair work, but all such cases of this kind shall be reported in 
detail and made public at the next succeeding meeting of the State 
Highway Commission. 

(b) Unless approved in advance by the State Highway Commis- 
sion, no construction contract shall be extended to include work not 
contemplated in the original award, except within the limitations im- 
posed by said contract. Where, however, in the judgment of the 
Chiet Highway Commissioner and the State Highway Engineer it 
is in the public’s interest, and prices advantageous to the Department 
are obtained, the Department may extend contracts to include ad- 
ditional work in advance of the approval of the Commission, if, on 
the other hand, to delay such an extension until the next Commission 
meeting, an advantage to the Highway Department would be lost: 
but in every such case, every such contract extension shall be subject 
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to approval by the Commission at the next succeeding meeting; 
provided, however, that any such extension of contracts to include 
additional work in advance of the approval of the Commission shall 
not exceed 35% of the total amount of the original contract being so 
extended, or the sum of $50,000.00, whichever amount is the lesser. 
Advertisement in the case of extensions of contracts under this para- 
graph shall consist of detail reports of the ‘transactions made public 
at opening meetings of the Commission. 

(c) The State Highway Department may without formalities of 
advertising enter into lawful and appropriate agreements and con- 
tracts with railroad companies for the construction, reconstruction, or 
modifications of railroad-highway grade separation crossings, or track 
or other property rearrangement, and with other persons, firms, and 
corporations, similarly jointly interested in particular items as prop- 
erty owners or lessees, for moving, clearing, rearranging, or ‘relocating a 
public utilities, buildings and other structures.”

The master for 

(a) Kershaw County shall be allowed to practice in the court of 
common pleas on the law side of the court; 

(b) Abbeville County, if otherwise qualified, shall be allowed to 
practice law in all of the courts in this State and the United States 
except in matters of equity in which he may have to act officially ; 

(c) Lee County, if otherwise qualified, may practice law in all 
of the courts in this State and the United States except in equity 
matters in the court of common pleas of Lee County; 

(d) Horry County shall not be restricted in the practice but all 
cases in which he acts as attorney shall be tried by the clerk of court 
as special master or by such other person as may be appointed by 
the court as special master; and 

(e) Berkeley County shall be allowed to practice law in all of the 
courts of this State and the United States except in equity matters 
in the Court of Common Pleas of Berkeley County.”

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SECTION 1. Section 3-248, 1952 Code, amended—referendums 
to be held concerning annual assessment on tobacco acreage.— 
Section 3-248, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, is amended 
to read as follows: 

“Section 3-248. In the manner in this article set forth and under 
rules and regulations as established under the. provisions of this 
article there shall be held in every county in the State in which 
flue-cured tobacco is produced a referendum to be participated in 
by all farmers engaged in the production of flue-cured tobacco who 
have tobacco marketing cards issued in their names by the Farm 
Production and Marketing Administration or its successors. In such 
referendum such individuals so eligible for participation shall vote 
upon the question of whether or not there shall be levied an annual 
assessment for a period of three years in an amount not to exceed 
forty cents per acre on all tobacco acreage, the exact amount per 
acre to be determined by the members of the board of directors of 
Tobacco Associates, Incorporated, subject to the approval of the 
majority of the South Carolina members of such board of directors.” 


SECTION 2. Section 3-249.2, 1952 Code, amended—question in 
referendum.—Section 3-249.2, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 
1952, is amended to read as follows: 

“Section 3-249.2. Any such referendum shall be upon the question 
of whether or not the farmers eligible for participation therein and 
voting therein shall vote upon themselves, for the period of three 
years, an assessment not to exceed forty cents per acre on all tobacco 
acreage in the State for the purpose of providing farmer participation 
in the fund and through the agency established for the stimulation, 
expansion and development of export markets for flue-cured tobacco, 
the exact amount per acre of the assessment to be determined by the 
members of the board of directors of Tobacco Associates, Incor- 
porated, subject to the approval of the majority of the South Caro- 
lina members of such board of directors.” 


SECTION 3. Section 3-249.4, 1952 Code, amended—assessment 
to be collected if two thirds vote in favor of it.—Section 3-249.4, 
Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, is amended to read as fol- 
lows: 

“Section 3-249.4. If in any such referendum two thirds or more of 
the tobacco farmers voting thereon shall vote in the affirmative and 
in favor of the levying or collection of such assessment not to exceed

amount per acre to be determined by the members of the board of 
directors of Tobacco Associates, Incorporated, subject to the approval 
of the majority of the South Carolina members of such board of 
directors, such assessment shall be collected in the manner provided 
in this article.”

Of Ocean Drive Beach In Horry County And To Provide For

The Town of Ocean Drive Beach is divided into two wards de- 
scribed as follows: Ward 1 shall consist of all of the property with- 
in the corporate limits of the Town of Ocean Drive Beach lying 
southwest of a line commencing at a point where the Atlantic Ocean 
afd Main Street of Ocean Drive Beach corner; thence following 
Main Street to its intersection with the City Limits. Ward 2 shall 
consist of all of the property within the limits of the Town of Ocean 
Drive Beach lying to the northeast of the above mentioned dividing 
line.

In the case of a tie, lots shall be drawn to 
determine which councilmen shall serve the two-year term.

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or be used in the counties of Abbeville, Aiken, Barnwell, Charleston, 
Chesterfield, Dillon, Florence, Greenville, Horry, Kershaw, Lee, 
Richand, Saluda, Spartanburg and Sumter. In these counties the 
office of master is established. There shall be one master in each such 
county. Provided, that in Berkeley County there is hereby established 
the office of master who shall hear and determine only such cases 
as are referred to him as master.’ ” 


SECTION 2. Section 15-1813, 1952 Code,.as amended. by Section 
3 of Act 657 of 1954, further amended—Master in Equity for 
Berkeley County may practice law in certain courts.—Section 3 
of Act No. 657 of the Acts of 1954 is amended to read as follows: 
“Section.3: Section 15-1813, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 
1952, is amended by adding a new subsection, to be subsection (f), 
to read as follows: 

‘(f) Berkeley County shall be allowed to practice law in all of

SECTION 1. Lexington County Magistrates to have jurisdiction 
in adjacent districts during certain absences—The Magistrate of 
any district of Lexington County shall have jurisdiction for all pur- 
poses arising in any adjacent magisterial district of Lexington County 
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where such other magistrate is absent from his office due to illness, 
vacation or for any other reason, in excess of five days. Such ab- 
sence from his office of a magistrate shall be substantiated by a 
sworn afhdavit of the moving party. 

SECTION 2. Repeal._—All acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed. 

SECTION 3. Time effective —This act shall take effect upon ap- 
proval by the Governor.

executed by any public service corporation or given to secure any 
indebtedness to the’ United States of America, or any agency or 
instrumentality thereof, incurred under the Rural’ Electrification Act 
of 1936, as amended. 


Repeal.—All acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed. 

SECTION 3. Time effective—This act shall take effect upon ap- 
proval by the Governor.

Property of All Saints Protestant Episcopal 
Church in Florence exempt from taxes.—The property of the All- 
Saints Protestant Episcopal Church, located on Cherokee Road, 
Florence, South Carolina, shall be exempt from municipal and county 
taxation,

with are repealed.

An Act To Amend Section 21-552, Code Of Laws Of South 
Carolina, 1952, Relating To The Use Of State-Adopted Textbooks, 
So As To Allow School District No. 52 In Greenwood Pounty To 
Use Other Types Of Textbooks. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Section 21-552, 1952 Code, amended—certain coun- 
ties and school districts not required to use State-adopted text- 
books—Greenwood County: School District 52 to be included.— 
Section 21-552, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, is amended 
to read as follows: 

“Section 21-552. The County Boards of Education of Colleton, 
Florence, Marlboro and York Counties, the Board of School Com- 
missioners in District No. 17 in Sumter County and the Board of 
Trustees of School District No. 52 in Greenwood County, shall not 
be required to use or select State-adopted textbooks, but it shall 
be lawful for the public schools of such counties and districts to use 
such books as may be selected by the appropriate county or district 
board. The high schools of Cherokee County shall be permitted to 
use not more than twenty-five per cent of textbooks that are not 
State adopted. The County Board of Education of Chester County 
may select from the adopted list of the State Board of Education, 
in cooperation with a committee of superintendents, principals and 
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teachers in the schools of the county selected by the county board of 
education, a list of such books as they deem best suited for use in 
the schools of Chester County. The board and this committee shall 
state the basic order in which books shall be used in the schools of 
Chester County, and the use in this order shall be required of all 
the teachers in the county. No revised edition of any books adopted 
for use in the schools of Chester County shall be used within a 
six-year period without the approval-of the county board of educa- 
tion. In Marion County State-adopted textbooks only shall be used, 
except that this requirement as to the exclusive use of State-adopted 
textbooks shall not apply in case or to the extent a free system is 
set up. The County Board of Education of Union County shall use 
State-adopted textbooks, except when, in the opinion of the county, 
board, a change in some particular book or books is desirable.”

An Act To Provide For The Establishment Of The Lake City 
Planning And Development Board. 


Be it enacted by-the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Lake City Planning and Development Board cre- 
ated—A board which shall be known as the Lake City Planning 
and Development. Board shall be appointed by the governing body 
of the city of Lake City. 


SECTION 2. Members—terms—vacancies.—The board shall con- 
sist of five members who shall be appointed for terms of four years 
and until their successors are appointed and qualified, except that of 
the members first appointed two shall be appointed for two years. 
Vacancies shall be filled in the manner of the original appointment 
for the unexpired portion of the term. 


‘SECTION 3. Purpose.—The function of the board shall be to en- 
courage the location of industry and the tourist trade and the promo- 
tion of adequate markets for the products grown by the farmers of the 
‘surrounding area of Lake City through the institution of an ad- 
vertising program, through cooperative efforts with other organiza- 
tions having similar aims and through such other activities as will 
tend to accomplish the purposes of the board. 


SECTION 4. Meetings and officers——The board shall hold its first 
meeting within ten days after its appointment. At its first meeting 
the board shall elect a chairman and such other officers as is deemed 
necessary. The board shall meet at such times and places as may 
be determined by the chairman and shall serve without compensation. 


SECTION 5. Cooperate with other agencies——For the purposes 
of carrying out the provisions of this act, the board is authorized to 
cooperate with the State Development Board, all towns, chambers 
of Commerce, business leagues, civic clubs and all other agencies and 
organizations within and without the city which the board may de- 
sire to cooperate with in the furtherance of the development and ad- 
vertisement of Lake City and its surrounding trade area. , 


SECTION 6. Accept gifts and grants.—The board may accept 
gifts and grants of money from either private or public sources and 
may do such other things as it deems necessary in order to carry out 
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the program, including the power and authority to acquire, hold, 
option, encumber and convey outright for consideration or by gilt 
any and all lands, leases, structures and facilities that are designed 
to promote and accomplish the purposes of this act. 


SECTION 7. Service on board not to affect dual office holding. 
—Any person serving on this board shall be exempt from the pro- 
visions of law relating to dual office holding. 


SECTION 8. Repeal.—All acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed. 


SECTION 9. Time effective -——This act shall take effect upon ap- 
proval by the Governor.

SECTION 1. Subsection 38 of Section 15, Part II of Act 813 of 
1956 amended—trial judge may impose certain sentences.—Sub- 
section 38 of Section 15 of Part II of Act No. 813 of the Acts and 
Joint Resolutions, 1956, is amended to read as follows: 

“Sub-section 38. The trial judge, in his discretion, may impose 
sentences under the provisions of this section, or any portion there- 
of, of a fine or by imprisonment of not less than one-half the fine 
or imprisonment prescribed for conviction under the provisions of 
this section.” 


SECTION 2. Section 38 of Act 820 of 1956, amended—trial 
judge may impose certain sentences.—Section 38 of Act No. $20 
of the Acts and Joint Resolutions, 1956, is amended to read as fol- 
lows: 

“Section 38. The trial judge, in his discretion, may impose sen- 
tences under the provisions of this section, or any portion thereof, 
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of a fine or by imprisonment of not less than one-half the fine or 
imprisonment prescribed for conviction under the provisions of this 
section.” 


SECTION 3. Repeal._—aAll acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed.

An Act To Amend The Code Of Laws Of South Carolina, 1952, 
As Amended, Relating To Inheritance Tax, By Adding Thereto 
A New Section, To Be Known As Section 65-456, So As To Pro- 
vide For Compromise Of South Carolina Inheritance Taxes In 
Cases Of Domiciliary Disputes. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Code of 1952 amended—Section 65-456 added— 
Tax Commission may make compromises concerning inheritance 
taxes in cases of domiciliary disputes—The Code of Laws of 
South Carolina, 1952, as amended, relating to inheritance tax, is 
further amended by adding thereto a new section, to be known as 
Section 65-456, which shall read as follows: 

“Section 65-456. When the Commission claims that a decedent was 
domiciled in this State at the time of his death and the taxing au- 
thorities of another state or states, territory or: possession of the 
United States, or the District of Columbia make a like claim on 
behalf of their states, territory or possession of the United States, 
or the District of Columbia, the said Commission with the approval 
of the Attorney General, may make a written agreement of com- 
promise with the other taxing authorities and the executor or ad- 
ministrator of a decedent that a certain sum may be accepted in full 
satisfaction of any and all inheritance and estate taxes imposed by 
this State, including any interest or penalties to the date of signing 
of the agreement. The agreement shall also fix the amount to be 
accepted by the other states in full satisfaction of inheritance and 
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estate taxes. Unless the tax so agreed upon is paid within sixty 
days after execution of the agreement, interest or penalties shall 
threafter accrue upon the amount fixed in the agreement, but the 
time between the decedent’s death and the signing of such agree- 
ment shall not be included in computing the interest or penalties, 
provided that such agreement is consummated during the twelve 
month period following decedent’s death.” 


SECTION 2. Repeal—aAll acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed. 


SECTION 3. Time effective —This act shall take effect upon ap- 
proval by the Governor.

Property of Carolina Low Country Girl Scout 
Council, Inc., in Charleston County exempt from taxes.—All of 
the property of the Carolina Low Country Girl Scout Council, Inc.

cept such as are levied by the State, so long as the property is main- 
tained, operated and utilized for girl scout purposes. 


SECTION 2. Repeal.—All acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed.

An Act To Amend Act No. 667 Of The Acts Of 1956 Relating 
To Open Seasons For Deer And Turkey In Game Zone No. 2 
And Relating To The Penalty For Violations So As To Extend 
The Season And To Prescribe A Minimum Fine. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Section 1 of Act 667 of 1956, amended—Game 
Zone 2—Wildlife Resources Department may make studies of, 
and declare open seasons on, deer and turkey.—Section | of Act 
No. 667 of the Acts of 1956 is amended to read as follows: 

“Section 1. The Director of the Division of Game of the Wildlife 
Resources Department shall have the authority to make special studies 
of the areas in Game Zone No. 2 which have been restocked with 
deer and wild turkey, and may, after careful study, declare open 
seasons of such duration as he deems advisable for the taking of 
these deer and turkey, provided that the Director may not open 
the deer season except at any time between October first and January 
first, and the turkey season except at any time between the day before 
Thanksgiving and April fifteenth.” 


SECTION 2. Section 3 of Act 667 of 1956, amended—penalties. 
—Section 3 of Act No. 667 of the Acts of ie is amended to read 
as follows: 

“Section 3. Any person taking, attempting to take, or having in 
his possession either deer or turkey illegally; or taking, attempting 
to take, or killing deer or turkey in any way not prescribed by the 
Director, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction shall 
be fined not less than fifty dollars nor more than one hundred dollars 
or imprisonment for not more than thirty days.” 


SECTION 3. Repeal.—aAll acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed. 


SECTION 4. Time effective——This act shall take effect upon ap- 
proval by the Governor.

An Act To Provide For The Establishment Of The Civil And 
Criminal Court Of Colleton County. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Civil and Criminal Court of Colleton County 
established.—There is hereby established for Colleton County a 
court inferior to the circuit court which shall be known as “The Civil 
and Criminal Court of Colleton County” hereinafter referred to as 
the Court. The establishment of such Court is deemed necessary 
by the General Assembly for all that part of Colleton County except 


the part of such county which is known as Hutchinson, Otter and 
Ashe Islands. 


SECTION 2. Judge — appointment — qualifications — term— 
vacancy.—The Governor shall appoint a judge for the Civil and 
Criminal Court of Colleton County, hereinafter referred to as the 
Judge, upon the recommendation of a majority of the members 
of the Colleton County Legislative Delegation, including the Senator. 
The Judge shall be a resident practicing attorney of the Colleton 
county bar with at least two years’ experience as an active practi- 
tioner and shall qualify and take the oath of office provided for cir- 
cuit judges. The term of office of the Judge shall be for four years 
from the date of his qualification and he shall serve until his successor 
is likewise appointed and shall have qualified. In case of a vacancy 
in such office the Governor shall appoint his successor for the un- 
expired term in like manner upon the recommendation of a majority 
of the Colleton County Legislative Delegation, including the Senator. 


SECTION 3. Appropriations—The annual salary of the Judge 
and such funds as are necessary to pay for office rent and expenses 
shall be appropriated annually in the Colleton County Supply Act. 


SECTION 4. Special judge—In case of the absence or inability 
to act of the Judge at the time fixed for holding the terms of the 
Court or in case of his disqualification for the trial of any case in 
the Court, the Governor may, upon request of the Judge or a ma- 
jority of the members of the Colleton County Legislative Delegation, 
including the Senator, appoint some other suitable person, being 
an attorney at law, to hold such term or terms of the Court as may 
be designated by the Governor or to try any special case, as special 
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judge. Any such special judge shall be entitled to the same per 
diem as special circuit judges are now allowed by law. 


SECTION 5. Solicitor—duties—substitute—The circuit solicitor 
shall be the solicitor for the Court and shall receive no compensation 
therefor except that provided for him as his salary as circuit so- 
licitor. In case of the sickness, disability or inability to serve of the 
circuit solicitor for any reason at any term or in case the Judge may 
appoint upon the recommendation of the solicitor some attorney to 
serve in his place. The circuit solicitor shall appear for and represent 
the State in all criminal cases tried in the Court, he shall prepare and 
hand out to the grand jury all such indictments as may be neces- 
sary, he shall appear for and represent the State in all appeals from 
the Court and he shall also appear for and represent the State in all 
appeals in criminal cases from the magistrate’s court to the Court. 
The circuit solicitor shall also advise with and aid the grand jury 
of the county in its duties and the coroner or magistrate in inquisi- 
tions. 


SECTION 6. Stenographers.—The circuit court stenographer shall 
be the stenographer for the criminal terms of the Court and he shall 
attend upon the criminal sessions of the Court and perform the duties 
in connection therewith that he performs in the circuit court. He shall 
receive no compensation therefor except that provided for him as his 
salary as circuit court stenographer. The Judge shall appoint a suitable 
stenographer for the civil terms and such stenographer shall be com- 
pensated as provided in the annual Colleton County Appropriations 
Act. The stenographer shall furnish transcripts of the proceedings 
upon request of the parties litigant and shall be entitled to receive 
as compensation therefor a fee of five cents per hundred words for 
all transcripts so furnished, which shall be paid by the litigant re- 
questing the same, except that in crim‘nal cases when the defendant 
may satisfy the Court that he is unable to pay for such transcript 
the same shall be furnished without fee by the court stenographer. 
The stenographer shall write out for the Judge and the circuit solicitor 
without charge such records, excerpts and transcripts as they may 
require. Should the circuit stenographer be unable to attend upon the 
criminal terms of the Court the Judge may appoint a suitable stenog- 
rapher. 


SECTION 7. Clerk of Court—fees—duties.—The clerk of the cir- 
cuit court shall be ex officio clerk of the Court and shall keep such 
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calendars, minutes and records of the Court and the cases therein 
pending and attend and perform the duties as the clerk thereof as re- 
quired of him by law as clerk of the circuit court. The costs and fees 
of the clerk in civil cases in the Court shall be the same as those al- 
lowed in similar cases in the court of common pleas. In all civil cases 
tried in the Court the clerk shall make up and file a judgment roll 
along with and in the same manner as if the judgment had been ren- 
dered in the court of common pleas. And he shall also index such 
judgments in the indices of judgments of the court of common pleas 
in the same manner as if such judgments were judgments of the 
court of common pleas for the county. 


SECTION 8. Duties of sheriff—bailiffs—The sheriff of the coun- 
ty or his deputy shall attend upon all sessions of the Court and shall 
be subject to the orders thereof. He shall execute the orders, writs 
and mandates of the Court as required by law in reference to the 
circuit court. The costs and fees of the sheriff in civil and criminal 
cases in the Court shall be the same as those allowed in similar cases 
in the court of common pleas and general sessions. The judge shall 
appoint such bailiffs as may be necessary. 


SECTION 9. Quarters.—The governing body of Colleton County 
shall make provision for holding the sessions of the Court by setting 
apart suitable quarters in the Colleton County courthouse therefor. 


SECTION 10. Record books.—The governing body of the county 
shall provide all books necessary for keeping records of the Court. 


SECTION 11. Court of record—seal—validity of judgments.— 
The Court shall be a court of record and have a seal inscribed with 
the words: “Civil and Criminal Court of Colleton County.” The 
same presumption in favor of its jurisdiction and the validity of its 
judgments and decrees shall hold as in the case of the jurisdiction, 
judgments and decrees of circuit courts. 


SECTION 12. Civil jurisdiction—The Court shall have concur- 
rent jurisdiction with the court of common pleas in all civil cases 
and special proceedings, both at law and in equity, in which the 
amount demanded in the complaint does not exceed five thousand 
dollars or in which the value of the property involved does not ex- 
ceed five thousand dollars and in all other civil cases and special 
proceedings, both at law and in equity, in which there is no money 
demanded or in which the right involved cannot be measured or fixed 
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by any monetary value, except that the court shall not have jurisdic- 
tion in cases involving title to real property except as hereinafter 
provided in the next succeeding paragraph. 

The Court shall also have concurrent jurisdiction with the court 
of common pleas to hear and determine actions for divorce from the 
bonds of matrimony and of all matters determinable in such actions, 
such as the custody of children, alimony and property rights of the 
parties, irrespective of the value involved. 


SECTION 13. Criminal jurisdiction — solicitor may transfer 
cases to.—The Court shall have concurrent jurisdiction with the 
court of general sessions in criminal cases except any case where 
the penalty may exceed imprisonment for a term of three years or 
a fine in the amount of three thousand dollars and it shall have 
concurtent jurisdiction with the magistrates’ courts in all criminal 
cases within the jurisdiction of the magistrates’ courts. The circuit 
solicitor may, in his discretion, transfer to the Court any cases not 
prohibited by the Constitution of South Carolina, 1895, where true 
bills of indictment have been found by the grand jury and which are 
pending in the court of general sessions for Colleton County. 


SECTION 14. Appeals jurisdiction—The Court shall have con- 
_ current jurisdiction with the court of common pleas and the court of 
general sessions, respectively, to hear and determine all appeals in 
civil cases and criminal cases that may have originally been within 
its jurisdiction, respectively, from judgments rendered by the magis- 
trates’ courts and all other inferior courts and the proceedings on 
such appeals shall be the same as provided for appeals in such cases 
from the magistrates’ courts to the court of common pleas and the 
court of general sessions, respectively. The Court shall also have con- 
current jurisdiction with the Court of Common Pleas to hear appeals 
from the Probate Court and appeals from awards made in condemna- 
tion cases and also appeals from awards made by the Industrial Com- 
mission of South Carolina under the Workmen’s Compensation Law, 
notwithstanding any other provisions of this act. 


SECTION 15. Jurisdiction of judge.—lIn all cases and special pro- 
ceedings within the jurisdiction of the Court and pending therein the 
Judge shall have the same jurisdiction, both in open court and at 
chambers, as is possessed by the circuit judges over cases pending in 
the circuit court over which they are presiding or in the circuits in 
which they are residents 
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SECTION 16. Powers.—The Judge shall have the power to issue 
writs of habeas corpus in all cases and to grant bail in all cases 
triable in the Court. 


SECTION 17. Review bail—The Judge shall also review sum- 
marily and without notice upon oral or written application the amount 
of bail fixed by the clerk of court or any magistrate in the county in 
any criminal case for the purpose of reducing or increasing such bail 
pending trial or appeal and he may call to his aid for such purpose 
the circuit solicitor. 


SECTION 18. Terms of court.—The civil terms of the court shall 
be held on the third Monday of February, the second Monday of 
May, the fourth Monday of September, the second Monday of Oc- 
tober, and the second Monday of November in each year and at 
such other times as the judge or court shall order and shall continue 
for such time as is necessary to dispose of the business before the 
court. The criminal terms of the court shall be held on the first Mon- 
day of December, and the fourth Monday of January for a term of 
one week each and shall continue for such time as is necessary to 
dispose of the business before the court. 


SECTION 19. Court to be open at all times for certain pur- 
poses.—The Court shall be open at all times, at the convenience 
of the Judge, for the purpose of taking pleas of guilty and impos- 
ing sentences in all criminal cases within the jurisdiction of the 
Court with the consent of the accused. The Court shall always be 
open for the transaction of all business that can be disposed of 
without a jury. 


SECTION 20. Rules of court.—The general laws, statutory provi- 
sions and rules of court applicable generally to the circuit courts of 
this State and the trials of cases therein shall apply to the Court and 
to the conduct and trial of cases therein when not inconsistent with 
this act. But any judgment rendered may be entered upon the third 
dav after such rendition or upon the same day with leave of the 
Court. Any criminal case wherein the punishment may not exceed a 
fine of one hundred dollars or imprisonment for thirty days shall be 
tried without presentment by a grand jury on information or indict- 
ment filed by the circuit solicitor, provided, the warrant is served on 
the defendant at least ten days before court. 


SECTION 21. Forms of pleadings and rules of procedure. 
The same forms of pleadings and the same rules of procedure, prac- 
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tice and evidence shall obtain in the Court as provided by law for 
the trial of civil and criminal cases in the circuit court when not 
inconsistent with the provisions of this act. But the pleadings or 
copies thereof in a case for trial before the Court shall be filed 
in the office of the clerk of court, as provided by law in the circuit 
court, before noon of the Monday preceding the first day of the next 
ensuing term of the Court and the clerk shall forthwith enter the 
cases upon the appropriate calendar. 


SECTION 22. Duties of magistrates—The Magistrates of Col- 
leton County are required to file promptly with the clerk of the 
court all’ papers in criminal prosecutions triable in the Court and 
they shall make all bonds and recognizances of witnesses and de- 
fendants returnable to the next ensuing term of the Court. The 
clerk of the court shall notify the circuit solicitor upon the filing of 
such papers and turn them over to him. The magistrates are re- 
quired to make a list of such witnesses as they deem material on 
the back of the arrest warrant and, though they shall be careful 
to furnish the names of witnesses deemed necessary to establish the 
charge in the warrant, they shall be equally careful not to furnish 
the names of any witnesses whose testimony is immaterial. 


‘SECTION 23. Grand jury—duties and compensation. — The 
grand jury drawn for and serving in the Court of General Ses- 
sions for Colleton County shall constitute the grand jury of the 
Court and shall so serve and act upon all necessary indictments 
of the Court. The grand jury shall attend upon the sessions of the 
Court whenever notified so to do by request of the circuit solici- 
tor and order of the Judge. The circuit solicitor shall appear at 
the regular terms of the court of general sessions and may hand 
out indictments at that time to the grand jury for the Civil and 
Criminal Court of Colleton County cases and the grand jury shall 
act upon such indictments as in indictments presented for cases in 
the court of general sessions. The grand jurors shall receive as 
compensation for their services in attendance upon the Court the 
same pay as allowed by law in the court of general sessions. 


SECTION 24. Certain actions not required to be heard by 
master.—Actions on the civil side of court in which reference to 
a master would under the law otherwise be necessary may be heard 
and determined by the Judge, either in term time or at chambers, 
without referring the same, upon testimony taken before the Judge; 
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and likewise in all cases in which a jury trial may not be necessary 
or required. All sales shall be made by the master as in cases before 
the court of common pleas. 


SECTION 25. Transfer of cases.——Any case pending in the court 
of common pleas may be transferred to the Court for trial upon mo- - 
tion, after five days’ notice to the opposite party, heard in open court 
or at chambers, if it shall appear that such action might have been 
brought originally in the Court and if, in the opinion of the Court or 
circuit judge at chambers, it would serve the best interests of all 
parties concerned for such case to be transferred for such trial to the 
Court ; and likewise any case brought in the Court may be transferred 
to the court of common pleas for trial upon motion of either party, as 
herein provided for the transfer of cases to the Court, by the Judge, if, 
in the opinion of stich Judge, it would serve the best interests of all 
parties concerned for such case to be transferred for trial to the 
court of common pleas. 


SECTION 26. Judge may change place of trials—The Judge 
may change the place of trial of any case pending in his Court to 
the circuit court in another county in the same manner as provided 
by law in respect to changing the place of trial in cases pending in 
the circuit court. 


SECTION 27. Jurors.—The jurors for the Court shall be drawn 
from the jury box provided for the drawing of jurors in the circuit 
court. 


SECTION 28. Drawing and summoning of jurors.—The law re- 
lating to the qualifications, drawing and summoning of jurors in the 
circuit court shall apply to the Court except that not more than 
twenty-four persons shall be drawn and summoned to attend at the 
same time on any session of the Court unless the Judge shall other- 
wise order and, instead of the notice of drawing required to be given 
in drawing a jury in the circuit court, the jury commissioners shall 
give not less than five nor more than ten days’ notice before the date 
fixed for the holding of any court at which jurors are required to 
attend the drawing of the jury for such term of court. 


SECTION 29. Deficiency of jurors.—In case it becomes neces- 
sary to supply any deficiency in the number of petit jurors in the 
* Court, whether caused by cliallenge or otherwise, jurors shall be 
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drawn from the tales box provided for the circuit court and in the 
same manner as provided by law for such Court. 


SECTION 30. Jurors to serve only once a year.—No one shall 
be required to serve as.a juror in the Court more than once in any 
calendar year and service as a juror in the Court shall for the pur- 
pose of exemption from jury duty in the circuit court be deemed 
service as a juror in the circuit court. 


SECTION 31. Number of jurors.—A jury for the trial of cases in 
the Court shall consist of six. 


SECTION 32. Civil cases—list of jute Steikee: —In the trial of 
all civil actions at law in the Court and in the trial of all issues or- 
dered to be framed by the Judge in equity cases in the Court, the 
clerk of the Court shall furnish the parties or their attorneys with 
a list of ten of the jurors to be drawn and selected by ballot from 
the whole number of jurors who are in attendance, the names on 
said lists to be numbered from one to ten. From such list the parties 
or their attorneys shall alternately strike by number, the plaintiff 
striking first, until there shall be left but six names, who shall con- 
stitute the jury to try the case or issue. But objections for cause shall 
be allowed and vacancies in the panel filled in the manner now pro- 
vided in the court of common pleas. 


SECTION 33. Criminal cases—peremptory challenges.—In the 
selection of a jury for the trial of a criminal case in the Court the 
accused, when charged with a misdemeanor, shall be entitled to per- 
emptory challenges not exceeding three and the State to two; and 
in the trial of cases of felony the accused shall be entitled to per- 
emptory challenges not exceeding five and the State to three. When 
there are two or more persons jointly indicted and so tried the ac- 
cused shall be jointly entitled to six peremptory challenges in cases 
of misdemeanor and eight peremptory challenges in cases of felony 
and no more. 


SECTION 34. Costs.—All costs and disbursements allowed the 
prevailing party and all costs and fees allowed officers of the court in 
actions in the court of common pleas shall be allowed in actions if 
the Court. 


SECTION 35. Compensation of jurors and witnesses.—Jurors in 
attendance upon the sessions of the Court shall receive as compen- ° 
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sation for their services the same per diem and mileage as is allowed 
jurors in the circuit court. Witnesses in attendance upon the Court 
shall receive the same compensation as witnesses in attendance upon 
the circuit court. 


SECTION 36. Appeals.—In all civil actions, criminal cases and 
special proceedings of which the Court shall have jurisdiction the 
right of appeal shall be to the Supreme Court and in the same manner 
and pursuant to the same rules, practice and procedure as now 
govern appeals from circuit courts. 


SECTION 37. Practice of law by judge restricted—The Judge 
is prohibited from practicing as an attorney in any criminal or equity 
matter in any court in Colleton County and is prohibited from prac- 
ticing as an attorney in any civil cause that may be brought in the 
Civil and Criminal Court of Colleton County. He is further pro- 
hibited from practicing as an attorney in partnership with another 
attorney anywhere in this State. 


SECTION 38. Repeal.—All acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed. 


SECTION 39. Time effective —This act shall take effect upon ap- 
proval by the Governor.

SECTION 1. Section 1 (d) of Act 804 of 1958 repealed.—Sec- 
tion 1(d) of Act No. 804 of the Acts of 1958 is amended by striking 
out all of the section. 


SECTION 2. Section 1 (e) of Act 804 of 1958, amended—Ward 
1, Box 5, defined.—Section 1 (e) of Act No. 804 of the Acts of 
1958 is amended by striking it out and inserting in lieu thereof the 
following : , 
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“(e) Ward 1, Box 5. That area lying within the following boun- 
daries: commencing at the center of East Main Street and Pine 
Street in the City of Spartanburg and running east on East Main 
Street to the intersection of the old city limits line ; thence south along 
the old city limits line to its intersection with Connecticut Avenue; 
thence north on Connecticut Avenue to Poplar Street, thence west on 
Poplar Street to Pine Street; thence north along Pine Street to 
East Main Street, the beginning corner.” 


SECTION 3. Section 1 (g) of Act 804 of 1958, amended—Ward

An Act To Create The Beaufort County Higher Education 
Commission And To Set Forth Its Powers And Duties. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Beaufort County Higher Education Commission 
created — members — terms — officers — meetings.——There is 
hereby created the Beaufort County Higher Education Commission. 
The commission shall be composed of three members who shall be 
appointed by the Governor upon the recommendation of a majority 
of the members of the Beaufort County Legislative Delegation. The 
members of the commission shall serve for a term of two years or 
until their successors have been appointed and qualified. Not more 
than two weeks after its appointment the commission shali meet and 
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elect a chairman and a secretary from among its membership, and 
organize further as it may desire. The commission may meet at 
such times as it may deem necessary, such meetings to be called by 
the chairman, or upon the written request of two of its members. 


SECTION 2. Powers and duties—Advisory Board— The com- 
mission, upon the approval of a majority of its members, may enter 
into contracts with any institutions of higher learning upon- such 
terms and conditions as may be mutually acceptable to the com- 
mission and any such institution of higher learning, for the estab- 
lishment and operation of an educational center to be a branch of 
‘such institution at Beaufort, South Carolina. The commission may 
obligate itself for the expenditure of a-sum for the purposes of this 
act in an amount not to exceed that which is appropriated by law. 
The commission may bind itself for the furnishing of suitable fa- 
cilities and accommodations, for the educational center, when by 
‘written prior agreement, it has obtained permission for the furnish- 
ing thereof from the authority, agency or board having control of 
such accommodations. The commission is authorized to accept such 
gifts as may be appropriate to carry out the provisions of this act. 
The commission shall appoint a group of not less than five nor more 
than fifteen’ interested persons from Beaufort County and the sur- 
rounding area, who shall be known as the Beaufort County Higher 
Education Advisory Board, who may act in an advisory capacity 
to the commission. Three of the persons so appointed shall be ap- 
pointed only upon the recommendation of a majority of the Beaufort 
County Legislative Delegation. The commission shall submit a writ- 
ten report to the Beaufort County Legislative Delegation at least once 
a year in which it must show an accounting of all funds under the 
control of the commission. ‘ j 


SECTION 3. Reports—The commission. shall as soon as practi- 
cable investigate the steps necessary for the establishment and opera- 
tion of the educational facilities contemplated by this act and shall 
make a report to the Beaufort County Legislative Delegation setting 
forth its findings and recommendations including its findings and 
recommendations as to budgetary needs. The report required hereby 
shall be submitted not later than April 15, 1959. Thereafter, the com- 
mission shall submit a written annual report to the Beaufort County 
Legislative Delegation which report shall include a statement of all 
receipts and disbursements not previously reported anda statement 
of its estimated financial needs for the ensuing year. 
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SECTION 4. Repeal.—All acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed. 


SECTION 5. Time effective——This act shall take effect upon ap- 
proval by the Governor.

An Act To Create A Planning And Development Board For 
Anderson County; To Provide For Its Membership, Powers And 
Duties; And To Repeal Act No. 400 Of The Acts Of 1957, Which 
Established The Anderson County Development Board. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Anderson County Planning and Development 
Board created—members—terms—vacancies.—There is hereby 
created the Anderson County Planning and Development Board, 
which shall consist of twelve members to be appointed by the Gover- 
nor upon the recommendation of a majority of the Anderson County 
Legislative Delegation, including the Senator. The governing bodies 
of each of the incorporated municipalities of Anderson, Belton, Honea 
Path, Iva, Pelzer, Pendleton, Starr, Williamston and West Pelzer 
shall, within thirty days from the effective date of this act, select one 
or more persons who are residents of their respective municipalities, or 
the vicinity thereof, who are well qualified to serve as members of the 
board, and shall recommend such one or more persons to the legis- 
lative delegation of the county for membership on the board. From 
the one or more persons selected by the governing bodies of each 
of the incorporated municipalities named herein, a majority of the 
Anderson County Legislative Delegation, including the Senator, 
shall select one member, so that from the nine municipalities there 
shall be named nine members of the board. Three additional mem- 
bers shall be selected by a majority of the delegation, including the 
Senator, from the citizens of Anderson County at large. The terms 
of office of the members shall be for four years and until their suc- 
“cessors are appointed and qualify, except that of the members first 
appointed six shall be appointed for terms of two years. It shall be 
decided by lot at the first meeting of the board which members shall 
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serve for four years and which members shall serve for two years. 
Vacancies in the membership of the board shall be filled for the 
unexpired term as provided for the original appointment. 


SECTION 2. Purpose—duties.—The function of the board shall be 
to encourage the location of industry, tourist trade and the promotion 
of adequate markets for the products grown by the farmers of An- 
derson County by the institution of an advertising program, through 
cooperative efforts with municipalities of the county and organizations 
having similar aims, as well as through such other activities as will 
tend to accomplish the purpose of this act. 

The board shall also investigate the water situation in Anderson 

County and recommend to the delegation methods by which in its 
judgment water may be made ‘available in adequate volumes to the 
various communities of Anderson County. 
. The board shall also make a thorough study and investigation of 
the advisability and need for zoning in any particular section of the 
county and, in the event that the zoning of any particular section 
appears necessary, make suitable recommendations thereabout to 
the county legislative delegation. 


SECTION 3. Meetings—officers—The board shall hold its first 
meeting ten days after appointment. At its first meeting the board 
shall elect a chairman and a secretary from its membership. The 
board shall meet at such times and places as may be determined by 
the chairman, but shall hold at least one meeting each quarter. 


SECTION 4. Cooperate with other agencies.—For the purpose 
of carrying out the provisions of this act the board is authorized to 
cooperate with the Development Board of the State of South Caro- 
lina, all towns, chambers of commerce, business leagues, civic clubs 
and other similar organizations in Anderson County, and all other 
agencies and organizations within and without the county which the 
board may desire to cooperate with in the furtherance of the de- 
velopment and advertisement of Anderson County. 


SECTION 5. Gifts and grants—The board is authorized to ac- 
cept gifts and grants of money from private and public sources to be 
used in the promotion of the purposes of this act. 


SECTION 6. Appropriations.—Such money as may be necessary 
to carry out the provisions of this act shall be appropriated from 
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county funds upon authorizations of a majority of the county legis- 
lative delegation, including the Senator. 


SECTION 7. Repeal—Act 400 of 1957 repealed—Act No. 400 
of 1957, which provides for the establishment of the Anderson Coun- 
ty Development Board, and all other acts or parts of acts incon- 
sistent herewith are repealed. 


SECTION 8. Time effective —This act shall take effect upon ap- 
proval by the Governor.

SECTION 1. Section 21-524, 1952 Code, amended—rental of 
textbooks in York County—fees.—Section 21-524, Code of Laws of 
South Carolina, 1952, is amended to read as follows: 

“Section 21-524. The title to books purchased by the county board 
of education of York County shall remain in the board. Each pupil 
in the ninth, tenth, eleventh and twelfth grades of the schools of 
York County receiving such books free of rental charge shall be 
charged an annual book fee as may be determined by the county board 
of education, which fee shall be paid annually in advance upon the 
opening of the school or upon admission of the pupil to the school.”

Be.it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Certain banks may close one day a week.—Any 
bank located in a county having a population between ten thousand 
nine hundred and fifty and eleven thousand according to the latest 
United States census, now or hereafter, may, as the board of direc- 
tors of such bank may from time to time determine, remain closed 
one day of each week. 


SECTION 2. To be legal holiday—Any day on which any bank 
shall-remain closed as herein permitted, shall, as to- such’closed bank, 
constitute a legal holiday and any act authorized, ‘required, or per- 
mitted to be performed at, by or with respect to any such bank on 
such day when it is closed may be performed on the next succeeding 
business day and no liability or loss of any rights of any kind shall 
result from such delay. 


SECTION 3. Repeal.—All acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed. 


SECTION 4. Time effective.—This act shall take effect upon ap- 
proval by the Governor.

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
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SECTION 1. Subsection (1) of Section 15-278, 1952 Code, 
amended—terms of court for Charleston County.—Subsection (1) 
of Section 15-278, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, as amended, 
is further amended to read as follows: 

“(1) The Court of General Sessions for Charleston County shall 
be held at Charleston on the first Monday in January for one week, 
on the first Monday in March for two weeks, on the fourth Monday 
in May for two weeks, on the second Monday in September for 
two weeks, and on the first Monday in December for two weeks. 
The court of common pleas for the county shall be held at Charleston 
on the second Monday in January for one week for the disposal of 
motions, equity matters, and any other matters not requiring the 
attendance of a jury, on the first Monday in February for four weeks 
for the disposal of jury matters, on the fourth Monday in March 
for five weeks for jury matters and on the third Monday in October 
for six weeks, the first of which shall be for the disposal of motions, 
equity matters, and any other matters not requiring the attendance 
of a jury, and the remaining five weeks for the disposal of jury 
matters.” 


SECTION 2. Repeal.—All acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed.

An Act Providing For The Disposition Of Funds Held By 
The Probate Judge Of Saluda County. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Probate Judge of Saluda County to turn certain 
funds over to county treasurer—The Probate Judge of Saluda 
County is directed to turn over to the county treasurer the funds held 
by him as credit balances in the various accounts in his office when, 
in the opinion of the probate judge, the persons entitled to the funds 
cannot be found after due diligence and when it is probable that the 
funds will never be claimed by the persons entitled to them. 
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SECTION 2. Notations to be made in account books—receipt.— 
Upon turning over to the county treasurer the credit balances in 
the various accounts, the probate judge shall enter upon his ac- 
count book for each account a notation to the effect that the bal- 
ance was turned over to the county treasurer under the provisions 
of this act, citing it by giving the number and date of approval. 

Upon receipt of such funds the county treasurer shall give the 
probate judge a proper receipt therefor and he shall credit the funds 
to the general fund of the county. 


SECTION 3. Claims—filing of.—If any person claims any of the 
money after it has been turned over to the county treasurer, he shall 
file a written claim therefor with the probate judge. The claim shall 
state the facts upon which it is based and the probate judge shall de- 
termine the validity of the claim as the validity of claims against 
estates in the course of administration before him are determined. 
Notice of the filing of the claim shall be given to the county treasurer 
and to the county attorney by the claimant. The county attorney shall 
appear in the matter and raise such objections to the’ allowance of the 
claim as in his judgment are warranted under the facts of the case. Ap- 
peals from the findings of the probate judge may be had as provided by 
law in the case of appeals from any decision on a claim filed against 
an estate administered before him. 

No claim shall be filed later than ten years after the money has 
been turned over to the county treasurer, except in cases of legal 
disability in which event the claim shall be filed not later than ten 
years after removal of the disability. 


SECTION 4. Payment of claims.—If a claim made pursuant to the 
terms of this act is finally determined in the claimant’s favor the pro- 
bate judge shall issue his voucher for the payment thereof. The 
voucher shall be honored by the treasurer and payment shall be made 
out of the general fund of the county. 


SECTION 5. Repeal.—aAll acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed. 


SECTION 6. Time effective—This ‘act shall take effect upon ap- 
proval by the Governor.

An Act To Provide For The Division Of Anderson County 
School District No. 2 Into Four Areas For The Purpose Of Elect- 
ing School District Trustees. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. School District 2 of Anderson County—divided 
into areas for purpose of electing trustees——For the purpose of 
electing district trustees, School District No. 2 of Anderson County 
is divided into four areas, as follows: 

Area No. 1 shall consist of old school district Belton 12, Calhoun 
School District 29, and Cedar Grove School District 30; 

Area No. 2 shall consist of old school districts Honea Path 16, 
Gantt 34, Friendship 35, Cleveland 36, and Barkers Creek 67; 

Area No. 3 shall consist of old school districts Martin 15, Long 
Branch 33, Ebenezer 45, Bethany 46, Bethel 55, and the portion 
of Rocky River School District 59, east of Rocky River; and 

Area No. 4 shall consist of old school districts Broadway 11, 
Neals Creek 60, and the portion of Union School District 21, south of 
Broadway Creek. 

Two of the seven trustees shall be residents of Area No. 1; two 
shall be residents of Area No. 2; one shall be a resident of Area No. 
3; and one shall be a resident of Area No. 4. The seventh trustee 
shall be elected by the electors of the entire district and may reside 
in any one of the four areas. 


SECTION 2. Elections—vacancies—candidates to file notice — 
Upon .the expiration of the present terms of office of the trus- 
tees of Anderson County School District No. 2, their respective 
successors in office shall be elected from the areas herein established 
in the following order; Area No. 1, Area No. 2, Area No. 3 and 
Area No. 4. Area Trustees shall be elected for their particular 
areas by the qualified electors from the entire school district. In 
case of the resignation or death of any trustee, the County Board 
of Education shall appoint a successor who is a resident of the same 
area for the unexpired term only. 

Not later than 5 P. M., twenty-one days prior to the election, 
any person desiring to become a candidate for the position of trus- 
tee in any one of the established areas shall file with the County 
Superintendent of Education a written notice of his intention to 
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become a candidate for such office. Upon the expiration of the 
filing time, the County Board of Education shall compile a list of 
all candidates in each of such areas. 

The provisions of law applicable to the election of school trus- 
tees in Anderson County shall apply insofar as they are applicable 
to the election of trustees from the areas herein established. 


SECTION 3. Repeal.—All acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed. 


SECTION 4. Time effective-—This act shall take effect upon ap- 
proval by the Governor.

An Act To Amend Act No. 319 Of The Acts Of 1957, Authoriz- 
ing The Supervisor Of Florence County To Work Any Able- 
Bodied Male Prisoner, So As To Remove The Authorization To 
Work Any Prisoner Awaiting Trial Under Certain Conditions. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Act 319 of 1957 amended—Florence County may 
work prisoners on chain gang.—Act No. 319 of the Acts of 1957 
is amended to read as follows: 

“Section 1. The Supervisor of Florence County may work any 
able-bodied male person sentenced to a term of imprisonment in the 
county jail or on the county chain gang at such labor as he is able 
to perform on the public roads of the county whenever in his judg- 
ment it is feasible and practicable to do so under such guard as he 
may deem sufficient. 

“Section 2. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent herewith are re- 
pealed. 

“Section 3. This act shall take effect upon approval by the Gov- 
ernor.” 


SECTION 2. Repeal.—All acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed. 


SECTION 3. Time effective—This act shall take effect upon ap- 
proval by the Governor.

An Act To Provide For The Posting Of Notices On The Door 
Of The Saluda County Courthouse In Lieu Of Publication In A

SECTION 1. Posting of certain notices in Saluda County.— 
In estates of less than one thousand dollars, no publication for any 
purpose shall be required in Saluda County to be inserted in any 
newspaper, but, in lieu thereof, notices shall be posted on the court- 
house door which shall have the same force and effect as if published. 


SECTION 2. Repeal.—All acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed. 


SECTION 3. Time effective—This act shall take effect upon ap- 
proval by the Governor.

An Act To Create The Greenville-Spartanburg Airport Dis- 
trict; To Define Its Area; To Establish A Governing Commis- 
sion Therefor; To Prescribe The Functions And Powers Of The 
District And Its Commission; To Make Provisions For Borrowing 
By The District, Including The Issuance Of General Obligation 
Bonds Of Not Exceeding Six Million Dollars; To Prescribe The 
Terms And Conditions Under Which Such Money May Be Bor- 
rowed By The District And To Make Provision For Its Payment; 
To Provide For The Application For And Use Of Funds Which 
May Be Allocated To The District By The Federal, State Or 
Other Governments And To Provide For The Continuing Opera- 
tion Of The Facilities Of The District. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Greenville-Spartanburg Airport District created. 
—The territory embraced by the Counties of Greenville and Spartan- 
burg is hereby constituted an Airport District and political sub- 
division of this State, the functions of which shall be public and

governmental, and the inhabitants of said territory are hereby con- 
stituted a body politic and corporate. The corporate name of the 
airport district shall be Greenville-Spartanburg Airport District, and 
by that name the airport district may sue and be sued. 


SECTION 2. Commission created—members—terms.—The cor- 
porate powers and duties of the Greenville-Spartanburg Airport Dis- 
trict shall be exercised and performed by a Commission to be known 
as Greenville-Spartanburg Airport Commission. The Commission shall 
be composed of six members to be appointed by the Governor as fol- 
lows: three of the members shall be residents of Spartanburg County 
and the original members shall be appointed upon the recommendation 
of a majority of the members of the Spartanburg County Legislative 
Delegation. Three of the members shall be residents of Greenville 
County and the original members shall be appointed upon the recom- 
mendation of a majority of the members of the Greenville County 
Legislative Delegation. The term of office of one of the original mem- 
bers from Greenville County and one of the original members from 
Spartanburg County shall be for two years. The term of another of the 
original members from Greenville County and another of the original 
members from Spartanburg County shall be for four years. The two 
remaining members and the successors in office of all the members of 
the Commission shall serve for a term of six years. The term of each 
member shall expire on the January first nearest to the end of the term 
of years for which he is appointed under the foregoing provision ; pro- 
vided, that each member shall serve until his successor is appointed 
and qualified. Upon the expiration of the term of each commissioner 
his successor shall be elected in the same manner as set forth above. 
Upon election by a majority of the Spartanburg Delegation or a ma- 
jority of the Greenville Delegation, as the case may be, then the secre- 
tary or acting secretary of the county delegation shall certify the ap- 
proval to the Governor, who shall commission the nominee for the term 
provided by the provisions of this section. Any new member shall 
be a suitable person who is a resident of the same county as the 
member he is to succeed. Successors shall be appointed to serve for 
the unexpired term of members who die or resign in like manner and 
upon like recommendation as hereinabove set forth. 


SECTION 3. Officers—compensation of members.—The Commis- 
sion shall appoint one of its members as Chairman and one of its 
members, or any other competent person, as Secretary of the Com- 
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mission. The Chairman of the Commission shall serve for a term of 
two years and until his successor is appointed and qualified. The 
members of the Commission shall serve without compensation, except 
for their actual expenses while in performance of duties prescribed 
under this act. 


SECTION 4. Powers and duties——The Commission is hereby com- 
mitted the function of planning, establishing, developing, constructing, 
enlarging, improving, maintaining, equipping, operating, regulating, 
protecting and policing an airport and air navigation facility to serve 
the people of the Greenville-Spartanburg Airport District and the 
public generally. To this end, the Commission shall be empowered as 
follows: 

1. Have perpetual succession. 

2. Adopt, use and alter a corporate seal. 


3. Make bylaws for the management and regulation of its affairs, 
and define a quorum for its meetings. 

4, Deposit monies derived from the sale of any bonds authorized 
to be issued under the provisions of this act or from revenue-pro- 
ducing facilities in any bank or trust company having an office within 
the district and withdraw the.same for the purpose of operating, 
maintaining, constructing, improving and extending any facility in 
its charge. 

5. Plan, establish, develop, construct, enlarge, improve, maintain, 
equip, operate, regulate, protect and police its airport and air navi- 
gation facility under such reasonable rules and regulations as the 
Commission may from time to time promulgate. 

6. Maintain and extend runways, terminals, maintenance shops, 
access roads, utilities systems, concessions, accommodations, and 
other facilities of whatever nature or kind for the comfort and ac- 
commodation of air travelers; purchase and sell supplies, goods and 
commodities as an incident to the operation of its airport facilities; 
and for all such purposes the Commission may by purchase, gift, 
devise, lease, eminent domain proceedings, or otherwise acquire, 
hold, develop, use, lease, mortgage, sell, transfer, and dispose of any 
property, real or personal, or any interest therein, including ease- 
ments in airport hazards, or land outside the boundaries of its air- 
port or airport site, necessary to permit the removal, elimination, ob- 
struction-marking or obstruction-lighting, of airport hazards, or to 
prevent the establishment of airport hazards. 
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7. License, lease, rent, sell or otherwise provide for the use of 
any of its airport facilities, including the privilege of supplying goods, 
commodities, things, services.or facilities at such airport by any 
persons or corporations, qualified to use the same as its discretion 
may dictate; provided that in no case shall the public be deprived of 
its rightful, equal, and uniform use of the airport, air navigation 
facility, or portion or facility thereof. 

8. Place in effect and, from time to time, revise such schedules of 
licenses, rates, and charges for the use of its facilities as may be 
necessary or desirable to the orderly operation of the airport facility 
of the district; provided that all such rates and charges shall be 
reasonable and nondiscriminatory. 

9. Exercise the power of eminent domain for any corporate func- 
tion. The power of eminent domain may be exercised through any 
procedure prescribed by Act No. 225, of the Acts of 1953, as such 
statutes are now constituted or as the same, from time to time may be 
amended. All powers conferred on municipalities under Act No. 225 
are conferred herein on the Greenville-Spartanburg Airport Com- 
mission. 

10. Appoint officers, agents, employees and servants and prescribe 
the duties of such, including the right to appoint persons charged 
with the duty of enforcing the rules and regulations of this body as 
provided for in Section 5 of this act, fix their compensation and 
determine if and to what extent they shall be bonded for the faith- 
tul performance of their duties. 

11. Employ engineers, architects and attorneys and contract for 
such other services of a technical or professional nature as may be 
necessary or desirable to the performance of the duties of the Com- 
mission. 

12. Make contracts for the construction, erection, maintenance and 
repair of the facilities in their charge, by competitive bidding if such 
contracts are in excess of ten thousand dollars. If the contracts are 
less than ten thousand dollars then the Commission is empowered to 
-make such contracts without competitive bids. 

13. Apply for, accept, receive, receipt for, disburse, and expend 
Federal, State, county or municipal moneys and other moneys, public 
or private, made available by grant or loan or both, to accomplish, in 
whole or in part, any of the purposes of this act and, to this end, to 
continue to prosecute any application heretofore filed with the Federal 
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Civil Aeronautics Administration or the Federal Airway Authority, 
or any other Federal agency, by joint action of the Spartanburg 
County and Greenville County Legislative Delegations and to pay 
from the funds of the District any costs heretofore or hereafter in- 
curred for any services rendered, since the date the application was 
filed, in connection with the procuring or processing of the appli- 
cation which are found by the Commission to legitimately inure to 
the benefit of the Greenville-Spartanburg Airport District. All 
Federal moneys accepted under this section shall be accepted and 
expended by the Commission upon such terms and conditions as are 
prescribed by the United States and as are consistent with State law; 
and all other moneys accepted under this section shall be accepted and 
expended by the Commission upon such terms and conditions as are 
prescribed by the State or other sources thereof. 

14. Issue under the conditions prescribed in paragraph 16 of this 
section, general obligation bonds of the District in an amount not 
exceeding six million dollars; provided, that the six million dollar 
limitation hereby fixed shall be reduced by the aggregate amount of 
any State or Federal funds received by or irrevocably set aside to 
the Commission by the State or Federal governments or by any 
agency thereof. If any bonds authorized by this provision are issued 
and outstanding at the time when any such State or Federal funds 
are received or irrevocably set aside to the Commission, the obliga- 
tion of such bonds shall not in anywise be affected thereby. 

15. In addition to the powers given by paragraph 14 of this section, 
the Commission may, on behalf of the District, borrow money and 
make and issue negotiable bonds, notes and other evidences of in- 
debtedness payable solely from the revenue derived from the opera- 
tion of any revenue-producing facility or facilities in their charge. The 
sums borrowed may be those needed to pay costs incident to the opera- 
tion and maintenance of its airport facility or such sums as may be 
needed to pay the cost of any extension, addition or improvement 
to its airport facility, or both. If the method of financing authorized 
by this paragraph is used, neither the faith and credit of the State 
of South Carolina nor of any county lying within the District nor 
of the District itself shall be pledged to the payment of the principal 
and interest of the obligations, and there shall be on the face of such 
obligation a statement, plainly worded, to that effect. Neither the 
members of the Commission nor any person signing the obligations 
shall be personally liable thereon. That a convenient procedure for 
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borrowing money pursuant to this paragraph may be prescribed, the 
District shall be fully empowered to avail itself of all powers granted 
by Title 59, Chapter 5, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, as 
amended, notwithstanding the fact that the District shall not other- 
wise be deemed to be a municipality. In exercising the powers con- 
ferred upon the District by such Code provisions, the District may 
make all pledges and covenants authorized by any provision thereof, 
and may confer upon the holders of its securities all rights and liens 
authorized by such Code provisions. Specifically, and notwithstanding 
contrary provisions in any such Code provisions, the District may: 

(a) Provide that such bonds, notes or other evidences of indebted- 
ness be payable, both as to principal and interest, from the net 
revenues derived from the operation of any revenue-producing fa- 
cility or facilities, as such net revenues may be defined by the Com- 
mission. 

(b) Covenant and agree that upon its being adjudged in default as 
to the payment of any instalment of principal and interest upon any 
obligation issued by it or in default as to the performance of any 
covenant or undertaking made by it, that in such event the princi- 
pal of all obligations of such issue may be declared forthwith due 
and payable, notwithstanding that any of them may not have then 
matured. 

(c) Confer upon a corporate trustee the power to make disposition 
of the proceeds from all borrowings and also all revenues derived from 
the operation of the revenue-producing facility whose revenues are 
pledged for the payment of such obligations, in accordance with and 
in the order of priority prescribed by resolutions adopted by the Com- 
mission as an incident to the issuance of any notes, bonds or other 
evidences of indebtedness. 

(d) Dispose of its obligations at public or private sale and upon 
such terms and conditions as it shall approve. 

(e) Make such provision for the redemption of any obligations 
issued by it prior to their stated maturity, with or without a premium, 
and on such terms and conditions as the Commission shall approve. 

(f) Covenant and agree that any cushion fund established to 
further secure the payment of principal and interest of any obligation 
shall be in a fixed amount. 

(g) Covenant and agree that it will not enter into any agree- 
ments with any person, firm, corporation or with the government of 
this State, the United States, or any of the political subdivisions of 
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the same, for the furnishing of free services where such services are 
ordinarily charged for. 

(h) Prescribe the procedure, if any, by which the terms of the 
contract with the holders of its obligations may be amended, the 
number of obligations whose holders must consent thereto, and the 
manner in which such consent shall be given. 

(i) Prescribe the evidences of default and conditions upon which 
all or any obligation shall become or may be declared due before 
maturity and the terms and conditions upon which such declaration 
and its consequences may be waived. 


16. The Commission, on behalf of the District, shall be empowered 
to issue not exceeding six million dollars (or such lesser amount 
as may be prescribed by the provisions of paragraph 15 of this section) 
of general obligation bonds of the district, whose proceeds shall be 
used to defray the cost of constructing and establishing an airport 
facility within the District. For the purpose of this section, the 
term “construct and establish” shall embrace the cost of direct con- 
struction, the cost of all land, property, rights, easements and fran- 
chises acquired, which are deemed necessary for the construction 
and use of runways, terminal buildings, maintenance shops, service 
establishments, and any and all facilities incident or in anywise 
appurtenant to an airport facility and all machinery and equipment 
needed therefor, payments to contractors, laborers or others for work 
done or material furnished, financing charges, interest incurred in 
connection therewith, cost of engineering services, architectural serv- 
ices, legal services, legal and engineering expenses, plans, specifi- 
cations, surveys, projections, drawings, brochures, administrative ex- 
penses and such other expenses as may be necessary or incident to 
the construction and operation of an airport facility within the 
District whether heretofore or hereafter incurred for the purposes 
for which the district is created. All or any general obligation bonds 
issued pursuant to this paragraph shall conform to the following 
specifications and be subject to the following procedures: 

(a) They shall be issued as a single issue or, from time to time, as 
several separate issues. They shall bear such date or dates as the 
Commission shall determine, and bonds of any issue shall mature in 
such equal or unequal instalments as may be determined by the Com- 
mission. They shall be made payable at such place or places as the 
Commission shali prescribe and they shall bear interest at such rate 
or rates and shall be payable in such manner as the Commission may 
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determine. The bonds may be issued with the privilege of having 
them registered as to principal on the books of the Commission and 
the principal thus made payable to the registered holder (unless the 
last registered transfer shall have been to bearer), upon such con- 
ditions as the Commission may prescribe. Any bond issued pursuant 
to this paragraph may be made subject to redemption prior to its 
stated maturity, on such terms and conditions and with such redemp- 
tion premium as the Commission shall prescribe. 

(b) They shall be sold at not less than par and accrued interest 
to the date of their respective deliveries at public sale. At least ten 
days prior to any sale, notice announcing the intention to receive bids 
for sale of such bonds shall be published in a newspaper of general 
circulation in the State of South Carolina. In offering the bonds for 
sale, the Commission shall reserve the right to reject any and all bids 
and if all bids shall be rejected, the Commission may negotiate pri- 
vately for the disposition of such bonds. 

(c) Such bonds and all interest to become due thereon shall have 
the tax exempt status prescribed by Act No. 730 of the Acts of 1952. 

(d) Such bonds shall be executed in the name of the District by 
the Chairman and the Secretary of the Commission under the seal 
of the District. Coupons attached to such bonds may be authenticated 
by facsimile signatures of the Chairman and the Secretary of the 
Commission who are in office on the date of such bonds. 

(e) The delivery of any bonds so executed and authenticated shall 
be valid notwithstanding any changes in officers or seal occurring 
after such execution and authentication. 

(f) There shall be irrevocably pledged for the payment of such 
bonds and interest as they mature the full faith, credit and resources 
of the District. Until the principal and interest of all bonds issued 
under this act shall be fully paid, there shall be levied on all taxable 
property in the District an annual tax ad valorem sufficient to pay 
the principal and interest of all bonds issued under this act as princi- 
pal and interest becomes due. The said tax shall be annually levied 
by the Comptroller General of South Carolina and collected by the 
County Treasurers of Greenville and Spartanburg Counties at the 
same time and in the same manner as county taxes are collected. Each 
of the county treasurers shall collect the tax in his county and pay 
the same to the State Treasurer in the manner and within the time 
heretofore provided by law for the payment of State taxes to the 
State Treasurer who shall set them apart in a special fund and apply 
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them solely to the payment of principal and interest of the bonds so 
long as any such principal or interest remains outstanding. The tax 
to be levied under the provisions of this paragraph shall not be sub- 
stantially greater than the amount necessary to pay principal and 
interest of bonds maturing during the year in which monies pro- 
duced by such levy will come into the hands of the State Treasurer 
as reduced by the anticipated balance of funds in the hands of the 
State Treasurer produced by such levies in prior years. When all 
principal and interest of outstanding bonds has been paid, the State 
Treasurer shall transfer any balance remaining in the special fund 
created under the terms of this paragraph to the general fund of the 
Commission subject to its draft or order for any legitimate purpose 
incident to the operation, maintenance or extension of the District’s 
airport facilities. 

(g) Proceeds derived from the sale of such bonds shall be de- 
posited with the Treasurer of the State of South Carolina in a sepa- 
rate and special fund and shall be subject to transfer upon warrants 
or orders of the Commission to any bank or trust company having an 
office within the district to be expended by the Commission for the 
purposes specified herein, and no others; provided, however, that any 
premium received shall be deposited with the Treasurer of the State 
of South Carolina and applied by him to the first instalment of 
principal becoming due on the bonds and any accrued interest re- 
ceived shall be applied by the State Treasurer to the first instalment 
of interest becoming due on the bonds. Neither the purchaser of the 
bonds nor any subsequent holders thereof shall be responsible for the 
proper application of the proceeds of sales. 


17. Do all other acts and things necessary or convenient to carry 
out any function or power committed or granted to the District. 


SECTION 5. Revenues.—All revenues derived by the Commission 
from the operation of any revenue-producing facility which may not be 
required to discharge covenants made by it in issuing bonds, notes or 
other obligations authorized by Section 4, paragraph 15, of this act, 
shall be held, disposed of or expended by the Commission for purposes 
germane to the functions of the District. 


SECTION 6. Rates not subject to State regulation—The rates 
charged for services furnished by any revenue-producing facility of the 
District as constructed, improved, enlarged or extended shall not be 
subject to supervision or regulation of any State bureau, commission, 
board or other like instrumentality or agency thereof. 
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SECTION 7. Exempt from taxes.—Property and income of the 
District shall be exempt from all taxes levied by the State, county or 
any municipality, division, sub-division or agency thereof, direct or 
indirect. 


SECTION 8. Obligations not to be impaired—So long as the 
District shall be indebted to any person, firm or corporation on any 
bonds, notes or other obligations issued pursuant to the authority of 
this act, provisions of this act and the powers granted to the District 
and the Commission shall not be in any way diminished and the pro- 
visions of this act shall be deemed a part of the contract between the 
District and the holders of such obligations. 


SECTION 9. Saving clause.—If any part of this act shall be held 
unconstitutional, such unconstitutionality shall not affect the re- 
mainder of this act. 


SECTION 10. Repeal.—aAll acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed. 


SECTION 11. Time effective.—This act shall take effect upon ap- 
proval by the Governor.

An Act To Amend Section 3 Of Act No. 360 Of 1957, Relating 
To Shooting Of Nonnative Game On Shooting Preserves, So As 
To Remove The Prohibition Against Shooting Pen-Raised Ducks 
In Game Zone 6. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Section 3 of Act 360 of 1957 amended—shooting 
preserves—species of game which may be taken—bag limits.— 
Section 3 of Act No. 360 of 1957 is amended to read as follows: 

“Section 3. Legal shooting preserve game shall be nonnative, pen- 
raised pheasants, chukar partridge, and such other nonnative game 
species as may be desigated by the Wildlife Resources Department, 
without regard to sex; pen-raised mallards and black ducks, more 
than two generations removed from the wild and in conformance with

An Act Providing For The Permissive Saturday Closing Of 
Banks In Counties In This State With A City Having A Popula- 
tion In Excess Of Seventy Thousand According To The Latest 
United States Census And Setting Forth The Conditions Under 
Which Such Closing May Be Made. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Certain banks may close on Saturdays.—Any bank 
located in any county with a city having, according to the latest 
United States census, now or hereafter, a population in excess of 
seventy thousand may, as the board of directors of such concern 
may from time to time determine, remain closed on Saturday. 


SECTION 2. To be legal holiday.—Any Saturday on which any 
bank shall remain closed as herein permitted, shall, as to such closed 
bank, constitute a legal holiday and any act authorized, required, or 
permitted to be performed at, by or with respect to any such bank 
on a Saturday when it is closed may be performed on the next suc- 
ceeding business day and no liability or loss of any rights of any 
kind shall result from such delay.

Lake City Magistrate in Florence County shall have concurrent

Provided, further, that in the event the 
business of the court does not warrant the attendance of the usual 
number of jurors the magistrate shall have the discretionary power 
to draw only twelve jurors, in which event each party shall be 
entitled to strike three of such jurors.

An Act To Create The Horry County Higher Education Com- 
mission, To Provide Its Powers And Duties, And To Provide 
Funds Therefor. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Horry County Higher Education Commission, 
created—-members—terms—officers—meetings.—There is hereby 
created the Horry County Higher Education Commission. The Com- 
mission shall be composed of sixteen members who shall be appointed 
by the Governor upon the recommendation of the Senator and a ma- 
jority of the members of the House of Representatives from Horry 
County whose recommendation shall be based upon nominations pro- 
vided for by this section. One member shall be appointed from each of 
the eight attendance areas in Horry County to serve for terms of four 
years, or until their successors are appointed and qualified, except that 
of the members first appointed two shall serve for one year, two shall 
serve for two years, two shall serve for three years and two shall 
serve for four years, with each succeeding appointee serving for the 
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full four year term. Eight members shall be appointed at large 
from the county without geographical limitation to serve for terms 
of four years, or until their successors are appointed and qualified, 
except that of the members first appointed two shall serve for one 
year, two shall serve for two years, two shall serve for three years, 
and two shall serve for four years, with each succeeding appointee 
serving the full term of four years. After the appointment of all 
sixteen members to the Commission, it shall meet and elect a chair- 
man and a secretary from among its membership, and organize 
further as it may desire. The County Superintendent of Education 
of Horry County and the superintendents of each of the eight at- 
tendance areas in Horry County shall serve as ex officio members 
of the Commission. Notice of all meetings of the Commission shall 
be given to such ex officio members with an invitation to attend. 
The meetings of the Commission shall be held in the office of the 
county superintendent of education. The Commission may meet at 
such times as it may deem necessary, such meetings to be called by 
the chairman, or upon the written request of at least nine of its 
members; provided, that the present members of the Coastal Edu- 
cational Foundation, Inc., an eleemosynary corporation, shall be ap- 
pointed as the first members of the Horry County Higher Educa- 
tion Commission. The Commission shall be self-perpetuating, in that 
appointment of succeeding members to the Commission shall be 
made by the nomination of a majority of the members of the Com- 
mission to the Senator and House Members of the Delegation who 
shall recommend such appointment to the Governor. No member 
shall receive any compensation for serving on the Commission. 


SECTION 2. Powers and duties—The Commission, upon the ap- 
proval of a majority of its members, may enter into contracts with in- 
stitutions of higher learning, upon such terms and conditions as may 
be acceptable to the Commission, for the operation of a school or 
schools of higher learning in Horry County. The County of Horry, 
however, shall not be bound or held liable by any act of omission or 
commission of the Horry County Higher Education Commission or by 
any provision of a contract expressed or implied by the Commission 
except as follows: (A) The Commission may obligate itself for an ex- 
penditure of a sum for the purposes of this act in an amount not to ex- 
ceed that which is provided by this act. (B) The Commission may 
bind itself for the purpose of furnishing suitable facilities and ac- 
commodations for such school or schools of higher learning by con- 
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struction, or by contract with the appropriate authority or agency 
having control of existing facilities and accommodations. (C) The 
Commission is authorized to obligate the tax income derived from 
the three mill tax levy hereinafter provided for the purpose of the 
sale of bonds or any other means of borrowing funds as may be nec- 
essary in financing the construction of necessary facilities and ac- 
commodations, and for any other necessary expenditure in carrying 
out the provisions of this act. The Commission is authorized to ac- 
cept such gifts as may be appropriate to carry out the provisions of 
this act. The Commission may select and appoint a group of in- 
terested persons from Horry County and the surrounding area, 
who shall be known as the Higher Education Advisory Committee, 
who may act in an advisory capacity to the Commission. The Com- 
mission shall have an annual audit made by a certified public ac- 
countant, which audit shall be kept on file in the office of the Com- 
mission and shall be available for public inspection and shall show 
an accounting of all funds under the control of the Commission. 


SECTION 3. Tax levy.—The Auditor of Horry County shall levy 
and the Treasurer shall collect three mills upon all taxable property 
within the county.

days. All bids shall be opened at the same time, and a performance 
bond shall be required from the successful bidder. All proposals 
shall be opened in public and shall be recorded in the minutes of 
the board or governing body, and the award shall be made to the 
lowest responsible bidder, taking into consideration quality of work- 
manship, past performance of low bidder and time specified in the 
proposals for the performance of contract. Where bids are received

object within a distance of five hundred feet upon such highway, 
such vehicle so parked or stopped shall be equipped with one or 
more lamps meeting the following requirements: At least one lamp 
shall display a white or amber light visible from a distance of five 
hundred feet to the front of the vehicle, and the same lamp or at 
least one other lamp shall display a red light visible from a distance 
of five hundred feet to the rear of the vehicle, and the location of 
said lamp or lamps shall always be such that at least one lamp or 
combination of lamps meeting the requirements of this section is 
installed as near as practicable to the side of the vehicle which is 
closest to passing traffic. The foregoing provipions: shall not apply 
to a motor-driven cycle. 

Any lighted head lamps upon a parked vehicle shall. be depressed 
or dimmed.”

(f) Revenue Bonds of any county, political subdivision, municipal 
corporation or authority of the State of South Carolina, if the statute 
pursuant to which such revenue bonds are issued shall declare the 
same to be legal investments ; 

(g) Obligations issued or unconditionally guaranteed by the In- 
ternational Bank for Reconstruction and Development; 

(h) Obligations of any corporation within the United States if 
such obligations bear either of the two highest ratings of at least 
two nationally recognized rating services; 

(i) Obligations of any corporation incorporated in South Carolina 
if such obligations bear either of the three highest ratings of at least 
two nationally recognized rating services; 

(j) In the shares of Federal savings and loan associations and 
State chartered building or savings and loan associations in which 
deposits are guaranteed by the Federal Savings and Loan Insurance 
Corporation, not to exceed the amount covered by insurance.”

An Act To Create The Lancaster County Commission For 
Higher Education And To Make Provision For Its Powers And 
Duties. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Lancaster County Commission for Higher Educa- 
tion—members—terms—officers—Advisory Committee.—There is 
hereby created the Lancaster County Commission for Higher Edu- 
cation. This body, hereinafter called the Commission, shall be com- 
posed of seven members who shall be appointed by the Governor on 
the recommendation of a majority of the Lancaster County Legis- 
lative Delegation, including the Senator. The commissioners shall be 
appointed for terms of four years each and shall serve until their 
successors shall have been appointed and qualify; provided, that three 
of the seven commissioners initially appointed shall be appointed for 
a term of two years, with their successors to be appointed thereafter 
for full four-year terms. 

The Superintendent of Education for Lancaster County shall, by 
virtue of his office, be an ex officio member of the Commission. 
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At their first meeting the commissioners shall elect a chairman, 
vice-chairman, secretary, and treasurer from among their members 
and proceed to organize and adopt such rules and procedures as 
may seem desirable to carry out their duties. 

To facilitate its work the Commission is hereby authorized to 
appoint from Lancaster County, and from such adjacent areas as 
deemed appropriate, an Educational Advisory Committee consisting 
of not less than ten nor more than fifteen members which shall meet 
and consult with the Commission from time to time, as may be re- 
quired. All members of the Commission and of the Educational 
Advisory Committee shall serve without compensation or fees. 


SECTION 2. Meetings.—The Commission may meet at such times 
and in such places as to the majority of the members seems most de- 
sirable. Meetings shall be called by the chairman of the Commission ; 
provided, that in the event the chairman is unable or unwilling to call 
a meeting, the Commission can be called into session on the written 
request and signatures of three members. 


SECTION 3. Purpose.—The Commission shall have as its purpose 
the encouragement of higher education in Lancaster County and ad- 
jacent areas and, more specifically, the establishment in Lancaster 
County of facilities to offer standard freshman and sophomore college 
courses, and such other courses as deemed desirable. The Commis- 
sion shall establish standards for the admission of persons to such 
courses. 


SECTION 4. Powers.—To carry out this purpose and objective the 
Commission, with the approval of a majority of its members, shall be 
empowered to enter into contracts, make binding agreements, ne- 
gotiate with educators and educational institutions and, generally, 
‘to take such actions in its name as are necessary to secure for Lan- 
caster County and adjacent areas the educational facilities above 
described ; provided, that the County of Lancaster shall not be bound 
nor held liable for any acts of omission or commission of the Com- 
mission, nor by any provision of any contract or agreement, ex- 
pressed or implied, except upon the written approval and consent 
of a majority of the Lancaster County Legislative Delegation, in- 
cluding the Senator. 

The Commission may solicit funds and accept donations from 
various sources which it may expend in carrying out its objective. 
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SECTION 5. Records and reports—The Commission shall keep 
accurate and detailed records of its meetings and actions and shall, as 
soon after June thirtieth of each year as is feasible, submit a written 
report to the Lancaster County Legislative Delegation which shall 
include an accounting of all funds the Commission may have received 
and disbursed in the twelve months preceding that date. 


SECTION 6. Repeal.—All acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed. 


SECTION 7. Time effective—This act shall take effect upon ap- 
proval by the Governor.

An Act To Equalize The Support And Payments By Green- 
ville And Spartanburg Counties For The Construction And 
Operation Of The Greenville-Spartanburg Airport. 


Whereas, by act of the General Assembly approved March 25, 1959, 
there was created an airport district embracing the counties of Green- 
ville and Spartanburg and the airport commission created there- 
under was, under certain specified conditions, empowered to issue 
general obligation bonds for the construction and establishment of 
an. airport and the facilities incident thereto; and 


Whereas, it is found as a fact that the inhabitants of each county 
within said district will be equally benefited by the establishment 
of said airport and the two counties should equally share the bur- 
dens of any ad valorem taxes levied under said act, but due to the 
disparity in the assessed value of the property in the two counties, 
the contribution made by each will not be equal unless an adjust- 
ment is made each year in which ad valorem tax is levied; and 


Whereas, there is a further inequality in that a greater portion of 
the land to be used for said airport lies in Spartanburg County and 
will, therefore, be removed from taxation and the loss in taxes is 
estimated at the sum of ten thousand dollars for any year. Now, 
Therefore, 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
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SECTION 1. Greenville-Spartanburg Airport District—tax to 
be equalized between Greenville and Spartanburg Counties.— 
During each year in which an ad valorem tax is levied on the prop- 
erty within the Greenville-Spartanburg Airport District, the com- 
mission of said district shall determine the total amount realized 
from such tax and notify the treasurer of that county, paying to 
the Comptroller General less than that turned over to said Comp- 
troller General by the other county. Thereupon such treasurer shall, 
from the general funds of his county, pay to the treasurer of the 
other county, to be placed in the general funds, such amount as shall 
be necessary to equalize the amount contributed by each county. 
Provided, however, in making said adjustment in any year, Spar- 
tanburg County shall be entitled to a credit of ten thousand dollars 
due to the loss of taxes on lands used in said airport facility. 


SECTION 2. Not to affect constitutionality of Act 99 of 1959.— 
If this act, or any part thereof, be held unconstitutional, such un-

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“(3) In addition to the terms of court hereinabove set forth, 
there shall be held additional terms of the Court of Common Pleas 
for Greenville County to hear equity matters and any other non-jury 
matters, as follows: (a) on the first Tuesday in September, for one 
week; (b)} on the second Monday in January, for one week; and 
(c) on the second Monday in May, for one week. 

“(4) The terms of court provided for in paragraph (3) of this 
act shall be presided over by a Judge other than the Resident Judge 
of the Thirteenth Judicial Circuit or the Presiding Judge regularly 
assigned at that time to said circuit.

SECTION 1. Section 1-41, 1952 Code, amended—oath and bond 
required of certain State employees—bonds may be individual or 
blanket.—Section 1-41, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, is 
amended to read as follows: 

“Section 1-41. All persons who hold or are appointed to any of 
the positions in the departments of the State government referred 
to in this section, or who shall be appointed by any of such de- 
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partments as accountants to investigate and report the condition of 
any State or county officer, shall take oath of office in the usual form 
and the Constitutional oath and give good and sufficient bond in 
the form of official bonds as prescribed by Section 50-55, Code of 
Laws of South Carolina, 1952. Such bonds shall be approved and 
filed as the bonds of other State officers. In the instance of individual 
bonds to be given pursuant to this section by employees of each of 
the departments referred to below, the penal sums of such bonds 
shall be as follows: for each clerk in the office of the Secretary of 
State, four thousand dollars ; for each clerk in the office of the Comp- 
troller General, five thousand dollars; for each clerk in the office 
of the State Treasurer, ten thousand dollars; for each clerk in the 
office of the State Superintendent of Education, twenty-five hundred 
dollars; for each stenographer or typist in the office of the State 
Treasurer, twenty-five hundred dollars; for each assistant Attorney 
General, twenty-five hundred dollars; and for each accountant ap- 
pointed by any of such departments, five thousand dollars. 

In lieu of the individual bonds as provided above, the heads of 
the respective departments referred to in this section may, with the 
approval of the State Budget and Control Board, procure bonds in 
form to be approved by the Attorney General covering all persons 
employed in or by such department, including, if practical, such ac- 
countants mentioned above. In such event the penal sum of such 
bonds shall be in such amount as the State Budget and Control 
Board shall approve. ; 

Any individual or blanket bonds given pursuant to the require- 
ments of this section shall be executed by a fidelity or surety com- 
pany licensed to do business in the State of South Carolina. In all 
cases, the premium or annual payment required to keep such bonds 
in force and effect shall be paid by the State Treasurer on the 
warranty of the Comptroller General.”

“Section 65-1570. Every new industrial establishment constructed 
and equipped at a cost of not less than fifty thousand dollars and 
employing twenty-five or more persons in Spartanburg County shall 
be exempt from all county taxes, except for school purposes, for 
five years from the time it would have become liable for such taxes. 
The term ‘all county taxes’ as used in this section shall mean the 
general county levy, library levy, Metropolitan Sewer District levy, 
any water district levy, or any other levy. All additions to existing 
industrial establishments in Spartanburg County, when the cost of 
such addition is not less than one hundred thousand dollars and 
when such addition provides employment for not less than fifty 
additional persons, full time, within Spartanburg County, shall to 
the extent of the tax value of such additions have a like exemption. 
When such new industrial establishments occupy real estate owned 
by a separate corporation, the exemptions herein shall be extended 
to both the real estate and the chattels utilized by such new indus- 
try. The provisions of this section shall not apply to any industrial 
establishment or addition thereto established prior to January 1, 
1958.”

For the fiscal year 1959-60, except as hereinafter specifically pro- 
vided, all general state revenues derived from taxation, licenses, fees, 
or from any other source whatsoever, and all institutional and de- 
partmental revenues or collections, including income from taxes, 
licenses, fees, the sale of commodities and services, and income de- 
rived from any other departmental or institutional source or activity, 
shall be remitted to the State Treasurer, as collected when prac- 
ticable, but at least on or before the last day of each month, for 
credit to the General Fund of the State. Each institution, department, 
or agency, in remitting such income to the State Treasurer, shall 
attach with each such remittance, a report or statement, showing in 
detail the sources from which such income was derived, and shall, at 
the same time, forward a copy of such report or statement to the 
Comptroller General and the State Budget and Control Board. 
Provided, however, That refunds of such collections by state insti- 
tutions, when properly approved by the authorities of same, may be 
made before remittance to the State Treasurer, so that, to such 
extent, the remittances, and the accompanying report or statement, 
shall be on the basis of net income. Provided, further, That revenues 
derived from the General Retail Sales Tax, and the State’s portion 
of revenue derived from the Alcoholic Liquors Tax, shall be credited 
to a Special School Fund, and no payments shall be made from this 
fund except to cover appropriations herein made for the support 
of the public school system of the State, but any amount of such ap- 
propriations in excess of revenues credited to the Special School 
Fund shall be paid from the General Fund of the State. 


SECTION 2 


Subject to the terms and conditions of this Act, the sums of money 
set forth herein, if so much be necessary, be, and the same are, hereby 
appropriated out of the State Treasury, to meet the ordinary operat- 
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ing expenses of the State Government applicable to the fiscal year 
1959-60, and for such other purposes as may be hereinafter specifically 
designated.

Provided, Further, That the Clerks of the two (2) Houses 
are authorized to issue their warrants on Approved Accounts for 
necessary extra clerical services. Provided, Further, That necessary 
temporary clerical help for the Chairman of the Senate Finance and 
House Ways and Means Committees may be paid from Approved 
Accounts of the respective Houses upon recommendation of the 
Chairmen. Provided, Further, That the Sergeants-at-Arms and As- 
sistant Sergeants-at-Arms of the Senate and the House are authorized 
to make necessary repairs to the Senate Chamber and the Hall of 
the House of Representatives between the 1959 and 1960 sessions 
of the General Assembly, and shall be paid therefor their regular per 
diem allowance for necessary time, but not to exceed sixty (60) days 
each for the Assistant Sergeants-at-Arms, and no such repairs shall 
be made except with the approval of the presiding officer, Provided, 
That the Sergeant-at-Arms of the Senate shall keep the Hall of the 
Senate open to visitors every day between sessions, and he shall be 
paid his per diem for such services. Provided, Further, That the 
Sergeant-at-Arms of the House shall keep the Hall of the House 
open to visitors every day between sessions, and he shall remain on 
duty each day during the week from 9:00 A. M. to 5:00 P. M., 
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except that on Saturdays he shall remain on duty from 9:00 A. M. 
to 1:00 P. M., for which he shall be paid his regular per diem com- 
pensation. All such services rendered by the Sergeant-at-Arms shall 
be under the direction of the Presiding Officer of the House. Provided, 
Further, That members of Legislative Committees shall be paid the 
regular per diem and expenses from Approved Accounts of the House 
which the respective committee members represent. Provided, 
Further, That the joint committee consisting of six members, three 
from the Senate and three from the House, created in the 1945 
Deficiency Bill to investigate the feasibility of completing the State 
House according to the plans of the original architect, or according to 
plans which might be considered more suitable, is hereby increased to 
include the presiding officers of the two Houses, and the committee 
is authorized to continue such work. 

Provided, That the Legislative Council is authorized to employ 
additional stenographic or other help between sessions as the Council 
may deem necessary at such salary or salaries as the Council may set, 
to be paid from approved accounts. 

Provided, Further, That the Clerks of the two Houses of the 
General Assembly are hereby authorized and directed to have printed 
all State-wide Acts immediately after their approval by the Governor, 
and to place upon the desk of each member of the General Assembly, 
within one week after the approval date, a copy of said Acts, and to 
mail another copy to the home address of each member of the General 
Assembly, and three copies to each Clerk of Court in the State, and 
to the head of each State department and Institution. Likewise, printed 
copies of local Acts approved by the Governor shall be furnished to 
the members of the Legislative Delegation from the County involved. 
The Secretary of State shall notify the respective Clerks immediately 
upon receipt of all Acts approved by the Governor and make such 
Acts available to them for proof reading. All expenses in connection 
with the distribution of said approved Acts shall be paid from Ap- 
proved Accounts for special services for both Houses.

Provided, That the number of teachers qualifying for State Aid in 
1959-60 shall be determined on the basis of enrollment and average 
daily attendance of either the year 1958-59 or 1959-60. 

Provided, Further, That so much as may be necessary of the appro- 
priation herein made for “State Aid for Teachers’ Salaries” provided 
in Item 3 of this section, may be used to pay State Aid for Teachers’

Provided, Further, That State funds herein provided for aid to 
County Health Departments shall be distributed as follows: Each 
county shall receive a flat grant of $11,500.00, and the remainder of 
the appropriation therefor shall be distributed among the counties on 
a population basis according to the 1950 official Federal census. Pro- 
vided, However, That no county shall receive less than the amount 
received for the year 1958-59. 

Provided, Further, That Federal Funds made available to the State 
Board of Health, that can be allotted to the counties of the State for 
operation of County Health Units, shall be distributed among the 
counties of the State on a pepelation basis, according to the 1950 
official Federal Census. 

Provided, Further, That both State and Federal funds allotted to 
any County Health Department shall be withheld from such county 
until a sum equal to twenty (20¢) cents per capita for the county’s 
population, according to the 1950 Federal Census, shall have been 
provided by such county for use by its County Health Department in 
carrying on proper health programs to be agreed upon by the County 
Legislative Delegation and the State Board of Health. Provided, 
However, That if it is found that in any county a suitable health unit 
can be operated at less cost than is provided herein by the prescribed 
distribution of State and Federal Funds and the amount of twenty

SECTION 70. The expenditure of moneys appropriated in this Act 
shall be by warrant requisitions directed to the Comptroller General. 
Upon receipt of the requisition, accompanied by invoices or other 
satisfactory evidence of the propriety of the payment, and itemized 
according to standard budget classifications, the Comptroller General 
shall issue his warrant on the State Treasurer to the payee desig- 
nated in the requisition. Provided, However, That, upon approval 
and designation by the State Budget and Control Board, state in- 
stitutions may requisition funds in favor of their own treasurer, 
itemized only to the extent of the purpose of the appropriation as 
expressed in this Act, and may deposit such funds in the name 
of the institution, and disburse same by check to meet the purposes 
of the appropriation, but strict account shall be kept of all such 
expenditures according to standard budget classifications. 
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SECTION 71. Upon the approval and designation of the State Bud- 
get and Control Board, state institutions may, at the beginning of the 
fiscal year, requisition from their respective appropriations, a sum 
of money, the amount of same to be approved by the State Budget 
and Control Board, to be used throughout the year as a revolving 
fund for the handling of payrolls and other necessary operating ex- 
penses, all payments from such revolving funds to be reimbursed 
to them by regular requisitions on the Comptroller General. 

Provided, Further, That at all state institutions where institutional 
revenue is available for operation, such revenue shall, as far as 
practicable, be used before appropriations from the State’s General 
Fund are requisitioned; and no funds shall be requisitioned from 
such appropriation except to meet actual operating obligations of 
the year for which such appropriations are provided. 


SECTION 72. During the fiscal year 1959-60 the State’s institu- 
tions of higher learning shall maintain rates not less than those 
charged during the year 1958-59 for tuition, maintenance, and all 
other costs heretofore borne by those attending the said institutions, 
except the student activity fee, the amount of which may be fixed 
by the respective boards of trustees, and in all cases it is hereby re- 
quired that such institutions shall charge a fee which will fully 
cover all subsistence, laundry, infirmary treatment, and such other 
personal expenses. Provided, Further, That the University of South 
Carolina, The Citadel, Clemson College, Winthrop College, S. C. 
State College, the South Carolina Medical College (including revenue 
of the Medical College Hospital), and the South Carolina Op- 
portunity School shall remit all revenues and income, collected 
at the respective institutions, to the State Treasurer according to 
the terms of Section 1 of this Act, but all such revenues or 
income so collected, except fees received as regular term tuition, 
matriculation, and registration, shall be carried in a special continuing 
account by the State Treasurer, to the credit of the respective in- 
stitutions, and may be requisitioned by said institutions, in the 
manner prescribed in Section 70 of this Act, and expended to fulfill 
the purpose for which such fees or income were levied; and it is 
further required that no such fee or income shall be charged in an 
amount in excess of what is necessary to supply the service, or 
fulfill the purpose for which such fee or income was charged. 
Provided, Further, That money derived wholly from athletic or 
other student contests, and any other funds derived wholly from 
the activities of student organizations, shall not be considered as

State funds, and may be retained at the institutions. Provided, 
Further, That the University of South Carolina may operate its 
Law School in the summer of 1959, both summer school and summer 
term, as it may be advised, and retain all additional tuition and other 
fees charged the law students therefor to aid it in such operation. 


SECTION 73. All departments, institutions, and agencies of the 
State are hereby required and directed to budget and allocate the 
appropriations herein made to them, so as to provide for operation 
on uniform standards throughout the fiscal year 1959-60, and in order 
to avoid a deficiency in such appropriations, and upon request of the 
Budget and Control Board to submit to the Board its budget or plan 
of operation for the year, and the said Board is authorized to restrict 
the rate of expenditures of such agency if it appears that an unjusti- 
fiable deficit is likely to occur. Provided, Further, That the bonds of 
State officials violating the terms of this section shall be held liable 
therefor, unless the State Budget and Control Board has been advised 
of, and officially recognizes, the necessity for such deficit. 


SECTION 74. Each department, institution, or other agency of the 
State is authorized to accept and receive such Federal Aid or grants 
as are or may be made available by the Federal Government for use 
in carrying out the purposes and functions of the department, institu- 
tion or agency, but such funds when and as received, shall be de- 
posited in the state treasury, if not in conflict with Federal regula- 
tions, and withdrawn therefrom as needed, in the same manner as 
that provided for the disbursement of state funds. Provided, That any 
such Federal aid or grant must be approved by the State Budget and 
Control Board before being accepted by such department, institution 
or other agency. Provided, Further, That donations or contributions 
from sources other than the Federal Government, for use by any 
state agency, shall be deposited in the state treasury, but in special 
accounts, and shall be withdrawn from the treasury as needed to ful- 
fill the purposes and conditions of the said donations, or contributions, 
if specified, and, if not specified, as may be directed by the proper 
authorities of the department or institution. 


SECTION 75. Except as otherwise provided in this Act, every ap- 
propriation under the classification of A-1 Salaries for a designated 
position shall be paid in monthly or bi-weekly installments to the 
person holding such position, but where a group appropriation is 
made for Personal Service, such appropriation shall be expended as 
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may be determined by the officer in charge of such appropriation. 
Provided, Further, That the appropriated salaries for specified posi- 
tions shall mean the maximum compensation for such position, and 
in any case where the head of any department can secure the services 
for a particular position or work at a lower rate than the salary speci- 
fied in this Act, authority for so doing is hereby given. 

Provided, Further, That no full-time employee of any State depart- 
ment or institution shall be paid any compensation or travel from 
any other department of the State Government except with the ap- 
proval of the State Budget and Control Board. 


SECTION 76. That salaries paid to officers and employees of the 
State, including its several boards, commissions and institutions, shall 
be in full for all services rendered, and no perquisites of office or of 
employment shall be allowed in addition thereto, but such perquisites, 
commodities, services or other benefits shall be charged for at the 
prevailing local value and without the purpose or effect of increasing 
the compensation of said officer or employee; Provided, However, 
That this shall not apply to the Governor’s Mansion, nor to guards 
at any of the State’s penal institutions and nurses and attendants at 
the State Hospital, State Training School, and the S. C. Sanatorium, 
when the cash compensation of such employees is less than $2,640.00 
per year. Provided, Further, That the Presidents of the State’s in- 
stitutions of higher learning may be permitted to occupy a residence 
on the grounds of such institutions without charge. Provided, Further, 
That the Farm Director, Farm Managers and specialists employed at 
State Farms Nos. 1 and 3 may be permitted to occupy residences 
situated on such farms without charge. 

Provided, Further, That all salaries paid by State institutions and 
departments for which a lump sum appropriation is made, and from 
all departmental appropriations for groups of employees, shall be 
submitted to and approved by the State Budget and Control Board 
before becoming effective; and in submitting said salaries for approval 
of the said Board, the total salary paid to each officer and employee, 
included in such lump sum or group appropriations, shall be shown; 
and in any institution or department where one or more salaries are 
supplemented, the amount of such supplement shall be reported to the 
said Board for approval, and the source of such supplement. 


SECTION 77. That the authorities of all institutions and depart- 
ments for which a lump sum appropriation is made shall make an 
itemized report to the State Budget and Control Board of all expen- 
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ditures at such intervals as may be required by said Board. Provided, 
Further, That no part of such lump sum appropriations shall be used 
for permanent improvements unless specifically authorized herein. 


SECTION 78. That except as otherwise hereinbefore provided the 
base pay of legislative clerks and attaches, designated in Section 3 
of this Act, shall apply to a session of forty legislative days, and 
that each Clerk and attache shall receive additional compensation for 
such service at the same rate for each legislative day in excess thereof, 
the same to be paid from the approved accounts of the respective 
houses. Provided, however, That laborers and porters shall be paid 
for six days of each week of the entire session. Provided, further, 
That the salary appropriated under Sec. 3, Item 1, Secretary (Be- 
tween sessions), and all salaries under Items 5 and 6 shall apply to 
a period of six months between sessions of the General Assembly, 
and each Clerk and attache provided for therein shall be paid at the 
same rate from approved accounts of the respective houses for any 
period in excess thereof. Provided, further, That no salaries shall be 
paid under these items during any period when the General Assembly 
is in regular or special session. 

Provided, Further, That for each session of the General Assembly 
all attaches and/or employees of the General Assembly shall receive 
as additional compensation an increase of ten per cent over the rate 
paid for the 1956 session. Such sums shall be paid from the Approved 
Accounts of the respective Houses, services to both Houses, and the 
Legislative Council. 


SECTION 79. That all employees of the State of South Carolina or 
any agency thereof while traveling on the business of the State, shall 
be allowed the sum of $7.50 per day as subsistence expenses. No 
expense shall be allowed an employee either at his place of residence 
or at the official headquarters of the agency by which he is employed. 
When an employee is assigned to work a particular territory or 
district, and such territory or district and his official headquarters 
are in different localities, or sections of the State, expenses may be 
allowed for necessary travel to his official headquarters. Provided, 
that members of the State Boards, Commissions or Committees, 
whose duties are not full time, and who are paid on a per diem 
basis, shall be allowed subsistence expenses while away from their 
places of residence on official business of the State. Provided, Fur- 
ther, that employees of the State traveling outside of the State on 
official business, shall be allowed the sum of $10.00 per day as sub-

sistence expenses, except that the Governor, State Treasurer, and 
Secretary of State shall be allowed actual expenses. Provided further, 
that each Circuit Judge while holding Court within or without the 
circuit in which he resides, and each Justice of the Supreme Court, 
while attending the sessions of said Court at Columbia, shall be al- 
lowed the sum of ten ($10.00) dollars per day as subsistence ex- 
penses, and each Justice and Judge shall further receive such mileage 
allowance for travel as is provided for other employees of the State. 
Two members of the Supreme Court shall be allowed actual sub- 
sistence and travel expenses while attending the National Convention 
of Chief Justices. Provided, Further, Whenever Agents, Auditors, 
Investigators, or other such employees of the State, are required in 
the performance of their regular audit or investigation duties to travel 
to cities of two hundred fifty (250,000) thousand, or greater, popu- 
lation, such employees shall be allowed the sum of five ($5.00) dollars 
per day additional as subsistence expenses. 

That when an employee of the State shall use his or her personal 
automobile in traveling on necessary official business, a charge of 7 
cents per mile will be allowed for the use of such automobile, and 
the employee shall bear the expense of supplies and upkeep thereof. 
When such travel is by a state-owned automobile, the State shall 
bear the expense of supplies and upkeep thereof, but no mileage will 
be allowed. Provided, that in traveling on the business of the State, 
employees are required to use the most economical mode of transpor- 
tation, due consideration being given to urgency, schedules, and like 
factors. 


SECTION 80. That the Legislative members of State boards and 
commissions shall serve in their respective capacities as members of 
said boards and commissions until their successors shall have been 
elected or appointed, and qualified. 


SECTION 81. That the per diem allowance of all boards, commis- 
sions and committees shall be at the rate of Ten ($10.00) Dollars 
per day. Provided, that no full-time officer or employee of the State 
shall draw any per diem allowance for service on such boards, com- 
missions or committees, 


SECTION 82. That if necessary the board of trustees of State in- 
stitutions of higher learning may limit the admission of students 
upon the basis of scholarship standing, or upon any other basis de- 
termined upon by the respective boards. Provided, Further, That no 
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State scholarships shall be granted by State institutions of higher 
learning, namely: The University of South Carolina, The Citadel, 
Clemson College, and Winthrop College. 


SECTION 83. That members of the armed forces and federal em- 
ployees stationed in South Carolina shall have the privilege of send- 
ing their children to the State educational institutions for the fees 
charged to citizens of this State; and where such persons are ordered 
away from the State, the children may continue to have this privilege 
while they attend the institutions. 

Provided, Further, That foreign citizens, friendly to the United 
States, who are beneficiaries of scholarships to any of the State’s in- 
stitutions of higher learning, which scholarships are provided for by 
the student body of such institution, or donation from private citizens 
of South Carolina, shall be allowed to pay tuition at the same rates 
as residents of the State. 


SECTION 84. The Boards of Trustees of the University of South 
Carolina, The Citadel, Winthrop College, Clemson College, and S. C. 
State College, are hereby authorized to abate the tuition fee charged 
at these institutions to the extent of Fifty ($50.00) Dollars to the 
winner of the American Legion High School Oratorical Contest and 
to the Governor of Boys’ State and to the highest ranking student in 
the State in the annual National Science Talent Search and to the 
Governor of Girls’ State; the said abatements to be for four (4) 
years in each instance. As to the winner of the American Legion High 
School Oratorical Contest and the Governor of Boys’ State, the 
abatement shall be granted only when the American Legion, Depart- 
ment of South Carolina, shall have contributed a like amount per 
year. The abatement of tuition herein provided is for the purpose of 
furnishing a scholarship of One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars per year 
to the winners of the above contests, the State of South Carolina and 
the American Legion, Department of South Carolina, co-operating on 
an equal basis in providing these scholarships. 


SECTION 85. In addition to the powers and duties devolved upon 
the Budget and Control Board by the 1952 Code of Laws of this 
State, the said Board is hereby given full power and authority to 
make surveys, studies, and examinations of departments, institutions, 
and agencies of this State, as well as its problems, so as to determine 
whether there may be an overlapping in the performance of the duties 
of the several departments, institutions, and agencies of the State, 
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that proper administrative and organizational economy is being ob- 
served, and for the purpose of determining whether a proper system 
of accounting is maintained in such departments, institutions, commis- 
sions, and agencies, and to require and enforce the adoption of such 
policies as are deemed necessary to accomplish these purposes; and 
to survey, appraise, examine and inspect, and determine the true con- 
dition of all property of the State, and what may be necessary to pro- 
tect it against fire hazard or deterioration, and to conserve its use for 
State purposes, and to make and issue and to enforce all necessary, 
needful, and convenient rules and regulations for the enforcement of 
this provision and to approve the destruction or disposal of records 
of no value to the State. Provided, Further, That the State Budget 
and Control Board may require that all plans and specifications for 
permanent improvements of any nature by any state department or 
institution shall be submitted to the said Board for approval prior to 
the awarding of any contract therefor, or prior to construction by 
any other means. Provided, Further, That the State Budget and 
Control Board shall have the authority to designate State officials 
and employees who should be bonded, and the amounts for which 
such bonds should be written, and to require the same to be done. 


SECTION 86. Any maintenance appropriations made herein or by 
special act now or hereafter, are hereby declared to be maximum, con- 
ditional and proportionate, the purpose being to make them payable 
in full in the amount named herein, if necessary, but only in the event 
the aggregate revenues available during the period for which the 
appropriation is made are sufficient to pay them in full. The State 
Budget and Control Board shall have full power and authority to 
survey the progress of the collection of revenue and the expenditure 
of funds by all departments and institutions, and is hereby authorized 
and directed to make such reductions of appropriations as may be 
necessary to prevent a deficit; Provided, That no institution or ac- 
tivity for which the General Assembly has herein provided shall be 
discontinued. Provided, Further, That any reduction of appropria- 
tions by the said Board, under authority of this Act, shall be uniform, 
and shall apply to all appropriations provided in this Act, except any 
part of such appropriations which may be encumbered by a written 
contract with an agency not connected with the State Government; 
and Provided, Further, That in making such reductions earmarked 
revenues shall be considered as a part of the amounts appropriated. 
Provided, Further, That no such reduction shall be ordered by the 
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State Budget and Control Board while the General Assembly is in 
session, without first reporting such necessity to the General As- 
sembly. 

Provided, Further, That the State Budget and Control Board is 
hereby authorized to borrow such amounts of money as may be neces- 
sary to pay appropriations made by the General Assembly, and to 
pledge for the payment of such loans any General Fund assets, in- 
cluding revenues of the next succeeding fiscal year. 

Provided, Further, That the expenditure of funds, heretofore or 
hereafter provided, by any State Agency, except the State Highway 
Department, for permanent improvements, shall be subject to ap- 
proval and regulations of the State Budget and Control Board. The 
Board shall have authority to allot to specific projects from funds 
made available for such purposes, such amounts as are estimated to 
cover the respective costs of such projects, to declare the completion 
of any such project, and to dispose, according to law, of any unex- 
pended balances of allotments, or appropriations, or funds otherwise 
provided for such projects, upon the completion thereof. 


SECTION 87. That transfers of appropriations herein provided may 
be made within departments, upon the unanimous approval of the 
State Budget and Control Board, but no such transfer shall be per- 
mitted for the purpose of increasing the compensation of any State 
employee which is specifically fixed in this Act. 


SECTION 88. That unless specifically authorized herein, the ap- 
propriations provided in this Act as ordinary operating expenses of 
the State Government shall lapse on August 31, 1960. Provided, 
That appropriations for permanent improvements, or for other spe- 
cific purposes aside from ordinary operating expenses, now outstand- 
ing or hereafter provided, shall lapse at the end of the second fiscal 
year following the close of the fiscal year in which such appropria- 
tions were provided, unless definite commitments shall have been 
made, with the approval of the State Budget and Control Board, to- 
ward the accomplishment of the purposes for which the appropria- 
tions were provided. 
SECTION 89 
Public Service Authority—Pay General Fund 


During the fiscal year 1959-60, the South Carolina Public Service 
Authority shall pay to the General Fund of the State the sum of at 
least two hundred thousand ($200,000.00) dollars. 
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SECTION 90 
Beer and Wine Excise Tax 


SUBSECTION A. In addition to any and all other taxes or li- 
censes, there shall be levied and collected on all beer offered for sale 
in this State an additional tax of seven and one-half (714¢) cents per 
gallon or fractional quantity thereof, and on all wines offered for sale 
in this State an additional tax of eighteen (18¢) cents per gallon or 
fraction thereof. 

If beer be offered for sale in bottles or cans, there shall be levied 
and collected an additional tax at the rate of one-half (14) cent for 
each seven (7) ounces or fraction thereof, and on wines offered for 
sale in quantities less than one (1) gallon, there shall be levied and 
collected a tax of one and two-tenths (1.2¢) cents for each eight 
(8) ounces or fraction thereof. 


SUBSECTION B. The additional taxes imposed by Subsection 
A of this Section shall be levied against and collected from the whole- 
saler, importer, or any other person first offering such beer or wine 
for sale within this State. The wholesaler, importer, or other person 
offering said beer or wine for sale in this State shall make a report to 
the South Carolina Tax Commission in such form as the Commis- 
sion may prescribe and shall pay the tax due thereon not later than 
the twentieth (20th) day of the month following the sale of the beer 
or wine. 

Any wholesaler, importer, or other person first offering beer or 
wine for sale in this State who fails to file the report or to pay the 
tax hereby imposed, on or before the twentieth (20th) day of the 
month following the sale of beer or wine, shall pay a penalty of not 
less than twenty ($20.00) dollars nor more than one thousand ($1,- 
000.00) dollars, to be assessed and collected by the South Carolina 
Tax Commission in the same manner and with like effect as other 
taxes are collected. 

SUBSECTION C. All the applicable provisions of Title 4, 
Chapters 1, 2 and 4 and Title 65, Chapters 1 and 10 of the Code of 
Laws for South Carolina for 1952, as amended, shall apply with full 
force and effect for the collection and enforcement of the additional 
taxes imposed by this Section. 

SUBSECTION D. Provided, that as a condition precedent 
all manufacturers or brewers offering malt beverages for sale and/or 
shipment into the State of South Carolina must first file an affidavit 
with the South Carolina Tax Commission on January 1 and July 1 
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of each calendar year setting forth that the price to the wholesaler 
or wholesalers licensed to do business in this State to which it sells 
its named brand or brands does not exceed the existing lowest plat- 
form price to any wholesaler or wholesalers in any other State ex- 
cluding only the crown tax and any crown tax discount. Any manu- 
facturer or brewer who sells its product in violation of this provision 
shall forfeit its privilege of purchasing or using any Beer or Wine 
License Tax Crowns or Lids. The Tax Commission shall promul- 
gate rules and regulations for the enforcement of this provision. 

SUBSECTION E. All manufacturers, brewers, brewer sales 
representatives, brokers, or any person or firms whatsoever offering 
malt beverage for shipment into the State of South Carolina shall 
notify in writing the South Carolina Tax Commission and the whole- 
sale dealer affected at least ninety (90) days previous to any change 
made by them, either in their distributors or the territories of their 
distributors in the State of South Carolina. Wholesale dealers shall 
notify in writing the South Carolina Tax Commission and the ship- 
ping brewer affected at least ninety (90) days previous to any change 
in either the territory or the distribution of their products. 

All manufacturers, brewers, brewer sales representatives, brokers, 
or any person or firms whatsoever who sells its product in violation 
of this provision shall forfeit its privilege of purchasing or using any 
Beer or Wine License Tax Crowns or Lids. The Tax Commission 
shall promulgate rules and regulations for the enforcement of this 
provision. 

SUBSECTION F. Notwithstanding the provisions of Section 
65-740, of the Code of Laws for South Carolina for 1952, as amended, 
the additional taxes or penalties imposed by this Section shall not be 
shared with cities and municipalities or counties. 

SUBSECTION G. This Section shall be effective on July 1, 
1959, and until June 30, 1960, inclusive. 


SECTION 91 
Building and Loan Associations 

SUBSECTION A. For the purpose of this section, the words 
“association” or “associations” shall include building and loan asso- 
ciations, savings and loan associations, Federal savings and loan as- 
sociations, and cooperative banks, organized under the laws of this 
or any other State or the United States. Such banks as are taxable 
under the provisions of the Bank Tax, Sections 65-401—65-406, in- 
clusive, Code of Laws, 1952, as amended, are not included. 
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SUBSECTION B. Every association located or doing business 
within South Carolina shall pay an income tax measured by the net 
income from all sources, except for income from municipal, state or 
Federal bonds or securities exempted by law from such tax, the said 
tax to be equivalent to eight percent (8%) of the amount of the net 
income. In computing net income as herein used and defined, the 
term shall mean income after deducting all operating expenses, de- 
ductions allowed to other corporations, all earnings paid to holders 
of savings and/or investment accounts, and any additions to reserves 
which are required by law, regulation, or direction of appropriate 
supervisory agencies; Provided, however, that no deductions from 
income shall be allowed for any additions to undivided profits or 
surplus accounts other than herein required; and Provided, further, 
that for the purposes of this Act, a state organized association shall 
be allowed the same deductions for reserves if actually set aside as 
those allowed to Federally organized associations. 


SUBSECTION C. The income tax provided in this section shall 
be in lieu of any and all other taxes on such associations, except 
use taxes and taxes on real property. The real property of any such 
association shall be taxed in the place where it may be located, the 
same as the real property of individuals. 


SUBSECTION D. For the purpose of administration, enforce- 
ment, collection, liens, penalties, and other similar provisions, all of 
the provisions of the Income Tax Act of 1926, as amended, that 
may be appropriate or applicable, are adopted and made a part of 
this section. 


SUBSECTION E. The income tax imposed by this section shall 
be administered by the South Carolina Tax Commission. The Tax 
Commission is hereby authorized and directed to make such rules 
and regulations not inconsistent with law as may be required for the 
proper administration and enforcement of this section, and such rules 
and regulations shall have full force and effect of law. 

SUBSECTION F. Returns with respect to the income tax herein 
imposed shall be in such form as the South Carolina Tax Commis- 
sion may prescribe. Returns shall be filed with the South Carolina 
Tax Commission on or before the fifteenth (15th) day of the third 
(3rd) month following the close of the accounting period of the 
association.

SUBSECTION G. The income tax imposed by this section shall 
be paid in full to South Carolina Tax Commission at the same time 
the return is filed. 


SUBSECTION H. All monies collected by South Carolina Tax 
Commission under the provisions of this section shall be deposited 
with the State Treasurer to the credit of the General Fund. 

SUBSECTION I. The terms of this section shall apply to in- 
come earned during accounting periods of such Associations which 
end on or after July 1, 1959 to and including June 30, 1960. Provided, 
However, That such associations shall be exempt from the provisions 
of this section during the first three (3) years of their operation. 
Provided, Further, That the provisions of this section shall not apply 
to Employees Credit Unions. 

SUBSECTION J. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent with this 
section are hereby repealed to the extent of such inconsistency. 

SUBSECTION K. This section will take effect immediately 
upon its approval by the Governor. 


SECTION 92 
Business License Tax—Tobacco Products, Etc. 


SUBSECTION A. For the fiscal year commencing July 1, 1959, 
and ending June 30, 1960, the provisions of Sections 65-702, 65-703, 
and 65-791, of the South Carolina Code of Laws for 1952, as 
amended, are hereby suspended and in lieu thereof the following shall 
be applicable: 

“(1) There shall be levied, assessed, collected and paid in respect to 
the articles containing tobacco enumerated in this Section the follow- 
ing amounts: , 

“(a) Little Cigars—Upon cigars of all descriptions made of tobacco 
or any substitute therefor and weighing not more than three (3) 
pounds per thousand, two (2¢) cents for each ten (10) cigars or 
fraction thereof; 

“(b) Certain Cigars—-Upon cigars of all descriptions made of to- 
bacco or any substitute therefor and weighing more than three (3) 
pounds per thousand retailing for three and one-third (3 1/3¢) cents 
each or less, five ($5.00) dollars per thousand ; 

“(c) More expensive Cigars——Upon cigars of all descriptions made 
of tobacco or any substitute therefor and weighing more than three 
(3) pounds per thousand retailing for more than three and one-third 
(3 1/3¢) cents each, sixteen ($16.00) dollars per thousand ; 
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“(d) Cheroots, stogies, etc—For the purpose of computing the tax, 
Cheroots, stogies and similar tobacco products shall be deemed to be 
cigars; 

“(e) Cigarettes——Upon all cigarettes made of tobacco or any sub- 
stitute therefor, two and one-half (2%) mills on each cigarette; 

“(f) Snuff and Chewing Tobacco.—Upon snuff and chewing to- 
bacco one (1¢) cent for each two (2) ounces or fractional part 
thereof ; 

“(g) Smoking Tobacco—Upon all smoking tobacco, including 
granulated, plug cut, crimp cut, ready rubbed and other kinds and 
forms of tobacco prepared in such manner as to be suitable for smok- 
ing in a pipe or cigarette, upon each package retailing for ten (10¢) 
cents or less, two (2¢) cents, and upon each package retailing for 
more than ten (10¢) cents each an additional two (2¢) cents for each 
(5¢) cents or fractional part thereof of the retail selling price in ex- 
cess of ten (10¢) cents. 

“(2) There shall be levied, assessed, collected and paid in respect 
to the articles enumerated in this Section the following amounts: 

“(a) Shells—Upon all shotgun or other shells, three and twenty- 
hundredths ($3.20) dollars per thousand rounds; 

“(b) Cartridges——Upon all cartridges twenty-three (23) caliber or 
greater, three and twenty-hundredths ($3.20) dollars per thousand 
rounds; 

“(c) Playing Cards.—Upon all playing cards, eight (8¢) cents on 
each fifty (50¢) cents or fractional part thereof of the retail selling 
price, the stamps in all such cases to be affixed to the individual 
package. 

“(3) There shall be levied, assessed, collected and paid upon all 
malt and malt extracts and substitutes therefor sold within this State 
a license tax of three (3¢) cents per pound for the privilege of carry- 
ing on such business, payment of the tax to be indicated by business 
license stamps affixed to each individual package or container in 
which malt or malt extracts or substitutes therefor are usually sold 
to customers.” 


SUBSECTION B. This Section shall take effect at 12:01 a. m., 
July 1, 1959, and shall remain in effect until twelve (12:00) midnight, 
June 30, 1960. 
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PART II 
Permanent Provisions 


SECTION 1 
Following Sections to be Permanent Laws 
It is hereby declared to be the intent of the General Assembly that 
the following sections shall constitute a part of the permanent laws 
of the State of South Carolina, and the Code Commissioner is hereby 
directed to include same in the next edition of the Code of Laws of 
South Carolina and all supplements to the Code. 


SECTION 2 
Salaries of Chief Justice and Associate Justices 

Section 15-103, Code of Laws 1952, as amended, is hereby amended 
by striking out all of said section and substituting therefor the 
following : 

“Section 15-103. The Chief Justice shall receive an annual salary 
of $15,000.00 and the Associate Justices shall each receive an annual 
salary of $14,000.00. They shall not be allowed any fees or perquis- 
ites of office, nor shall they hold any other office of trust or profit 
under the State, the United States, or any other power.” 


SECTION 3 
Salaries of Circuit Judges 

Section 15-212, Code of Laws 1952, as amended is hereby amended 
by striking out all of said section and substituting therefor the 
following : 

“Section 15-212. All Circuit Judges shall receive an annual salary 
of $14,000.00.” 

SECTION 4 
Coin-Operated Device Licenses 

SUBSECTION A. _ Section 5-660, of the Code of Laws for South 
Carolina for 1952, as amended, is hereby amended by striking out all 
of said Section and inserting in lieu thereof the following which shall 
be Section 5-660: 

“Section 5-660. Every person owning, operating or maintaining 
any place of business or other place wherein or in connection with 
which is operated or located any of the machines or devices described 
below shall apply for and procure from the South Carolina Tax Com- 
mission a license for the privilege of operating every such machine and 
shall pay for such license a tax as indicated in Subdivision (a) for dis- 
tributors or operators as described in Subdivision (a) and as indi- 
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cated in Subdivision (b) for persons other than distributors or op- 
erators as described in Subdivision (b), twenty-five ($25.00) dollars 
for each machine described in subdivision (c), seventy-five ($75.00) 
dollars for each machine described in subdivisions (d) and (e). Pro- 
vided, however, that municipalities shall not increase the amounts 
charged as licenses for the operation of such machines over the max- 
imum amounts allowed before March 28, 1956. 

(a) Every person, engaged in the business of operating, maintaining 
or placing on location anywhere within the State merchandising dis- 
pensers in which are kept any article or merchandise to be purchased, 
or weighing machines, shall be deemed a distributor or operator and 
shall apply for and procure from the Tax Commission a State-wide 
license to be known as an annual distributor’s or operator’s license, 
and shall pay for such license the following tax: 

Distributors or operators of five or more cigarette dis- 
pensers or dispensers of other tobacco products...... $ 250.00 


Distributors or operators of five or more drink dis- 
POUSEDS-: tha Gt ee ene canned: Ghaeg eed Pascoe 150.00 
Distributors or operators of five or more food dis- 
pensers, other than bulk candy, gum, nuts, and milk

Distributors or operators of five or more bulk candy, 
gum and nuts dispensers .......................5. 25.00 


Distributors or operators of five or more weighing ma-

Any person, operating, maintaining or placing on location fewer 
than five such machines or dispensers, shall not be considered a dis- 
tributor or operator for the purpose of this section. Every machine 
or dispenser placed on location by a licensed operator or distributor, 
as herein defined, shall have affixed thereto identification showing 
the name and address of the owner, operator, or distributor. The 
operator of any machine or dispenser not so identified shall be liable 
for the license tax levied by Subsection (b). 

(b) Every person, operating, maintaining or placing on location 
any dispenser or machine described in Subsection (a) and not re- 
quired to procure a distributor’s or operator’s license under the terms 
of Subsection (a), shall apply for and obtain from the Tax Commis- 
sion a State-wide license for each such dispenser or machine, and 
shall pay therefor an annual tax as follows:

The applicant for license under Subsection (b) shall, in mak- 
ing application for license, specify the serial number of the dis- 
penser, or dispensers, and of the weighing machine, or machines, 
proposed to be distributed or operated, together with a description 
of the merchandise or service offered for sale thereby and such ma- 
chine or machines. The license shall carry the serial number to cor- 
vespond with that on the application, and no such license shall under 
any condition be transferable to any other dispenser or machine. It 
shall be the duty of the person, in whose place of business the dis- 
penser or machine is operated or located, to see that the proper State 
license is attached in a conspicuous place on the dispenser or ma- 
chine before its operation shall commence. 

(c) Any machne for the playing of music, games or amusements, 
without a free play feature, operated by a slot wherein is deposited 
any coin or thing of value, or 

(d) Any machine of the non-payout pin table type with or with- 
out free play feature operated by a slot wherein is deposited any 
coin or thing of value, and 

(e) Any machine for the playing of games or amusements, which 
has a free play feature, operated by a slot wherein is deposited any 
coin or thing of value.” 

SUBSECTION B. Section 5-661, of the Code of Laws for 
South Carolina for 1952, as amended, is hereby repealed. 

SUBSECTION C. Section 5-676, of the Code of Laws for 
South Carolina for 1952, is amended by striking out all of said sec- 
tion and inserting in lieu thereof the following: 

“Section 5-676. Additional local licenses. Municipalities and coun- 
ties may levy a license tax on the business taxed under this article but 
in no case shall a tax so levied exceed one-half of the amount levied 
by the State before March 28, 1956.” 

SUBSECTION D. This Section shall become effective on and 
after July 1, 1959, 
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SECTION 5 
Admissions Tax 


SUBSECTION A. Section 65-801, of the Code of Laws for 
South Carolina for 1952, as amended, is hereby amended by striking 
out all of said Section and inserting in lieu thereof the following: 

“Section 65-801. There shall be levied, assessed, collected, and 
paid upon all paid admissions, including admission by season ticket 
or subscription, to any place within this State, other than motion 
picture theatres, high school or grammar school entertainments, 
plays, pageants and athletic contests in which the participants are 
students of such schools and church dinners, a license tax of one 
cent (1¢) for each ten cents (10¢), or fractional part thereof, paid 
for such admission. The tax imposed by this Section shall be 
paid by the person or persons paying such admission price and 
shall be collected and remitted to the South Carolina Tax Commis- 
sion by the person or persons collecting such admission price. The 
Tax imposed by this Section shall not apply to any amount separately 
stated on the ticket of admission for the repayment of money bor- 
rowed for the purpose of constructing an athletic stadium or field 
by any accredited college or university. The revenue derived from 
the provisions of this Section from fishing piers along the coast of 
South Carolina is hereby allocated for use of the Wildlife Resources 
Commission. The remainder of such revenue shall be deposited with 
the State Treasurer for General Fund purposes.” 


SUBSECTION B. Section 65-802, of the Code of Laws for 
South Carolina for 1952, as amended, is hereby amended by striking 
out all of said Section and inserting in lieu thereof the following: 

“Section 65-802. For the purpose of this Article and unless other- 
wise required by the context: (1) the word “admission” means the 
right or privilege to enter into or use a place or location, (2) 
the word “place” means any definite enclosure or location, (3) the 
word “person” means individual, partnership, corporation, associa- 
tion, or organization of any kind whatsoever.” 


SUBSECTION C. Section 65-811, of the Code of Laws for 
South Carolina for 1952, is hereby amended by striking out all 
of said Section and inserting in lieu thereof the following: 

“Section 65-811. Every person charging or receiving admissions 
and required by Section 65-801, of the Code of Laws for South 
Carolina for 1952, as amended, to collect and remit the tax imposed 
by this Article, shall, as a condition precedent to operating such 
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place or to continuing in the business of operating such place, file 
a bond executed by a surety company authorized to do business in 
this state, or post securities, subject to the approval of the State 
Treasurer, or post a cash bond with the South Carolina Tax Com- 
mission in such amount as may be approved by the Commission, 
conditioned upon the said person making payment of all taxes 
which may be due under the provisions of this Article. No owner or 
operator of a place, the paid admissions to which are subject to 
the tax imposed by Section 65-801, of the Code of Laws for South 
Carolina for 1952, as amended, shall engage in such business prior 
to submitting the bond required by this Subsection.” 


SUBSECTION D. Section 65-817, of the Code of Laws for 
South Carolina for 1952, as amended, is hereby amended by striking 
out all of said Section and inserting in lieu thereof the following: 

“Section 65-817. As each patron is admitted to a place, the paid 
admissions to which are subject to the tax imposed by Section 
65-801, of the Code of Laws for South Carolina for 1952, as 
amended, his ticket shall be collected and immediately torn in two 
parts, approximately through the center, one-half given to the 
patron and the other half retained by the ticket taker. The provisions 
of this Subsection shall not apply to season tickets or tickets for a 
series of admissions issued on account of subscription.” 


SUBSECTION E. Section 65-822, of the Code of Laws for 
South Carolina for 1952, as amended, is hereby amended by strik- 
ing out all of said Section and inserting in lieu thereof the following: 

“Section 65-822. Any person who shall fail within thirty (30) 
days from the date of assessment to pay any taxes and penalties 
lawfully assessed against him under the provisions of this Article, 
or who shall fail to tear the tickets as provided in this Article, or 
in any manner contravene any of the provisions contained in this 
Article, shall pay a penalty of not less than twenty ($20.00) dollars, 
nor more than one hundred ($100.00) dollars, which penalty shall 
be assessed and collected by the Tax Commission in the same manner 
and with like effect as other taxes are assessed and collected. 
Each failure to tear a ticket shall constitute a separate offense 
for which this penalty shall be applied and each day during which 
the place is operated in contravention of the provisions of this 
Article shall constitute a separate offense for which this penalty 
shall be applied.” 
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SUBSECTION F. Sections 65-804, 65-812, 65-813, 65-814, 
65-816, 65-818, and 65-831 are hereby repealed. 


SUBSECTION G. This Section shall take effect on and after 

July 1, 1959. 
SECTION 6 
Sales Tax—Electricity—Communications 

SUBSECTION A. Section 65-1359, of the Code of Laws for 
South Carolina for 1952, as amended, is hereby amended by adding 
thereto a new subsection to be designated Subsection (6) : 

“(6) Every person engaged in the business of selling electric power 
- or energy, and every person engaged in the business of selling or 
furnishing the ways or means for the transmission of the voice or 
of messages between persons in this state for a consideration. Persons 
engaged in the business of selling or furnishing the ways or means 
for the transmission of the voice or of messages as used in this 
subdivision shall not be deemed to be a processor or manufacturer.” 


SUBSECTION B. Section 65-1365, of the Code of Laws for 
South Carolina for 1952, as amended, is hereby amended by striking 
out all of Section 65-1365 and inserting in lieu thereof the following: 

“65-1365. The term “tangible personal property” means personal 
property which may be seen, weighed, measured, felt or touched or 
which is in any other manner perceptible to the senses, except notes, 
bonds, mortgages or other evidences of debt and stocks and shall 
include rooms, lodgings or accommodations furnished to transients 
for a consideration. 

For the purposes of this Chapter the term “tangible personal 
property” shall be interchangeable with and apply with equal force 
and effect to services, accommodations and intangibles including 
communications, as are specifically provided for in this chapter.” 


SUBSECTION C. Article 5, of Chapter 15, of Title 65, of the 
Code of Laws for South Carolina for 1952, as amended, is hereby 
amended by adding a new section as follows: 

“Notwithstanding any other provision of law, the sale or use of 
electricity is subject to the license, sales, or use tax as provided by 
this chapter.” 

SUBSECTION D. Article 5, of Chapter 15, of Title 65, of the 
Code of Laws for South Carolina for 1952, as amended, is hereby 
amended by adding a new Section as follows: 

“Notwithstanding any other provision of law, the gross proceeds 
accruing or proceeding from the charges for the ways or means for 
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the transmission of the voice or of messages, including the charges 
for use of equipment furnished by the seller or supplier of the ways 
or means for the transmission of the voice or of messages, is sub- 
ject to the license, sales or use tax, as provided by this chapter.” 


SUBSECTION E. Subdivision (10) of Section 65-1404, of the 
Code of Laws of South Carolina for 1952, as amended, is hereby 
amended by striking out all of said subdivision and inserting in 
lieu thereof the following: 

“Subdivision (10) The gross proceeds from the toll charges for 
the transmission of voice or messages between telephone exchanges 
and telegraph messages and the gross proceeds from the sale of 
water of the kinds and natures the rates and charges for which, 
when sold by public utilities, are fixed and determined by the Public 
Service Commission, and the gross proceeds of the sale of the 
transportation of tangible personal property.” 


SUBSECTION F. Subdivision (17) of Section 65-1404, of the 
Code of Laws of South Carolina for 1952, as amended, is further 
amended by striking out the semicolon at the end of the Subsection 
and adding thereto the following: “for use in manufacturing tangible 
personal property for sale;”, so that when so amended it shall read 
as follows: 

“(17) The gross proceeds of the sale of electricity for use in 
manufacturing tangible personal property for sale.” 


SUBSECTION G. This Section shall take effect on and after 

July 1, 1959, 
SECTION 7 
Sales Tax—Laundries, Etc. 

A. Section 1359, of Article 1, of Chapter 15, of Title 65, of the 
Code of Laws for South Carolina for 1952, as amended, is hereby 
amended by adding a new Subsection as follows: 

“Subsection ... Every person engaged in the business of operat- 
ing a laundry, launderette, cleaning, dyeing, or pressing establishment 
for a consideration.” 


B. Article 5, of Chapter 15, of Title 65, of the Code of Laws for 
South Carolina for 1952, as amended, is hereby amended by adding 
a new Section as follows: 

“Notwithstanding any other provision of law, the license, and the 
sales or use tax imposed by this Chapter shall apply with respect 
to the gross proceeds accruing or proceeding from the business of 
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providing or furnishing any laundering, dry cleaning, dyeing or 
pressing service.” 


C. Section 65-1404, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, as 
amended is further amended by adding thereto a new subsection to 
be appropriately numbered to read as follows: 

“Subsection . The gross proceeds of the sale of all supplies 
and machinery used by laundries, launderettes, cleaning, dyeing or 
pressing establishments, in the direct performance of their primary 
function.” 


D. This Section shall take effect on and after July 1, 1959. 


SECTION 8 
Sales Tax—Discounts 

SUBSECTION 1. Section 65-1447, Code of Laws for South 
Carolina for 1952, as amended, is hereby amended by striking out 
all of said section and inserting in lieu thereof the following: 

“Section 65-1447. When a return required by Article 3 or Article 
4 of this Chapter is filed and the taxes shown due thereon are paid in 
full on or before the final due date, including any date to which the 
time for making such return and paying such tax has been extended 
pursuant to the provisions of Section 65-1446, the taxpayer shall be 
allowed a discount as follows: 

“On taxes shown to be due by the return of less than $100.00, 3% ; 
on taxes shown to be due by the return of $100.00 or more, but less 
than $1,000.00, 2% ; on taxes shown to be due by the return of $1,- 
000.00 or more, 1%. In no case shall any discount be allowed if either 
the return or the tax thereon is received by the Commission after the 
date due, or after the expiration of any extension granted by the 
Commission. The discount permitted a taxpayer under this Section 
shall not exceed a total of $5,000.00 during any one fiscal year.” 


SUBSECTION 2. ‘This Section shall take effect with respect to 
sales or use tax returns which become due on or after July 1, 1959. 


SECTION 9 
Business License Tax—Discounts 
SUBSECTION A. Section 65-716, of the Code of Laws for 
South Carolina for 1952, as amended, is hereby amended by striking 
out all of said Section and inserting in lieu thereof the following: 
“Section 65-716. In case of sales of business license stamps made 
by the Commission to any merchant, wholesale or retail, or manu-

facturer (for his individual use), the Commission shall allow a dis- 
count of five percent (5%) on the entire amount of the sale, on all 
sales of twenty-five ($25.00) dollars or more.” 


SUBSECTION B. This Section shall take effect on and after 

July 1, 1959. 
SECTION 10 
Income Tax—Deduction for Federal Taxes Eliminated 

SUBSECTION A. Subdivision (4), of Section 65-259, of the 
Code of Laws for South Carolina for 1952, as amended, is hereby 
amended by striking out all of said Subsection and inserting in lieu 
thereof the following: 

“(4) Taxes for the income year, except taxes on income, inherit- 
ance taxes and taxes assessed for a local benefit of a kind tending to 
increase the value of the property assessed ;” 


SUBSECTION B. This Section shall be effective with respect 
to income earned on and after January 1, 1959. 


SECTION 11 
Income Tax—Additional Brackets 

SUBSECTION A. Section 65-221, of the Code of Laws for 
South Carolina for 1952, as amended, is hereby amended by striking 
out all of said Section and inserting in lieu thereof the following: 

“Section 65-221. A tax is imposed upon every individual residing 
in the State, including officers and employees of the State and all 
subdivisions thereof, which shall be levied, collected and paid an- 
nually with respect to the entire net income of the taxpayer, and 
upon income earned within the jurisdiction of this State of every non- 
resident having a business or agency in the State or from the sale 
or rental of or income from property within this State, computed 
at the following rates, after deducting the exemptions provided by 
this chapter: 

On the excess over the amount legally exempted up to two thousand 
dollars, two per cent; 

On the excess above two thousand dollars and up to four thousand 
dollars, three per cent; 

On the excess above four thousand dollars and up to six thousand 
dollars, four per cent; 

‘On the excess above six thousand dollars and up to eight thousand 
dollars, five per cent; 
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On the excess above eight thousand dollars and up to ten thousand 
dollars, six per cent; 
On the excess above ten thousand dollars, seven per cent.” 


SUBSECTION B. The provisions of this Section shall be ef- 
fective with respect to income earned on and after January 1, 1959. 


SECTION 12 
Income Tax—Withholding 

SUBSECTION A. (1). Every individual and fiduciary except 
those subject to withholding under Subsection B(1)(b) shall, at the 
time prescribed in Subsection A(3) of this Section, make a declara- 
tion of his estimated tax for the taxable year if his gross income 
from sources other than wages, as defined in Subsection B(7) of this 
Section, can reasonably be expected to exceed one thousand ($1,- 
000.00) dollars for the taxable year. 

(2). In the declaration required under this Subsection, the tax- 
payer shall state (a) the amount which he estimates as the amount of 
tax due for the taxable year under the provisions of the Income Tax 
Act of 1926, as amended, (b) the amount which he estimates as 
credits for taxes withheld by his employer; (c) the excess of the 
amount estimated under subparagraph (a) over the amount estimated 
under subparagraph (b) which shall be considered the estimated tax 
for the taxable year, (d) and such other information as the South 
Carolina Tax Commission may require. 

(3). The declaration required under Subsection A(1) of this Sec- 
tion shall be filed with the South Carolina Tax Commission on or 
before the fifteenth day of the fourth month following the beginning 
of the taxable year. If after the fifteenth day of the fourth month 
following the beginning of the taxable year, a taxpayer reasonably 
expects to receive income which would require a declaration of esti- 
mated tax as provided in Subsection A(1), such taxpayer shall make 
an estimate on or before the fifteenth day of the sixth month, the 
fifteenth day of the ninth month, or the fifteenth day of the thirteenth 
month, as the case may be. 

(4). The estimated tax shown to be due by the declaration shall 
be paid at the time the declaration is filed or may be paid in four equal 
instalments, the first instalment to be paid at the time of filing the 
declaration, the second instalment on the fifteenth day of the sixth 
month after the beginning of the taxable year, the third instalment on 
the fifteenth day of the ninth month after the beginning of the taxable

year, and the fourth instalment on the fifteenth day of the thirteenth 
month after the beginning of the taxable year. No interest shall be 
charged for the payment of instalments of estimated tax herein pro- 
vided for. 

(5). A taxpayer may amend a declaration filed during the taxable 
year under regulations to be prescribed by the South Carolina Tax 
Commission. 


(6). A taxpayer in lieu of making the instalment payment of esti- 
mated tax due on the fifteenth day of the thirteenth month after the 
beginning of the taxable year, may file a completed return of income 
and, in that event, shall pay in full the balance of income tax payable 
over and above the estimated taxes paid and credits for withholding 
taxes on wages shown in said return. In the event that the completed 
return, giving due regard to credits for withholding taxes withheld 
and estimated taxes previously paid, indicates an overpayment of 
tax, said return shall constitute a claim for refund of the excess. The 
taxpayer may, at his option, claim credit for any excess payment of 
estimated tax or taxes withheld against his estimated tax liability 
for the next succeeding taxable year. No interest shall be paid on 
refunds of excessive estimates or taxes withheld. 

(7). The Tax Commission may allow reasonable extensions of 
time for the filing of declarations of estimated tax and the payment 
of said tax. No extensions shall be granted for more than ninety (90) 
days, except in the case of taxpayers who are outside the continental 
limits of the United States. 

(8). If the taxpayer is unable to make his own declaration, the 
declaration shall be made by a duly authorized agent or by the guard- 
ian or other person charged with the care of the taxpayer or the 
property of such taxpayer. 

(9). The provisions of this Subsection with respect to declarations 
of estimated tax shall not apply to a taxpayer whose estimated gross 
income from farming for the taxable year constitutes at least two- 
thirds of his total estimated gross income from all sources for the 
taxable year. 

(10). A taxpayer who makes a declaration of estimated tax for 
the taxable year shall estimate an amount not less than eighty percent 
(80%) of the amount actually due. Should a taxpayer fail to make 
an estimate on any quarterly due date equivalent to at least eighty 
percent (80%) of the final tax due, a penalty of five percent (5%) 
of the tax and interest at the rate of one-half of one percent (14 of 
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1%) per month, or fraction thereof, shall be added and paid on the 
full amount of the under-estimate of the final tax due. The penalty 
provided by this Subdivision shall not be applicable where the orig- 
inal amount of estimated tax is the same amount shown to be due by 
the return of the individual for the preceding taxable year where 
such return showing a liability for tax was filed by the individual 
for the preceding taxable year of twelve (12) months. 


SUBSECTION B. (1). Every person, firm, corporation, asso- 
ciation, joint stock company, partnership, fiduciary, or the State of 
South Carolina, or any political subdivision of the State or any 
agency or any instrumentality or authority thereof, and any munici- 
pality, located within or doing business within the State, having an 
income within the State or having an employee earning income within 
this State, or in any manner whatever subject to the jurisdiction of 
South Carolina, the United States or any political subdivision thereof, 
or any instrumentality or agency of the United States or any political 
subdivision thereof, or any other State or political subdivision or in- 
strumentality or agency thereof; (a) making payment of wages at 
the rate of one thousand ($1,000.00) dollars per year subject to with- 
holding on and after January 1, 1960, shall deduct and withhold upon 
such wages an estimated income tax determined in accordance with 
tables and rules promulgated by the South Carolina Tax Commission; 
(b) hiring or contracting or having a contract with any nonresident 
taxpayer conducting a business of a temporary nature carried on 
within this State, where such contract exceeds ten thousand ($10,000- 
.00) dollars or could reasonably be expected to exceed ten thousand 
($10,000.00) dollars, shall withhold two percent (2%) of each and 
every payment made to such nonresidents. The conditions set forth 
in Subsection B(1)(b) may be waived by the South Carolina Tax 
Commission, provided the payee shall insure the Tax Commission 
by bond, secured by an insurance company licensed by the South 
Carolina Insurance Commission, or deposit of securities subject to 
approval by the State Treasurer, or cash which shall not bear interest, 
that the payee will comply with all applicable provisions of the Income 
Tax Act of 1926, as amended, and with the withholding requirements 
insofar as his obligation as a withholding agent is concerned. 

(2). If wages are paid with respect to a period which is not a pay- 
roll period, the amount to be deducted and withheld shall be that 
amount applicable in the case of a miscellaneous payroll period con- 
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taining a number of days, including Sundays and holidays, equal to 
the number of days in the period with respect to which such wages are 
paid. 

(3). In any case in which wages are paid by an employer without 
regard to any payroll period or other period, the amount to be de- 
ducted and withheld shall be that amount applicable in the case of 
a miscellaneous payroll period containing a number of days equal to 
the number of days including Sundays and holidays which have 
elapsed since the date of the last payment of such wages to such em- 
ployee during the calendar year or the date of commencement of 
employment of such employee during such year or January Ist of 
such year, whichever is the later. 

(4). In determining the amount to be deducted and withheld 
under this Section, the wages may at the election of the employer be 
computed to the nearest dollar. 

(5). The Tax Commission may authorize employers (a) to esti- 
mate the wages which will be paid to any employee in any quarter of 
the calendar year; (b) to determine the amount to be deducted and 
withheld upon each payment of wages to such employee during such 
quarter as if the appropriate average of the wages so estimated con- 
stituted the actual wages paid; and (c) to deduct and withhold upon 
any payment of wages of such employee during such quarter such 
amount as may be necessary to adjust the amount actually deducted 
and withheld upon the wages of such employee during such quarter 
to the amount that would be required to be deducted and withheld 
during such quarter if the payroll period of the employee was quar- 
terly. 

(6). The Tax Commission is authorized to provide by regulation, 
under such conditions and to such extent as it deems proper, for with- 
holding in addition to that otherwise required under this Subsection 
and Subsection C in cases in which the employer and the employee 
agree to such additional withholding. Such additional withholding 
shall for all purposes be considered tax required to be deducted and 
withheld under this Section. 

(7). (a). Business of a temporary nature does not include any 
form of business that constitutes a personal service. (b). “Employees” 
for the purposes of this Section shall include any resident individual 
receiving any salary, wages, or compensation in any form whatever 
for services rendered and shall be applicable to any individual, resi- 
dent of another State or maintaining a place of abode in another State 
who has rendered service of any nature in the State of South Caro- 
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lina. (c). For the purposes of this Section, the term “wages” means 
all remuneration for services of any nature whatsoever performed by 
an employee for an employer, and for all services rendered in this 
State by a nonresident individual, including the cash value of all 
remuneration paid in any medium other than cash. The term “wages” 
shall not include remuneration paid to agricultural labor. For the 
purpose of this Section, the term “agricultural labor” includes all 
services performed by an employee on a farm in connection with 
planting, cultivating, and harvesting agricultural or horticultural com- 
modities, including the raising, shearing, feeding, caring for livestock, 
bees, and poultry. The term “wages” shall not include remuneration 
paid to a duly ordained, commissioned, or licensed minister of a 
church on account of services performed in the exercise of his minis- 
try or by members of a religious order on account of services per- 
formed in the exercise of duties required by such order. 


SUBSECTION C._ If payment of wages is made to an employee 
by an employer: 

(1) with respect to a payroll period or other period, any part of 
which is included in a payroll period or other period with respect to 
which wages are also paid to such employee by such employer, or 

(2) without regard to any payroll period or other period but on or 
prior to the expiration of a payroll period or other period with re- 
spect to which wages are also paid to such employee by such employer, 
or 

(3) with respect to a period beginning in one and ending in 
another calendar year ; or 

(4) through an agent, fiduciary, or other person who also has the 
control, recent custody, disposal of or pays the wages payable by 
another employer to such employee, 
the manner of withholding and the amount to be deducted and with- 
held under Subsection B of this Section shall be determined in ac- 
cordance with rules or regulations promulgated by the South Caro- 
lina Tax Commission under which the withholding exemption al- 
lowed to the employee in any calendar year shall approximate the 
withholding exemption allowable with respect to an annual payroll 
period. 


SUBSECTION D.(1). Every employee shall on or before Jan- 
uary 1, 1960, or on or before the date of commencement of employ- 
ment, whichever is later, furnish his employer with a signed with- 
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holding exemption certificate relating to the number of withholding 
exemptions which he claims. In no event shall the exemptions claimed 
exceed the exemptions to which he is entitled. 

(2). An employee receiving wages shall on any day be entitled 
to the following withholding exemptions: (a) an exemption for him- 
self; (b) one additional exemption for himself if, on the basis of 
facts existing at the beginning of such day, there may reasonably be 
expected to be allowed an exemption under Section 65-225(7) as 
amended by Subsection M of this Section; (c) if the employee is 
married, any exemption to which his spouse is entitled, or would be 
entitled if such spouse were an employee receiving wages under this 
Subsection, but only if such spouse has not filed an exemption cer- 
tificate claiming such exemption; (d) an exemption for each de- 
pendent that qualifies under Section 65-225(3) as amended by Sub- 
section M of this Section. 

(3). Withholding exemption certificate shall take effect as of the 
beginning of the first payroll period ending on the first payment of 
wages made without regard to a payroll period on or after the date 
on which such certificate is so furnished. Certificates furnished before 
January 1, 1960, shall be considered as furnished on that date. 

(4). A withholding exemption certificate which takes effect un- 
der this Section shall continue in effect with respect to the employer 
until another such certificate takes effect under this Section. When- 
ever a change occurs in the exemptions to which an employee is en- 
titled, such employee shall within ten (10) days of the date of such 
change furnish the employer with a new exemption certificate setting 
forth the exemptions to which he is entitled. 

(5). Ifan employee fails or neglects to furnish his employer with 
an exemption certificate, the employer shall withhold the tax with 
respect to the employee without regard to any exemptions. 

(6). If an employee files a false or fraudulent exemption cer- 
tificate with intent to evade any tax, he shall be liable to a penalty of 
not less than fifty ($50.00) dollars for each fraudulent exemption 
claimed, not to exceed a total of one thousand ($1,000.00) dollars, 
such penalty to be assessed and collected in the same manner and with 
like effect as income taxes provided by the Income Tax Act of 1926, 

(7). Withholding exemption certificates shall be in such form 
and shall contain such information as the South Carolina Tax Com- 
mission may prescribe. 


SUBSECTION E.(1). Every withholding agent required to 
deduct and withhold any tax under the provisions of Subsections B 
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and C of this Section shall for the quarterly period beginning Jan- 
uary 1, 1960, and for each quarterly period thereafter, on or before 
the last day of the month following the close of each quarterly period 
make a return and pay to the South Carolina Tax Commission the 
tax required to be withheld under the provisions of Subsections B 
and C of this Section. 

Once a withholding agent has become liable for a quarterly report 
of withholding, he must continue to file a quarterly report, even 
though no tax has been withheld, until such time as he notifies the 
Tax Commission, in writing, that he no longer has employees or 
that he is no longer liable for such quarterly returns. 

Any amount withheld from any taxpayer by a withholding agent 
shall be a first lien against all property, both real and personal, tan- 
gible or intangible, of the withholding agent, which lien shall take 
precedence over all others, it being specifically intended that the 
funds withheld by the withholding agent from any taxpayer shall be 
considered funds held in trust for the State of South Carolina by 
the withholding agent. 

(2). If the South Carolina Tax Commission in any case has 
reason to believe that the collection of the tax provided for in this 
Section is in jeopardy, it may require the withholding agent to make 
such return and pay such tax at any time, in which event Sections 
65-343, 65-344, 65-345, 65-346, 65-347, 65-348, and 65-349, of the 
Code of Laws for South Carolina for 1952, as amended, shall apply 
with full force and effect. 

(3). Every withholding agent who fails or neglects to withhold 
or pay to the South Carolina Tax Commission any sums required 
by this Section to be withheld and paid shall be personally and in- 
dividually liable therefor and any sum or sums withheld in accord- 
ance with the provisions of Subsections B and C of this Section 
shall be deemed to be held in trust for the State of South Carolina. 


SUBSECTION F. (1). Every person required to deduct and 
withhold from a taxpayer, a tax under the provisions of Subsections 
B and C of this Section, or who would have been required to de- 
duct and withhold a tax under Subsections B and C of this Section 
if the taxpayer had claimed no more than the exemption of a single 
individual, shall furnish on or before January 31st of the succeeding 
year, or if the employment is terminated before the close of such 
calendar year, on the day on which the last payment of remunera- 
tion is made, a written statement, in duplicate, to the taxpayer, 
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with the original copy to the Tax Commission, with respect to the 
remuneration paid such taxpayer during the calendar year, showing 
the following: (a) name and address of such person, (b) the name 
and address of the taxpayer and his social security account number, 
if applicable, (c) total amount of wages or payments as defined 
is Subsection B of this Section, (d) the total amount deducted and 
withheld as tax under Subsections B and C of this Section. 

(2). The statement required to be furnished by this Subsection 
in respect of any wages or payments, shall be furnished at such other 
times, and shall contain such other information, and shall be in 
such form as the Tax Commission may prescribe. 

(3). (a). The original copy of the statement required by Sub- 
division (1) of this Subsection shall be filed with the South Carolina 
Tax Commission on or before the thirty-first day of January next 
succeeding the year for which such amounts were withheld under the 
provisions of this Section. At the same time every withholding agent 
shall file a recapitulation and reconciliation of taxes withheld and 
paid in such form as the Tax Commission shall prescribe and also 
shall remit the tax required to be withheld for the last quarter of the 
preceding year as provided by Subsection E(1) of this Section. 

(b). The copy of the employer’s statement required by Subsection 
F(1) when made and filed as prescribed by the Tax Commission 
shall constitute compliance to that extent with Section 65-299, of the 
Code of Laws for South Carolina for 1952, as amended. 

(4). The Tax Commission may extend the time within which 
withholding agents are required to furnish statements under this 
Section for a period not to exceed thirty (30) days. 


SUBSECTION G. A withholding agent shall be liable to the 
State of South Carolina for the payment of the tax required to be 
deducted and withheld under Subsections B and C of this Section 
and shall not be liable to any other extent for the amount of any such 
payment. 


SUBSECTION H. (1). Where there has been an overpayment 
of tax under the provisions of Subsections B and C of this Section, 
refund or credit shall be made to the withholding agent only to the 
extent that the amount of such overpayment was not deducted and 
withheld by the withholding agent from the employee, and to the 
employee only to the extent that the amount of such overpayment 
was deducted and withheld by the withholding agent. Refunds or 
credits provided by this Subsection shall not bear interest. 
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(2). Refunds or credits provided for by this Section may be 
applied for by the taxpayer within one (1) year from the date of 
the overpayment, but no later. 


SUBSECTION I. Where there has been an overpayment of any 
tax imposed under the provisions of the Income Tax Act of 1926, 
or Subsections B and C of this Section, the amount of such over- 
payment shall be credited against any tax, penalty, or interest, or in- 
stalment thereof, due by the taxpayer to the State of South Carolina 
for any period and the excess, if any, shall be refunded or credited 
as otherwise provided by this Section. 


SUBSECTION J. The South Carolina Tax Commission is here- 
by authorized and directed to make an agreement with the Secretary 
of the Treasury of the United States with respect to withholding 
of income tax as provided by this Section, pursuant to Act of 
Congress, 66 Stat. 765, Ch. 940; Pub. L. 587; 5 USCA Sections 
84b, 84c, July 17, 1952, and Executive Order No. 10407, 17 F. R. 
10132, November 7, 1952. 


SUBSECTION K. Section 65-341, of the Code of Laws for 
South Carolina for 1952, as amended, shall be void and of no effect 
with respect to individuals filing returns of income for periods be- 
ginning on and after January 1, 1960. 


‘SUBSECTION L. Section 65-299, Code of Laws for South 
Carolina for 1952, is hereby amended by striking out all of said 
Section and inserting in lieu thereof the following: 

Section 65-299. All individuals, corporations, and partnerships, 
in whatever capacity acting, including lessees and mortgagors of 
real or personal property, fiduciaries, and employers, making pay- 
ments to another individual, corporation or partnership, of interest 
or dividends of one hundred ($100.00) dollars or more and mak- 
ing payment to another individual, corporation, or partnership, 
of rent, salaries, wages, commissions, emoluments or other fixed or 
determinable gains or profits or income at the rate of one thousand 
($1,000.00) dollars or more in any taxable year, except that such 
payments of personal service compensation on which taxes are re- 
quired to be withheld and reports of taxes withheld are made with 
respect to such individual as provided in Subsection F of this Sec- 
tion, shall make a true and accurate return to the South Carolina 
Tax Commission under such regulations as the Tax Commission may 
prescribe, setting forth the amount of such gains, profits or income 
and the name and address of the recipient thereof. 
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Any taxpayer failing to file the return required by this Section 
shall be assessed a penalty of not less than five ($5.00) dollars nor 
more than one thousand ($1,000.00) dollars, which penalty shall 
be assessed and collected in the same manner and with like effect 
as income taxes provided by the Income Tax Act of 1926, as amended. 


SUBSECTION M. Section 65-225, of the Code of Laws of 
South Carolina for 1952, as amended, is hereby amended by striking 
out all of said Section and substituting in lieu thereof the following: 

“Section 65-225. There shall be deducted from net income the 
following exemptions: 

(1). In the case of a single individual, a personal exemption of 
one thousand ($1,000.00) dollars. 

(2). In the case of a married individual living with husband or 
wife, a personal exemption of one thousand ($1,000.00) dollars for 
each spouse. Husband and wife, living together, may at. their option 
file separate or joint returns but once the option is exercised, it may 
not be changed for the taxable period involved. A married person, 
living with husband or wife, filing a separate return may claim the 
one thousand ($1,000.00) dollars personal exemption of the other 
spouse if that spouse has no gross income and is not the dependent 
of another person. 


(3). In the case of an individual dependent upon and receiving 
his chief support from another individual, provided that said depend- 
ent is under twenty-one years of age or is incapable of self-support 
because mentally or physically defective or that said dependent: is 
regularly enrolled in an accredited school or college, an exemption of 
four hundred ($400.00) dollars to the individual furnishing the 
dependent’s chief support. In the event that a child of the taxpayer 
is born or has died during the taxpayer’s taxable year, the full ex- 
emption shall be allowed. No exemption shall be allowed if the de- 
pendent receives taxable income in excess of one thousand ($1,000- 
.00) dollars during the taxable period. 

(4). In the case of a head of a household, an exemption of two 
thousand ($2,000.00) dollars. The head of a household as used herein 
shall mean an unmarried individual who has one or more dependents 
qualified under Subdivision (3) of this Subsection, and the dependent 
in fact lives in the home of and with said unmarried individual. 

(5). In the case of a fiduciary, an exemption of one thousand 
($1,000.00) dollars, except (a) a fiduciary taxable under the pro- 
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visions of Section 65-223(2) of the Code of Laws for South Carolina 
for 1952, as amended, the same exemption as would be allowed the 
deceased if living and (b) a fiduciary taxable under the provisions 
of Section 65-223(3) of the Code of Laws for South Carolina for 
1952, as amended, the same exemptions to which the beneficiary 
would be entitled, provided that if the income is held in the estate 
undistributed, the exemption shall be one thousand ($1,000.00) dol- 
lars. 

(6). In the case of a nonresident taxpayer or a taxpayer who 
resides a part of the year within this State, he shall be entitled to 
that proportion of the exemption granted herein that the adjusted 
gross income subject to tax in this State bears to the entire adjusted 
gross income wherever earned. 

(7). There shall be allowed an exemption of one thousand ($1,- 
000.00) dollars in addition to the exemption provided by subdivision 
(1) of Section 65-225, as amended by this Subsection, if the tax- 
payer is blind. If the spouse of the taxpayer is blind, such spouse 
shall be allowed an exemption of one thousand ($1,000.00) dollars 
in addition to the exemption provided by subdivision (2) of Section 
- 65-225, as amended by this Subsection. The condition of the individual 
on the last day of the taxable year shall determine whether the in- 
dividual is blind. Should the spouse die during the taxable year, the 
condition of the spouse on the date of death shall determine whether 
the spouse is blind. For purposes of this Subsection, a blind person 
is defined as an individual whose central visual acuity does not exceed 
20/200 in the better eye with correcting lenses or his visual acuity 
is greater than 20/200 but is accompanied by a limitation in the fields 
of vision such that the highest diameter of the visual field subtends 
an angle no greater than twenty degrees.” 


SUBSECTION N._ Section 65-291 of the Code of Laws of South 
Carolina for 1952, as amended, is hereby amended by striking out 
all of said Section and substituting in lieu thereof the following: 

“Section 65-291. Every resident or nonresident having a gross 
income during the income year taxable in this state of one thousand 
($1,000.00) dollars and over, and every corporation except those 
specifically exempted shall make a return stating specifically the items 
of gross income and the deductions and exemptions allowed by this 
chapter and such other facts as the Commission may require for the 
purpose of making any computation required by this chapter. When 
the Commission has reason to believe that any person or corporation 
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is liable for tax under this chapter it may require any such person 
or corporation to make a return.” 

SUBSECTION O. Sections 65-225 and 65-291, amended by 
this Section, shall remain in full force and effect with respect to 
income tax returns for periods ending on or before December 31, 
1959, 

SUBSECTION P. (1). Any person required by the Income Tax 
Act of 1926, as amended, or by the provisions of this Section, to 
make a return of income or a return of information, except as provided 
by Subsection L of this Section, who shall fail to make such return 
at the time prescribed for the filing of the return, shall pay a penalty 
of not less than ten ($10.00) dollars nor more than one thousand 
($1,000.00) dollars, which penalty shall be assessed and collected 
in the same manner and with like effect as taxes provided for by the 
Income Tax Act of 1926, as amended. 

(2) Any person required by the Income Tax Act of 1926, as 
amended, to pay any tax, or any person required under the provisions 
of this Section, to pay any tax, withhold any tax, or to remit the taxes 
withheld or to remit any instalment of an estimated tax, who fails to 
pay any tax, withhold any tax, or to remit the taxes withheld or to ~ 
remit any instalment of an estimated tax within the time allotted 
for the payment of the tax, shall pay in addition to the tax or the tax 
withheld, or required to be withheld, or instalment required to be 
paid, a penalty of twenty-five percent (25%) of the tax, the tax 
withheld, or the tax required to be withheld, or instalment required 
to be paid. If the tax, the tax withheld, or the tax to be withheld, 
and all applicable penalties are not paid within ten (10) days from 
the date of demand therefor by the South Carolina Tax Commission, 
the Tax Commission shall issue a warrant, for the collection of the 
tax, the tax withheld, or the tax to be withheld, and all applicable 
penalties, as provided by the Income Tax Act of 1926, as amended, 
and the provisions of this Section. 

(3). Any person or any officer or any employee of any corpora- 
tion or any member or any employee of any partnership who will- 
fully or with fraudulent intent, fails to make any return required by 
the Income Tax Act of 1926, as amended, or by this Section, or to 
pay any tax, withhold any tax, or remit taxes withheld, shall pay 
in addition to the tax due, the amount of tax required to be withheld, 
or the tax withheld, an amount equivalent to said tax and interest 
thereon at the rate of one percent per month or fraction of a month, 
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computed upon the doubled tax and, in addition thereto, shall pay a 
penalty of not less than twenty ($20.00) dollars nor more than one 
thousand ($1,000.00) dollars, which penalty shall be assessed and 
collected in the same manner and with like effect as taxes provided 
for by the Income Tax Act of 1926, as amended. If the tax, the tax 
withheld, or the tax to be withheld, and all applicable penalties and 
interest are not paid within ten (10) days from the date of demand 
by the Tax Commission, the Tax Commission shall issue a warrant 
for the collection thereof as is provided by the Income Tax Act of 
1926, as amended. 

(4). Any person or any officer or any employee of any corpora- 
tion, or any member or any employee of any partnership, who with 
intent to evade any requirement of the Income Tax Act of 1926, 
as amended, or of this Section, or any lawful requirement of the Tax 
Commission under the provisions of the Income Tax Act of 1926, 
as amended, or under this Section, shall fail to pay any tax, to make, 
sign, or verify any return, to withhold any tax, or to remit any tax 
withheld, or to supply any information required by or under the 
provisions of the Income Tax Act of 1926, as amended, or of this 
Section, or who with like intent shall make, render, sign, or verify 
any false or fraudulent return or statement, or shall supply any false 
or fraudulent information, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and, 
upon conviction, be fined not to exceed five thousand ($5,000.00) 
dollars, or be imprisoned not to exceed five (5) years, or both, at 
the discretion of the court. 

SUBSECTION Q. Should the amount appropriated for the ad- 
ministration and enforcement of the provisions of this Section be in- 
sufficient, the Tax Commission, the State Treasurer, and the Comp- 
troller General may, upon approval by the State Budget and Control 
Board, expend from the revenue derived from income taxes in ad- 
dition to the amount appropriated, a sufficient amount to provide for 
proper administration and enforcement of this Section. 

SUBSECTION R. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent with 
the provisions of this Section are hereby repealed to the extent of 
such inconsistency. 

SUBSECTION S. All acts or parts of acts repealed or amended 
by the provisions of this Section shall remain in full force and effect 
for the collection of any income taxes and the filing of any returns 
required under the provisions of the Income Tax Act of 1926, as 
amended, for all periods prior to the effective date of this Section. 
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SUBSECTION T. If any portion of this Section shall be de- 
clared invalid, such declaration shall not affect the other provisions 
hereof. 


SUBSECTION U. This Section shall take effect January 1, 

1960. 
SECTION 13 
Soft Drinks Tax 

SUBSECTION A. Section 65-752, of the South Carolina Code 
of Laws for 1952, as amended, is hereby amended by striking out 
all of said Section and inserting in lieu thereof the following: 

“Section 65-752. For each gallon of syrup, for use at Soda Foun- 
tains in mixing any drink, which when mixed would be classified as 
a soft drink, there shall be affixed to the original container soft drinks 
license tax stamps, at the rate of one ($1.00) dollar per gallon.” 


SUBSECTION B. Section 65-754, of the South Carolina Code 
of Laws for 1952, as amended, is hereby amended by striking out all 
of said Section and inserting in lieu thereof the following: 

“Section 65-754. If any simple syrup is made, mixed, com- 
pounded or manufactured within this State for use at any place 
where soft drinks are mixed by dissolving sugar in water or any 
other mixture that will create simple syrup or in the event any syrup 
is made by adding concentrates or extracts to mixtures made of sugar 
and water, commonly referred to as “simple syrup”, the mixer, maker, 
manufacturer or compounder of such syrup shall place and keep it 
in containers until such syrup is needed for the purpose of mixing 
drinks and the containers of all such syrup so manufactured shall be 
stamped by the mixer, maker, manufacturer or compounder with soft 
drinks license tax stamps at the rate of one ($1.00) dollar per gallon.” 


SUBSECTION C. Section 65-755, of the South Carolina Code 
of Laws for 1952, as amended, is hereby amended by striking out all 
of said Section and inserting in lieu thereof the following: 

“SECTION 65-755. The payment of the license tax provided for in 
this article shall be evidenced by the affixing of South Carolina soft 
drinks license tax stamps to the original containers. Any person 
making simple or other syrup must maintain a complete record cov- 
ering all purchases of sugar and other ingredients, except water, and 
shall secure and retain invoices on all such purchases for a period of 
two years.” 
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SUBSECTION D._ Section 65-756, of the South Carolina Code 
of Laws for 1952, as amended, is hereby amended by striking out 
all of said Section and inserting in lieu thereof the following: 

“SECTION 65-756. The soft drinks license tax stamps above pro- 
vided for shall be affixed to each individual container of any such 
syrup by wholesalers, manufacturers, jobbers or distributors within 
seventy-two hours after such syrup is received or made by them and 
by retailers within twenty-four hours after such syrup is received or 
made by them and in any event the containers must be stamped before 
any syrup is used in the making of soft drinks.” 


SUBSECTION E. Section 65-757, of the South Carolina Code 
of Laws for 1952, as amended, is hereby amended by striking out all 
of said Section and inserting in lieu thereof the following: 

“Section 65-757. All retail dealers in soft drinks purchasing or 
receiving syrup from without the State, whether it shall have been 
ordered through a wholesaler or jobber within the State, by drop 
shipment or otherwise and all persons mixing, making, manufacturing 
or compounding any such syrup shall within ten (10) days after 
the end of the month during which such syrup was purchased, re- 
ceived, mixed, made, manufactured or compounded, make a report 
thereof to the South Carolina Tax Commission, in such form as may 
be prescribed by the Commission, and furnish such invoices and other 
information as the Commission may require. Failure to make such 
report and furnish such invoices and information as required shall 
constitute a violation of the provisions hereof and shall be subject 
to a penalty of not less than twenty ($20.00) dollars nor more than 
one hundred ($100.00) dollars, to be assessed and collected by the 
Commission as other taxes are collected.” 


SUBSECTION F. This section shall take effect on July 1, 1959. 


SECTION 14 
Beer, Wine—Tax Discounts 

Section 65-735, of the Code of Laws for South Carolina for 1952, 
as amended, is hereby amended by striking out all of the said Sec- 
tion and inserting in lieu thereof the following: 

“Section 65-735. On sales of beer and wine lids, stamps and 
crowns made by the Commission to merchants or manufacturers for 
their individual use, the Commission shall allow the following dis- 
counts: On a sale in excess of twenty-five ($25.00) dollars of beer 
and wine lids, a discount of two and one-half (214%) percent on 
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the entire amount of such sale; on a sale in excess of twenty-five 
($25.00) dollars of beer and wine crowns or stamps, a discount of 
five (5%) percent on the entire amount of such sale. 

Such discounts shall apply only to the tax and not the manufac- 
turer’s price or transportation cost. No other discounts except those 
provided herein shall be allowed by the Commission.” 

This Section shall take effect on and after July 1, 1959. 


SECTION 15 
Petroleum Products 

Section 66-412 of the 1952 Code of Laws is hereby amended by 
striking out all of said Section and inserting in lieu thereof the fol- 
lowing: 

“Section 66-412. For the purpose of providing funds for inspect- 
ing, testing and analyzing petroleum products and for general state 
purposes, there shall be paid to the Commissioner of Agriculture a 
charge of %4 cent per gallon, which payment shall be made before 
delivery to agents, dealers or consumers in the State.” 

This section shall take effect on July 1, 1959. 


SECTION 16 
Employees Insurance—Comptroller Withhold 

Section 1-49, Code of Laws of 1952, is hereby amended by strik- 
ing out said section and substituting therefor the following: 

“Section 1-49. The Comptroller General shall, upon request of 
employees of the State, make deductions from the compensation of 
such employees for the payment of premiums for group life and hos- 
pital insurance; Provided, that the Comptroller General shall not be 
required to make such deductions where such groups shall consist of 
less than one thousand (1,000) State employees. The Comptroller 
General shall pay over to the insurance company, or its agents 
designated to receive such funds, all amounts so collected or with- 
held. But no part of the cost of such insurance or expenses incidental 
to such payroll deductions shall be borne by the State, nor shall any 
liability whatsoever be incurred by the State in connection therewith.” 


SECTION 17 
State Hospital—Whitten Village—Issue Notes 
SUBSECTION 1. The General Assembly finds that additional 
facilities are required at the South Carolina State Hospital and at 
Whitten Village and, therefore, authorizes the following undertakings: 
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1. The construction and equipment of a kitchen at the State Park 
Division of the State Hospital, and the construction and equipment 
of a laundry building for use of the Institution. It is estimated that 
the cost of these facilities will be $1,500,000.00. The projects here 
authorized shall be constructed under the supervision of the Mental 
Health Commission. 

2. The construction of additional facilities at Whitten Village, 
near Clinton, at a cost not exceeding $500,000.00. The facilities here 
authorized shall be constructed under the supervision of the Govern- 
ing Board of the Institution. 

SUBSECTION 2. In order to provide funds for the expendi- 
tures authorized in this Section, and with the approval of the State 
Budget and Control Board having first been expressed by proper 
resolution, the Governor and the State Treasurer shall be empowered 
to issue notes of the State to the extent of not exceeding $2,000,000- 
.00. Such notes shall be in such series, at such times, and in such 
amounts (within the total authorized herein), under such conditions, 
and on such terms as the State Budget and Control Board shall pre- 
scribe. They shall mature in such successive annual installments, in 
such amounts, as the State Budget and Control Board shall determine, 
except that the last installment shall fall due not later than the tenth 
anniversary of the date the notes bear. The notes shall bear interest, 
payable annually or semiannually, at such rate or rates as the State 
Budget and Control Board may prescribe. 

SUBSECTION 3. All notes issued under this section shall be 
signed by the Governor and the State Treasurer. The great seal of 
the State shall be affixed to or reproduced upon each of them, and 
each shall be attested by the Secretary of State. The delivery of the 
notes so executed and authenticated shall be valid notwithstanding 
any changes in officers or seal occurring after such execution or au- 
thentication. The notes shall be in such form as the State Budget and 
Control Board may prescribe. 

The principal and interest on the notes issued pursuant to this 
section shall have the tax exempt status prescribed by Act No. 730 
of 1952; and it shall be lawful for State funds and pension funds to 
be invested in the notes. 


SUBSECTION 4. For the payment of the principal of and in- 
terest on all notes issued pursuant to this section there shall be 
pledged all of the revenue derived from paying patients at each of 
the institutions. All sums received in each fiscal year from this par- 
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ticular source of revenue shall be delivered to the State Treasurer 
to be applied by him to the payment of such principal and interest at 
such times and in such amounts as may be determined by the State 
Budget and Control Board.

All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with any of the provisions 
of Part I of this Act are hereby suspended for the fiscal year 1959- 
60. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with any of the provisions 
of Part II of this Act are hereby repealed.

An Act To Create An Airport Commission For The City And 
County Of Sumter; To Define Its Powers And Duties And To 
Authorize The City And County Of Sumter To Make Certain

SECTION 1. Sumter Airport Commission created—members. 
—There is hereby created a Commission for the City and County of 
Sumter to be known as the Sumter Airport Commission. The Com- 
mission shall consist of five members to be appointed as follows: two 
by the City Council of the City of Sumter, two by the Sumter County 
Legislative Delegation, and one to be appointed by a majority vote 
of the four appointed as provided for above. 


SECTION 2. Terms—officers.—The terms of office of the members 
of the Commission shall be for four years and until their successors 
are appointed and qualified, except that of the members first appointed, 
one shall be appointed by the City Council of the City of Sumter for 
a term of two years and one shall be appointed by the Sumter County 
Legislative Delegation for a term of two years. The Commission shall

elect one of its members as chairman and may elect such other of- 
ficers as it deems necessary.

SECTION 1. Game Zone 6—gigging in salt waters—nonresident 
licenses—penalties——All nonresidents of this State, before gigging 
for fish in the salt waters in Game Zone 6 shall first procure a nonresi- 
dent gigging license, the fee for which shall be twenty-five dollars and 
twenty-five cents. Any person violating the provisions of this section, 
upon conviction, shall be punished by a fine of not less than fifty 
dollars or imprisonment for not less than thirty days for the first 
offense. The fine or imprisonment for each subsequent violation 
shall be double the amount of such previous fines and imprisonments 
imposed upon such violators. 


SECTION 2. Further—resident licenses.—All residents of this 
State or freeholders of the counties within the zone, before gigging 
for fish in the salt waters in Game Zone 6 shall procure a resident 
gigging license, the fee for which shall be one dollar and ten cents. 
Any person violating the provision of this section, upon conviction, 
shall be punished by a fine of not less than ten dollars or imprisoned 
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for a period of not less than ten days for the first offense. The fine or 
imprisonment for each subsequent offense shall be double that pre- 
viously imposed against such violators.

The Civil and Domestic Relations Court of Laurens 
shall have concurrent jurisdiction with the court of common pleas, 
in all civil cases and special proceedings, both at law and in equity, 
not involving title to real estate, in which the amount demanded in 
the complaint does not exceed the sum of three thousand dollars. 
The court shall have concurrent jurisdiction with the court of com- 
mon pleas of the county in actions relating to the adoption of children, 
divorce from the bonds of matrimony and alimony and settlement 
of property rights connected therewith, regardless of the amount of 
alimony or of the value of the property rights settled or judgment 
obtained therein. In cases involving any delinquent minor child, the 
judge of the court is authorized and directed to take any appro- 
priate action looking toward the welfare of such minor without the 
necessity of formal pleadings being filed in such cases, if same be 
practicable. If informal adjustment appears impracticable the court 
may direct the person making the informal complaint, if an adult 
or some responsible person, if the complainant be a minor under the 
age of eighteen years, to file petition upon forms to be supplied by 
the court, and shall conduct such hearings thereon necessary to dis- 
pose of the cases giving due notice to all parties concerned.

Probate Judge of Laurens County to transfer cer- 
tain funds to treasurer.—The Probate Judge of Laurens County is 
directed to turn over to the county treasurer the funds held by him as 
credit balances in the various accounts in his office when, in the 
opinion of the probate judge, the persons entitled to the funds cannot 
be found after due diligence and when it is probable that the funds 
will never be claimed by the persons entitled to them. 


SECTION 2. Notations to be made in account books—receipt.— 
Upon turning over to the county treasurer the credit balances in 
the various accounts, the probate judge shall enter upon his ac- 
count book for each account a notation to the effect that the balance 
was turned over to the county treasurer under the provisions of 
this act, citing it by giving the number and date of approval. 

Upon receipt of such funds the county treasurer shall give the 
probate judge a proper receipt therefor and he shall credit the funds 
to the general fund of the county. 


SECTION 3. Claims—filing of.—If any person claims any of the 
money after it has been turned over to the county treasurer, he shall 
file a written claim therefor with the probate judge. The claim shall 
state the facts upon which it is based, and the probate judge shall de- 
termine the validity of the claim as the validity of claims against estates 
in the course of administration before him are determined. Notice of 
the filing of the claim shall be given to the county treasurer and 
to the county attorney by the claimant. The county attorney shall 
appear in the matter and raise such objections to the allowance of 
the claim as in his judgment are warranted under the facts of the 
case. Appeals from the findings of the probate judge may be had 
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as provided by law in the case of appeals from any decision on a 
claim filed against an estate administered before him. 

No claim shall be filed later than ten years after the money has 
been turned over to the county treasurer, except in cases of legal 
disability in which event the claim shall be filed not later than ten 
years after removal of the disability.

of the share balance as to each member, based upon some plan which 
will preclude individual selection, for the benefit of the share account 
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of the member or some person or persons other than the credit 
union or its officials, subject to the following requirements : 

(a) All eligible members of a credit union may be insured. 

(b) When the premium is to be paid by the credit union and its 
members jointly and the benefits are offered to all eligible members, 
not less than seventy-five per cent of such members must be so 
insured.”

“Section 37-247. All business done in this State by insurance 
companies doing the business of insurance as defined in this Title 
shall be transacted by their regularly authorized agents residing in 
this State or through applications of such agents, and all policies, 
except life insurance policies, so issued must be countersigned by such 
agents. It shall be unlawful for any salaried officer, manager or other 
representative of any such company to transact for his company any 
of the business of a licensed agent for which such licensed agent re- 
ceives a commission, unless he himself shall be a bona fide resident 
licensed agent. But nothing in this section shall be construed to 
prevent the use, in the discretion of the company, of a countersigna- 
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ture endorsement which on its face is identified with the insurance 
contract for attachment to which it is issued and which on its face 
develops. information in respect of such contract, including full 
premium information, sufficient for the countersigning agent’s record 
and which shall be signed by the countersigning agent. Any such 
countersignature by the duly licensed agent of the company originat- 
ing a contract of insurance participated in by other companies as 
co-sureties or co-indemnitors shall satisfy all countersignature re- 
quirements in respect of such contract of insurance. No provision 
of this section is intended to or shall apply to direct insurance cover- 
ing the rolling stock of railroad corporations or property in transit 
while in possession and custody of railroad corporations or other 
common carriers; nor to bid bonds issued by any surety company 
in connection with any public or private building or construction 
project.”

He shall examine the administrative methods, 
systems and activities of the courts and their employees, examine 
the dockets of the several courts and require the courts and their 
employees to furnish to him such information as may be appropriate 
to assist in the administration of the courts. Within the frame- 
work of the requirements of Section 15-129, Code of Laws of 
South Carolina, 1952, he shall make all assignments of duties for 
the circuit judges and may, from time to time, transfer a circuit 
judge from one assignment to another, as such judge’s regularly 
assigned duties will permit and as the need appears. He shall have 
the right to call additional terms of court, to assign more than one 
judge to a circuit, if such additional judge’s regularly assigned 
duties will permit and if need appears, and generally to supervise 
the calendars of trial courts in the. interest of the better ad- 
ministration of justice. In the event that there is a vacancy in the 
position of Chief Justice or for any reason the Chief Justice is 
unable to act, the powers and functions provided herein shall be ex- 
ercised by the senior associate justice.

Any person shall be regarded as a ‘registered 
nurse,’ within the meaning of this chapter, who has graduated from 
an accredited school of nursing, as provided in this chapter, has 
passed a satisfactory examination before the State Board of Nursing, 
hereinafter referred to as the board, and has complied with all other 
requirements of this chapter.” 


SECTION 2. Section 56-952, 1952 Code, amended—requirements 
of licensed practical nurses—Section 56-952, Code of Laws of 
South Carolina, 1952, is amended to read as follows: 

“Section 56-952. Any person shall be regarded as a ‘licensed prac-

An Act To Prohibit Minors From Playing Or Being Permitted 
To Play Pinball Machines, And To Provide Penalties For Viola- 
tions Thereof.

SECTION 1. Unlawful for persons under eighteen to play pin- 
ball machines.—It shall be unlawful for any minor under the age of 
eighteen to play a pinball machine. 


SECTION 2. Unlawful for pinball operators to allow persons 
under eighteen to play pinball machines.—It shall be unlawful for 
the operator of any pinball machine to permit any minor under the age 
of eighteen to play or operate such machine, and the operator of any 
pinball machine shall be responsible that every person who plays or 
operates his machine is in fact legally authorized to do so.

At any time during the period of probation or 
suspension of sentence the court, or the court within the venue of 
which the violation occurs, may issue or cause the issuing of a 
warrant and cause the defendant to be arrested for violating any 
of the conditions of probation or suspension of sentence. Any police 
officer or other officer with power of arrest, upon the request of the 
probation officer, may arrest a probationer. In case of an arrest 
the arresting officer shall have a written warrant from the probation 
officer setting forth that the probationer has, in his judgment, violated 
the conditions of probation and such statement shall be warrant for 
the detention of such probationer in the county jail or other appro- 
priate place of detention, until such probationer can be brought before 
the judge of the court, or of the court within the venue of which 
the violation occurs. Such probation officer shall forthwith report 
such arrest and detention to the judge of the court, or of the court 
within the venue of which the violation occurs, and submit in writ- 
ing a report showing in what manner the probationer has violated 
his probation. Provided, that any person arrested for the violation 
of the terms of probation shall be entitled to be released on bond 
pending a hearing, and such bond shall be granted and the amount 
thereof determined by a magistrate in the county where the pro- 
bationer is confined, or by the magistrate in whose jurisdiction the 
alleged violation of probation occurred.” 


SECTION 2. Section 55-596, 1952 Code, amended—action of 
court concerning probation violators——Section 55-596, Code of 
Laws of South Carolina, 1952, is amended to read as follows: 

“Section 55-596. Upon such arrest the court, or the court within 
the venue of which the violation occurs, shall cause the defendant to 
be brought before it and may revoke the probation or suspension 
of sentence and shall proceed to deal with the case as if there had 
been no probation or suspension of sentence except that the circuit 
judge before whom such defendant may be so brought shall have 
the right, in his discretion, to require the defendant to serve all 
or a portion only of the sentence imposed. Should only a portion 
of the sentence imposed be put into effect, the remainder of such 
sentence shall remain in full force and effect and the defendant may 
again, from time to time, be brought before the circuit court so long 
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as all of his sentence has not been served and the period of probation 
has not expired.”

(1) Courts of General Sessions: At Chesterfield for Chesterfield 
County on the first Monday in February, the second Monday in June 
and the second Monday in November; at Bennettsville for Marlboro 
County on the second Monday in February, the first Monday in 
June and the first Monday in October; at Darlington for Darlington 
County on the second Monday in January, the third Monday in 
March, the third Monday in June and the first Monday in November ;

An Act To Provide For An Interstate Compact On Mental 
Health And For The Administration Thereof. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Interstate Compact on Mental Health entered into 
by this State—provisions of.—The Interstate Compact on Mental 
Health as set out in this section is enacted into law and entered into 
by this State with all other states legally joining therein. 


The contracting states solemnly agree that: 


ARTICLE I 


The party states find that the proper and expeditious treatment of 
the mentally ill and mentally deficient can be facilitated by coopera- 
tive action, to the benefit of the patients, their families, and society 
as a whole. Further, the party states find that the necessity of and 
desirability for furnishing such care and treatment bears no primary 
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relation to the residence or citizenship of the patient but that, on 
the contrary, the controlling factors of community safety and human- 
itarlanism require that facilities and services be made available for 
all who are in need of them. Consequently, it is the purpose of this 
compact and of the party states to provide the necessary legal basis 
for the institutionalization or other appropriate care and treatment 
of the mentally ill and mentally deficient under a system that recog- 
nizes the paramount importance of patient welfare and to establish 
the responsibilities of the party states in terms of such welfare. 


ARTICLE II 
As used in this compact: 


(a) “Sending state” shall mean a party state from which a patient 
is transported pursuant to the provisions of the compact or from 
which it is contemplated that a patient may be so sent. 


(b) “Receiving state” shall mean a party state to which a patient 
is transported pursuant to the provisions of the compact or to which 
it is contemplated that a patient may be so sent. 


(c) “Institution” shall mean any hospital or other facility main- 
tained by a party state or political subdivision thereof for the care 
and treatment of mental illness or mental deficiency. 

(d) “Patient” shall mean any person subject to or eligible as 
determined by the laws of the sending state, for institutionalization 


or other care, treatment, or supervision pursuant to the provisions 
of this compact. 


(e) “After-care” shall mean care, treatment and services provided 
a patient, as defined herein, on convalescent status or conditional 
release. 


(f{) “Mental illness” shall mean mental disease to such extent that 
a person so afflicted requires care and treatment for his own welfare, 
or the welfare of others, or of the community. 


(g) “Mental deficiency” shall mean mental deficiency as defined 
by appropriate clinical authorities to such extent that a person so 
afflicted is incapable of managing himself and his affairs, but shall 
not include mental illness as defined herein. 


(h) “State” shall mean any state, territory or possession of the 


United States, the District of Columbia, and the Commonwealth of 
Puerto Rico. 
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ARTICLE III 


(a) Whenever a person physically present in any party state shall 
be in need of institutionalization by reason of mental illness or mental 
deficiency, he shall be eligible for care and treatment in an institution 
in that state irrespective of his residence, settlement or citizenship 
qualifications. 

(b) The provisions of paragraph (a) of this article to the con- 
trary notwithstanding, any patient may be transferred to an institu- 
tion in another state whenever there are factors based upon clinical 
determinations indicating that the care and treatment of said patient 
would be facilitated or improved thereby. Any such institutionali- 
zation may be for the entire period of care and treatment or for any 
portion or portions thereof. The factors referred to in this paragraph 
shall include the patient’s full record with due regard for the loca- 
tion of the patient’s family, character of the illness and probable 
duration thereof, and such other factors as shall be considered ap- 
propriate. 

(c) No state shall be obliged to receive any patient pursuant to 
the provisions of paragraph (b) of this article unless the sending 
state has given advance notice of its intention to send the patient; 
furnished all available medical and other pertinent records concern- 
ing the patient; given the qualified medical or other appropriate clin- 
ical authorities of the receiving state an opportunity to examine the 
patient if said authorities so wish; and unless the receiving state shall 
agree to accept the patient. 


(d) In the event that the laws of the receiving state establish a 
system of priorities for the admission of patients, an interstate pa- 
tient under this compact shall receive the same priority as a local 
patient and shall be taken in the same order and at the same time 
that he would be taken if he were a local patient. 


(e) Pursuant to this compact, the determination as to the suitable 
place of institutionalization for a patient may be reviewed at any 
time and such further transfer of the patient may be made as seems 
likely to be in the best interest of the patient. 


ARTICLE IV 
(a) Whenever, pursuant to the laws of the state in which a patient 
is physically present, it shall be determined that the patient should 
receive after-care or supervision, such care or supervision may be 
provided in a receiving state. If the medical or other appropriate

clinical authorities having responsibility for the care and treatment 
of the patient in the sending state shall have reason to believe that 
after-care in another state would be in the best interest of the patient 
and would not jeopardize the public safety, they shall request the 
appropriate authorities in the receiving state to investigate the de- 
sirability of affording the patient such after-care in said receiving 
state, and such investigation shall be made with all reasonable speed. 
The request for investigation shall be accompanied by complete in- 
formation concerning the patient’s intended place of residence and 
the identity of the person in whose charge it is proposed to place 
the patient, the complete medical history of the patient, and such 
other documents as may be pertinent. 

(b) If the medical or other appropriate clinical authorities having 
responsibility for the care and treatment of the patient in the sending 
state and the appropriate authorities in the receiving state find that 
the best interest of the patient would be served thereby, and if the 
public safety would not be jeopardized thereby, the patient may re- 
ceive after-care or supervision in the receiving state. 

(c) In supervising, treating, or caring for a patient on after-care 
pursuant to the terms of this article, a receiving state shall employ 
the same standards of visitation, examination, care, and treatment 
that it employs for similar local patients. 


ARTICLE V 


Whenever a dangerous or potentially dangerous patient escapes 
from an institution in any party state, that state shall promptly 
notify all appropriate authorities within and without the jurisdiction 
of the escape in a manner reasonably calculated to facilitate the speedy 
apprehension of the escapee. Immediately upon the apprehension and 
identification of any such dangerous or potentially dangerous pa- 
tient, he shall be detained in the state where found pending dis- 
position in accordance with law. 


ARTICLE VI 
The duly accredited officers of any state party to this compact, upon 
the establishment of their authority and the identity of the patient, 
shall be permitted to transport any patient being moved pursuant to 
this compact through any and all states party to this compact, with- 
out interference. 
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ARTICLE VII 

(a) No person shall be deemed a patient of more than one institu- 
tion at any given time. Completion of transfer of any patient to an 
institution in a receiving state shall have the effect of making the 
person a patient of the institution in the receiving state. 

(b) The sending state shall pay all costs of and incidental to the 
transportation of any patient pursuant to this compact, but any two 
or more party states may, by making a specific agreement for that 
purpose, arrange for a different allocation of costs as among them- 
selves. 

(c) No provision of this compact shall be construed to alter or 
affect any internal relationships among the departments, agencies and 
officers of and in the government of a party state, or between a party 
state and its subdivisions, as to the payment of costs, or responsi- 
bilities therefor. 

(d) Nothing in this compact shall be construed to prevent any 
party state or subdivision thereof from asserting any right against 
any person, agency or other entity in regard to costs for which such 
party state or subdivision thereof may be responsible pursuant to 
any provision of this compact. 

(e) Nothing in this compact shall be construed to invalidate any 
reciprocal agreement between a party state and a non-party state 
relating to institutionalization, care or treatment of the mentally ill 
or mentally deficient, or any statutory authority pursuant to which 
such agreements may be made. 


ARTICLE VITI 


(a) Nothing in this compact shall be construed to abridge, di- 
minish, or in any way impair the rights, duties, and responsibilities 
of any patient’s guardian on his own behalf or in respect of any 
patient for whom he may serve, except that where the transfer of 
any patient to another jurisdiction makes advisable the appointment 
of a supplemental or substitute guardian, any court of competent 
jurisdiction in the receiving state may make such supplemental or 
substitute appointment and the court which appointed the previous 
guardian shall upon being duly advised of the new appointment, and 
upon the satisfactory completion of such accounting and other acts 
as such court may by law require, relieve the previous guardian of 
power and responsibility to whatever extent shall be appropriate 
in the circumstances; provided, however, that in the case of any 
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patient having settlement in the sending state, the court of com- 
petent jurisdiction in the sending state shall have the sole discretion 
to relieve a guardian appointed by it or continue his power and 
responsibility, whichever it shall deem advisable. The court in the 
receiving state may, in its discretion, confirm or reappoint the person 
or persons previously serving as guardian in the sending state in 
lieu of making a supplemental or substitute appointment. 

(b) The term “guardian” as used in paragraph (a) of this article 
shall include any guardian, trustee, legal committee, conservator, or 
other person or agency however denominated who is charged by 
law with power to act for or responsibility for the person or property 
of a patient. 

ARTICLE IX 


(a) No provision of this compact except Article V shall apply 
to any person institutionalized while under sentence in a penal or 
correctional institution or while subject to trial on a criminal charge, 
or whose institutionalization is due to the commission of an offense 
for which, in the absence of mental illness or mental deficiency, 
said person would be subject to incarceration in a penal or correctional 
institution. 

(b) To every extent possible, it shall be the policy of states party 
to this compact that no patient shall be placed or detained in any 
prison, jail or lockup, but such patient shall, with all expedition, 
be taken to a suitable institutional facility for mental illness or mental 
deficiency. 

ARTICLE X 


(a) Each party state shall appoint a “compact administrator” who, 
on behalf of his state, shall act as general coordinator of activities 
under the compact in his state and who shall receive copies of all 
reports, correspondence, and other documents relating to any patient 
processed under the compact by his state either in the capacity of 
sending or receiving state. The compact administrator or his duly 
designated representative shall be the official with whom other party 
states shall deal in any matter relating to the compact or any patient 
processed thereunder. 

(b) The compact administrators of the respective party states 
shall have power to promulgate reasonable rules and regulations 
to carry out more effectively the terms and provisions of this com- 
pact. 
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ARTICLE XI 

The duly constituted administrative authorities of any two or 
more party states may enter into supplementary agreements for the 
provision of any service or facility or for the maintenance of any 
institution on a joint or cooperative basis whenever the states con- 
cerned shall find that such agreements will improve services, fa- 
cilities, or institutional care and treatment in the fields of mental 
illness or mental deficiency. No such supplementary agreement shall 
be construed so as to relieve any party state of any obligation which 
it otherwise would have under other provisions of this compact. 


ARTICLE XII 


This compact shall enter into full force and effect as to any state 
when enacted by it into law and such state shall thereafter be a 
party thereto with any and all states legally joining therein. 


ARTICLE XIII 


(a) A state party to this compact may withdraw therefrom by 
enacting a statute repealing the same. Such withdrawal shall take 
effect one year after notice thereof has been communicated officially and 
in writing to the governors and compact administrators of all other 
party states. However, the withdrawal of any state shall not change 
the status of any patient who has been sent to said state or sent 
out of said state pursuant to the provisions of the compact. 

(b) Withdrawal from any agreement permitted by Article VII (b) 
as to costs or from any supplementary agreement made pursuant to 
Article XJ shall be in accordance with the terms of such agreement. 


ARTICLE XIV 

This compact shall be liberally construed so as to effectuate the 
purposes thereof. The provisions of this compact shall be severable 
and if any phrase, clause, sentence or provision of this compact is 
declared to be contrary to the constitution of any party state or of 
the United States or the applicability thereof to any government, 
agency, person or circumstance is held invalid, the validity of the 
remainder of this compact and the applicability thereof to any gov- 
ernment, agency, person or circumstance shall not be affected thereby. 
If this compact shall be held contrary to the constitution of any 
state party thereto, the compact shall remain in full force and effect 
as to the remaining states and in full force and effect as to the state 
affected as to all severable matters. 
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SECTION 2. State Director of Mental Health to be compact ad- 
ministrator—powers and duties—Pursuant to the compact, the 
State Director of Mental Health shall be the compact administrator 
and, acting jointly with like officers of other party states, shall have 
power to promulgate rules and regulations to carry out more effec- 
tively the terms of the compact. The compact administrator shall co- 
operate with all departments, agencies and officers of and in the 
government of this State and its subdivisions in facilitating the proper 
administration of the compact and any supplementary agreement or 
agreements entered into by this State thereunder. 


SECTION 3. Administrator — make agreements with other 
states——The compact administrator may-enter into supplementary 
agreements with appropriate officials of other states pursuant to 
Articles VII and XI of the compact. In the event that such sup- 
plementary agreements shall require or contemplate the use of any 
institution or facility of this State or require or contemplate the 
provision of any service by this State, no such agreement shall 
have force or effect until approved by the head of the department or 
agency under whose jurisdiction such institution or facility is operated 
or whose department or agency will be charged with the rendering 
of such service. 


SECTION 4. Payment of obligations——The compact administra- 
tor, subject to the approval of the State Budget and Control Board, 
may make or arrange for any payments necessary to discharge any 
financial obligations imposed upon this State by the compact or by any 
supplementary agreement entered into thereunder. 


SECTION 5. Consult with family of transferee—approval of 
probate court required—The compact administrator shall consult 
with the immediate family of any proposed transferee and, in the case 
of a proposed transferee from an institution in this State to an institu- 
tion in another party state, shall take no final action without approval 
of the probate court having jurisdiction of such transferee. 


SECTION 6. Copies of act to be sent to other states—Duly au- 
thorized copies of this act shall, upon its approval, be transmitted by 
the Secretary of State to the Governor of each state, the Attorney 
General and the Administrator of General Services of the United 
States, and the Council of State Governments.

An Act To Regulate The Sale, Possession, Storage And Use 
Of Fireworks; To Provide A License Fee For Wholesalers And 
Retailers Selling Same; And To Provide A Penalty For Violat- 
ing The Provisions Hereof And To Repeal Sections 66-551 
Through 66-557, Code Of Laws Of South Carolina, 1952, Relat- 
ing To Fireworks. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Certain fireworks unlawful.—lIt shall be unlawful 
for persons to possess, sell, offer for sale, store, transport, or use, 
within the State of South Carolina, any fireworks other than the per- 
missible fireworks herein enumerated. The permissible fireworks con- 
sist of ICC Class C, “Common Fireworks” only, and shall mean such 
articles of fireworks as are enumerated as ICC Class C, “Common 
Fireworks” in the regulations of the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion for the transportation of explosives and other dangerous articles 
and shall include the following: 

(a) Roman candles whose total pyrotechnic composition shall not 
exceed twenty grams each in weight ; 

(b) Bottle type rockets whose total pyrotechnic composition shall 
not exceed twenty grams each in weight; 

(c) Cylindrical fountains whose total pyrotechnic composition shall 
not exceed seventy-five grams each in weight and whose inside 
diameter shall not exceed three-fourths inch; 

(d) Cone fountains whose total pyrotechnic composition shall not 
exceed fifty grams each in weight; 

(e) Wheels whose total pyrotechnic composition shall not exceed 
sixty grams in weight, for each driver unit, but there may be any 
number of drivers on any one wheel and the inside bore of driver 
tubes shall not be over one-half inch; 

(£) Illuminating torches and colored fire in any form whose total 
pyrotechnic composition shall not exceed one hundred grams each 
in weight; 
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(g) Sparklers whose total pyrotechnic composition shall not ex- 
ceed one hundred grams each in weight; 

Pyrotechnic composition containing any chlorate or perchlorate 
shall not exceed five grams. 

(h) Firecrackers and salutes with casings, the external dimensions 
of which do not exceed one and one-half inches in length and one- 
quarter inch in diameter, and other items designed to produce an 
audible effect, total pyrotechnic composition not to exceed two grains 
each in weight; and 

(i) Items composed of a combination of two or more articles 
or devices of the above enumerated approved items. 

No component of any device listed in this section, which is designed 
to produce an audible effect shall contain pyrotechnic composition 
in excess of two grains in weight excluding propelling or expelling 
charges, and all other fireworks not enumerated in Section 1 are 
declared contraband, except as herein provided. 


SECTION 2. Lawful fireworks to be properly identified —No 
permissible articles of common fireworks enumerated in Section 1 
shall be sold, offered for sale, possessed, stored or used, in the State 
unless it shall be properly named to conform to the nomenclature of 
Section 1 hereof and unless it is certified as “Common Fireworks” 
on all shipping cases and by imprinting on the article to be of sufficient 
size and so positioned as to be readily recognized by law enforcement 
authorities and the general public. 


SECTION 3. Fireworks not to include toy pistols, etc.—The 
term “fireworks” shall not include toy paper pistol caps which con- 
tain less than twenty-five hundredths grains of explosive compounds, 
toy pistols, toy canes, toy guns or other devices using paper caps 
and the sale and use of these items shall be permitted at all times. 


SECTION 4. Storage of fireworks by wholesalers.—Fireworks 
to be sold at wholesale shall be stored in a room set aside for the 
storage of fireworks only. Over the entrance to this room shall be 
posted a sign reading, “FIREWORKS—NO SMOKING—KEEP 
OPEN FLAMES AWAY.” 


SECTION 5. Fireworks not to be kept near certain flammable 
substances.—Fireworks shall not be sold or kept for sale in a 
place of business where paint, oils, varnishes, turpentine or gasoline 
or other flammable substances are kept in unbroken containers, unless 
in a separate and distinct section or department of the store. 
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SECTION 6. Handling of fireworks by retailers—All retailers 
are forbidden to expose fireworks where the sun shines through glass 
on the merchandise displayed, except where such fireworks are in the 
original package, and all fireworks kept for sale on front counters 
must remain in original packages, except where an attendant is on 
constant duty at all times at counters where such fireworks are on 
display. Provided, however, that fireworks in open stock may be kept 
in show cases or counters out of the reach of the public without an 
attendant being on duty. Signs reading “FIREWORKS FOR SALE 
—-NO SMOKING ALLOWED?” shall be displayed in the section of 
the store set aside for the sale of fireworks. 


SECTION 7. Certain acts unlawful concerning fireworks.—It 
shall be unlawful : 

(a) to offer for sale or to sell permissible fireworks to children 
under the age of fourteen years unless accompanied by a parent ; 

(b) to explode or ignite fireworks within six hundred feet of any 
church, hospital, asylum or public school; 

(c) to explode or ignite fireworks within seventy-five feet of 
where fireworks are stored, sold or offered for sale; 

(d) to ignite or discharge any permissible fireworks within or 
throw the same from any motor vehicle; and 

(e) to place or throw any ignited fireworks into or at any motor 
vehicle. 


SECTION 8. Not to apply to fireworks to be used for public 
displays.—Nothing in this act shall apply: 

(a) to the shipping, sale, possession and use of fireworks for public 
displays ; and such items of fireworks which are to be used for public 
display only and which are otherwise prohibited for sale and use 
within the state shall include display shells designed to be fired from 
mortars and display set pieces of fireworks classified by the regula- 
tions of the Interstate Commerce Commission as “Class B Special 
Fireworks” and shall not include such items of Commercial fireworks 
as Cherry Bombs, Tubular Salutes, Repeating Bombs, Aerial Bombs 
and Torpedoes ; 

(b) to the manufacture, storage, sale or use of signals necessary 
for the safe operation of railroads or other public or private trans- 
portation ; 


{c) to illuminating devices for photographic use; 
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(d) to the military or naval forces of the State or United States; 

(e) to peace officers; and 

(£) to the sale or use of blank cartridges for ceremonial, theatrical 
or athletic events nor as applying to the transportation or use of 
fireworks solely for agricultural purposes. 


Any person desiring to hold a public display of fireworks shall 
first secure from the governing body of the municipality or the county, 
in which the display is to be held, a written permit to hold such 
display at least ten days prior to the date of the display. 


SECTION 9. Not unlawful to manufacture fireworks—condi- 
tions—unlawful if forbidden by Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion.—It shall not be unlawful to manufacture the items of fire- 
works that are otherwise illegal, providing the manufacturer se- 
cures a written permit from the Department of Labor of the State 
of South Carolina to manufacture items of fireworks that are other- 
wise prohibited for possession, sale, or use, providing the same are 
to be shipped directly out of the State or are to be used solely by 
persons holding a permit for public display. No manufacturer may 
store illegal fireworks in the same building where legal merchandise 
is being offered for sale, to wholesalers or retailers. Nothing in this 
act shall be construed as prohibiting continuous interstate commerce 
through the State of South Carolina into another state, of any item 
of fireworks permitted for shipment by the regulations of the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission. It shall be unlawful to ship into, 
through, possess, sell or use, under any circumstances any article 
of fireworks that is forbidden for transportation by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission regulations for transportation for explosives 
and other dangerous articles. 


SECTION 10. Wholesalers and retailers must purchase licenses. 
—Each wholesale distributor of fireworks in this State shall be 
required to purchase an annual license from the South Carolina 
Tax Commission at a cost of seven hundred and fifty dollars per 
year. A wholesale distributor is defined as a person or firm selling 
fireworks to licensed jobbers or licensed retailers. Each jobber selling 
fireworks in this State shall be required to purchase an annual license 
from the South Carolina Tax Commission at a cost of two hundred 
and fifty dollars per year. A jobber is defined as a person or firm 
selling fireworks to licensed retailers. Each retailer shall be required 
to procure from the clerk of court of the county in which he intends 
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to do business an annual license at a cost of one dollar per year which 
shall authorize the licensee to sell permissible fireworks. No person or 
firm may be issued a retail license who is not already licensed by the 
South Carolina Tax Commission for sales tax purposes and who has 
not held such sales tax license from the State Tax Commission for at 
least sixty days. The respective licenses shall be issued on such form 
or forms as the South Carolina Tax Commission may determine. No 
wholesaler shall be allowed to sell fireworks to any non-licensed 
jobber or retailer and the records of all retailers, jobbers and whole- 
salers shall be open for inspection by authorized officials to check 
sales or purchases. 


SECTION 11. Penalties—Any person violating any of the provi- 
sions of this act shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction 
shall be punished by a fine of not more than one hundred dollars or 
imprisoned for not more than thirty days or both in the discretion of 
the court. 


SECTION 12. Repeal—Section 66-551 through 66-557, 1952 
Code, repealed.—Sections 66-551 through 66-557, Code of Laws of 
South Carolina, 1952, and all other acts or parts of acts inconsistent 
herewith are repealed. 


SECTION 13. Time effective——This act shall take effect July 1, 
1959.

Advertisement For Purchase Of Supplies, Etc. For Florence 
County, So As To Make Further Provisions For Such Advertise- 
ment. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Section 14-1958, 1952 Code, amended—Section 
14-1959 not to apply to certain purchases from State.—Section 
14-1958, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, is amended by adding 
at the end thereof the following: “Provided, that the provisions of 
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Section 14-1959 shall not apply to purchases from the Purchasing 
and Property Division of the State Budget and Control Board or 
from the South Carolina State Highway Department.” 


SECTION 2. Section 14-1959, 1952 Code, amended—Florence 
County to purchase by bids—exceptions.—Section 14-1959, Code 
of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, is amended to read as follows: 


“Section 14-1959. Each three months the governing board of the 
county shall advertise for at least two weeks in at least two issues of 
one or more newspapers in the county, or in such newspapers as 
will most likely give notice to the people dealing in the supplies, 
commodities, equipment or machinery to be purchased, for bids based 
on delivery at Florence courthouse or any other designated location 
for all supplies, implements, equipment, material and machinery of 
whatever kind that may be requisite or necessary for the county and 
each and every office or department thereof, including convicts, roads, 
bridges and for every other purpose. Such advertisement shall set 
forth the article and approximately the amount thereof to be pur- 
chased. Contracts shall be awarded to the lowest bidder for three 
months, and supplies under the contract shall be ordered out as 
needed by the county manager. But in a case of emergency the county 
manager may make a purchase for the county if the cost thereof 
does not exceed fifty dollars, and in the event of such a purchase the 
county manager shall certify upon the claim therefor, the emergency 
requiring it. But in a case of emergency an advertisement as here- 
inabove provided may be published at any time. All contracts to pur- 
chase supplies, equipment and machinery shall be in accordance 
with the provisions of this section, and no bill, account or claim 
of any kind whatsoever against the county shall be paid unless 
previously contracted for by such competition or by the county 
manager in a case of specified emergency. Provided, that in the 
advertisement of any article pursuant to the provisions of this section, 
such article shall not be so described as to limit the purchase to 
one that can be complied with by only one manufacturer, agent, 
broker or salesman, if similar or approximately similar products, 
machinery, implements, material or equipment of other manufacturers, 
agents, brokers or salesmen will suffice or perform the same or 
approximately the same function. Provided, further, that the pro- 
visions of this section shall not apply to purchases from the Pur- 
chasing and Property Division of the State Budget and Control 
Board or from the South Carolina State Highway Department. 
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And in the event a local distributor, supplier or merchant submits 
a bid that is equal to or less than the price for which the same 
or similar equipment, supplies or material can be obtained from the 
State Budget and Control Board or State Highway Department, 
the bid of the local distributor, supplier or merchant will be accepted. 
Provided, further, that advertisement for foodstuffs shall be made 
once each month. Provided, that the requirements for advertisement 
for competitive bids will not be required for the purchase of repair 
parts for heavy machinery and equipment when in the opinion of 
the county manager an emergency requires such action.” 


SECTION 3. Repeal.—All acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed.

“Section 10-2551. When (1) a minor or other incompetent becomes 
entitled to a sum of money not exceeding one thousand dollars in 
the settlement of an estate or under the judgment, order or decree 
of any court, (2) such minor or other incompetent has no general or 
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testamentary guardian or committee to whom such sum may be paid 
and (3) such minor’s or other incompetent’s estate, however derived, 
is in the judgment of the court in which the settlement is made or the

An Act To Prohibit Traffic In Fresh Water Trout Except Trout 
Produced In Privately Owned Hatcheries, To Regulate Traffic 
In Fresh Water Trout Raised In Such Privately Owned Hatch- 
eries, And To Provide Penalties For Violations Thereof. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Sale of fresh water trout illegal—exceptions.—It 
shall be illegal to sell, offer for sale, barter or otherwise traffic in 
any Rainbow trout, Brown trout, Brook trout or any other species 
of fresh water trout in the State of South Carolina. Provided, how- 
ever, that artificially reared, properly tagged, labeled, stamped or 
otherwise marked trout produced in a privately owned hatchery 
may be sold subject to the conditions herein provided and subject 
to such additional rules and regulation as may be promulgated by the 
Director of the Division of Game of the Wildlife Resources Depart- 
ment. 


SECTION 2. Information required on trout shipped into the 
State—When any trout are sold or shipped into this State, the 
shipper or seller shall furnish the Wildlife Resources Department 
with a copy of the invoice showing the number and weight of the 
trout so shipped or sold and to whom said trout were shipped or sold. 


SECTION 3. Trout sold in State to be properly marked.—Before 
any trout may be sold or shipped within the State of South Carolina, 
each fish must be tagged, labeled, marked or stamped giving the fol- 
lowing information: the hatchery in which such fish was produced, its 
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location and address, and the species of trout. This information must 
not be removed from the fish until the time of cooking. 


SECTION 4. Responsibility of eating establishments—inspec- 
tion of menus.—Operators of restaurants, cafes, or other type eating 
establishments and retail markets shall be responsible to the South 
Carolina Wildlife Resources Department for any violation of the 
provisions of this act on their premises. All such establishments shall 
be subject to inspection by agents of the Wildlife Resources Depart- 
ment at any time and any trout not individually marked according 
to the provisions of Section 3 of this act and for which an invoice 
is not available shall be confiscated and the operator prosecuted. All 
menus must contain the fact that the trout are from privately owned 
hatcheries. 


SECTION 5. Director of Division of Game may issue rules and 
regulations.—-The Director of the Division of Game may from 
time to time issue additional rules and regulations to further control 
the shipment and sale of trout in South Carolina. 


SECTION 6. Advertisements required of eating establishments. 
—All operators of retail markets or restaurants, cafes, or other 
eating establishments must advertise conspicuously that the trout 
are imported and artificially reared. Provided, that if the trout are 
reared in a hatchery within the State the advertisement must state 
the name and location of such hatchery. 


SECTION 7. Penalties—Any person who violates any provision 
provided for herein shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and, upon con- 
viction, shall be punished by a fine of not less than fifty dollars nor 
more than one hundred dollars, or imprisonment of not less than 
fifteen nor more than thirty days. Each violation of this act shall con- 
stitute a separate offense. 


SECTION 8. Repeal—All acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed. 


SECTION 9. Time effective.—This act shall take effect upon ap- 
proval by the Governor.

An Act To Establish A County Board Of Health In Beaufort 
County, To Set Forth Its Powers And Duties, And To Further 
Provide For The Beaufort County Health Department, 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. County Board of Health created for Beaufort 
County.—There is hereby created the County Board of Health 
for Beaufort County. The board shall be under the same direction 
and control as the State Board of Health as is provided by law for 
local boards of health in incorporated cities and towns. 


SECTION 2. Members—appointments—terms—vacancies. — The 
county board of health shall consist of seven bona fide residents 
of Beaufort County who shall be appointed by the Governor upon 
the recommendation of a majority of the County Legislative Dele- 
gation, including the Senator. Of the members appointed initially, 
one shall be appointed to serve for a term of one year, two for a 
term of two years, two for a term of three years and two for a term 
of four years, or until their successors are duly appointed and qualify, 
after which their successors shall be appointed for regular terms of 
four years. Vacancies on the board shall be filled for the unexpired 
term in the same manner as the initial appointments. No member who 
has served for a period of four consecutive years shall be eligible for 
reappointment for a period of one year following the termination of 
his previous term. 


SECTION 3. Initial meeting—chairman.—The chairman of the 
governing body of the county shall, as soon as practicable, call a 
meeting of the board for the purpose of electing a chairman, who shal! 
serve for a period of one year or until his successor shall have been 
elected and annually thereafter a chairman shall be elected to serve for 
a period of one year. 


SECTION 4. Powers and duties—The county board of health is 
hereby vested with all powers, rights, duties, privileges and responsi- 
bilities imposed by law upon local boards of health in incorporated 
cities and towns in Beaufort County and such other duties as may be 
prescribed by this act. 


SECTION 5. Executive secretary—duties.—The director or ad- 
ministrator of the county health department shall be executive secre- 
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tary of the Beaufort County Board of Health and shall be custodian 
of books, papers, instruments and all appliances belonging to the 
board. He shall attend all of the meetings of the board, unless other- 
wise ordered, and shall discharge all of the duties appertaining to the 
office of executive secretary of the board. 


SECTION 6. Meetings—reports.—The county board of health shal] 
meet for the transaction of its business at stated periods of not less 
than once a month and such other times as the chairman or a majority 
of the board may determine. At such meetings the director or adminis- 
trator of the county health department shall render a report of the ac- 
tivities of his department to the board and a copy of such report shall 
be submitted to the governing body of the county and to the City 
Council of Beaufort. The director or administrator shall likewise make 
such proper reports to the State Board of Health as may be required 
by law or the rules, regulations and orders of the State Board of 
Health. 


SECTION 7. Powers and duties—further—In carrying out the 
duties imposed upon it, the county board of health shall contro! and 
direct the activities of the county health department through the 
director or administrative head of such department. The county health 
department is charged with all the duties or functions normally exer- 
cised by county health departments in keeping with the policies estab- 
lished by the State Board of Health. 


SECTION 8. Employment of personnel — compensation of. — 
Should the needs of the county require it, additional personnel for 
the department shall be appointed and employed by the director 
or administrator with the consent of the county board of health, 
except that all persons employed in the county health department 
shall be subject to all the provisions of the merit system of the 
State Board of Health. Any personnel employed for exclusive serv- 
ice in any incorporated city or town in Beaufort County shall be 
paid by city or town receiving such services, but nothing contained 
herein shall be construed to prevent the compensation of any em- 
ployees of the Beaufort County Health Department from being 
supplemented by funds made available from any other sources. 


SECTION 9. Powers and duties—further—tThe rights, powers, 
duties and privileges imposed or granted to the county health de- 
partment by rule, regulation or ordinance shall relate only to the 
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direction, control and supervision of public health and matters per- 
taining to public health, not relating however, to nuisances or financial 
responsibilities of maintaining water supplies and sewage disposal 
plants. Any municipality or incorporated town or village having a 
water supply or sewage disposal system shall maintain the same in a 
proper and suitable manner. The collection of garbage and cleaning 
of streets and vacant lots of any municipality in the county shall not 
be a part of the duties of the county health department. . 


SECTION 10. Municipalities may elect to come under provi- 
sions of this act.—If any municipal corporation within the county 
wishes to join with the county health department and be under the 
control and direction of the county board of health and the county 
health department, it shall pass an ordinance so stating and copy 
of this ordinance shall be filed with the Secretary of State. If any 
of the municipal corporations of the county so join and be under 
the authority of the county board of health and the county health 
department, all rights, duties, powers and privileges and responsi- 
bilities that are imposed by law upon such local boards of health in 
incorporated cities and towns of the county shall cease to be of force 
and effect and all such incorporated cities and towns, shall be under 
control, direction and provision of this act. 


SECTION 11. Act not to apply to certain municipal water or 
sewage boards or commissions.—If{ any city or town shall have a 
commission or board in charge of a water supply or sewage disposal 
plant, nothing in this act shall take away from such board or com- 
mission their rights, powers and responsibilities. 


SECTION 12. Repeal.—aAll acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed. 

SECTION 13. Time effective —This act shall take effect upon ap- 
proval by the Governor.

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Felony to blow up or damage certain buildings— 
penalties—Any person who wilfully or maliciously blows up or 
damages or attempts to blow up or damage any church, school build- 
ing, private residence or any other public or private building with 
the use of dynamite or any other type of explosive shall be guilty of 
a felony, and upon conviction, shall be fined or imprisoned at hard 
labor, or both, in the discretion of the court. Any person convicted 
of aiding, abetting or assisting in such crime in any manner whatso- 
ever shall also be subject to the above penalty. 


SECTION 2. Felony to communicate certain information — 
penalties—Any person who communicates a threat to blow up 
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or damage any church, school building, private residence or any other 
public or private building with the use of dynamite or other type of 
explosive, or who knowingly communicates any false information 
relating thereto which is designed to falsely alarm the recipient of 
such false information, shall be guilty of a felony, and upon convic- 
tion, shall be fined or imprisoned at hard labor, or both, in the dis- 
cretion of the court. 


SECTION 3. Repeal.—All acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed. 


SECTION 4. Time effective —This act shall take effect upon ap- 
proval by the Governor.

An Act To Amend Act No. 731 Of 1958, Relating To The De- 
termination, Allocation And Apportionment Of Income For Tax 
Purposes, The Imposition Of An Income Tax For All Corporations 
Doing Business In The State And A Certain Credit For Income 
Tax Paid To Other States, So As To Further Provide Therefor, 
And To Amend Section 65-604, Code Of Laws Of South Carolina, 
1952, As Amended, Relating To An Annual License Fee On All 
Corporations, So As To Further Provide Therefor. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Section 2 of Act 731 of 1958, amended—income tax 
on businesses conducted partly within and partly without the 
State—Section 2 of Act No. 731 of 1958 is amended to read as 
follows: 


“Section 2. If any taxpayer, except those defined in Section 65-256, 
is transacting or conducting his business partly within and partly 
without the State of South Carolina, the income tax as provided in 
Title 65, Chapter 5, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, shall 
be imposed upon a base which reasonably represents the proportion 
of the trade or business carried on within this State. The taxpayer 
subject to taxation under this section shall be deemed to have been 
transacting or conducting his business partly within and partly with- 
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out the State if such taxpayer is subject to a net income tax or a 
franchise tax measured by net income in any other state, the District 
of Columbia, a territory or possession of the United States, or any 
foreign country, or would be subject to the net income tax in any 
other such taxing jurisdiction if such other taxing jurisdiction adopted 
the net income tax laws of this State. Provided, that nothing herein 
shall operate to deny any taxpayer affected by this act the benefits 
of Section 65-259 (13) where such taxpayer suffers a net loss, but 
as to the apportionment of net operating losses carried forward, the 
provisions of this act apply as if the taxpayer had a net income.” 


SECTION 2. Section 3 of Act 731 of 1958, amended—how in- 
come from personal services to be taxed.—Section 3 of Act No. 731 
of 1958 is amended by adding a new item to be known as item (f) 
which shall read as follows: 

“(f) All income from personal services received by a resident in- 
dividual shall be allocated to this State’ All income from personal 
services received by a nonresident individual for services rendered. in 
this State shall be allocated to this State.” 


SECTION 3. Section 5 of Act 731 of 1958, amended—ratios for 
computing income tax on manufacturers, processors and dealers 
in certain personal property.—Section 5 of Act No. 731 of 1958 is 
amended to read as follows: 

“Section 5. Net income of the above classes having been separately 
allocated, a taxpayer whose principal business in this State is (a) 
manufacturing or any form of collecting, buying, assembling or 
processing goods and materials within this State, or (b) selling, 
distributing or dealing in tangible personal property within this State, 
shall make returns and pay annually an income tax upon a proportion 
of its remaining net income computed on the basis of the arithmetical 
average of the following three ratios: 

(A) Property. The ratio of the average value of real estate and 
tangible personal property, as herein defined, used by such taxpayer 
in this State during the income year, to the average value of the 
entire real estate and tangible personal property, as herein defined, 
used by the taxpayer everywhere during the income year. The average 
value of property is determined by averaging the values at the begin- 
ning and ending of the income year and shall be used unless by reason 
of material changes during the year, such average does not fairly 
represent the average of such year, in which event the average shall

be determined upon a monthly or a daily basis. If the taxpayer does 
not take or keep records of periodic inventories or if the method and 
time of taking such inventories does not accurately reflect the true 
average inventory, the Tax Commission shall determine the average 
inventory from such information as may be available. (1) The words 
‘tangible personal property’ shall mean corporeal property, such as 
machinery, tools, implements, equipment, goods, wares, and mer- 
chandise and shall not include cash on hand or in bank, shares of 
stock, bonds, notes, accounts receivable, credits, special privileges, 
franchise, good will, or evidence of debt; (2) the word ‘value’ as 
applied to property other than inventories, shall mean the original 
cost plus any additions or improvements, without regard to deduc- 
tions for depreciation, amortization, write downs or similar charges; 
provided, that should the Tax Commission find in the case of any 
taxpayer this results in the taxation of income in all the states in 
which the taxpayer files a return upon a greater amount than one 
hundred per cent of the income of the taxpayer, the Tax Commis- 
sion may, in its discretion, adjust the value of property within this 
State so as to bring the percentage of income taxed to one hundred 
per cent, but in no case shall property in this State be valued at less 
than eighty per cent of the value as defined by this act. In the ab- 
sence of special circumstances ‘value’ is the original cost as shown 
on the books of the taxpayer. Inventories shall be valued in accordance 
with the accounting practice of the taxpayer unless in the opinion 
of the Tax Commission a different method is required in order 
better to reflect the net income of said taxpayer. In determining the 
value of property, no deduction shall be made for encumbrances 
thereon. (3) Any property, the income from which is allocated di- 
rectly and thereby excluded from the net apportionable income, shall 
be excluded in the computation of the property ratio. (4) ‘Property’ 
as used herein shall include the value of real estate and tangible per- 
sonal property rented or leased. The ‘value’ as applied to real estate 
rented or leased shall mean the annual rental rate multiplied by eight. 
‘Value’ as applied to tangible personal property rented or leased shall 
mean the net annual rental rate multiplied by eight unless in order 
better to reflect value the Tax Commission shall direct the use of 
another factor in lieu of the multiplier ‘eight’. The net annual rental 
rate shall mean the gross annual rate paid by the taxpayer, less the 
gross annual rental rate received by the taxpayer for any sub-rentals 
of real estate. 
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(B) Payrolls. The ratio of all salaries, wages, commissions and 
other personal service compensation paid or incurred by the tax- 
payer in connection with the trade or business of the taxpayer in 
this State during the income year to the total salaries, wages, com- 
missions and other personal service compensation paid or incurred 
by the taxpayer in connection with the entire trade or business of 
the taxpayer wherever conducted during the income year. For the 
purposes of this act, all such compensation to employees chiefly 
- working at, sent out from or chiefly connected with an office, agency 
or place of business of the taxpayer in this State shall be deemed to 
be in connection with the trade or business of the taxpayer in this 
State. All such compensation to general executive officers having 
companywide authority shall be excluded from the numerator and 
the denominator of the ratio, and all such compensation in connec- 
tion with income separately allocated under the provisions of this act 
shall be excluded from the numerator and denominator of the ratio. 


(C) Sales. The ratio of sales made by such taxpayer during the 
income year which are attributable to South Carolina to the total 
sales made by such taxpayer everywhere during the income year. 
For purposes of this act, sales attributable to South Carolina shall 
be all sales where the goods, merchandise, or property is received in 
this State by a purchaser, other than the United States Government. 
In the case of delivery of goods by common carrier, or by other 
means of transportation, including transportation by the purchaser, 
the place at which the goods are ultimately received after all trans- 
portation has been completed shall be considered as the place at 
which the goods are received by the purchaser. Provided, that direct 
delivery into this State by the taxpayer to a person, or firm desig- 
nated by a purchaser from within or without the State shall constitute 
delivery to the purchaser in this State, and provided, that sales are 
attributable to South Carolina when the property is shipped from 
within this State and the purchaser is the United States Government 
or the taxpayer is not taxable in the state of the purchaser. The word 
‘sales’ as used in this act shall be construed to include rentals of 
tangible personal property the rentals from which are not separately 
allocated under this act. Such rentals to be attributed to South Caro- 
lina if the property is located in South Carolina. Sales of intangible 
personal property shall be attributable to this State if the entire in- 
come producing activity is within this State, or based on costs of 
performance the greater proportion thereof is performed within South 
Carolina.” 
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SECTION 4. Section 6 of Act 731 of 1958, amended—alternative 
method for manufacturers and processors.—Section 6 of Act No. 
731 of 1958 is amended to read as follows: 

“Section 6. As an alternative to the method of apportionment set 
forth in Section 5 above, any taxpayer other than those described in 
Section 65-256 or 65-605 whose principal business in this State is 
manufacturing or any form of collecting, buying, assembling or 
processing goods and materials within this State, may make returns 
and pay annually an income tax upon a proportion of its remaining 
net income computed on the basis of the arithmetical average of the 
following two ratios: (1) The property ratio as set out in Section 5 
(a) above and, (2) the payrolls ratio as set out in Section 5 (b).” 


SECTION 5. Section 7 of Act 731 of 1958, amended—alternative 
method for dealers in certain property.—Section 7 of Act No. 731 
of 1958 is amended to read as follows: 

“Section 7. If the principal business of a taxpayer other than those 
described in Section 65-256 or 65-605, is selling, distributing or deal- 
ing in tangible personal property within this State such taxpayer 
may, as an alternate to the method of apportionment set forth in 
Section 5 above, make returns and pay annually an income tax upon 
a proportion of its remaining net income computed upon the basis 
of the arithmetical average of the following two ratios: (1) the 
property ratio as set out in Section 5 (a) above and (2) the sales 
ratio as set out in Section 5 (c) above.” 


SECTION 6. Section 8 of Act 731 of 1958, amended—how in- 
come of other taxpayers to be computed.—Section 8 of Act No. 731 
of 1958 is amended to read as follows: « 

“Section 8. If the principal profits or income of a taxpayer, other 
than those described in Section 65-256 or 65-605, are derived from 
sources other than manufacturing, producing, collecting, buying, as- 
sembling, processing or selling, distributing or dealing in tangible per- 
sonal property such taxpayer shall make returns and pay annually 
an income tax upon a proportion of its remaining net income com- 
puted on the basis of the ratio of gross receipts in this State during 
the income year to the total gross receipts of such year within and 
without the State.” 


SECTION 7. Section 11 of Act 731 of 1958, amended—taxpayer 
to elect method to be used.—Section 11 of Act No. 731 of 1958 is 
amended to read as follows: 
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“Section 11. An election by the taxpayer under Sections 5, 6 or 
7 of this act must be adhered to unless and until written permission 
has been obtained from the Tax Commission to make a change. The 
method used by the taxpayer in his first return under the provisions 
of this act shall constitute an election.” 


SECTION 8. Section 65-604, 1952 Code, amended—corporations 
to pay annual license fee—Section 65-604, Code of Laws of South 
Carolina, 1952, as amended, is further amended to read as follows: 
“Section 65-604. In addition to any and all other license taxes or 
fees or taxes of whatever kind every corporation required to file a 
report by Section 65-601, except such corporations as are enumerated 
in Section 65-605, shall pay to the South Carolina Tax Commission, 
at the time of filing the report required by Section 65-601, an annual 
license fee of one mill upon each dollar paid to the capital stock 
and paid in as surplus of said corporation as shown by the records 
of the corporation on January first, next preceding the date of filing 
the report. In no case shall the license fee provided for by this sec- 
tion be less than ten dollars. Where a corporation does business in 
part within South Carolina and in part without this State, or uses 
a part of its capital within South Carolina and uses a part of its 
capital without this State, or owns, maintains or operates one or more 
establishments or plants within South Carolina and owns, main- 
tains or operates one or more establishments or plants without this 
State, the amount of the license fee above provided for shall be 
measured by a proportion of the dollars paid to the capital stock 
and paid in as surplus of the corporation, determined in accordance 
with the ratios prescribed for purposes of the income tax as set 
forth in Sections 5, 6, 7, and 8 of Act No. 731 of 1958. 

For the purposes of this section the ratios to be used shall be 
based upon the accounting period of the corporation as regularly 
established for the purposes, of the income tax, which closes next 
preceding January first. 

Paid-in surplus as used herein shall not include any capital surplus 
created by reason of a reorganization, consolidation, or merger ex- 
cept such surplus as may result from a decrease of capital as an 
incident to such reorganization, consolidation or merger. The license 
fee provided for by this section shall be paid at the time of filing the 
report, pursuant to the provisions of Section 65-601, Code of Laws 
of South Carolina, 1952, on or before the last day of March.” 
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SECTION 9. Repeal.—All acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed. 


SECTION 10. Time effective—This act shall take effect upon ap- 
proval by the Governor.

An Act To Amend Act No. 770 Of The Acts Of 1958, Relating 
To A Tax Study Commission, So As To Delete The Requirement 
That The Executive Secretary Or General Counsel Of Such Com- 
mission Shall Devote Full Time To The Work Of The Commis- 
sion; To Delete The Provision Relating To The Salary Of Such 
Person; To Provide For The Payment Of The Expenses Of The 
Commission; And To Provide An Appropriation Therefor. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Section 5 of Act 770 of 1958, amended—Tax Study 
Commission—employ personnel—duties.—Section 5 of Act No. 770 
of the Acts of 1958 is amended to read as follows: 

“Section 5. The Commission is authorized, with the approval of 
the Governor, to employ an executive secretary or a general counsel 
who shall supervise the research, revision and redrafting required 
to carry out the provisions of this act. He shall be authorized to hold 
hearings and symposiums at various points throughout the State for 
the purpose of promoting the work of the Commission and securing 
the wishes of the public regarding the duties of the Commission. The 
executive secretary or general counsel is authorized to employ such 
professional, clerical, and other assistance and services as may be 
deemed necessary in the performance of the Commission’s duties.” 


SECTION 2. Section 7 of Act 770 of 1958, amended—expenses. 
—Section 7 of Act No. 770 of the Acts of 1958 is amended to read as 
follows : 

“Section 7. The members of the Commission shall receive a per 
diem of ten dollars and the usual travel allowance when engaged in 
the exercise of their duties as members of the Commission.

Any person convicted of violating the pro- 
visions of this act shall be fined not to exceed one hundred dollars or 
imprisoned for not to exceed thirty days, or both.

SECTION 1. Section 2 of Act 610 of 1954, amended—retirement

“Section 2. Any public school teacher, State employee, or em- 
ployee of an employer covered by the South Carolina Retirement 
System who retired prior to July 1, 1945, in service with twenty or 
more years of such service and who has reached age sixty, shall be 
eligible for the minimum allowance of sixty dollars per month for the 
remainder of his life, such benefits to be paid from the General Fund 
of the State.”

An Act To Provide For Accountings By Committees Of Men- 
tally Ill Or Deficient Persons And To Amend Act No. 836 Of 
1952, As Amended, Relating To The Mentally Ill Or Deficient, So 
As To Further Provide Therefor. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Committees or trustees of mentally ill persons to 
make accountings.—The committee or trustee of any mentally ill or 
mentally deficient person shall annually make on the anniversary of his 
appointment an accounting to the Judge of Probate of the county in 
which such mentally ill or mentally deficient person resides or 
resided prior to his admission to a mental health facility and in 
cases under the jurisdiction of the Mental Health Commission shall 
send a copy of such accounting to the Mental Health Commission. 
Upon petition of the committee or trustee the Judge of Probate may 
extend the time for making the accounting. If the committee or 
trustee fails to make the accounting, or obtain an extension of time 
within thirty days after the date such accounting was due and after 
demand therefor by the Mental Health Commission, such committee 
or trustee shall be discharged and the Mental Health Commission 
shall petition for the appointment of another committee or trustee. 
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SECTION 2. Section 25 of Article IV of Act 836 of 1952, 
amended—superintendents of mental health facilities may act as 
committees for certain patients.—Section 25 of Article IV of Act 
836 of 1952, as amended, is amended to read as follows: 


“Section 25. If any patient of a state mental health facility has 
no legally appointed committee, the superintendent of the facility 
may receive and accept for the use and benefit of any such patient 
or trainee any sum of money, not in excess of the sum of twenty-five 
hundred dollars in any one calendar year, which may be due such 
patient or trainee by inheritance, gift, pension or otherwise. The 
superintendent may act as committee for any such patient or trainee, 
and his endorsement or receipt shall discharge the obligor for such 
sum so received. Upon receipt of. any such fund the superintendent 
shall use it for the proper maintenance, use and benefit of such 
patient or trainee, or as much thereof as may be necessary for such 
purposes. In the event any such patient or trainee should die leaving 
an unexpended balance of any such funds in the hands of the super- 
intendent, he shall apply such balance first to the funeral expenses of 
such patient or trainee, and any balance remaining shall be held by 
the superintendent for a period of six months, and if he is not, within 
such period, contacted by the personal representative of such deceased 
patient or trainee, the balance in the personal fund account shall be 
applied to the maintenance and medical care account of the deceased 
patient or trainee. Any further balance shall be paid to the judge 
of probate of the county from which the patient or trainee was 
admitted for distribution according to law.” 


SECTION 3. Section 9 (a) of Article II of Act 836 of 1952, 
amended—discharge of patients from State Hospital—Section 9 
(a) of Article II of Act No. 836 of 1952, as amended, is amended to 
read as follows: 


“Section 9. (a) Any patient confined under the provisions of 
Sections 4 or 5 of this article, who requests in writing to be dis- 
charged or whose discharge is requested in writing, by the person 
who made the application for his admission or by his spouse, adult 
next of kin, or legal guardian or friend shall be discharged within 
seven days after receipt of the request except that, such request may 
be denied by the superintendent of the State Hospital if the request 
be made sooner than thirty days after admission; and except also 
that, upon application to the Probate Court supported by a certifica- 
tion by the superintendent of the hospital that in his opinion dis- 
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charge would be unsafe for the patient or for others, discharge 
may be postponed for a period not to exceed fifteen days which the 
court may determine to be necessary for the commencement of 
proceedings for a judicial determination pursuant to Section 6 of 
this article.”

Item 3 of Section 28-331, 1952 Code, amended— 
squirrel season in Game Zone 6.—Item 3 of Section 28-331, Code of 
Laws of South Carolina, 1952, is amended by adding at the end 
thereof the following proviso: “Provided, that in the Sixth Game Zone 
squirrels may be hunted between October 15 and Thanksgiving Day 
without dogs.” . 


SECTION 2. Repeal.—All acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed. 


SECTION 3. Time effective——This act shall take effect upon ap- 
proval by the Governor.

An Act To Create A Planning And Development Board For 
Greenville County And To Provide For Its Membership, Powers 
And Duties. 
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Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Greenville County Planning and Development 
Board created—members—terms—vacancies.—There is hereby 
created the Greenville County Planning and Development Board, 
which shall consist of not more than three members to be appointed 
by the Greenville County Legislative Delegation. The members shall 
be appointed for a term of two years, and shall hold office until their 
successors are appointed and qualified. Any vacancy in the member- 
ship shall be filled in the same manner as the original appointment for 
the unexpired term. The County Legislative Planning and Develop- 
ment Committee shall be ex officio members of the board. All ap- 
pointments to membership on the board shall be transmitted to the 
Clerk of Court of Greenville County, who shall properly record such 
appointments on the permanent records in his office. The appoint- 
ments shall also be recorded in the minutes and records to be main- 
tained by the board. 


SECTION 2. Purpose—advisory council.—The board is created 
for the purpose of encouraging and promoting the agricultural, in- 
dustrial and commercial development and expansion of Greenville 
County. Said Board at its discretion may appoint an advisory council 
of not more than twenty (20) members, who shall hold office for a 
term of one (1) year, and shall be representative of the various 
metropolitan communities in said county as well as the various trades 
and professions in said county. 


SECTION 3. Meetings—officers—compensation— records. — The 
board shall hold its first meeting within fifteen days after the ap- 
pointments are made for the purpose of organization. The board 
shall elect a chairman from its membership and a secretary-treas- 
urer. The board shall meet thereafter at such times and places as 
it may fix and determine by rules and regulations. The chairman 
shall have power to call special meetings of the board, as may ap- 
pear proper and expedient to him. The members of the board shall 
serve without pay, but travel and other incidental expenses may be 
provided by the board upon the approval of the chairman and secre- 
tary-treasurer, but only for the promotional purposes set forth in Sec- 
tion 2 above. The board shall keep permanent minutes and records of 
all official acts, doings and proceedings, which shall be available for 
inspection at all times by the Greenville County Legislative Delega- 
tion. 
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SECTION 4. Contracts and agreements.——The board may make 
such contracts and agreements as may be necessary and incidental 
to the performance of its duties under the terms and provisions of 
this act; provided, that no contract for an expenditure in excess of 
five hundred dollars shall be made and entered into by the board 
without first obtaining the approval of the Greenville County Legis- 
lative Delegation ; and provided further, that the board shall not make 
any agreement or contract involving or requiring an expenditure in 
excess of the funds that may be made available to it by law. 


SECTION 5. Gifts and grants——-The board may accept gifts, 
grants of money, or property of any and all kinds and description 
from any source whatsoever, which shall be accounted for in the same 
manner as other funds that may be appropriated to it for the purpose 
of carrying out the provisions of this act.

An Act To Provide For Nominee Registration Of Securities 
Held By Banks, Trust Companies And Other Corporate Fiduci- 
aries. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Certain banks may register securities for nomi- 
nees—conditions.—Any bank or trust company incorporated under 
the laws of this State or any national bank located in this State may, 
when acting in any fiduciary capacity “whether as sole fiduciary or as 
a co-fiduciary, register and hold, in the name of a nominee or nomi- 
nees thereof, any stocks, bonds or other securities held in such fiduci- 
ary capacity, if when acting as co-fiduciary it secures the consent of 
its co-fiduciaries, who are hereby authorized to give such consent; 
provided that: 

1. The records of the fiduciary or fiduciaries and all accounts 
rendered by it or them shall at all times clearly show the ownership 
of the securities so registered. 

2. Such securities shall at all times be kept separate and apart from 
the assets of such bank, trust company or national bank. 

3. The bank, trust company or national bank shall be liable for 
any loss resulting from any acts or omissions to act of such nominee, 
in connection with the securities so held by such nominee, to the 
same extent as if such securities had been held in the fiduciary’s own 
name as fiduciary. 


SECTION 2. Further.—Any bank or trust company incorporated 
under the laws of this State or any national bank located in this State 
may, when acting as agent, custodian or attorney-in-fact, upon the re- 
quest of the principal, including unincorporated fiduciaries, register 
stocks, bonds or other securities held in such capacity in the name of a 
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nominee or nominees of such corporate fiduciary ; provided, that such 
bank, trust company or national bank shall not deliver or redeliver 
any such stocks, bonds or other securities to such unincorporated 
fiduciary or principal who has caused any stocks, bonds or other 
securities to be so registered in the name of the nominee of such bank, 
trust company or national bank without first causing such stocks, 
bonds or other securities to be registered in the name of such unincor- 
porated fiduciary or principal as such. Any sale or transfer of such 
stocks, bonds or other securities made by such bank, trust company 
or national bank at the direction of such principal, or unincorporated 
fiduciary shall not be construed to be delivered or redelivered but any 
such bank, trust company or national bank or any nominee or nomi- 
nees in whose name such securities shall be registered shall be deemed 
to have fully discharged its, his or their responsibilities if any such 
bonds, stocks or other securities are sold or transferred in accordance 
with the direction of the principal or unincorporated fiduciary making 
such deposit, and the proceeds of such sale or transfer accounted 
for and delivered to such unincorporated fiduciary or principal. 


SECTION 3. Corporations not liable for registrations—condi- 
tions.—No domestic or foreign corporation or the registrar or trans- 
fer agent of any corporation shall be liable for registering or causing 
to be registered on the books of such corporation any stock or stocks, 
bond or bonds or other securities in the name of any nominee of 
such bank, trust company or national bank or for transferring or 
causing to be transferred on the books of any such corporation 
any stock or stocks, bond or bonds or other securities theretofore 
registered by such corporation in the name of any nominee or nomi- 
nees of such bank, trust company or national bank as herein provided 
when the transfer is made upon the authorization of such nominee. 


SECTION 4. Act not to apply to certain banks.—The provisions 
of this act shall apply to any bank, trust company or national bank 
located in this State acting in a fiduciary capacity whether such 
fiduciary capacity arose before or is created after the effective date 
of this act, unless registration as provided herein is prohibited by the 
will, judgment, decree or any other instrument creating the fiduciary 
relationship.

SECTION 1. Section 67-58, 1952 Code, amended—investment of 
trust funds by fiduciaries ——Section 67-58, Code of Laws of South 
Carolina, 1952, is amended to read as follows: 


“Section 67-58. Trust funds in the hands of any trustee, guardian, 
committee, executor, administrator or other fiduciary may be in- 
vested by such fiduciary in such securities or property as may be 
authorized by the will, deed, order, decree, gift, grant or other in- 
strument creating or fixing the trust and, when not otherwise pro- 
vided in such instrument, may be deposited in whole or in part at 
current savings bank interest rates in any bank which is a member 
of the Federal Deposit Insurance Corporation or in any Federal Sav- 
ings & Loan Association, or may be invested in whole or in part in 
all or any of the following: bonds or notes of the United States, 
Federal Farm Loan Bonds issued pursuant to an act of Congress 
known as the Federal Farm Loan Act, and acts amendatory thereof 
and supplementary thereto, bonds issued by the Federal Farm Mort- 
gage Corporation pursuant to an act of Congress known as the 
Federal Farm Mortgage Corporation Act, Federal Intermediate Cred- 
it Bank debentures issued pursuant to the Federal Farm Loan Act 
as amended, debentures issued by Central Bank for Cooperatives and 
regional banks for cooperatives organized under the Farm Credit 
Act of 1933, or by any of such banks, bonds or obligations of any 
state of the United States, bonds or obligations of any political sub- 
division or municipal corporation of any such state, bonds, notes, 
debentures or obligations of any corporation domiciled in any state 
in the United States, preferred or common stock of any corporation, 
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shares of any management type investment company or investment 
trust which is registered under the Federal Investment Company 
Act of 1940 as from time to time amended and shares of any building 
and loan association organized and existing under the laws of this 
State when such shares are insured by the Federal Savings & Loan 
Insurance Corporation, provided, however ; 

(1) When such investment, whether secured by real estate mort- 
gage or not, is in bonds, notes, debentures, or obligations of any 
corporation domiciled in any state in the United States such bonds, 
notes, debentures, or obligations shall be eligible for investment 
under this section only if the common stock of the corporation issuing 
the bonds, notes, debentures, or obligations shall have an unbroken 
record of cash dividends paid annually during the period of ten 
years next preceding the date of purchase; 

(2) When the investment is in bonds, notes or obligations secured 
by mortgage on real estate, given or issued by individuals or corpora- 
tions, other than bonds, notes, debentures or obligations which would 
qualify under Subsection 1, and no default in the payment of interest 
thereon shall have occurred, and the total amount of such bonds, 
notes, or obligations so secured shall not exceed sixty per cent of 
the appraised value of the property mortgaged as of the time when 
such mortgage is given by the mortgagor to the fiduciary or when 
such mortgage is acquired or purchased by the fiduciary from the 
holder thereof ; 

(3) When such investment is in common or preferred stocks of any 
corporation or in shares of any such management type investment 
company or investment trust there shall have been an unbroken record 
of dividend payments on such stocks or shares during the period 
of ten years next preceding the date of purchase; 

(4) The combined aggregate total so invested in common or pre- 
ferred stocks of any corporation and in shares of such management 
type investment company or investment trust shall not exceed thirty 
per cent of the corpus of the trust, and the aggregate total so invested 
in the stock or stocks of any one corporation or in shares of any 
one such management type investment company or investment trust 
shall not exceed ten per cent of the corpus of the trust; but this 
paragraph shall not apply to any funds of a minor ward as to which 
the testator or donor making a gift of such funds or other property 
shall, in the will or other written declaration filed with the probate 
court, expressly authorize the minor ward’s guardian to invest with- 
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out limitation in such corporate stocks or shares of such management 
type investment company or investment trust as is permitted by 
this section, nor shall such funds or property of the minor ward be 
considered in determining the percentage of any other funds or prop- 
erty of the minor ward that his guardian may invest in accordance 
with this paragraph; 

(5) No investment shall be made: 

(a) In any stock, bond, note or obligation of the corporate fi- 
duciary ; 

(b) In any stock, bond, note or obligation of any corporation or 
in shares of any such management type investment company or in- 
vestment trust of which the individual fiduciary or any person re- 
lated to him within the third degree is a director, officer or employee; 
or 

(c) In any stock, bond, note or obligation of any corporation or 
in any shares of any management type investment company or in- 
vestment trust when the fiduciary, individual or corporate, or any 
person related to the individual fiduciary within the third degree is 
the owner or holder, by pledge or otherwise, of more than five per 
cent of the total outstanding capital stock of such corporation or of 
more than five per cent of the shares of any such management type 
investment company or investment trust; and 


(6) No investment shall be made in any obligation, corporate or 
otherwise, secured by mortgage of real estate when such real estate 
is owned in whole or in part by the individual fiduciary or any person 
related to such fiduciary within the third degree or when the fi- 
duciary, individual or corporate, is the owner or holder by pledge 
or otherwise of more than five per cent of the total outstanding 
capital stock of any corporation in which the title to such estate was 
vested at the time of the issuance of such obligation or mortgage 
or at the time of such investment.”

’ from the clerk of court of the county a license for which shall be paid 
annually the sum fixed by the governing body of the county, the 
proceeds of which shall be placed in the general funds of the county. 
Before such license is issued, the licensee shall post a bond to be 
executed by two sureties in the amount of three thousand dollars to 
be posted with the clerk of court conditioned that the licensee shall 
deal fairly and equitably with all parties for whom the licensee per- 
forms services. Such bond shall be for the benefit and protection of all 
parties in the county with whom such licensee may deal, but the aggre- 
gate liability of the sureties on such bond, to all parties, shall in no 
event exceed the amount of the bond. 


Exemptions.—Any person who has obtained a license 
from any municipality in Edgefield County for performance of the 
work hereby affected, shall not be subject to the provisions hereof 
unless such work or services are to be performed outside of the 
boundaries of such municipality.

Any person purchasing gasoline to use in motor 
boats or other watercraft upon which such person intends to make a 
claim for tax refund must secure from a licensed gasoline distributor 
a gasoline tax refund certificate showing the amount of gasoline sold, 
date of sale, and invoice number. Such certificate shall be signed 
by both the licensed gasoline dealer and the applicant. The refund 
certificates shall be in such form as the Commission shall determine. 
No refund of one dollar or less shall be made by the Commission. 
“Refund may be claimed and made only when the gasoline is 
delivered by the gasoline dealer directly into the tank of the motor 
boat or other watercraft.” 


Section 65-1105, 1952 Code, amended—application 
blanks for refund of tax on gasoline used for farm purposes.—

Property of Hartsville Masonic Lodge exempt 
from taxes.—The property of the Hartsville Masonic Lodge located 
on Home Avenue in Hartsville, Darlington County, shall be exempt 
from all county and municipal taxes. 


Repeal.—All acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed. 


SECTION 3. Time effective —This act shall take effect upon ap- 
proval by the Governor.

An Act To Provide For The Withholding Of A Portion Of The 
Money Allotted To The Counties From The Annual State Income 
Tax To Be Used By The State Department Of Public Welfare For 
The Medical And Hospital Care Of Persons Qualified To Receive 
Public Assistance. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Portion of income tax allocated to counties to 
be used for medical and hospital care for certain persons.—Dur- 
ing the fiscal year 1959-1960, and every fiscal year thereafter, there 
shall be withheld by the State Treasurer from the portion of the 
annual state income tax which is allotted to the counties a sum 
equal to thirty cents per capita based on the population of the sev- 
eral counties as shown by the latest official decennial census of 
the United States. The money so withheld by the State Treasurer 
shall be placed to the credit of the State Department of Public 
Welfare and shall be used for the purpose of defraying the cost of 
medical and hospital care of persons qualified to receive public 
assistance under programs for the aid of the aged, the blind, dependent 
children, the disabled and those qualified for general assistance. 


SECTION 2. Federal funds to be secured when possible.-—The 
State Department of Public Welfare is authorized and directed to 
secure federal funds, when available, to assist in the program for 
medical and hospital care hereby authorized. 


SECTION 3. Repeal.—All acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed. 


SECTION 4. Time effective—This act shall take effect July 1, 
1959.

An Act Authorizing The Sheriff Of Any County To Sell At 
Public Auction Certain Abandoned And Recovered Stolen Prop- 
erty And To Provide For A Claim By The True Owner If Made 
Within One Year From Sale. 
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Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Sheriff may sell certain property when owner can- 
not be found—proceeds.—The sheriff of any county may sell at pub- 
lic auction any recovered stolen property, the true owner of which can- 
not be ascertained after reasonable effort, and may also sell at public 
auction such property as may have been abandoned within such coun- 
ty where the true owner cannot be ascertained after reasonable effort. 
The sheriff shall make a diligent effort to ascertain the true owner 
of any abandoned or recovered stolen property which is the subject 
of this act and shall advertise such property with the full description 
thereof in a newspaper having a general circulation in the county 
for at least twice prior to the sale. At any time after sixty days shall 
have elapsed after the insertion of the first advertisement, the 
sheriff may sell at public auction on the courthouse steps the 
abandoned or recovered stolen property in question. He shall turn 
over all proceeds, after the necessary expenses of the sale have been 
deducted, to the county treasurer. The treasurer shall place such 
sums in a special fund. 


SECTION 2. Claims by true owners.—At any time within one year 
after the sale of any abandoned or recovered stolen property as pro- 
vided for in this act, the true owner may apply to the sheriff and after 
proper identification and proof of claim recover the net sum received 
from the sale, after necessary expenses are deducted. The property it- 
self may be recovered after proper identification and proof of claim if 
such claim is made prior to sale. After the lapse of one year after 
sale the net sum received for the abandoned property shall be placed 
in the general fund of the county. 


SECTION 3. Repeal.—aAll acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed. 


SECTION 4. Time effective——This act shall take effect upon ap- 
proval by the Governor.

An Act To Amend Sections 46-35, 46-75, 46-103, 46-665, 58-1438, 
And 58-1439, Code Of Laws Of South Carolina, 1952, Relating 
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To Registering, Licensing And Transferring Certain Licenses 
For Certain Vehicles, So As To Further Provide For The Reg- 
istering, Licensing And Transferring Such Vehicles, And To Re- 
peal Section 46-63 Of The Code Of Laws Of South Carolina, 
1952, Relating To The Prohibition Against Transferring Of Li- 
censes To Other Vehicles. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Section 46-35, 1952 Code, amended—registration 
and license fees for trucks, road tractors, trailers, farm trucks, 
housetrailers and utility trailers —Section 46-35, Code of Laws of 
South Carolina, 1952, is amended to read as follows: 

“Section 46-35. (a) For every truck, truck-tractor or road tractor, 
the annual registration and license fee shall be as follows: 
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Load Capacity Annual Fee 
26 TONS® Pp SPE Be SEAS 550 
2/2 TONS, 32a lets aces MeO 600 


The department shall register and license every truck, truck-tractor 
or road tractor for the maximum tonnage load capacity to be trans- 
ported by such truck, truck-tractor or road tractor including the load 
on any trailer, semitrailer or pole trailer, or other vehicle, towed or 
drawn thereby; provided that no truck, truck-tractor or road tractor 
having an actual unloaded weight of over 5,000 pounds may be li- 
censed and registered for an annual fee of less than $25.00, and no 
truck, truck-tractor or road tractor having an actual unloaded weight 
of over 6,000 pounds may be licensed and registered for an annual fee 
of less than $40.00. The term ‘load capacity’ shall include all gross 
load of the truck, truck-tractor or road tractor and all vehicles towed 
or drawn thereby not otherwise classified as ‘actual unloaded weight’ 
as herein defined. The term ‘actual unloaded weight’ means the empty 
weight of the vehicle fully equipped for service including body, ac- 
cessories, equipment attached to or carried on the vehicle for use in 
connection with the movement of the vehicle by its own motor or for 
use in the maintenance of the vehicle, and a full complement of 
lubricants, fuel and water. The term does not include equipment at- 
tached to or carried on the vehicle for use in handling or transporting 
cargo, nor does the term include any special equipment (such as an 
air compressor, crane, cement mixer, etc.) mounted on the vehicle 
to secure the transportation of same. 

(b) For,every trailer, semitrailer, or pole trailer, the annual reg- 
istration fee shall be $10.00. The department shall include in this 
classification every trailer, semitrailer, or pole trailer designed for 
carrying property, except house trailers, utility trailers, and boat 
trailers as otherwise provided for in this section. 

(c) The department may issue special farm vehicle licenses to 
farmers for pick-up and stake body farm trucks with a load capacity 
of not more than two tons for an annual fee of $10.00. 

(d)1 For every housetrailer, the annual fee shall be six dollars. 
The State Highway Department shall classify as a housetrailer every 
trailer or semitrailer which is designed, constructed and equipped as a 
dwelling, living abode, or sleeping place (either permanently or tem- 
porarily) and is equipped for use as a conveyance on streets or high- 
ways; or a trailer or semitrailer of similar nature whose chassis and 

. exterior shell is designed and constructed for use either permanently 
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or temporarily for advertising, sales, display or promotion of mer- 
chandise or services or for any other commercial purpose except the 
transportation of property for hire or the transportation of property 
for distribution by a private carrier. The State Highway Department 
may not license and register a housetrailer which exceeds the permis- 
sible size limitations prescribed in Sections 46-654, 46-657 and 46- 
657.1 of the 1952 Code, as amended; but such housetrailers which 
may be permited to be moved over the highways by the State High- 
way Department under special permits issued pursuant to Section 
46-667 shall pay to the said department a fee of five dollars per trip. 

(d)2 For every utility trailer the annual fee shall be five dollars. 
The Department shall classify as a utility trailer every trailer or semi- 
trailer designed for and towed by a private passenger automobile use 
of which is confined to private hauling of personal property. No semi- 
trailer or pole trailer weighing less than five hundred pounds with 
load capacity of less than one thousand pounds need be registered 
or licensed.” 


SECTION 2. Section 46-75, 1952 Code, amended—notify High- 
way Department if vehicle transferred—plates may be trans- 
ferred.—Section 46-75, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, is 
amended to read as follows: 

“Section 46-75. (a) Whenever the owner of a registered and li- 
censed vehicle transfers his ownership therein, he shall immediately 
notify the department, in writing, giving the name and address of 
the new owner and the date of transfer. Except as otherwise provided 
for in this section, the license plates issued for the vehiéle shall re- 
main attached to the vehicle except that if the vehicle is registered and 
licensed in the name of the state, any department, agency, or political 
subdivisions of the state or any department or agency of such a sub- 
division and a reduced registration and license fee has been paid, the 
owner shall return the registration card and the plate issued for the 
vehicle to the department for cancellation, unless the transfer is made 
to. another like agency qualified to obtain a registration and license 
of the vehicle at the reduced rate. 

(b) The department may upon application being made therefor and 
the payment of a fee of one dollar, transfer the license plates pre- 
viously issued to an owner for one vehicle to another vehicle of the 
same classification owned by the same person.” 


SECTION 3. Section 46-103, 1952 Code, amended—Highway De- 
partment may make reciprocity agreements with other states.— 
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Section 46-103, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, is amended to 
read as follows: 

“Section 46-103. Notwithstanding any provisions of this chapter, 
the department may grant to any other state, country, territory, or 
district reciprocity with respect to the operation of any vehicles in 
this State without being registered and licensed under the provisions 
of this chapter if such other state, country, territory or district extends 
under its laws, rules and regulations like privileges to vehicles reg- 
istered and licensed in this State subject to the conditions that every 
such vehicle is at all times, when operated in this State, duly reg- 
istered or licensed in such state, territory, district or country in ac- 
cordance with the lawful requirements of such state, country, terri- 
tory or district, and that there is displayed thereon a valid registration 
card and registration or license plate or plates.” . 


SECTION 4. Section 46-665, 1952 Code, amended—transporta- 
tion vehicles—load capacities—unloaded or empty weight.—Sec- 
tion 46-665, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, is amended to 
read as follows: 

“Section 46-665. The department upon registaring any vehicle, 
under the laws of this State, which is designed and used primarily for 
the transportation of property or for the transportation of ten or more 
persons may require such information and may make such investiga- 
tion or tests as necessary to enable it to determine whether the vehicle 
may safely be operated upon the highways in accordance with all the 
provisions of this chapter. The department may register every such 
vehicle for a load capacity which, added to the empty or unloaded 
weight of the vehicle, will have permissible gross weight not exceed- 
ing the limitations set forth in this chapter and it shall be unlawful 
for any person to operate any vehicle or combination of vehicles with 
load capacity in excess of that for which it is registered by the depart- 
ment or in excess of the limitations set forth in this chapter. To 
effectuate the provisions of this section, every person making applica- 
tion for a motor vehicle license for every such vehicle shall declare, 
in the form prescribed by the department, the true unloaded or empty 
weight of every such vehicle and on every such vehicle having an 
actual unloaded or empty weight of over five thousand pounds the 
owner shall stencil or mark in a conspicuous place on the vehicle the 
true unloaded or empty weight.” 
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SECTION 5. Section 46-33, 1952 Code, amended—passenger- 
carrying vehicles defined—Section 46-33, Code of Laws of South 
Carolina, 1952, is amended to read as follows: 

“Section 46-33. The Department shall classify as a passenger- 
carrying vehicle every motor vehicle, trailer, semitrailer, and every 
such vehicle, except a motorcycle or motor-driven cycle, which is 
designed, used and maintained for the transportation of persons but 
not operated for the transportation of persons for compensation, ex- 
cept such vehicles which are used exclusively for transporting persons 
to and from schools, Sunday schools, churches and religious services 
of any kind or to or from picnics or specially pre-arranged excursions.” 


SECTION 6. Section 46-63, 1952 Code, repealed.—Section 46-63, 
Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, is hereby repealed. 


SECTION 7. Sections 58-1438 and 58-1439, 1952 Code, amended 
—Highway Commission may adjust fees for certain certificate 
holders.—Sections 58-1438 and 58-1439 of the Code of Laws of 
South Carolina, as amended, are hereby further amended by add- 
ing at the end of each section the following: 

“Provided, however, that the Commission within its discretion may 
pro-rate and adjust any portion or all of the above fees, as between 
vehicles and units of various types.” 


SECTION 8. Time effective —This act shall become effective with 
the registration and licensing year beginning November 1, 1959.

An Act To Authorize The South Carolina Highway Department, 
In Its Discretion, To Provide Access Facilities To Any State High- 
Way From Any Public Small Boat Landing On Or Adjacent To 
Any Right Of Way Of The Department, Under Agreement With 
Any County Of This State Upon Condition That The Landing 
Shall Be Constructed And Maintained By The County; And To 
Provide That Persons Using Such Facilities Shall Do So At Their 
Own Risk, The Immunity Of The State Of South Carolina, The 
South Carolina Highway Department And The Counties Being 
Expressly Reserved. 
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Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Highway Department may construct access facili- 
ties to certain public boat landings—costs——The South Carolina 
Highway Department, in its discretion, may enter into and carry out 
agreements with the governing body of any county providing that the 
Highway Department may construct ways, spurs or ramps on any of 
its rights of way providing access from any State highway to any 
public landing on any waters whenever such landings have been or 
hereafter shall be constructed and maintained by any county. Pro- 
vided, that the costs of any such ways, spurs or ramps shall be borne 
by the maintenance fund allocated to any such county by the High- 
way Department. 


SECTION 2. Persons to use facilities at own risk.—Any persons 
using the ways, ramps, spurs, landings or facilities shall do so at 
their own risk, the immunity of the State of South Carolina, the 
South Carolina State Highway Department and any county involved 
being expressly retained. The provisions of Sections 229 through 234 
and Sections 921 through 926 of Title 33 of the 1952 Code, as 
amended, and any laws waiving such immunity are declared inappli- 
cable hereto. 


SECTION 3. Repeal.—aAll acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed. 


SECTION 4. Time effective ——This act shall take effect upon ap- 
proval by the Governor.

Interest to be charged on delinquent taxes in 
Horry County.—After the Treasurer of Horry County has issued his 
tax execution for delinquent taxes, assessments and penalties against 
the property of a defaulting taxpayer, interest of one-half of one 
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per cent on the amount of the execution shall be charged for each 
month or fraction of a month such execution is unsatisfied. 


SECTION 2. Repeal.—All acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed.

Windy Hill Beach to be bird sanctuary.—The area 
known as Windy Hill Beach in Horry County is declared to be a bird 
sanctuary.

Penalties—Anyone violating the provisions of this 
act shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction thereof shall 
be fined in an amount not to exceed twenty dollars or imprisoned for 
a period not to exceed five days. 


Repeal—All acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed. 


SECTION 4. Time effective——This act shall take effect upon ap- 
proval by the Governor.

An Act Abolishing The Board Of Education Of Saluda County 
And Devolving Its Duties Upon A Board Of Trustees And Divid- 
ing The County Into Voting Areas And Providing For Advisory 
Elections. 
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Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Saluda County—board of education abolished— 
duties devolved upon new board of trustees—members—voting 
areas for election of—terms—appointment.—The terms of office 
of the Board of Education and the Boards of Trustees of Saluda Coun- 
ty shall be terminated upon the election and qualification for office of 
their successors as provided by this act. The Board of Education of 
Saluda County is hereby abolished as provided herein and all duties 
and responsibilities heretofore required of the board of education are 
hereby devolved upon a board of trustees which in addition to these 
duties shall also continue to perform all duties heretofore required of 
the board of trustees, and such board of trustees shall consist of nine 
members as follows: the superintendent of education of the county 
shall be a member of the board, ex officio; however, he shall have no 
vote except in case of a tie where all members of the board are present 
and have voted. For the purposes of this act Saluda County is divided 
into the following voting areas from which the remaining membership 
on the board of trustees shall be appointed: Voting Area No. 1 shall 
include that part of the county encompassed by Saluda Box No. 1; 
Voting Area No. 2 shall include that part of the county known as 
the Hollywood Attendance Area; Voting Area No. 3 shall include 
that portion of the county which is bounded on the east by the western 
boundary of the Hollywood Attendance Area to a point where the 
boundary of the Hollywood Attendance Area intersects State High- 
way No. 194 and thence south along State Highway 194 to the 
intersection of State Highway 194 and the boundary of Saluda Box 
No. 1, and bounded on the west by the eastern boundary of State 
Highway No. 39 and State Highway No. 702 between the Town of 
Saluda and the northwest boundary of the county; Voting Area No. 
4 shall include that portion of the county between the eastern boun- 
dary of State Highway No. 39 and State Highway No. 702 north 
of the Town of Saluda and the western boundary of State Highway 
No. 19 going south; Voting Area No. 5 shall include that portion 
of the county between the junction of State Highway 194 northeast 
of the Town of Saluda and the boundary of the Hollywood At- 
tendance Area and the eastern boundary of Saluda Box No. 1 and 
State Highway No. 19 south of the Town of Saluda and the 
eastern boundary of the Hollywood Attendance Area. 


The voting areas described herein are exclusive of areas embodied 
in the Ridge Spring School District No. 2 and Saluda School Dis- 
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trict No. 3. Two members of the board shall be residents of Voting 
Area No. 1; three members of the board shall be residents of Voting 
Area No. 2; one member shall be a resident of Voting Area No. 3; 
one member shall be a resident of Voting Area No. 4; and one 
member shall be a resident of Voting Area No. 5. The terms of office 
of the members of the board shall be for four years except that the 
terms of those first appointed shall be staggered as follows: one 
from Voting Area No. 1, one from Voting Area No. 2, one from 
Voting Area No. 3, and one from Voting Area No. 4 shall be for 
two years with their terms of office expiring on June 30, 1961, 
and the terms of office of those first appointed for four years shall 
expire on June 30, 1963. Thereafter terms of all members shall be 
for four years and shall expire on June thirtieth of the year in 
which the term of office terminates. The members of the board shall 
be appointed by the Governor upon the recommendation of the 
Legislative Delegation of Saluda County. 


SECTION 2. Meetings—officers—The board of trustees shall meet 
as soon as practicable after appointment and shall organize itself by 
electing one of its members as chairman, for which the superintendent 
of education shall be eligible. Such other officers as considered neces- 
sary may also be elected. Thereafter the board shall meet upon the call 
of the chairman or a majority of the members. The term of office of 
the chairman shall be for one year; however, he may be eligible for 
reelection. 


SECTION 3. Compensation—expenses.—The board shall be al- 
lowed ten dollars for each meeting. Provided, however, that members 
shall not be paid for more than five meetings during any fiscal year. 
All expenses of such meetings shall be paid from the contingent fund 
of the county upon vouchers approved by the county legislative dele- 
. gation and signed by the chairman. 


SECTION 4. Elections — conduct of —results—The Board of 
Election Commissioners of Saluda County shall hold an election on the 
second Tuesday in August, 1959, and again on the second Tuesday in 
June, 1961, and thereafter similar elections shall be held by the board 
of election commissioners on the second Tuesday in June every two 
years. Only the following precincts shall be used in the election pro- 
vided for in this act: Clyde; Higgins; Hollywood; Mayson; Mt. 
Willings; Oak Grove; Pleasant Grove; Red Hill; Saluda No. 1; 
Monetta; Ridge Spring; Ward; and Zoar. = 
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The elections shall be advertised in a newspaper having general 
circulation in the county at least thirty days prior to the holding 
of the elections and shall designate the places of voting in each area. 
Candidates for vacancies on the board shall be qualified electors 
residing within the boundaries of the particular voting area which 
they seek to represent, and shall be voted on by qualified electors 
residing in the particular voting area only. In Voting Area No. 1 
the person receiving the highest number of votes in the first election 
to be held pursuant to the terms of this act shall be appointed for a 
term of four years, and the person receiving the next highest number 
of votes shall be appointed for a term of two years; in Voting Area 
No. 2 the two persons receiving the highest number of votes in said 
election shall be appointed for terms of four years and the person 
receiving the next highest number of votes shall be appointed for a 
term of two years. In voting Area No. 3 the first person elected pur- 
suant to the terms of this act shall be appointed for a term of two 
years. In voting Area No. 4 the first person elected pursuant to the 
terms of this act shall be for a term of two years. In Voting Area 
No. 5 the first person elected pursuant to the terms of this act 
shall be for a term of four years. Those persons desiring to be candi- 
dates shall file their names with the board of commissioners of election 
at least fifteen days prior to the election in such manner as may be 
prescribed by the board. The board shall have full charge of the 
election and shall have a sufficient number of ballots distributed at 
each voting place, and shall provide box managers and other officials 
who shall be paid at the rates prescribed for such officials in Section 
23-601, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, such sums to be paid 
from the contingent fund of the county upon vouchers approved by 
the legislative delegation of the county and signed by the chairman of 
the board of commissioners of election. The votes shall be canvassed 
and the results announced by the commissioners who shall certify the 
results to the county legislative delegation. The results shall be ad- 
visory only and shall not constitute an election. 


SECTION 5. Advisory Board of Education of Ridge Spring 
School District 2—terms of present and new members—elec- 
tions—duties.—The terms of office of the members of the Advisory 
Board of Education of the Ridge Spring School District No. 2 shall 
terminate on August 11, 1959, at which time their successors in 
office will be appointed in the same manner as provided by this 
act for the Board of Trustees of Saluda County. They shall be ap- 
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pointed for terms of office of four years except that the terms of 
those first appointed shall terminate on June 30, 1963. Thereafter their 
terms shall terminate on June thirtieth of the year in which the term 
expires. Candidates for appointment shall offer as candidates in the 
elections to be held pursuant to the terms of this act by the board 
of election commissioners, under the same terms and conditions as 
provided for the members of the board of trustees of the county. The 
results of these elections shall be advisory only. Candidates shall be 
qualified electors residing in the Ridge Spring School District No. 2 
and shall be voted on by qualified electors residing in the district only. 
In each election the two candidates receiving the highest number of 
votes shall be designated. 

The two members of the Advisory Board of Education of Ridge 
Spring School District No. 2 shall sit with, and be a part of, the 
Board of Trustees of Saluda County when financial matters involv- 
ing Ridge Spring School District No. 2 are being considered by 
the board. 


SECTION 6. Repeal—All acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed. 


SECTION 7. Time effective—This act shall take effect upon ap- 
proval by the Governor.

An Act Authorizing The Judge Of Probate For Chesterfield 
County To Appoint A Deputy Judge Of Probate. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Chesterfield County Judge of Probate may ap- 
point deputy.—The Judge of Probate of Chesterfield County may 
appoint a deputy judge of probate. Such appointment shall be evi- 
denced by a certificate thereof signed by the judge of probate and 
filed in the office of the clerk of court of the county. 


SECTION 2. Oath and duties——Before entering upon the duties of 
deputy judge of probate, such deputy shall take the oath prescribed by 
the constitution and when so qualified, the deputy may do and perform 
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all of the duties appertaining to the office of his principal, and all acts, 
judgments, decrees, orders, licenses and any and every act or deed 
necessary to the orderly discharge of the duties and powers of the office 
of the Probate Judge of Chesterfield County, when done in the name 
of the judge of probate by his deputy judge of probate as such shall 
have the same force and effect in law as if performed by the judge 
of probate in person. 


SECTION 3. Bond.—The deputy judge of probate, before entering 
upon the discharge of his duties, shall enter into a bond as required of 
the judge of probate and in the same sum as that of the judge of pro- 
bate, conditioned for the faithful discharge of his duties, the premiums 
on which bond shall be paid for by the judge of probate. The bond 
shall be filed in the office of the clerk of court of the county. 


SECTION 4. Term.—The deputy judge of probate shall continue in 
office during the pleasure of the Judge of Probate for Chesterfield 
County. 


SECTION 5. Repeal.—All acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed. 


SECTION 6. Time effective —This act shall take effect upon ap- 
proval by the Governor.

Nonal-~ 
coholic drink shall be deemed to be adulterated if it contains any 
chemical, drug, or compound, natural or synthetic, which is beyond 
the safety limit as listed in the United States Pharmacopoeia, the 
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National Formulary, or other official compendium and which does not 
meet the requirements of the Federal Food and Drug Administration.”

An Act To Amend Section 65-1832, Code Of Laws Of South 
Carolina, 1952, As Amended, Providing For A County Board Of 
Tax Assessors For Marlboro County, Its Powers And Duties, So 
As To Further Provide Therefor; And To Repeal Section 65- 
1833, Code Of Laws Of South Carolina, 1952, Providing For An 
Executive Secretary And Assistant Tax Assessors. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Section 65-1832, 1952 Code, amended—Marlboro 
County Board of Tax Assessors—duties—members—appointment 
—terms—compensation and expenses.—Section 65-1832, Code of 
Laws of South Carolina, 1952, as amended, is further amended to read 
as follows: 
“Section 65-1832. In Marlboro County the duties relative to the 
valuation, assessment, and return of properties for taxation are hereby 
devolved upon a board to be known as the County Board of Tax 
Assessors, which shall be composed of five members, all of whom 
shall be qualified electors of Marlboro County. The board of tax 
assessors shall be appointed by the Governor upon recommendation 
of a majority of the County Legislative Delegation, including the 
Senator, and shall serve for a term of two years. The board shall 
appoint assistant tax assessors in such number and for such length 
of service as is authorized by the Legislative Delegation. The com- 
pensation and expenses of the board of tax assessors and assistant 
tax assessors shall be such as is provided therefor by the Legislative 
Delegation. 

The board of assessors or their designated representatives shall 
inspect every piece of real property in the county and fairly and 
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impartially assess the value thereof for each year in which real estate 
is by law required to be returned for taxation, and in all other years 
the board shall inspect and assess the value of all real estate and im- 
provements thereon not previously assessed for taxation, and make 
such changes, by way of increase or decrease, in the valuation of any 
taxable property as returned by any person or as fixed by the county 
auditor, as may in its judgment be necessary or proper to conform 
with the methods, policies, rules and regulations of the board of 
assessors; and from time to time, whenever in its judgment it shall 
appear necessary, re-assess any or all taxable property so as to re- 
flect its proper valuation.”

An Act To Amend Act No. 431 Of The Acts Of 1957, Relating 
To The Florence County Industrial Loan And Development Com- 
mission, So As To Change The Provisions For A Secretary To 
The Commission. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Section 1 of Act 431 of 1957, amended—Florence 
County Industrial Loan and Development Commission created— 
members—appointments—terms—employ secretary—chairman— 
meetings.—Section 1 of Act No. 431 of the Acts of 1957 is amended 
to read as follows: 
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“Section 1. There is hereby created the Florence County Industrial 
Loan and Development Commission. The commission shall be com- 
posed of twelve members. Five of these members shall be appointed 
by the Governor upon the recommendation of the Senator and a 
majority of the members of the House of Representatives from Flor- 
ence County. The other seven members shall be the mayors of the 
seven incorporated municipalities of Florence County, to wit: Flor- 
ence, Lake City, Timmonsville, Olanta, Pamplico, Johnsonville and 
Scranton. Should the mayor of any of these municipalities desire, he 
may appoint another resident of the municipality to serve in his place, 
which appointment shall be in writing and shall be furnished to and 
filed with the commission. The five members appointed by the Gov- 
ernor shall each have one vote with the other seven members having 
a one-half vote each. The commission may select a secretary whose 
duties shall be as directed by the commission. The members ap- 
pointed by the Governor shall serve for a period of two years or 
until their successors have been appointed and qualify. Provided, 
however, the first term of two of these members shall be by appoint- 
ment for a term of one year, after which their successors shall be 
appointed for a regular term of two years. The members from the 
municipalities or the appointees of the mayor shall serve during the 
particular term of the mayor. 

All members of the commission shall serve without compensation. 


After the appointment of all five members to the commission, it 
shall meet and the voting members shall elect a chairman and draw up 
bylaws and rules of procedure, which the commission shall file in the 
office of the Clerk of Court for Florence County. The meetings of the 
commission shall be held at a time and place designated by the chair- 
man or upon the written request of three members of the commis- 
sion, provided, however, that at least one meeting shall be held during 
each quarter of the calendar year.”

SECTION 1. County Board of Tax Assessors created for Edge- 
field County—members—terms—appoint tax assessor—expenses. 
—In Edgefield County the duties relative to the valuation, assess- 
ment, and return of properties for taxation are hereby devolved 
upon a board known as the County Board of Tax Assessors, which 
shall be composed of five members, all of whom shall be quali- 
fied electors, as follows: one member from the City of Edgefield, 
one member from the Town of Johnston, one member from the 
Town of Trenton, and two members from the county at large. The 
members of the board of tax assessors shall be appointed by the 
Legislative Delegation, and shall serve for a term of two years and 
until their sticcessors are appointed and qualified. The board shall 
appoint a full time tax assessor whose duties shall be prescribed by 
the board. The compensation and expenses of the board and of the 
tax assessor shall be such as is provided in the annual county supply 
act. 


SECTION 2. Edgefield County Tax Board of Appeals created— 
members—terms — compensation — duties — meetings.—There is 
hereby created the Edgefield County Tax Board of Appeals com- 
posed of three prominent persons who shall be appointed by the 
Governor upon the recommendation of the County Legislative Dele- 
gation for terms of two years each, and until their successors are 
appointed and qualified, and who shall receive such compensation 
as provided in the annual county supply act. The powers and duties 
of the Edgefield County Board of Equalization are hereby devolved 
upon the Edgefield County Tax Board of Appeals. The board shall 
meet at such times as it is called into session by the county auditor, 
provided that the time employed shall not exceed twenty days in any 
one year. No appeal shall be heard by the board until! first presented 
to the county board of tax assessors. Nothing contained in this 
section shall be construed so as to interfere with the right of appeal 
to the South Carolina Tax Commission, the Comptroller General, or 
to the courts.

“(5) When the defendant is a party to an adoption proceeding and 
is either a nonresident or upon whom service cannot be had within 
the State after due diligence.”

An Act To Provide For The Regulation Of The Ownership And 
Operation Of Boats And Related Equipment On The Waters Of 
This State; To Provide Penalties For Violations; To Establish 
The Division Of Boating Within The Wildlife Resources De- 
partment; To Make Appropriation For Such Establishment; To 
Prohibit Local Regulations In Conflict With This Act; And To 
Repeal Act No. 209 Of The Acts Of 1955 And Act No. 111 Of 
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The Acts Of 1957, Relating To The Operation Of Boats On The 
Public Waters Of This State; To Provide For Future Expendi- 
tures And To Provide For Certain Approvals By The Budget 
And Control Board. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Public policy of State relating to vessels.—It is the 
public policy of this State to promote safety for persons and property 
in and connected with the use, operation and equipment of vessels and 
to promote uniformity of laws relating thereto. 


SECTION 2. Administration of act vested in Wildlife Resources 
Department—Division of Boating—employ director and other 
personnel—safety education program.—The administration of this 
act shall be vested in South Carolina Wildlife Resources Department, 
which department shall set up a division of the department known as 
the Division of Boating, hereinafter referred to as the “Division.” 

(a) The South Carolina Wildlife Resources Commission shall 
employ a director and shall employ or assign such clerical, adminis- 
trative, technical and enforcement personnel as may be required to 
carry out the provisions of this act, and shall determine the salaries 
of such personnel and terms and conditions of employment. 

(b) The department shall carry out a program of safety education 
and training in the operation of motor boats in addition to assisting 
in the training of local law enforcement officers in the proper enforce- 
ment of this act. 

(c) Wherever the word “division” is specified in this act, it shall 
mean the South Carolina Wildlife Resources Department through 
the Division of Boating. 


SECTION 3. Definitions——As used in this act, unless the context 
clearly requires a different meaning: 

(1) “Vessel” means every description of watercraft, other than a 
seaplane on the water, used or capable of being used as a means of 
transportation on water. 

(2) “Motorboat” shall mean any vessel propelled by machinery of 
ten horsepower or more, whether or not such machinery is the prin- 
cipal source of propulsion, but shall not include a vessel which has a 
valid marine document issued by the Bureau of Customs of the United 
States Government or any federal agency successor thereto. 
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(3) “Owner” means a person, other than a lien holder, having the 
property in or title to a motorboat. The term includes a person en- 
titled to the use or possession of a motorboat subject to an interest 
in another person, reserved or created by agreement and securing 
payment or performance of an obligation, but the term excludes a 
lessee under a lease not intended as security. 

(4) “Waters of this State’ means any waters within the territorial 
limits of this State, and the marginal sea adjacent to this State and 
the high seas when navigated as a part of a journey or ride to or 
from the shore of this State. 

(5) “Person” means an individual, partnership, firm, corporation, 
association, or other entity. 

(6) “Operate” means to navigate or otherwise use a motorboat or 
a vessel. 


SECTION 4. Boats to be numbered—display of number.—No 
person shall operate or give permission for the operation of any 
motorboat on the waters of this State unless the motorboat is num- 
bered in accordance with this act, or in accordance with applicable 
federal law, or in accordance with a federally-approved numbering 
system of another state, and unless (1) the certificate of number 
awarded to such motorboat is in full force and effect, and (2) the 
identifying number set forth in the certificate of number is displayed 
on each side of the bow of such motorboat. 


SECTION 5. Application for number—fee—issuance—display 
of—size of—numbers issued prior to act—change of ownership 
U. S. Government numbering system, effect of—issue of block of 
numbers—records—numbers valid for three years—renewal date 
—effect of transfer, destruction, or abandonment of numbered 
motorboat—change of address of number holder—no other num- 
bers to be displayed (a) The owner of each motorboat requiring 
numbering by this act shall file an application for a number with the 
Division on forms approved by it. The application shall be signed by 
the owner of the motorboat and shall be accompanied by a fee of five 
dollars. Upon receipt of the application in approved form, the Divi: 
sion shall enter the same upon the records of its office and issue to the 
applicant a certificate of number stating the number awarded to the 
motorboat and the name and address of the owner. The owner shall 
paint on or attach to each side of the bow of the motorboat the identi- 
fication number in such manner as may be prescribed by rules and 
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regulations of the Division in order that it may be clearly visible. The 
letters shall be of not less than four inches in height and shall be main- 
tained in legible condition. The certificate of number shall be pocket 
size and shall be available at all times for inspection on the motorboat 
for which issued, whenever such motorboat is in operation. 

(b) The owner of any motorboat already covered by a number in 
full force and effect which has been awarded to it pursuant to then 
operative federal law or a federally-approved numbering system of 
another state shall record the number prior to operating the motor- 
boat on the waters of this State in excess of the ninety day reciprocity 
period provided for in section 7 (1) of this act. Such recordation 
shall be in the manner and pursuant to the procedure required for the 
award of a number under sub-paragraph (a) of this section, except 
that no additional or substitute number shall be issued. 

(c) Should the ownership of a motorboat change, a new applica- 
tion form with the fee, or, in the discretion of the Division, a pro- 
rated portion thereof shall be filed with the Division and a new cer- 
tificate of number shall be awarded in the same manner as provided 
for in an original award of number. 

(d) In the event that an agency of the United States Government 
shall have in force an over-all system of identification numbering for 
motorboats within the United States, the numbering system employed 
pursuant to this act by the Division shall be in conformity therewith. 

(e) The Division may award any certificate of number directly or 
may authorize any person to act as agent for the awarding thereof. 
In the event that a person accepts such authorization, he may be as- 
signed a block of numbers and certificates therefor which upon award, 
in conformity with this act and with any rules and regulations of the 
Division shall be valid as if awarded directly by the Division. 

(f) All records of the Division made or kept pursuant to this 
section shall be public records. 

(g) Every certificate of number awarded pursuant to this act shall 
continue in full force and effect for a period of three years unless 
sooner terminated or discontinued in accordance with the provisions 
of this act. Certificates of number may be renewed by the owner in 
the same manner provided for in the initial securing of the same. 

(h) The Division shall fix a’'day and month of the year on which 
certificates of number due to expire during the calendar year shall 
lapse and no longer be of any force’ and effect unless renewed piur- 
suant to this act. © : 3 : : 
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(i) The owner shall furnish the Division notice of the transfer of 
all or any part of his interest other than the creation of a security 
interest in a motorboat numbered in this State pursuant to subpara- 
graph (a) and (b) of this section or of the destruction or abandon- 
ment of such motorboat, within fifteen days thereof. Such transfer, 
destruction, or abandonment shall terminate the certificate of number 
for such motorboat except, that in the case of a transfer of a part 
interest which does not affect the owner’s right to operate such motor- 
boat, such transfer shall not terminate the certificate of number. 

(j) Any holder of a certificate of number shall notify the Division 
within fifteen days, if his address no longer conforms to the address 
appearing on the certificate and shall, as a part of such notification, 
furnish the Division with his new address. The Division may provide 
in its rules and regulations for the surrender of the certificate bearing 
the former address and its replacement with a certificate bearing the 
new address or for the alteration of an outstanding certificate to show 
the new address of the holder. 

(k) No number other than the number awarded to a motorboat 
or granted reciprocity pursuant to this act shall be painted, attached, 
or otherwise displayed on either side of the bow of such motorboat. 


SECTION 6. Equipment required aboard motorboat.—Every . 
motorboat shall have aboard: 

(1) One life preserver, buoyant vest, ring buoy or buoyant cushion 
of the type approved by the Commandant of the United States Coast 
Guard in good and serviceable condition for each person on board; 

(2) At least one paddle or one set of oars; except that this require- 
ment shall not apply to any motorboat which it is manifestly imprac- 
tical to propel with paddles or oars; 

(3) When in operation during hours of darkness, a light sufficient 
to make the motorboat’s presence and location known to any and all 
other vessels within a reasonable distance ; 

(4) If carrying or using any inflammable or toxic fluid in any 
enclosure for any purpose, and if not an entirely open motorboat, an 
efficient natural or mechanical ventilation system which shall be cap- 
able of removing resulting gases prior to, and during, the time such 
motorboat is occupied by any person; 

(5) Such additional equipment designed to promote the safety of 
navigation and of persons as the Division may find to be appropriate 
and for which it has provided in its rules and regulations. 
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No person shall operate or give permission for the operation of a 
motorboat which is not equipped as required by this section or modi- 
fication thereof. 


SECTION 7. Certain motorboats exempt from numbering re- 
quirements——A motorboat shall not be required to be numbered 
under this act if it is: 

(1) Already covered by a number in full force and effect which 
has been awarded to it pursuant to federal law or a federally-ap- 
_proved numbering system of another state; provided, that such boat 
shall not have been within this State for a period in excess of ninety 
consecutive days. 

(2) A motorboat from a country other than the United States 
temporarily using the waters of this State. 

(3) A motorboat whose owner is the United States, a state or a 
subdivision thereof. 

(4) A ship’s lifeboat. 

(5) A motorboat belonging to a class of boats which has been 
exempted from numbering by the Division after said agency has found 
that the numbering of motorboats of such class will not materially 
aid in their identification; and, if an agency of the federal government 
has-a numbering system applicable to the class of motorboats to which 
the motorboat in question belongs, after the Division has further 
found that the motorboat would also be exempt from numbering if 
‘it were subject to the federal law. 


SECTION 8. Records to be kept by owners of boat liveries.— 
‘(a) The owner of a boat livery shall cause to be kept a record of 
the name and address of the person or persons hiring any vessel 
which is designed or permitted by him to be operated as a motorboat ; 
‘the identification number thereof; and the departure date and time, 
‘and the expected time of return. The record shall be preserved for 
at least six months. 


SECTION 9. Exhausts to be muffled—exceptions.—The exhaust 
of every internal combustion engine used on any motorboat shall be 
-effectively muffled by equipment so constructed and used as to 
muffle the noise of the exhaust in a reasonable manner. The use of 
:cutouts is prohibited, except for motorboats competing in a regatta or 
boat race approved as provided i in section 14 of this act. 


SECTION 10. Reckless operation of motorboats. prohibited— 
operation while intoxicated or drugged prohibited —(a) No per- 
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son shall operate any motorboat or vessel, or manipulate any water 
skis, surfboard, or similar device in a reckless or negligent manner so 
as to endanger the life, limb, or property of any person. 

(b) No person shall operate any motorboat or vessel, or mani- 
pulate any water skis, surfboard, or similar device while intoxicated 
or under the influence of any narcotic drug, barbiturate or marijuana. 


SECTION il. Duty to assist persons involved in accidents— 
operator of boat to report certain accidents——(a) It shall be the 
duty of the operator of a vessel involved in a collision, accident, or 
other casualty, so far as he can do so without serious danger to his 
own vessel, crew, and passengers (if any), to render to other persons 
affected by the collision, accident, or other casualty such assistance as 
may be practicable and as may be necessary in order to save them 
from or minimize any danger caused by the collision, accident, or 
other casualty, and also to give his name, address, and identification 
of his vessel in writing to any person injured and to the owner of 
‘any property damaged in the collision, accident, or other casualty. 
(b) In the case of collision, accident, or other casualty involving 
a vessel, the operator thereof, if the collision, accident, or other 
casualty results in death or injury to a person or damage to property 
in excess of one hundred dollars shall file with the Division a full 
description of the collision, accident, or other casualty, including such 
information as the Division may, by regulation, require. 


SECTION 12. Boating Division to furnish information to agen- 
cies of U. S.—In accordance with any request duly made by an autho- 
rized official or agency of the United States, any information com- 
piled or otherwise available to the Division pursuant to Section 11 (b) 
shall be transmitted to said official or agency of the United States. 


SECTION 13. Restrictions on operation of motorboats towing 
persons on water skis, surfboards or aquaplanes—professional per- 
formers excepted.—(a) No person shall operate a motorboat on any 
waters of this State for towing a person or persons on water skis, 
or an aquaplane, or similar device unless there is in such motorboat 
a person, in addition to the operator, in a position to observe the 
progress of the person or persons being towed or such motorboat is 
equipped with a wide-angle rear view mirror mounted in such a 
manner as to permit the operator of the motorboat to observe the 
progress of the person or persons-being towed. 
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(b) No person shall operate a vessel on any waters of this State 
towing a person or persons on water skis, a surfboard, or similar 
device, nor shall any person engage in water skiing, surfboarding, or 
similar activity at any time between the hours from one hour after 
sunset to one hour before sunrise. 

(c) The provisions of subparagraphs (a) and (b) of this section 
do not apply to a performer engaged in a professional exhibition or a 
person or persons engaged in an activity authorized under section 14 
of this act. 

(d) No person shall operate or manipulate any vessel, tow rope 
or other device by which the direction or location of water skis, a 
surfboard, or similar device may be affected or controlled in such a 
way as to cause the water skis, surfboard, or similar device, or any 
person thereon to collide with or strike against any object or person. 


SECTION 14. Regattas, races, marine parades, tournaments or 
exhibitions may be held upon application to Division—application 
not to exempt Federal requirements—not applicable if Federal 
permits secured.—(a) The Division may authorize the holding of re- 
gattas, motorboat or other boat races, marine parades, tournaments 
or exhibitions on any waters of this State. It shall adopt and may, 
from time to time, amend regulations concerning the safety of motor- 
boats and other vessels and persons thereon, either observers or par- 
ticipants. Whenever a regatta, motorboat or other boat race, marine 
parade, tournament or exhibition is proposed to be held, the person 
in charge thereof, shall at least fifteen days prior thereto, file an 
application with the Division for permission to hold such regatta, 
motorboat or other boat race, marine parade, tournament or exhibi- 
tion. The application shall set forth date, time and location where it 
is proposed to hold such regatta, motorboat or other boat race, marine 
parade, tournament or exhibition, and it shall not be conducted with- 
out authorization of the Division in writing. 

(b) The provisions of this section shall not exempt any person 
from compliance with applicable federal law or regulation, but nothing 
contained herein shall be construed to require the securing of a state 
permit pursuant to this section if a permit therefor has been obtained 
from an authorized agency of the United States. 


SECTION 15. Act to govern all matters relating to vessels 
operated on waters of State—identical ordinances authorized— 
subdivisions may obtain special rules and regulations.—(a) The 
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provisions of this act, and of other applicable laws of this State 
shall govern the operation, equipment, numbering and all other 
matters relating thereto whenever any vessel shall be operated on 
the waters of this State, or when any activity regulated by this act 
shall take place thereon; but nothing in this act shall be construed 
to prevent the adoption of any ordinance or local law relating to 
operation and equipment of vessels the provisions of which are 
identical to the provisions of this act, amendments thereto or regu- 
lations issued thereunder; Provided, that such ordinances or local 
laws shall be operative only so long as and to the extent that they 
continue to be identical to provisions of this act, amendments thereto 
or regulations issued thereunder. 

(b) Any subdivision of this State may, at any time, but only after 
three days public notice, make formal application to the Division for 
special rules and regulations with reference to the operation of vessels 
on any waters within its territorial limits and shall set forth therein 
the reasons which make such special rules or regulations necessary or 
appropriate. 

(c) The Division is hereby authorized to make special rules and 
regulations with reference to the operation of vessels on any waters 
within the territorial limits of any subdivision of this State. 


SECTION 16. Owners liable for negligent operation resulting 
in damage—exceptions to such liability—presumptions of lia- 
bility—recovery limited to actual damages—others may be 
liable—operators of boats rented from boat liveries liable as 
owners.—The owner of a vessel shall be liable for any injury or 
damage occasioned by the negligent operation of such vessel, whether 
such negligence consists of a violation of the provisions of the 
statutes of this State, or neglecting to observe such ordinary care 
and such operation as the rules of the common law require. The 
owner shall not be liable, however, unless such vessel is being used 
with his or her express or implied consent. It shall be presumed that 
such vessel is being operated with the knowledge the consent of the 
owner, if at the time of the injury or damage, it is under the control 
of his or her spouse, father, mother, brother, sister, son, daughter, or 
other immediate member of the owner’s family. Nothing contained 
herein shall be construed to relieve any other person from any liability 
which he would otherwise have, but nothing contained herein shall 
be construed to authorize or permit any recovery in excess of injury 
or damage actually incurred. Provided, the owner of boat liveries 
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shall not be liable as an owner as provided herein and in case of any 
negligent injury or damage occasioned by the operation of a vessel 
rented or hired from a boat livery, the operator of the vessel shall be 
liable as owner thereof. 


SECTION 17. Peace officers of state and subdivisions may en- 
force act.—Every peace officer of this State and its subdivisions 
shall have the authority to enforce the provisions of this act and in 
the exercise thereof shall have the authority to stop and board any 
vessel subject to this act. 


SECTION 18. Penalties —(a) Any person who violates any provi- 
sion of Section 4, 5, 6, 9, 11, and 14 of this act shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor and shall be subject to a fine of not less than ten dollars 
and not to exceed fifty dollars for each such violation. 

‘(b) Any person who violates any provision of Sections 8 and 13 
of this act shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and shall be subject to a 
fine of not less than twenty-five dollars and not to exceed one hun- 
dred dollars for each such violation. 

(c) Any person who violates any provision of Section 10 of this 
act shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and shall be subject to a fine 
of not less than fifty dollars, or not less than thirty days imprisonment. 


SECTION 19. Disposition of fees and fines.—All fees or fines 
collected pursuant to this act shall be held and utilized for the pur- 
pose of paying the expenses of the Division. Twenty-five (25) percent: 
of all fines shall be retained by the county in which the fine is levied. 


SECTION 20. Appropriations.—The sum of fifteen thousand dol- 
lars, or so much thereof as may be necessary, is appropriated from 
the General Fund of the State for the purpose of paying the initial 
cost of establishing the Division. 


SECTION 21. Limitation on expenses.—The expenses and cost 
of administration of this act shall at no time exceed the revenue 
derived through the provisions of this act. 


SECTION 22. Personnel expenses and salaries to be approved. 
by Budget and Control Board.—The personnel to be employed for 
the enforcement of this act and all expenses and salaries in connection 
therewith shall first be submitted to and approved by the Budget 
and Control Board. 
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SECTION 23. Repeal—Act 209 of 1955 and 111 of 1957 re- 
pealed.—Act No. 209 of the Acts of 1955 and Act No. 111 of the 
Acts of 1957 and all other acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed. 


SECTION 24. Time effective—This act shall become effective 
July 1, 1959, provided that the registration and numbering require- 
ments shall become effective January 1, 1960.

An Act To Amend Section 46-42, 46-91, As Amended, And 46- 
98, Code Of Laws Of South Carolina, 1952, Relating To Motor 
Vehicle Dealers’ Licenses And Dealer Demonstration License 
Plates, So As To Revise The Fee For Motor Vehicle Dealers’ Li- 
censes And Dealer Demonstration License Plates And Further 
Provide For Use Of Dealer Demonstration Plates. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Section 46-42, 1952 Code, amended—fee for dealer 
demonstration license.-—Section 46-42, Code of Laws of South 
Carolina, 1952, is amended to read as follows: 

“Section 46-42. For every dealer demonstration license the annual 
fee shall be ten dollars, but this section shall not be construed to 
prevent any municipality from collecting a privilege license tax from 
such dealers.” 


SECTION 2. Section 46-91, 1952 Code, amended—application 
for motor vehicle dealers’ licenses expiration date of licenses— 
fees—penalty.—Section 46-91, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 
1952, as amended, is further amended to read as follows: 

“Section 46-91. Before engaging in the business of a motor vehicle 
dealer in this State every person shall first make application for a 
license to engage in such business to the Department on such form 
or forms as may be prescribed by the Department, which shall con- 
tain the name of the owner of such business and the exact location 
thereof. Every dealer license issued hereunder shall expire on October 
thirty-first next following the date the license is issued. The fee for 
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such license shall be twenty-five dollars. Every license issued here- 
under shall cover the main place of business under the same name and 
ownership. Any motor vehicle dealer failing to secure license as re- 
quired in this chapter shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and, upon 
conviction thereof, shall be fined as herein specified.” 


SECTION 3. Section 46-93, 1952 Code, amended—motor vehicle 
license plates may be issued—use of plates—uses for certain pur- 
poses prohibited—use of “sold” cards.—Section 46-93, Code of 
Laws of South Carolina, 1952, is amended to read as follows: 
“Section 46-93. (a) The Department may issue to a duly licensed 
motor vehicle dealer, upon application being made therefor and the 
required fee being paid to the Department as provided in this chapter, 
dealer demonstration license plates. Such license plates, notwithstand- 
ing any provision of this chapter to the contrary, shall be used by the 
dealer purchasing them exclusively on vehicles owned by such dealers 
which are being offered for sale or which are being used as demon- 
strators of vehicles of like makes offered for sale; provided, that dealer 
demonstration plates may not be used on service or work vehicles of 
such dealers, nor on vehicles owned by such dealers which are kept 
primarily for personal use of the dealer, or any officer or employee 
of the dealer, or of any of their family. Also, dealer demonstrator 
plates may not be used on commercial vehicles except in transporting, 
testing or demonstrating same. 

(b) Dealers selling vehicles may attach and display on vehicles 
which they sell a ‘sold’ card as evidence of such sale so as to indicate 
to any law enforcement officer the fact that such vehicle is being 
operated upon the highway pursuant to Section 46-15, which allows 
persons newly acquiring a vehicle ten days in which to register and 
license such vehicle. Such dealers’ ‘sold’ cards shall have printed 
thereon the name and address of the dealer, the dealer’s license num- 
ber and the date of the sale of such vehicle.” 


SECTION 4. Repeal.—aAll acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed. 


SECTION 5. Time effective—Sections 1 and 2 of this act shall 
take effect on November first following approval by the Governor. 
Section 3 of this act shall take effect upon approval by the Governor.

An Act To Amend Chapter 2 Of Title 46, Code Of Laws Of 
South Carolina, 1952, As Amended, Relating To The Law On 
Licenses To Drive Motor Vehicles, So As To Further Provide 
Therefor. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Chapter 2, Title 46, 1952 Code amended, relating 
to licenses to drive motor vehicles——-Chapter 2 of Title 46, Code 
of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, as amended, is amended to read as 
follows: 
“CHAPTER 2 
Licenses to Drive Motor Vehicles 

Section 46-151—Definitions. For the purpose of this Chapter, 
the following words, phrases, and terms are hereby defined as follows: 

Driver—Every person who drives or is in actual physical control 
of a vehicle. 

Operator—Every person who drives or is in actual physical control 
of a motor vehicle upon a highway or who is exercising control over 
or steering a vehicle being towed by a motor vehicle. 

Owner—A person, other than a lienholder, having the property or 
title to a vehicle. The term includes a person entitled to the use and 
possession of a vehicle subject to a security interest in another person, 
but excludes a lessee under a lease not intended as security. 

Department or Highway Department—The South Carolina State 
Highway Department. 

State—A state, territory or possession of the United States and 
the District of Columbia. 

Highway—The entire width between the boundary lines of every 
way publicly maintained when any part thereof is open to the use of 
the public for purposes of vehicular travel. 

Motor Vehicle—Every vehicle which is self-propelled and every 
vehicle which is propelled by electric power obtained from overhead 
trolley wires, but not operated upon rails. 

Motorcycle—Every motor vehicle having a seat or saddle for the 
use of the rider and designed to travel on not more than three wheels 
in contact with the ground, but excluding a tractor. Said term shall 
include a motor scooter; or light motor driven cycle of five brake 
horse power or less. 
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Nonresident—Every person who is not a resident of this State. 

Nonresident’s operating privilege—The privilege conferred upon 
a nonresident by the laws of this State pertaining to the operation by 
such person of a motor vehicle, or the use of a vehicle owned by such 
person, in this State. 

Conviction—The term ‘conviction’ as used in this act shall include 
the entry of any plea of guilty, the entry of any plea of nolo con- 
tendere, and the forfeiture of any bail or collateral deposited to se- 
cure a defendant’s appearance in court. 

Cancellation of driver’s license—The annulment or termination 
by formal action of the Department of a person’s driver’s license be- 
cause of some error or defect in the license or because the licensee 
is no longer entitled to such license, but the cancellation of a license 
is without prejudice and application for a new license may be made 
at any time after such cancellation. 

Revocation of driver’s license—The termination by formal action 
of the Department of a person’s driver’s license or privilege to op- 
erate a motor vehicle on the public highways, which privilege to 
operate shall not be subject to renewal or restoration except that an 
application for a new license may be presented and acted upon by the 
Department. 

Suspension of Driver’s license—The temporary withdrawal by 
formal action of the Department of a person’s driver’s license or priv- 
ilege to operate a motor vehicle on the public highways, which tem- 
porary withdrawal shall be as specifically designated. 

Section 46-152. Motor vehicle driver’s license requirements. 

(a) No person, except those hereinafter expressly exempted, shall 
drive any motor vehicle upon a highway in this State unless such 
person has a valid motor vehicle driver’s license issued to him under 
the provisions of this Chapter. No person shall receive a motor vehicle 
driver’s license unless and until he surrenders to the State Highway 
Department all valid operator’s licenses in his possesion issued to 
him by any other state. All surrendered licenses shall be returned 
by the State Highway Department to the issuing department, agency, 
or political subdivision. No person shall be permitted to have more 
than one valid motor vehicle driver’s license or operator’s license at 
any time. 

(b) Any person holding a currently valid motor vehicle driver’s 
license issued hereunder may exercise the privilege thereby granted 
upon all streets and highways in the State and shall not be re- 
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quired to obtain any other license to exercise such privilege by any 
county, municipal, or local board, or body, having authority to adopt 
local police regulations; provided, however, that this provision shall 
not serve to prevent a county, municipal, or local board from re- 
quiring persons to obtain additional licenses to operate taxis, buses, 
or other public conveyances. 

Section 46-153. What persons are exempt from licenses. 

The following persons are exempt from licenses hereunder: 

1. Any employee of the United States Government while operat- 
ing a motor vehicle owned by or leased to the United States Gov- 
ernment and being operated on official business, unless the employee 
is required by the United States Government or the Federal agency 
by which he is employed to have a State driver’s license; 

2. A nonresident who is at least sixteen years of age and who 
has in his immediate possession a valid operator’s or chauffeur’s 
license issued to him in his home state or country may operate a 
motor vehicle, but a person may not claim nonresidence exemption 
under this provision who does not maintain a permanent residence 
address in the state or country of which he holds a valid and current 
operator’s or chauffeur’s license at which he regularly receives his 
mail and which address is on file with the motor vehicle authori- 
ties of that state or country. Also, a person may not claim nonresi- 
dence exemption under this provision who for all other intents and 
purposes has or may remove his residency into this State ; 

3. Any nonresident who is at least eighteen years of age, whose 
home state or country does not require the licensing of operators, 
may operate a motor vehicle for a period of not more than ninety 
days in any calendar year, if the motor vehicle so operated is duly 
registered in the home state or country of such nonresident; 

4. No person shall be required to obtain a driver’s license under 
this Chapter for the purpose of operating or driving implements of 
husbandry temporarily drawn, propelled, or moved upon a highway. 

Section 46-154. What persons shall not be licensed. 

The State Highway Department shall not issue any motor vehicle 
driver’s license hereunder : 

1. To any person who is under sixteen years of age, except that 
the Department may issue a beginner’s or instruction permit as here- 
inafter provided for to any person who is at least fourteen years of 
age; however, this shall not apply to any person under sixteen years 
of age holding a driver’s license or beginner’s permit on the effective 
date of this act; 
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2. To any person whose license has been suspended during such 
suspension, nor to any person whose license has been revoked, except 
as otherwise provided for in this Chapter; 

3. To any person who is an habitual drunkard, or is an habitual ° 
user of narcotic drugs, or is an habitual user of any other drug to a 
degree which renders him incapable of safely driving a motor vehicle ; 

4. To any person who has previously been adjudged to be afflicted 
with or suffering from any mental disability or mental disease and 
who has not at the time of application been restored to competency 
by methods provided by law; 

5. To any person who is required by this Chapter to take an 
examination, unless such person shall have successfully passed such 
examination; and to any person who is required under the laws of 
this State to deposit proof of financial responsibility and who has not 
deposited such proof ; 

6. To any other person who may not be issued a license as other- 
wise provided by the laws of this State. 

Section 46-155. Beginner’s and instruction permits and tempor- 
ary licenses. 

(a) Any person who is at least fourteen years of age may apply to 
the State Highway Department for a beginner’s permit. The State 
Highway Department may, after the applicant has successfully passed 
all parts of the examination other than the driving test, issue to the 
applicant a beginner’s permit which shall entitle the applicant having 
such permit in his immediate possession to drive a motor vehicle upon 
the public highways for a period of not more than six months. While 
so driving such permittee must be accompanied by a licensed driver 
twenty-one years of age or older who has had at least one year of 
driving experience, or parent or guardian, and who is occupying a 
seat beside the driver, except in the event the permittee is operating 
a motorcycle; and also, except in the event such permittee is operat- 
ing a farm truck or vehicle other than a passenger car, during day- 
light hours, while engaged in agricultural pursuits, and, also except 
from the hour of 6:00 a.m. o’clock until the hour of 6:00 p.m. 
o’clock. Any such beginner’s permit may be renewed or a new permit 
issued for additional periods of six months, but the Department may 
refuse to renew or issue a new permit where the examining officer has 
reason to believe that the applicant therefor, if over sixteen years of 
age, has not made a bona fide effort to pass the required driver’s road 
test, or does not appear to the examining officer to have the aptitude 
to pass such road test. No fee shall be charged for a beginner’s permit. 
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(b) The State Highway Department upon receiving proper appli- 
cation may, in its discretion, issue to students regularly enrolled in 
standard high school driver education courses instruction permits 
effective for the duration of the course, even though the applicant 
has not reached the legal age to be eligible for a driver’s license. Such 
instruction permit shall entitle the permittee when he has such permit 
in his immediate possession to operate a motor vehicle only on a 
designated highway or within a designated area, but only when an 
approved instructor for such course is occupying a seat beside the 
permittee. No fee shall be charged for instruction permits. 

(c) The State Highway Department may, in its discretion, issue 
a temporary driver’s permit to an applicant for a motor vehicle 
driver’s license permitting him to operate a motor vehicle while the 
Department is completing its investigation and determination of all 
facts relative to such applicant’s right to receive a driver’s license. 
Such permit must be in his immediate possession while operating a 
motor vehicle, and it shall be invalid when the applicant’s license has 
been issued or for good cause has been refused. 


Section 46-156. Application for license or permit. 

(a) Every application for a driver’s license or permit shall be 
made upon the form furnished by the Highway Department. Every 
application shall be accompanied by the proper fee. 

(b) Every application shall contain the full name, date of birth, 
sex, race and residence address of the applicant, and briefly describe 
the applicant, and shall state whether the applicant has theretofore 
been licensed as an operator or chauffeur, and, if so, when and by 
what state or country and whether any such license has ever been 
suspended or revoked or whether an application has ever been refused 
and, if so, the date of and reason for such suspension, revocation, or 
refusal. 

(c) Whenever application is received from a person previously li- 
censed in another state, the Department shall request copy of the 
applicant’s record from such other state. When received, the record 
shall become a part of the driver’s record in this State with the same 
force and effect as though entered on the operator’s record in this 
State in the original instance. 

(d) Whenever the Highway Department receives request for a 
driver’s record from another state, the record shall be forwarded with- 
out charge. 
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Section 46-157. Application of Minors. 

(a) The application of any unemancipated minor for a beginner’s 
permit, instruction permit, or driver’s license shall be signed and 
verified before a person authorized to administer oaths by the father, 
mother, or guardian, and in the case of all other minors by some 
responsible adult who is willing to assume the obligation imposed 
under this act upon a person signing the application of a minor. 

(b) Any negligence or willful misconduct of a minor when driving 
a motor vehicle upon a highway shall be imputed to the person who 
has signed the application of such minor for a beginner’s permit, 
instruction permit, or driver’s license, which person shall be jointly 
and severally liable with such minor for any damage caused by such 
negligence or willful misconduct except as otherwise provided for in 
this section. 

(c) In the event such minor is protected by a policy of liability 
insurance in the form and in the amounts as required under the Safety 
Responsibility Laws of this State, then such parent or guardian or 
other responsible adult shall not be subject to the liability otherwise 
imposed under this section. 

Section 46-158. Release from liability. 

Any person who has signed the application of a minor for a permit 
or license may thereafter file with the Highway Department a veri- 
fied written request that the permit or license of said minor so granted 
be cancelled. Thereupon the person who signed the application of 
such minor shall be relieved from the liability imposed under this 
act by reason of having signed such application on account of any 
subsequent negligence or willful misconduct of such minor in operat- 
ing a motor vehicle, and the license or permit of such minor shall be 
cancelled by the Highway Department. 


Section 46-159. Cancellation of license upon death of person sign- 
ing minor’s application. 

The State Highway Department upon receipt of satisfactory evi- 
dence of the death of the person who signed the application of a 
minor for a license or permit shall cancel such license or permit and 
shall not issue a new license until such time as a new application, duly 
signed and verified, is made as required by this act. 


Section 46-160. Examination of applicants. 


The State Highway Department shall examine every applicant for 
a driver’s license, except as otherwise provided in this section. Such 
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examination shall include a test of the applicant’s eyesight, his ability 
to read and understand highway signs regulating, warning, and di- 
recting traffic, his knowledge of the traffic laws of this State, and 
shall include an actual demonstration of ability to exercise ordinary 
and reasonable control in the operation of a motor vehicle. The High- 
way Department may require such further physical and mental ex- 
amination as it deems necessary to determine the applicant’s fitness 
to operate a motor vehicle upon the highways, such further examina- 
tion to be at the applicant’s expense. The Department shall make pro- 
visions for giving an examination in the county where the applicant 
resides within not more than thirty days from the date the application 
is received. 


Section 46-161. Licenses issued to drivers. 

(a) The State Highway Department shall upon the payment of a 
fee of fifty cents issue to every applicant qualifying therefor a driver’s 
license as applied for, which license shall bear thereon a distinguishing 
number assigned to the licensee, the full name, date of birth, residence 
address, and a brief description of the licensee, and either a facsimile 
of the signature of the licensee or a space upon which the licensee 
shall write his usual signature with pen and ink immediately upon 
receipt of the license. No license shall be valid until it has been so 
signed by the licensee. 

(b) The State Highway Department shall, upon the payment of an 
additional fee of fifty cents, issue metal drivers’ licenses to drivers 
whose drivers’ licenses have not been previously suspended, revoked, 
or cancelled, such metal drivers’ licenses to be issued only from the 
Columbia office of the State Highway Department. Metal drivers’ 
licenses shall bear the facsimile signature of the licensee. 


Section 46-162. License to be carried and exhibited on demand. 

Every licensee shall have his license in his immediate possession 
at all times when operating a motor vehicle and shall display the 
same upon demand of any officer or agent of the Highway Depart- 
ment or any police officer of the State. 


Section 46-163. Restricted licenses. 

(a) The Department upon issuing a driver’s license shall have 
authority, whenever good cause appears, to impose restrictions suit- 
able to licensee’s driving ability with respect to the type of or special 
mechanical control devices required on a motor vehicle which the 
licensee may operate or such other restrictions applicable to the li- 
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censee as the Department may determine to be appropriate to assure 
the safe operation of a motor vehicle by the licensee. 

(b) The Highway Department may either issue a special re- 
stricted license or may set forth such restrictions on the usual license 
form. 

(c) The Highway Department may upon receiving satisfactory 
evidence of any violation of the restrictions of such license suspend 
or revoke the same, but the licensee shall be entitled to a hearing as 
upon a suspension or revocation under this act. 

(d) Any person who operates a motor vehicle in any manner in 
violation of the restrictions imposed in a restricted license issued to 
him shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction punished by 
a fine of not more than one hundred dollars, or imprisonment for not 
more than thirty days. 


Section 46-164. Duplicates. 

In the event that a driver’s license is lost or destroyed, the person 
to whom the same was issued may, upon payment of a fee of fifty 
cents, obtain a duplicate, or substitution thereof, upon furnishing 
proof satisfactory to the Highway Department that such license has 
been lost or destroyed. 

Section 46-165. Expiration of license. 

Every currently valid license issued prior to January 1, 1961, under 
the law of this State, shall expire on June 30, 1961; and every license 
issued on and after January 1, 1961 shall expire on June thirtieth of 
each subsequent fourth year after June 30, 1961. Every license shall 
be renewable on or before its expiration date upon application there- 
for and the payment of the required fee. For cause shown the De- 
partment may require the submission by the applicant of evidence 
satisfactory to the Department of the applicant’s mental and physical 
fitness to drive and his knowledge of traffic laws and regulations. If 
such evidence is not satisfactory to the Department, the Department 
may require an examination of the applicant, as upon an original 
application. The Highway Department may commence issuing four 
year driver license renewals six months prior to expiration date of 
expiring licenses. 

Section 46-166. Notice of change of address or name. 

Whenever any person after applying for or receiving a driver’s 
license shall move permanently from the address named in such ap- 
plication or in the license issued to him or when the name of a li- 
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censee is changed by marriage or otherwise such person shall within 
ten days thereafter notify the State Highway Department in writing 
of his old and new address or of such former and new name and of 
the number of any license then held by him. 


Section 46-167. Records to be kept by the State Highway De- 
partment. 

(a) The State Highway Department shall file every application for 
a license received by it and shall maintain suitable indexes containing, 
in alphabetical order: 

1. All applications denied and on each thereof note of the reasons 
for such denial ; 

2. All applications granted ; and 

3. The name of every licensee whose license has been cancelled, 
suspended or revoked by the Department and after each such name a 
note of the reasons for such action. 

(b) The State Highway Department ‘shall also file all accident 
reports and abstracts of court records of conviction received by it 
under the laws of this State, and in connection therewith, maintain 
convenient records or make suitable notations in order that an in- 
dividual record of each license showing the convictions of such li- 
censee and the traffic accidents in which he has been involved shall be 
readily ascertainable and available for the consideration of the High- 
way Department upon application for renewal of license and at other 
suitable times. 


Section 46-168. Authority of State Highway Department to can- 
cel license. 


(a) The State Highway Department is hereby authorized to cancel 
any driver’s license upon determination that the licensee was not 
entitled to the issuance thereof or that said licensee failed to give the 
required or correct information in his application or committed any 
fraud in making such application, and for such other causes as may 
be authorized by law. 

(b) Upon such cancellation, the licensee must surrender the li- 
cense so cancelled by the Department. 


Section 46-169. Suspending privileges of nonresidents and re- 
porting convictions. 

(a) The privilege of driving a motor vehicle on the highways of 
this State given to a nonresident hereunder shall be subject to sus- 
pension or revocation by the State Highway Department in like 
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manner and for like cause as a driver’s license issued under the laws 
of this State may be suspended or revoked. 

(b) The State Highway Department is further authorized, upon 
receiving a record of the conviction in this State of a nonresident 
driver of a motor vehicle of any offense under the motor vehicle laws 
of this State, to forward a certified copy of such record to the motor 
vehicle administrator in the state wherein the person so convicted 
is a resident. 


Section 46-170. Suspending resident’s license upon conviction in 
another state. 

The State Highway Department may suspend or revoke the license 
of any resident of this State or the privilege of a nonresident to drive 
a motor vehicle in this State upon receiving notice of the conviction 
of such person in another state of an offense therein which, if com- 
mitted in this State, would be grounds for the suspension or revoca- 
tion of the South Carolina license. 


Section 46-171. Courts to report certain convictions. 

(a) Every court having jurisdiction over offenses committed under 
this act or other State laws or municipal ordinances regulating the 
operation of motor vehicles on highways shall forward to the High- 
way Department a record of the conviction of any person in said 
court for a violation of said laws other than regulations governing 
standing or parking where a matter of safety is not involved. 


Section 46-172. Mandatory revocation and suspension of license 
by Highway Department. 

(a) The State Highway Department shall forthwith revoke or 
suspend the license of any driver upon receiving a record of such 
driver’s conviction of any offense for which revocation or suspension 
is now or hereafter may be required by law. 

(b) The State Highway Department shall forthwith revoke the 
driver’s license of any person upon receiving notice of the conviction 
of such person for: 

1. Manslaughter resulting from the operation of a motor vehicle; 

2. Any felony under the laws of this State in the commission of 
which a motor vehicle is used. 

(c) The State Highway Department shall also revoke or suspend 
a driver’s license for any other cause as may now or hereafter be 
required by other laws of this State. 
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Section 46-173. Authority of State Highway Department to sus- 
pend or revoke license. 

(a) In addition to other authority of law, the State Highway De- 
partment is hereby authorized to suspend or revoke the license of a 
driver without preliminary hearing upon a showing by its records or 
other sufficient evidence that licensee: 

1. Has been convicted of an offense for which mandatory revoca- 
tion or suspension is required upon conviction; 

2. Has been convicted of an offense in another state which if com- 
mitted in this State would be grounds for suspension or revocation. 


Section 46-174. Returning driver’s license when suspended, re- 
voked, or cancelled. 

(a) In all cases of cancellation, suspension, or revocation of 
drivers’ licenses, the Highway Department shall notify the licensee as 
hereinafter prescribed that his license has been cancelled, suspended, 
or revoked and such licensee shall within ten days after notice of can- 
cellation, suspension, or revocation return his license to the Highway 
Department. Any person willfully failing to return his license as re- 
quired by this section may, on conviction thereof, be fined one hundred 
dollars or imprisoned for thirty days. 

(b) The licensee may, within ten days after notice of suspension, 
cancellation, or revocation, except in cases where the suspension, re- 
vocation, or cancellation is made mandatory upon the Highway De- 
partment, request in writing a review and, upon receipt of such re- 
quest the Highway Department shall afford him a review, as early 
as practicable within twenty days after receipt of such request, in the 
county wherein the licensee resides unless the Department and the 
licensee agree that such review may be held in some other county. 
Such review may be held by a duly authorized agent of the Highway 
Department. Upon such review the Department shall either rescind 
its order of suspension, cancellation, or revocation, or, good cause 
appearing therefor, may continue, modify, or extend the suspension, 
revocation, or cancellation of such license. 


Section 46-175. Highway Department may require re-exami- 
nation. 


(a) The State Highway Department, having good cause to believe 
that a person holding a South Carolina driver’s license is incom- 
pentent or otherwise not qualified to be licensed because of a physical 
or mental disability may, upon written notice of at least ten days to 
the licensee, require him to submit to an examination. Upon the con- 
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clusion of such examination the Highway Department shall take ac- 
tion as may be appropriate and may suspend or revoke the license of 
such person or permit him to retain such license, or may issue a 
license subject to restrictions permitted under Section 46-163 of this 
act. The Highway Department may suspend or revoke the license of 
any person who shall refuse or neglect to submit to such an ex- 
amination. 


Section 46-176. Period of suspension or revocation. 


(a) The State Highway Department shall not suspend a driver's 
license or privilege to drive a motor vehicle on the public highways 
for a period of more than one year, except as otherwise permitted or 
authorized by law. 

(b) Any person whose license or privilege to drive a motor vehicle 
on the public highways has been revoked shall not be entitled to have 
such license or privilege renewed or restored unless the revocation 
was for a cause which has been removed, except that after the ex- 
piration of at least one year from the date on which the revoked 
license was surrendered to and received by the Highway Department, 
or as may otherwise be provided for by law, such person may make 
application for a new license as provided by law, but the Department 
shall not then issue a new license unless and until it is satisfied, after 
investigation of the character, habits, and driving ability of such per- 
son, that it will be safe to grant the privilege of driving a motor vehicle 
on the public highways. 


Section 46-177. Surrender and return of license. 


The State Highway Department upon suspending or revoking a 
license shall require that such license shall be surrendered to the 
Department, except that at the end of the period of suspension such 
license so surrendered shall be returned to the licensee, or in the 
discretion of the Department, a new license issued to him. A record 
of suspension shall be endorsed on the license returned to the licensee, 
or the new license issued to the licensee, showing grounds of such 
suspension. After five years from the date of conviction or suspension 
the driver may apply for a new identical license, and the Highway 
Department shall issue such identical license without any notation of 
suspension endorsed thereon; provided, however, that this provision 
shall not affect nor bar the reckoning of prior offenses for reckless 
driving and driving under the influence of intoxicating liquor or 
narcotic drugs, as provided in Article 5, Chapter 3, Title 46 of the 
1952 Code. 
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Section 46-178. No operation under foreign license during sus- 
pension or revocation in this State. 

Any resident or nonresident whose operator’s or chauffeur’s license 
or privilege to operate a motor vehicle in this State has been sus- 
pended or revoked as provided in this act or other laws of this State 
shall not operate a motor vehicle in this State under a license, permit, 
or registration certificate issued by any other state or otherwise during 
such suspension or after such revocation until a new license is ob- 
tained when and as permitted under this Chapter. 


Section 46-179. Right to appeal to court. 


Any person denied a license or whose license has been cancelled, 
suspended or revoked by the Department except where such can- 
cellation or revocation is mandatory under the provisions of this act 
shall have the right to file a petition within thirty days thereafter for 
a hearing in the matter in a court of record in the county wherein 
such person shall reside and such court is hereby vested with jurisdic- 
tion and it shall be its duty to set the matter for hearing upon thirty 
days’ written notice to the Chief Highway Commissioner, and there- 
upon to take testimony and examine into the facts of the case and to 
determine whether the petitioner is entitled to a license or is subject to 
suspension, cancellation or revocation of license under the provisions 
of this Chapter. Provided, nevertheless, that for the purpose of this 
section only, the burden of proof in any such hearing shall be on the 
Department. 


Section 46-180. Unlawful use of license. 

It is a misdemeanor punishable by a fine of not more than one 
hundred dollars or imprisonment for not more than thirty days, for 
any person: 

1. To display or cause to display or permit to be displayed or to 
have in his possession any cancelled, revoked, suspended, fictitious 
or fraudulently altered dirver’s license, operator’s or chauffeur’s 
license ; 

2. To lend his driver’s license, operator’s or chauffeur’s license to 
any person or knowingly permit the use thereof by another; 

3. To display or represent as one’s own a driver’s license, opera- 
tor’s, or chauffeur’s license not issued to him; 

4. To fail or refuse to surrender to the Highway Department upon 
its lawful demand any driver’s license, operator’s or chauffeur’s 
license which has been suspended, cancelled, or revoked; 
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5. To use a false or fictitious name in any application for a driver’s 
license or to knowingly make a false statement or to knowingly con- 
ceal a material fact or otherwise commit a fraud in any application; 

6. To permit any unlawful use of a license issued to him; or 

7. To do any act forbidden or fail to do any act required by this 
act. 


Section 46-181. Driving without license. 


Any person who drives a motor vehicle on any public highway of 
this State without a driver’s license in violation of Section 46-152 of 
this act shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction of first 
offense be fined not less than twenty-five dollars nor more than fifty 
dollars, or imprisoned for thirty days, and upon conviction of second 
or subsequent offense be fined not less than fifty dollars nor more 
than one hundred dollars, or imprisoned for thirty days. 


Section 46-182. Driving while license cancelled, suspended, or 
revoked. 


(a) Any person who drives a motor vehicle on any public highway 
of this State at a time when his license to drive or privilege to do so 
is cancelled, suspended, or revoked, shall upon conviction be punished 
by a fine of one hundred dollars or imprisonment for thirty days for 
each violation. 

(b) The Highway Department upon receiving record of the con- 
viction of any person under this section upon a charge of driving a 
vehicle while the license of such person was suspended for a definite 
period of time shall extend the period of such suspension for an ad- 
ditional like period. If the suspension is not for a definite period of 
time, the suspension shall be for an additional three months. If the 
conviction was upon a charge of driving while a license was revoked, 
the Department shall not issue a new license for an additional period 
of one year from and after the date such person would otherwise have 
been entitled to apply for a new license. 

(c) Any person not licensed hereunder or lawfully operating as a 
nonresident hereunder, convicted of a violation for which suspension 
or revocation of driver’s license or privilege to operate is made 
mandatory, who shail thereafter operate a motor vehicle in this State 
before such time as he obtains a driver’s license from the Department, 
or until the Department shall find that he is properly qualified to 
operate as a nonresident, shall be punished by a fine of one hundred 
dollars or imprisonment for thirty days; and the period of time during 
which the Department may not issue to him a driver’s license or find 
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that he is properly qualified to operate as a nonresident shall be ex- 
tended as provided in Section 46-182 (b) of this act. Such license shall 
not be issued nor shall such findings be made until the lapse of the 
period of time counting from the date of conviction during which such 
person’s license would have been subject to suspension or revocation 
had he been properly licensed at the time of such offense. 


Section 46-183. Permitting unauthorized minor to drive. 

No person shall cause or knowingly permit his minor child or ward 
to drive a motor vehicle upon any highway when such minor child or 
ward is not authorized hereunder or in violation of any of the pro- 
visions of this act. 


Section 46-184. Permitting unauthorized person to drive. 

No person shall authorize or knowingly permit a motor vehicle 
owned by him or under his control to be driven upon any highway 
by any person who is not authorized to do so by this act or in viola- 
tion of any of the provisions of this act. 


Section 46-185. Fees credited to State Highway Fund. 

All fees collected by the State Highway Department under the 
provisions of this act shall be credited to the State Highway Fund to 
be used for the administration of this act and for other purposes of 
the Highway Department. 


Section 46-186. Form of notice. 

Whenever notice is required hereunder, the same shall be given by 
the Highway Department by depositing the notice in the United 
States mail with postage prepaid addressed to such person at the 
address contained in the records of the Highway Department. The 
giving of notice by mail is complete upon the expiration of ten days 
after such deposit of such notice. A certificate by the Director of the 
Motor Vehicle Division that such notice has been sent as required 
herein shall be presumptive proof that the requirements as to notice 
of suspension have been met, regardless of the fact that the notice 
might not actually have been received by the addressee. 


Section 46-187. Effect of Dissolution of Injunction. 

If any court restrains or enjoins the Department from enforcing the 
suspension or revocation of any license, and the suspension or revoca- 
tion is finally determined to have been properly put into effect by the 
Department, the time during which the revocation or suspension was 
made ineffective by the judicial order shall not be considered part of 
the time during which the suspension or revocation was in effect; it

being the purpose hereof to insure that the license shall be suspended 
or revoked for the full term of such suspension or revocation, if proper 
in the first place. Upon conviction of an offense making mandatory 
the suspension or revocation of the driver’s license of the person so 
convicted, an appeal taken from such conviction shall act as a super- 
sedeas so as to preclude for a period of sixty days from the date of 
conviction, any such suspension or revocation. 

Section 46-188. General penalty. 

It is a misdemeanor for any person to violate any of the provisions 
of this chapter unless such violation is by this chapter or other law of 
this State declared to be a felony. Every person convicted of a misde- 
meanor for a violation of any of the provisions of this chapter for 
which another penalty is not provided shall be punished by a fine of 
not more than one hundred dollars or by imprisonment for not more 
than thirty days. 


Section 46-189. Rules and Regulations. 

The State Highway Department may promulgate rules and regula- 
tions for administration and enforcement of this chapter and all such 
rules and regulations shall have the full force and effect of law. 


Section 46-190. General Administration and Enforcement. 

The State Highway Department shall administer and enforce the 
provisions of this chapter in general and law enforcement officers 
generally shall also enforce applicable provisions within their respec- 
tive jurisdictions. Recorder and municipal courts are hereby vested 
with all jurisdiction necessary to hear, try and determine criminal 
cases involving violations of this chapter occurring within the cor- 
porate limits of such municipalities where the punishment does not 
exceed a fine of one hundred dollars or imprisonment for thirty days, 
the same as magistrates.” 


SECTION 2. Act cumulative —This act shall not be held to repeal 
any other acts but shall be held to be cumulative thereto. 


SECTION 3. Saving clause.—If{ any provisions of this act or the 
application thereof is held invalid, the remainder of the act and the 
application of such provisions shall not be affected thereby. 


SECTION 4. Time effective ——This act shall take effect upon ap- 
proval by the Governor or on July 1, 1959, whichever shall happen 
last.

SECTION 1. Section 9-304, 1952 Code, amended—State Develop- 
ment Board—appointments—terms—rotation of appointments— 
officers—expiration of terms of presnt members—vacancies.— 
Section 9-304, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, as amended, 
is further amended to read as follows: 


“Section 9-304. The Department of Development shall be governed 
by a board consisting of fifteen citizens of the State to be appointed 
by the Governor upon the advice and consent of the Senate. One 
member of the board shall be appointed from each of the fourteen 
judicial circuits of the State, and the other member shall be appointed 
from the State at large, and he shall be chairman of the board. 
The terms of the members shall be for a period of five years, except 
of those first appointed after the effective date of this act three 
shall serve for terms of one year, three shall serve for terms of 
two years, three shall serve for terms of three years, three shall serve 
for terms of four years and three shall serve for terms of five years.

This chapter shall be known and referred to as 
the ‘Coastal Fisheries Laws.’ ” 


SECTION 2. Section 28-752, 1952 Code, amended—definitions.—

“Section 28-752. Whenever used in this chapter: 

(1) ‘Fish’ includes fin fish, shellfish, crustacean, turtles, and 
terrapin ; 

(2) ‘Shellfish’ includes oysters, clams, mussels and escallops and 
all immobile fish having shells; 

(3) ‘Crustacean’ includes crabs, shrimp, crayfish, stone crabs and 
any other mobile fish having a shell; 
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(4) ‘Bottoms’ includes all of the tide lands of the State covered 
by water when at the stage of ordinary high tide, and extending to 
one foot below ordinary low watermark; 

(5) ‘Fishing’ and ‘fisheries’ includes all operations involved in 
taking or catching fish and in preparing them or transporting them 
to market.” 


SECTION 3. Section 28-753, 1952 Code, amended—Chapter not 
to apply to fresh water fish or fishing—exceptions. Section 28- 
753, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, is amended to read as 
follows: 

“Section 28-753. The provisions of this chapter shall not apply to 
fish or fishing in the fresh waters of this State, except as provided in 
Article 9 of this chapter.” 


SECTION 4. Section 28-754, 1952 Code, amended — certain 
waters to remain as a common for people subject to this act— 
fresh water excepted.—Section 28-754, Code of Laws of South 
Carolina, 1952, is amended to read as follows: 

“Section 28-754. The waters and bottoms of the bays, rivers, creeks 
and marshes within the State or within three miles of any point 
along low watermark on the coast thereof, not heretofore conveyed 
by grant from the General Assembly or lawful compact with the 
State, shall continue and remain as a common for the people of 
the State for the taking of fish, subject to the provisions of this 
chapter and any future act that may be passed, except that this 
section is not intended to regulate fish or fishing in the fresh waters of 
this State.” 


SECTION 5. Section 28-755, 1952 Code, amended—limitation on 
size of fish which may be bought, sold, or offered for sale—bait 
excepted.—Section 28-755, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, 
is amended to read as follows:

SECTION 6. Section 28-756, 1952 Code, amended—edible fish to 
be used only for food and bait—penalties—Section 28-756, Code 
of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, is amended to read as follows: 
“Section 28-756. It shall be unlawful to use any edible fish for any 
purpose other than for food and or bait and any person knowingly 
using such fish for fertilizer or knowingly selling such fish for any 
other purpose than food or bait shall be guilty of a misdemeanor 
and upon conviction shall be punished as hereinafter provided.” 


SECTION 7. Section 28-757, 1952 Code, amended—Wildlife Re- 
sources Commission may require permits—special permits for 
scientists and students.—Section 28-757, Code of Laws of South 
Carolina, 1952, as amended, is amended to read as follows: 
“Section 28-757. The South Carolina Wildlife Resources Commis- 
sion may by its rules and regulations prescribe and require permits of 
all persons actually engaged in the taking of fish in the waters of 
this State. The Division of Commercial Fisheries may issue special 
permits without charge to recognized scientists and students actually 
engaged in the study of the inhabitants of the coastal waters of this 
State.” 


SECTION 8. Section 28-758, 1952 Code, amended—signs pur- 
porting to be signs of leased planting ground or restricted areas, 
without authority prohibited—penalties—Section 28-758, Code of 
Laws of South Carolina, 1952, is amended to read as follows: 

“Section 28-758. It shall be unlawful for any person without au- 
thority from the South Carolina Wildlife Resources Commission 
first had and obtained as provided by this chapter, to set up, erect, 
or use any sign purporting to be the sign of leased planting ground 
or of restricted area as required of lessees of bottoms or of the Com- 
mission and any person so offending shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and upon conviction shall be punished as hereinafter provided.” 


SECTION 9. Section 28-759, 1952 Code, amended—unlawful to 
remove or injure appliances or to injure boats of Wildlife Re- 
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sources Commission—penalties.—Section 28-759, Code of Laws of 
South Carolina, 1952, is amended to read as follows: 

“Section 28-759. Any person removing, injuring, defacing or in 
any way disturbing the signs, buoys or other appliances used by 
the South Carolina Wildlife Resources Commission in marking 
restricted areas or bottoms or used by lessees of bottoms in marking 
the leased areas or who shall injure or destroy any boat or property 
of any kind used by the Commission or any employee thereof shall 
be guilty of a misdemeanor and shall, upon conviction, be punished 
as hereinafter provided.” 


SECTION 10. Section 28-761, 1952 Code, amended—penalties.— 
Section 28-761, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, is amended to 
read as follows: 

“Section 28-761. Any person violating any of the provisions of 
this article shall, upon conviction, be punished by a fine of not less 
than twenty-five dollars nor more than one hundred dollars, or by 
imprisonment for not less than ten days nor more than thirty days 
for the first offense. For the second. offense the penalty shall be not 
less than fifty dollars nor more than one hundred dollars, or by im- 
prisonment for not less than twenty days nor more than thirty days. 
For the third offense the penalty shall be a fine of not less than one 
hundred dollars nor more than five hundred dollars, or imprisonment 
for not less than sixty days nor more than six months.” 


ARTICLE 2 
Shellfish Generally 

SECTION 1. Section 28-770, 1952 Code, amended—unlawful to 
gather shellfish on lands of another without authority—penalties. 
—Section 28-770, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, as amended, 
is amended to read as follows: 

“Section 28-770. It shall be unlawful for any person to enter upon 
any lands owned or leased by another without the permission of the 
owner or the lessee for the purpose of gathering clams, oysters or 
other shellfish. Any person entering upon the lands of another or 
owned by the State without permission from the owner or lessee 
of such lands for the purpose of gathering clams, oysters or other 
shellfish shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and, upon conviction, shall 
be fined not less than twenty-five dollars nor more than one hundred 
dollars, or by imprisonment for not less than ten days nor more 
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than thirty days for the first offense. For the second offense the 
penalty shall be not less than fifty dollars nor more than one hundred 
dollars, or by imprisonment for not less than twenty days nor 
more than thirty days. For the third offense the penalty shall be a 
fine of not less than one hundred dollars nor more than five hundred 
dollars, or imprisonment for not less than sixty days nor more than 
six months.” 


SECTION 2. Section 28-774, 1952 Code, amended—certificate 
required of handlers of shellfish evidencing fredom from typhoid 
bacilli penalties —Section 28-774, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 
1952, is amended to read as follows: 

“Section 28-774. No person shall be employed to handle shellfish 
until he has produced a certificate issued by the State Board of 
Health to the effect that he is free of typhoid bacilli. This certificate 
must be renewed each year. The penalty for hiring a worker without 
such a certificate shall upon conviction be cancellation of license and 
not less than a five hundred dollar fine.” 


SECTION 3. Section 28-775, 1952 Code, amended—use of scoops, 
scrapes and dredges to take shellfish prohibited in shallow water 
—penalties—Section 28-775, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, 
as amended, is amended to read as follows: 

“Section 28-775. It shall be unlawful to use scoops, scrapes or 
dredges to take shellfish in waters less than twelve feet deep at low 
tide. Each person violating this provision shall upon conviction be 
punished as provided in Section 28-770.” 


ARTICLE 3 
Provisions Relating to Both Oysters and Clams 


SECTION 1. Section 28-781, 1952 Code, amended—closed sea- 
sons for taking of clams and oysters—may be extended—not to 
affect permits for replanting oysters—presumptions—penalties.— 
Section 28-781, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, as amended, 
is amended to read as follows: 

“Section 28-781. It shall be unlawful for any person to remove 
oysters from the beds between May first and September fifteenth or 
clams between June first and September first. The South Carolina 
Wildlife Resources Commission may either open the season fifteen 
days earlier or extend the season fifteen days later, or both, in any 
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year when the Commission deems it to be to the best interests of the 
State. Nothing in this section shall prevent the removal of oysters 
for the purpose of replanting under permits granted by the Division 
of Commercial Fisheries. Possession of oysters or clams during the 
closed season shall be prima facie evidence of violation of the pro- 
visions of this section, and any person violating the provisions of 
this section, shall upon conviction be punished as provided in Section 
28-770.” 
ARTICLE 4 


Provisions Relating To Oysters Only 


SECTION 1. Section 28-791, 1952 Code, amended—oyster beds 
designated—Wildlife Resources Commission may lease.—Section 
28-791, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, is amended to read 
as follows: . 

“Section 28-791. For the purpose of this chapter all of the bottoms 
within the jurisdiction of this State contained between high water- 
mark and one foot below ordinary low watermark shall be deemed 
and considered as oyster beds and the South Carolina Wildlife Re- 
sources Commission may lease all or part thereof as it may determine 
and no grant, lease or conveyance hereafter made, except it be a 
special grant by the General Assembly, shall be effective to convey 
any private ownership or control of any fishing or fisheries therein.” 


SECTION 2. Section 28-794.2, 1952 Code, added—open areas for 
taking of oysters authorized in counties—areas to be marked— 
legislative delegation to approve—penalties—The Code of Laws 
of South Carolina, 1952, is amended to read as follows and to be 
designated Section 28-794.2: 
“Section 28-794.2. The Division of Commercial Fisheries shall 
maintain and keep open areas not to exceed fifty acres in any one 
county where bona fide residents of this State may gather, for per- 
sonal use, not more than two bushels of oysters in any one day for 
not more than two days in one week. The open areas shall be located 
preferably at or near public landings. The Division shall clearly mark 
and identify the open areas so that the public may readily recognize 
them as such. The Commission shall be responsible for the mainte- 
nance of such signs. 

Provided, that areas designated shall be done upon the approval of 
a majority of the county legislative delegation, including the Senator. 
Any person violating the provisions of this section, upon conviction, 
shall be punished as provided in Section 28-770.” 
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SECTION 3. Section 1 of Act 945, 1958, amended—designated 
Section 28-794.3, head of household may gather certain amounts 
of oysters at certain times—exceptions.—Section 1 of Act No. 945 
of the Acts of 1958 is amended to read as follows and to be desig- 
nated Section 28-794.3: 

“Section 28-794.3. The head of any household may, in person or 
by servant or employee, gather for private use not more than two 
bushels of oysters in any one day, for not more than two days in 
any week, from any bottoms owned by the State except those adjacent 
to resort areas. A servant or employee as used in this section is re- 
stricted to the harvest of not more than two bushels in any one day. 
This provision shall not be applicable to areas of the Cherry Grove 
Beach Development Company and the East Cherry Grove Realty 
Company in Horry County, as defined in Act No. 615 of the Acts 
of 1933 and Act No. 476 of the Acts of 1953.” 


_ SECTION 4. Section 12 of Act 814 of 1956, amended—desig- 
nated Section 28-795.1—conditions under which seed oysters may 
be cultivated for market—penalties—Section 12 of Act No. 814 of 
the Acts of 1956 is amended to read as follows and to be designated 
Section 28-795.1: 
“Section 28-795.1. Seed oysters may be cultivated for market under 
the following conditions: 

(1) Division of Commercial Fisheries shall require any person 
cultivating seed oysters for market to procure a license at an annual 
cost of five dollars. 


(2) No seed oysters cultivated for market shall be produced or 
cultivated on unpolluted lands now leased for the cultivation of 
marketable oysters. 

(3) Seed oysters shipped must not exceed one and one-half 
inches in length from hinge to bill and all seed oysters for shipment 
must be gathered and shipped under the supervision of the Division. 

(4) Seed oysters need not be placed in containers as required for 
shell stock oysters under the provisions of Section 28-783.1 but the 
volume of seed oysters shall be measured by the South Carolina 
bushel or its equivalent of eleven and one-half South Carolina bushels 
to each cubic yard. 

(5) No shell planted under the provisions of Section 28-845 shall 
be used for the cultivation of seed oysters as defined under item (3) 
hereof. 
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(6) Each person shipping seed oysters from the State shall pay a 
tax on same at the rate of two cents per bushel on the gross ship- 
ment, which tax shall be payable at the source of shipment. 

Any person violating any of the provisions of this section shall, 
upon conviction, be guilty of a misdemeanor and shall be punished 
by a fine of not less than twenty-five dollars nor more than one 
hundred dollars, or by imprisonment for not less than ten days nor 
more than thirty days for the first offense. For the second offense the 
penalty shall be not less than fifty dollars nor more than one hun- 
dred dollars, or by imprisonment for not less than twenty days nor 
more than thirty days. For the third offense the penalty shall be a 
fine of not less than one hundred dollars nor more than five hundred 
dollars, or imprisonment for not less than sixty days nor more than 
six months.” 


SECTION 5. Section 28-796, 1952 Code, amended—standard 
measures for selling and marketing oysters and fixing amount 
of taxes or licenses.—Section 28-796, Code of Laws of South Caro- 
lina, 1952, is amended to read as follows: 

“Section 28-796. The following standard measures are hereby estab- 
lished for use in this State in selling and marketing oysters and fix- 
ing the amount of taxes or licenses to be paid thereon: 

(1) The bushel measure for oysters shall be cylindrical with a 
perforated bottom, the diameter of the cylinder to be eighteen inches 
and the length from bottom to top sixteen inches ; 

(2) The half-bushel measure for oysters in the shell shall be cylin- 
drical with a diameter of thirteen and three-quarter inches and a 
depth of ten inches and a perforated bottom; and 

(3) The peck measure for oysters in the shell shall be cylindrical 
with a diameter of ten and one-half inches and a depth of eight 
inches.” 

ARTICLE 5 
Leases of Shellfish Bottoms 


SECTION 1. Section 28-811, 1952 Code, amended—leasing of 
bottoms for oyster culture for commercial purposes—leasing for 
other than commercial purposes—renewal of leases.—Section 28- 
811, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, as amended, is amended 
to read as follows: 

“Section 28-811. The South Carolina Wildlife Resources Com- 
mission, Division of Commercial Fisheries, may lease to any person 
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portions of the bottoms owned or controlled by the State, for the 
purpose of oyster culture for commercial purposes, not exceeding an 
aggregate of one thousand acres to any person for a term not to 
exceed five years. The words ‘commercial purposes’ shall mean any 
person licensed to do business in this State and who makes his liveli- 
hood or a substantial portion of his livelihood from the commercial 
fisheries industries. To all other persons, who lease lands for any 
other purpose other than for commercial use, the Commission may 
lease as many as four acres but no more. Any such lease shall be 
renewed at the option of the lessee for an additional term of five years 
at the yearly rental provided in Section 28-817.1.” 


SECTION 2. Section 28-812.1, 1952 Code, amended—leasing of 
bottoms by owners of abutting highlands.—The Code of Laws of 
South Carolina, 1952, is amended by adding Section 28-812.1, to read 
as follows: 

“Section 28-812.1. Any person owning highlands abutting upon tide- 
waters shall have preference in leasing two acres of bottoms adjacent 
to such highlands for the planting and propagation of oysters within 
the limits prescribed hereby, if he makes application therefor prior 
to the grant of a lease to other persons, but not otherwise.” 


SECTION 3. Section 28-813, 1952 Code, amended—application 
for lease—deposit—inspection of area to be leased—survey.—Sec- 
tion 28-813, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, as amended, is 
amended to read as follows: 

“Section 28-813. Any person desiring to lease any bottoms, as 
provided in Sections 28-811 and 28-812.1, shall apply to the Divi- 
sion of Commercial Fisheries upon such forms as may be prescribed 
by the Commission depositing with the Commission the sum of ten 
dollars as a guarantee of good faith. Such forms shall include the 
location and boundaries of the area desired to be leased. If the area 
is subject to lease, the Division shall appoint some competent per- 
son who, with a representative of the applicant, shall inspect the 
area to determine the acreage capable of producing oysters. If such 
persons are unable to agree upon the acreage, the Division shall ap- 
point a third person to examine the area with the other persons and 
the decision of a majority of the three shall be binding on the ap- 
plicant and the Commission as to the area capable of producing 
oysters. The applicant then shall have the area surveyed and a plat 
thereof made showing the acreage capable of producing oysters and 
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filed in triplicate with the Division. The rental shall be based upon 
such area.” 


SECTION 4. Section 28-814, 1952 Code, amended—notice of 
application for lease—Section 28-814, Code of Laws of South 
Carolina, 1952, is amended to read as follows: 

“Section 28-814. Upon the filing with it of the application ap- 
proved by the Director of the Division of Commercial Fisheries and 
the plat of the territory so approved, the Commission shall cause 
to be published in a newspaper in which legal advertisements by the 
sheriff are published in the county wherein the territory applied for 
is located, a notice to all persons of the application for such bottoms 
for planting and propagation of oysters, giving the name of the 
applicant, a sufficient description of the bottoms applied for to enable 
them to be located and the day on which the Commission will pass 
upon objections to the granting of such lease. Such advertisement 
shall be published once a week for three weeks immediately preced- 
ing such date.” 


SECTION 5. Section 28-815, 1952 Code, amended—objections to 
leasing—hearing—preference to lessor of preceding term—ap- 
peals.—Section 28-815, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, is 
amended to read as follows: 

“Section 28-815. Should any person appear in person or by at- 
torney or by filing objections in writing on or before such date and 
object to the leasing of the whole or any portion of the bottoms ap- 
plied for upon any lawful or sufficient ground, then the South Caro- 
lina Wildlife Resources Commission may proceed to a hearing 
thereof as in a case at law under the regular rules of evidence. 
Should an application be made by a person who was the holder of 
the lease on such bottoms for the term immediately preceding the 
term for which application is made, preference shall be given to that 
applicant. The decision of the commission shall be subject to appeal 
as from a magistrate’s court.” 


SECTION 6. Section 11 of Act 814 of 1956, amended—desig- 
nated Section 28-817.1 payment for lease.—Section 11 of Act No. 
814 of the Acts of 1956 is amended to read as follows and to be desig- 
nated Section 28-817.1: 

“Section 28-817.1. Each lessee shall pay for a lease under Sections 
28-811 or 28-812.1 one dollar and fifty cents per acre per year.” 
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SECTION 7. Section 28-818, 1952 Code, amended—annual rent 
payments—bills for rent—final notice of rent due.—Section 28- 
818, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, as amended, is amended 
to read as follows: 

“Section 28-818. The annual rental for oyster leases shall be pro- 
rated from the first of the month following the execution of such 
lease to January first next. Thereafter, all annual rents shall be pay- 
able yearly in advance. On January first the Director of the Divi- 
sion of Commercial Fisheries shall render a bill to the lessee show- 
ing the amount owed. If the rent is not paid by February first, the 
Division will send a final notice advising the lessee that if the lessee 
fails to pay the rental before March first, the Commission will de- 
clare the lease forfeited for noncompliance.” 


SECTION 8. Section 28-819.1, 1952 Code, added—recording of 
oyster leases—recording of cancellation of leases.—The Code of 
Laws of South Carolina, 1952, is amended by adding a new section 
to be designated Section 28-819.1 and to read as follows: 
“Section 28-819.1. All oyster leases, upon execution, to be effective, 
shall within thirty days be recorded in the office of the clerk of court 
or register of mesne conveyance of the county where any such leased 
bottoms are located. Likewise, when any lease has expired or been 
cancelled, it shall be cancelled of record in the office where the same 
has been recorded.” 


SECTION 9. Section 28-823, 1952 Code, amended, lessees of 
bottoms may gather seed oysters from public beds—notice.—Sec- 
tion 28-823, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, as amended, is 
amended to read as follows: 

“Section 28-823. Lessees of bottoms are permitted to gather seed 
oysters for replanting on their own leased lands from the public beds 
of the State which may be designated from time to time by the Di- 
rector of the Division of Commercial Fisheries for the purpose, 
provided the lessee advise the Director of Commercial Fisheries ten 
days before moving such seed.” 


SECTION 10. Section 28-826, 1952 Code, amended—transfers of 
leases to be approved by wildlife Resources Commission.—Sec- 
tion 28-826, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, is amended to. 
read as follows: 

“Section 28-826. No leases shall be transferred without the approval 
of the South Carolina Wildlife Resources Commission endorsed. 
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thereon to be effective or to act as a release of the original lessee from 
the terms of the lease.” 


SECTION 11. Section 28-826.1, 1952 Code, added—revocation 
of lease for failure to cultivate—The Code of Laws of South 
Carolina, 1952, is amended by adding a new section to be designated 
Section 28-826.1 and to read as follows: 

“Section 28-826.1. Three years after the date of the lease, if the 
lessee has not effectively cultivated the area and oysters are not 
being marketed from leased area, the Commission may, after a full 
hearing with ample notice given, revoke the lease.” 


ARTICLE 6 
Canning and Shucking Plants 


SECTION 1. Section 28-844, 1952 Code, amended—raw oysters 
previously shucked to be recorded by buyer—to be purchased only 
from approved persons and premises.—Section 28-844, Code of 
Laws of South Carolina, 1952, as amended, is amended to read as 
follows: . 

“Section 28-844. All persons engaged in shucking raw oysters for 
market who shall purchase oysters previously shucked shall show 
such purchases separately on their records and on their monthly 
reports. No person engaged in shucking raw oysters for market shall 
be permitted to purchase shucked raw oysters from other than per- 
sons regularly engaged to shuck them on premises and in sheds pro- 
vided for that purpose and approved by the Commission.” 


SECTION 2. Section 28-845, 1952 Code, amended—lessees, can- 
ners and raw shuck houses to plant shell or seed oysters—dates 
of planting—supervision—exceptions—definition of oyster bushel. 
—Section 28-845, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, as amended, 
is amended to read as follows: 
“Section 28-845. Each lessee shall plant one hundred bushels of 
shell or seed oysters for every acre under lease, and, in addition, 
each cannery or raw shuck house shall plant thirty-three and one- 
third per cent of shell acquired by the cannery or raw shuck house 
during the preceding season. 

All shell shall be planted between May first and August fifteenth, 
except that raw shuck houses may replant green shell from current 
operations if such shell is replanted within three days after gathering. 
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All shell planting may be under supervision of the Division of 
Commercial Fisheries which may require five per cent of the total 
quota of shells of the canneries and raw shuck houses to be planted 
on State oyster bottoms not under lease but within a twenty-mile 
radius of the cannery or raw shuck house. 

Each lease or portion of a lease from which oysters are harvested 
must be replanted during the following planting season. 

Leases or portions of leases may be set aside for purposes of 
growth, cultivation and propagation for a period of two years with- 
out replanting but nothing herein shall be construed to diminish the 
quantity of shell or seed to be planted each year. 

For the purpose of shell planting, a South Carolina oyster bushel 
shall be the same as defined in Section 28-796 and is four thousand 
seventy-one and one-half cubic inches. One cubic yard of shell for 


planting shall be considered as eleven and one-half South Carolina 
bushels.” 


SECTION 3. Section 28-847, 1952 Code, amended—records of 
licensed shellfish dealers—penalties.—Section 28-847, Code of 
Laws of South Carolina, 1952, as amended, is amended to read as 
follows: 

“Section 28-847. All persons licensed to buy, ship, shuck, or can 
shellfish shall keep such records as may be required by the Division 
of Commercial Fisheries. These records or reports shall be furnished 
to the Division at such times as it may prescribe. Any person fail- 
ing to keep or submit the records as provided for in this section 
shall, upon conviction, be guilty of a misdemeanor and be subject 
to punishment as hereinafter provided. 

Any persons violating any provision of this article shall, upon 
conviction, be fined not less than twenty-five dollars nor more than 
one hundred dollars, or be imprisoned for not less than ten days 
nor more than thirty days for the first offense. For the second of- 
fense the penalty shall be not less than fifty dollars nor more than 
one hundred dollars, or imprisonment for not less than twenty days 
nor more than thirty days. For the third offense the penalty shall be 
a fine of not less than one hundred dollars nor more than five hun- 
dred dollars, or imprisonment for not less than sixty days nor more. 
than six months.” 
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ARTICLE 7 
Shrimp and Prawn 


SECTION 1. Section 28-861, 1952 Code, amended—open sea- 
son for trawling for shrimp or prawn in certain defined area.— 
Section 28-861, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, as amended, 
is amended to read as follows: 

“Section 28-861. It shall be lawful to trawl for shrimp or prawn 
seaward from the boundary hereinafter described from March fif- 
teenth to December fifteenth, both inclusive: beginning at a point on 
the west bank of Wright River at its entrance to the sea extending 
eastward across the mouth of the river to the southernmost tip of 
Turtle Island; thence following the shore line of Turtle Island to a 
point on the northeasternmost tip of Turtle Island; thence turning 
and running true east in a line tangent to the southernmost tip of 
Bloody Point; thence turning and running northeasterly along Dau- 
fuskie Island to a proposed marker (SC 1), latitude 32-07.1 N. and 
longitude 80-50.4 W.; thence seaward following shore line of Hilton 
Head Island to a piling to be set by the Wildlife Resources Depart- 
ment at the low watermark due East of old Fort Walker on Hilton 
Head Island, thence to flashing light designated on C. & G. S. chart 
1240 as FL ev 4 sec ‘1’, thence to bell buoy No. 2, at the northern 
tip of Hilton Head Island; running easterly through bell buoy No. 
2; thence continuing to red lighted gong buoy thence to black day 
marker No. A-19 at the mouth of Station Creek; thence seaward 
around Bay Point Island to the tip of the spur at Coles Care; then 
turning and running true east to a proposed marker (SC 3) at 
latitude 32-16.0 N. and longitude 80-35.9 W.; thence continuing true 
east to a proposed marker (SC 4) at latitude 32-16.0 N. and longi- 
tude 80-35.5 W. on the northern edge of the highland of Bull’s Point; 
thence turning seaward and following the shore line, but excluding 
all creeks, to a point at the northernmost point of Fripp Island at 
Fripp’s Inlet; thence turning and running true north to the shore 
line of Hunting Island; thence along the seaward edge of Hunting 
Island across the mouth of Johnson Creek to a point at the north- 
ernmost part upon the island; thence northwesterly to day marker 
A-11: thence to day marker A-9; thence to day marker A-7; thence 
to day marker A-5; thence to day marker A-4; thence to day marker 
A-2: thence to day marker A-1; thence to flashing range light on 
the Combahee bank; thence to a proposed marker (SC 5) on the 
west of Otter Island at latitude 32-29.1 N. and longitude 80-25.2 W.; 
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thence seaward along the shore line of Otter Island to a point at the 
mouth of Jefford and Fish Creek on the southern tip of Otter Is- 
land opposite Pine Island; thence turning and running in a south- 
easterly ‘direction to the southernmost tip of Bay Point on Edisto 
Island; thence along the shore line of Edisto Island, excluding all 
creeks, to a point on the western bank of North Edisto River; thence 
due east across the North Edisto River to a point at the south- 
westernmost tip of Seabrook Island; thence seaward along the shore 
line of Seabrook and Kiawah Islands, excluding all inlets, to Sandy 
Point; thence northeasterly to buoy C-7; thence in a northerly di- 
rection to the southwesternmost tip of Folly Island; thence along 
Folly Island across Lighthouse Inlet along the seaward side of 
Morris Island to a point at Cummings Point where the jetty meets 
the beach; thence in a northeasterly direction across the Charleston 
Harbor to a point on Sullivans Island where the north jetty touches 
the island; thence along Sullivans Island, the Isle of Palms, Dewees 
Island, Capers Island, Bull Island (excluding all creeks) to a point 
at the northernmost tip of Bull Island; thence in a straight line 
northeasterly to the westernmost tip of Sandy Point; thence seaward 
along Raccoon Key to its easternmost tip; thence southeasterly to 
round the seaward side of Cape Romain and northward along the 
seaward shore of Cape Island to a point on the northernmost tip of 
said island; thence turning and running in a northwesterly direction 
to a point on the southeasternmost bank of Alligator Creek; thence 
turning and running in a northeasterly direction across Alligator 
Creek to a point on its northeastern bank; thence turning seaward 
and running along the shore line of Murphy Island to a point on 
the western bank of the Santee River across the mouth thereof to a 
point on the southwestern tip of Cedar Island; thence along Cedar 
Island across the mouth of the North Santee Bay to Santee Point; 
thence along the seaward shore of South Island to the northernmost 
point on the easternmost peninsula of the island; thence in a straight 
line to Nun Buoy 2 N.; thence turning and running in a north- 
westerly direction following the north jetty to the southernmost tip 
of North Island; thence northeasterly following the shore line to 
the North Carolina-South Carolina boundaries, excluding all inlets.” 


SECTION 2. Section 28-861.1, 1952 Code, added—open season 
for trawling for shrimp or prawn in certain defined areas.—The 
Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, is amended by adding a new 
section to be designated Section 28-861.1 and to read as follows: 


No. 259] OF SOUTH CAROLINA 455 
GENERAL AND PERMANENT Laws—1959 


“Section 28-861.1. In addition to the area outlined in Section 28- 
861, from August fifteenth to December fifteenth, both inclusive, ex- 
cept in that area outlined in paragraph (1) of this section wherein 
the period shall be from September first to November first, inclusive, 
it shall be lawful to trawl for shrimp or prawn: 

(1) In that area of Calibogue Sound beginning at a proposed mar- 
ker (SC 1) at latitude 32-07.1 N. and longitude 80-50.4 W.; thence 
in a generally northernly direction to flashing buoy No. 32; thence 
continuing 199° true to a point at the mouth on the western bank 
of Bryan Creek (excluding Bryan’s Creek); thence turning and 
running 90° true to flashing light No. 31; thence in a southwesterly 
direction along the shore line of Buck Island (excluding Broad 
Creek) to a proposed marker (SC 2) located at Braddock’s Point, 
latitude 32-07.1 N. and longitude 80-449.6 W. 

(2) In that area of Port Royal Sound beginning at flashing light 
No. 3; thence to day marker No. 5; thence continuing to flashing 
light No. 6; thence turning and running in a straight line in a north- 
westerly direction to a point on Colleton Neck to a proposed marker 
(SC 6) located at latitude 32-19.2 N. and longitude 80-47.1 W.; 
thence running in a northerly direction to the northwesternmost point 
of Daws Island excluding the creek separating Rose Island and Daws 
Island; thence continuing in a northerly direction up Broad River 
along the Eastern shore of Rose Island to Lemon Island Creek; 
thence southeasterly across Broad River to a point on a small island 
in the mouth of Ballast Creek located at latitude 32-19.5 N. and 
longitude 80-42.5 W.; thence southeasterly following the shore of 
Parris Island to the southern point of Parris Island; thence north- 
erly up Beaufort River on the east side of Parris Island to a point 
due west of flashing Red Light No. 20, thence running south to buoy 
C-19; thence southerly through flashing light No. 17 on through 
flashing light No. 13, through Nun Buoy No. 12 on through day 
marker No. A-19. 

(3) In that area of St. Helena Sound beginning at a point at the 
northernmost tip of Harbor Island ; thence turning and running on the 
western shore of Harbor Island; thence to the Harbor Island bridge 
across the Harbor River to a point on St. Helena Island; thence run- 
ning in a generally northwesterly and westerly direction along the 
edge of St. Helena Island (excluding Coffin and Village Creeks) to a 
point of proposed marker (SC 9) located at latitude 32-27.1 N. and 
longitude 80-31.5 W.; thence running due north to a proposed marker 
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(SC 10) on the south shore of Morgan Island at latitude 32-27.7 N. 
and longitude 80-31.5 W.; thence turning and running in a generally 
easterly and northwesterly direction along the seaward side of Morgan 
Island (excluding all creeks) to flashing marker No. 187; thence turn- 
ing and running northeasterly to flashing buoy No. 186; thence due 
east to the marshes of Ashe Island; thence following the shore line of 
Ashe Island across the mouth of Rock Creek to proposed marker 
(SC 11) located on the end of Hutchinson Island at the mouth of 
Rock Creek at latitude 32-30.2 N. and longitude 80-25.9 W.; thence 
southeastward through proposed marker (SC 5) and continuing in 
the same direction to the westward edge of Otter Island. 

(4) In all that area within Bull Bay lying seaward, commencing 
at the mouths of all creeks and rivers entering Bull Bay. 

(5) In all that area of North Santee Bay lying seaward of a line 
through the creek separating Cain Island and Crow Island, and 
extending northeast to South Island to the mouth of Beach Creek. 

(6) In that area in Winyah Bay lying seaward of a projected line 
running through red Nun Buoy No. 16 and green flashing buoy No. 
15 and extending outwardly therefrom in a straight line to North 
Island and Cat Island.” 


SECTION 3. Section 1 of Act 403 of 1957, amended—designated 
as Section 28-861.2-1—unlawful to trawl for shrimp in certain 
defined areas.—Section 1 of Act No. 403 of the Acts of 1957, as 
amended, is amended to read as follows and to be designated Section 
28-861.2-1: 
“Section 28-861.2-1. It shall be unlawful to trawl for shrimp: 

(1) Within one-half mile of any fishing pier extending into the 
ocean ; 

(2) Within one-half mile of the shore line of Horry County.” 


SECTION 4. Section 2 of Act 1 of 1959, amended—designated 
Section 28-861.2-2—provisions of Section 28-861.2-1 not to apply 
to Hilton Head Island.—Section 2 of Act No. 1 of the Acts of 1959 
is amended to read as follows and to be designated Section 28-861.2- 
2: 

“Section 28-861.2-2. The provisions of Section 28-861.2-1 shall not 
apply to Hilton Head Island in Beaufort County.” 


SECTION 5. Section 1 of Act 1 of 1959, amended—designated 
82-261.2-3—closed season for trawling for shrimp near beaches on 
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Hunting and Hilton Head Islands—inhabited areas defined— 
charts of inhabited areas—penalties.—Section 1 of Act No. 1 of 
the Acts of 1959 is amended to read as follows and to be designated 
Section 28-861.2-3: 

“Section 28-861.2-3. From May fifteenth through September fif- 
teenth of any year it shall be unlawful to trawl for shrimp within 
one-quarter mile of the shores of the ocean beaches of Hunting Island 
in Beaufort County and within one-quarter mile of the shores of any 
inhabited area of the ocean beaches of Hilton Head Island. For the 
purposes of this section an ‘inhabited area’ is defined as any beach 
area within one-quarter mile of an inhabited or active commercial 
building along the beach front. The local inspector of the Division 
of Commercial Fisheries of the South Carolina Wildlife Resources 
Department shall prepare a chart showing the approximate location 
of such inhabited beach areas; and it shall be the responsibility of 
shrimp boat captains to ascertain such inhabited beach areas from 
the inspector. Anyone violating the provisions of this section shall 
upon conviction be subject to imprisonment of not exceeding thirty 
days or a fine of not exceeding one hundred dollars.” 


SECTION 6. Section 3 of Act 1 of 1959, amended—designated 
Section 28-861.2-11—Sunday commercial trawling for shrimp un- 
lawful in Beaufort County—penalties——Section 3 of Act No. 1 of 
the Acts of 1959 is amended to read as follows and to be designated 
Section 28-861.2-11: 

“Section 28-861.2-11. Commercial trawling for shrimp in Beaufort 
County on Sunday shall be unlawful. Anyone violating the provisions 
of this section shall upon conviction be subject to imprisonment of 
not exceeding thirty days or a fine of not exceeding one hundred 
dollars.” 


SECTION 7. Subsection (d), Section 1 of Act 822 of 1956 
amended—designated Section 28-861.3—certain open seasons for 
trawling for shrimp or prawn may be extended.—Subsection (d) 
of Section 1 of Act No. 822 of the Acts of 1956 is amended to read 
as follows and to be designated Section 28-861.3: 

“Section 28-861.3. The Chairman of the Commission may shorten 
or extend the season by not more than thirty days in any area set 
forth in Section 28-861.1 thereof but before doing so the Bears 
Bluff Laboratories should be consulted and its recommendations 
should be followed by the Commission.” 
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SECTION 8. | Section 28-862, 1952 Code, amended—unlawful to 
trawl for shrimp except in specified areas.—Section 28-862, Code 
of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, as amended, is amended to read as 
follows: 

“Section 28-862. It shall be unlawful to trawl for shrimp in any 
other waters of the State not specified or permitted under the pro- 
visions of Sections 28-861 and 28-861.1.” 


SECTION 9. Subsection (c), Section 1 of Act 822 of 1956, 
amended, designated Section 28-862.1—lawful to use cast nets 
for shrimp or prawn.—Subsection (c) of Section 1 of Act No. 822 
of the Acts of 1956 is amended to read as follows and to be desig- 
nated Section 28-862.1: 

“Section 28-862.1. It shall be lawful for any person to use cast 
nets to catch shrimp or prawn at any time in the waters of this 
State.” 


SECTION 10. Section 28-863, 1952 Code, amended—references 
to hydrography and topography in describing certain areas.— 
Section 28-863, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, as amended, 
is amended to read as follows: 
“Section 28-863. In describing the areas set forth in Sections 28- 
861 and 28-861.1, all references to hydrography and topography refer 
to charts Nos. 1237, 1238, 1239 and 1240 (as revised to 1952, 1955, 
1952 and 1954 respectively) of the United States Coast and Geodetic 
Survey, and all references to Buoys and Day Markers are as are 
represented on such chart.” 


SECTION 11. Section 28-863.1, 1952 Code, added—erection and 
maintenance of markers.—The Code of Laws of South Carolina, 
1952, is amended by adding a new section to be designated Section 
28-863.1 and to read as follows: 
“Section 28-863.1. All markers referred to in Sections 28-861 and 
28-861.1 shall be erected and maintained by the Division of Com- 
mercial Fisheries. They shall (a) be of creosote piling not less than 
six inches in diameter, (b) extend at least four feet above the normal 
highwater mark and (c) be clearly identified as non-navigational.” 


SECTION 12. Section 28-865, 1952 Code, amended—numbers for 
licensed shrimp and crab boats—display.—Section 28-865, Code of 


Laws of South Carolina, 1952, as amended, is amended to read as 
follows: 
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“Section 28-865. Every boat licensed by the Commission to trawl 
for shrimp and/or crabs in this State, at the time of the issuance of 
such license shall be assigned by the Commission a number under 
which such boat shall be registered and operated. The number so 
assigned to any such boat shall be of distinctive numerals not less 
than two inches in width of letter and not less than eighteen inches 
in height, and shall be so displayed as to be clearly visible from either 
side of the vessel.” 


SECTION 13. Section 28-866, 1952 Code, added—penalties.— 
The Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, is amended by adding 
a new section to be designated Section 28-866 and to read as follows: 
“Section 28-866. Any person violating any of the provisions of 
this article, Sections 28-861 through 28-865 (except 28-861.2-11), 
shall, upon conviction, be punished by a fine of not less than twenty- 
five dollars nor more than one hundred dollars, or by imprisonment 
for not less than ten days nor more than thirty days for the first 
offense. For the second offense the penalty shall be not less than 
fifty dollars nor more than one hundred dollars, or by imprisonment 
for not less than twenty days nor more than thirty days. For the 
third offense the penalty shall be a fine of not less than one hundred 
dollars nor more than five hundred dollars, or imprisonment for not 
less than sixty days nor more than six months.” 


ARTICLE 8 
Crabs 


SECTION 1. Section 28-872, 1952 Code, amended—unlawful to 
possess certain female crabs.—Section 28-872, Code of Laws of 
South Carolina, 1952, is amended to read as follows: 

“Section 28-872. It shall be unlawful for any person to catch, hold, 
have in his possession or offer for sale any female crab bearing eggs 
visible thereon or any female crab from which the egg pouch or 
bunion has been removed. Nothing in this section shall be construed 
to make it unlawful to catch such crabs unintentionally, provided they 
are forthwith, while still alive, returned to the water.” 


SECTION 2. Section 28-873, 1952 Code, amended—unlawful to 
possess certain species of crabs under certain size—exceptions.— 
Section 28-873, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, is amended 
to read as follows: i. 
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“Section 28-873. It shall be unlawful for any person to catch, de- 
stroy, confine, hold or have in his possession, whether for individual 
use or for market, any crab of the genus Calinectes sapidus (blue 
crab) or allied species of a smaller size than five inches measured 
from tip of point across the back of shell. But when a person pur- 
chases crabs away from his place of business he shall not be guilty 
of violating this section by transporting such crabs to his place of 
business nor until he shall have had a reasonable opportunity to 
examine such crabs. The provisions of this section shall not apply, 
except as to sale, to crabs in floats or breeder sanctuaries in the 
process of shedding into soft shell crabs and any person may catch 
and have in possession such crabs for the purpose of placing them 
in floats or breeder sanctuaries to shed into soft shell crabs.” 


SECTION 3. Section 1 of Act 293 of 1953, amended—desig- 
nated Section 28-876—open season for trawling for crabs in 
certain areas—Section 1 of Act No. 293 of the Acts of 1953 is 
amended to read as follows and to be designated Section 28-876: 
“Section 28-876. It shall be lawful to trawl for crabs within the 
three-mile limit and in sounds and bays during the months of De- 
cember, January, February and March of each year.” 


SECTION 4. Section 1 of Act 403 of 1957, amended—unlawful 
to trawl for crabs in certain defined areas.—Section 1 of Act No. 
403 of the Acts of 1957 is amended to read as follows and to be 
designated Section 28-876.1: 
“Section 28-876.1. It shall be unlawful to trawl for carbs: 

(1) Within one-half mile of any fishing pier extending into the 
ocean ; 

(2) Within one-half mile of the shoreline of Horry County ; 


(3) In Trenchard Inlet with a line of demarcation from Bull Point 
to Bay Point.” 


SECTION 5. Section 2 of Act 1 of 1959, amended—designated 
Section 28-878.1-1—Hilton Head Island exempted from provi- 
sions of Section 28-876.1.—Section 2 of Act No. 1 of the Acts of 
1959 is amended to read as follows and to be designated Section 28- 
876.1-1: 

“Section 28-876.1-1. The provisions of Section 28-876.1 shall not 
apply to Hilton Head Island in Beaufort County.” 
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SECTION 6. Section 28-876.1-2, 1952 Code, added—closed sea- 
son for trawling for crabs within certain areas near Hilton Head 
and Hunting Islands—Exceptions—penalties.— The Code of Laws 
of South Carolina, 1952, is amended by adding a new section to be 
designated Section 28-876.1-2 and to read as follows: 

“Section 28-876.1-2. From May fifteenth through September thir- 
tieth of any year it shall be unlawful to trawl for crabs within one- 
quarter mile of the shores of the ocean beaches of Hilton Head 
Island and Hunting Island in Beaufort County except that portion of 
Hilton Head Island seaward from and opposite the land presently 
owned by the Hilton Head Agricultural Corporation. Anyone vio- 
lating the provisions of this section shall upon conviction be subject 
to imprisonment of not exceeding thirty days or a fine of not ex- 
ceeding one hundred dollars.” 


SECTION 7. Section 3 of Act 322 of 1957 amended—designated 
Section 28-876.2—open season for trawling for crabs in certain 
described areas.—Section 3 of Act No. 322 of the Acts of 1957 is 
amended to read as follows and to be designated Section 28-876.2: 

“Section 28-876.2. During the months of December, January and 
February, trawling for crabs shall be permitted in the area described 
in Section 28-992 and also in that area lying north and adjacent to 
the said area beginning at a point at the mouth on the western bank 
of Bryan Creek, excluding Bryan Creek; thence turning and running 
in a northeasterly direction to a point on the southwestermost point 
of Marsh Island; thence following the eastern shore line of Marsh 
Island to a point at the northeasternmost tip of Marsh Island; thence 
turning and running due east to a point on Bram Point; thence turn- 
ing and running in a southwesterly direction along the western shore 
line of Bram Point to flashing light No. 31 and thence turning and 
running westerly across Calibogue Sound to the point of beginning.” 


SECTION 8. Section 3 of Act 293 of 1953 amended—designated 
Section 28-878—prohibition against trawling for crabs with nets 
or certain bags—restrictions on use of chafing gear—penalties.— 
Section 3 of Act No. 293 of the Acts of 1953 is amended to read as 
follows and to be designated Section 28-878: 

“Section 28-878. No trawling for crabs shall be done with a net 
or a bag with a mesh of less than four inches and chafing gear of 
any sort shall be confined to not more than one-half the circumference 


of the tail bag. 
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Any person violating the provisions of this article, Sections 28-872 
through 28-878, shall, upon conviction, be punished by a fine of not 
less than twenty-five dollars nor more than one hundred dollars, or 
by imprisonment for not less than ten days nor more than thirty 
days for the first offense. For the second offense the penalty shall 
be not less than fifty dollars nor more than one hundred dollars, or 
by imprisonment for not less than twenty days nor more than thirty 
days. For the third offense the penalty shall be a fine of not Jess 
than one hundred dollars nor more than five hundred dollars, or 
imprisonment for not less than sixty days nor more than six months.” 


SECTION 9. “Crab pots” prohibited in certain areas.—It shall 
be unlawful to set or use any trap or basket commonly termed a 
“crab pot” for the purpose of catching crab within the tributaries 
and between the headlands of all rivers and creeks including Cheches- 
see River north of Daws Island on the west side of Broad River. 


ARTICLE 9 
Shad and Sturgeon 


SECTION 1. Section 28-881, 1952 Code, amended—closed season 
for certain shad—exceptions.—Section 28-881, Code of Laws of 
South Carolina, 1952, as amended, is amended to read as follows: 


“Section 28-881. It shall be unlawful to catch, buy, sell, or ship 
white shad or hickory shad between the twenty-fifth day of March 
in each year and the first day of February in the following year, 
inclusive, except that: 

‘(1) From a point forty miles from the mouth of any stream in 
which shad may run on to the waters of its source the closed season 
for shad shall be from the twentieth day of April in each year until 
the first day of February of the following year, but on the Edisto 
River the closed season for the taking of shad shall be from April 
twentieth in each year until February first of the following year 
from the mouth of Penny Creek to the headwaters of the Edisto © 
River; and, 

(2) On Black River the closed season for fishing for shad with 
skimbow or pump nets for noncommercial purposes shall be from 
May first of each year until February first of the following year. 

(3) From the first day of February to the first day of May in 
each year, it shall be lawful to use bow, skimbow or pump nets to 
catch shad for noncommercial purposes, and for using such nets each 
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person shall procure a license from the South Carolina Wildlife Re- 
sources Commission, Division of Commercial Fisheries, at an annual 
cost of one dollar and fifty cents; and 

(4) It shall be lawful to catch white or hickory shad for non- 
commercial purposes by the use of a hook and line including rod 
and reel between the first day of February and the first day of May, 
inclusive, of each year, provided the individual has first procured 
the regular State fishing license. Each person is limited to catch 
eight shad in any one day.” 


SECTION 2. Section 1 of Act 232 of 1957, amended—desig- 
nated Section 28-881.1—open season for shad in Horry County. 
—Section 1 of Act No. 232 of the Acts of 1957 is amended to read 
as follows and to be designated Section 28-881.1: 

“Section 28-881.1. In Horry County the open season for catching 
of shad shall be from the first day of February to the fourth day of 
May.” 


SECTION 3. Section 28-882, 1952 Code, amended—unlawful to 
catch, seine or net shad during certain times in open season.— 
Section 28-882, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, as amended, 
is amended to read as follows: 

“Section 28-882. During the open season it shall be unlawful to 
catch shad or set any seine or net or any other device for the same 
from: 

(1) Twelve o’clock noon on Saturday until twelve o’clock noon on 
the Tuesday following except with skimbow nets for noncommercial 
purposes on Black River or Great Pee Dee River; or 

(2) Twelve o’clock noon on Saturday until twelve o’clock noon 
on the Wednesday following on the Edisto River except with skim- 
bow nets for noncommercial purposes.” 


SECTION 4. Section 1 of Act 384 of 1957, amended—designated. 
Section 28-882.1—lawful to set nets for shad during certain times 
in Game Zone 5.—Section 1 of Act No. 384 of the Acts of 1957 is 
amended to read as follows and to be designated Section 28-882.1: 
“Section 28-882.1. It shall be lawful to set nets for the catching 
of shad in Game Zone No. 5 from Tuesday noon until Saturday 
noon during the open season.” 


SECTION 5. Section 28-883, 1952 Code, amended—open season 
for sturgeon and caviar—penalties.—Section 28-883, Code of Laws 
of South Carolina, 1952, is amended to read as follows: 
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“Section 28-883. There shall be an open season for the catching 
and shipping of sturgeon and caviar from March first to October 
first, inclusive, in each year, and the balance of each year shall be a 
closed season for sturgeon. Any person having in his possession or 
catching any sturgeon during the closed season shall be punished as 
herein provided.” 


SECTION 6. Section 28-884, 1952 Code, amended—open season 
for short-nose sturgeon within certain areas.—Section 28-884, 
Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, is amended to read as follows: 
“Section 28-884. It shall be lawful for the citizens of this State to 
catch in the waters of this State and to buy, sell, or ship short-nose 
sturgeon (Acipenser brevirostris) between the first day of May and 
the first day of July in each year. But no such short-nose sturgeon 
shall be caught at a distance of more than fifteen miles from the 
mouth of any river emptying into any bay, gulf or ocean on the 
border of this State. Nothing in this section shall be held to au- 
thorize the catching, buying, selling or shipment of the common or 
caviar sturgeon, otherwise called Acipenser sturio.” 


SECTION 7. Section 28-885, 1952 Code, amended—unlawful 
to fish for shad and sturgeon in certain areas of Georgetown 
County.—Section 28-885, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, 
is amended to read as follows: 

“Section 28-885. It shall be unlawful to fish at any time within 
the three-mile limit out to sea from the jetties of Winyah Bay with 
anchor nets, stake row nets and pound nets for shad and sturgeon.” 


SECTION 8. Section 28-886, 1952, Code, amended—restrictions 
on size of nets used to catch shad—unlawful to use any nets in 
certain areas—exceptions.—Section 28-886, Code of Laws of South 
Carolina, 1952, as amended, is amended to read as follows: 

“Section 28-886. No nets for catching shad shall be used with a 
mesh of less than six inches nor extending more than half way 
across any stream nor within two hundred yards of any net previously 
set. Nor shall it be lawful to set any nets for catching shad in lakes 
or coves tributary to any stream, whether navigable or not, except 
that a net with a mesh of less than six inches but not less than four 
inches may be used in the Savannah River. No net or seine shall 
be used in the muddy waters of any river within twenty-five yards 
of the mouth of any clear water stream emptying into such river.”

SECTION 9. Section 1 of Act 138 of 1953, amended—designated 
Section 28-886.1—size of net which may be used to catch shad in 
Game Zone No. 7—time during which nets may be used.—Section 
1 of Act No. 138 of the Acts of 1953, as amended, is amended to read 
as follows and to be designated Section 28-886.1: 

“Section 28-886.1. Notwithstanding the provisions of Section 28- 
886, in Game Zone No. 7 a five and one-half inch mesh net may 
be used and it shall be lawful to set nets from Tuesday noon until 
Saturday noon during the open season.” 


SECTION 10. Section 28-887, 1952 Code amended—time when 
bow nets or revolving dip traps may be used in certain portions 
of Black and Great Pee Dee Rivers and tributaries.—Section 28- 
887, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, is amended to read as 
follows: 

“Section 28-887. The provisions of Sections 28-881 and 28-886 
shall not apply to the use between February first and April twentieth 
of each year of bow nets or revolving dip traps operated on Great 
Pee Dee River between Cheraw and the North Carolina line and 
between Cheraw and Yahannah bridge over Great Pee Dee River 
and on the tributaries of said river where such tributaries enter said 
river between Cheraw and said bridge and on Black River and its 
tributaries between Skinners Ferry Bridge on Black River up said 
River and tributaries to their source.” 


SECTION 11. Section 1 of Act 274 of 1957, amended—desig- 
nated Section 28-887.1—use of set nets for shad in Santee River. 
—Section 1 of Act No. 274 of the Acts of 1957 is amended to read 
as follows and shall be designated as Section 28-887.1: 

“Section 28-887.1. It shall be lawful to use set nets for catching 
shad in the Santee River from Tuesday noon until Saturday noon 
during the open season.” 


SECTION 12. Section 28-888, 1952 Code, amended—restrictions 
on nets used to catch sturgeon.—Section 28-888, Code of Laws of 
South Carolina, 1952, is amended to read as follows: 

“Section 28-888. No net with mesh less than ten inches shall be 
used for catching sturgeon.” 


SECTION 13. Section 28-889, 1952 Code amended—unlawful to 
leave shad or sturgeon nets on stream banks more than three days 
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after closed season.—Section 28-889, Code of Laws of South Caro- 
lina, 1952, is amended to read as follows: 

“Section 28-889. It shall be unlawful for any person to leave his 
shad or sturgeon net on the banks of streams of this State more than 
three days after the closed season for the catching of shad or stur- 
geon.” 


SECTION 14. Section 28-890, 1952 Code, amended—finding of 
decomposed shad or sturgeon in nets grounds for forfeiture of net 
and license.—Section 28-890, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, 
is amended to read as follows: 

“Section 28-890. The finding of any net or seine with decomposed 
shad or sturgeon therein will constitute a sufficient ground for for- 
feiture of the net or seine and of the license of the owner thereof.” 


SECTION 15. Section 28-891, 1952 Code, amended—records of 
shad or sturgeon dealers.—Section 28-891, Code of Laws of South 
Carolina, 1952, is amended to read as follows: 

“Section 28-891. All persons engaged in buying, shipping, and sell- 
ing shad or sturgeon shall keep records as may be prescribed by the 
Division of Commercial Fisheries and shall make monthly reports 
as may be prescribed by that Division.” 


SECTION 16. Section 28-893.1, 1952 Code, added—penalties.— 
The Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, is amended by adding 
a new section to be designated as Section 28-893.1, to read as follows: 
“Section 28-893.1. All persons, upon conviction of violation of the 
provisions of this article, Sections 28-881 through 28-891, shall be 
punished by a fine of not less than twenty-five dollars nor more 
than one hundred dollars, or by imprisonment for not less than ten 
days nor more than thirty days for the first offense. For the second 
offense the penalty shall be not less than fifty dollars nor more than 
one hundred dollars, or by imprisonment for not less than twenty 
days nor more than thirty days. For the third offense the penalty 
shall be a fine of not less than one hundred dollars nor more than 
five hundred dollars, or imprisonment for not less than sixty days 
nor more than six months.”

Terrapin and Sea Turtles 


SECTION 1. Section 28-901, 1952 Code, amended—closed sea- 
son on terrapin—possession of terrapins left over from open sea- 
son—report of such possession.—Section 28-901, Code of Laws of 
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South Carolina, 1952, is amended to read as follows: 

“Section 28-901. It shall be unlawful for any person to take, pur- 
chase or possess terrapin between the first day of April and the 
fifteenth day of July, inclusive, in each year, except such as are left 
over from the open season of which report must be rendered on 
oath on or before the tenth day of April showing the number and 
kind of terrapin so left over. Failure to render such a report shall 
be deemed conclusive that none were left over and any found in such 
person’s possession in excess of the ones reported will be conclusively 
. deemed to have been received in violation of this section. Such re- 
ports of left-over terrapin must show the location of such terrapin.” 


SECTION 2. Section 28-902, 1952 Code, amended—unlawful to 
take terrapins under certain size.—Section 28-902, Code of Laws 
of South Carolina, 1952, is amended to read as follows: 

“Section 28-902. The taking, detention, possession, purchase or sale 
of terrapin less than five inches in length measured on the medial line 
of the bottom of the shell, shall be unlawful.” 


SECTION 3. Section 28-903, 1952 Code, amended—effect of 
possession of undersized terrapins—effect of possession of ter- 
rapins by unlicensed persons.—Section 28-903, Code of Laws of 
South Carolina, 1952, is amended to read as follows: 

“Section 28-903. The possession of terrapin of less than lawful 
size or during the closed season or the possession of a terrapin 
without having taken out a dealer’s license shall be deemed prima 
facie evidence of guilt within the county where found in such pos- 
session and shall cast the onus of explaining such possession upon 
the possessor. But this section shall not apply to terrapin in posses- 
sion of regular licensed terrapin farms.” 


SECTION 4. Section 28-904, 1952 Code, amended—contraband 
terrapins—return to public waters.—Section 28-904, Code of Laws 
of South Carolina, 1952, is amended to read as follows: 

“Section 28-904. All terrapin taken in this State in violation of 
any of the provisions of the Coastal Fisheries Law shall be contra- 
band and in addition to such penalty as provided herein for the 
person violating such provision the terrapin shall be returned to the 
public waters.” 


SECTION 5. Section 28-905, 1952 Code, amended—unlawful to 
kill or sell sea turtles or sell or destroy sea turtle eggs.—Section 
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28-905, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, is amended to read 
as follows: 

“Section 28-905. It shall be unlawful for any person to kill or offer 
for sale any sea turtle. It shall be unlawful for any person to offer 
for sale, sell or destroy any sea turtle eggs.” 


SECTION 6. Section 28-905.1, 1952 Code, added—penalties— 
The Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, is amended by adding a 
new section to be designated Section 28-905.1 to read as follows: 
“Section 28-905.1. Any person convicted of violation of the pro- 
visions of this article, Sections 28-901 through 28-905.1, shall be 
punished by a fine of not less than twenty-five dollars nor more than 
one hundred dollars, or by imprisonment for not less than ten days 
nor more than thirty days for the first offense. For the second offense 
the penalty shall be not less than fifty dollars nor more than one 
hundred dollars, or by imprisonment for not less than twenty days 
nor more than thirty days. For the third offense the penalty shall 
be a fine of not less than one hundred dollars nor more than five 
hundred dollars, or imprisonment for not less than sixty days nor 
more than six months.”

Nonfood Fish 


SECTION 1. Section 28-911, 1952 Code, amended—licensed per- 
sons may catch menhaden fish within certain areas—restrictions 
on size of nets or seines—Section 28-911, Code of Laws of South 
Carolina, 1952, is amended to read as follows: 

“Section 28-911. It shall be lawful for any person, who shall have 
obtained a license as herein provided, to fish for and catch with 
purse nets and seines menhaden and other nonfood fish known as 
menhaden fish within the waters of this State, which shall include 
the Atlantic Ocean lying within the distance of three miles from 
‘the shores of this State, provided that no purse net or seine with 
bars of less than three-fourths inch or a mesh of less than one and 
‘one-half inches shall be used for the purpose of catching nonfood fish 
as herein provided.” 


SECTION 2. Section 28-913, 1952 Code, amended—nonfood fish 
may be made into fertilizer—Section 28-913, Code of Laws of 
South Carolina, 1952, is amended to read as follows: 

“Section 28-913. It shall be lawful for any person to cook or manu- 
facture into fertilizers or fertilizer materials or other commercial 
products nonfood fish caught under the provisions of this article.” 
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SECTION 3. Section 28-915, 1952 Code, amended—penalties.— 
Section 28-915, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, is amended 
to read as follows: 

“Section 28-915. Any person violating the provisions of this article, 
Sections 28-911 through 28-915, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor 
and, upon conviction, shall be punished by a fine of not less than 
twenty-five dollars nor more than one hundred dollars, or by im- 
prisonment for not less than ten days nor more than thirty days for 
the first offense. For the second offense the penalty shall be not less 
than fifty dollars nor more than one hundred dollars, or by imprison- 
ment for not less than twenty days nor more than thirty days. For 
the third offense the penalty shall be a fine of not less than one 
hundred dollars nor more than five hundred dollars or imprisonment 


for not less than sixty days nor more than six months.” 
ARTICLE 12 


Seines and Nets Generally 


SECTION 1. Section 28-921, 1952 Code amended—unlawful to 
catch food fish in purse seines—exceptions.—Section 28-921, Code 
of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, is amended to read as follows: 
“Section 28-921. It shall be unlawful for any person to catch any 
food fish in any purse seine in any of the waters of the State, except 
in the ocean three hundred yards or more beyond the beach.” 


SECTION 2. Section 28-922, 1952 Code, amended—unlawful to 
catch fish for market with a seine having certain size mesh.—Sec- 
tion 28-922, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, is amended to 
read as follows: 

“Section 28-922. It shall be unlawful for any person to catch fish, 
except shrimp and prawn, for market with a seine having a mesh 
of less than two and one-half inches.” 


SECTION 3. Regulation of pound or gill nets stands—penalties. 
—Section 28-923, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, is amended 
to read as follows: 

“Section 28-923. Every stand of pound or gill net unattended shall 
have a stake at each end of the stand with a board painted white 
and eighteen inches long by eight inches wide fastened thereto, and 
on such board shall be marked in black letters two inches high the 
name, license number and post office address of the owner. Any net 
found not so marked will be liable to confiscation by the Division 
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of Commercial Fisheries, and any person violating this requirement 
may be punished as herein provided.” 


SECTION 4. Section 28-923.1, 1952 Code, added—penalties.— 
The Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, is amended by adding 
a new section to be designated Section 28-923.1 to read as follows: 
“Section 28-923.1. Any person violating the provisions of this 
article, Sections 28-921 through 28-923, shall be guilty of a mis- 
demeanor and, upon conviction, shall be punished by a fine of not 
less than twenty-five dollars nor more than one hundred dollars, 
or by imprisonment for not less than ten days nor more than thirty 
days for the first offense. For the second offense the penalty shall 
be not less than fifty dollars nor more than one hundred dollars, 
or by imprisonment for not less than twenty days nor more than 
thirty days. For the third offense the penalty shall be a fine of not 
less than one hundred dollars nor more than five hundred dollars, 
or imprisonment for not less than sixty days nor more than six 
months.” 
ARTICLE 13 


Licenses and Taxes 


SECTION 1. Section 28-931, 1952 Code, amended—fisheries tax 
on fish gathered.—Section 28-931, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 
1952, is amended to read as follows: 

“Section 28-931. A fisheries tax is imposed on all fish gathered, 
taken or harvested for market from waters of the State, to wit: 

(1) On each South Carolina bushel of oysters of four thousand 
seventy-one and one-half cubic inches or equivalent, one and one-half 
cent. On all oysters in the shell which are exported, an additional ten 
cents a bushel; 

(2) On clams a tax of five cents a hundred pounds live weight 
basis; 

(3) On hard crabs, ten cents a hundred pounds live weight basis 
or three and one-third cents a United States standard bushel; 

(4) On white shad, five cents for each fish, and on hickory shad, 
two cents on each fish offered for sale or shipped from any point 
in the State to any point within or without the State. And all shad 
imported into this State shall be subject to the same tax before it 
may be offered for sale.” 


SECTION 2. Section 28-932, 1952 Code, amended—licenses re- 
quired for certain fishing industries—Section 28-932, Code of 
Laws of South Carolina, 1952, is amended to read as follows: 
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“Section 28-932. An annual license for the year beginning July first 
as hereinafter stated shall be required of each person who shall 
engage in any of the following fishing industries for market: 
swimming fin fish from salt water, two dollars and fifty cents; 
shrimp, five dollars; sturgeon, five dollars.” 


SECTION 3. Section 28-933, 1952 Code, amended—citizens of 
South Carolina exempt from tax on fish taken for selves and 
families—Section 28-933, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, 
is amended to read as follows: 

“Section 28-933. There shall be no tax levied or collected from 
any bona fide citizen of the State to take fish, crabs, shrimp or 
oysters for himself or his family.” 


SECTION 4. Section 28-934, 1952 Code, amended—licenses on 
floating equipment to take shellfish—fees—exceptions—tax on 
self propelled boats.—Section 28-934, Code of Laws of South Car- 
olina, 1952, as amended, is amended to read as follows: 

“Section 28-934. Licenses on floating equipment to take shellfish 
for market shall be issued by the Division of Commercial Fisheries 
and shall be as follows: On each barge or lighter not self-propelled 
of five tons or over, fifteen dollars; and on each barge or lighter of 
less than five tons, five dollars. Small boats, barges or lighters, except 
oyster batteaux, of less than twenty feet in length excepted. 

Any self-propelled boat, barge or lighter of less than Custom House 
tonnage shall be taxed three dollars, and on any boat registered or 
enrolled in the United States Custom House, one dollar and fifty 
cents on each gross ton. The number of each license issued shall be 
displayed on the equipment for which it is issued.” 


SECTION 5. Section 28-935, 1952 Code, amended—license tax 
on fishing appliances—sturgeon nets exempted.—Section 28-935, 
Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, as amended, is amended to 
read as follows: 
“Section 28-935. The following license tax is hereby levied annually 
upon the different fishing appliances, except sturgeon nets, used in 
the waters of this State. 

(1) Anchor gill nets, stake gill nets, drift gill nets and beach 
seines, one dollar for each one hundred yards or fraction thereof; 

(2) Trap nets, floating, one dollar and fifty cents each; 

(3) Submerged trap nets, three dollars each; 

(4) Crab pots, six dollars a hundred or fraction thereof; 
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(5) Shrimp trawl nets, five dollars each; 

(6) Purse seine nets, five dollars each; and 
- (7) For any apparatus used and not above enumerated, other than 
cast nets, hook and line, and oyster grabs and tongs, the license shall 
be the same as that provided for the apparatus or appliance which it 
most resembles.” 


SECTION 6. Section 28-936, 1952 Code, amended—fees for li- 
censes for sturgeon nets—resident and nonresident licenses for 
shipping or buying sturgeon or caviar.—Section 28-936, Code of 
Laws of South Carolina, 1952, is amended to read as follows: 
“Section 28-936. Licenses for sturgeon nets shall be nine dollars 
each. Resident licenses for buying and/or shipping sturgeon and 
caviar shall be sixty dollars. Each nonresident license for buying or 
shipping sturgeon and caviar shall be seventy-five dollars.” 


SECTION 7. Section 28-937, 1952 Code, amended—licenses for 
dealing in shad—fees.—Section 28-937, Code of Laws of South 
Carolina, 1952, is amended to read as follows: 

“Section 28-937. Licenses for buying, selling and shipping shad 
shall be, in addition to the net licenses, twenty-five dollars.” 


SECTION 8. Section 28-939, 1952 Code, amended—license for 
dealing in terrapin and terrapin farms—fees.—Section 28-939, 
Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, is amended to read as follows: 
“Section 28-939. There shall be a license to deal in terrapin and/or 
operate a terrapin farm, the fee for which shall be ten dollars each 
fiscal year.” 


SECTION 9. Section 28-944, 1952 Code, amended—licenses for 
shrimp or crab trawling boats—fees—nonresidents’ fees—form 
of license—statement of master or captain—presumptions of mas- 
ter’s or captain’s presence in case of offenses—confiscation of 
unlicensed boats.—Section 28-944, Code of Laws of South Caro- 
lina, 1952, as amended, is amended to read as follows: 
“Section 28-944. All owners of shrimp and/or crab trawling boats 
who are residents of this State shall, before operating such boat in 
the waters of this State, obtain a license for the boat and pay therefor 
the sum of thirty dollars for each boat licensed. 

All owners of shrimp and/or crab trawling boats who are nonresi- 
dents of this State shall, before operating such boats in the waters of 
this State, secure a license for each boat as required of residents 
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under the preceding paragraph, upon payment of the like sum of 
thirty dollars for each boat so licensed and shall, in addition, pay a 
fee of twenty-five dollars. 

The license shall be in such form and obtained in such manner as 
the Commission may direct. Only one boat license shall be required 
to be taken out on a boat in any one year regardless of whether the 
boat is used in trawling for crabs or shrimp or both. 

At the time of securing such licenses for any such boat the owner 
thereof shall file with the Division of Commercial Fisheries a sworn 
Statement giving the name and address of the master or captain of 
the boat. If such licensed trawler is found violating any fisheries 
law of this State it shall be presumed in all criminal and civil pro- 
ceedings that the registered master or captain was in fact upon the 
boat and such presumption shall be prima facie evidence of the 
presence of the master or captain upon the boat and that he was 
operating it at the time of the violation charged. 

In addition to punishment provided for in Section 28-761, any 
boat trawling in the waters of this State, without first being licensed, 
shall be confiscated with its rigging and equipment, and shall be sold 
at public sale to the highest bidder for cash before the courthouse 
door of the county in which it was captured, after giving ten days’ 
notice of such sale in a newspaper published in such county.” 


SECTION 10. Section 28-948, 1952 Code, amended—oath as to 
residences required of licensed applicants.—Section 28-948, Code 
of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, is amended to read as follows: 
“Section 28-948. The application executed by an applicant for a 
shrimp or crab boat license shall contain a statement under oath that 
he is a resident or nonresident as the case may be.” 


SECTION 11. Section 28-950, 1952 Code, amended—suspension 
of certain licenses.—Section 28-950, Code of Laws of South Caro- 
lina, 1952, as amended, is amended to read as follows: 

“Section 28-950. The Division of Commercial Fisheries shall im- 
mediately suspend for the period of time hereinafter stated, and have 
its designated inspector take up, any license issued under Section 
28-932 upon conviction of any violation of any section in Article 
seven of this Chapter. Such suspension shall for a first offense be for 
ten days, for a second offense be for thirty days and for a third offense 
the license shall be revoked.” 
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SECTION 12. Section 28-951, 1952 Code, amended—license re- 
quired of persons dealing in fish—fees—Section 28-951, Code of 
Laws of South Carolina, 1952, as amended, is amended to read as 
follows: 

“Section 28-951. Any person engaged in buying, selling, shipping, 
canning, shucking, or processing fish or fishery products shall first 
obtain from the Division of Commercial Fisheries a license, the sums 
of which are as follows: 

(1) To engage in canning crabs (removing the meat from the crab 
and/or processing it and hermetically sealing it in a container), one 
hundred dollars. To process crabs or remove the meat from the crab 
and/or picking, freezing, pasteurizing, or otherwise processing the 
meat before it is sold, twenty-five dollars. To only buy and/or sell 
hard crabs either at wholesale or retail, or for shipping interstate or 
intrastate, twenty dollars. 

(2) To engage in canning shrimp (peeling the shrimp and/or 
processing it and hermetically sealing it in a container), one hundred 
dollars. To only buy and/or sell shrimp either at wholesale or retail, 
or for shipping interstate or intrastate, twenty dollars. 

(3) To engage in canning shellfish (removing the meat from the 
shellfish and/or processing it and hermetically sealing it in a con- 
tainer), one hundred dollars. For removing meats from the shellfish 
and selling them unprocessed, twenty-five dollars. To only buy, ship, 
and/or sell shellfish in the shell, twenty dollars.. 

(4) To engage in the processing of nonfood fish within the borders 
of this State shall pay an annual license tax on each plant as follows: 

On fish scrap and/or oil extracting or separating plant, one hundred 
dollars. 

(5) To engage in canning and/or processing salt water fish, other 
than set forth in subparagraph four (4), one hundred dollars. 

- The above licenses are in addition to those enumerated in Sections 
28-931, 28-934, 28-935 and 28-944.” 


SECTION 13. Section 28-952, 1952 Code, amended—licenses re- 
quired to fish for nonfood fish—fees.—Section 28-952, Code of 
Laws of South Carolina, 1952, as amended, is amended to read as 
follows : 

“Section 28-952. Any person before fishing for or catching any non- 
food fish shall procure from the Division of Commercial Fisheries a 
license authorizing such fishing and shall pay for such license the 
following tax: for each boat used in such fishing an amount equal to 
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one dollar per net tonnage of such boat to be paid by each owner of 
such boat residing in this State, and a tax of two dollars per net 
tonnage of any boat owned and operated by nonresidents of this 
State. In addition an individual license tax of four dollars shall be 
paid by each nonresident fisherman engaged in fishing in the waters 
of this State. The net tonnage of any boat shall be determined by 
customhouse measurements.” 


SECTION 14. Section 28-960, 1952 Code, amended—licensees 
to receive rules and regulations of Division of Commercial Fish- 
eries and Coastal Fisheries Law.—Section 28-960, Code of Laws 
of South Carolina, 1952, as amended, is amended to read as follows: 
“Section 28-960. The Division of Commercial Fisheries upon is- 
suing any license under the provisions of this chapter shall furnish the 
licensee a copy of the printed rules and regulations of the Division 
and of the Coastal Fisheries Law.” 


SECTION 15. Section 28-961, 1952 Code, amended—disposition 
of revenues derived from fisheries and Coastal Fisheries Law— 
remittance of fines—statement of persons fined—arrangements 
with county treasurers relative to licenses—collections and re- 
mittances authorized.—Section 28-961, Code of Laws of South 
Carolina, 1952, as amended, is amended to read as follows: 
“Section 28-961. All revenues from taxes, licenses, fines and for- 
feitures, rentals or other sources derived from the fisheries or from 
the operation and enforcement of the Coastal Fisheries Law shall be 
deposited with the State Treasurer. 

The clerks of courts of general sessions shall promptly, after the 
end of the court session, forward to the Division of Commercial Fish- 
eries at Charleston, South Carolina, such fines and forfeitures result- 
ing from violations of the coastal fisheries laws. Such remittances 
shall be made payable to the State treasurer. All magistrates shall, 
upon receiving fines or forfeitures resulting from the violation of the 
coastal fisheries law forward to the Division of Commercial Fisheries 
at Charleston, South Carolina, the sum or sums received and the 
check shall be made payable to the State treasurer. 

The aforesaid remittances shall be accompanied by a statement 
showing the name and address of the person fined or from whom the 
forfeiture was collected. 

Provided the South Carolina Wildlife Resources Commission shall 
have authority as provided by Section 28-174 to promulgate rules 
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and regulations concerning the establishment in the coastal counties, 
or any of them, of arrangements with the County Treasurer for the 
issuance of license$ and receipts of collections and remittances of 
money for fines similar to and upon the terms now existing.” 


SECTION 16. Section 28-962, 1952 Code, added—wholesaler de- 
fined—licenses.—The Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, is 
amended by adding a new section to be designated as Section 28-962 
and to read as follows: 

“Section 28-962. Wholesaler: Each person, firm, or corporation 
engaged in buying or handling fresh salt water fish or fisheries prod- 
ucts for the purpose of resale at other than retail, whether handled 
on a commission basis or otherwise, and every person, firm, or cor- 
poration shipping fresh salt water fish or fishery products out of the 
State of South Carolina on consignment or order, shall be considered 
a wholesale dealer, provided, any person who takes salt water products 
and sells his catch to other than a licensed wholesaler shall be con- 
sidered a wholesaler himself, and such person, firm or corporation 
shall be required to pay a license in the sum of twenty-five dollars 
per annum. Said licenses to be issued by the Division of Commercial 
Fisheries. 

Any person, firm, or corporation, holding a license under Sections 
28-795.1, 28-932, 28-936, 28-937, 28-939, 28-940, 28-951, and 28-964, 
shall not be required to purchase a license under this section, but no 
holder of a license under this section may use his license as a sub- 
stitute for licenses required under other sections.” 


SECTION 17. Section 28-963, 1952 Code, added—shipping cer- 
tificates required.—The Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, is 
amended by adding a new section to be designated as Section 28-963 
and to read as follows: 

“Section 28-963. It shall be unlawful for any person, firm or cor- 
poration or any transportation agency or carrier to transport fresh 
salt water fish or fisheries products without having with the shipment 


a shipping certificate as required by the Division of Commercial 
Fisheries.” 


SECTION 18. Section 28-964, 1952 Code, added—license for 
dealing in bait—fees.—The Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, 


is amended by adding a new section to be designated as Section 28- 
964 and to read as follows: 
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“Section 28-964. Any person, firm, or corporation engaged in sell- 
ing any marine fisheries product as bait shall first obtain from the 
Division of Commercial Fisheries a license, the annual fee for which 
shall be five dollars.” 


SECTION 19. Section 28-965, 1952 Code, added—licenses for 
power boats used for commercial fishing—fees—display of license. 
—The Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, is amended by adding 
a new section to be designated as Section 28-965 and to read as 
follows: 
“Section 28-965. Any powerboat used for commercial fishing or 
using commercial fishing equipment (cast nets and oyster grabs or 
tongs excepted) not provided for in Sections 28-934, 28-944 and 28- 
952, shall obtain from the Division of Commercial Fisheries an annual 
license, the fee for which is as follows: 

(1) Any powerboat up to and including eighteen feet in length, 
two dollars and fifty cents. 

(2) Any powerboat with an overall length in excess of eighteen 
feet, ten dollars. 

The number of each license issued must be displayed on the unit 
for which it is issued.” 


SECTION 20. Section 28-966, 1952 Code, added—penalties for 
failing to make reports and pay taxes.—The Code of Laws of South 
Carolina, 1952, is amended by adding a new section to be designated 
as Section 28-966 and to read as follows: 


“Section 28-966. Any person licensed under this Article who shall 
fail to make the reports required by the Division of Commercial Fish- 
eries on or before the tenth day of each month after the close of 
business for the preceding month, and who shall fail to pay the taxes 
as prescribed in this Article shall, upon conviction, be fined not less 
than twenty-five dollars nor more than one hundred dollars, or be 
imprisoned for not less than ten days nor more than thirty days for 
the first offense. And for the second offense shall be fined not less 
than fifty dollars nor more than one hundred dollars, or be imprisoned 
for not less than twenty days nor more than thirty days. And for the 
third offense shall be fined not less than one hundred dollars nor more 
than five hundred dollars, or imprisoned for not less than sixty days 
nor more than six months. And every day of delay in transmitting 
the taxes and reports shall constitute a separate offense, and after 
having been convicted three times the Division of Commercial Fish- 
eries is authorized to revoke the license.” 
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ARTICLE 14 
Restricted Areas in Charleston County 


SECTION 1. Section 28-971, 1952 Code, added—restricted areas 
of coastal waters and ocean beds in Charleston County.—The 
Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, is amended by adding a new 
section to be designated as Section 28-971 and to read as follows: 
“Section 28-971. There are hereby established as restricted areas 
the following areas or portions of the coastal waters and ocean beds 
of Charleston County: 

(1) That portion or area lying northeast of the north jetty at the 
mouth of Charleston harbor and the line of said north jetty extended 
one mile into the ocean and lying southwest of a line running south- 
east (true), starting at a point on the northeast shore of the inlet 
known as Dewees Inlet on the Dewees Island side of said inlet, which 
point is where the northeast shore of said inlet at mean high water 
intersects the ocean beach line of Dewees Island and which line runs 
from said point southeast (true) one mile into the ocean, the area so 
designated being all that lies to the southeast of the ocean beaches 
or shores of Sullivan’s Island and the Isle of Palms and southeast of 
said beach lines extended across all intervening inlets or breaks in the 
beach lines and between the two lines hereinabove designated and 
extending one mile into the ocean; 

(2) That portion or area lying southwest of a line running due 
southeast (true), starting at a point on the southwest shore of the 
inlet known as Morris Island Lighthouse Inlet on the Folly Island 
side of said inlet, which point is where the southwest shore of said 
inlet at mean high water intersects the ocean beach line of Folly Island 
and which line runs from said point southeast (true) one mile into 
the ocean and lying northeast of a line running southeast (true), 
starting at a point on the northeast shore of the inlet known as Stono 
Inlet on the Folly Island side of said inlet, which point is where the 
northeast shore of said inlet at mean high water intersects the ocean 
beach line of Folly Island, and which line runs from said point south- 
east (true) one mile into the ocean; the area so designated being all 
that lies to the southeast of the ocean beach or shore of Folly Island 
and between the two lines hereinabove designated and extending one 
mile into the ocean; and 

(3) That portion or area lying northeast of a line running due 
southeast (true), starting at a point on the northeast shore of the 
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mouth of South Edisto River on the Edisto Island side of said inlet, 
at the place now known as Edisto Beach, formerly as McConkey’s 
Beach, which point is where the northeast shore of said river at its 
mouth at mean high water intersects the ocean beach line of said 
Edisto Beach, and which line runs from said point southeast (true), 
one mile into the ocean and lying southwest of a line running south- 
east (true), starting at a point on the southwest shore of the inlet 
known as Frampton’s Inlet on the Edingsville Beach side of said 
inlet, which point is where the southwest shore of said inlet at mean 
high water intersects the ocean beach line of Edingsville Beach on 
Edisto Island, and which line runs from said point southeast (true) 
one mile into the ocean; the area so designated being all that line to 
the southeast of the ocean beaches or shores of Edisto Island known 
as Edisto Beach and Edingsville Beach and between the two lines 
hereinabove designated and extending one mile into the ocean.” 


SECTION 2. Section 28-972, 1952 Code, added—range markers 
or buoys.—The Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, is amended 
by adding a new section to be designated as Section 28-972 and to 
read as follows: 

“Section 28-972. Day markers and buoys may be placed by or 
under the direction of the Division of Commercial Fisheries on the 
beaches and one mile off shore on the range of the respective lines 
herein designated which, when placed, shall control the range. But the 
absence of any such range markers or buoys shall not affect or impair 
the operation or enforcement of this article as the lines can be deter- 
mined from United States Coast and Geodetic Survey Chart No. 
1239, date July, 1930, and corrected to December 19, 1935. The ex- 
pense of erecting such range markers and buoys shall be defrayed by 
the Division.” 


SECTION 3. Section 28-973, 1952 Code, added—areas restricted 
during certain period.—The Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, 
is amended by adding a new section to be designated as Section 28- 
973 and to read as follows: 

“Section 28-973. The areas described in Section 28-971 shall be 
restricted only from May fifteenth through September fifteenth of 
each year, both inclusive.” 


SECTION 4. Section 28-974, 1952 Code, added—trawling in re- 
stricted areas prohibited—penalties—The Code of Laws of South 
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Carolina, 1952, is amended by adding a new section to be designated 
as Section 28-974 and to read as follows: 

“Section 28-974. Any person who shall trawl, drag or tow or cause 
or permit to be dragged or towed behind any boat or vessel powered 
by gas, steam, electricity, or oil, sail or any motive power other than 
man power with oars or poles any trawl or net or other device, con- 
trivance, or appliance for scooping or otherwise taking shrimp, fish 
or other forms of marine life upon or over the ocean bed or in the 
waters over the ocean bed within any of such restricted areas or who 
shall cause, suffer or permit any such boat or vessel owned or op- 
erated by such person or the crew thereof to trawl or drag as afore- 
said within any part of such areas and any person or member of the 
crew engaging or participating in the same shall be guilty of a viola- 
tion of this section and shall upon conviction be fined not less than 
twenty-five dollars nor more than thirty days for the first offense 
and for the second and each subsequent offense shall be fined not less 
than one hundred and ten dollars nor more than two hundred and 
fifty dollars or be imprisoned for not less than thirty nor more than 
sixty days.” 


SECTION 5. Section 28-975, 1952 Code, added—further.—The 
Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, is amended by adding a new 
section to be designated as Section 28-975 and to read as follows: 
“Section 28-975. Any person dragging or towing behind any such 
boat or vessel described in Section 28-974 any net, trawl or other 
device or appliance within any of such restricted areas whether or 
not such net, trawl or other device or appliance is at the time actually 
in contact with the ocean bottom or not and whether it is being used 
at the time for the catching of shrimp, fish or other form of marine 
life or for the purpose of washing or cleaning the net or not, shall be 
guilty of a violation of this article and shall be subject to the penalties 
prescribed in Section 28-974.” 


SECTION 6. Section 28-976, 1952 Code, added—Division of 
Commercial Fisheries to enforce article—The Code of Laws of 
South Carolina, 1952, is amended by adding a new section to be 
designated as Section 28-976 and to read as follows: 

“Section 28-976. The Division of Commercial Fisheries shall en- 
force the provisions of this article.” 


SECTION 7. Section 28-977, 1952 Code, added—navigation and 
fishing other than by nets and trawls permitted in restricted 
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areas.—The Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, is amended by 
adding a new section to be designated as Section 28-977 and to read 
as follows: 

“Section 28-977. Nothing contained in this article shall be con- 
strued to interfere with or abridge the free use of such restricted 
areas or any part thereof for all the purposes of navigation and all 
purposes of fishing otherwise than by nets and trawls in the manner 
herein prohibited.” 


SECTION 8. Section 28-978, 1952 Code, added—trawling per- 
mitted in waters other than restricted areas in Charleston County. 
—The Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, is amended by adding 
a new section to be designated as Section 28-978 and to read as 
follows: 

“Section 28-978. All areas of the coastal waters of Charleston 
County lying outside of the creeks, rivers, inlets, bays (Bull Bay ex- 
cepted), harbors and sounds or other inland waters, other than and 
excepting the areas hereinbefore specifically set apart, shall be open 
to the use of trawling boats and vessels under such regulations as may 
be provided by law.” 


SECTION 9. Section 28-979, 1952 Code, added—provisions of 
article not to impair other trawling laws.—The Code of Laws of 
South Carolina, 1952, is amended by adding a new section to be 
designated as Section 28-979 and to read as follows: 

“Section 28-979. Nothing in this article shall be taken to impair or 
affect any other law regulating or affecting trawling in any of the 
coastal waters or ocean beds lying outside of the areas set aside in this 
article.”

SECTION 1. Repeal—Sections listed below repealed.—Sections 
28-772, 28-776, 28-784, 28-797, 28-798, 28-824, 28-825, 28-871,

28-955, 28-956, 28-957, 28-958 and 28-959, Code of Laws of South 
Carolina, 1952, are hereby repealed. 


SECTION 1-A. Wildlife Resources Commission may consolidate 
positions and adjust salaries with approval of Budget and Con- 
trol Board.—In order to secure a more effectual administration of 
this Act, the South Carolina Wildlife Resources Commission shall 
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have the authority to consolidate positions within the Department 
with the approval of the Budget and Control Board and shall have the 
authority to adjust salaries provided the same does not increase the 
total amount of the appropriation of the respective Divisions, and pro- 
vided such adjustments meet the approval of the Budget and Control 
Board.

SECTION 1. Section 60-102, 1952 Code, amended—recordation 
of photographed, microphotographed or filmed instruments affect- 
ing liens on real property.—Section 60-102, Code of Laws of South 
Carolina, 1952, is amended by adding at the end thereof the following: 
“Provided, that in any county where the records are photographed, or 
microphotographed, or filmed, and there shall be no place upon the 
record of the recorded mortgage or other written instrument or 
upon the margin of the recorded mortgage or other written instru- 
ment sufficient for the recordation of such contract in the nature 
of a subordination, waiver or extension, such documents may be 
separately recorded as other instruments, and notation of the place 
of such recordation shall be entered on the index for said mortgage 
or other written instrument, or in a legible manner in the jacket or 
other container for such photograph, microphotograph or film.”

upon the record of the recorded mortgage or other written instrument, 
or upon the margin of the recorded mortgage or other written instru-

An Act To Authorize And Empower The Mental Health Com- 
mission To Promulgate Rules And Regulations Relative To 
Traffic And Parking At The State Hospital And Pineland; To 
Provide Penalties For Violating The Provisions Hereof; And To 
Require All Fines Collected Hereunder Be Deposited To The 
General Fund Of The State Hospital Or Pineland. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Mental Health Commission may make rules and 
regulations regarding traffic at State Hospital and Pineland.— 
The South Carolina Mental Health Commission is hereby autho- 
rized and empowered to adopt and promulgate rules and regu- 
lations governing and controlling use of the roads, streets, and 
parking facilities by operators of vehicles within the area and lands 
of the State Hospital and the Pineland Training School and Hos- 
pital. No such rules and regulations shall be in conflict with any 
State law on the subject, all of such State laws being hereby declared 
in force and applicable to the roads, streets, and parking facilities 
under the control and authority of the Mental Health Commission. 
Copies of the rules and regulations shall be filed with the adminis- 
trative heads of both institutions, the Secretary of State, the Code 
Commissioner, the City of Columbia and the Magistrate’s office in 
Upper Township in Richland County. 


SECTION 2. Enforcement of laws.—Marshals employed at both 
institutions shall enforce the laws, rules and regulations mentioned 
above and are authorized to and shall issue summonses to all violators, 
in the same manner as provided for highway patrolmen. 


SECTION 3. Penalties—Any person violating the provisions of 
any of the rules and regulations prescribed by the Commission shall, 
upon conviction, be fined not less than two dollars nor more than fifty 
dollars, or be imprisoned for not more than fifteen days in accordance 
with the schedule published by the Commission; violations of any 
other laws shall be punished as provided therefor. 


SECTION 4. Place of trials—forfeiture of bond.—Persons violat- 
ing the provisions of any of the applicable laws, rules or regulations 
shall be tried by the magistrate or recorder having jurisdiction of 
the area in which the particular institution is situate; provided, any 
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person who desires to forfeit bond may pay the amount of the mini- 
mum fine to the Treasurer of the State Hospital or Pineland. 


SECTION 5. Disposition of fines—All fines and bail forfeitures 
collected, under the provisions of this act, shall be credited to the 
General Fund of the State Hospital or Pineland, dependent upon 
where the violation occurred. All fines and bail forfeitures, resulting 
from the enforcement of this act, shall be forthwith forwarded by the 
city recorder or magistrate to the State Hospital or Pineland to be 
credited to their respective general funds.

An Act Authorizing The Creation Of Water Districts In Lau- 
rens County And Vesting The Laurens County Planning And De- 
velopment Commission With Certain Duties In Connection There- 
with; Providing For The Control And Government Of The Water 
Districts And Authorizing The Levy On All Taxable Property 
Within Any District; And Further Authorizing The Issuing By 
Any District Of Bonds Not In Excess Of One Million Dollars If 
Approved By The Qualified Electors Of The District. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Laurens County Planning and Development Com- 
mission—duties concerning water districts —The Laurens County 
Planning and Development Commission is hereby charged with the 
duty to make surveys and propose water districts for Laurens County 
whenever in its opinion said surveys and water districts are necessary 
to serve the needs of Laurens County. 


SECTION 2. Proposal of new districts —Whenever in the opinion 
of the Laurens County Planning and Development Commission it is 
for the best interest of the County that a water district be created it 
shall so certify in writing, duly verified, and file same with the Clerk 
of Court for Laurens County, together with a plat showing the area 
to be included in the proposed district. 


SECTION 3. Election on proposed district—Upon receipt of the 
certification and plat of the proposed water district the Clerk of 
Court shall thereupon notify the Commissioners of Election for 
Laurens County who shall call an election of the qualified voters to 
vote upon the establishment of the district. The expenses of the 
election shall be paid by the Laurens County Planning and Develop- 
ment Commission. 


SECTION 4. Conduct of election. The Commissioners of election 
shall select some place within the proposed district for the holding of 
the election and shall appoint the managers thereof. They shall give 
notice of the time and place of the election for at least two weeks in 
a newspaper published in the County and by posting notice thereof in 
at least three places within the proposed district. 


SECTION 5. Persons entitled to vote—All qualified electors re- 
siding within the proposed district and all freeholders of the proposed 
district whether they reside therein or not shall be entitled to vote. 
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SECTION 6. Results.—At such election the qualified voters shall 
vote “yes” or “no” on the establishment of the proposed water district. 
Upon the completion of the election the Commissioners shall certify 
the results of the election to the Clerk of Court for Laurens County. 


SECTION 7. Commissioners to be appointed if election favor- 
able——If a majority of those voting in favor of the establishment 
of the water district the Clerk of Court shall so certify to the 
Laurens County Legislative Delegation and as soon as practicable 
thereafter the Laurens County Legislative Delegation shall recom- 
mend three residents of the water districts to the Governor of South 
Carolina for appointment as Commissioners of the district who shall 
serve for a period of three years or until their successors are appointed 
and qualified. All vacancies shall be filled in the same manner. 


SECTION 8. Oath — officers — commissioners to be governing 
body.—Upon appointment the Commissioners shall qualify by tak- 
ing the usual oath of office, after which they shall organize by 
electing one of their members as chairman and another as secretary. 
Upon their qualification the said Board of Commissioners shall be a 
body politic and shall constitute the governing body of the water 
district. 


SECTION 9. Powers and duties.—Any district created and estab- 
lished under the provisions of this act, through its board of Commis- 
sioners, shall have and exercise powers and duties as follows: 
(1.) Have perpetual succession. 
(2.) Sue and be sued. 
(3.) Adopt, use and alter a corporate seal. 
(4.) Make bylaws for the management and regulation of its 
affairs, and to define a quorum for its meetings. 
(5.) To buy, accept as gifts, construct, establish, enlarge, main- 
tain, conduct, and operate a water system or plant, or water 
systems or plants to provide and furnish an adequate supply of 
water, for all purposes, for the district and the residents thereof, 
it being entirely within the discretion of the board of commis- 
sioners to determine the manner in which it shall furnish and 
provide the water, whether by establishing and equipping a water 
system within the district, or to do so in conjunction with any 
other person, corporation or corporate body empowered to act, 
or to enter into a contract or contracts for such purpose by hav- 
ing water or facilities for providing water, furnished it from any

other source and paying therefor in accordance with the terms 
of such contract, or by any other means advisable to the board 
of commissioners. 

(6.) To acquire, purchase, lease and sell such real estate, ease- 
ments, rights-of-way, and personal or mixed property as may be 
deemed necessary to enable the district to carry out and perform 
the duty of providing an adequate water supply for the district 
and its residents. 

(7.) To make any and all contracts, to employ such engineers, 
office and clerical help as may be deemed necessary, to fix the 
compensation of such employees, to acquire all necessary equip- 
ment and facilities and do all such other things that it may deem 
necessary to provide and furnish an ample supply of water for 
the district and its residents. 

(8.) To sell water from its plant or system to the residents of 
the district, or to those not residents thereof if there remains 
a surplus after having provided the requirements of those who 
are residents of the district in conformity with a rate schedule 
to be prescribed by it, and to make and enforce such reasonable 
rules and regulations as it may deem proper to secure itself 
against nonpayment of its charges therefor. 

(9.) To purchase any water system or plant, or any part thereof, 
already existing, or being operated within the district, on such 
terms and at such price as the board of commissioners may deem 
proper, having in mind at all times the value thereof to the dis- 
trict’s system or plant as a whole. 

(10.) The power of condemnation for the purposes herein con- 
ferred upon it. 


SECTION 10. Raising of funds.—The district shall have the power 
to raise funds necessary for the discharge of the powers vested in it, 
including the payment of principal and interest of all bonds, if and 
when any such bonds may be issued, in either of the following ways, or 
by a combination thereof, in the discretion of its board of commis- 
sioners : 


(a) By selling water to be supplied by the district; and 
(b) By levying a tax upon all the taxable property of the dis- 
trict. 


SECTION 11. Issue bonds.—The district, by and through its board 
of commissioners, in order to enable it to carry out the purposes of its 
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creation and organization, which is to provide an ample supply of 
water for its residents, is hereby authorized and empowered to issue 
bonds of the district in the sum of not more than one million dollars, 
the proceeds from which shall be used by the district in establishing, 
acquiring, extending, enlarging and maintaining water plants or water 
systems in the district. The bonds may be issued as a single issue or 
from time to time as several separate issues. The bonds shall be issued 
as serial bonds, maturing in such equal or unequal amounts as the 
board of commissioners shall determine, except that the maturity 
schedule of any series or issue of bonds, issued pursuant to this act, 
shall be arranged so that the last annual installment shall fall due not 
later than twenty-five years from the date such series or issue of bonds 
shall bear. Any bond issued pursuant to this act may, at the discre- 
tion of the board of commissioners, contain a provision permitting its 
redemption prior to its stated maturity at premium figures. Such issue 
or series of bonds shall bear such date or dates, and such rate or 
rates of interest as the board of commissioners may determine. Each 
issue or series of bonds shall be in such denomination or denomina- 
tions, and shall be payable at such place or places as said board of 
commissioners may by resolution determine. The bonds may be issued 
with the privilege to the holder of having them registered as to prin- 
cipal on the books of the Treasurer of Laurens County and the prin- 
cipal thus made payable to the registered holder (unless the last 
registered transfer shall have been to bearer) upon such conditions 
as the board of commissioners may prescribe. The bonds shall be 
signed by the chairman and secretary of the board of commissioners 
of the district and the seal of the Water District shall be affixed to or 
impressed upon the bonds, but the coupons on the bonds need not be 
authenticated other than by the facsimile signatures of the officials 
lithographed or engraved thereon. The bonds shall be issued and 
sold from time to time, and in such amounts as the board of commis- 
sioners of the district shall determine. The sales shall be made to the 
highest bidder for cash after such advertisement as the board may 
deem proper, but the board shall have the right to reject any and all 
bids in its discretion. No bonds shall be sold at less than par and 
accrued interest to the date of delivery. 


SECTION 12. Payment of bonds.—For the payment of the bonds 
and interest thereon, as they mature, the full faith, credit and resources 
of the district are hereby irrevocably pledged, and the Auditor and 
Treasurer of Laurens County, respectively, are hereby authorized and 
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directed to levy and collect annually a tax upon all taxable property 
within the district, lying in Laurens County, sufficient to pay the bonds 
and interest as they respectively mature, and to create such sinking 
fund as may be necessary for the redemption of the bonds and interest 
at respective maturities. The bonds shall be additionally secured by a 
pledge of the net revenues which the district may derive from the ope- 
ration of its water plants or systems. Such net revenues shall be de- 
livered to the Treasurer of Laurens County, and he shall set them 
apart in a special fund and apply them solely to the payment of the 
principal and interest of the bonds authorized by this act, so long as 
any principal and interest of the bonds remain outstanding. The annual 
ad valorem tax herein directed to be levied may be reduced in each 
year by the amount of net revenues as aforesaid, actually in the hands 
of the Treasurer of Laurens County at the time the tax for such year 
is required to be levied, exclusive of cushion or reserve fund, and the 
tax may be entirely suspended for any year in case such moneys on 
hand, applicable as aforesaid, are sufficient to pay both principal and 
interest then due or falling due in such year and remaining unpaid. 
The commission shall be empowered to make such covenants as it 
deems desirable with respect to the operation and maintenance of its 
water plants or systems and of the use of the revenues for such pur- 
poses; it may covenant to establish a cushion or reserve fund and to 
set aside moneys to establish such a fund to insure the punctual pay- 
ment of the principal and interest of the bonds authorized hereby; 
and it may provide for the establishment of funds to care for contin- 
gencies and for depreciation. The pledge of the net revenues herein 
required need not, in the discretion of the commission, be exclusive, 
and the commission may reserve the right to.issue further bonds 
additionally secured by such pledge, on a parity with the bonds au- 
thorized by this act, under such conditions as the commission shall 
prescribe. 


SECTION 13. Proceeds from bonds.—The proceeds of the sale of 
the bonds as authorized herein shall be kept in a separate fund and 
shall be paid out, or used for no other purposes than those specified 
herein, and then only upon the orders, warrants or checks of the 
board of commissioners of the district. 


SECTION 14. Use of excess income.—Any income derived by or 
coming to the credit of the district from any source in excess of the 
amount necessary for the maintenance of the water plants or systems 
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in the district shall be applied by the board of commissioners of the 
district, first to the payment of interest on bonds as it becomes due, 
and next to the sinking fund for the retirement of bonds as they 
mature. 


SECTION 15. Election on issuance of bonds.—Before any such 
bonds may be issued a special election shall be held on a date to be 
fixed by the board of commissioners of the district at which time 
there shall be submitted to the qualified electors of the district the 
question of issuing bonds of the district for the purposes hereinbefore 
specified. The election shall be conducted by the board of commis- 
sioners of the district, who shall give notice thereof by publication 
once each week for three successive weeks prior thereto in one or 
more newspapers with general circulation in the district stating the 
question to be submitted at the election and specifying the amount 
in dollars of the bonds proposed to be issued. The election shall be 
conducted at the several polling precincts in the district, as they are 
now established by law. The question submitted shall be in sub- 
stantially the following form: 

“Shall the Water District issue bonds in a sum not exceeding one 
million dollars, the proceeds of which shall be used to establish a water 
system in the district? 

YES 
NO” 

The ballot shall contain suitable instructions, advising the voter that 
if he favors the issuance of bonds, he shall erase or strike through the 
word, “NO”, and that if he is opposed to the issuance of bonds, he 
shall erase or strike through the word, “YES”. The managers of the 
election at each precinct shall count the ballots and forthwith return 
the result of the election, together with the original ballots and tally 
sheets, to the Board of Commissioners of the Water District, who 
shall declare the result of the election. If the board determines that a 
majority of the voters voting in the election voted in favor of the 
issuance of the bonds, the bonds or any part thereof may be issued, 
as herein provided, in one or more series and from time to time as 
the board may determine best, but if the board determines that a 
majority of the ballots cast in the election be against the issuance of 
the bonds, then no bonds shall be issued under the provisions of this 
act. Save and except as herein provided, the election shall be con- 
ducted in accordance with the provisions of the South Carolina 
’ Election Law. 
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SECTION 16. Repeal.—All acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are hereby repealed. 


SECTION 17. Time effective This act shall take effect upon its 
approval by the Governor.

An Act To Amend Section 27-78, Code Of Laws Of South 
Carolina, 1952, Relating To Fees Charged By The Clerk Of 
Court In Chester County, So As To Increase Said Fees And Make 
Provisions For Additional Fees And To Provide That The Judge 
Of Probate Shall Charge Two Dollars When Taking An Appli- 
cation For A Marriage License Instead Of Collecting Same When 
The License Is Issued. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Section 27-78, 1952 Code, amended—clerk of court 
fees for Chester County.—Section 27-78, Code of Laws of South 
Carolina, 1952, is amended to read as follows: 


“Section 27-78. The fees and commissions of the clerk of court of 
Chester County shall be as set forth in this section except that if the 
fee for any service is not set forth in this section then such fee shall 
be as provided by general law: (a) for a special order for bail, fifty 
cents; (b) for signing and sealing each renewal of an execution, 
twenty-five cents; (c) for entering satisfaction on a judgment, 
twenty-five cents; (d) for taking security for costs and entering an 
order thereon, if made, fifty cents; (e) for recording a decree (ex- 
cept foreclosure), partition or report, nine cents per copy sheet of 
ninety words; (f) for signing and sealing a commission to examine 
a witness, one dollar; (g) for examining each witness de bene esse, 
one dollar; (h) for an exemplification of a proceeding or other office _ 
copy, nine cents per copy sheet of ninety words; (i) for recording a 
plat of land under an order of the court or copying such a plat, one 
dollar; (j) for a rule of survey, fifty cents; (k) for issuing a writ of 
attachment for contempt or other special writ, one dollar; (1) for 
_signing and sealing a writ of habere facias possessionem, one dollar; 
(m) for receiving and paying over money officially: two per cent 
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if under three hundred dollars and if three hundred dollars or more 
two per cent on the first three hundred dollars and one per cent for 
the balance; (n) for every appeal from a magistrate, all services in- 
cluded, except for issuing an execution therein, one dollar; (0) for 
filing a petition and signing a writ de lunatico inquirendo, one dollar; 
(p) for furnishing advertisements in cases of escheat, exclusive of 
printer’s bill, one dollar; (q) for recording whole proceedings therein, 
two dollars; (r) for filing and entering a notice of an alien’s intention 
to become a citizen, one dollar; (s) for filing and recording a report 
of an alien, one dollar; (t) for administering an oath of intention, 
one dollar; (u) for filing and entering an application to become a 
citizen and administering the oath, two dollars; (v) for giving a 
certificate (over seal of office) of citizenship, one dollar; (w) for 
swearing a magistrate or constable in office, taking constable’s bond 
and giving a certificate thereof, one dollar; (x) for signing and seal- 
ing a dedimus postestatem, one dollar; (y) for an official certificate 
to an exemplification of a record, one dollar; (z) for each day en- 
gaged in holding reference, three dollars; (aa) for hearing an appli- 
cation for a discharge of an insolvent debtor, two dollars and for 
hearing such application when litigated, four dollars; (bb) for mak- 
ing up and returning a report on a reference, but no more than one 
report in each case, three dollars; (cc) for a real estate mortgage 
with or without dower, or other instrument securing the payment of 
money, two dollars; (dd) for a deed of conveyance, with or without 
dower, one dollar and fifty cents; (ee) for indexing and recording of 
chattel mortgages, one dollar; (ff) for indexing in the chattel mort- 
gage indices property covered in real estate mortgages, twenty-five 
cents; (gg) for an official notice of estray and filing papers, one 
dollar, (hh) for recording and copying deeds or other papers, nine 
cents per copy sheet of ninety words; (ii) for entering satisfaction 
on a real estate mortgage, fifty cents and on a chattel mortgage, 
twenty-five cents; (jj) for recording or copying a plat of not more 
than two square feet in size, one dollar, and for each additional square 
foot or fraction thereof, fifty cents; (kk) for enrolling and recording 
a transcript of a judgment from a magistrate’s court, and issuing 
execution thereon, one dollar; (ll) for recording an assignment of a 
mortgage, judgment or other instrument creating a lien, fifty cents; 
(mm) for recording a release of the lien of a judgment, mortgage, 
or other written instrument, one dollar; (nn) for issuing a writ of 
attachment in a civil action, including costs due, five dollars; (oo) 
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for entering a default judgment, including issuance of execution, two 
dollars; (pp) for a certificate of removal to a federal court and cer- 
tifying a record, five dollars; (qq) for certifying a transcript of 
record on an appeal to the Supreme Court, five dollars; (rr) for costs 
for each jury trial in the court of common pleas, nine dollars; (ss) 
for foreclosure of a real estate mortgage or a partition, ten dollars, 
except that if the property sells for less than one thousand dollars 
such costs shall be five dollars; (tt) for the registry of a notary 
public, one dollar; (ww) for entering a judgment of the Industrial 
Commission, two dollars; (xx) for changing a name in the court of 
common pleas, five dollars; (yy) for entering, indexing, issuing 
executions and satisfying State or Federal tax liens, one dollar; 
(zz) for entering final decree of divorce by litigation, ten dollars; 
(aaa) for entering final decree of divorce by default, five dollars; 
(bbb) for filing a lis pendens, one dollar; (ccc) for filing and docket- 
ing any civil case, one dollar; (ddd) for filing any order in a civil 
case for which no filing and docketing fee has been paid, one dollar; 
(eee) and for recording any lease, one dollar and fifty cents. 

If any mortgage, deed or chattel mortgage exceeds five pages in 
length, there shall be an additional charge of fifty cents per page for 
recording such excess. 

Nothing in this section shall be deemed to apply to criminal process 
or cases.” 


SECTION 2. Chester County—marriage license fee to be paid 
when application made.—In Chester County the two dollar fee here- 
tofore paid to judge of probate for issuing a marriage license shall be 
paid at the time application is made therefor. 


SECTION 3. Repeal.—aAll acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed. .

An Act To Change The Name Of The Chester County Board 
Of Equalization To The Chester County Board Of Equalization 
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And Assessment Control; To Devolve On Such Board The Duties 
And Powers Previously Exercised By Township Boards Of As- 
sessors In Chester County; To Provide For The Appointment, 
Compensation And Duties Of A Tax Appraiser For Chester 
County; And To Provide For A Property Tax Assessment 
Manual. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Chester County Board of Equalization and As- 
sessment Control—duties.—The name of the Chester County Board 
of Equalization is hereby changed to the Chester County Board of 
Equalization and Assessment Control. Such board shall have, in 
addition to its present duties and powers, all the duties and powers 
previously exercised by township boards of assessors in Chester 
County. 


SECTION 2. Office of Tax Appraiser created for Chester 
County.—There is hereby created the office of Tax Appraiser for 
Chester County which shall be filled by a person appointed by 
the Governor upon the recommendation of the Senator and one-half 
of the members of the House of Representatives from Chester Coun- 
ty. The Tax Appraiser shall act as executive secretary of the Ches- 
ter County Board of Equalization and Assessment Control and 
shall receive such compensation as may be provided in the Chester 
County Supply Act or as fixed by the Senator and one-half of the 
members of the House of Representatives from Chester County. 
The Tax Appraiser shall select such personnel to assist him in his 
duties as he deems necessary, whose compensation shall be as pro- 
vided in the Chester County Supply Act or as fixed by the Senator 
and one-half of the members of the House of Representatives from 
Chester County.

SECTION 1. Georgetown County—criminal jurisdiction of mag- 
istrates——The criminal jurisdiction of magistrates in Georgetown 
County is hereby limited to those criminal cases originating in 
the township of the magistrate concerned, subject to the right of 
change of venue as provided by law. In Township No. 7, criminal 
jurisdiction shall be limited in that area north of Brookgreen Gar- 
dens to the magistrate at Murrell’s Inlet, and criminal jurisdiction 
in that area south of Brookgreen Gardens shall be limited to the 
magistrate at Pawley’s Island.

An Act To Create A Drainage Commission For Georgetown 
County And To Outline The Duties Of Such Commission. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Drainage Commission created for Georgetown 
County—members—appointments—terms.—There is hereby cre- 
ated a Drainage Commission for Georgetown County which shall 
consist of five members who shall be appointed as follows: one shall 
be appointed by the Georgetown Soil Conservation Corps from 
among its members; one shall be appointed by the Georgetown 
County Board of Commissioners from among its members; and 
three shall be appointed by a majority of the legislative delegation 
from the county, including the Senator. The terms of office of mem- 
bers of the Commission shall be for two years and they shall serve 
until their successors are appointed and qualified. 


SECTION 2. Powers and duties—The Commission shall have 
complete supervision of the county dragline and the operation thereof 
and shall designate such areas in the county that are to be drained. 
The Commission is authorized to lend the dragline to the County 
Board of Commissioners, to be used under supervision of the County 
Board, when such dragline is not being used for drainage; provided, 
however, that the Drainage Commission shall lend the dragline to 
the County Board of Commissioners for emergency use when the 
Chairman of the County Board of Commissioners shall certify that 
such use is required by an emergency. 


SECTION 3. Expenses—The County Board of Commissioners 
shall defray all expenses for the operation and maintenance of the 
dragline from funds provided for roads, bridges and ferries; provided, 
that operational and maintenance expenses for any one year shall 
not exceed ten thousand dollars unless approved by the County 
Board of Commissioners.

An Act To Amend Act No. 873 Of 1958, Relating To Assess- 
ment Of Taxes In Oconee County, So As To Further Provide 
Therefor.

“Section 2. There shall be a Board of Tax Assessors and Equaliza- 
tion composed of six members, one of which shall be a resident of 
Seneca, one of which shall be a resident of Walhalla, and one of 
which shall be a resident of Westminster, and three of which shall 
be from the county at large, but not from any of the three towns 
named herein. 

All such members shall be appointed by the Governor by and with 
the recommendation of a majority of the legislative delegation of 
Oconee County and whose terms of office shall be for two years 
or until their successors are appointed and qualify. 

The Auditor of Oconee County shall be ex officio member of the 
board and shall serve as chairman. The members of the board shall 
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receive such compensation as is appropriated therefor in the annual 
Oconee County Supply Act.” 


SECTION 3. Section 3 of Act 873 of 1958, amended—duties of 
auditor—board may employ personnel and others.—Section 3 of 
Act No. 873 of 1958 is amended to read as follows: 

“Section 3. The Auditor of Oconee County shall have the following 
duties: he shall be the chief assessor of the board and shall par- 
ticipate in the final determination of all assessments in the county. 
He shall have the duty of instructing the members of the board in 
their duties relative to the assessment and equalization of property. 
The board may employ such additional persons to assist it in such 
instruction as may be authorized by a majority of the Oconee County 
Delegation. The board may employ such persons, firms or corpora-

SECTION 1. Section 21-3912, 1952 Code, amended—Richland 
County—boundaries of school district may be changed—Section 
21-3912, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, is amended to 
read as follows: 

“Section 21-3912. The boundaries of School District No. 1 of Rich- 
land County may be changed and territory adjacent to said school 
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district may become a part of said school district upon the approval 
of the board of school commissioners of said school district and the 
county board of education and by a majority vote of the electors of 
the territory desiring to be annexed to said district voting at an 
election to be called and held by the trustees of the school district em- 
bracing the territory desiring to be annexed to said School District 
No. 1. The district so formed shall be under the sole jurisdiction of 
the board of school commissioners of School District No. 1 of Rich- 
land County and subject to all the rules, regulations, and requirements 
of said board. Said School District No. 1 may, in like manner, be 
reduced in area. Any election for the increase or decrease of the 
boundaries of said school district shall be conducted in the same 
manner and under the same rules as provided in Sections 21-974 and

An Act To Provide For The Creation Of Rocky Creek Water- 
shed Conservation District In Chester County; To Provide For 
Its Governing Board And Its Powers And Duties; To Provide 
Funds And Services Sufficient For The Administration, Opera- 
tion And Maintenance Of Works Of Improvement Within The 
District. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Due notice defined.—As used in this act, “due no- 
tice” shall mean notice published at least twice with an interval of 
at least one week between the two publication dates, in a publica- 
tion of general circulation within the appropriate area or, if no such 
publication of general circulation be available, notice posted at a 
reasonable number of conspicuous places in the appropriate area. 
This posting shall be posted at public places where it is customary to 
post notices concerning county or municipal affairs generally. 
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SECTION 2. Rocky Creek Watershed Conservation District 
may be formed in Chester County.—Authority is hereby granted to 
form the Rocky Creek Watershed Conservation District in Ches- 
ter County for the purpose of developing and executing plans and 
programs relating to any phase of coriservation, development and 
disposal of water, water usage, flood prevention, flood control, ero- 
sion prevention and control of erosion, floodwater and sediment 
damages. 


SECTION 3. Area.—The area embraced in the district must be 
contiguous and lie within the watershed of Rocky Creek and shall 
embrace only land lying in Chester County. The area shall not in- 
clude any lands within the corporate limits of any municipality or 
within the boundaries of the Great Falls Public Service District, or 
within the plant area of any manufacturing establishment. 


SECTION 4. Petition—-When twenty-five or more freeholders 
within the Rocky Creek watershed desire to form a watershed con- 
servation district, they shall file a petition with the board of super- 
visors of the Chester Soil Conservation District. The petition shall 
define the boundaries of the proposed district, the number of acres 
of land involved, reasons for requesting creation of such district and 
other information pertinent to such proposal. 


SECTION 5. Hearing.—(a) Within thirty days after such petition 
has been filed with the board of supervisors, it shall cause due notice 
to be given of a hearing upon the practicability and feasibility of cre- 
ating such watershed conservation district. All interested parties shall 
have the right to attend such hearing and be heard. If it shall appear 
at the hearing that other iands should be included or that lands in- 
cluded in the petition showld be excluded, the board of supervisors 
may permit such inclusion or exclusion, provided the land area in- 
volved still meets the requirements of Section 3 of this act. 

(b) If it appears at the hearing that it may be desirable to include 
within the proposed district, territory outside of the area within which 
due notice of the hearing has not been given, the hearing shall be 
adjourned and due notice of a further hearing shall be given through- 
out the entire area to be considered for inclusion in the district and a 
further hearing shall be held. After final hearing, if the board of super- 
visors determines, upon the facts presented at the hearing and upon 
other available information, that there is need, in the interest of the 
public health, safety and welfare for such a district in the territory 
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considered, it shall make and record the determination and shall 
define, by metes and bounds or by legal subdivisions, the boundaries 
of the district. 

(c) If the board determines after the hearing that it is not feasible 
for such district to function in the territory considered, it shall make 
and record the determination and shall deny the petition. 


SECTION 6. Referendum.—After the board of supervisors has de- 
termined that there is need, in the interest of the public health, safety, 
and welfare, for creation of the proposed watershed conservation dis- 
trict, it shall consider the question whether the operation of a district 
within the proposed boundaries with the power conferred upon such 
district in Sections 11 and 12 of this act is administratively practi- 
cable and feasible. To assist the board of supervisors in this deter- 
mination the Chester County Election Commission shall, within a rea- 
sonable time after entry of the finding that there is need for the organ- 
ization of the district and the determination of the boundaries of the 
district, hold a referendum within the proposed district upon the prop- 
osition of the creation of the district. Due notice of the referendum 
shall be given. Such notice shall state the date of holding the referen- 
dum, the hours of opening and closing the polls, and shall designate 
one or more places within the proposed district as polling places. The 
Chester County Election Commission shall have full charge of the 
election and shall have suitable ballots printed and furnished to each 
voting place; appoint necessary box managers and other election offi- 
cials; shall canvass the election and announce the results. The cost of 
holding the referendum shall be paid from the general fund of Ches- 
ter County. 


SECTION 7. Question.—The question to be voted on shall be sub- 
mitted by ballots upon which appear the words: 

“For the creation of the Rocky Creek Watershed Conservation 
District [J 

“Against creation of the Rocky Creek Watershed Conservation 
District [” 
The ballot shall contain a direction to insert an “X” mark in the 
square following one or the other of the propositions. The ballot shall 
set forth the boundaries of the proposed district as determined by the 
board of supervisors. Only freeholders within the boundaries of the 
territory, as determined by the election commission shall be eligible 
to vote in the referendum. Qualified voters may vote by absentee 
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ballot in such referendum under rules and regulations prescribed by 
the election commission. 


SECTION 8. Results—district to be created if results and de- 
terminations favorable—The votes shall be counted by the election 
officers at the close of the polls and a report of the results along with 
the ballots shall be delivered and certified to the board of supervi- 
sors. If a majority of the votes cast favor creation of the district, the 
board of supervisors may certify to the Clerk of Court of Chester 
County such results of the ballot, together with the determination by 
the board of supervisors that the operation of the district is adminis- 
tratively practicable and feasible as contemplated in Section 6. Upon 
proper recording of such action in the office of the clerk of court, the 
watershed conservation district shall be duly created. After record- 
ing, the certification shall be filed with the State Soil Conservation 
Committee. 


SECTION 9. Board of directors to govern district—members— 
election—terms—officers—bond .of treasurer—nominating peti- 
tions.—(a) Within thirty days after the watershed conservation dis- 
trict is created, the board of supervisors shall cause an election to be 
held therein, for the election of a board of .directors, consisting of 
five members, who shall hold office for a term of four years. The 
board of directors shall, under the supervision of the board of su- 
pervisors, be the governing body of the watershed conservation 
district. 

(b) The board of directors shall, annually, elect from its member- 
ship a chairman, secretary and treasurer. The treasurer shall execute 
an official bond for the faithful performance of the duties of his office 

to be approved by the board of directors. The bond shall be by a 
surety company authorized to do business in this State, and shall be 
in an amount determined by the board of directors. The premium on 
the bond shall be paid with funds of the district. 

(c) Each person desiring to be a director of a watershed conserva- 
tion district shall file a nominating petition with the board of soil 
conservation district supervisors, signed by twenty-five or more free- 
holders within the watershed conservation district. If the candidates 
nominated do not exceed the positions available they shall be declared 
elected. No person shall be eligible to be a director of a watershed 
conservation district who is not a freeholder in the district in which 
he seeks election. 
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SECTION 10. Compensation of members.—Members of the board 
of directors shall receive no salaries, but such members may be re- 
imbursed for actual and necessary expenditures incurred in the 
performance of their duties as approved by the legislative delega- 
tion and the board of supervisors. 


SECTION 11. Powers and duties——Subject to the approval of 
the board of supervisors and the legislative delegation, the board of 
directors of the watershed conservation district shall have full au- 
thority to: 

(a) Acquire, by purchase, exchange, lease, gift, grant, bequest, 
devise or otherwise, any property, real or personal, or rights or in- 
terest therein; to maintain, administer and improve any properties 
acquired, receive income from such properties and expend such in- 
come in carrying out the purposes and provisions of this act; and 
sell, lease or otherwise dispose of any of its property or interests 
therein in furtherance of the purposes and provisions of this act; 
provided, however, the board of directors shall not have power of 
condemnation. 

(b) Construct, improve, operate, maintain and inspect such struc- 
tures as may be necessary for the performance of any function au- 
thorized by this act. 


SECTION 12. Further.—Subject to the approval of the legislative 
delegation, the board of directors of the watershed conservation dis- 
trict shall have full authority to: 

(a) Use the Chester County Attorney or other county legal assist- 
ance in connection with obtaining needed easements and rights-of-way 
for the construction of works of improvement in the Rocky Creek 
Watershed. 

(b) Use available county equipment, labor and materials for the 
purpose of assisting with the operation, maintenance or repair of 
works of improvement after their installation. 

(c) Use available county secretarial or other help in the adminis- 
tration of contracts for the installation of works of improvement. 


SECTION 13. Budget — appropriations — disbursements.— 
Within the first quarter of each calendar year, the board of directors 
shall prepare an itemized budget of the funds needed for the admin- 
istration of contracts, obtaining needed easements and rights-of-way, 
operation, maintenance or repairing of works of improvement. After 
approval of such budget by the legislative delegation and the board 
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of Soil Conservation District Supervisors, the legislative delegation 
shall appropriate sufficient funds to meet such budget not to exceed 
two thousand dollars. The Treasurer of Chester County shall, upon 
proper warrants of the directors, disburse, in accordance with this 
act, the funds made available to the watershed conservation district. 


SECTION 14. Petition for discontinuance of district—hearing 
—referendum—discontinuance if election and determination fav- 
orable—(a) At any time, after five years from the organization 
of the watershed conservation district, twenty-five or more free- 
holders within the district, or, if less than fifty freeholders are in- 
volved, a majority of the freeholders in such district, may file a 
petition with the board of supervisors, praying that the existence of 
the district be discontinued. The petition shall state the reasons for 
discontinuance, and that all obligations of the district have been met. 

(b) After due notice the board of supervisors may conduct such 
hearings on the petition as may be necessary to assist it in making a 
determination. 

(c) Within sixty days after the petition is filed, a referendum shall 
be held under the supervision of the board of supervisors. The 
referendum shall be held as provided in Sections 6, 7 and 8 of this 
act. No informalities in the conduct of the referendum or in any 
matters relating to the referendum shall invalidate it or its results if 
due notice of the referendum has been given substantially as pro- 
vided by subsection (b) of this section. 

(d) If a majority of the votes cast in such referendum favor the 
discontinuance of the district, and it is found that all the obligations 
have been met, the board of supervisors shall make a determination 
that the watershed conservation district shall be discontinued. A copy 
of the determination shall be certified to the clerk of court for re- 
cording. After recording, the certification shall be filed with the State 
Soil Conservation Committee. 


SECTION 15. Supervisory authority over Rocky Creek Water- 
shed Conservation District.—The Chester Soil Conservation District 
shall have supervisory authority over the Rocky Creek Watershed 
Conservation District. If the soil conservation district is discontinued, 
the governing body of Chester County shall serve in the same super- 
visory capacity over the watershed conservation district as the Board 
of Soil Conservation District Supervisors.

SECTION 1. Section 27-88, 1952 Code, amended—Marion Coun- 
ty—clerk of court fees—Section 27-88, Code of Laws of South 
Carolina, 1952, is amended to read as follows: 


“Section 27-88. The Clerk of Court for Marion County shall 
charge the following fees provided that if the charge for any service 
is not set forth in this section then such charge shall be as provided 
by general law: (a) for recording deeds of real estate in usual form, 
one dollar and fifty cents; (b) for recording deeds of real estate not 
in usual form, two dollars; (c) for recording deeds of real estate in 
usual form executed by or to a corporation, two dollars; (d) for re- 
cording any typewritten deed, one dollar per page; (e) for recording 
any deed in excess of three pages, an additional fee of one dollar per 
page; (f) for recording real estate mortgages in usual form, two 
dollars; (g) for recording real estate mortgages not in usual form, 
three dollars; (h) for recording real estate mortgages in usual form 
executed by or to a corporation, two dollars and fifty cents; (i) for 
recording real estate mortgages not in usual form by or to a corpora- 
tion, not more than two dollars per page; (j) for recording corporate 
charters, two dollars; (k) for recording amendments to corporate 
charters, two dollars; (1) for recording chattel mortgages, one dollar; 
(m) for recording chattel mortgages when a copy of the mortgage is 
furnished, seventy-five cents; (n) for recording miscellaneous papers 
not otherwise provided for, one dollar per page; (0) for the filing of 
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the initial pleading in any civil action, five dollars; (p) for the filing 
of a judgment requiring matters to be recorded in the journal, five 
dollars; and (q) for entering any judgment in the journal book in 
excess of ten recorded pages, one dollar per page.”

SECTION 1. Edgefield County—school trustees to submit bud- 
get.—Before the first day of June each year the School Board of 
Trustees of Edgefield County shall prepare and submit to the Edge- 
field County Legislative Delegation, a budget for the operation of 
the schools of the County for the next year beginning July Ist. 


SECTION 2. Proposed expenditures to be itemized.—Said bud- 
get shall set out in detail all items for which funds are proposed, to 
be spent with the amount opposite each item. 


SECTION 3. Checks to show what payment is for.—Each check 
or claim in payment of any item or any part thereof, shall state on 
its face what item it is in payment of and to whom it is payable. 


SECTION 4. Legislative Delegation to approve budget.—Be- 
fore said budget shall become effective or any funds expended there- 
under, said budget shall be approved by the County Legislative Del- 
egation.

Interest to be charged on delinquent taxes in Spar- 
tanburg County—Commencing on July 1, 1959, and after the Treas- 
urer of Spartanburg County has issued his tax execution for delin- 
quent taxes, assessments and penalties against the property of a de- 
faulting taxpayer, compound interest of one-half of one per cent on the 
amount of the execution shall be charged for each month or fraction 
of a month that such execution is unsatisfied. Provided, that six per 
cent interest shall be added to accumulative delinquent taxes for the 
years prior to July 1, 1959 for which tax executions have been issued. 


SECTION 2. Disposition of proceeds—The Tax Collector of 
Spartanburg County shall turn over all such interest collected by him 
to the Treasurer of Spartanburg County. 


SECTION 3. Repeal.—All acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed.

or in the office of the Probate Court of Chester County unless there 
shall be legibly written or stamped on the face of any instrument or 
document offered for registration or recording the name of the per- 
son preparing such instrument or document; provided, however, 
where a lender prepares a mortgage of real or personal property or 
both securing a loan made by the lender, the name and address of 
the lender may be permanently displayed on the mortgage; provided, 
further, that the failure to write or stamp on any document or legal 
instrument the name and address of the person preparing the same 
shall not affect the validity of the document or legal instrument or 
the notice given by the recordation thereof. 


SECTION 2. Not to apply to certain instruments.—This act shall 
not apply to any instrument or document prepared and dated prior 
to the effective date of this act and this act shall not apply to any 
intsrument or document prepared, executed and probated outside 
of Chester County for filing for record in Chester County. 


SECTION 3. Penalties—Any person violating the provisions of 
this act, upon conviction, shall be fined not more than one hundred 
dollars or be imprisoned not exceeding thirty days. 


SECTION 4. Repeal.—All acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed. 


SECTION 5. Time effective.—This act shall take effect upon ap- 
proval by the Governor.

An Act To Create The Darlington County Advisory Fish And 
Game Commission And To Prescribe Its Powers And Duties. 
Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Darlington County Advisory Fish and Game Com- 
mission—members — terms — vacancies — officers — meetings. 
—There is hereby created the Darlington County Advisory Fish 
and Game Commission to be composed of seven members who 
shall be appointed by a majority of the Darlington County Leg- 
islative Delegation. The members of the commission shall be quali- 
fied electors of Darlington County and not more than one commis- 
sioner shall be appointed from any one township. The terms of the 
commissioners shall be for three years and until their successors are 
elected and qualify, except that of the members first appointed two 
shall serve for a term of one year, two for a term of two years and 
three for a term of three years. Any vacancy shall ‘be filled in the 
manner of the original appointment. The commission shall organize 
by electing one of its members chairman and one of its members 
secretary, and the commissioners shall meet at such time and place 
as may be designated by the chairman. 


SECTION 2. Powers and duties.—The commission shall make 
studies and recommendations to The South Carolina Wildlife Re- 
sources Department pertaining to the supervision of fish and game 
in Darlington County, except Prestwood Lake. It shall cooperate 
with the Division of Game of the South Carolina Wildlife Resources 
Department in supervising the opening and closing of all fish and 
game seasons in Darlington County and regulations in connection 
therewith and control thereof, insofar as consistent with the statu- 
tory laws of the State. The commission shall advise and confer with 
the county legislative delegation and shall recommend such changes 
as appear to be necessary in the fish and game laws. 


SECTION 3. Repeal.—All acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed.

An Act To Authorize The Board Of Directors Of York County 
To Enter Into Agreements With Property Owners For Reimburse- 
ment Of Expenditures Made For Improvments To Certain Roads. © 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. York County may make reimbursement agree- 
ments with property owners for road improvements—conditions. 
—The Board of Directors of York County is hereby authorized and 
empowered to enter into agreements with property owners of York 
County whereby the county will reimburse property owners for 
certain expenditures for road improvements subject to the following 
conditions : 

(1) The erection of improvements upon the property abutting 
new roads shall have an assessed value of twelve thousand dollars 
per mile. All such improvements shall be uniformly distributed and 
compliance with these requirements shall be certified by the county 
board of tax assessors. 

(2) All such road improvements shall be made under the super- 
vision of a qualified engineer to be selected by the county super- 
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visor by and with the consent of the County Legislative Delegation 
and in accordance with plans and specifications approved by him. 
Compliance with this requirement shall be certified to the Board of 
Directors by the engineer. 

(3) The property owner shall deliver to the Board of Directors a 
deed conveying to York County a right of way for the road so im- 
proved. 


SECTION 2. Agreements to contain certain provisions—All 
such agreements shall contain the following provisions: 

(1) The length of road to be improved and construction specifi- 
cations which shall conform to the standards of the South Carolina 
Highway Department ; 

(2) The total amount to be reimbursed and the unit costs; 

(3) The value of improvements to be placed upon abutting prop- 
erty in order to qualify for reimbursement; and 

(4) The earliest date on which reimbursement may be claimed. 


SECTION 3. Reimbursements — approval of.—Reimbursements 
under such agreements shall be made only from such funds as may 
be appropriated for road improvements, but no such agreements shall 
be executed by the Board of Directors unless such agreements have 
first been approved by the engineer as to plans and specifications for 
the type of construction, safety features and adequacy of right of 
way and shall have been submitted to the County Legislative Dele- 
gation for advice as to the availability of funds for reimbursement 
and approval of the date specified for earliest improvements.

An Act To Provide A Schedule Of Fees To Be Collected By 
The Sheriff And Police Officers Of Horry County To Provide For 
The Disposition Of Such Fees, And To Provide A Penalty For 
Failure To Comply Therewith. 
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Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Fees to be charged in Horry County.—In Horry 
County the Sheriff, Sheriff’s Deputy and members of the Horry 
County Police shall charge and collect the following fees and com- 
missions which shall be turned over to the County Treasurer who 
shall deposit such monies to the general fund of Horry County: 

(1) There shall be no charge for entering a writ, summons, proc- 
ess, execution or other paper in the writ or execution book, nor 
shall there be a charge for an officer making an endorsement thereon ; 

(2) For serving a writ, summons, notice or rule, not otherwise 
herein mentioned, one dollar, and mileage ; 

(2A) In lieu of mileage, there shall be collected the sum of one 
dollar which shall be added to the cost of any civil process and col- 
lected in advance; 

(3) For serving a civil subpoena writ, one dollar; there shall be 
no charge for mileage for the service of a civil subpoena writ, as 
herein provided ; 

(4) For each execution returned to the clerk’s office on schedule, 
twenty-five cents ; 

(5) For levying an execution or attachment, one dollar; 

(6) As commissions on all monies collected by such officer, if 
under three hundred dollars, two per cent, and if over that sum, 
two per cent on the first three hundred dollars and one per cent 
on the balance, and one-half of one per cent on all sums paid to a 
plaintiff, his agent or attorney, on execution lodged with such officer ; 

(7) On execution lodged to bind with order not to levy, fifty 
cents ; ; 

(8) For advertising a defendant’s property, in addition to the 
printer’s bill, one dollar ; 

(9) For drawing and executing a deed of conveyance or taking 
a mortgage, two dollars; 

(10) For drawing and executing each bill of sale when required by 
a purchaser, two dollars; but no person shall be charged more than 
one bill of sale for property bought at the same sale by the same 
party ; 

(11) For executing a writ of habere facias possessionem, one dol- 
lar ; 

(12) For transferring money, bonds or other securities for money 
to a party, one-half of one per cent; 
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(13) For selling land under a decree of court, in lieu of commis- 
sions and all other charges, except for advertising, two dollars; 

(14) For every fine paid before levy, fifty cents; 

(15) For every fine paid after levy and before sale, one dollar; and 

(16) For serving bad check notices or warrants, one dollar and 
one dollar in lieu of mileage. 

For the service of any civil processes not designated by this act 
or otherwise expressly provided for, the general law shall govern 
the amount to be collected for the service of any such processes. A 
charge of one dollar shall be made for mileage where mileage is 
provided for. 

No summons or any other processes in civil matters shall be served 
by any such officer until the fee and mileage charge of one dollar 
have been paid to him. 

The treasurer of Horry County shall issue triplicate receipt books 
to such officers who shall issue original receipts for all fees so col- 
lected, retaining the duplicate. On the tenth day of each month all 
such officers shall remit all fees so collected by them and surrender 
all used duplicate receipts for the previous calendar month and the 
treasurer shall issue suitable receipts to all such officers upon their 
remittance to him. 


SECTION 2. Failure to comply grounds for removal from of- 
fice——Any such officer who fails to fully comply with these require- 
ments shall be removed from office upon proper showing before the 
appropriate authority. 


SECTION 3. Not to apply to policeman assigned to Conway 
Magistrate’s office.—Notwithstanding the provisions of this act, the 
county policeman assigned to the Conway Magistrate’s office shall be 
allowed to retain his fees and commissions provided that all such 
fees and commissions shall be charged for services of processes under 
the jurisdiction of the Conway Magistrate’s office.

A Majority Of The Qualified Electors Concerned. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Greenwood School District 51 to have referendum 
concerning election or appointment of trustees—conduct of.— 
The Board of Education of Greenwood County shall hold a ref- 
erendum in School District No. 51, which is composed of areas 
of Abbeville, Greenwood and Laurens County, on the fourth Tues- 
day in June of 1959 to determine whether or not the qualified 
electors of the district desire that the school trustees continue to be 
appointed by the Board of Education of Greenwood County or 
whether they shall be elected by a majority of the qualified electors 
of the district voting in the election. The board of education shall 
advertise the election in a newspaper having general circulation in 
the three counties at least twenty days prior to the holding of the 
election, and shall also post the same notice in at least three prominent 
places within the school district, such posting to be at least twenty 
days prior to the election. The notice shall contain the date and time 
of the election and the voting places and shall have printed thereon 
the questions to be presented at the election. The board of education 
shall appoint box managers and such other officials as may be 
necessary, and shall have a sufficient number of ballots printed and 
distributed at the various voting places throughout the district, 
which ballots shall contain the following questions: 
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“Do you favor continuing the present system of having school 
trustees appointed by the Board of Education of Greenwood 
County?

The board shall count the ballots and publish the results of the 
referendum in the same manner as the results of other referendums or 
elections are published. 


SECTION 2. Expenses.—The box managers and other officials 
shall be paid the same rate as allowed for similar officials in general 
elections, which expenses along with other expenses of the ref- 
erendum shall be paid from the funds of School District No. 51. 


SECTION 3. Only residents of School District 51 to vote— 
election of trustees if majority vote for elections ——Voting in the 
referendum and other elections authorized by this act shall be con- 
fined to qualified electors residing within the boundaries of School Dis- 
trict No. 51. In the event that a majority of the qualified electors vot- 
ing in the referendum shall decide that the trustees shall henceforth be 
elected by the qualified electors of the district, the board of educa- 
tion is hereby authorized and directed to hold the necessary elec- 
tions to fill vacancies as they occur, such elections to be held at least 
thirty days prior to any vacancy. Such elections shall be advertised 
and held in the same manner as provided for in Section 1 of this 
act and the expenses shall be paid for in the same manner.

An Act To Authorize The Finance Board Of Greenwood County 
To Enter Into Agreements With Property Owners For Reimburse- 
ment Of Expenditures Made For Improvements To Certain Roads.

SECTION 1. Greenwood County may make reimbursement 
agreements with property owners for road improvements—con- 
ditions.—The Finance Board of Greenwood County is hereby au- 
thorized and empowered to enter into agreements with property 
owners of Greenwood County whereby the county will reimburse 
property owners for certain expenditures for road improvements 
subject to the following conditions: 

(1) Improvements shall be erected upon the property abutting the 
new roads of a minimum market value of one hundred twenty-five 
thousand dollars per mile and a minimum assessed value of ten thou- 
sand dollars per mile, and all such improvements shall be uniformly 
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distributed along the new roads. Compliance with these requirements 
shall be certified by the county board of tax assessors. 

(2) Such road improvements shall be made under the supervision 
of the county engineer and in accordance with plans and specifications 
approved by him. Compliance with this requirement shall be certified 
by the county engineer. 

(3) A deed shall be delivered to the Finance Board conveying to 
Greenwood County a right-of-way for the roads so improved. 


SECTION 2. Agreements to contain certain provisions.—All 
such agreements shall contain the following provisions: 

(1) The length of road to be improved ; 

(2) The construction specifications which shall generally conform 
to the standards of the South Carolina Highway Department for 
farm-to-market roads; 

(3) The total amount to be reimbursed and the unit costs; 

(4) The value of improvements to be placed upon abutting prop- 
erty in order to qualify for reimbursement; and 

(5) The earliest date on which reimbursement may be claimed. 


SECTION 3. Approval required—No such agreements shall be 
executed by the Finance Board unless such agreements have first 
been approved by the county engineer as to plans and specifications 
for the type of construction, safety features, and adequacy of right- 
of-way and shall have been submitted to the County Legislative Del- 
egation for advice as to the availability of funds for reimbursement 
and approval of the date specified for earliest reimbursement. 


SECTION 4. Funds.—Reimbursements under such agreements 
shall be made only from such funds as may be appropriated for road 
improvements.

An Act To Provide For The Greenwood County Planning 
Board And To Provide For Its Membership, Its Powers And 
Duties. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Greenwood County may appoint a planning board 
—members — terms — chairman — vacancies — removals.— 
The County Supervisor of Greenwood County may, with the ap- 
proval of the majority of the members of the legislative delega- 
tion, appoint a county planning board. The board shall consist of 
nine appointive members. The county supervisor shall be an ex 
officio member of the board and shall vote only in case of a tie vote. 
The term of the county supervisor shall correspond to his official 
tenure. The term of each appointive member shall be four years; 
provided, that, in the initial appointments to the board five members 
shall be appointed for two years and the remaining members for 
four years. The board shall designate one of its members as chair- 
man, whose term shall be for one year with eligibility for reappoint- 
ment. A vacancy in the membership of the board due to death, resig- 
nation, removal, or other cause, shall be filled as the original ap- 
pointment for the unexpired portion of the term. Any member of 
the board shall be subject to removal by the county supervisor and a 
majority of the legislative delegation for cause, and any order for 
removal shall state in writing the cause therefor. All members of 
the board shall serve as such without compensation. 


SECTION 2. Adopt rules—records to be public—employees— 
expenditures — office — aid from other departments.—The board 
shall adopt its own rules for the transaction of its business and 
shall keep a record of its resolutions, transactions, findings and 
determinations, which record shall be a public record. The board, 
with the approval of the county supervisor, may appoint such em- 
ployees as it may deem necessary for its work, whose appointment, 
promotion, demotion, and removal shall be subject to the same pro- 
visions of the law as govern other employees of the county. The 
board, with the approval of the county supervisor, may also con- 
tract with planners and other consultants or assistants for such 
services as it may require. All expenditures of the board, exclu- 
sive of gifts or other aid, shall be within the amounts appropriated 
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for the purpose by the county governing body. The board shall 
be supplied with necessary office space in the county courthouse 
or other suitable quarters and with the necessary equipment. Upon 
request of the board, the county supervisor may from time to time, 
for the purpose of special surveys under the direction of the board, 
assign or detail to the board, members of the staff or personnel of any 
county administrative department, bureau or agency, or may direct 
any such department, bureau or agency to make special surveys or 
studies for the board. 


SECTION 3. Powers and duties—official county plan for de- 
velopment.—(a) The board may prepare and adopt an official plan 
for the physical development for all or part of the unincorporated 
territory of the county. Such an official plan with the accompanying 
maps, plans, and charts and descriptive matter shall show the county 
planning board’s determinations for the development for all or any 
part of the county and may include, among other things, the general 
location, character and extent of highways, roads, streets, grade 
separations, bridges, public schools, public institutions, water con- 
servation and flood prevention projects, water supply, sanitary and 
drainage facilities, water front developments, land conservation proj- 
ect, forests, reservations, parks, parkways, playgrounds, airports 
and other public ways, grounds, buildings, structures, utilities, fa- 
cilities, and other features of public works which are logically related 
to, or form an integral part of a long term coordinated plan for the 
orderly and economic physical development of the county. 

(b) The board shall have the authority: 

(1) To promote public interest and understanding of the economic 
and social necessity for long term, coordinated county planning. 

(2) To confer and cooperate with the federal, State, municipal and 
other county and regional authorities regarding matters pertaining 
to, or affecting the planning or development of Greenwood County, 
or vice versa, for the purpose of assuring proper coordination of 
county development with that of other political subdivisions; and 

(3) To prepare and keep up to date a long term coordinated pro- 
gram of public works and budgets therefor, and to that end the 
various officials, departments and agencies of the county shall co- 
operate with the board. 

(c) All public officials, departments, and agencies shall upon re- 
quest furnish the board, within a reasonable time, with such available 
information as it may require for its work. The board, its members, 
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officers, and employees, in the performance of their functions, may 
enter upon any land and make necessary examinations and surveys. 
In general, the board shall have such powers as may be appropriate 
to enable it to fulfill its functions and duties to promote county plan- 
ning and to carry out the purpose of this act. 

(d) The board shall have authority to make studies and prepare 
plans covering land use of all lands within the whole or any part 
of the unincorporated areas of the county. 

The board may prepare or cause to be prepared a plat dividing 
such unincorporated area or parts of areas into zones and may de- 
termine the use of land and character of the buildings located thereon, 
and, upon the adoption of the plat and regulations by a majority of 
the board, the same shall be certified to the clerk of court of the 
county, on which certification a public hearing shall be held within 
forty-five days from the receipt of such certification, notice of such 
hearing to be published in a newspaper having general circulation in 
the county one day each week for four weeks. If after such public 
hearing the board determines that such determinations are still de- 
sirable and that their adoption will tend to promote the public health, 
safety, morals and general welfare and encourage the use of the lands 
in accordance with their character and adaptability and will limit 
the improper use of such lands, then the board shall by order ap- 
prove such recommendation, plan and supporting maps or any por- 
tion thereof, and thereafter all properties within the zones as set 
out in the order shall be subject to the uses set forth in the plans, 
maps and explanatory specifications which shall be filed for record 
in the office of the clerk of court of the county. Nothing herein con- 
tained, however, shall be construed to authorize the board to regulate 
the cost of buildings and structures. 

The order shall include provisions for the enforcement of the 
zoning regulations. 

(e) The owner of land may petition the board for any changes in 
zoning to reduce the restriction thereon, and it shall be the duty of 
the board to review such petition. On the last Monday in February, 
May, August, and November of each year the board shall hear the 
petitions for amendments thereon filed since the last hearing. A 
notice of the hearing shall be published not more than thirty days 
nor less than seven days preceding the date for the hearing in a 
newspaper of general circulation in the county. The board by order 
shall deny or approve the petitions and the order amending the plat, 
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maps, and specifications shall be filed with the clerk of court of the 
county. 


(f) The board, by a majority vote, may reclassify or rezone any 
of the zoned areas or may classify or zone areas theretofore unzoned or 
classified and shall certify its determinations for public hearing there- 
on as provided in paragraph (d) above, and after such hearing, the 
board shall file its order thereon with the clerk of court of the county. 

(g) The powers as outlined in this section, and specifically in- 
paragraphs (d), (e) and (f), shall not be exercised so as to deprive 
the owner of the use of land or of any existing buildings for the 
purpose to which they are lawfully devoted at the time of the order 
of the board zoning or rezoning lands. 

(h) It shall be unlawful to erect, construct, reconstruct, alter, 
maintain or use any land, building or structure in violation of any 
order of the board. 

For enforcement of its orders, the board shall certify any violation 
to the county attorney, and the county attorney shall, within five 
days thereafter, apply to the court of common pleas for an injunction, 
mandamus or other process to prevent, enjoin, abate or remove 
such unlawful use or erection. 

Anyone aggrieved by the provisions of this subsection may appeal 
to the court of common pleas as is now provided by law for appeals 
from decisions of other administrative agencies. 


SECTION 4. County plan—further—The county plan shall be 
made with the general purpose of guiding and accomplishing a co- 
ordinated, efficient and economic development of the county which 
will, in accordance with present and future needs and resources, 
best promote the health, safety, comfort, convenience, prosperity and 
welfare of the people of Greenwood County. Such plan should make 
recommendations, among other things, as to the conservation of 
natural resources including land, water, and mineral; economic dis- 
tribution of population; efficient transportation facilities; adequate 
educational and institutional facilities; and such other matters with- 
in the county as will tend to create conditions more favorable to 
economic security, with greater opportunities for recreational, edu- 
cational and cultural advancement. Further, the official plan for 
the county or any part thereof, should be coordinated and integrated 
with the official State plan and other related regional, county and 
city plans in order to avoid inconvenience and economic waste and

assure a coordinated and harmonious development of the county, 
region and State. 


SECTION 5. Adoption of plan—improvements, etc., to be sub- 
mitted to board.—The board may adopt the official county plan as a 
whole, or, as the work of preparing the whole plan progresses, may 
from time to time adopt a part or parts thereof and any such part 
or parts may cover one or more of the functional subject matters to 
be included in the plan. The board may, from time to time, amend, 
extend, or add to the plan or carry any part of the plan into greater 
detail. The adoption of the plan or any part, amendment, extension, 
or addition shall be by resolution of the board, carried by the affirma- 
tive votes of not less than a majority of the entire membership of 
the board. The resolution shall refer expressly to the maps, plans, 
charts, and descriptive matter intended for adoption by the board 
which set forth the whole or part of the plan, and the action taken 
shall be recorded on the maps, plans, charts and descriptive matter 
by the identifying signature of the chairman of the board. , 

From and after the adoption by the county planning board of the 
official county plan, or any part thereof, no improvements shall be 
made or authorized and no property shall be acquired or its acquisi- 
tion authorized by any county or public agency which has, or is 
likely to have, definite part in, or relation to, the official county 
plan unless the proposed location, character, and extent thereof 
shall have been submitted by the agency concerned to the board, and 
a report and recommendation of the board thereon shall have been 
received. It is further provided, however, that if the board fails to 
furnish in writing its report and recommendation upon a proposal 
within thirty days after the submission of such proposal to the 
board, such agency may proceed without such report and recommen- 
dation. In case any improvement, ground, building, structure or 
property be given a location or extent which does not accord with 
the report and recommendation of the board, the county official, de- 
partment or any other public agency having charge of the location, 
authorization, acquisition, or construction of the same shall file in 
the office of the board a statement of its or his reasons for the de- 
parture from the report and recommendation, and the statement 
shall be open to public inspection. This section shall not apply, how- 
ever, to improvements, grounds, buildings, structures, or properties 
which are under construction at the time of the effective date of 
this act or whose construction or acquisition shall have been fully 
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authorized and the location and extent determined previous to the 
effective date of this act. 


SECTION 6. Upon adoption of official highway plan, board to 
control subdivision of land—Whenever the board shall have 
adopted an official highway plan or part thereof and shall have filed 
a certified copy of such plan in the office of the clerk of court, the 
board shall have the same authority to control the subdivision of land 
in the unincorporated territory as is granted to municipalities by law; 
provided, however, that in unincorporated areas lying within five miles 
of the corporate limits of a municipality in which the authority to con- 
trol the subdivisions of land is by laws vested in and is being exer- 
cised by a municipality, the municipal authority shall have jurisdiction 
but shall transmit copies of proposed plots for such areas to the 
county planning board for consideration and report, which report 
shall be made to such municipal authority within twenty days from 
the time it is received by the board, unless further time is allowed 
by the municipal authority. Before exercising the above authority, 
the board shall adopt and make available rules and regulations gov- 
erning the subdivision of land. 


SECTION 7. Repeal.—aAll acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed. 


SECTION 8. Time effective—This act shall take effect upon ap- 
proval by the Governor.

An Act To Create A Planning Board And A Board Of Ad. 
justment For A Certain Portion Of Beaufort County; To Set 
Forth The Powers And Duties Of Such Boards; To Provide Pen- 
alties For Violations; And To Repeal Act No. 733 Of The Acts 
Of 1954, As Amended, Relating To The Planning Board For Beau- 
fort Township In Beaufort County. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Planning board created for portion of Beaufort 
County—members—terms—vacancies.—There is hereby created a 
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planning board for Beaufort and Sheldon Townships, and Lady’s 
Island in St. Helena Township, in Beaufort County. The board shall 
consist of not less than five nor more than nine members to be ap- 
pointed by the Governor, upon the recommendation of a majority of 
the county’s legislative delegation, including the Senator. Each per- 
son appointed to the board shall hold office for a term of four years, 
and until his successor is appointed and qualifies. Any vacancy oc- 
curring on the board shall be filled for the unexpired portion of the 
term in the same manner as the original appointment. 


SECTION 2. Officers — meetings — adopt rules — records to be 
public.—The board shall elect its chairman from among the ap- 
pointed members and create and fill such other of its offices as it 
may determine. The term of office of the chairman shall be one year 
and the chairman shall be eligible for re-election. The board shall hold 
at least one regular meeting in each year. It shall adopt rules for the 
transaction of business and shall keep a record of its recommendations, 
transactions, findings and determinations. Such record shall be a 
public record. 


SECTION 3. Employ personnel —request information from 
other agencies.—The Board of Directors of Beaufort County may em- 
ploy the services of a competent expert in planning and zoning and 
such other employees as are necessary. The planning board may re- 
quest all state officials, departments and agencies having information, 
maps and data pertinent to zoning and planning to make them avail- 
able for the use of the planning board as well as to furnish such 
technical assistance and advice as they may have available for such 
purposes. 


SECTION 3-A. Cooperate with other agencies—The planning 
board may cooperate with the planning and zoning boards of other 
counties, cities, villages or other municipalities, either within or 
without the county, and with municipal and state authorities, with a 
view to coordinating and integrating the planning and zoning program 
and may appoint such committees and adopt such rules as may be 
thought proper to effect such cooperation. 


SECTION 4. Municipalities may adopt planning board.—The 
governing body of any municipality within the jurisdiction of the 
board may designate the planning board as the official planning 
board of such municipality, and in the event of such designation 
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and acceptance thereof by the planning board and the County Board 
of Directors of Beaufort County, the planning board shall, within 
such municipality, have all the powers and duties provided by law 
for the municipal planning board. In the event no legislation has 
been enacted for the establishment of a planning board and defining 
its powers in such municipality, all the powers and duties outlined in 
this act shall be of force. 


SECTION 5. Powers and duties of municipalities—When a 
municipality shall have designated the planning board as the official 
planning board of such municipality, and such designation shall have 
been accepted, as provided for in this act, then the governing body 
of such municipality shall have the same powers and duties within 
the municipality with respect to the adoption and enforcement of 
all planning measures, subdivision regulations and other regulations, 
as are defined and outlined for the County Board of Directors of 
Beaufort County in this act, 


SECTION 6. Powers of planning board.—In general the planning 
board shall have such powers as may be necessary to enable it to ful- 
fill its functions, promote planning within its jurisdiction and to carry 
out the purposes of this act. 

’ The ‘planning board shall study the resources, possibilities and 
needs of the area within its jurisdiction and shall prepare a master 
plan and maps for the systematic future development of the area and 
from time to time in the manner herein provided make such recom- 
mendations to the County Board of Directors, the legislative delega- 
tion and other governmental agencies of the county as may be deemed 
advisable. Such plan, with the accompanying maps, plats, charts and 
descriptive matter shall show the board’s recommendations for : 

(1) The development and redevelopment of such territory, includ- 
ing the general location, character and extent of streets, viaducts, sub- 
ways, bridges, waterways, waterfronts, boulevards, parkways, play- 
grounds, squares, parks, aviation fields and other public ways, grounds 
and open spaces, the general location of public buildings and other 
public property and the general location and extent of public utilities 
and terminals ; 

(2) The removal, relocation, widening, narrowing, vacating, aban- 
donment, change of use or extension of any public ways, grounds, 
open spaces, buildings, property, utilities or terminals;

(3) A zoning plan for the control of the height, area, bulk, location, 
use and intensity of use of buildings, structures and premises and of 
population density ; 

(4) The general location, character, layout and extent of com- 
munity centers and neighborhood units; 

(5) The general character, extent and layout of the replanning of 
blighted districts and slum areas; 

(6) Regulations governing the subdivision of land within its juris- 
diction ; and 

(7) Building, plumbing and electrical codes. 

The board may from time to time amend, extend or add to the 
master plan. 


SECTION 7. Master plan—purpose.—In the preparation of such 
master plan, the planning board shall make or cause to be made care- 
ful and comprehensive surveys and studies of present conditions and 
trends of future growth of the area within its jurisdiction and shall also 
give due regard to the relation of the area to any neighboring territory. 
The plan shall be made and used for the general purpose of guiding 
and accomplishing a coordinated, adjusted and harmonious develop- 
‘ment or redevelopment of the area and its environs which will, in ac- 
cordance with present and future needs, best promote the public health, 
safety, morals, order, convenience, prosperity and general welfare, as 
well as efficiency and economy in the process of development or rede- 
velopment, including adequate provision for traffic, the promotion of 
safety from fire or other dangers, adequate provision for light and air, 
the promotion of the healthful and convenient distribution of popula- 
tion, the promotion of good civic design and arrangement, wise and ef- 
ficient expenditure of public funds and the adequate provision of 
public utilities and other public requirements. 


SECTION 8. Public hearing to be held prior to adoption of 
plan.—Before the adoption of the plan or any such part, amend- 
ment, extension or addition the planning board shall hold at least 
one public hearing thereon, after not less than five days notice 
of the time and place of such hearing shall have been given by at least 
one publication in a newspaper having general circulation in the 
county. 


SECTION 9. Manner for adoption of plan—The adoption of the 
plan or of any part, amendment, extension or addition shall be by reso- 
lution of the planning board, carried by the affirmative votes of not less 
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than a majority of the entire membership of the planning board. The 
resolution shall refer expressly to the maps and other descriptive mat- 
ter intended by the planning board to form the whole or part of the 
plan and the action as taken shall be recorded on the map and plan 
and descriptive matter by the identifying signature of the chairman and 
secretary of the board. An attested copy of the plan or part thereof as 
adopted and approved shall be certified to all legislative and adminis- 
trative agencies affected by the plan. 


SECTION 10. Further.—The board may adopt the plan as a whole 
by a single resolution or may by successive resolutions adopt parts of 
the plan, such parts corresponding with the major geographical sec- 
tions or divisions of the area or with functional subdivisions of the 
subject matter of the plan, and may adopt any amendment or extension 
thereof or addition thereto. 


SECTION 11. Plan to be published—attend planning confer- 
ences—consult with other agencies.—The board may promote public 
interest in an understanding of the plan and to that end may publish 
and distribute copies of the plan or of any report and may employ such 
other means of publicity and education as it may determine proper. 
Members of the board and any of its employees, when duly authorized 
by the board, may attend planning conferences or meetings of planning 
institutes or hearings upon pending planning legislation and the board 
may, by resolution, pay the reasonable traveling expenses incident to 
such attendance. The board shall, from time to time, recommend to 
the appropriate public officials, programs for public structures and 
improvements and for the financing thereof. It shall consult and 
advise with public officials and agencies, public utility companies, 
civic, educational, professional and other organizations and with citi- 
zens with relation to the projecting or carrying out of the plan. 


SECTION 12. Improvements, etc., to be submitted to board if 
plan adopted—disapprovals by board—overruling of—failure of 
board to act deemed approval_—Whenever the board shall have 
adopted the master plan of a township or of one or more major sections 
or districts thereof, no new street or other public way, square, park, 
grounds or open space, public building, structure or utility, whether 
publicly or privately owned, shall be constructed or authorized in the 
township or in such planned section or district until the location, 
character and extent thereof shall have been submitted to and ap- 
proved by the board. 
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In case of disapproval the planning board shall communicate its 
reasons to the County Board of Directors which shall have the power 
to overrule such disapproval by the recorded vote of not less than two- 
thirds of its entire membership. But if the public way, ground, space, 
building, structure or utility within such subdivision be one the au- 
thorization or financing of which does not, under the law, fall within 
the province of the subdivision, then the submission to the planning 
board shall be by the board, commission or body having such juris- 
diction and the planning board’s disapproval may be overruled by 
such board, commission or body by a vote of not less than two-thirds 
of its membership. The failure of the planning board to act within 
sixty days from and after the date of official submission to it shall be 
deemed approval. 


SECTION 13. County officials to furnish information—authority 
to enter land.—All county officials shall, upon request, furnish to 
the board, within a reasonable time, such available information as it 
may require for its work. The board, its members, officers and em- 
ployees, in the performance of their functions, may enter upon any 
land within its jurisdiction and make examinations and surveys and 
place and maintain necessary monuments and marks thereon. 


SECTION 14. Expend funds—gifts and grants.—The planning 
board may expend such funds as may be appropriated to it in order 
to carry out the provisions of this act. The planning board, with the 
concurrence of the County Board of Directors, is authorized to accept 
and expend grants and gifts of money for the purposes of this act 
from either private or public sources, state or federal governments, 
and to contract with reference thereto. 


SECTION 15. Powers and duties of County Board of Direc- 
tors.—For the purpose of promoting health, safety, morals or the 
general welfare of the community, the County Board of Direc- 
tors of Beaufort County may by ordinance or rules and regulations 
establish building, plumbing and electrical codes, regulate and restrict 
the height, number of stories and size of buildings and other struc- 
tures, the percentage of lots that may be occupied, the size of yards, 
courts and other open spaces, the density of population and the loca- 
tion and use of buildings, structure and land for trade, industry, 
residence or other purposes. It shall not pass an ordinance regulating 
the thickness of walls of buildings which conflicts with the laws of 
the State. 
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SECTION 16. Further—make regulations.—For any or all of such 
purposes the County Board of Directors may divide the area into 
districts of such number, shape and area as may be deemed best 
suited to carry out the purposes of this act. Within such districts it 
may regulate and restrict building, plumbing or electrical codes, the 
erection, construction, reconstruction, alteration, repair or use of 
buildings, structures or land. All such regulations shall be uniform 
for each class or kind of building throughout each district, but the 
regulations in one district may differ from those in other districts. 


SECTION 17. Regulations—further—Such regulations shall be 
made in accordance with a comprehensive plan and shall be designed 
to lessen congestion in the streets, to secure safety from fire, panic and 
other dangers, to promote health and the general welfare, to provide 
adequate light and air, to prevent the overcrowding of land, to avoid 
undue concentration of population and to facilitate the adequate pro- 
vision of transportation, water, sewerage, schools, parks and other 
public requirements. Such regulations shall be made with reasonable 
consideration, among other things, to the character of the district and 
its peculiar suitability for particular uses and with a view to conserv- 
ing the value of buildings and encouraging the most appropriate use 
of land throughout the area within its jurisdiction. 


SECTION 18. Powers, duties and regulations — further.—The 
Board of Directors of Beaufort County shall provide for the man- 
ner in which such codes, regulations and restrictions and the boun- 
daries of such districts shall be determined, established and enforced 
and from time to time amended, supplemented or changed. The 
Board of Directors may adopt building, plumbing or electrical codes, 
zoning regulations and restrictions for the entire area of juris- 
diction at one time, or may by successive actions and resolutions 
adopt such codes, regulations and restrictions for major geographi- 
cal sections or townships, consistent with other provisions herein. 
But no such codes, regulations, restriction or boundary shall be- 
come effective until after a public hearing in relation thereto, at 
which parties in interest and citizens shall have an opportunity to be 
heard. Two notices of such hearing shall be published in an official 
paper or paper of general circulation in the county. One notice shall 
be published at least thirty days prior to the hearing and the second 
notice at least fifteen days prior thereto. 


SECTION 19. Regulations further—amendments of.—The Coun- 
ty Board of Directors may, from time to time, amend the number, 
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shape, boundary or area of any district or any regulations of or with- 
in such district or any other provision of any zoning regulations or 
building, plumbing or electrical code, but no such amendment shall be 
made or become effective until it shall have been proposed by or be 
first submitted for approval, disapproval or suggestions to the planning 
board. Any proposal, approval, disapproval or suggestions of the 
planning board shall have advisory effect only and not be binding 
on the County Board of Directors and, unless the planning board 
shall have transmitted its report upon the proposed amendment within 
thirty days after the submission thereof to it, the County Board of 
Directors shall be free to proceed to the adoption of the amendment 
without further awaiting the receipt of the report of the planning 
board. Before finally adopting any such amendment, the County Board 
of Directors shall hold a public hearing thereon, notice of which shall 
be given in at least two weekly publications in a daily newspaper in 
the county. 


SECTION 20. Boundaries of district—hearings on preliminary 
report.—In order to execute the powers conferred by this act, the 
planning board shall recommend the boundaries of the various 
original districts and appropriate regulations to be enforced therein. 
The board shall make a preliminary report and hold public hearings 
thereon before submitting its final report. The County Board of Di- 
rectors shall not. hold its public hearing or take action until it has 
received the final report of the board. 


SECTION 21. Board of adjustment to be appointed—members— 
terms—vacancies.—The Legislative Delegation shall provide for the 
appointment of a board of adjustment and in the regulations and re- 
strictions adopted pursuant to the authority of this act may provide 
that the board of adjustment may, in appropriate cases and subject to 
appropriate conditions and safeguards, make special exceptions to 
the terms of the ordinance in harmony with its general purpose and 
intent and in accordance with general or specific rules therein con- 
tained. The board of adjustment shall consist of five members to be 
appointed for terms of three years and until their successors are ap- 
pointed and qualify, and any member may be removed for cause by 
the appointing authority upon written charges and after public hear- 
ing. Vacancies shall be filled in the manner of the original appoint- 
ment for the unexpired term of any member. 


SECTION 22. Adopt rules—meetings—minutes—records to be 
made public.—The board of adjustment shall adopt rules in ac- 
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cordance with the provisions of any ordinance adopted pursuant to 
this act. Meetings of the board shall be held at the call of the chair- 
man and at such other times as the board may determine. The chair- 
man or, in his absence, the acting chairman may administer oaths 
and compel the attendance of witnesses. All meetings of the board 
shall be open to the public. The board shall keep minutes of its pro- 
ceedings, showing the vote of each member upon each question or, if 
absent or failing to vote, indicating such fact, and shall keep records 
of its examinations and other official actions, all of which shall be 
immediately filed in the office of the board and shall be a public 
record. 


SECTION 23. Municipalities may adopt board of adjustment.— 
The governing body of any municipality located in whole or in 
part within the limits of the area may designate the board of ad- 
justment as the official municipal board of adjustment of such 
municipality and, in the event of such designation and acceptance 
thereof by the County Board of Directors of Beaufort County, the 
board of adjustment shall have all of the powers and duties as pro- 
vided by law for the municipal board of adjustment. And in the event 
there is no legislation for a municipal board of adjustment the power 
and authority granted the board of adjustment shall obtain. 


SECTION 24. Powers and duties of board of adjustment.—The 
board of adjustment shall have the following powers: 

(1) To hear and decide appeals when it is alleged that there is 
error in any order, requirement, decision or determination made by 
an administrative official in the enforcement of this act or of any 
ordinance or rule or regulation adopted pursuant hereto; 

(2) To hear and decide special exceptions to the terms of any 
ordinance or rule or regulation upon which such board is required to 
pass under such ordinance or rule or regulation; and 

(3) To authorize upon appeal in specific cases such variance from 
the terms of any ordinance or rule or regulation as will not be con- 
trary to the public interest when owing to special conditions a literal 
enforcement of the provisions of such ordinance or rule or regulation 
will result in unnecessary hardship and so that the spirit of such 
ordinance, rule or regulation shall be observed and substantial justice 
done. 


SECTION 25. Appeals.—Appeals to the board of adjustment may 
be taken by any person aggrieved or by any officer, department, board 
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or bureau of the area or municipality affected by any decision of any 
officer administering the provisions of this act. Such appeal shall be 
taken within a reasonable time as provided by the rules of the board 
by filing with the officer from whom the appeal is taken and with the 
board of adjustment a notice of appeal specifying the grounds thereof. 
The officer from whom the appeal is taken shall forthwith transmit 
to the board all the papers constituting the record upon which the 
action appealed from was taken. 


SECTION 26. Appeals—further.—An appeal stays all proceedings 
in furtherance of the action appealed from unless the officer from whom 
the appeal is taken certifies to the board of adjustment that the notice 
of appeal shall have been filed with him that by reason of facts stated 
in the certificate a stay would in his opinion cause imminent peril to life 
or property. In such case proceedings shall not be stayed otherwise 
than by a restraining order which may be granted by the board of ad- 
justment or by the circuit court on application on notice to the officer 
from whom the appeal is taken on due cause shown. 


SECTION 27. Hearing of appeal.—The board of adjustment shall 
fix a reasonable time for the hearing of the appeal, give public notice 
thereof, as well as due notice to the parties in interest, and decide the 
appeal within a reasonable time. Upon the hearing any party may 
appear in person or by agent or by attorney. 


SECTION 28. Reversal of orders.—In exercising the above-men- 
tioned powers the board may, in conformity with the provisions of this 
act, reverse or affirm wholly or partly or may modify the order, re- 
quirement, decision or determination appealed from and may make 
such order, requirement, decision or determination as ought to be 
made and to that end shall have all the powers of the officer from 
whom the appeal is taken. The concurring vote of four members of the 
board shall be necessary to reverse any order, requirement, decision 
or determination of any such administrative official or to decide in 
favor of the applicant on any matter upon which it is required to pass 
under any such ordinance or to effect any variation in such ordinance. 


SECTION 29. Persons aggrieved may petition court.—Any per- 
son or persons, jointly or severally aggrieved by any decision of the 
board of adjustment, any taxpayer or any officer, department, board 
or bureau of the area or municipality may present to the circuit court 
a petition, duly verified, setting forth that a decision of the board of 
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adjustment is illegal, in whole or in part, specifying the grounds of 
the illegality. Such petition shall be presented to the court within 
thirty days after the filing of the decision in the office of the board. 

Upon the presentation of such petition the court may allow a writ 
of certiorari directed to the board of adjustment to review such de- 
cision of the board of adjustment and shall prescribe therein the time 
within which a return thereto must be made and served upon the 
petitioner’s attorney, which shall not be less than ten days and may 
be extended by the court. The allowance of the writ shall not stay 
proceedings upon the decision appealed from, but the court may, on 
application, on notice to the board and on due cause shown, grant a 
restraining order. 

The.board of adjustment shall not be required to return the original 
papers acted upon by it, but it shall be sufficient to return certified or 
sworn copies thereof or of such portions thereof as may be called for 
by such writ. The return shall concisely set forth such other facts 
as may be pertinent and material to show the grounds of the decision 
appealed from and shall be verified. 


SECTION 30. Court may take testimony.—If, upon the hearing, 
it shall appear to the court that testimony is necessary for the proper 
disposition of the matter, it may take evidence or appoint a referee to 
take such evidence as it may direct and report it to the court with his 
findings of fact and conclusions of law, which shall constitute a part 
of the proceedings upon which the determination of the court shall be 
made. The court may reverse or affirm, wholly or partly, or may 
modify the decisions brought up for review. 

Costs shall not be allowed against the board, unless it shall appear 
to the court that it acted with gross negligence or in bad faith or with 
malice in making the decision from which the appeal is taken. 


SECTION 31. Act not-to affect buildings already in existence— 
nonconforming uses may- be provided for.—The lawful use of a 
building or structure or the lawful use of any land, as existing and 
lawful at the time of the promulgation of zoning regulations, building, 
plumbing or electrical codes, or amendments thereto, at the time of 
such amendments may, except as herein provided, be continued al- 
though it does not conform with the provisions of such regulations, 
codes or amendments and such use may be extended throughout the 
same building if no structural alteration of such building is proposed 
or made for the purpose of such extension. The County Board of 
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Directors of Beaufort County may provide in any zoning or code 
regulations for the restoration, reconstruction, extension or substi- 
tution of nonconforming uses upon such terms and conditions as may 
be set forth in the zoning or code regulations. The County Board of 
Directors may also in any zoning or code regulations provide for the 
termination of conconforming uses, either by specifying the period 
within which nonconforming uses shall be required to cease or by pro- 
viding a formula whereby the compulsory termination of nonconform- 
ing uses may be so fixed as to allow for the recovery or amortization 
of the investment in the nonconformance. 


SECTION 32. Injunctions against violators.—In case any build- 
ing or structure is proposed to be erected, constructed, reconstructed, 
altered, maintained or used or any land is proposed to be used in 
violation of this act or of any regulations or amendment thereof 
enacted or adopted by the County Board of Directors under the au- 
thority granted by this act, the County Board of Directors, the county 
attorney or any owner of real estate within the district in which such 
buildings, structure or land is situate may, in addition to other reme- 
dies provided by law, institute an injunction, abatement or any 
appropriation action or proceeding to prevent, enjoin, abate or remove 
such unlawful erection, construction, reconstruction, alteration, main- 
tenance or use. 


SECTION 33. Planning board to submit regulations for sub- 
division of land—regulations to be followed if adopted by board. 
—The planning board shall prepare and submit to the County Board 
of Directors regulations governing the subdivision of land within its 
jurisdiction. The adoption of such regulations shall follow the method 
or procedure outlined in Section 18 of this act. If the County Board of 
Directors adopts regulations under the provisions of this act, then: 
(a) Before any street or road is opened or extended, or before any 
new subdivision for residence, business or industrial use is made, the 
person proposing to open or extend such street or road or to make 
such subdivision shall submit a detailed preliminary plan of the same, 
with other necessary data, to the planning board. The board shall care- 
fully examine such plans and specifications with regard to their 
nature and purpose, the width, character and location of streets, alleys, 
and roads, of easements for drainage and for other utilities; the size, 
material, location grades and manner of laying of water mains and 
sewer lines; the area and layout of lots to be created and the utility 
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services to be provided such lots; and the engineering and surveying 
data. No street, alley, road or subdivision shall be laid out as afore- 
said without the prior approval of the County Board of Directors in 
accordance herewith, or of the planning board, if so empowered. 

(b) Upon approval of the preliminary plan referred to in para- 
graph (a) of this section, such streets, alleys or roads as have been 
approved may be opened or extended, and such subdivision may be 
laid out and located on the ground; provided, however, that no lot 
or plot of land in such subdivision shall be sold or offered for sale, 
nor shall any plat of such subdivision be recorded, until after a final 
plan showing the actual location of streets, roads and lots, together 
with adequate engineering and surveying data representing the actual 
existing conditions, shall have been submitted to the planning board 
and received the approval of the County Board of Directors, or of 
the planning board or other delegated agent. 

(c) Upon approval of the final plan referred to in paragraph (b) 
of this section, such plan may be recorded and lots in such subdivision 
may be sold and offered for sale; provided, however, that such ap- 
-proval shall not be deemed an acceptance of any dedication indicated 
on said plan nor shall it impose any duty on the county concerning 
maintenance or improvement. 

(d) Any such regulation adopted by the County Board of Direc- 
tors shall provide a maximum period of time for action or plats sub- 
mitted for approval, after which time such plats shall be deemed to 
have been approved and a certificate to that effect shall be issued by 
the County Board of Directors or its duly authorized agent on 
demand. , 


SECTION 34. Clerk of court not to record subdivision plans 
unless approved by planning board—penalties.—The clerk of court 
shall not accept, file or record any subdivision plan in his office with- 
out the approval of the planning board within the area of its jurisdic- 
tion under the provisions of this act and should the clerk violate the 
provisions of this section he shall, in each instance, be subject to the 
same penalty provided in Section 39 of this act. 


SECTION 35. Penalty for selling land in a subdivision with- 
out approval.—Whoever, being the owner or agent of the owner of 
any land located within a subdivision, transfers or sells, agrees to sell 
or negotiates to sell any land by reference to or exhibition of or by 
cther use of a plat of a subdivision, before such plat has been approved 
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by the planning board and recorded, shall forfeit and pay a penalty 
of one hundred dollars to the board for each lot or parcel transferred 
or sold or agreed or negotiated to be sold. The description of any such 
lot or parcel by metes and bounds in the instrument of transfer or 
other document used in the process of selling or transferring such lot 
or parcel shall not exempt the transaction from such penalties or 
from the remedies herein provided. The board may enjoin such trans- 
fer, sale or agreement by action for injunction brought in any court of 
competent jurisdiction and may also recover such penalty by civil 
action in any court of competent jurisdiction. The plats referred to in 
this section mean only such plats as shall designate and establish new 
streets in a subdivision which is presently to be developed. 


SECTION 36. Naming of streets—penalties—The planning board 
created under the provisions of this act shall, by proper certificate, ap- 
prove and authorize the name of any street or road hereafter laid out 
within the territory over which the board has juridiction. It shall be 
unlawful for any person in laying out any new street or road within 
the territory, over which the planning board has jurisdiction to name 
such street or road on any plat, by any marking or in any deed or 
instrument without first getting the approval of the board of the name 
selected and given to such street or road. Any person violating this 
provision shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction shall 
be punished by fine of not more than one hundred dollars or by im- 
ptisonment of not more than thirty days. 


SECTION 37. Name of streets may be changed—conditions.— 
The board may, after reasonable notice is given in a daily news- 
paper printed in the county, change the name of any street or road 
within the boundary of its territorial jurisdiction: (a) when there 
is duplication of names or other conditions which tend to confuse 
the traveling public or the delivery of mail, orders or messages; 
(b) when it is found that a change may simplify marking or 
giving of directions to persons seeking to locate addresses; or (c) 
upon any other good and just reason that may appear to the board. 
On such name being changed, after reasonable opportunity for a 
public hearing, the board shall issue its certificate designating the 
change which shall be recorded in the office of the clerk of court and 
the name as so changed and certified shall thereafter be the legal name 
of the street or road. 


SECTION 38. Regulation of set-back lines on new streets.— 
Whenever a plan for a street system has been adopted by the Coun- 
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ty Board of Directors and properly certified as official, the County 
Board of Directors, upon recommendation of the planning board, 
is hereby authorized and empowered to establish, regulate and 
limit, by regulations, the building or set-back lines on such exist- 
ing and proposed streets or highways as are proposed for widening, 
and-to prohibit any new building being located within such build- 
ing or set-back lines, within the area under its jurisdiction. The board 
of adjustment shall have the power to modify or vary the set- 
back regulations in specific cases, in order that undue hardship may 
be avoided. In such cases, the permit granted shall be. for a bitilding 
or improvements which will as little as practicable increase the cost 
of widening or opening such street and may impose reasonable re- 
quirements as a condition of granting the permit. Set-back regulations 
under this section shall not be adopted, changed or amended until a 
public hearing has been held thereon by the County Board of Direc- 
tors, notice of which shall be given by publication in a newspaper of 
general circulation in the county at least fifteen days before the date 
of the hearing. 


SECTION 39. Penalties—The violations of the provisions of this 
act, or any regulations adopted pursuant thereto, shall constitute a mis- 
demeanor and any use of buildings or territory contrary thereto shall 
constitute a continuing violation and may be subject to repeated prose- 
cutions if continued. Every person convicted of a misdemeanor under 
this act shall be punished by a fine of not more than one hundred dol- 
lars or imprisonment for not more than thirty days, unless a different 
penalty is otherwise specifically provided for herein. 


SECTION 40. Present members of board to continue to serve.— 
The present three members of the board appointed under Act No. 
733 of the Acts of 1954, as amended, shall constitute three of the 
members of the board provided for in this act and shall serve until 
the expiration of their present terms of office, at which time they a 
be reappointed for additional terms. 


SECTION 41. Repeal—Act 733 of 1954, repealed.—Act No. 733 
of the Acts of 1954, as amended, and all other acts or parts of acts 
inconsistent herewith are repealed. 


SECTION 42. Time effective.—This act shall aie effect upon APE 
proval by the Governor.

Act No. 290 Of The Acts Of 1955, Relating To Charity Hospitali- 
zation In Greenville County. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
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SECTION 1. Greenville County—tax levy for charity hospitali- 
zation—A tax levy of seven mills is hereby imposed upon all the 
taxable property in Greenville County, the proceeds of which shall 
be used for charity hospitalization, except so much as may be neces- 
sary to pay the salary of the County Investigator. 


SECTION 2. Disposition of funds.—From the levy imposed under 
Section 1 a maximum of one hundred thousand dollars is appro- 
priated to the Greenville County Nursing Home and the remainder is 
appropriated to the Greenville General Hospital for charity hospitali- 
zation. Funds herein appropriated to the Greenville County Nursing 
Home shall be expended only upon approval of a Budget therefor 
submitted to the County Delegation. 


SECTION 3. Disposition of surplus.—If there should be a sur- 
plus from the tax imposed by Section 1 of this act at the end of any 
fiscal year, it shall be transferred to the general fund of the county. 


SECTION 4. Portion of funds may be credited to general fund 
of county—conditions.—If any portion of the annual State income 
tax allocated to Greenville County is diverted to the use of the State 
Department of Public Welfare to provide for medical and hospital care 
for persons qualified to receive public assistance, a like or equal sum 
shall be diverted from the levy imposed under Section 1 of this act 
and credited to the general fund of Greenville County. 


SECTION 5. Greenville General Hospital may contract with 
other hospitals —The trustees of the Greenville Hospital shall have 
the right to enter into contracts with other hospital units in Greenville 
County in rendering charity hospitalization to those qualified to 
receive such care. 


SECTION 6. Patients to be certified by Director of Greenville 
General Hospital—monthly report.—No patient shall be eligible for 
charity hospitalization except after extensive investigation and certifi- 
cation by the Director of the Greenville General Hospital or his duly 
appointed assistant. The director shall submit, monthly, a list setting 
forth the name, age, sex, color, local address, length of period in the 
county, date of admission, date of discharge of the patients, cost to the 
hospital and the name of referring physician or agency so certifying 
their discharge during the month for which the report is submitted. 
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SECTION 7. Hospital to retain funds collected from charity 
patients——All funds collected by the Greenville General Hospital 
from patients certified for charity hospitalization shall be retained by 
the hospital, except surplus funds as hereinabove provided. 


SECTION 8. Method for determining eligibility for charity 
hospitalization and claims for payments to be submitted to County 
Board of Commissioners.—The Greenville County Board of Commis- 
sioners shall be advised of the method or formula used by the Green- 
ville General Hospital in determining eligibility for charity hospitaliza- 
tion and they shall have the authority to review and examine any and 
all claims submitted to them for payment. Any and all claims that are 
submitted to the Greenville County Board of Commissioners must 
be in good order and in strict compliance with this act and in the 
event any claims do not comply with this stipulation they shall not 
be paid by the Greenville County Board of Commissioners.

An Act To Prohibit The Use Of York County Road Equipment 
On Private Property Except In Certain Instances And Further 
Defining The Use Of County Prison Labor. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. York County road equipment not to be used on 
private property—-No road equipment of whatever description 
owned by the County of York shall be used on private property or 
property which the County is not legally required to maintain, except 
as hereinafter provided. 


SECTION 2. Extent of use—The use of such equipment on roads 
within the county system may extend to thirty-seven and one-half 
feet on either side of the center line thereof, but no further. 


SECTION 3. Equipment may be used on private property when 
contract entered into.—Such equipment may be used on any private 
or other property for the construction, paving, or maintenance of a 
road or parking area on said property only where the owner thereof 
has entered into a contract with the county for such work; provided, 
however, that road scrapers may be used to scrape and ditch any 
road which has been rendered impassable by weather conditions. 
Provided, further, that nothing herein contained shall be construed 
so as to prohibit the use of such equipment in fulfilling contracts 
entered into with the South Carolina Highway Department. 


SECTION 4. Prisoners may perform certain work when county 
work not required.—Inmates of the York County Prison Camp may 
perform hand labor on church grounds, public recreation parks, public 
community building property, and civic organization property only 
when the use of such labor is not required for county purposes as 
now provided by law, and only upon written request to the County 
Supervisor and approval of the majority of the Board of Directors, 
which request shall be kept on file in the office of the County Super- 
visor and made a part of the public records of York County. 


SECTION 5. Violations of act grounds for removal from of- 
fice.— Violation of this act shall constitute grounds for removal from 
office of any person authorizing such work.

An Act To Create The Dillon County Rural Fire And Rescue 
Department And To Provide For Its Operation, Functions And 
Duties. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Dillon County Rural Fire and Rescue Depart- 
ment, created.—Officers. 


(a) There is hereby created the Dillon County Rural Fire and 
Rescue Department, to be composed of a Director, whose duties 
shall be to coordinate, organize and supervise operations of the vari- 
ous units of the county, each unit being composed of a Chief, As- 
sistant Chief, Captain, two Lieutenants and such other officers as 
the Director may deem necessary for its effective operation. 

(b) The Director shall be appointed by a majority of the Dillon 
County Legislative Delegation, including the Senator, for an indefi- 
nite period of time, and his tenure of office shall depend upon his 
good conduct and efficiency. The Director shall be technically quali- 
fied by training and experience and shall have ability to command 
men and hold their respect and confidence. He shall be removed 
only for just cause and after a public hearing before the Delegation. 

(c) The Director shall be held accountable to the Delegation and 
shall make written and verbal reports thereto as the Delegation may 
require. All other Department and Company officers shall be ac- 
countable to the Director. 

(d) The Chief and Assistant Chiefs and all other Department 
and Company officers shall be appointed by the Director. Such of- 
ficers shall be accountable to the Director and subject to removal 
by him. 


SECTION 2. Powers and duties—Duties of the Chief, and Di- 
rector. 

(a) The Chief shall formulate a set of rules and regulations to 
govern the Department, and shall be responsible to the Director for 
the personnel, morale and general efficiency of the Department. 
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(b) The Director shall determine the number and kind of com- 
panies of which the Department is to be composed and shall de- 
termine the response of such companies to alarms. 

(c) The Chief or his assistants shall, at least once a month, con- 
duct suitable drills or instruction in the operation and handling of 
equipment, first aid and rescue work, salvage, a study of buildings 
in the county, fire prevention, water supplies, and all other matters 
generally considered essential to good firemanship and safety of life 
and property from fire. 

(d) The Director and Chief are hereby required to assist the 
proper authorities in suppressing the crime of arson by investigating 
or causing to be investigated the cause, origin, and circumstances 
of all fires. 

(e) The Director, Chief, and assistant chiefs are hereby empow- 
ered to enter any and all buildings and premises at any reasonable 
hour for the purpose of making inspections and to serve written 
notice upon the owner or occupant to abate, within a specified time, 
any and all fire hazards that may be found. 

(f) Any person served with a notice to abate any fire hazard or 
hazards shall comply therewith and promptly notify the Chief. 

(g) The Director shall see that complete records are kept of all 
fires, inspections, apparatus and minor equipment, personnel and 
other information about the work of the Department. 

(h) The Chief shall report monthly to the Delegation and the 
Director the conditions of the apparatus and equipment, the num- 
ber of fires during the month, their location and cause, and date of 
same and loss occasioned thereby; the number and purpose of all 
other runs made; and the number of members responding to each 
fire or other run, and any changes in membership. 

(i) The Director shall make a complete annual report to the 
Delegation and County Board of Commissioners within one month 
after the close of the fiscal year, such report to include the informa- 
tion specified in paragraph (g), together with comparative data for’ 
previous years and recommendations for improving the effectiveness 
of the Department. 


SECTION 3. Use and purchase of equipment.—Equipment. 


(a) The Department shall be equipped with such apparatus and 
other equipment as may be required from time to time to maintain 
its efficiency and properly protect life and property from fire. 
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(b) Recommendations of apparatus and equipment needed shall 
be made by the Director, and after approval by the Delegation and 
County Board of Commissioners, shall be purchased in such man- 
ner as may be designated by the Delegation. 

(c) All equipment of the Department shall be safely and conven- 
iently housed in such places as may be designated by the Director and 
County Board of Commissioners. 

(d) No person shall use any fire apparatus or equipment for any 
private purpose, nor shall any person wilfully and without proper 
authority take away or conceal any article used in any way by the 
Department. 

(e) No person shall enter any place where fire apparatus is 
housed or handle any apparatus or equipment belonging to the De- 
partment unless accompanied by, or having the special permission 
of, an officer or authorized member of the Department. 


SECTION 4. Members to have badges—ears to be marked— 
unlawful acts.—General. 

(a) Each member of the Department shall be issued a badge 
designating his rank. 

(b) All motor equipment and all personal cars of Department 
members shall have right-of-way over all other traffic when respond- 
ing to an alarm. 

(c) Each member of the Department driving a car shall be issued 
a suitable insignia to be attached to the car. 

(d) No person shall drive any vehicle over fire hose except upon 
specific orders from the Chief or other officer in charge where the 
hose is issued. os 

(e) No person shall park any vehicle or otherwise cause any ob- 
struction to be placed within fifty feet of the entrance to any fire 
station or other place where fire apparatus is stored, or within ten 
feet of any fire hydrant or cistern. 

(£) No person shall maliciously turn in or cause to be turned in 

-a false alarm. 


SECTION 5. Penalties—enforcement of act.—Enforcement. : 
(a) Any person violating the provisions of Section 2, paragraph 
(f) ; Section 3, paragraphs (d) and (e) ; and Section 4, paragraphs 
(b), (d), (e), and (f), shall, upon conviction, pay a fine of not less 
than ten dollars or more than one hundred dollars or be imprisoned 
for not less than ten days or more than thirty days for each offense. 
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(b) All regularly appointed members of the Department are 
hereby given the necessary special police powers for the purpose of 
enforcing the provisions of this ordinance. 

(c) It is hereby made the special duty of the Sheriff and other 
peace officers, who may be on duty and available for fire duty, to re- 
spond to all fire alarms and assist the Department in the protection 
of life and property, in regulating traffic, maintaining order, and in 
enforcing observance of all sections of this ordinance.

An Act To Declare Certain Portions Of The Cooper River To 
Be Clear Water, To Regulate The Use Of Trot Lines, Pump 
Nets Or Skim Bow Nets, And Baskets In Such Waters, And To 
Provide Penalties For Violations Thereof. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Portion of Cooper River designated as clear wa- 
ter.—For the purpose of laws relating to fishing the waters of the 
north and south branches of the Cooper River down to their con- 
fluence is hereby declared to be clear water. 


SECTION 2. Trot lines, baskets and certain nets may be used 
—conditions.—Trot lines or baskets and pump nets or skim bow 
nets may be used in the waters of the north and south branches of 
the Cooper River down to their confluence from sunrise on Wednes- 
days to sunset on Saturdays for the taking of nongame fish, provided 
the trot lines are baited only with cut bait or dough balls. If fish or 
minnows are used for cut bait they must be cut in not less than 
four parts. Trot lines or baskets may be used provided that a tag 
issued by the Wildlife Resources Department is attached to each 
trot line and basket, such tags to cost one dollar each. The tag must 
be securely attached to each basket and trot line. No trot line may 
have more than fifty hooks. The tags shall be good for the calendar 
year in which they are issued. 


SECTION 3. Possession of game fish or fishing tackle unlawful 
while fishing trot lines or baskets.—It shall be unlawful for any 
person to have in his possession game fish or fishing tackle capable 
of catching game fish while fishing trot lines or baskets in these 
waters. 


SECTION 4. Trot lines and baskets to be properly marked.— 
All trot lines and baskets must be marked by visible floats and any 
trot lines or baskets not marked and properly tagged shall be sub- 
ject to confiscation and the owner shall be guilty of violating this act. 


SECTION 5. Unlawful to fish other person’s baskets or trot 
lines.—Ejach person securing tags for baskets or trot lines mast fish 
only his own baskets or trot lines and any person fishing another 
person’s baskets or trot lines without authorization in writing from 
the owner shall be guilty of a misdemeanor. 
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SECTION 6. Act not to affect shad fishing.—Fishing for shad in 
compliance with the law shall in no wise be affected by the provisions 
of this act. 


SECTION 7. Penalties—Any person convicted of violating any 
provision in this act shall suffer the forfeiture of any and all tags or 
licenses held by him hereunder, shall be ineligible for any other license 
or tag during that calendar year, and shall be subject to a fine, for 
the first offense not less than fifty dollars and not more than one 
hundred dollars, for the second offense he shall be subject to a fine 
of one hundred dollars or imprisonment for thirty days, and for a 
third or subsequent offense imprisonment for thirty days.

An Act To Amend Sections 46-154 And 46-155, Code Of Laws 
Of South Carolina, 1952, Relating To The Operation Of Motor 
Vehicles By Minors So As To Provide For Issuing Restricted 
Driver’s Licenses To Persons Between The Ages Of 14 And 16 
To Drive Between The Hours Of 6 A. M. And 6 P. M.’ 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Section 46-154, 1952 Code, amended—drivers’ li- 
censes not to be issued to certain persons.—Amend Section 46- 
154 of the Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, as amended, to 
read as follows: 

“Section 46-154. What persons shall not be licensed. 

The State Highway Department shall not issue any motor vehicle 
driver’s license hereunder : ; 

1. To any person who is under sixteen years of age, except that 
the Department may issue a beginner’s or instruction permit as 
hereinafter provided for to any person who is at least fourteen years 
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of age; and except that the Highway Department may issue a Special 
Restricted Driver’s License to any person who is at least 14 years 
old and less than 16 years old, who has first acquired a beginner’s 
permit and who has successfully passed such road tests or otherwise 
as the Highway Department may in its discretion prescribe, which 
Special Restricted Driver’s License shall be valid and lawful only 
under the following conditions : 

(a) In the operation of all type vehicles, except that between the 
hours of 6:00 p.m. o’clock and 6:00 a.m. o’clock the holder of such 
Special Restricted Driver’s License must be accompanied by a li- 
censed adult 21 years of age or more, or accompanied by the holder’s 
parent or guardian. 

(b) In the operation of farm machinery and equipment (other 
than a passenger car) while engaged in agricultural pursuits. 

(c) In the operation of a motor scooter, or light motor driven 
cycle of five brake horse power or less; 

2. To any person whose license has been suspended during such 
suspension, nor to any person whose license has been revoked, except 
as otherwise provided for in this Chapter ; 

3. To any person who is an habitual drunkard, or is an habitual 
user of narcotic drugs, or is an habitual user of any other drug to a 
degree which renders him incapable of safely driving a motor vehicle ; 

4. To any person who has previously been adjudged to be afflicted 
with or suffering from any mental disability or mental disease and 
who has not at the time of application been restored to competency 
by methods provided by law; 

5. To any person who is required by this Chapter to take an ex- 
amination, unless such person shall have successfully passed such 
examination; and to any person who is required under the laws of 
this State to deposit proof of financial responsibility and who has 
not deposited such proof; 

6. To any other person who may not be issued a license as other- 
wise provided by the laws of this State.” 


SECTION 2. Paragraph (a) of Section 46-155, 1952 Code, 
amended—issuance of beginners’ permits.—Amend Paragraph (a) 
of Section 46-155, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, as amended, 
to read as follows: 

“(a) Any person who is at least fourteen years of age may apply 
to the State Highway Department for a beginner’s permit. The State 
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Highway Department may, after the applicant has successfully passed 
all parts of the examination other than the driving test, issue to the ~ 
applicant a beginner’s permit which shall entitle the applicant having 
such permit in his immediate possession to drive a motor vehicle 
upon the public highways for a period of not more than six months. 
While so driving such permittee must be accompanied by a licensed 
driver twenty-one years of age or older who has had at least one 
year of driving experience, and who is occupying a seat beside the 
driver, except in the event the permittee is operating a motorcycle. 
Any such beginner’s permit may be renewed or a new permit issued 
for additional periods of six months, but the Department may refuse 
to renew or issue a new permit where the examining officer has 
reason to believe that the applicant therefor, if over sixteen years 
of age, has not made a bona fide effort to pass the required driver’s 
road test, or does not appear to the examining officer to have the 
aptitude to pass such road test. No fee shall be charged for a be- 
ginner’s permit.” 


SECTION 3. Act not to apply to certain persons.—The provi- 
sions of this Act shall not apply to any person holding a driver’s 
license or beginner’s permit on the effective date of this Act.

Tax appraiser to be appointed for Darlington 
County—term—compensation—duties—The Governor shall ap- 
point a tax appraiser for Darlington County upon the recommenda- 
tion of the Darlington County Legislative Delegation. The tax ap- 
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praiser shall serve for a term of four years and until his successor is 
appointed and qualified. The tax appraiser shall receive such com- 
pensation as may be provided in the annual Darlington County Ap- 
propriation Act. The tax appraiser, in addition to appraising all real 
and personal property, except that subject to assessment by the State 
Tax Commission, for the purpose of tax assessment, shall have cus- 
tody of all area maps, cards and records relative to appraisals and 
shall keep such maps, cards and records current. 


SECTION 2. Board of Review for tax assessments created for 
Darlington County—members—terms—duties.—There is hereby 
created a board of review for tax assessments for Darlington County 
which shall be composed of five members, four of whom shall be 
appointed by the Governor upon the recommendation of the Dar- 
lington County Legislative Delegation for terms of four years or 
until their successors are appointed and qualified. The Darlington 
County Tax Appraiser shall serve ex officio as a member of the board 
and shall act as chairman. Valuation placed upon property, except 
that subject to assessment by the State Tax Commission, in the 
county may be reviewed by the county board of review under such 
rules and regulations as the board may promulgate.

son Convicted Of A Violation Of Any Traffic Law Of This State 
For Which Points Are Chargeable Shall Be Required To File 
Proof Of Financial Responsibility For The Future; And To Pro- 
vide For The Payment Of A Fee For Reiistration Of Uninsured 
Vehicles And To Provide For The Disposition Of The Funds So 
Collected. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Subsection (10) of Section 1 of Act 723 of 1952, 
amended—proof of financial responsibility defined.—Subsection 
(10) of Section 1 of Act No. 723 of 1952 is amended to read as 
follows: 

“(10) Proof of Financial Responsibility. Proof of ability to re- 
spond in damages for liability, on account of accidents occurring after 
the effective date of said proof, arising out of the ownership, mainte- 
nance, or use of a motor vehicle, in the amount of ten thousand dollars 
because of bodily injury to or death of one person in any one accident, 
and, subject to said limit for one person, in the amount of twenty 
thousand dollars because of bodily injury to or death of two or more 
persons in any one accident, and in the amount of five thousand dol- 
lars because of injury to or destruction of property of others in any 
one accident.” 


SECTION 2. Subsection (a) of Section 5 of Act 723 of 1952, 
amended—license to be suspended following accident unless se- 
curity deposited.—Subsection (a) of Section 5 of Act No. 723 of 
1952 is amended to read as follows: 

“(a) Security Required following Accident. The department, upon 
receipt of a report of a motor vehicle accident within the State which 
has resulted in bodily injury or death, or damage to the property of 
any one person in excess of fifty dollars, shall, within sixty days 
thereafter, suspend the license of each operator or driver and all 
registrations of each owner of a motor vehicle involved in such acci- 
dent and if such operator or driver is a nonresident, the privilege of 
operating a motor vehicle within this State and the privilege of the 
use within this State of any motor vehicle owned by him, unless such 
operator or driver or owner or both shall deposit security in a sum 
not less than two hundred fifty dollars or such additional amount as 
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the department may specify that will be sufficient to satisfy any judg- 
ment that may be recovered for damages resulting from the accident 
which may be recovered against the operator or owner, and unless 
such owner and operator shall immediately give and thereafter main- 
tain proof of financial responsibility on all motor vehicles owned or 
operated by him. Notice of the suspension shall be sent by the depart- 
ment to the operator and owner at least ten days before the effective 
date of the suspension and shall state the amount required as 
security.” 


SECTION 3. Subsection (c) of Section 5 of Act 723 of 1952, 
amended—policy or bond—requirements of.—Subsection (c) of 
Section 5 of Act No. 723 of 1952 is amended to read as follows: 


“(c) No policy or bond shall be effective under this section unless 
issued by an insurance company or surety company authorized to do 
business in this State except that if the motor vehicle was not reg- 
istered in this State, or was a motor vehicle which was registered 
elsewhere than in this State at the effective date of the policy or bond, 
or the most recent renewal thereof, the policy or bond shall not be 
effective under this section unless the insurance company or surety 
company if not authorized to do business in this State shall execute 
a power of attorney authorizing the department to accept service on 
its behalf of notice or process in any action upon the policy or bond 
arising out of the accident; provided, however, every policy or bond 
must be subject, if the accident has resulted in bodily injury or death, 
to a limit, exclusive of interest and costs, of not less than ten thou- 
sand dollars because of bodily injury to or death of one person in any 
one accident and, subject to this limit for one person, to a limit of 
not less than twenty thousand dollars because of bodily injury to or 
death of two or more persons in any one accident, and, if the accident 
has resulted in injury to or destruction of property, to a limit of not 
less than five thousand dollars because of injury to or destruction of 
property of others in any one accident.” 


SECTION 4. Subsections (2) and (3) of Section 7 of Act 723 of 
1952, amended—when suspended licenses may be restored.—Sub-

“(2) Two years shall have elapsed following the date of the acci- 
dent and evidence satisfactory to the department has been filed with 
it that during that period no action for damages arising out of the 
accident has been instituted ; or 
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(3) Evidence satisfactory to the department has been filed with it 
of a release from liability, or a final adjudication of nonliability, or 
a warrant for confession of judgment, or a duly acknowledged written 
agreement, in accordance with subdivision (3) of Section 6; Provided, 
however, in the event there shall be any default in the payment of 
any installment under any confession of judgment, then, upon notice 
of default, the department shall suspend the license and registration 
or nonresident’s operating privilege of the person defaulting which 
shall not be restored until the entire amount provided for in confes- 
sion of judgment has been paid; and provided, further, that in the 
event there shall be any default in the payment of any installment 
under any duly acknowledged written agreement, then, upon notice 
of default, the department shall suspend the license and registration 
or nonresident’s operating privilege of the person defaulting which 
shall not be restored unless and until (1) he deposits and thereafter 
maintains security as required under Section 5 in the amount the 
department may determine, or (2) two years shall have elapsed 
following the date when the security was required and during that 
period no action upon the agreement has been instituted in a court 
in this State.” 


SECTION 5. Section 8 of Act 723 of 1952, amended—nonresi- 
dents and unlicensed drivers to comply with act if involved in 
an accident—reciprocity with other states concerning suspen- 
sions of licenses.—Section 8 of Act No. 723 of 1952 is amended to 
read as follows: 

“Section 8. (a) In the event the driver or the owner of a vehicle 
of a type subject to registration under the laws of this State is 
involved in an accident within this State, has no license or regis- 
tration in this State, such driver shall not be allowed a license, nor 
shall such owner be allowed to register any vehicle in this State, 
until he has complied with the requirements of this article to the 
same extent that would be necessary if at the time of the accident, 
he had held a license or been the owner of a vehicle registered in 
this State. 

(b) When a nonresident’s operating privilege is suspended pur- 
suant to Section 5 or Section 7, the department shall transmit a cer- 
tified copy of the record of such action to the official in charge of 
the issuance of licenses and registration certificates in the state in 
which such nonresident resides, if the law of such other state pro- 
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vides for action in relation thereto similar to that provided for in 
subsection (c) of this section. 


(c) Upon receipt of such certification that the operating privilege 
of a resident of this State has been suspended or revoked in any 
such other state pursuant to a law providing for its suspension or 
revocation for failure to deposit security for the payment of judg- 
ments arising out of a motor vehicle accident, under circumstances 
which would require the department to suspend a nonresident’s op- 
erating privilege had the accident occurred in this State, the depart- 
ment shall suspend the license of such resident if he was the driver 
and all of his registrations if he was the owner of a motor vehicle 
involved in such accident. Such suspension shall continue until such 
resident furnishes evidence of his compliance with the law of such 
other state relating to the deposit of such security.” 


SECTION 6. Subsection (b) of Section 9 of Act 723 of 1952, 
amended—department may reduce amount of security.—Subsec- 
tion (b) of Section 9 of Act No. 723 of 1952 is amended to read 
as follows: 


“(b) The department may at any time reduce the amount of secur- 
ity ordered in any case if, in its judgment, the amount ordered is 
excessive. In case the security originally ordered has been deposited, 
the excess deposited over the reduced amount ordered shall be re- 
turned to the depositor or his personal representative, notwithstanding 
the provisions of Section 10. But in no case shall the Department 
reduce the amount of security to a sum less than two hundred fifty 
dollars.” 


SECTION 7. Section 10 of Act 723 of 1952, amended—custody 
and disposition of security.—Section 10 of Act No. 723 of 1952 is 
amended to read as follows: 

“Section 10. Custody, Disposition, and Return of Security. Se- 
curity deposited in compliance with the requirements of this article 
shall be placed by the department in the custody of the State Treas- 
urer and shall be applicable only to the payment of judgments ren- 
dered against the persons on whose behalf the deposit was made, 
for damages arising out of the accident in question in an action at 
law, begun not later than two years after the date of the accident, or 
within two years after the date of deposit of any security under sub- 
division (3) of Section 7, and this deposit or any balance thereof 
shall be returned to the depositor or his personal representative 
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when evidence satisfactory to the department has been filed with 
it that there has been a release from liability, or a final adjudication 
of nonliability, or a warrant for confession of judgment, or a duly 
acknowledged agreement, in accordance withs subdivision (3) of 
Section 6, or whenever, after the expiration of two years from the 
date of the accident, or within two years after the date of deposit 
of any security under subdivision (3) of Section 7, the department 
shall be given reasonable evidence that there is no action pending 
and no judgment rendered in the action left unpaid.” 


SECTION 8. Subsection (a) of Section 15 of Act 723 of 1952, 
amended—amounts necessary to satisfy judgments.—Subsection 
(a) of Setion 15 of Act No. 723 of 1952 is amended to read as fol- 
lows: 

“(a) Judgments herein referred to shall, for the purpose of this 
act only, be considered satisfied : 

1. When ten thousand dollars has been credited upon any judg- 
ment rendered in excess of that amount because of bodily injury 
to or death of one person as the result of any one accident; or 

2. When, subject to the limit of ten thousand dollars because of 
bodily injury to or death of one person, the sum of twenty thousand 
dollars has been credited upon any judgments rendered in excess 
of that amount because of bodily injury to or death of two or more 
persons as the result of any one accident; or 

3. When five thousand dollars has been credited upon any judg- 
ments rendered in excess of that amount because of injury to’ ‘or 
destruction of property of others as a result of any one accident.” 


SECTION 9. Section 19 of Act 723 of 1952, amended—insur- 
ance certificate may satisfy proof of financial responsibility.— 
Section 19 of Act No. 723 of 1952 is amended to read as follows: 


“Section 19. (a) Proof of financial responsibility may be fur- 
nished by filing with the department the written certificate of any 
insurance carrier duly authorized to do business in this State cer- 
tifying that there is in effect a motor-vehicle liability policy for the 
benefit of the person required to furnish proof of financial respon- 
sibility. The certificate shall give the date of the motor-vehicle lia- 
bility policy, which date shall be the same as the effective date of 
the certificate, and shall designate by explicit description or by ap- 
propriate reference all motor vehicles covered thereby, unless the 
policy is issued to a person who is not the owner of a motor vehicle. 
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Such policy shall be written for a minimum term of one year. A 
certificate of insurance shall remain in full force and effect for a 
period of at least ninety days unless such certificate is cancelled by 
the insurance company for some reason other than nonpayment of 
premium. Should a certificate of insurance be cancelled after ninety 
days for nonpayment of premium, the insurance company issuing 
such certificate shall immediately notify the Highway Department 
that the reason for such cancellation is for nonpayment of premium. 
Should a certificate of insurance be cancelled for any reason other 
than for nonpayment of premium the insurance company issuing such 
certificate shall immediately notify the Highway Department that 
the cancellation is not for nonpayment of premium. The Highway 
Department may refuse acceptance of the certificate of insurance 
required under this section for the following reasons: 

1. If the certificate is filed by an agent or company found to be 
in violation of any of the provisions of this act. 

2. If the certificate is filed for any person who has previously had 
a certificate cancelled for nonpayment of premium, unless the policy 
under which such certificate is issued is certified to be noncancellable 
for a period of one year for nonpayment of premium. 

(b) No motor vehicle shall be or continue to be registered in the 
name of any person required to file proof of financial responsibility 
unless the motor vehicle is so designated in the certificate.” 


SECTION 10. Section 19-A of Act 723 of 1952, amended—as- 
signed risk plans.—Section 19-A of Act No. 723 of 1952 is amended 
to read as follows: 

“Section 19-A. After consultation with insurance companies au- 
thorized to issue automobile liability policies in this State, the Insur- 
ance Commissioner shall approve a reasonable plan or plans for the 
equitable apportionment among such companies of applicants for 
such policies and for motor vehicle liability policies who are in good 
faith entitled to such policies but are unable to procure them through 
ordinary methods. Any such plan shall include the establishment of 
uniform premium rates as to each class of risk, based on the com- 
bined loss experience of all companies who participate in the assigned 
risk plan, on their assigned risk experience as a separate class. When 
any such plan has been approved, all such insurance companies shall 
subscribe thereto and participate therein. Any applicant for any such 
policy, any person insured under any such plan and any insurance 
company affected may appeal to the Insurance Commissioner from 
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any ruling or decision of the manager of committee designated to 
operate such plan. Any person aggrieved hereunder by any order or 
act of the Insurance Commissioners may, within ten days after notice 
thereof, file a petition in the Court of Common Pleas of Richland 
County for a review thereof. The court shall summarily hear the 
petition and may make any appropriate order or decree.” 


SECTION 11. Section 21 of Act 723 of 1952, amended—motor 
vehicle liability policy—definition and provisions of.—Section 21 
of Act No. 723 of 1952 is amended to read as follows: 

“Section 21. (a). A ‘motor-vehicle liability policy’ as the term is 
used in this act shall mean an owner’s or an operator’s policy of lia- 
bility insurance, certified as provided in Section 19 or Section 20 
as proof of financial responsibility, and issued, except as otherwise 
provided in Section 20, by an insurance carrier duly authorized to 
transact business in this State, to or for the benefit of the person 
named therein as insured. 

(b) An owner’s policy of liability insurance shall designate by 
explicit description or by appropriate reference all motor vehicles with 
respect to which coverage is thereby to be granted. 

(c) No policy or contract of bodily injury liability insurance, or 
of property damage liability insurance, covering liability arising from 
the ownership, maintenance or use of any motor vehicle, shall be 
issued or delivered in this State to the owner of such vehicle, or 
shall be issued or delivered by any insurer licensed in this State upon 
any motor vehicle then principally garaged or principally used in 
this State, unless it contains a provision insuring the person named 
therein and any other person, as insured, using any of those motor 
vehicles with the express or implied permission of the named insured, 
against loss from the liability imposed by law for damages arising 
out of the ownership, maintenance or use of such motor vehicles 
within the United States of America or the Dominion of Canada, 
subject to limits exclusive of interest and costs, with respect to each 
motor vehicle, as follows: ten thousand dollars because of bodily 
injury to or death of one person in any one accident, and, subject 
to such limit for one person, twenty thousand dollars because of 
bodily injury to or death of two or more persons in any one acci- 
dent, and five thousand dollars because of injury to or destruction 
of property of others in any one accident. 

(d) Nor shall any such policy or contract be so issued or delivered 
after January 1, 1961 unless it contains an endorsement or provision 
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undertaking to pay the insured all sums which he shall be legally 
entitled to recover as damages from the owner or operator of an 
uninsured motor vehicle, within limits which shall be no less than 
the requirements of paragraph (c) of this section, as amended from 
time to time; provided, that on and after January 1, 1960, all insur- 
ance companies offering such policies shall make available to policy- 
holders on an optional basis policies containing the endorsement or 
provisions referred to in this paragraph. Such endorsement or pro- 
visions shall also provide for no less than five thousand dollars cov- 
erage for injury to or destruction of the property of the insured in 
any one accident but may provide an exclusion of the first two hun- 
dred dollars of such loss or damage. 

(e) As used in this section, the term ‘bodily injury’ shall include 
death, resulting therefrom; the term ‘insured’ as used in subsections 
(d), (f), (h), and (i) hereof, means the named insured and, while 
resident of the same household, the spouse of any such named in- 
sured, and relatives of either, while in a motor vehicle or otherwise, 
and any person who uses, with the consent, expressed or implied, 
of the named insured, the motor vehicle to which the policy applies 
and a guest in such motor vehicle to which the policy applied or 
the personal representative of any of the above; and the term ‘un- 
insured motor vehicle’ means a motor vehicle as to which there is no 
(i) bodily injury liability insurance and property damage liability 
insurance both in the amounts specified in paragraph (c) of this 
section, as amended from time to time, or (ii) there is such insur- 
ance but the insurance company writing the same denies coverage 
thereunder, and (iii) there is no bond or deposit or cash securities 
in lieu of such bodily injury and property damage liability insurance. 
A motor vehicle shall be deemed to be uninsured if the owner or 
operator thereof be unknown; provided, that recovery under the en- 
dorsement or provisions shall be subject to the conditions hereinafter 
set forth. 

(f) If the owner or operator of any motor vehicle which causes’ 
bodily injury or property damage to the insured be unknown, the 
insured or someone on his behalf, in order for the insured to recover 
under the endorsement, shall report the accident as required by Sec- 
tions 46-326, 46-327, and 46-328 of the 1952 Code. 

(g) If the owner or operator of any vehicle causing injury or 
damages be unknown, an action may be instituted against the un- 
known defendant as ‘John Doe’ and service of process may be made 
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by delivery of a copy of the motion for judgment or other pleadings 
to the clerk of the court in which the action is brought and service 
upon the insurance company issuing the policy shall be made as 
prescribed by law as though such insurance company were a party 
defendant. The insurance company shall have the right to file plead- 
ings and take other action allowable by law in the name of John Doe. 

(h) An insurer paying a claim under the endorsement or provisions 
required by paragraph (d) of this section shall be subrogated to the 
rights of the insured to whom such claim was paid against the person 
causing such injury, death or damage to the extent that payment was 
made; provided, that the bringing of an action against the unknown 
owner or operator as John Doe or the conclusion of such an action 
shall not constitute a bar to the insured, if the identity of the owner 
or operator who caused the injury or damages complained of be- 
comes known, from bringing an action against the owner or operator 
theretofore proceeded against as John Doe; provided, that any re- 
covery against such owner or operator shall be paid to the insurance 
company to the extent that such insurance company paid the named 
insured in the action brought against such owner or operator as 
John Doe, except that such insurance company shall pay its pro- 
portionate part of any reasonable costs and expense incurred in con- 
nection therewith including reasonable attorneys’ fees. Nothing in 
an endorsement or provisions made under this paragraph nor any 
other provisions of law shall operate to prevent the joining in an 
action against John Doe of the owner or operator of the motor ve- 
hicle causing such injury as a party defendant and such joinder is 
hereby specifically authorized. 

(i) No such endorsement or provisions shall contain any provision 
requiring arbitration of any claim arising under any such endorse- 
ment or provisions, nor may anything be required of the insured 
except the establishment of legal liability, nor shall the insured be 
restricted or prevented in any manner from employing legal counsel 
or instituting legal proceedings. 

(j) The motor-vehicle liability policy shall state the name and 
address of the named insured, the coverage afforded by the policy, 
the premium charged therefor, the policy period, and the limits of 
liability, and shall contain an agreement or be endorsed that insur- 
ance is provided thereunder in accordance with the coverage defined 
in this act as respects bodily injury and death or property damage, 
or both, and is subject to all of the provisions of this act. 
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(k) The motor-vehicle liability policy need not insure any lia- 
bility under the workmen’s compensation law nor any liability on 
account of bodily injury to or death of an employee of the insured 
while engaged in the employment, other than domestic, of the in- 
sured, or while engaged in the operation, maintenance, or repair of 
the motor vehicle nor any liability for damage to property owned by, 
rented to, in charge of, or transported by the insured. 

(1) Every motor-vehicle liability policy shall be subject to the 
following provisions which need not be contained therein: 

1. The liability of the insurance carrier with respect to the insur- 
ance required by this act shall become absolute whenever injury or 
damage covered by the motor-vehicle liability policy occurs; the 
policy may not be cancelled or annulled as to the liability by any 
agreement between the insurance carrier and the insured after the 
occurrence of the injury or damage; no statement made by the in- 
sured or on his behalf and no violation of the policy shall defeat or 
void the policy. 

2. The satisfaction by the insured of a judgment for the injury 
or damage shall not be a condition precedent to the right or duty 
of the insurance carrier to make payment on account of the injury or 
damage. 

3. The insurance carrier shall have the right to settle any claim 
covered by the policy, and if the settlement is made in good faith, 
the amount thereof shall be deductible from the limits of liability 
specified in paragraph (c) of this section. 

4. The policy, the written application therefor, if any, and any 
rider or endorsement which does not conflict with the provisions 
of this act shall constitute the entire contract between the parties. 

(m) Any policy which grants the coverage required for a motor- 
vehicle liability policy may also grant any lawful coverage in excess 
of or in addition to the coverage specified for a motor-vehicle lia- 
bility policy and the excess or additional coverage shall not be sub- 
ject to the provisions of this act. With respect to a policy which 
grants this excess or additional coverage the term ‘motor-vehicle lia- 
bility policy’ shall apply only to that part of the coverage which is 
required by this section. 

(n) Any motor-vehicle liability policy may provide that the insured 
shall reimburse the insurance carrier for any payment the insurance 
carrier would not have been obligated to make under the terms of 
the policy except for the provisions of this act. 
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(o) Any motor-vehicle liability policy may provide for the prorat- 
ing of the insurance thereunder with other valid and collectible in- 
surance. 

(p) The requirements for a motor-vehicle liability policy may be 
fulfilled by the policies of one or more insurance carriers which pol- 
icies together meet such requirements. 

(q) Any binder issued pending the issuance of a motor-vehicle 
liability policy shall be considered as fulfilling the requirements for 
such policy.” 


SECTION 12. Subsections (a)(1) and (c) of Section 29 of Act 
723 of 1952, amended—when proof of financial responsibility may 
be cancelled—re-establishment of.—Subsections (a) (1) and (c) 
of Section 29 of Act No. 723 of the Acts of 1952 are amended to read 
as follows: 


“(a) 1. At any time after five years from the date the proof was 
required when, during the five year period preceding the request, 
the department has not received record of a conviction or a for- 
feiture of bail which would require or permit the suspension or re- 
vocation of the license, registration, or nonresident’s operating priv- 
ilege of the person by or for whom the proof was furnished; or 

(c) Whenever: any person whose proof has been cancelled, or re- 
turned under subdivision 3 of this section applies for a license or 
registration within a period of five years from the date proof was 
originally required, this application shall be refused unless the ap- 
plicant shall re-establish the proof for the remainder of the five year 
period.” 


SECTION 13. Section 46-333, 1952 Code, amended—accident 
reports to be confidential—use of—disclosure of insurance infor- 
mation.—Section 46-333, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, is 
amended to read as follows: 


“Section 46-333. All accident reports made by persons involved 
in accidents or by garages shall be without prejudice to the individual 
so reporting and shall be for the confidential use of the department 
or other State agencies having use for the records for accident pre- 
vention purposes. The’ department may disclose the identity of a 
person involved in an accident when such identity is not otherwise 
known or when such person denies his presence at such accident 
and may upon request disclose to any person who has suffered in- 
jury to his person or property any information contained on any 
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report regarding the existence of insurance or other exceptions as 
required by Section 4 of Act 723 of 1952. No such report shall be 
used as evidence in any trial, civil, or criminal, arising out of an 
accident, except that the department shall furnish upon demand 
of any person who has, or claims to have, made such a report or 
upon demand of any court a certificate showing that a specified ac- 
cident report has or has not been made to the department solely 
to prove a compliance or a failure to comply with the requirement 
that such a report be made to the department.” 


SECTION 14. Licenses of uninsured drivers who receive points 
for traffic violations to be revoked unless proof of financial re- 
sponsibility established—(a) The Highway Department, upon re- 
ceipt of satisfactory evidence that any person has been convicted of a 
violation of any traffic law of this State for which four or more points 
are chargeable under the provisions of Act No. 168 of 1955, shall 
forthwith suspend the driver’s license of such person and the registra- 
tion of any motor vehicle owned by such person, or the privilege of 
such person to operate a motor vehicle in this State under any law of 
this State relating to nonresidents. Such license and registration, or 
privilege, shall remain suspended until such person shall file and 
maintain proof of financial responsibility for the future as required 
by Section 19 (a) or Section 24 of Act No. 723 of 1952. If such 
person is not licensed, or does not own a motor vehicle, no license 
shall thereafter be issued to him nor shall any motor vehicle be reg- 
istered in his name until he shall give and thereafter maintain proof 
of financial responsibility. 

(b) As used in this section, automobile liability policy or bond 
shall mean automobile liability policies or bonds meeting the minimum 
requirements of the Motor Vehicle Safety Responsibility Act. 

(c) This section shall not apply to any of the following: 

1. The operator if the owner had in effect at the time of the viola- 
tion an automobile liability policy with respect to the motor vehicle 
being operated ; 

2. The operator, if not the owner of the motor vehicle, if there 
was in effect at the time of the violation of an automobile liability 
policy or bond with respect to his operation of motor vehicles not 
owned by him; 

3. The operator if the liability of the operator for damages result- 
ing from any accident is, in the judgment of the Highway Depart-

ment, covered by any other form of liability insurance policy or bond; 
or 

4, Any person qualifying as a self-insurer under Section 34 of Act 
No. 723 of 1952. 

(d) The term “conviction” as used in this act shall also include 
the entry of any plea of guilty or nolo contendere, and the forfeiture 
of any bail or collateral deposited to secure a defendant’s appearance 
in court. 

(e) Written notice of the suspension of any person’s driver’s li- 
cense, motor vehicle registration or privilege, as provided herein, 
shall be given by the Highway Department at least ten days before 
the effective date of the suspension by depositing the notice in the 
United States mail with postage prepaid addressed to such person at 
the address contained in the records of the Highway Department. The 
giving of notice by mail is complete upon the expiration of four days 
after such deposit of such notice. A certificate by the Director of the 
Motor Vehicle Division that such notice has been sent as required 
herein shall be conclusive proof that the requirements as to notice of 
suspension have been met, although the notice might not actually 
have been received by the addressee. 

(f) Any person whose license, registration, or privilege has been 
suspended under this act shall have the right to review and hearing 
as is provided in Section 5 (b) and Section 6 of Act No. 168 of 1955. 


SECTION 15. Persons registering uninsured motor vehicles to 
pay fee of fifteen dollars—‘“uninsured motorists fund” to be 
created.—(a) In addition to any other fees prescribed by law, every 
person registering and licensing an uninsured motor vehicle, as 
hereinafter defined, in this State for or during the registration and 
license year commencing November 1, 1960, and each registration 
year thereafter, shall pay, at the time of registering and licensing the 
same, a fee of fifteen dollars. The Highway Department is authorized 
to require that any person applying for licensing and registration of a 
motor vehicle shall certify under the penalties set forth in paragraph 
(b) of this section whether or not each such motor vehicle is an in- 
sured motor vehicle as herein defined; or the Highway Department 
may, in its discretion, require that such person produce as evidence 
of financial responsibility a certificate, in form prescribed by the said 
Department, of insurance or self-insurance complying with the re- 
quirements of Section 34 of Act 723, Acts of 1952, or that such per- 
son shall have given bond or delivered the cash or securities as pro- 
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vided in Sections 24 and 25 of Act 723, Acts of 1952, respectively, or 
pay the fee herein prescribed. 


(b) Any person knowingly making a false certificate as to whether 
a motor vehicle is an insured motor vehicle or presenting to the State 
Highway Department false evidence that any motor vehicle sought 
to be registered is insured, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and on 
conviction thereof shall be fined not less than fifty dollars nor more 
thait one hundred dollars, or imprisoned for not less than ten days 
nor more than thirty days. The State Highway Department shall 
deny, for a period of six months, registration of any motor vehicle 
for which a false certificate or false evidence is presented that the 
vehicle is insured, and shall revoke, and not thereafter reissue for a 
period of six months, the driver’s license of any person making such 
false certificate or offering such false evidence. 

(c) As used in this Act, and Act 723, Acts of 1952, as amended, 
the term “insured motor vehicle” means a motor vehicle as to which 
there is bodily injury liability insurance and property damage lia- 
bility insurance, both in the amounts specified in Section 21 of Act 
723, Acts of 1952, as amended by this act, and as it may be amended 
from time to time, issued by an insurance carrier authorized to do 
business in this State, or as to which a bond has been given or cash 
or securities delivered in lieu of such insurance; or as to which the 
owner has qualified as a self-insured in accordance with the provi- 
sions of Section 34 of Act 723, Acts of 1952. The term “uninsured 
motor vehicle” means a motor vehicle as to which there is no such 
bodily injury liability insurance and property damage liability insur- 
ance or no such bond has been given or cash or securities delivered 
in lieu thereof, or the owner of which has not so qualified as a self- 
insurer. 

(d) Upon the termination of insurance by cancellation or failure 
to renew, notice of such cancellation or other termination shall be 
filed by the insurer with the State Highway Department not later 
than five days following the effective date of such cancellation or 
other termination. ‘ 

(e) The State Highway Department shall, upon receipt of the 
notice of cancellation or termination provided for in Paragraph (d) 
of this section, forthwith revoke the certificate of registration and 
license plates of the motor vehicle with respect to which such policy 
was theretofore in force, unless the owner thereof either gives evi- 
dence that such vehicle is an insured vehicle in the manner provided in 
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Paragraph (a) of this section or pays the fee provided for. in said 
Paragraph (a) of this section. 

(f) All funds collected by the State Highway Department under 
the provisions of this Section shall be deposited to the credit of the 
State Treasurer and monthly transferred to a special deposit fund 
to be known as the “Uninsured Motorists Fund” to be disbursed as 
provided in Section 16 of this Act. 


SECTION 16. Fund to be supervised by Insurance Commis- 
sioner—distribution of funds.—(a) The Uninsured Motorists Fund 
provided for in Section 15 shall be under the supervision and control 
of the State Insurance Commissioner and shall be paid out, on war- 
rants of the Comptroller issued on vouchers signed by the Insurance 
Commissioner or such persons as he shall designate, for the purpose of 
defraying the administration cost of this Act by the State Highway 
Department and for reducing the costs of the endorsement or provi- 
sions provided for in Paragraph (d) of Section 21 of Act 723, Acts 
of 1952, as amended by Section 11 of this Act, in the manner here- 
inafter set forth. 

(b) The State Insurance Commissioner shall annually, at such 
time in each year as he shall deem best for the purposes, make distri- 
bution from the fund as follows: 

1. To the State Highway Department, the amount certified by the 
said State Highway Department as the cost to said Department of its 
administration costs and expenses of administering this Act. These 
payments may be made on a quarterly basis. 

2. Among the several insurance companies writing motor vehicle 
bodily injury and property damage insurance on motor vehicles reg- 
istered in this State, the balance of such fund after taking out the 
administration costs to be paid to the State Highway Department. 
Distribution’ among the insurance companies shall be in the propor- 
tion that the premium income for the basic limits coverage of each 
insurance company (i. e., gross premiums less cancellation and re- 
turn premiums) for the coverage required by Paragraph (d) of 
Section 21 of Act 723, Acts’ of 1952, as amended by Section 11 of 
this Act, bears to the total of such premium income for such coverage 
written in this State during the preceding year. 

(c) Before distributing the funds among the insurance companies 
as provided for in this section, the State Insurance Commissioner 
shall annually first determine the proper rate, arrived at in the manner 
prescribed by the Insurance Commissioner to be charged by such 
companies for such endorsement or provision without regard to the 
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funds to be so distributed; the Insurance Commissioner shall then 
cause a reduction of the rate provided for such endorsement or pro- 
vision in proportion to the funds to be distributed as provided herein. 
Should the amount in the Fund exceed the amount necessary to 
cover the entire cost to policyholders of the coverage required by 
Paragraph (d) of Section 21 of Act 723, Acts of 1952, as amended 
by Section 11 of this Act, or if for any other reason such funds, or 
any of them, cannot be so expended, the balance remaining in the 
Fund shall be held in reserve in the Uninsured Motorists Fund with 
the State Treasurer against years in which there might be a deficit. 
It is the intent of this section that each policyholder shall have the 
cost of such endorsement or provision reduced through such adjust- 
ment of rate, so far as possible, out of the funds collected from unin- 
sured motorists and distributed as provided herein, and that such 
reduction in the cost of such endorsement is intended to serve as an 
added inducement to the uninsured motorist to procure insurance 
coverage. The amount payable to any such insurance company here- 
under shall apply only to those companies maintaining records satis- 
factory to the Commissioner as will disclose loss experience under 
such endorsement. 

(d) The State Insurance Commissioner shall have power to issue 
such rules and regulations as may be necessary to carry out the pro- 
visions and intent of this section. 


SECTION 17. Not to repeal Title 46 of 1952 Code—This act 
shall not repeal any provision contained in Title 46 of the Code of 
Laws of South Carolina, 1952, or amendments thereto, but shall be 
considered cumulative thereto. 


SECTION 18. Repeal.—aAll acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed. 


SECTION 19. Time effective—This act shall take effect on the 
first day of January, 1960.

An Act To Amend Section 7 Of Part II Of Act No. 855 Of The 
Acts Of 1958 By Making Provision For The Continuance Of The 
Program Of Enlarging And Improving The State Highway Sec- 
ondary System (Farm-To-Market Roads) Throughout The Pres- 
ent Fiscal Year By Means Of The Issuance Of State Highway 
Bonds, To Make Provision For The Payment Thereof, And To 
Prescribe The Manner Of Apportioning Moneys Derived From 
The Tax Levied Pursuant To Section 7 Remaining After Effect- 
ing Payment Of Such Bonds. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Paragraphs E, F, G and H of Section 7, Part II, 
of Act 855 of 1958, amended—Highway Department may issue 
bonds for secondary system.—Paragraphs E, F, G and H of Sec- 
tion 7 of Part II of Act No. 855 of the Acts of 1958 are hereby 
amended by striking out the same and inserting in lieu thereof the 
following, which, upon the enactment of this act, shall become Para- 
graphs E, F, G and H of Section 7 of Part II of Act No. 855: 

“(E) In order that the program of improvement of highways in 
the State Highway Secondary System (Farm-to-Market Roads) 
shall continue throughout the present fiscal year begun July 1, 1958, 
the State Highway Department shall make request embodying the 
information required by Code Section 33-254 to the Governor and 
the State Treasurer for the issuance of six million five hundred 
thousand dollars of State Highway Bonds, whose proceeds shall be 
expended on the State Highway Secondary System and apportioned 
among the several counties of the State in the manner provided by 
Paragraph (G) hereof. If such request be approved, the Governor 
and the State Treasurer shall be empowered to issue State Highway 
Bonds under the conditions prescribed by Chapter 4, of Title 33, 
Code of Laws of South Carolina for 1952, as amended, except that 
the last of the bonds shall mature not later than June 30, 1972, and, 
in addition to the pledge authorized by Section 33-284, such bonds 
shall be additionally secured by a pledge of the proceeds of the tax 
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levied by Sections (A), (B) and (C), supra. Such additional pledge 
shall not be exclusive and other obligations of the State hereinafter 
authorized by subsequent legislation may be secured by a pledge 
on a parity therewith. 


“(F) In determining the amount of the sinking fund payments 
required by Section 33-265, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, 
the additional revenue accruing to the State Highway Department, 
as provided hereby, shall not be considered. 

“(G) For the fiscal years commencing July 1, 1959 and ending 
June 30, 1972, the moneys collected by the South Carolina Tax Com- 
mission, pursuant to the provisions of this section shall be deposited 
with the State Treasurer and applied to the payment of the principal 
and interest on the bonds authorized by Paragraph (E). Any sum 
that shall remain after effecting such payment shall be expended on 
the State Highway Secondary System and, together with any other 
funds made available for the purpose, shall be apportioned among the 
counties of the State in the following manner: One-third in the ratio 
which the land area of the county bears to the total land area of 
the State; one-third in the ratio which the population of the county 
bears to the total population of the State as shown by the latest of- 
ficial decennial census; and one-third in the ratio which the mileage 
of all rural public roads in the county bears to the total rural road 
mileage in the State as shown by the latest official records of the 
State Highway Department. 

“(H) That during the fourteen-year period of this act the Farm- 
to-Market or State Secondary Highway Program shall each year be 
at least equal to the amount of revenue derived from the tax of one 
cent on motor fuel.” 


SECTION 2. Repeal.—aAll acts or parts of acts inconsistent with 
this act are hereby repealed to the extent of such inconsistency. 


SECTION 3. Time effective.—This act shall take effect upon ap- 
proval by the Governor.

A Joint Resolution To Establish A Commission To Commemo- 
rate The One-Hundredth Anniversary Of The Participation By 
The State Of South Carolina In The American War Between The 
Confederated States Of America, South, And The Federal Union 
Of The United States Of America, North, And For Other Related 
Purposes. 


Whereas, the years 1961-1965 will mark the centennial of the 
American War wherein the State of South Carolina participated as 
a part of the Confederated States of America, South, against the 
Federal Union of the United States, North, with steadfast devotion 
to duty and supreme loyalty to the cause; and 

Whereas, South Carolina accepted at Appomattox the principle that 
the United States is one nation composed of an indissoluble union of 
indestructible states, each sovereign in their respective spheres under 
the Constitution of the United States as the supreme law of the land, 
except in those instances of rights reserved to the people and to the 
several states respectively ; and 

Whereas, the sons of South Carolina and the sons of the rest of the 
South have subsequently fought with intense loyalty side by side 
with the sons of the North to uphold the dignity of the individual, 
and for the rights of all persons to life, freedom, justice and equal 
opportunity to the end that such blessings shall henceforth abide 
among all people everywhere; and 

Whereas, the designation, restoration, development and preservation 
‘of the battlefields and military parks and places of historic events 
in connection with the participation of South Carolina in the great 
American conflict, contemplate the acquisition of necessary lands for 
perpetual preservation of these locations and the furnishing of im- 
provements to assure proper use of these historic places of valor and 
sacrifice ; and 

Whereas, it is encumbent upon the State of South Carolina to pro- 
vide for the proper observances of the centennial years of this great 
war. 

Now, therefore, 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. South Carolina Confederate War Centennial Com- 
mission, established—members—advisory council—vacancies— 
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officers.—In order to provide for appropriate observances and the 
coordination of ceremonies, there is hereby established a commis- 
sion to be known as the South Carolina Confederate War Centennial 
Commission, hereinafter referred to as the “Commission,” which 
shall be composed of nine members as follows: The Governor shall 
be a member, ex officio; two members shall be appointed by the 
Speaker of the House of Representatives from the membership of 
the House; two members shall be appointed by the President of the 
Senate from the membership of the Senate; and four members, not 
present members of the General Assembly, shall be appointed by 
the Governor. The terms of the members, except that of the Governor, 
shall terminate on May 1, 1966. 

The Commission may appoint honorary members, and shall estab- 
lish an advisory council composed of such persons as it deems 
especially interested in the celebration of the centennial, to assist in 
its work. 


Appointments provided for in this section, with the exception of 
honorary members, shall be made within ninety days from the date 
of this act. Vacancies shall be filled in the same manner as the original 
appointments. Upon its appointment the Commission shall organize 
by electing from its membership a chairman, a vice-chairman, and 
such other officers as the Commission shall determine are necessary. 


SECTION 2. Program and plans—awards.—It shall be the duty 
of the Commission to prepare an overall program to include specific 
plans for commemorating the one-hundredth anniversary of the par- 
ticipation of the State of South Carolina in the great American War- 
Between the Confederated States of America, South, and the Fed- 
eral Union of the United States of America, North. In preparing its 
plans and programs, the Commission shall cooperate with and give 
due consideration to any similar and related plans advanced by the 
Centennial Commission of the United States and by state, civic, pa- 
triotic, hereditary and historical bodies, and may designate special 
committees with representation from the above-mentioned bodies to 
plan and conduct specific ceremonies. 

The Commission may give suitable recognition, such as the award 
of medals and certificates, or by other appropriate means, to persons 
and organizations for outstanding accomplishments in preserving and 
writing the history of the great American War Between the States. 


SECTION 3. Programs to be conducted at each battlefield — 
In order to conduct effectively centennial observances on the battle- 
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fields and related historic sites, the Commission is authorized and 
directed to conduct programs at such times and in such manner as 
will insure that fitting observance may be held at each such battle- 
field or site as its centennial occurs during the period 1961-1965. 


SECTION 4. Governor requested to issue proclamations.—The 
Governor of the State of South Carolina is requested to issue procla- 
mations requesting the people of the State of South Carolina and of 
the United States to participate in and observe the centennial anni- 
versaries of the significant historic events, the commemorations of 
which are provided for herein. 


SECTION 5. Accept donations—cooperate with other groups.— 
The Commission is authorized to accept donations of money, prop- 
erty or personal services; to cooperate with national, state, civic, pa- 
triotic, hereditary and historical groups and institutions of learning ; 
and to call upon state departments or agencies for their advice and 
assistance in carrying out the purposes of this act. 


SECTION 6. Disposition of books and records.—All books, man- 
uscripts, miscellaneous printed matter, memorabilia, relics and other 
materials relating to the War Between the States, and donated to 
the Commission, shall be disposed of by the Commission after con- 
sultation with the South Carolina Archives Department. 


SECTION 7. Procure supplies—expend funds—exercise powers. 
—The Commission, to such extent as it finds to be necessary and 
within the limits of funds available, may without regard to the 
laws and procedures applicable to state agencies, procure supplies, 
services and property and make contracts, and expend in furtherance 
of this act funds donated or funds received and may, within the 
limits of statutory authority, exercise those powers that are necessary 
to enable it to carry out efficiently and in the public interest the pur- 
poses of this act. 


SECTION 8. State Assembly to be called.—The Commission shall 
call, at a place of meeting generally convenient, and not later than 
June 1, 1959, a State Assembly of representatives of civic, patriotic 
and historical groups whose duty it shall be to consider and make 
recommendations to the Commission for the most fitting and appro- 
priate way to commemorate the observance of the centennial of the 
American War Between the States. The Governor may appoint rep- 
resentatives to the Assembly. When this Assembly shall have made 
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its recommendations, it shall be adjourned subject to the call of the 
Commission. 


SECTION 9. Reports to General Assembly.—A report shall be 
submitted to the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina 
not later than the convening day of the General Assembly of 1960, 
presenting the plans of the Commission with suitable recommenda- 
tions in the premises. Thereafter, an annual report of the activities 
of the Commission, including an accounting of funds received and 
expended, shall be furnished by the Commission to the General 
Assembly. A final report shall be made to the General Assembly of 
the State of South Carolina no later than May 1, 1966, upon which 
date the Commission shall be dissolved and all duties required of it 
shall terminate. 


SECTION 10. Disposition of property and revenues upon termi- 
nation of Commission.—Any property acquired by the Commission 
and being in its hands upon its termination may be used by the State 
or may be disposed of as surplus property. The net revenues, after pay- 
ment of the Commission expenses, shall be deposited in the General 
Fund of the State. 


SECTION 11. Members to serve without compensation—employ 
director and secretary.—The members of the Commission shall serve 
without compensation. The Commission may employ a director and a 
secretary who shall devote full time to the work of the Commission 
and shall perform such duties as the Commission may direct. The 
director and secretary shall receive such compensation as shall be 
fixed by law. 


SECTION 12. Members not to be considered as employees or 
officials of State—Service of an individual as a member of the Com- 
mission shall not be considered as service or employment bringing 
such individual within the provisions of law concerning the pro- 
hibiting of such service; nor shall any member of the Commission, by 
reason of his status as such, be deemed an officer of the government 
within the meaning of dual office holding, as prohibited by the Con- 
stitution and laws of South Carolina. 


SECTION 13. Status of retired officers not to be affected by em- 
ployment or membership on Commission.—Notwithstanding any 
provision of law to the contrary, the Chairman of the Commission 
may appoint or employ any retired officer in any civilian office or po- 
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sition in the Commission, and may pay any such retired officer if 
funds are available for such purpose. The retired status, office, rank 
or grade of retired officers so appointed or employed, except as pro- 
vided by law, and any emolument, prerequisite, right, privilege or 
benefit incident to or arising out of any such status, office, rank, or 
grade, shall in no way be affected by reason of such appointment or 
employment in any civilian office or position in the Commission or the 
receipt of the pay thereof. 


SECTION 14. Repeal.—aAll acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed. 


SECTION 15. Time effective.—This act shall take effect upon ap- 
proval by the Governor.

Charter To The Trans-South Corporation. 


Whereas, the General Assembly on February 5, 1959, by Concur- 
rent Resolution No. S-65, pursuant to the requirements of the Con- 
stitution of South Carolina, 1895, Article 9, Section 2, approved 
the introduction of a bill authorizing the Secretary of State to re- 
store the charter of the Trans-South Corporation. Now, therefore, 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Charter of Trans-South Corporation may be re- 
stored—conditions.—Authority is hereby granted to the Secretary of 
State to restore the charter of the Trans-South Corporation, which was 
cancelled in 1955, upon the payment to the South Carolina Tax Com- 
mission of such taxes, penalties and interest the Commission shall 
find to be due. The Secretary of State shall notify the clerk of court 
of the county in which the original charter was granted of the re- 
instating of the cancelled charter, and the clerk of court shall note 
the same upon the record of the original charter, and thereupon said 
charter shall be reinstated and all acts of the corporation during its 
period of cancellation shall be as effective as if said charter had never 
been cancelled.

SECTION 1. Results of referenda concerning tobacco acreage 
assessment validated—assessment.—The results of the referenda 
held on December 15, 1958 which were favorable to an annual acreage 
assessment of ten cents per acre on the tobacco planted for the three 
year period of 1959, 1960 and 1961, and which also were favorable to 
allowing the South Carolina members of the board of directors of To- 
bacco Associates, Incorporated, to assess, annually, tobacco acreage 
planted for the three year period of 1959, 1960 and 1961 in an amount 
not to exceed forty cents per acre, if permitted by an act of the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the State of South Carolina, are validated and the 
members of the board of directors of Tobacco Associates, Incor- 
porated, subject to the approval of the majority of the South Carolina 
members of such board of directors, are authorized to assess, an- 
nually, tobacco acreage planted for the three year period of 1959, 
1960 and 1961 in an amount not to exceed forty cents per acre, for 
expansion of export markets, commencing with the first sale of to- 
bacco in 1959. 


SECTION 2. Repeal.—aAll acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed.

SECTION 1. Whitten Village may exchange land with Interna- 
tional Paper Co.—The Board of Trustees of Whitten Village in Lau- 
rens County is hereby authorized to convey to the International 
Paper Company a certain tract of land, ten acres more or less, known 
as a part of the W. M. Ferguson Tract, located near Hurricane 
Church and adjoining lands owned by the International Paper Com- 
pany and lands owned by Whitten Village, as shown in deed of 
W. M. Ferguson to State Training School for the Feebleminded on 
May 24, 1919, recorded in Book 40, Page 574, office of the Clerk 
of Court of Laurens County, and shown on Plat Book No. 1, Page

A Joint Resolution To Provide For The Appointment Of A 
Committee To Make A Study Of Matters Pertaining To The 
Peaceful Uses Of Atomic Energy, The Control Of Air And 
Water Pollution, And The Use Of Radioactive Materials. 


Whereas, the development and utilization of atomic energy for 
peaceful purposes is increasing and industrial establishments for such 
purposes will shortly be located in this State; and 

Whereas, the commercial, agricultural and medical use of fission- 
able materials and radioactive matter is on the increase; and 

Whereas, the steady industrial growth of the State of South Caro- 
lina, bringing with it increasing population densities in many areas, 
is presenting an increasingly complex problem with relation to the. 
proper care of the atmosphere and the waters of the State; and 

Whereas, it is desirable that proper and necessary measures be 
taken to protect the lives and health of the people of South Carolina, 
and to protect and insure the continued good condition of their 
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waterways and the atmospheric conditions of the State where they 
may be affected by reason of the use of fissionable materials and radio- 
active matter; and 


Whereas, it is also desirable and necessary that proper measures 
be taken to insure, permit and encourage the orderly and safe use of 
fissionable materials and radioactive matter by industry, business, 
agriculture, medicine and others properly utilizing the same. Now, 
therefore, 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Committee created—members—oflicers.—There is 
hereby created a committee of eleven members, three of whom shall 
_ be members of the Senate to be appointed by the President of the 
Senate, three of whom shall be members of the House of Represen- 
tatives to be appointed by the Speaker of the House, and five mem- 
bers to be appointed by the Governor as follows: one to represent 
industry and business; one to represent banking; one to represent 
labor ; one to represent agriculture; and one to represent the medical 
profession. None of the Governor’s appointees shall be members of 
the Legislature. At its first meeting the committee shall organize by 
selecting from its membership a chairman, vice-chairman, secretary 
and such other officers as the committee may determine. 


SECTION 2. Duties—The committee shall institute and pursue a 
study of the development and utilization of atomic energy, and the sun- 
dry by-products of nuclear fission and fusion for peaceful purposes, 
the control of air and water pollution, and shall report what legislation, .

utilization of atomic energy, fissionable materials, radioactive matter 
and related subjects for peaceful purposes to the maximum extent 
compatible with the security, the health and safety of the public, in- 
cluding but not limited to the necessity and desirability, if any, of 
measures for control of dangers to the public or amelioration of dam- 
ages resulting therefrom. The committee shall also consider the rela- 
tive responsibility of the State and its respective subdivisions thereto 
with relation to all such matters and all agencies of the State shall 
assist the committee in its study. 


SECTION 3.. Appropriation —The sum of five hundred dollars, or 
so much thereof as may be necessary, is hereby appropriated from the 
general fund of the State to cover the expenses of the committee in 
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making its study and preparing its report. The members of the com- 
mittee shall be allowed the usual per diem and mileage as provided by 
law. 


SECTION 4. Report.—The committee shall complete its study and 
make its report to the Governor and the General Assembly not later 
than January 1, 1960. Upon making such report, the committee shall 
forthwith be disbanded. 


SECTION 5. Repeal.—All acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed.

under the Federal Unemployment Tax Act, which may be used by

Whereas, it is the considered judgment of the General Assembly 
that the most economical and advantageous use which can be made 
of the funds provided for in such act, and made available to the

Appropriation for new Employment Security 
Commission Buildings—obligations of money.—There is hereby 
appropriated to the South Carolina Employment Security Commis- 
sion a sum not to exceed four hundred thousand dollars out of the 
funds made available to this State under the Employment Security 
Administrative Financing Act of 1954, Chapter 657, Public Law 
567, 83rd Congress, 2nd session, which shall be expended solely as 
provided in Section 2 hereof for the acquisition of land and con- 
struction thereon of modern office buildings designed for the South 
Carolina Employment Security Commission operations, and to fi- 
nance the designing and construction of such buildings, including 
such equipment, facilities, paving, landscaping and other improve-

SECTION 1. Appropriation for Medical College for services to 
indigent persons.—There is hereby appropriated from the General 
Fund of the State the sum of fifteen thousand dollars for the Cardiac 
Clinic of the Medical College of South Carolina, to be used for heart 
catheterization, heart surgery laboratory and heart surgery. These 
funds shall be used to defray hospitalization expenses for patients 
who are residents of South Carolina who have been certified as 
medically indigent by the Department of Public Welfare. The 
necessity for admission of such patients to the Medical College 
Hospital shall be certified by the Director of the Cardiac Clinic of the 
South Carolina Medical College. Any portion of the original sum re- 
maining unused at the end of any fiscal year shall be carried over 
from year to year until the entire sum is expended for the purposes 
herein provided.

A Joint Resolution To Continue The Study Of The Retirement 
System Of Peace Officers Of The State Under The Statute Estab- 
lishing The Police Insurance And Annuity Fund Pursuant To 
Joint Resolution No. 932 Of 1956, And To Provide For Their 
Expenses. 


Whereas, a joint committee was appointed under authority of S-485 
of 1954 to study the retirement system of peace officers of the State 
under the statute establishing the Police Insurance and Annuity 
Fund; and 


Whereas, the committee has not completed its work and it is deemed 
advisable for the committee to continue its study. Now, therefore, 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Committee to study retirement system of Peace Of- 
ficers continued—report.—The committee appointed pursuant to 
8-485 of 1954 and continued under authority of Joint Resolution Nos. 
369 of 1955, 932 of 1956, S-467 of 1957 and 997 of 1958, shall be 
continued for the purpose of further study of such retirement system 
as may be necessary, and such committee shall report its findings and 
recommendations at the session of the General Assembly of 1960. 


SECTION 2. Per diem and mileage—Members of the committee 
shall receive a per diem of ten dollars and travel allowance allowed 
to other persons engaged in the business of the State when engaged 
in the exercise of their duties as members of the committee. To defray 
the costs and expenses of the committee, the sum of five thousand 
dollars is hereby appropriated from the General Fund of the State, 
which shall be payable on warrants when duly signed by the chairman 
of the committee.

An Act To Authorize The State Highway Department To Con- 
tract With The Hilton Head Toll Bridge Authority For The Ac- 
quisition Of The Toll Bridge System Of The Authority; To As- 
sume The Obligations Of The Authority And To Authorize The 
State Highway Department To Charge Tolls Until December 1, 
1959. 


Whereas, by Act No. 267 of 1953, the Hilton Head Toll Bridge Au- 
thority, hereafter called the “Authority”, was created and empowered 
to finance, construct and operate a toll bridge system from the main- 
land of Beaufort County to Hilton Head Island in Beaufort County, 
in order that vehicular traffic might proceed to and from Hilton Head 
Tsland and the mainland without the need of ferry service; and 


Whereas, in pursuance of such authorization, the Authority: issued 
one million five hundred thousand dollars of toll bridge system rev- 
enue bonds, hereafter called “toll bridge revenue bonds” dated De- 
cember 1, 1954, maturing December first in each of the years 1958 
to 1984, inclusive, and bearing interest at the rate of four and three- 
fourths per cent per annum; and 


Whereas, the Authority has paid off twenty thousand dollars of such 
bonds which matured on December 1, 1958, and there is now out- 
standing and unpaid a total of one million four hundred eighty thou- 
sand dollars of such bonds; and 


Whereas, of such toll bridge revenue bonds, those maturing subse- 
quent to December 1, 1959, are subject to redemption on December 
1, 1959, and all subsequent interest payment dates, at par, plus ac- 
crued interest to date of redemption, plus a redemption premium of 
five per cent of each such bond redeemed; and 


Whereas, with the proceeds of such bonds, the toll bridges intended 
by such act to be constructed were constructed and are now being 
operated by the Authority; and 
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Whereas, the Authority was created and empowered as above recited 
as the surest means of providing road access to Hilton Head Island, 
it having been always intended that on or before the occasion when 
the indebtedness so incurred should be repaid, the toll bridge system 
should become a part of the State Highway System and operated by 
the State Highway Department, without toll or other charge; and 


Whereas, it appears that if the operation of the toll bridge system be 
assumed by the State Highway Department, economics in operation 
may be effected with the result that the toll bridge system may be 
freed from tolls in the near future ; and 


Whereas, it is desirable that the State Highway Department and the 
Authority should be empowered to contract for the acquisition by 
the State Highway Department of the toll bridge system of the Au- 
thority, to authorize the State Highway Department to continue to 
operate such bridges as a toll bridge system, to prescribe the tolls to 
be charged by the State Highway Department following its acquisi- 
tion, and to provide when the bridge system be operated free of toll. 
Now, therefore, 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Highway Department to contract with Hilton Head 
Toll Bridge Authority to acquire bridge—The Hilton Head Toll 
Bridge Authority and the State Highway Department are authorized 
and empowered to contract and agree that the State Highway Depart- 
ment in consideration of the undertakings referred to in Section 2 of 
this act shall acquire all property, tangible or intangible, of any sort 
that the Authority possesses, including its toll bridge system, on any 
date following enactment of this act. 


SECTION 2. Highway Department to assume obligations of Au- 
thority—duties of certain private interests.—If the State Highway 
Department shall elect to effect the acquisition authorized by Section 1 
of this act, it shall agree that upon its being vested with title to all 
property of the Authority, that it shall assume the payment in full of 
all liabilities of the Authority including all sums to become due by way 
of principal, interest and redemption premium on the one million four 
hundred and eighty thousand dollars toll bridge revenue bonds of the 
Authority, dated December 1, 1954, now outstanding, and more fully 
described in the preamble of this act. Payment of the sums to become 
due on such bonds shall be made from (a) moneys set aside by the

Authority for such purposes; (b) the net proceeds of tolls derived 
from the operation of the toll bridge system; and (c) to the extent of 
any deficiency, from the State Highway funds referred to in Chapter 4, 
Title 33, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, as amended, allo- 
cated for the purposes of the State Highway Department. It is the 
intent of this section that the obligation of the State Highway De- 
partment to effect payment of the principal and interest of such bonds 
shall be absolute and shall be on a parity with the obligations in- 
curred by the State Highway Department to reimburse counties, or 
highway or bridge districts, that have advanced moneys for the 
construction of State Highways and known generally by the term 
“reimbursement agreements”, and for the purposes of Item (3) of 
Section 33-253 shall be deemed a reimbursement agreement, provided 
that : 

(1) The State Highway Department shall require the private 
interests developing the Island to fulfill the undertaking made to the 
Authority that tolls from the schedule now in effect shall produce for 
the period ending June 30, 1959 not less than a certain minimum 
specified in such undertaking; and 

(2) The State Highway Department shall also require such pri- 
vate interests to pay to the State Highway Department the sum of 
thirty thousand dollars. Such payment reflects an agreement between 
representatives of the State Highway Department and the private 
interests as to the difference between the cost of the properties to be 
acquired by the State Highway Department and the estimated net 
liabilities to be assumed by the State Highway Department pursuant 
to this act. The payment shall be made on or before November 15, 
1959, and, if, prior. to receipt of the payment, the State Highway 
Department shall have made the acquisitions from the Authority 
authorized by this act, the State Highway Department shall require 
such private interests to secure such payment in a manner satisfac- 
tory to the State Highway Department. 


SECTION 3. Highway Department may be fiscal agent.—If it 
shall effect the acquisition authorized by Section 1 of this act, the 
State Highway Department shall be empowered to assume the func- 
tion of fiscal agent as it was created by the resolution of the Au- 
thority authorizing the issuance of its toll bridge revenue bonds. 
It shall further be empowered to receive all moneys and securities 
held by the present fiscal agent or by any other fiduciary under 
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said bond resolution, and to hold such moneys and securities in 
trust for the purposes originally intended, until payment is made 
in full by or on behalf of the State Highway Department for the toll 
bridge revenue bonds of the Authority. Upon such payment such 
moneys or securities shall become the absolute property of the State 
Highway Department. Prior to the receipt of the moneys and secur- 
ities now held by the present fiscal agent, the State Highway Depart- 
ment shall give to such fiscal agent such assurances as it shall require 
that it will be indemnified and held harmless, as a consequence of its 
delivering the moneys and securities now in its possession to the 
State Highway Department. 


SECTION 4. Tolls.—If it shall acquire the toll bridge system the 
State Highway Department shall provide a schedule of toll rates which 
shall require a round trip charge for passenger or Class I vehicles 
of one dollar twenty-five cents and charges for other vehicles com- 
parable to those now in effect. Such rates shall remain in effect until 
December 1, 1959, on which date the tolls shall be removed from the 
bridge system. 


SECTION 5. Dissolution of Authority—Upon conveyance of its 
properties and system to the State Highway Department, the Au- 
thority shall cease to function and shall be dissolved and all records 
belonging to the Authority shall be delivered to the State Highway 
Department. 


SECTION 6. Repeal.—All acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed.

An Act To Amend The Charter Of The Trustees Of The Col- 
lege Of Charleston So As To Change The Terms And The Method 
Of Electing Its Trustees And In Other Particulars Specifically 
Set Forth. 


Whereas, the eleemosynary corporation now known as The Trustees 
of the College of Charleston was chartered by Act of the General 
Assembly approved December 20, 1837 (Volume VII, Statutes at 
Large, Page 153), being an act entitled ““An Act to Reorganize the 
College of Charleston” and now functions pursuant to the act and 
divers amendments thereto; and 


Whereas, a concurrent resolution has been adopted by the House 
of Representatives and the Senate allowing the introduction of this 
bill. Now, therefore, 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Charter of trustees of College of Charleston 
amended—terms of members of board of trustees—election of 
trustees.—The Charter of the corporation known as The Trus- 
tees of the College of Charleston, as heretofore amended by sundry 
acts of the General Assembly, is further amended by striking out all 
provisions in respect to the number, election, selection, and terms 
of office of said Trustees, save those elected by the graduates, and 
inserting in lieu thereof the following: 

That the said College of Charleston shall be under the manage- 
ment of a board of fifteen trustees, consisting of twelve members 
elected by the Board of Trustees, and three members elccred by 
the graduates of the college, as follows: 

(a) The twelve trustees to be elected by the Board of Trustees 
shall be elected at a meeting of the said Board to be held on or before 
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June 1, 1959, and shall hold office as follows: two until the annual 
meeting in October 1960; two until the annual meeting in October 
1961; two until the annual meeting in October 1962; two until the 
annual meeting in October 1963; two until the annual meeting in 
October 1964; and two until the annual meeting in October 1965. 
Such respective terms shall be determined by lot. Upon such election 
being held, the terms of the present Trustees elected by the Board 
of Trustees shall end. Upon the expiration of the terms hereinbefore 
provided, the successors shall be elected by the Board to serve for 
terms of six years. 

(b) The Trustees to be elected by the graduates of the college shall 
be elected in the manner now provided by law. 

(c) No Trustee whose term of office expires after January 1, 1960 
shall be eligible for re-election earlier than the annual meeting in 
the calendar year after expiration of such term. 

(d) As soon as may be practicable after the approval of this act, 
and at all events not later than June 1, 1959, the present Trustees 
shall meet and elect twelve Trustees and thereupon determine by 
lot their respective terms of office to conform with the provisions 
of subsection (a) of this section. 


(e) Vacancies shall be filled for the unexpired terms in the manner 
of original election. 


(f) All Trustees shall serve until their successors have been elected 
and qualify. 


SECTION 2. Name of corporation—powers conferred by other 
acts.—The name of the corporation shall remain as heretofore, 
“The Trustees Of The College Of Charleston”, and said corpora- 
tion shall have all the powers, rights, privileges and emoluments 
heretofore granted to same by any previous act or acts of the General 
Assembly of this State, except the right of eminent domain or con- 
demnation provided for in the Act of the General Assembly of this 
State, approved February 17, 1939, which right has been abolished. 


SECTION 3. Repeal.—All acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed.

An Act To Empower The Board Of Supervisors Of Abbeville 
County To Acquire New Courthouse Facilities; To Provide For 
An Election Therefor; To Authorize The Issuance Of General 
Obligation Bonds Of Abbeville County And To Make Provision 
For The Payment Of Such Bonds. 


Whereas, the Grand Jury of Abbeville County has conducted an in- 
vestigation as to the need of new courthouse facilities for Abbeville 
County, and has recommended that such be procured either through 
the renovation and modernization of the present courthouse or 
through the construction and equipping of a new courthouse; and 


Whereas, the cost of constructing and equipping a new courthouse 
has been estimated to be three hundred ninety-six thousand dollars, 
including air conditioning at twenty thousand dollars, while the cost 
of renovating and modernizing the existing courthouse has been 
estimated to be two hundred thirty thousand dollars, including air 
conditioning at twenty thousand dollars; and 


Whereas, the General Assembly has determined to empower the 
Board of Supervisors of Abbeville County to conduct an election 
for the purpose of determining: 

(a) Whether the approval of those voting in such election shall 
be given to the acquisition of new courthouse facilities for Abbeville 
County ; and if so, 

(b) Whether such improved facilities shall take the form of a 
new courthouse or shall be obtained through the renovation and 
modernization of the existing courthouse building; and 


Whereas, it is further intended that if the first question shall result 
favorably, the Board of Supervisors of Abbeville County should 
be empowered to issue bonds to the extent indicated to be required 
by that one of the two alternate methods which receives the largest 
number of votes. Now, therefore, 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Abbeville County to have referendum concerning 
new courthouse facilities—question.—To obtain an expression of 
the approval or disapproval from the qualified electors of Abbeville 
County upon the question of providing new courthouse facilities for 
Abbeville County and to obtain an expresion of the preference of such 
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voters as to the method to be employed to obtain such new courthouse 
facilities, the Board of Supervisors of Abbeville County shall be em- 
powered to fix a date for the holding of a special election in Abbeville 
County at which there shall be submitted to the qualified electors of 
Abbeville County voting in the election the following questions: 


Question Number One 
Shall Abbeville County undertake the acquisition of new court- 
house facilities? 
YES O 
NO 
Question Number Two 

Which of the following alternate methods shall be employed to 
obtain such facilities? 

(a) Through the means of constructing and equipping a new 
courthouse at a cost of three hundred ninety-six thousand dollars, 
including air conditioning at twenty thousand dollars. ([] 

(b) Through the means of renovating and modernizing the exist- 
ing courthouse building at a cost of two hundred thirty thousand 
dollars, including air conditioning at twenty thousand dollars. 

The ballot employed in such election shall contain instructions 
which shall apprise those voting that if they wish Abbeville County 
to acquire new courthouse facilities they should place a check or 
cross in the box opposite the word “YES”, leaving unmarked the 
box appearing opposite the word “NO”. And if they are opposed 
to the acquisition of new courthouse facilities they should place a 
check or cross in the box opposite the word “NO”, leaving un- 
marked the box appearing opposite the word “YES”. Such voters 
shall be further instructed that irrespective of which answer they 
give to the first question, they shall be empowered to express their 
preference as to which of the two alternate methods they wish to 
be employed in providing such additional facilities, and that if they 
favor the construction and equipping of a new courthouse building 
they should place a check or cross mark in the box set opposite al- 
ternate method (a), leaving unmarked the box appearing opposite 
alternate method (b); and that if they prefer that the additional 
facilities be acquired through the renovation and modernization of 
the existing courthouse building, they should place a check or cross 
mark in the box set opposite the alternate method (b), leaving un- 
marked the box appearing opposite alternate method (a). 
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SECTION 2. Notice.—In the resolution of the board of supervisors, 
adopted to fix the date of the election, the Board shall likewise pre- 
scribe the form of notice to be published to give notice of the holding 
of the election. Such notice of election shall set forth the following 
information : 

1. The date on which the election is to be held. 

2. The location of the polling place for each precinct. 

3. The qualifications relating to voting. 

4. The form of question to be submitted. 
The notice shall be published in one or more newspapers published 
in Abbeville County not less than once a week for three successive 
weeks prior to the date of the election. 


SECTION 3. Conduct of election.—The board of supervisors shall 
apprise the Commissioners of Election of Abbeville County of the 
action thus taken in fixing a date for the election to be held pursuant 
to this act. The commissioners of election shall thereupon order the 
election, arrange for voting places in each precinct in Abbeville Coun- 
ty, shall cause the appropriate number of ballots to be printed in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of Section 23-347, Code of Laws of 
South Carolina, 1952, and except as provided by this act, such elec- 
tion shall be held in accordance with the South Carolina Election 
Law, codified as Title 23, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, as 
amended. 

The commissioners of election shall receive the returns, determine 
the results of the election and give notice thereof in due course to 
the Board of Supervisors of Abbeville County. 


SECTION 4. Results.—Upon being advised of the results of the 
election, the board of supervisors shall, by resolution duly adopted, de- 
clare the result thereof, and shall cause a certified copy of such resolu- 
tion declaring such result to be filed in the office of the Clerk of Court 
of Abbeville County. The result of the election shall not be open to 
question except by suit or proceeding instituted within thirty days 
from the filing of such certified copy of the resolution of the board 
of supervisors declaring the result of the election. 


SECTION 5. Courthouse Building Commission to be appointed if 
election favorable—duties.—If a majority of those voting in the elec- 
tion upon the question listed as “Question Number One” in Section 1 
hereof shall be favorable to the acquisition of new courthouse facilities 
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for Abbeville County, a commission consisting of three citizens of Ab- 
beville County shall be appointed by the legislative delegation for the 
purpose of supervising the construction. At its first meeting it shall 
organize by electing one of its members as chairman. Upon com- 
pletion of the work for which appointed the commission shall be 
dissolved. 

The commission shall have authority to contract for suitable archi- 
tects and a construction force in order to build the completely new 
courthouse or renovate and modernize the present one, depending 
on which the qualified electors of Abbeville County decide upon. 
The commission shall advise with the county delegation from time 
to time in matters pertaining to the courthouse. They shall have 
complete authority to let the necessary contracts concerning the 
courthouse within the financial means provided. The commission 
shall be paid no salary and shall be authorized no mileage or per 
diem. 


SECTION 6. Issue bonds—amount.—lIn order to provide funds to 
be used to acquire new courthouse facilities the Board of Supervisors 
of Abbeville County shall be empowered to issue general obligation 
bonds of Abbeville County. In the event that alternate (a) is to be 
followed in providing such new courthouse facilities, then in such 
event the amount of bonds to be issued shall not exceed three hundred 
ninety-six thousand dollars. In the event that alternate (b) is to be 
followed in providing such new courthouse facilities, then in such 
event the amount of bonds to be issued shall not exceed two hundred 
thirty thousand dollars. 


SECTION 7. Further—proceeds.—The Board of Supervisors of 
Abbeville County, hereinafter referred to as the “Board”, consisting of 
the county supervisor of the county and two sub-supervisors, who to- 
gether constitute the Board of Supervisors of Abbeville County as 
prescribed by Article 1 of Chapter 15, Title 14, Code of Laws of South 
Carolina, 1952, as amended, shall be empowered to issue not exceed- 
ing three hundred ninety-six thousand dollars of general obligation 
bonds of Abbeville County, whose proceeds shall be expended in the 
acquisition of new courthouse facilities for Abbeville County. 


SECTION 8. Maturity—redemption—interest—The bonds shall 
be issued either as a single issue or from time to time in several 
separate issues. Each issue of bonds shall mature serially in successive 
annual installments of such amounts as may be determined by the 
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Board. The maturity date of the first instalment of any series shall be 
not later than three years from the date of such series and the maturity 
date of the last instalment of such series shall be not later than twenty 
years from the date of such series. The bonds may contain a provision 
permitting their redemption prior to their stated maturity at such 
premiums as shall be prescribed by the Board. They shall bear such 
rates of interest as the Board may determine, payable semiannually, 
but the interest cost of any issue shall not exceed four percent per 
annum. They shall bear such dates and be payable at such places as the 
Board may determine. The bonds may be issued with the privilege to 
the holder of having them registered as to principal on the books of 
the County Treasurer of Abbeville County, and the principal thus 
made payable to the registered holder, unless the last registered 
transfer shall have been to bearer, upon such conditions as the Board 
may prescribe. 


SECTION 9. Execution.—The bonds shall be executed in the name 
of Abbeville County by the county supervisor and shall be attested by 
the Treasurer of Abbeville County, under the seal of the Board. The 
coupons appertaining to such bonds need not be authenticated other- 
wise than by the facsimile signatures of the county supervisor and 
the treasurer of the county lithographed or engraved thereon. 


SECTION 10. Sale—All bonds issued pursuant to this act shall be 
sold at not less than par and accrued interest to the date of their re- 
spective deliveries, at public sale, and at least ten days prior to any 
sale, notice, announcing the intention to receive bids for the sale of 
any bonds authorized by this act, shall be published in a newspaper 
of general circulation in the State of South Carolina. 


SECTION 11. Proceeds.—The proceeds derived from the sale of the 
bonds shall be deposited with the Treasurer of Abbeville County in a 
special fund, separate and distinct from all other funds, and shall 
be expended for the following purposes: 

(1) The accrued interest, if any, shall be applied to meet the first 
instalment of interest to become due on the bonds. 

(2) The premium received, if any, shall be applied to the payment 
of the first instalment of principal to become due. 

(3) The principal proceeds shall be expended upon the order or 
warrant of the Board for: 

(a) The cost of issuing the bonds; 
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(b) To defray the cost of new courthouse facilities for Abbeville 
County. 
If any moneys shall remain after making the foregoing applications, 
the remainder shall be applied to the retirement of bonds issued 
pursuant to this act. No purchaser or subsequent holder of any of 
the bonds shall be responsible for the proper application of the 
proceeds to the purposes for which such bonds are issued. 


SECTION 12. Payment.—The full faith, credit and taxing power of 
Abbeville County shall be pledged for the payment of the bonds and in- 
terest and the auditor and treasurer, respectively, shall levy and col- 
lect annually a tax upon all taxable property in the county sufficient 
to pay such principal and interest as they respectively mature. 


SECTION 13. Exempt from taxes.—The principal and interest of 
all bonds issued pursuant to this act shall have the tax exempt status 
prescribed by Act No. 730 of the Acts of 1952. 


SECTION 14. Repeal.—All acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed. 


SECTION 15. Time effective——This act shall take effect upon ap- 
proval by the Governor.

SECTION 2. The county commissioners shall have equal authority 
in county matters with the supervisor; provided, that the statement 
of affairs of the county shall be posted on the bulletin board in front 
of the courthouse and published in the newspapers as now provided 
by law; that unless the supervisor publishes the statement it shall 
be unlawful for the county treasurer to pay the salary of the su- 
pervisor; provided, that the county treasurer shall pay all county 
officers monthly instead of quarterly. Provided, further, that in the 
maintenance of county roads the supervisor is hereby authorized to 
expend not more than one-fourth of the appropriation during each 
quarter during the calendar year. 


SECTION 3. The Board of Trustees of School District No. 60 
of Abbeville County shall prepare a budget for cost of operation of 
the schools, maintenance of buildings and equipment within the 
district, and determine the number of mills required to be levied to 
finance same. They shall then certify at an appropriate date the 
budget and millage required for the year to the county board of 
education. The county board of education shall review the budget 
and recommend millage so submitted, making such changes as the 
board of education may deem necessary; then, with the advice and 
consent of the legislative delegation, the county board of educa- 
tion shall certify the millage required to the Auditor of Abbeville 
County, whereupon the county auditor shall levy the required tax 
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upon all the taxable property within the district, and the Treasurer 
of Abbeville County shall collect the same in like manner as all 
taxes are collected, and place the same in the district school account, 
to be disbursed for the declared purposes in the manner fixed by 
law. 


SECTION 4. The administrative Superintendent of the School Sys- 
tem of Abbeville County on the fifteenth day of each month shall 
file with School District No. 60 of the county a statement showing 
the amount of monies on hand to the credit of the school district, 
and the county treasurer shall file with the supervisor, on the fif- 
teenth day of each month a statement showing the amount on hand 
to the credit of the county. 


SECTION 5. The money appropriated above as a contingent fund 
is to be used and paid out at the direction of the county delegation. 


SECTION 6. The various items herein appropriated for the pur- 
poses herein specified shall be used exclusively as provided for in 
this act, and any transfer of funds from one item to another is here- 
by specifically prohibited, and any officer who violates this provi- 
sion shall be deemed and considered guilty of malfeasance in office. 
Provided, that the transfer of any of the items may be made by the 
written consent of the Abbeville County Delegation, and upon such 
transfers being made, such sum shall be expended only for the pur- 
poses designated by such transfers. 


SECTION 7. If, owing to the nonpayment of taxes caused by the 
extension of time for payment of taxes, or otherwise, there shall not 
be sufficient funds available for the full payment of the notes ex- 
ecuted by the county board to secure the loans for the fiscal year 
1958-59, ending June 30, 1959, then in that case the county board 
is authorized to renew such note or notes for any balance or bal- 
ances which may be due and unpaid for such time as funds may 
become available for the payment of same. 


SECTION 8. Any unexpended balance in any department, at the 
end of the fiscal year 1958-59 with all delinquent taxes, other than 
school taxes, which shall be collected in the fiscal year 1959-1960, 
shall be placed in the contingent fund. The legislative delegation 
shall direct that this fund be used for county purposes and if it is 
found that the tax levy can be reduced, the delegation shall instruct 
the auditor to reduce the same. Provided, however, that any unex- 
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pended balance in the budget for the County Health Department at 
the end of the fiscal year 1958-1959 shall be retained by the de- 
partment and added to appropriation made herein for the 1959-1960 
fiscal year for use by the County Health Department in carrying 
on proper health program to be agreed upon by the County Legis- 
lative Delegation and the State Board of Health. 


SECTION 9. The Abbeville County Delegation may, at any time, 
order the discontinuance and storage of any motor car or other 
equipment owned or hereafter to be owned by Abbeville County. 


SECTION 10. The county delegation is hereby authorized and em- 
powered to secure the services of a certified public accountant to 
make an audit of the county books for the fiscal year 1959-1960, 
beginning July 1, 1959. 


SECTION 11. The office of County Attorney is hereby abolished. | 
In the event the county needs legal advice of any sort, then the Ab- 
beville County Delegation shall employ an attorney of its choice and 
shall pay for such legal advice from the Contingent Fund for the 
fiscal year 1959-1960. 


SECTION 12. The salaries fixed herein for the clerk of court of 
common pleas and general sessions and register of mesne convey- 
ances, sheriff, county treasurer, judge of probate and county auditor 
shall be in full compensation and all fees to be collected by law for 
items placed in their hands, on and after July 1, 1959, shall be 
turned over to the county treasurer as provided by Act No. 7 of 
the Acts of 1935 and Act No. 655 of the Acts of 1936. 


SECTION 13. The Abbeville County Delegation may add new 
items to Item K, Miscellaneous, and transfer from the Contingent 
Fund, 1959, for the payment thereof. 


SECTION 14. The supervisor and the county board of commis- 
sioners are hereby prohibited from entering into a contract for the 
county whereby any legal counsel is employed to prosecute or de- 
fend any suit in the State, county, or any official thereof, or agree 
to pay any legal fees to counsel whether authorized by the courts, 
or not, without having first obtained the written consent of the 
Abbeville County Delegation. 


SECTION 15. The Abbeville County Delegation is hereby author- 
ized and empowered to pay to the members of the Forestry Com- 
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mittee, or any other members of a committee authorized by legis- 
lation, meeting during the fiscal year 1959-1960, ending June 30, 
1960, the sum of seven dollars and fifty cents per day from the Con- 
tingent Fund under Item E; provided, however, none of the com- 
mittee shall be paid for more than twelve meetings during the fiscal 
year 1959-1960. 


SECTION 16. All authorizations for transfers for the 1958-1959 
Supply Act of Abbeville County to all departments of county gov- 
ernment are hereby ratified, confirmed and validated. 


SECTION 17. The County Board of Commissioners of Abbeville 
County is hereby authorized and directed to borrow the sum of sev- 
enty-five thousand dollars, if so much be necessary, to be credited to 
the general county fund, and used for general county expenses in 
the event that the sums herein appropriated should be insufficient 
to meet the needs of the county for the period covered by this act. 


SECTION 18. Such indebtedness, if created, shall be evidenced by 
a note and such note shall bear interest at the rate of not to exceed 
five per cent per annum, shall be payable one year from date, and 
shall be signed by the chairman and the members of the county 
board of commissioners. 


SECTION 19. The county treasurer is hereby authorized to credit 
the proceeds of the loan to the general county fund. 


SECTION 20. The indebtedness evidenced by the note provided for 
herein shall be repaid from the proceeds of the tax levy for the 
fiscal year 1959-1960, beginning July 1, 1959, for Abbeville County. 


SECTION 21. No long distance telephone calls shall be charged 
to the county except such as are necessary in performing a public 
duty in connection with the administration of the affairs of the county, 
and no claim for any such calls shall be approved or paid unless on 
a verified, itemized claim showing the name of the person making 
the call, the person to whom the call was made and the date and 
purpose thereof. 


SECTION 22. All purchases made by any of the officials of Abbe- 
ville County exceeding the sum of one hundred dollars shall be sub- 
mitted for bids and shall be approved by the Abbeville County Del- 
egation. 
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SECTION 23. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent herewith are 
repealed. 


SECTION 24. This act shall take effect upon approval by the 
Governor.

An Act To Create A Historical Commission For Aiken County 
And To Provide For Its Membership, Powers And Duties. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Historical Commission for Aiken County created— 
members—appointment — terms— vacancies — organization — per- 
sonnel—compensation.—There is hereby created a Historical Com- 
mission for Aiken County, to be composed of not less than five nor 
more than seven members, who shall be appointed by the Governor on 
the recommendation of a majority of the Aiken County Legislative 
Delegation. The members of the commission shall be appointed for 
terms of three years and until their successors are appointed and 
qualify. In case of any vacancy, prior to the expiration of a regular 
term, the appointment to fill the vacancy shall be made in the same 
manner as provided for the original appointment. The commission- 
ers, upon being appointed, shall meet and, from among themselves, 
elect a chairman. The members of the commission shall serve with- 
out compensation and they may employ a director and a secretary 
who shall perform such duties as the commission may direct. Com- 
pensation paid the director and secretary shall be fixed by the com- 
mission. 


SECTION 2. Service not to be deemed service prohibited by law 
or dual office holding.—Service of an individual as a member of the 
commission shall not be considered as service or employment bringing 
the individual within the provisions of law concerning the prohibition 
of such service ; nor shall any member of the commission, by reason of 
his status as such, be deemed an officer of the government within 
the meaning of dual office holding, as prohibited by the Constitution 
and laws of this State. 
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SECTION 3. Commission may accept donations—to cooperate 
with certain groups—state departments may assist—The commis- 
sion is authorized to accept donations of money, property or personal 
services; to cooperate with national, state, civil, patriotic, hereditary 
and historical groups and institutions of learning; and to call upon 
State departments or agencies for their advice and assistance in carry- 
ing out the purposes of this act. 


SECTION 4. Powers of commissionThe Commission, to such 
extent as it finds to be necessary and within the limits of funds avail- 
able, may, without regard to the laws and procedures applicable to 
State agencies, procure supplies, services and property and make con- 
tracts and expend in furtherance of this act funds donated or funds 
received and may, within the limits of statutory authority, exercise 
those powers that are necessary to enable it to carry out efficiently and 
in the public interest the purposes of this act. 

SECTION 5. Marking of historical points—upkeep of sites— 
further powers.—The commission shall select markers and appropri- 
ately mark and designate points and places of historical interest in 
Aiken County. The commission shall be responsible for the upkeep 
of such historical sites. It shall receive and disburse funds, accept 
donations, and compile, print and sell historical pamphlets. In addi- 
tion, the commission shall advise the county legislative delegation | on 
matters of historical interest in the county. 

SECTION 6. Repeal.—aAll acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed. 

SECTION 7. Time effective—This act shall take effect upon ap- 
proval by the Governor.

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PART II 
Permanent Provisions 


SECTION 1. It is hereby declared to be the intent of the General 
Assembly that the following sections shall constitute a part of the 
permanent law of the State of South Carolina, and therefore Aiken 
County, and the Code Commissioner is hereby directed to include 
same in the next edition of the Code of Laws of South Carolina and 
all supplements to the present Code. 


SECTION 2. In the event of the death or resignation of any county 
official, or the death, resignation or discharge of any county employee, 
the appropriations herein made to that particular county official as 
salary or to that particular county employee as salary shall, im- 
mediately upon such death, resignation or discharge, be transferred 
to the miscellaneous contingent fund, and a new salary schedule 
shall be provided from the miscellaneous contingent fund, not to 
exceed the amount herein appropriated for such official or salary of 
county employee, by a majority of the Aiken County Legislative 
Delegation. 


SECTION 3. Sick leave not to exceed ten days per year and paid 
vacations not to exceed two weeks per year shall be granted county 
employees at the discretion of department heads. 


SECTION 4. Of the amounts appropriated as salaries for muni- 
cipal law enforcement officers, county law enforcement officers and 
the assistant rabies control officer in Aiken County the sum of five 
dollars per day for each such officer is hereby designated as sub- 
sistence for each day of active duty from July 1, 1957. 


SECTION 5. No bills or claims against Aiken County for sup- 
plies purchased or services rendered shall be approved by the super- 
visor unless such bills or claims shall be approved for payment and 
no voucher shall be issued for same unless such bills or claims are 
properly itemized, showing the supplies or article purchased and by 
whom and the services rendered with the proper dates of such pur- 
chases and rendering of such services and duties. All bills over twenty- 
five dollars must be subscribed and sworn to before a Notary Public 
or other person authorized to administer oaths. 


SECTION 6. The Aiken County Library Board is given power to 
enter into contracts and agreements with other county library boards 
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of the state and the South Carolina State Library Board and to 
fully cooperate therewith in encouraging and promoting the estab- 
lishment and use of libraries, the procurement of funds therefor and 
the efficient use of same in the establishing and improving public 
library service. Provided, however, that in making such contracts 
the parties thereto shall not exceed in obligation assumed the funds 
available or to become available for the accomplishment of the ob- 
jects sought, nor shall the credit of the State or any political sub- 
division be pledged in the absence of statutory authority. 


SECTION 7. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent herewith are 
repealed.

SECTION 4. The costs and expenses of the levy, advertising and 
sale of lands heretofore or hereafter purchased by the Forfeited Land 
Commission, under tax sale, shall be paid by the treasurer on war- 
rants of the county board, approved by the county delegation, out of 
any funds available therefor; provided, that the proceeds of the sale 
of lands sold by the Forfeited Land Commission shall be chargeable 
with all such costs and expenses, and, if such claims are paid from 
funds not so realized, then all amounts paid from the general county 
fund shall be replaced from sales of land when made by the Forfeited 
Land Commission.

such other expenditures as shall be approved in writing by the 
legislative delegation. 


SECTION 6. In anticipation of the collection of taxes herein pro- 
vided for, the county board of directors and the treasurer, with the 
approval of the legislative delegation, are authorized and empowered 
to borrow on the credit of the county such sums as are necessary to 
carry out the provisions of this act, and to pledge current taxes in 
payment therefor. Such obligations shall be signed by the treasurer 
and the chairman of the county board of directors, attested by the 
clerk of such board. 


SECTION 7. The sheriff is authorized to empower such trusty 
convict labor as he may deem desirable in the care and maintenance 
of the county jail and premises. The county board of directors is 
hereby authorized to repay all municipalities of the county for chain 
gang labor received through the courts of such municipalities by 
work of the county chain gang upon the streets and drainage of such 
municipalities. Provided, that such municipalities shall pay for the 
dieting of all prisoners while so engaged in work upon the streets 
or drainage of such municipalities, and shall be liable for any damage 
to persons or property caused by the use of such convict labor and 
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machinery, and the county shall not in any way be responsible for 
such damage. 


SECTION 8. Whenever it shall be necessary to meet the expenses 
of foreclosing of any real estate mortgage owned by or pledged with 
the county, or to buy in such property on behalf of the county, the 
payment of such expense shall be made from the contingent fund, 
or other available funds, and the rents received from such property 
shall be carried to the general county fund, or restored to the con- 
tingent fund, in the discretion of the legislative delegation. Such 
property may be sold by the county board on the written approval 
of the legislative delegation, the proceeds of sale to be applied to 
such account or placed in such fund as the legislative delegation may 
direct, or as provided in Section 4 of this act. 


SECTION 9. The legislative delegation is hereby granted full 
power and authority to appropriate such additional sums as in its 


discretion may be deemed necessary for any purpose not herein pro- 
vided. 


SECTION 10. The clerk of court may charge a fee of seventy-five 
cents for the indexing and recording of all chattel mortgages, crop 
liens, crop mortgages, and bills of sale, Section 60-8, Code of Laws 
of South Carolina, 1952, to the contrary notwithstanding. 


SECTION 11. All supplies of every kind and nature needed by the 
county officers of Allendale County shall be purchased by the pur- 
chasing agent of the county. Any supplies herein provided to be 
purchased for county purposes not in accordance with the provi- 
sions of this act, by any officers, the County of Allendale will not 
be liable therefor, and such act shall be an individual act of such 
officer making such unlawful purchases. 


SECTION 12. It shall be unlawful for the County Directors of Al- 
lendale County to issue any voucher for the salary of any officer 
herein provided for before the end of the month that such officer 
is entitled to receive such salary. All salaries are to be paid on a 
monthly basis. 


SECTION 13. Before the county directors shall issue a voucher 
to any magistrate of Allendale County for his salary, such magis-

Act 945 of 1956 repealed.—Act No. 945 of the Acts 
of 1956, creating the Anderson Water Authority, and all other acts 
or parts of acts inconsistent herewith are hereby repealed.

An Act To Authorize The Board Of Trustees Of School Dis- 
trict No. 2 Of Anderson County To Borrow Not Exceeding 
Twenty-Five Thousand Dollars For Additions To And Renova- 
tion Of Belton High School Gymnasium, And To Provide For 
The Payment Thereof. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Anderson County School District 2 may borrow 
money for Belton High School Gymnasium.—The Board of Trus- 
tees of School District No. 2 of Anderson County and the County 
Treasurer are authorized to borrow on the credit of the district not 
exceeding twenty-five thousand dollars for additions to and renovation 
of Belton High School Gymnasium. The indebtedness shall be evi- 
denced by a note or notes, signed by the members of the board and the 
county treasurer, and shall bear interest at a rate not to exceed four 
per cent per annum. The note or notes and any renewal or renewals 
thereof shall mature in not exceeding five years from the original date 
or dates thereof. The notes, otherwise, shall be in usual form. 


SECTION 2. Payment.—In order to provide for the payment of the 
loan and interest thereon, the county auditor shall levy, and the county 
treasurer shall collect, annually, a tax on all the taxable property of 
School District No. 2 of Anderson County. Of the monies received an- 
nually by the district from the State Educational Finance Commission, 
as the district’s portion of the annual grant per pupil, which has 
not been otherwise pledged, the county treasurer, if the same be suf- 
ficient, shall place in a special fund a sum necessary to pay the 
principal and interest falling due in any such year. The annual 
tax herein directed to be levied shall be suspended if the amount re- 
ceived from the source above mentioned be sufficient to pay all of 
the amount falling due in any such year; or, if the sum received and 
applicable to this purpose be sufficient to pay only a portion of the 
amount falling due in any year, the tax.levy shall be reduced pro- 
portionately. However, the levy shall not be suspended or reduced 
unless the money necessary to pay all of the principal and interest or 
the sum necessary to make up the deficiency in any such year is 
actually in the hands of the county treasurer.

An Act To Authorize The Board Of Trustees Of Bamberg 
School District No. 1 Of Bamberg County, To Issue Not Exceed- 
ing One Hundred Sixty Thousand Dollars Of General Obliga- 
tion Bonds Of The School District, To Prescribe The Conditions 
Under Which The Bonds May Be Issued, And The Purposes For 
Which Their Proceeds May Be Expended, And To Make Pro- 
vision For The Payment Of Such Bonds. 


Whereas, the Board of Trustees of Bamberg School District No. 1 
has determined that it is essential that a new high school building 
be built at Bamberg and that a new high school and elementary 
school be built at Ehrhardt; and 


Whereas, the board of trustees has requested the Bamberg County 
Legislative Delegation to pass necessary legislation to construct and 
equip these facilities. Now, therefore, 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Findings of General Assembly relative to schools in 
Bamberg and Ehrhardt.—The General Assembly finds that further 
school facilities in the nature of a new high school building in Bamberg 
and a new high school and elementary school in Ehrhardt, in Bamberg 
School District No. 1 are needed, and that with the proceeds of the 
bonds herein authorized and other funds available for such purposes, 
such buildings can be constructed and equipped. It has therefore de- 
termined to authorize the board of trustees of the school district, 
under the conditions herein described, to acquire such facilities. 
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SECTION 2. Trustees of Bamberg School District 1 may con- 
struct and equip school buildings in Bamberg and Ehrhardt.— 
The Board of Trustees of Bamberg School District No. 1 of Bamberg 
County are empowered to construct and equip a new high school 
building in Bamberg and a new high school and elementary school at 
Ehrhardt, in Bamberg School District No. 1. 


SECTION 3. Bond issue authorized—use of proceeds.—In order 
to obtain funds for the purposes above set forth, the board of trustees 
may issue not exceeding one hundred sixty thousand dollars of gen- 
eral obligation bonds of Bamberg School District No. 1 of Bamberg 
County, the State of South Carolina. The proceeds derived from the 
sale of such bonds shall be disposed of as follows: 

(a) Any accrued interest shall be applied to the payment of the 
first installment of interest to become due on such bonds. 

(b) Any premium shall be applied to the payment of the first in- 
stallment of interest to become due on such bonds. 

(c) The remaining proceeds shall be used to defray the cost of 
issuing the bonds authorized hereby, and to acquire the further school 
facilities for the district as authorized by Section 2 of this act. 

(d) If any balance remain,-the same shall be held by the Treas- 
urer of Bamberg County in a special fund and used to effect the re- 
tirement of bonds authorized hereby. 


SECTION 4. Issue—maturity—redemption— denomination — in- 
terest—registration—dates—where payable.—The bonds shall be 
issued as a single issue. All bonds shall mature serially in successive 
annual installments of such amounts as may be determined by the 
board, except that the maturity date of the last installment shall fall 
due not later than twenty years from the date the bonds bear, and the 
first maturity date may be postponed not more than two years from the 
date the bonds bear. Any bond issued pursuant to this act may, at the 
discretion of the board of trustees, contain a provision permitting its 
redemption at such premiums as the board shall prescribe. The bonds 
shall be of such denomination, shall bear such rates of interest as the 
board of trustees may determine, payable on such occasions as the 
board shall determine, but the average rate of interest for the issue of 
bonds sold pursuant to the authorizations of this act shall not exceed 
four per cent.

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And Pledge The Full Faith, Credit And Taxing Power Of The 
County To Secure The Payment Thereof. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Bamberg County to borrow money for county 
purposes—issue notes — maturity — interest — where payable.— 
The Supervisor of Bamberg County is authorized, empowered and 
directed to borrow on the credit of Bamberg County the sum of 
sixty thousand dollars, the proceeds of which shall be used for 
ordinary county purposes. The supervisor is authorized to execute 
and deliver notes or other obligations of Bamberg County as evidence 
of this indebtedness, which obligations shall mature at such times as 
the supervisor may determine, but shall mature not later than ten 
years from the date of issue.

SECTION 3. The appropriation made under the foregoing section 
for the office of Sheriff and the Office of Treasurer of Bamberg 
County is intended to be full compensation for their respective 
services, including expenses, in lieu of all tax execution fees, and 
all.tax execution fees collected for such offices shall be by them, 
respectively, paid over to the treasurer and by him credited to the 
General County Fund. Provided, that all mileage and docketing fees 
shall be turned over to the treasurer and placed in the Sheriff’s auto 
maintenance and traveling expenses fund. 


SECTION 4. No charge shall be made by the auditor for entries 
upon the books of his office of any transfer of real estate by deed 
or other written instruments. 


SECTION 5. The commutation road tax shall be considered as a 
part of the revenue of the county for road purposes, and is not to 
be expended in addition to the amount appropriated in Item 1 of 
this act. 


SECTION 6. The amounts provided for herein for the several pur- 
poses shall be expended for the purpose stated and none other, and 
any unexpended balance in hand at the expiration of the fiscal year 
shall revert to the general fund of the county. 


SECTION 7. Should there be any deficit in any item of the 1958- 
1959 Supply Act or should any deficit occur in any item under the 
provisions of this act, the county treasurer is hereby authorized and 
directed to transfer any surplus appearing in any account to any 
deficit appearing in any other account; and if the surpluses from 
such items are insufficient to cover the deficits, then there is hereby 
appropriated out of the General Fund of Bamberg County a sufficient 
amount to cover such deficits, provided the payment of same has 
been authorized in writing by the Bamberg County Legislative Dele- 
gation. 
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SECTION 8. No expense allowed under this act shall be paid out 
in bulk, but is to be for actual expenses incurred in official business, 
and the supervisor is hereby required to demand and retain proper 
itemized and verified vouchers for each such expenditure. 


‘SECTION 9. It shall be unlawful for the county supervisor or 
board of commissioners to make any contracts to purchase or to 
make purchases for an amount exceeding one thousand dollars with- 
out the written consent of the Legislative Delegation. 


SECTION 10. Any expense incurred by reason of failure of an 
officer of the county to perform the duties of his office, as required 
by law, shall be deducted from the salary of the officer so failing 
to perform his duty. © 


SECTION 11. No warrant shall be issued to pay any magistrate 
and his constable until the’ end of the month and until such magis- 
trate has filed his report of the proceedings of his court and until 
such magistrate shall have filed a bond as provided by law. 


SECTION 12. The county treasurer is authorized and directed to 
mail to every taxpayer the same form of notice as provided for under 
the terms of Section 11 of the Supply Act of Bamberg County for 
the year 1943. 


SECTION 13. The clerk of court is hereby authorized and directed 
to charge the sum of fifty cents to satisfy any real estate mortgage, 
provided that the satisfaction is in the form as authorized under item 
(1) of Section 45-65 of the 1952 Code. For recording chattel ‘mort- 
gages for amounts under one hundred dollars, the clerk is hereby 
authorized and directed to charge the same fee as any chattel mort- 
gage, regardless of the amount of such mortgage. 


SECTION 14. All chattel mortgages will be recorded in same books 
and indexed accordingly. 


SECTION 15. All taxes other than merchants’ and corporation 
taxes due the county prior to and including taxes for the year 1954 
shall be collected, nulla bona, or levied upon by the Sheriff of Bamberg 
County, on or before November 1, 1959.

The Resident Circuit Judge and the Resident Re- 
tired Circuit Judge shall be entitled to the same benefits as any other 
county official.

SECTION 22. The sum of $600.00 shall be paid by the county 
board of education for extra library services at the rate of $50.00 per 


month for one year only, beginning July 1, 1959, and ending June

SECTION 23. School District No. 2 of Bamberg County may bor- 
row thirty thousand dollars for a period of one year at the best 
terms available. This amount and interest shall be paid from the 
existing school levy. , 


SECTION 24. The Bamberg County Health Officer, Dr. L. A. 
Hartzog, shall continue to be employed as health officer for the 
fiscal year 1959-1960 regardless of retirement age. 
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SECTION 25. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent herewith are 
repealed.

The charge for weighing cotton in Barnwell County 
shall be twenty cents per bale, one-half of which shall be paid by 
the buyer and one-half by the seller. 


SECTION 15. In the expenditure of the money appropriated in this 
act, only one-twelfth shall be spent each month, unless upon the 
written approval of the Legislative Delegation. 


SECTION 16. There is hereby created a County Board of Health 
for Barnwell County, which shall be constituted as follows: a medi- 
cal doctor to be named by the Barnwell County Medical Associa- 
tion, a veterinarian to be named by the veterinarians of ‘Barnwell 
County, one citizen to be ‘named by the Mayor and Town Council 
of the Town of Barnwell and one citizen to be named by the Mayor 
and Town Council of the Town of Blackville and one citizen tobe 
named by the Mayor and Town Council of the Town of Williston. 
Said Board shall organize and elect a chairman and a secretary; it 
shall establish rules and regulations and enforce the same to the 
end that the health of the people of Barnwell County shall be pro- 
moted and protected. Said Board shall have all the powers and au- 
thorities usually performed by a Board of Health, shall meet on 
the call of the chairman at such times as the public health requires, 
in cases of emergency and otherwise, and the members shall receive 
a per diem of $5.00 each per day in attendance upon meetings of the 
Board and travel at 5¢ per mile to and from their places of residence. 


SECTION 17. All expenditures heretofore made upon the approval 
of the Barnwell County Board of Managers or the County Delega- 
tion from either the general, special or surplus funds of the county 
are hereby approved and ratified. 


SECTION 18. Any overdrafts authorized by the County Board of 
Managers or by the County Delegation shall be charged to the gen- 
eral funds of the county and any funds so far or hereafter paid out 
in accordance with this plan are hereby validated. 


SECTION 19. Grand and petit jurors shall each hereafter be paid 
at the rate of $5.00 per court attendance day. 
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SECTION 20. Provided, That the maintenance and supervision of 
all public buildings in Barnwell County shall be under the supervi- 
sion of the County Supervisor, and the office hours and the days 
the said offices shall be open shall be designated by the County Board 
of Managers. , 


SECTION 21. Provided, That the auditor and treasurer are hereby 
authorized and directed to levy and collect a tax of three mills on 
all the taxable property of Barnwell County not exempt by law, 
for the operation and maintenance of the Barnwell County Hospital. 


SECTION 22. That all machinery, buildings and equipment of the 
Barnwell Garment Company, Inc., are hereby exempted from all mu- 
nicipal, county and school taxes for a period of five years beginning 
January 1, 1957. That the Blackville Manufacturing Company and 
the Blackville Industrial Board, Inc., are hereby exempted from 
all municipal, county and school taxes for a period of five years 
beginning January 1, 1959. This tax exemption shall also apply to 
any and all new manufacturing business enterprises of the same 
investment and above locating in Barnwell aad during the fiscal 
year 1959-60. 


SECTION 23. Any law enforcement officer of Barnwell County 
having a case before any magistrate of the county shall obtain a 
statement from such magistrate showing the name of the defendant, 
the offense for which such defendant is charged and the amount of 
fine received by the magistrate if the defendant is convicted. Such 
statement shall be furnished: by each magistrate on the request of 
the law enforcement officer,-and the law enforcement officer shall 
file the statement with the treasurer of Barnwell County on or before 
the first day of each month following the issuance of said statement. 
No law enforcement officer and/or magistrate of Barnwell County 
who fails to comply with the provisions of this section shall receive 
any salary. 


SECTION 24. This act shall take effect immediately upon its ap- 
proval by the Governor.

An Act To Provide For The Advancement Of Funds To The 
State Highway Department By Beaufort County And To Pro- 
vide For The Expenditure And Repayment Thereof. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Beaufort County may advance funds to Highway 
Department.—The Treasurer of Beaufort County shall, when re- 
quested by the legislative delegation, as provided herein, advance 
funds to the State Highway Department, to be deposited to the 
State Secondary Highway Account for Beaufort County, and to 
be disbursed therefrom for the purposes and in the manner pro- 
vided by law. Such request shall be in writing, signed by the en- 
tire Legislative Delegation of Beaufort County, shall specify the 
amount to be advanced, and shall specify the source from which 
such county funds shall be derived. 


SECTION 2. Funds may be borrowed—payment.—Any available 
Beaufort County Funds may be used for the purposes of this act. If 
Beaufort County funds are not available in an amount sufficient to 
meet the requirements of any advance requested pursuant to this act, 
the Treasurer of Beaufort County shall borrow any additional funds 
that may be required. For the payment of any funds which may be 
borrowed, there is hereby edged the full faith, credit and taxing 
power of Beaufort County. 


SECTION 3. Highway Department to reimburse Beaufort 
County.—The State Highway Department shall reimburse Beau- 
fort County, through the county treasurer, for all funds advanced 
to the Highway Department under this act in such annual install- 
ments as may be agreed upon by the county treasurer and the 
State Highway Department. Such reimbursement shall be made 
out of the funds apportioned to Beaufort County for the State 
Secondary Highway construction program to be financed from the 
special additional one cent gasoline tax levied pursuant to Sections 
65-1062 and 65-1081, Code of Laws of South Carclina, 1952, as 
amended, and all such funds are hereby pledged to the repayment 
of the funds advanced under this act. The State Highway Depart- 
ment shall not be obligated to reimburse Beaufort County for any 
funds advanced to the State Highway Department, unless sufficient 
funds for such purpose accrue to Beaufort County for such State 
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Secondary Highway construction program. The State Highway De- 
partment shall not be required to pay any interest to Beaufort County 
for funds advanced under this act. 


SECTION 4. Repeal.—All acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed. 


SECTION 5. Time effective——This act shall take effect upon ap- 
proval by the Governor.

An Act To Amend Act No. 784 Of The Acts Of 1954, As 
Amended, Relating To The Beaufort County Water Authority, 
So As To Further Provide For The Selection Of Ex Officio Mem- 
bers Of The Authority Residing In Jasper County. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Section 2 of Act 784 of 1954, amended—-Beaufort 
County Water Authority—members—terms—vacancies—compen- 
sation.—Section 2 of Act No. 784 of the Acts of 1954, as amended, is 
further amended to read as follows: 


“Section 2. The Authority shall be comprised of nine members, 
seven of whom shall be resident electors of Beaufort County, and 
two of whom shall be elected by and from the Jasper County Develop- 
ment Board and who shall be members of the Authority, ex officio. 
The ex officio members shall have the same powers as those of the 
Beaufort County members. The Beaufort County members of the 
Authority shall be appointed by the Governor upon the recommen- 
dation of a majority of the Legislative Delegation of Beaufort County. 
Of the Beaufort County members, the respective governing bodies 
of the City of Beaufort and the Town of Port Royal shall each 
recommend to the Legislative Delegation of Beaufort County one 
person who may in turn be recommended to the Governor for ap- 
pointment. The terms of office of the Beaufort County members and 
their successors shall be for six years. Any vacancy occurring for 
any reason among the Beaufort County members shall be filled for 
the remainder of the unexpired term. The terms of office of the 
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ex officio members from Jasper County shall be at the pleasure of 
the Jasper County Development Board. All members of the Author- 
ity shall hold office until their successors shall have been appointed 
and qualify. 

The members of the Authority shall receive no compensation but 
shail be reimbursed for any actual expenses incurred in connection 
with the business of the Authority. 

The present Beaufort County members of the Authority shall hold 
office until the expiration of their respective terms, the provisions of 
this act notwithstanding.”

Beaufort County To Reconvey Certain Property To The Trustees 
Of The College Of Beaufort. 


Whereas, by deed dated June 2, 1909, the Trustees of The College 
of Beaufort conveyed to School District. No. 1 of Beaufort County, 
South Carolina, all that lot of land and the improvements thereon 
lying in the Town of Beaufort, and designated as Lot 32, according 
to the survey of such town made by the United States District Tax 
Commissioners for the District of South Carolina; and 


. Whereas, such conveyance was made upon condition that the prop- 
erty would be used exclusively for educational purposes or it would 
revert to the Trustees of The College of Beaufort; and 


Whereas, the General Assembly finds that a substantial portion of 
such property is not being used for educational purposes, and it is an- 
tiipated that in the near future the trustees of School District No. 1 
will have no further need or use for this property; and 


Whereas, legislation has been enacted during the 1959 session of the 
General Assembly with a view to establishing a branch of an in- 
stitution of higher learning in the City of Beaufort; and 
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Whereas, such branch, if established, will require physical facilities 
for its operation and the General Assembly finds that the property 
referred to above would be ideally suited for immediate use by such 
institution of higher learning ; and : 


Whereas, it is the desire of the trustees of Beaufort Shool District 
No. 1 to make such facilities available, and it has been determined 
that the above purpose can best be accomplished by reconveying 
the above property to the Trustee of the College of Beaufort.

School District 1 of Beaufort County may reconvey 
property to College of Beaufort.—The trustees of School District 
No. 1 of Beaufort County, South Carolina, may, for a nominal con- 
sideration, reconvey the following property to the Trustees of the 
College of Beaufort: 
All that lot of land and the improvements thereon lying in the 
Town of Beaufort, Beaufort County, South Carolina, and desig- 
nated as Lot 32, according to the survey of such town, made by 
the United States District Tax Commissioners for the District 
of South Carolina, bounded to the north by Washington Street, 
to the East by New Street, to the South by Duke Street and to 
the West by Carteret Street.

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SECTION 3: (a) Not more than seventy thousand dollars of this 
item shall be used for salaries, maintenance and operation of equip- 
ment for the construction and upkeep of Roads and Bridges and 
the remainder of the funds of this item, or as much as may be nec- 
essary, shall be used for the purchase of equipment and machinery.

Commerce by the county treasurer in equal semiannual installments, 
beginning on July 1, 1959. (n) The amount of money herein ap- 
propriated for Public Buildings shall include fuel necessary for the 
use of the Beaufort County Jail and the monthly base rate for 
phone service at the Lady’s Island fire tower. (0) Provided, that 
the funds appropriated for radios in Item 6, and the funds appro- 
priated in Items 16 and 17 of Section 2 shall be expended only upon 
the prior approval of a majority of the Beaufort County Delegation. 


SECTION 4. There is hereby appropriated out of the general coun- 
ty funds the sum of ten thousand dollars, if so much be necessary, as 
a contingent fund, three thousand dollars of which may be spent 
upon the direction of the County Board of Directors to take care 
of any contingencies arising in the administration of matters for 
which appropriations are made, and seven thousand dollars of which 
may be disbursed by the treasurer and spent upon the direction of 
a majority of the legislative delegation, including the Senator, to 
take care of any contingencies arising for which no appropriations 
are made.

filed in the office of the respective board or agency before being 
paid by same. All authorized mileage shall be paid at the rate of 
seven cents per mile. 


SECTION 7. The county treasurer is hereby authorized to borrow, 
in anticipation of the collection of taxes herein levied for general 
purposes and of other funds to be credited to the general county ac- 
‘count, in an amount not to exceed fifty thousand dollars, if same be 
necessary; and he is hereby also authorized to borrow, in anticipa- 
tion of school taxes herein levied, in an amount not to exceed one 
hundred fifty thousand dollars; if the funds are available in sinking 
funds in his hands the treasurer may loan such amount, taking 
the note of the County Board of Education, payable in not more 
‘than ten months, and bearing interest at not more than four per 
‘cent per annum. All interest earned on such loans shall be credited 
to the account from which the loan was made. 


SECTION 8. For the maintenance of Beaufort Township Library 
there is hereby appropriated the sum of seven thousand dollars, 
and the Auditor and Treasurer of Beaufort County are hereby au- 
‘thorized to levy and collect the necessary number of mills on all 
taxable property in Beaufort Township, to be expended by the 
trustees of the library. The county treasurer, on or about’ the first 
of February of each year, shall report to the Legislative Delegation 
all funds collected from this source as well as showing all amounts 
turned over to the trustees of the library. All unexpended funds 
collected for the purpose herein stated, which remain unexpended 
at the end of each year, shall be credited by the county treasurer to 
the trustees of the library for the ensuing year and shall not be 
turned into the county funds. 


SECTION 9. To finance the maintenance and operation of the 
public school system of Beaufort County for the school year 1959- 
1960, there is hereby appropriated the sum of one million five hun- 
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dred seventy-five thousand one hundred and fifty-five dollars, to be 
expended for the following purposes in the amounts indicated:

This appropriation is based upon estimated revenue from county, 
State and Federal sources, and if such funds as estimated are not 
available, the operating budget shall be reduced to conform to the 
revenue, . 

All liquor tax, beer and wine tax, poll tax, dog tax, and marriage 
license fees accruing to the county shall be credited to the school fund 
from which the above appropriation is made, and all State aid to 
teachers’ salaries accruing or paid to the county by the State and all 
Federal aid under the Farm Veterans program, the G. I. Training 
program, and the School Lunch program, and any other funds which 
may be available, shall be paid into the fund. There shall also be paid 
into the fund all other Federal aid accruing or paid to the county for 
school purposes. 


SECTION 10. The County Board of Education is directed and au- 
thorized to pay out of the sum appropriated in Section 9 for Adminis- 
tration, the following :

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The salary herein provided for the Superintendent of Education shall 
be in addition to and shall supplement the appropriation made in the 
State Appropriation Act for the salary of the County Superintendent 
of Education.

SECTION 11. For the operation and maintenance of Beaufort 
Memorial Hospital there is hereby appropriated the sum of twenty 
thousand dollars, if so much be necessary, to be paid to Beaufort 
Memorial Hospital in equal quarterly installments. 


SECTION 12. In order to facilitate the preparing of the county 
supply act by the Legislative Delegation, the county treasurer shall, 
on or before the first day of February of each year, in writing, re- 
‘port to the Legislative Delegation the amount of county funds com- 
ing into his hands during the preceding calendar year, giving the 
source of such funds. He shall further report the disbursements 
made by him during the preceding calendar year showing the amounts 
disbursed on vouchers by the board of education, certificates or war- 
rants of the clerk of court, and interest and principal paid on the 
bonds. The county treasurer shall annually, not later than February 
first of each year, furnish the members of the Legislative Delegation 
with a detailed statement of the status of the bond account, school, 
county and Township of Beaufort County. 

The County Board of Education of Beaufort County shall on or 
before the first day of February of each year report to the Legisla- 
tive Delegation, in writing, a detailed statement of all revenues al- 
lotted for school purposes for the preceding school fiscal year and 
all disbursements made by it for school purposes for the preceding 
fiscal year. It shall also furnish to the Legislative Delegation on or 
before February first of each year an estimate of all anticipated rev- 
enues for the present school fiscal year. It shall also furnish to the 
Legislative Delegation an estimate of all revenues to be allotted or 
received for school purposes for the next school fiscal year, and also 
an estimate of all disbursements for the next school fiscal year. 


SECTION 13. On the request of the Board of Regents of the 
Beaufort Memorial Hospital Association, or its duly authorized 
agent, the Sheriff of Beaufort County shall provide transportation 
from any part of Beaufort County to the Beaufort Memorial Hos- 
pital of charity patients in the event of an emergency or a great 
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need for the early transportation of such patient or patients to the 
hospital for the emergency or urgent treatment, operation, etc. 


SECTION 14. The clerk of court and the sheriff are hereby au- 
thorized and directed to pay a per diem of five dollars to all per- 
sons serving as jurors or court bailiffs. 


SECTION 15. There is hereby appropriated out of the Beaufort- 
St. Helena funds, the sum of two thousand dollars, if so much is 
necessary, for the completion and lighting of the County Airport. 

The County Board of Directors is hereby authorized and em- 
powered to enter into an agreement with the South Carolina Aero- 
nautics Commission for the operation and maintenance of the Air- 
port. Any expenses incurred are to be paid out of the above ap- 
propriated moneys.

All items herein which are to be paid out as salaries 
for officers or clerks of the county shall be expended in the usual 
manner in twelve equal monthly installments and not otherwise, and 
no more, and in case any officer or agent or servant, as aforesaid, 
shall resign, or otherwise vacate his or her office or position before 
the expiration of the fiscal year, he shall be entitled to said monthly 
installments on a pro rata basis for the month, or parts of month 
actually served, and no more; provided, that all appropriations herein 
for clerks shall only be paid to clerks regularly employed and serving 
in the office in which employed during the office hours of said office. 
Each of said clerks shall have five and one-half days annual leave 
per year and their absence from their respective offices for any 
cause other than sickness for any day or days beyond their period 
of annual leave shall cause their salary for such day or days to be 
deducted. 


SECTION 4. It is hereby reaffrmed by the County Legislative Del- 
egation that all purchases paid for by the county shall be made 
from business concerns within the county insofar as same is econom- 
ically possible, and said purchases shall be equitably divided among 
said concerns in the county. 


SECTION 5. For the purpose of paying in cash the foregoing and 
all other general, ordinary or special county expenses for the fiscal 
year beginning July 1, 1959, as authorized by this act, or otherwise 
appropriated in anticipation of the collection of taxes or the receipt of 
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revenues from the State, the County Supervisor and County Treas- 
urer of Berkeley County are hereby authorized to borrow from 
time to time, as may be necessary in their judgment, on note or 
notes, or other evidence, or evidences, of indebtedness of the county 
executed by the said county officials from any prson, firm or corpora- 
tion, or from the Treasurer’s Sinking Fund, or other dormant funds, 
and the sum or sums so borrowed shall constitute a valid claim 
against the county; and the monies derived from the six mills tax 
levied in Section 1 hereof, and the five mills levied in Section 2 
hereof, said five mills to be used for the purposes set forth in Section 
2, the commutation taxes and State revenues may be pledged to 
secure the payment thereof, and it shall not be incumbent upon the 
person, firm or corporation making such loan or loans to see that 
the monies loaned are applied for the purpose for which they are 
borrowed. 


SECTION 6. For the purpose of providing for the maintenance and 
operation of Hanahan Public Service District, the Auditor of 
Berkeley County shall levy a tax of not exceeding twenty-eight mills, 
the exact number of mills to be specified by a resolution adopted 
by the commissioners of such district prior to July 1, 1959, and 
approved by a majority of the County Legislative Delegation, upon 
the taxable property within the territorial limits of such district 
which, together with the funds and income of the district from all 
sources, shall be used to carry out the duties and functions of the 
commission of the district, all or any of them, provided in Act No. 
784 of the Acts of 1942, creating the district and commission, and 
all amendments thereto. The tax shall be levied and collected by | 
the same officers and in the same manner as is provided for the 
collection of taxes levied for corporate purposes in Berkeley County, 
and the monies so collected shall be placed in separate funds by the 
county treasurer and paid out on warrants of the commissioners of 
the district.

TAX LEVY FOR SCHOOL PURPOSES 


SECTION 1. There is hereby levied on all the taxable property of 
The Berkeley County School District for the calendar year 1959 a 
tax of forty mills, the proceeds of which shall be used for general 
school purposes for the fiscal year 1959-1960, such purposes to be 
set forth in the county school budget for such year. The tax shall 
be assessed and collected as other taxes are assessed and collected. 
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PART III 
PERMANENT PROVISIONS 


SECTION 1. The Supervisor and Treasurer of Berkeley County 
are hereby authorized and directed to borrow fourteen thousand 
five hundred dollars to repay a loan made by the Bank of Berkeley 
to the Board of Trustees of the Berkeley County Hospital. The loan 
may be made from any bank or lending institution at a rate of 
interest not to exceed four per cent.

SECTION 3. The county board of commissioners (including the 
supervisor) is directed to work all roads, streets, alleys and public 
parking areas in the towns and villages, incorporated or unincorporat- 
ed, in Calhoun County; and may, in its discretion, perform such 
work in and around other county and municipal buildings, parks, 
public landings and facilities as may be deemed necessary and 
advisable. 


SECTION 4. All disbursements for travel allowance and for repairs 
for county-owned cars shall be evidenced by itemized statements that 
have actually been paid and so marked.

official bond; provided, however, that the county treasurer and

further, that all monies coming into the county treasury to the credit 
of the county by reason of contracts made and work done by the

SECTION 7. The board of county commissioners shall pay the 
regular commercial rate for publication of quarterly reports. 

The clerk of court shall have entire oversight and 
care of the courthouse building and grounds, and he shall supervise

page 82, or in refusing to dedicate or otherwise make the same avail- 
able to public use, are necessary and proper for the security, welfare, 
economy and convenience of Charleston County and particularly the 
adjoining landowners and for preserving the health, safety and good 
government within the community, and the actions are confirmed.

An Act To Create And Establish A Fire District In Charleston 
County, South Carolina, To Be Known As The St. John’s Fire 
District; To Provide For The Government Thereof; And To 
Authorize And Empower The Commissioners Of Said District 
To Issue And Sell Bonds Of Said District In The Sum Of Not 
Exceeding Thirty Thousand Dollars For The Purpose Of Estab- 
lishing, Maintaining And/Or Purchasing And Operating Fire 
Eauipment In Said District, Provided That The Election Pro- 
vided For Herein Results Favorably To The Creation Of Such 
District And The Issuance Of Such Bonds. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. St. John’s Fire District created in Charleston 
County.—There is hereby created and established in Charleston 
County a District to be known as St. John’s Fire District with 
such rights, duties, powers and authority as herein provided and 
including such territory and boundaries as hereinafter designated. 


SECTION 2. Area.—The aforesaid District shall include and be 
comprised of the territory in the Western portion of Charleston Coun- 
ty lying to the West of Ashley River and embracing the same terri- 
tory and area as are contained in St. John’s School District No. 9 
of Charleston County as now constituted. The making and filing of 
a plat of said area shall not be required as a prerequisite to the 
holding of the election hereinafter provided for the issuance of bonds. 


SECTION 3. Political subdivision—-The aforementioned St. 
John’s Fire District shall be a body politic and corporate with per- 
petual succession and shall exercise and enjoy the rights and priv- 
ileges of such and be subject to the rules and regulations herein 
imposed. 


SECTION 4. To be governed by Commission—members—terms 
—vacancies.—The aforesaid District shall be governed by a Com- 
mission consisting of three qualified electors residing in said District 
to be known as the St. John’s Fire Commission, which Commission 
shall be appointed by the Governor and a majority of the members 
of the legislative delegation of Charleston County, whose terms of 
office shall be six, four and two years, respectively, from the date 
of their appointment and until their successors who shall be ap- 
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pointed in like manner shall have been appointed and qualified. They 
shall elect one of their number Chairman and one Secretary. In the 
event of a vacancy in said Commission by reason of death, resigna- 
tion or otherwise, such vacancy shall be filled in the manner of the 
original appointment for the unexpired term. 


SECTION 5. Powers and duties.—Said Commission shall have the 
power to purchase, establish, enlarge, maintain, conduct and operate 
such fire system in said District as they may deem necessary, and to 
construct and own, maintain and operate a fire department and fire 
protection and other instrumentalities for fire protection in said Dis- 
trict; to purchase, lease, hold and sell such real estate as they may 
deem necessary ; to accept gifts or grants and to make such contracts 
in relation to same as may be necessary or proper; to make any and 
all contracts that they may deem necessary to carry out the provi- 
sions of this act; to employ such engineering, office, clerical help 
and other employees as they may deem necessary and to fix the com- 
pensation of such employees; to make any and ail regulations which 
they consider necessary to effectuate the purposes of this act; and 
in general to do all things necessary for the purpose of creating, 
maintaining and operating a fire system, all or any of them in said 
District ; to prescribe and to collect rates, fees, tolls or charges for 
the services, facilities and commodities furnished by such fire sys- 
tem and to furnish such service, facilities and commodities to per- 
sons, firms and corporations within the territorial limits of said 
District. 


SECTION 6. Tax levy.—For the purpose of carrying out the pur- 
poses and functions of the St.. John’s Fire District, and to provide 
funds therefor, the County Auditor of Charleston County shall annual- 
ly levy and the County Treasurer of Charleston County shall collect 
a tax of such number of mills on all taxable properties in St. John’s 
Fire District as shall be directed by a written resolution of the St. 
John’s Fire Commission duly transmitted to the county auditor, the 
proceeds of which shall be placed by the county treasurer to the 
credit of the district, and paid out by him from time to time for 
the functions of the district upon warrants executed by the chair- 
man and any other member of the commission therefor. No tax shall 
be levied by the county auditor under this act until the resolution 
directing the levy shall have been approved in writing by a majority 
of the legislative delegation for Charleston County, including the 
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Senator, and for the purpose of consideration of the levy the com- 
mission shall present all such resolutions to the legislative delega- 
tion, together with the itemized budget of the district upon which 
the levy is based. 


SECTION 7. Condemnation powers.—The Commission shall have 
the right and power to condemn for such purposes lands, rights of way 
and easements, such right of condemnation to be exercised in the 
same manner as is now prescribed for condemnation of rights of way 
by counties. 


SECTION 8. Bids—records—audits.—It shall be the duty of the 
said Commission to advertise for bids for at least thirty days in one or 
more newspapers for all work to be done and material to be used in 
constructing such fire system and for fire apparatus with the right to 
reject any and all bids, to enter into contracts with the lowest respon- 
sible bidder thereon and to secure competent persons if deemed advis- 
able, to superintend the construction thereof and counsel and advise in 
all matters relating thereto. A permanent record shall be kept by such 
Commission of all of its proceedings, contracts, and other matters 
done and performed by it, including an accurate plan of the work 
done, and proper books shall be kept showing in detail all monies 
and funds received and disbursed by it. The books of said Com- 
mission shall be audited annually and at such other times as may 
be directed by the County Supervising Auditor of Charleston County, 
and a copy of such audit shall be filed with the County Council. 
All books and records of said Commission shall be open at all times 
to the inspection of any citizen of said District. 


SECTION 9. Issue bonds.—The said St. John’s Fire District Com- 
mission is hereby authorized and empowered to issue negotiable cou- 
pon bonds of said District in the sum of not exceeding thirty thousand 
dollars, the proceeds of which shall be used by the said Commission for 
purchasing, establishing, equipping, operating and maintaining fire 
systems and fire departments in said District; the said bonds shall 
be of the denomination of one thousand dollars and/or five hundred 
dollars, shall bear interest not to exceed five per cent per annum, 
payable annually or semiannually as said Commission shall deter- 
mine; shall mature all at one time or in series or installments as said 
Commission shall determine, but all bonds shall mature not later 
than twenty years from their respective dates and shall be exempt 
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from all State, county and municipal taxes, and may be registerable 
as to principal. 


SECTION 10. Execution—Said bonds shall be signed by the 
Chairman and Secretary of said Commission, and the official seal of 
said “St. John’s Fire District” shall be affixed to or impressed upon 
said bonds; the coupons on said bonds shall not be authenticated other 
than by the facsimile signature of said officials lithographed, printed or 
engraved thereon. 


SECTION 11. Sale.—Said bonds shall be issued and sold as a whole 
or from time to time and in such amounts as said Commission shall 
determine; said sales to be made to the highest bidder for cash 
after such advertisement as said Commission shall deem proper. No 
bonds shall be sold at less than par and accrued interest to date of 
delivery thereof; said Commission to have the right to reject any and 
all bids in their discretion, provided the said bonds may be sold to 
the United States, or any Department or agency thereof, at private 
sale without advertisement. 


SECTION 12. Tax levy.—Until the interest and principal of all 
bonds issued under this act shall be fully paid, there shall be levied an- 
nually on all. taxable property in St. John’s Fire District a tax suffi- 
cient to pay such interest as it becomes due and to provide a Sinking 
Fund sufficient to pay such principal at the date or dates of maturity 
thereof; provided, however, that if after the application of the rev- 
enue from the fire system to the payment of the operation, miain- 
tenance and improvement of said system and the expense of the 
operation, improvement and upkeep of the Fire Protection System, 
there remains any surplus, then the annual levy may be reduced to 
such amount as with the application of such surplus revenue thereto 
will be sufficient to pay said interest and principal as they respec- 
tively mature. The said annual tax shall be levied and collected by 
the same officers and in the same manner as provided for the levy 
and collection of taxes for county purposes in Charleston County. 
The money so collected shall be applied by or under the direction 
of the County Treasurer to the payment of the principal and in- 
terest as they respectively become due, and pending such application 
shall be deposited or invested by or under direction of the St. 
John’s Fire District Commission and the County Treasurer. 


SECTION 13. Proceeds.—The proceeds of the sale of said bonds as 
provided by this act shall be kept by the County Treasurer as a sep- 
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arate fund and shall be paid out only upon orders or warrants of the 
said St. John’s Fire District Commission and the County Treasurer 
for the purposes specified by this act. 


SECTION 14. Election concerning creation of fire district— 
question.—Before the St. John’s Fire District is created or any 
bonds hereinabove authorized shall be issued, an election shall be 
held in the proposed district at which shall be submitted to the 
qualified electors in the proposed district the following question: 
“Do you favor the creation of the St. John’s Fire District and the 
issuance of bonds in an amount not exceeding thirty thousand dol- 
lars therefor?

Those voting in favor of the question shall deposit a ballot with a 
check or cross mark in the square after the word ‘Yes’, and those 
voting against the question shall deposit a ballot with a check or 
cross mark in the square after the word ‘No’.” 

The election shall be held on July 28, 1959 at such place or places 
within the proposed district as may be designated by the Commis- 
sioners of Election of Charleston County, and notice of the election 
shall be given by posting notice thereof in three public places in the 
proposed District at least ten days before the election, which notice 
shall state the time, place and purpose thereof and the amount of 
and purpose for which said bonds are to be issued. 

The Commissioners of Election shall appoint a manager or man- 
agers for the election, the polls to be opened at 8 A. M. and closed 
at 6 P. M. On closing the polls, the managers shall count the bal- 
lots and shall make returns of the results of the election with the 
original ballots cast and the tally sheets to the Commissioners of 
Election, who shall declare the results of the election. If it shall be 
determined by the said Commissioners that a majority of the legal 
votes in said election have been cast in favor of the creation of the 
District and the issuance of said bonds, the District may be created 
and bonds may be issued as herein provided; but if it be determined 
that a majority of said ballots are opposed to the creation of the 
District and the issuance of said bonds, the District shall not be 
created and the bonds shall not be issued. The validity of said elec- 
tion and the correctness of the determination of the results thereof 
by said Commissioners shall not be open to question in any court 
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except in a suit or proceeding commenced within thirty days after 
‘the date of such election. 


SECTION 15. Repeal.—All acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed. 


SECTION 16. Time effective—This act shall take effect upon ap- 
proval by the Governor.

An Act To Empower The Board Of Township Commissioners 
Of Folly Island To Issue General Obligation Bonds Of The Town- 
‘ship Of Folly Island In The Amount Of Not Exceeding Twenty 
Thousand Dollars, For The Purpose Of Raising Moneys To Im- 
prove The Waterworks System Of The Township, To Prescribe 
The Conditions Under Which Such Bonds Shall Be Issued, The 
‘Application Of Their Proceeds, And To Make Provisions For 
The Payment Thereof. 


Whereas, by Act No. 424 i 1953, the territory of Folly Island, in 
-Charleston County, was constituted a special district for waterworks 
purposes, and the-Board of Township Commissioners of Folly Island 
was designated to construct, operate and maintain a waterworks 
‘system ; and 


Whereas, it now develops that additional funds are needed to im- 
.prove and extend the system, and that the only means of raising mon- 
‘eys is through the issuance of general obligation bonds, payable from 
the proceeds of the ad valorem taxes. Now, therefore, 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Folly Island special purpose district creation re- 
affirmed.—The. General Assembly reaffirms its action in creating 
the territory of Folly Island as a special purpose district, created 
for the purpose of establishing and maintaining a waterworks system 
in the territory for the benefit of the inhabitants thereof. 


SECTION 2. Duties of Board of Township Commissioners of 
Folly Island reaffirmed.—The General Assembly reaffirms its declar- 
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ation that the administrative functions of the construction, operation 
and maintenance of the system should be discharged by the Board of 
Township Commissioners of Folly Island. 


SECTION 3. Bond issue—use of proceeds—maturity—redemp- 
tion — dates — interest denominations — where payable.—The 
Board of Township Commissioners of Folly Island (hereinafter in 
this act referred to as the “Board”) may issue general obligation 
bonds of the Township of Folly Island in the sum of not exceed- 
ing twenty thousand dollars, the proceeds of which shall be used 
to improve and extend the waterworks system for the township. 
The bonds shall be issued as a single issue, maturing in such equal 
or unequal amounts as the Board shall determine, except that the 
maturity schedule of bonds issued pursuant to this act shall be ar- 
ranged so that the last annual installment shall fall due not later 
than fifteen years from the date the bonds bear. Any bond issued 
pursuant to this act may, at the discretion of the Board, contain a 
provision permitting its redemption prior to its stated maturity at such 
premiums as the Board shall determine. Such bonds shall bear such 
date and such rate of interest, shall be in such denominations and shall 
be payable at such place as the Board may determine. 


SECTION 4. Execution.—The bonds shall be executed in such 
manner as the Board shall determine. 


SECTION 5. Sale—notice.—The bonds shall be sold at public sale, 
after such advertisement as the Board may deem proper, but the 
Board shall have the right to reject any and all bids, in its discre- 
tion. No bonds shall be sold at less than par and accrued interest 
to the date of delivery. 


SECTION 6. Payment—tax levies —For the payment of the bonds 
and interest thereon, as the same mature, the full faith, credit and re- 
sources of the Township of Folly Island are hereby irrevocably 
pledged, and the Auditor and Treasurer of Charleston County, re- 
spectively, are hereby authorized and directed to levy and collect 
annually a tax, upon all taxable property within the township, with- 
out limitation as to rate or amount, sufficient to pay the bonds and 
interest as they respectively mature, and to create such sinking fund 
as may be necessary for the redemption of the bonds and interest at 
respective maturities. The taxes, when so levied and collected, shall 
be held by the Treasurer of Charleston County, separate and dis- 
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tinct from all other funds, and used solely for the purposes for which 
levied and collected. 


SECTION 7. Tax exempt.—The bonds and all interest to become 
due thereon shall have the tax exempt status prescribed by Act No. 
730 of 1952. 


SECTION 8. Use of proceeds.—The proceeds of the sale of the 
bonds authorized hereby shall be disposed of as follows: any accrued 
interest paid thereon shall be applied by the Treasurer of Charleston 
County to the first installment of interest becoming due on the bonds; 
the premium, if any, received, shall be deposited with the Treasurer 
of Charleston County and by him applied to the first installment of 
principal becoming due on the bonds; and, the principal proceeds 
shall be deposited with the Treasurer of Charleston County in a sep- 
arate fund and shall be paid out, or used, upon warrants drawn by 
the Board, for the purposes specified herein and no others. Neither the 
purchasers of the bonds, nor any subsequent holders thereof, shall be 
responsible for the proper application of the proceeds of sale.

SECTION 2. The Treasurer of Cherokee County is hereby author- 
ized and directed to transfer to the credit of the County Board of 
Education the sum of thirty thousand dollars from the beer, wine 
and liquor taxes accruing to Cherokee County to be used to pur- 
chase school textbooks to be furnished free to the school children of 
Cherokee County and to pay for such books already purchased. 

Provided, that any balance brought forward from the 1958 County 
Supply Act shall be included in the thirty thousand dollars herein 
appropriated. 


Provided, further, there is hereby appropriated from the general 
fund of Cherokee County the sum of twelve thousand dollars, if so 
much be necessary, to be used by the Greater Gaffney Metropolitan 
Utilities Area Commission in the purchase of fire fighting equipment, 
and the Commission is authorized to contract with the City of Gaff- 
ney with respect to the use of the equipment to the end that property 
owners, both within the city and outside the limits of the city, shall 
secure protection from the hazards of fire. In the event that the 
parties are unable to reach an agreement, then the Commission is 
authorized to make this equipment available to a volunteer fire de- 
partment. 


SECTION 3. The county treasurer is hereby authorized and di- 
rected to pay upon warrants issued by the county board of commis- 
sioners the sum of twenty thousand dollars from the county’s share 
of the one cent gasoline tax now on hand for the purpose of sur- 
face treating roads or streets in and around the towns and populous 
section of Cherokee County; provided, that the grading and pre- 
paring of such roads and streets for surface treating shall be done 
by the city or county road forces under the supervision of a compe- 
tent engineer and the work shall be done in accordance with the 
State Highway Department’s specifications, and no surface treat- 
ing shall be done without approval of the engineer. Provided, further, 
that the roads and streets to be improved under the terms of this 
section shall be agreed to, in writing, by a majority of the county 
delegation. : 

The Treasurer of Cherokee County is authorized and directed to 
invest as much as three hundred thousand dollars of the surplus in 
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his hands to the credit of the general fund in securities or obligations 
of any political subdivision of Cherokee County. The securities, how- 
ever, shall also be approved as to form and execution by the county 
attorney. 


SECTION 4. The court crier, jury boy and bailiffs in the Circuit 
Court of Cherokee County shall be paid a per diem of five dollars 
for the actual number of days served, and the jurors and the mem- 
bers of the board of assessors and the board of equalization shall be 
paid a per diem of ten dollars for the actual number of days served. 


SECTION 5. The working of the chain gang shall be under the 
management of the county board of commissioners; provided, how- 
ever, that before any employee or help is secured, or any discharged, 
same must meet with the approval and sanction of the board of 
county commissioners. When differences arise between the supervisor 
and commissioners, a majority vote of the commission shall con- 
trol; provided, that the rural mail carrier shall notify the county 
board, supervisor, or the township commissioner, when a bad place 
occurs in any mail road, and the supervisor or township commis- 
sioner shall send someone to fix same. 


SECTION 6. The clerk of the county board of commissioners shall 
have authority to make purchases of necessary supplies, not to ex- 
ceed fifty dollars, without first receiving approval of the county board 
of commissioners. However, any purchases exceeding fifty dollars 
must first be approved by the county board of commissioners, and, 
before being paid, all claims shall be approved by the county board 
of commissioners. 


SECTION 7. The amount herein appropriated shall be paid out 
as near as practicable one-twelfth each month during the year 1959, 
and, if any item or salary has been overpaid for any month, such 
overpayment shall be deducted from the following month. Any note 
or contract made by any officer of the county or by the board of 
county commissioners for any amount not included in this Supply 
Act shall be null and void; any officer or employee who disregards 
any of the provisions hereof without the written consent of a ma- 
jority of the Cherokee County Delegation to the General Assembly, 
kept on file in the treasurer’s office, shall be guilty of a malfeasance 
in office and subject to removal. If the county supervisor or the 
board of commissioners at any time finds that the appropriation or 
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monthly allotment is not sufficient to maintain the maximum chain 
gang and equipment or road maintenance, then, in that event, they 
are required to send to the State Penitentiary a sufficient number of 
long term chain gang prisoners and reduce equipment and other 
expenses so that expense will come within the monthly allotment 
herein provided. All appropriations herein made are subject to the 
right and authority of the majority of the Cherokee County Delega- 
tion to change, alter or deduct therefrom at any time, without notice, 
when in its judgment such change, alteration or deduction is neces- 
sary for the best interest of the county or to conform with the rev- 
enue expected during the life of this act. Provided, that the changes 
made by the delegation pursuant to the authority herein conferred 
shall not operate to increase the total amount herein appropriated. 


SECTION 8. The supervisor and the chain gang and employees 
of Cherokee County are hereby prohibited from doing any private 
work and spending any money of the county on any private roads or 
private property. 


SECTION 9. The clerk of the county board of commissioners shall, 
during each month, send to each member of the Cherokee County 
Delegation an itemized list of all expenditures of the county for the 
preceding month, and also an itemized list of all obligations in- 
curred and not paid. 


SECTION 10. Immediately following each meeting of the county 
board of commissioners, the clerk of the board shall send each mem- 
ber of the Cherokee County Legislative Delegation a certified copy 
of the minutes of such meeting. 


SECTION 11. The county attorney shall give legal advice to all 
county officers, including the grand jury, on any subject affecting 
the official matters of Cherokee County, and the amount herein ap- 
propriated shall be in full for all services of the county attorney, 
except litigated cases brought or defended with the approval of the 
Legislative Delegation. 


SECTION 12. Whenever references are made in this act to any 
action of or by the Legislative Delegation or County Delegation, the 
same means the joint approval, agreement, or order of the Senator 
and at least one-half of the Representatives of Cherokee County in 
the General Assembly. In the event, however, of the death, resig- 
nation or removal of any one or more of the members of the dele- 
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gation, the remaining members shall have the right to execute any 
such approval, agreement or order. 


SECTION 13. There shall be elected by the county delegation, or 
a majority thereof, a supply clerk at a salary of two hundred and 
thirty-five dollars per month. His duties shall consist of checking 
in and out materials and supplies purchased by the county for 
chain gang and road building purposes which shall be subject to his 
inspection at all times, and keeping proper records of such trans- 
actions. The supply clerk shall be furnished, by the county board of 
commissioners, with an office and a building for storage of all such 
materials and supplies. No warrant for the payment of any such 
materials and supplies shall be issued until the supply clerk shall 
certify, in writing, to the receipt of same, and he shall keep proper 
records to show to which agency of the county such materials and 
supplies were issued or delivered. Provided, monthly reports shall 
be made to the Cherokee County Delegation. 


SECTION 14. No long distance telephone calls shall be charged to 
the county except such as are necessary in performing a public duty 
in connection with the administration of the affairs of the county, 
and no claim for any such calls shall be approved or paid unless on 
a verified itemized claim showing the name of the person making 
the call, the person to whom the call was made and the date and 
purpose thereof. 


SECTION 15. The attendance teacher and the school lunch super- 
visor shall be paid sixty-five dollars per month each from the County 
Board of Education Contingent Fund (Item 7 (c)). Travel shall be 
paid at the prevailing rate of mileage allowed by the State. A report 
of the number of miles traveled on official business shall be submitted 
monthly to the county board of education for approval, and a war- 
rant of the board shall be issued in payment thereof. 

Beginning with the school year of 1958-1959 the attendance teacher 
shall receive a salary supplement during each school month sufficient 
to make such teacher’s monthly salary during the school months 
equal to the monthly salary which would be paid to such teacher 
for teaching in the public schools of Cherokee County. The supple- 
ment provided for herein shall be paid from the Contingent Fund 
of the County Board of Education. 
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SECTION 16. There may be expended for county purposes during 
the months of January, February and March of 1960, the amounts 
authorized herein to be expended for the same months during the 
year 1959. All such expenditures shall be made from the general 
fund of the county. This provision is included in this act so that the 
activities of the county may continue uninterrupted until the Appro- 
priation Act for the calendar year 1960 is adopted. 


SECTION 17. The County Board of Commissioners of Cherokee 
County may rent office space in the Cherokee County Court House 
and the Cherokee County Agricultural Building for use by persons 
or organizations in the performance of State or Federal functions. 
No office space in such building shall be occupied by any person or 
organization not using such office space in the performance of 
State, County or Federal functions. Any person or organization 
using such office space in performance of a function of the Federal 
Government shall be charged a reasonable rental, based upon the 
space occupied and the services provided, as determined by the 
county board of commissioners. 


SECTION 18. The appointive members of the Cherokee County 
Board of Education and the members of the Board of Trustees of 
Cherokee County School District No. 1 shall receive per diem of 
ten dollars and mileage at the rate of seven cents a mile for at- 
tendance upon meetings of their respective boards, but the pay- 
ment of such per diem and mileage shall be limited to not more 
than one meeting during each month. The per diem and mileage of 
the members of the board of education provided for in this section 
shall be paid from the Contingent Fund of the County Board of Ed- 
ucation and the per diem and mileage of the members of the board of 
trustees provided for herein shall be paid from the general school 
funds. 


SECTION 19. The amount to be expended for hospital purposes 
shall be determined monthly by the legislative delegation but in no 
event shall the total of such monthly expenditures during the year 
exceed the sum of sixty thousand dollars appropriated in Section 1 
hereof. 


SECTION 20. Not to exceed the sum of five thousand dollars of the 
proceeds received by Cherokee County from contracts between the 
State Highway Department and the county for pipe to be used on

roads which are the subject of contracts between the said department 
and Cherokee County, pursuant to authority of Section 33-165, Code 
of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, shall be set up as a revolving fund 
which shall be used for the purpose of purchasing pipe for use on 
roads referred to in this section. A separate accounting shall be kept 
of all pipe purchased pursuant to this section and the said contract 
with the State Highway Department, and any reimbursements made 
by the said department to Cherokee County for pipe shall be cred- 
ited to the revolving fund set up purusant to the terms of this act. 


SECTION 21. Upon the approval of the abutting property owners, 
the Town Council of the Town of Blacksburg in Cherokee County 
is hereby authorized to close that street or alley in the Town of 
Blacksburg which runs generally from southwest-northeast and is 
situate in the block which is bounded on the north by Cherokee 
Street; on the east by Shelby Street; on the south by Lime Street; 
and on the west by Rutherford Street and more particularly abuts on 
the west on Rutherford Street and on the east on Shelby Street. 


SECTION 22. If, in the judgment of the County Board of Com- 
missioners of Cherokee County, it is to the interest of the people of 
the county to dispose of that property known as the Nurses’ Home 
on Limestone Street in the City of Gaffney, it is authorized to have 
the same sold. If the County Board of Commissioners desires to 
sell this property, it shall notify the. clerk of court of its decision. 
Thereupon, it is made the duty of the clerk of court to sell such 
property on some regular sale day after advertisement required by 
law to be given in cases of judicial sales of real estate. The property 
shall be sold at public auction for cash, with the right of the County 
Board of Commissioners to reject any bid. The successful bidder 
at the sale shall be required to deposit ten per cent of the amount 
of his bid. The remaining portion of the bid shall be paid within 
seven days after acceptance by the Board. Such deposit shall be 
forfeited if the remaining portion is not so paid, and such forfeited 
deposit shall be treated by all parties not as a penalty, but as a fixed 
and agreed measure of liquidated damages. The clerk of court of 
the county, upon receipt of the full amount of the bid in compliance 
with the terms of the board, shall make, execute and deliver to the 
purchaser a deed of conveyance to the lot with all appurtenances and 
improvements thereon. The purchaser shall be required to defray 
all costs of the deed, necessary stamps and recording. The proceeds 
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of the sale shall be deposited with the county treasurer after pay- 
ment of the costs and necessary expenses incident to the sale, and 
such proceeds shall be placed in the general fund of the county. 


SECTION 23. The Board of Trustees, the Board of Education and 
the Treasurer of Cherokee County are hereby authorized to borrow 
from the Division of Sinking Funds and Property of South Caro- 
lina such sum as may be approved by the State Budget and Control 
Board not to exceed four hundred thousand dollars, for the purpose 
of renovating the existing high schools at Blacksburg and Gaffney, 
and to provide additional school facilities at Blacksburg High School 
and Gaffney High School or Gaffney Junior High School. The 
amount so borrowed shall be evidenced by notes to be executed by 
the Treasurer of Cherokee County, which shall bear interest not to 
exceed four per cent per annum. The principal and interest shall be 
payable in five equal annual installments under such terms and con- 
ditions as may be agreed upon between the board of trustees, the 
board of education, the treasurer and the Division of Sinking Funds 
and Property. 

In the event that the sum provided for herein is not borrowed 
from the Division of Sinking Funds and Property, the Board of 
Trustees, the Board of Education and the Treasurer of Cherokee 
County are hereby authorized to borrow such sum to be used for 
the same purposes provided for in this section from any other per- 
son or agency which may be decided upon by the two boards and 
the treasurer, in which case the money shall be borrowed under 
such terms and conditions and at such rate of interést, not to ex- 
ceed four per cent per annum, as may be agreed upon between the 
board of trustees, the board of education, the treasurer and the 
lending agency. 

The Auditor of Cherokee County is directed to levy, and the 
Treasurer of Cherokee County is. directed to collect, a tax on all 
the taxable property in the county sufficient to pay both the prin- 
cipal and interest on each installment as it becomes due. 


SECTION 24. All the duties now prescribed for the Cherokee 
County Board of Commissioners for the operation of the Cherokee 
County Home are hereby devolved upon the Cherokee County 
Hospital Board and the said board shall lease the county home with 
all buildings, property and equipment pertaining to the operation 
thereof to a private individual or corporation, and such buildings, 
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property and equipment shall be operated as a rest home. The lease 
provided for herein shall be accomplished prior to July 1, 1959; how- 
ever, additional time may be had if in the judgment of the hospital 
board it appears advantageous for the county and the people. 


SECTION 25. In the event an application for a warrant or an ap- 
plication for the issuance of any civil process is refused by any mag- 
istrate in Cherokee County with jurisdiction, then any such ap- 
plicant shall have the right to apply to any other magistrate in the 
county who may, in his discretion, assume jurisdiction and issue the 
warrant or process as if he originally had jurisdiction. 


SECTION 26. For the fiscal year 1959-1960 the Board of Trustees 
of School District No. 1 of Cherokee County, with the approval of 
the County Board of Education, shall fix a tax levy for school pur- 
poses for the county which shall be submitted to the County Auditor 
not later than July 15, 1959, whereupon the auditor shall levy and 
the treasurer shall collect such millage. When a levy has been fixed 
and approved, as provided herein, and the budget for the various 
items and purposes necessary for the operation and maintenance of 
the schools of the county has been finally approved, there shall there- 
after be no transfers from one purpose or one item within the budget 
to another without prior approval of the Board of Trustees and the 
Board of Education of the county. In the event that the Board of 
Trustees and the County Board of Education have failed to agree 
upon a levy for school purposes for any school year by July fifteenth, 
then the auditor shall levy and the treasurer shall collect the same 
millage as that collected for the operation of schools of the county 
for the previous year. Provided, that the Sunnyside School in Gow- 
deysville Township shall remain in operation for the school year 
1959-1960. 


SECTION 27. Act No. 1042 of the Acts of 1958, entitled “An Act 
to Declare the Public Policy of the State of South Carolina and of 
Cherokee County with Respect to Providing Water and Sewerage 
Facilities, etc.,” is amended as follows: 

“(1) Strike out all of the preamble clause down to the words ‘Now, 
therefore’ and insert in lieu thereof the following: 

‘Whereas, the area in Cherokee County outside of the corporate 
limits of the City of Gaffney have been steadily and progressively be- 
coming more congested with residences, industries and business 
establishments; and 
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‘Whereas, such progress and development are continuing and will 
continue to expand; and 

“Whereas, the public health, welfare, convenience and safety and 
protection require that this area be furnished with adequate water 
and sewerage facilities, and provision should be made to furnish such 
facilities as needed, and in as adequate a degree as feasible; and 

‘Whereas, the Board of Public Works of the City of Gaffney has 
production facilities for furnishing the needed services to outside 
areas in the county, if distribution systems are provided; and 
. ‘Whereas, it is found that these facilities can be provided more 
economically by the creation of a body politic and corporate than by 
individual efforts; and 
" ‘Whereas, the territory hereinabove defined should be created into 
a body politic and corporate to the end that the congested areas 
referred to may be furnished with such services in accordance with 
present and future needs.’ 


“(2) Strike out all after the word ‘that’ on line 3 of Section 1 and 
insert in lieu thereof ‘there are areas in Cherokee County outside 
of the corporate limits of the City of Gaffney which are now in need 
of and require adequate water and sewerage facilities which can 
only be soundly, sufficiently and properly provided by the creation 
of a body corporate for that purpose,’ so that, when so amended, 
Section 1 shall read as follows: 

‘Section 1. It is hereby declared to be, and adopted as, the public 

policy of the State of South Carolina and Cherokee County, that 
there are areas in Cherokee County outside of the corporate limits 
of the City of Gaffney which are now in need and require adequate 
water and sewerage facilities which can only be soundly, sufficiently 
and properly provided by the creation of a body corporate for 
that purpose.’ 
“(3) The first sentence in Section 2 is amended to read as follows: 
‘There is hereby created a body politic and corporate to be known 
as the Greater Gaffney Metropolitan Utilities Area, hereinafter re- 
ferred to as the Area, consisting of the area in Cherokee. County 
outside of the corporate limits of the City of Gaffney, and of the 
Town of Blacksburg ; provided, the Commission as herein established 
may contract with the governing body and the public works of the 
latter with regard to the inclusion of the town within the jurisdic- 
tion of the Commission.’ ; 
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“(4) Strike out Section 3 and insert in lieu thereof the following: 

‘Section 3. The purpose for which the corporate authority is 
created is to provide that such sections of the territory above de- 
fined as are in need of water and sewerage facilities shall be pro- 
vided with them to the extent and in the manner and within the 
limitations herein provided.’ 

“(5) Amend Section 13, line 2, by striking out the words ‘one hun- 
dred fifty’ and inserting the words ‘three hundred.’ 

“(6) Amend Section 13, further, by adding at the end thereof: 
‘Provided, if it be found necessary, the Commission is authorized 
and empowered to issue not exceeding five hundred thousand dol- 
lars of bonds of the Area. The proceeds derived from the sale of 
such bonds shall be disposed of as follows: 

(a) Any accrued interest shall be applied to the payment of the 
first installment of interest to become due on such bonds. 

(b) Any premium shall be applied to the payment of the first 
installment of principal of such bonds. 

(c) The remaining proceeds shall be used to defray the cost of 
issuing the bonds authorized hereby, and to provide the facilities 
contemplated by this act. 

The bonds may be issued as a single issue, or from time to time 
as several separate issues in the discretion of the Commission. 
Provided, that no bonds shall be issued later than three years after 
the effective date of this act. All bonds shall mature serially in suc- 
cessive annual installments of such amounts as may be determined 
by the Commission; except that the maturity date of the last in- 
stallment of any bonds issued hereunder shall fall due not later 
than twenty years from the date such bonds bear, and the first ma- 
turity date may be postponed not more than two years from the 
date the bonds bear. Any bond issued pursuant to this act may, at 
the discretion of the Commission, contain a provision permitting 
its redemption prior to its stated maturity at such redemption pre- 
mium as the Commission shall prescribe. The bonds shall be of such 
denomination, shall bear such rate or rates of interest as the Com- 
mission may determine, payable on such occasions as the Commis- 
sion shall determine, but the average rate of interest for any issue 
of bonds sold pursuant to the authorization of this act shall not ex- 
ceed four per cent. The bonds may be issued with the privilege to 
the holder of having them registered as to principal on the books 
of the Treasurer of Cherokee County, and the principal thus made 
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‘payable to the registered holder (unless the last registered transfer 
shall have been to bearer), upon such conditions as the Commis- 
sion may prescribe. They shall bear such date or dates and be pay- 
able at such places as the Commission may likewise prescribe. 

The bonds and the interest coupons thereto attached shall be ex- 
ecuted in such manner as the Commission shall prescribe. 


The bonds shall be sold by the Commission at public sale, and at 
least ten days prior to any sale, notice, announcing the intention to 
receive bids for the sale of any bonds authorized by this act, shall 
be published in a newspaper of general circulation in the State of 
South Carolina. 

The bonds and all interest to become due thereon shall have the 
tax exempt status as prescribed by Act No. 730 of the Acts of 1952. 

For the payment of the principal and interest on all bonds issued 
pursuant to this act as the same respectively mature, and for the 
creation of such sinking fund as may be necessary therefor, the 
income from the Area is irrevocably pledged to pay the principal 
and interest of the bonds as they respectively mature and to cre- 
ate such sinking fund as may be necessary therefor.’ 

“(7) Amend Section 18 to read as follows: 

‘Section 18. The Board of Public Works of the City of Gaffney 
shall keep a separate account of all costs of construction, mainte- 
nance and service charges and, after deducting these items, shall pay 
the balance over to the county treasurer, semiannually, the first 
payment to be made at the end of the fiscal year of the Board and 
payments in periods of six months thereafter. Upon failure to pay 
the same when due, the same shall bear interest at the legal rate until 
paid. All sums so received by the treasurer shall be credited to the 
special account referred to in Section 13, as amended. 

From the moneys in the hands of the treasurer to the credit of 
the Area, there shall be paid the principal and interest on any bonds 
or other obligations issued pursuant to the provisions of this act. 
Any balance remaining shall be used by the Commission for the 
purposes set forth in this act. All disbursements by the treasurer 
shall be made on warrants issued by the Commission under such 
rules as the Commission may prescribe. 

The Commission and the Board of Public Works shall agree 
upon the reasonable pro rata share of the expenses of the operation 
of the plant facilities.’ ” 
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SECTION 27A. Act No. 1042 of 1958 is amended by adding a new 
section to be known as Section 2.1 which shall read as follows: 

“Section 2.1. From the effective date of this act, members of the 
Greater Gaffney Metropolitan Utilities Area Commission shall be 
paid a per diem of ten dollars and mileage at the rate of seven cents 
per mile for each day such members are actually engaged in the 
business of the commission. Such per diem and mileage shall be paid 
from the contingent fund of Cherokee County. The provisions of 
this section shall be retroactive to August 27, 1957.” 


SECTION 28. It is distinctly provided that the amendments to Act 
No. 1042 of 1958, as well as the provisions of the original Act (as 
to the latter this is but a re-iteration) do not, and shall not be 
construed to lessen, impair or jeopardize either the obligations in- 
curred, or which may be hereafter incurred by the Public Works of 
the City of Gaffney, pursuant to the terms of its charter, or the 
services to be rendered to the people of the City of Gaffney. All 
such obligations and services shall remain inviolate. 


SECTION 29. Should any section of this act be declared uncon- 
stitutional, the remaining sections shall remain and be in full force 
and effect. 


SECTION 30. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent herewith are 
repealed. 


SECTION 31. This act shall take effect upon approval by the Gov- 
ernor.

SECTION 2. The following taxes are levied upon the taxable prop- 
erty of Chester County for the year 1959 for expenditure during 
the fiscal year commencing July 1, 1959, and ending June 30, 1960, 
for the following purposes: 

(a) To provide funds for retiring and paying interest on Chester 
County Hospital bonds (issue of 1950) and War Memorial Building 
bonds (issue of 1949), three mills; 

(b) For Chester County Hospital, one mill, if so much be neces- 
sary, for hospitalization of deserving charity patients whose con- 
‘dition demands hospitalization. Provided, however, that no more than 
one-twelfth of the above amount, if so much be necessary, shall be 
spent in any one month; provided, further, that the treasurer shall 
make these funds available direct to the Chester County Hospital 
Board upon itemized statements of the number of days spent in the 
hospital by charity patients signed by each patient and certified by 
the hospital management. Provided, further, the Chester County 
Hospital Board is responsible for and charged with the expenditure of 
the above levy for hospitalization of charity patients and is hereby 
authorized and directed to make such investigations in order to 
determine who is eligible for charity hospitalization as they deem 
wise. Provided, further, that the Chester County Board of Public 
Welfare is hereby directed to make any such investigations of charity 
patients as the Chester County Hospital Board may request. Pro- 
vided, further, that the charity patients referred to herein shall be 
citizens of Chester County ; 

(c) For county roads, five mills, to be expended on the county 
roads. Such expenditure shall include labor, roads, bridges, culverts 
and pipe lines and the construction program operated in connection 
with and under the supervision of the State Highway Department 
on roads now in or roads to be placed in the State Highway System. 
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The funds raised from this levy are appropriated for the above-stated 
purposes only, and any new road construction or projects shall not 
be undertaken by the County Manager or the County Board of Di- 
rectors unless and until an appropriation has been made therefor by 
the county legislative delegation ; 

(d) For Chester County Library, one and three-quarters mills; 
provided, this levy shall supersede levy made in Act No. 293 of the 
Acts of the General Assembly of 1949. 

Provided, however, that the Auditor of Chester County is hereby 
directed, upon the written approval of a majority of the Chester 
County Legislative Delegation, to reduce these levies or to eliminate 
them entirely. Provided, further, that in case the funds provided by 
the above levies prove to be more than enough for such purposes, the 
treasurer, upon the written authority of the majority of the Chester 
County Legislative Delegation, shall transfer such excess funds to 
the Chester County Contingent Fund. 


SECTION 3. The county treasurer is empowered to borrow in an- 
ticipation of taxes levied so much money as may be necessary to pay 
the authorized expenses of the county in case of emergency ; provided, 
it shall be borrowed upon the request of the board of county directors, 
with the approval in writing of a majority of the Chester County 
Legislative Delegation. 


SECTION 4. In the event it should be found that the amount ap- 
propriated for any specific purpose is more than is necessary, the 
county manager shall have the right, with the written approval of a 
majority of the legislative delegation, to apply such surplus to other 
necessary county purposes and provided, further, that the county 
manager shall not have the right to exceed the appropriations herein 
made for any specific purpose unless he is authorized prior thereto 
in writing by a majority of the legislative delegation. 


SECTION 5. All county officers, departments, boards and agencies, 
including the jailor, when in need of supplies, shall make written 
requisition to the county manager for all supplies needed and in no 
case shall any purchases be made except as above specified. 


SECTION 6. The errors, if any, in the total of this act shall not 
affect any of the several items named herein. 


SECTION 7. The salaries, expense items and rents herein pro- 
vided for shall be payable monthly, unless otherwise specified and 
provided. 
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SECTION 8. The county manager is hereby authorized to allow 
any pay for full ten days’ time every two weeks for regular truck 
drivers, regular machine hands, regular machinists or mechanics, 
regular foremen of bridge gangs and regular patrol foremen when 
their time may be interfered with by weather conditions; provided, 
these employees shall be. paid weekly ;. provided, however, that these 
employees report for work and do such work as conditions will per- 
mit; provided, further, that this shall not interfere with previous 
arrangements made by the courity manager in case of sickness of 
employees and shall not interfere with the number of holidays here- 
tofore allowed and provided, further, that the provisions-of this section 
shall not be construed to interfere with the authority of the county 
manager to discharge any employee for cause, dismiss one when his 
term of employment has expired, or “lay off” one when-his services 
are not needed, or when there are no funds with which to pay for 
the work in which he is engaged. Provided, further, that the county 
manager is hereby authorized to allow a vacation, of one week each 
year with pay for such employees who have been in the employ of 
the county for one full continuous year immediately preceding such 
vacation. Provided, further, that the rate of pay for all county road 
employees shall be determined and fixed by the county manager and 
shall be consistent with the amount appropriated each year in the 
annuel Chester County Supply Act. Provided, further, that when 
the ray is so determined by the county manager, such rates of pay 
shall be recommended to the county board of directors for their ap- 
nroval. 


SECTION 9. The furniture, fixtures and equipment located on the 
second floor of the Chester County War Memorial Building shall 
not be loaned or removed from the building. 


SECTION 10. The county manager is hereby authorized to lease 
or sell land and building formerly known as the Chester County 
Nursing and Convalescent Home. Provided, that before any lease or 
sale is made by the county manager he shall submit same to the 
county board of directors and county legislative delegation for their 
approval. 


SECTION 11. The salaries appropriated in this act for all county 
officers and offices are appropriated i in lieu of all fees now provided by 
law and shall be paid in lieu of all fees. 
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SECTION 12. The salary for the court bailiff is hereby fixed at 
six dollars per diem for days actually served in court. 


SECTION 13. The county manager and the executive secretary of 
the Chester County Board of School Trustees are hereby authorized 
and directed to post on or before the tenth day of each month, on the 
bulletin board in the courthouse, an itemized list of all disbursements 
made during the preceding month. 


SECTION 14. The county manager is hereby authorized and di- 
rected to maintain all streets in the City of Chester not now in the 
State Highway System. 


SECTION 15. The words “County Delegation,” “majority of the 
legislative delegation,” and words of similar import when used to refer 
to the group which must approve or take certain action shall, in all 
cases when used in this act or any act applicable to Chester County, 
mean the Senator and one-half of’ the members of the House of 
Representatives from Chester County. 


SECTION 16. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent herewith -are 
repealed. 


SECTION 17. ‘This act shall take effect upon approval by the Gov- 
ernor.

An Act To Create The Chester Metropolitan District And To 
Define Its Boundaries; To Provide For The Chester Metropolitan 
District Commission And To Define Its Powers With Respect 
To Providing Water And Sewerage Facilities Within Such Dis- 
trict; To Confer Certain Powers And Duties With Respect To 
Providing Such Water And Sewerage Facilities Upon The City 
Of Chester; And To Provide For The Issuance Of Bonds Of 
The District For The Purpose Of Carrying Out The Provisions 
Of This Act. 


Whereas, areas contiguous to, but not embraced within the corporate 
limits of the City of Chester, have been steadily and progressively 
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becoming built up and congested with residences, industries and busi- 
ness establishments, and such progress, development and congestion 
of such areas is continuing, developing and expanding and will con- 
tinue so to do; and 

Whereas, the public health, convenience, safety and protection require 
that such areas be furnished with and have the advantage of adequate 
water and sewerage facilities, and such utilities are not now provided, 
either at all or in sufficient and proper quantity and quality, for some 
or all of such congested sections, and the number and extent of such 
congested sections will continue to develop and expand and provision 
should be made to furnish such necessary utilities as rapidly and in as 
adequate degree as possible; and 

Whereas, the City of Chester has production facilities for furnishing 
such services to the outlying areas herein referred to, if distribution 
systems are provided ; and 

Whereas, the areas outside the corporate limits of the City of Chester 
should be created into a body politic and corporate, to be known as 
the Chester Metropolitan District, embracing the territory hereinafter 
defined, and such body politic and corporate, and the area embraced 
therein, hereinafter being referred to as the District, to the end that 
such District may be furnished with such services in accordance with 
the present and future needs of congested sections therein, and that 
the finances of the operation of the sale and delivery of such utilities 
within the areas outside the City of Chester should be kept separate 
and distinct from those accruing within the city limits, to the end 
that those receiving and paying for such services in the areas within 
and without the corporate limits of the City of Chester shall respec- 
tively pay for and receive the benefits of the expense and the income 
of such utilities in the two areas, in separate units, and so as not to 
impose upon the users of such utilities within either of the areas 
burdens or expense because of utilities in the other area. Now, there- 
fore, 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Chester Metropolitan District created in Chester 
County—area.—There is hereby created and established in Chester 
County a district to be known as Chester Metropolitan District, with 
such duties, powers and authority as herein provided, which shall be 
a body politic and corporate, and be subject to the rules, regulations 
and provisions of this act. The District shall be comprised of the 
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territory excluding the plant area of any and all manufacturing estab- 
lishments embraced within the following descriptions: 

All that area of land adjoining and outside the corporate limits of 
the City of Chester, in Chester County, South Carolina, being bounded 
by a line beginning at a point near Springmaid Golf Course at the 
intersection of the line of the Chester City limits with the center line 
of a proposed road or street being Highway No. 321 Extension and 
running in a westerly direction with the center line of said Highway 
No. 321 Extension to the eastern margin of a proposed highway 
being Highway No. 321 By-Pass, and running thence with the east- 
ern margin of said Highway No. 321 By-Pass to a point where a 
public road known as S. M. Gibson Road will intersect said Highway 
No. 321 By-Pass, thence in a western direction along said S. M. 
Gibson Road to Pine Ridge Road, thence in a southerly direction 
along said Pine Ridge Road to the northeastern corner of W. M. 
Bailey lot, thence in a western direction 500 ft. along Bailey line 
extended, thence in a southerly direction along a line 500 ft. west 
of and parallel to said Pine Ridge Road to State Highway No. 9, 
thence along State Highway No. 9 in an easterly direction to Sec- 
ondary Highway No. 304, thence along Secondary Highway No. 304 
to intersection with a public road known as Roland Ferrell Road, 
thence along said Roland Ferrell Road and a line extending in the 
same direction to S. A. L. Railway, thence in a straight line to a 
point on State Highway No. 72, 500 ft. southwest of City limits, 
thence along State Highway No. 72 to City Limits, thence along City 
limits in a northerly direction in an arc to the right to the point of 
beginning. 

Also all that area of land adjoining and outside the corporate limits 
of the City of Chester, in Chester County, South Carolina, being 
bounded by a line beginning at a point on Chester City limits 500 ft. 
southwest of intersection of said City limits with Highway No. 321, 
known as Columbia Street, and running thence in a southeasterly 
direction along a line 500 ft. southwest of and parallel to Highway 
No. 321 to a point opposite intersection of Highway No. 321 and 
Highway No. 97, thence along a line 500 ft. southwest of and parallel 
with Highway No. 97 to a point opposite Old Purity Church and 
graveyard, thence across Highway No. 97, between the Church and 
graveyard to rear, southeastern corner of property of Chester County 
Hospital, thence in northwesterly direction along rear line of Chester 
County Hospital property to northeast corner thereof, thence in a 
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straight line to a point on eastern margin of Southern Railway right- 
of-way 200 ft. northwest of intersection of said railway right-of-way 
margin and State Highway No. 97, thence along said Southern Rail- 
way right-of-way to point 500 ft. southeast of No. 72 By-Pass, thence 
in a line 500 ft. southeast of and parallel with said No. 72 By-Pass to 
point opposite Wilson Street, thence to and along Wilson Street to 
L. & C. Railway, thence in a northeasterly direction along said 
L. & C. Railway to a point 200 ft. east of No. 72 By-Pass, thence in a 
line 200 ft. east of and parallel with No. 72 By-Pass to a point 500 ft. 
from Grassy Run Branch, thence in an easterly direction 500 ft. from 
and parallel with said Grassy Run Branch to a point 200 ft. below 
the Springs Mills Eureka Disposal Plant, thence to a point at inter- 
section of eastern line of Robbins Circle Development with S. A. L. 
Railway right-of-way, thence to a point at intersection of northern 
line of Red’s Place with northwest margin of Highway No. 72, thence 
along northern boundary of Red’s Place and Extension thereof to a 
point 500 ft. from said northwest margin of Highway No. 72, thence 
to rear or northern corner of Clayton Wright lot, thence to a point 
on Southern Railway 200 ft. northeast of Secondary Highway No. 
187, thence in a westerly direction 200 ft. from and parallel with 
said Highway No. 187 to C. & N. W. Railway Right-of-way, thence 
in a direction toward rear corner of Fair Grounds to City Limits, 
thence along City limits in a southerly direction in an arc to the 
right to the point of beginning. 


SECTION 2. Governed by a commission—members—terms—or- 
ganization—The District shall be governed by a commission com- 
posed of three members, who shall be residents of the District and 
shall be appointed by the Governor, upon the recommendation of the 
Senator and one-half of the Chester County Legislative Delegation. 
The terms of office of the members of the commission shall be four 
years. The commission shall be known as the Chester Metropolitan 
Commission and shall hereinafter be referred to as the commission. 
All commissioners shall serve without compensation. Upon their 
appointment, they shall organize and from among themselves elect a 
chairman and a secretary and adopt an official seal. 


SECTION 3. Powers and duties—The commission shall have 
power: . 

(a) to establish, extend, enlarge, maintain and operate a water 
system or systems and a system or systems of sewer, sewer lines and 
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sewer mains, and such water lines as may be necessary for the proper 
operation of the sewer system or systems; 

(b) to construct, operate and maintain a water plant or plants and 
a plant or plants proper and adequate to treat and dispose of sewerage 
in the district ; 

(c) to purchase, lease and hold real estate, easements, water rights 
and property rights reasonably necessary in their judgment for carry- 
ing out the purposes of this act; ; 

(d) to purchase or lease existing water and sewer lines, mains or 
systems and sewerage disposal plants and to make contracts whereby 
the same may be connected to the lines or systems which the com- 
mission may establish ; 

(e) to make all lawful contracts reasonably necessary for achiev- 
ing the principal purposes of this act so that ultimately the district 
may be adequately served by a coordinated and unified system of 
water lines and sewers and sewerage disposal efficiently and econom- 
ically operated ; 

(£) to employ such engineering, clerical and other help as they 
deem necessary, and fix the salaries and compensation of such em- 
ployees ; 

(g) to make any and all regulations which they consider necessary 
to the construction, establishment, maintenance and proper operation 
in the District of water systems and sewer systems, sewer mains, 
sewer trunklines and sewerage treatment or disposal plants; 

(h) to generally do all things proper and necessary to establish and 
maintain an adequate water system or systems and an adequate 
system or systems of sewer and sewerage disposal in the District for 
the protection of health and the establishment and maintenance of 
proper sanitary conditions therein ; 

(i) to condemn, for the purposes of this act, lands, easements, 
water rights, property rights, water systems, lines and mains, sewer 
systems, lines and mains, and the right to connect with or through 
existing systems, in all cases where any of these things are reasonably 
required for carrying out this act, and cannot be obtained by contract 
from the owner or owners, which the commission is willing to make, 
the right of condemnation to be exercised in the same manner as pre- 
scribed for the condemnation of rights-of-ways by counties; and 

(j) to install fire hydrants at such intervals as to provide adequate 
fire protection in all sections where water lines are constructed, ex- 
panded or extended within the District and are adequate for such 


purpose. 
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SECTION 4. Funds.—In exercising the powers conferred by Sec- 
tion 3 of this act the commission may use funds made available under 
this act or provided by appropriations and shall cooperate with the 
City of Chester, hereinafter referred to as the city, but all final de- 
terminations with respect to the exercise of such powers are to be 
made by the commission if there be dispute or disagreement with 
respect thereto. 


SECTION 5. City may construct facilities and serve certain 
areas upon approval of commission.—If the city has funds available 
with which to construct or acquire facilities in any section of the Dis- 
_trict and determines by appropriate legal action to do so, it shall apply 
to the commission for the right to construct or acquire facilities to 
serve such area and to define the type, nature and extent of the facili- 
ties to be constructed or acquired and if the commission, upon investi- 
gation and survey determines that the city could best serve the area 
with such facilities, it shall by resolution allow the city to proceed with 
the construction or acquisition of such designated facilities within such 
area of the District. 


SECTION 6. Enlargement of present facilities—In any section 
of the District already provided by the City of Chester with some 
extent or form of facilities, but such facilities are, and they are de- 
termined by the commission to be, inadequate or insufficient, such 
facilities may be enlarged, extended, added to or replaced in the same 
manner and under the same conditions provided for herein for orig- 
inal construction ; provided, that where necessary to adjust construc- 
tion or replacement costs as between the city and the commission, 
equitable determination of facts for such purposes shall be made and 
declared. 


SECTION 7. Facilities to be connected with city facilities— 
All facilities now or hereafter constructed within the District, whether 
at the expense of the commission or the city, shall be connected with 
and served by the present or future sources of water supply or sewer 
facilities, trunk or main line, disposal plants and other primary fa- 
cilities of the city and the city shall furnish all such facilities for all 
such systems as may now or hereafter be constructed within the area. 


SECTION 8. No water or sewer lines to be constructed in sub- 
divisions without approval of commission—responsibility of city. 
—Any person desiring to develop or construct subdivisions, in- 
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dustrial villages or other similar populated areas, within the Dis- 
trict and to lay water and sewer lines therein at the expense of 
such person, as a part of such development, shall submit plans 
showing the proposed utility lines to the commission, and secure its 
approval thereof, and upon securing such approval from the commis- 
sion, may proceed to construct such lines upon such conditions and 
with such requirements as the commission may designate, and the 
person bearing the expense of such construction shall be entitled to 
collect tapping or connecting charges to individual outlets until the 
expense thereof has been repaid; provided, that neither the commis- 
sion nor the city shall be required to permit connection for any such 
development unless adequate facilities therefor have been provided 
within a congested area in which such development is located, and 
that the commission or the city shall have power and authority to 
regulate the number and size of individual connections or taps that 
may be made in any such development, having regard for the available 
facilities therefor ; and that the city shall have power and authority to 
make proper charge for making connections for such development ; 
and provided, further, that when the person, making such develop- 
ment has ceased to provide for and make such individual taps or con- 
nections, or has otherwise discontinued responsibility for such de- 
velopment or the facilities in connection therewith, that all utility 
systems so laid in such development shall become a part of the District 
system of utilities, and thereafter connection shall be made at the 
same charges and under the same conditions as any other connections 
or taps within the District; and provided, further, that maintenance 
and service of all such systems and of the individual connections 
thereon, shall be the responsibility of the city as in the case of all 
other customers within the area from the time the individual connec- 
tions or taps are made with similar charges for service. 


SECTION 9. Commission may assume entire operation of its 
facilities —If the commission at any time shall determine that it 
will be more advantageous to the District to assume the entire op- 
eration of its own facilities, it is hereby vested with the authority 
to do so. If in accordance with this section the commission assumes 
the entire operation of the facilities within the District it shall make 
such annual adjustment or accounting with the city as may be equit- 
able and just. 


SECTION 10. City and district to be separate.—It is the intent 
and purpose of this act that the ownership of the facilities and of 
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the income therefrom within the corporate limits of the city and 
within the District shall ultimately be entirely separate and distinct, 
with the ownership thereof vested in the city and the District, within 
their respective territories. All facilities and-systems within the Dis- 
trict shall be the sole property of the District, as a body politic and 
corporate, and shall be governed by the commission with due allow- 
ance for the cost of maintenance and service, proportionate expense 
of plant facilities, maintenance fund and proportion of overhead to 
the city and all remainder to be paid into the special fund herein pro- 
vided. 


SECTION 11. Rates.—The rates to be charged for utilities services 
within the District shall be fixed by the commission, but with ade- 
quate provision for reimbursement to the county or the city for any 
amounts advanced by them, and for further construction, extension 
and expansion within the district. 


SECTION 12. Funds may be supplemented.—The funds for the 
accomplishment of the purposes of the District, as provided by this 
act, insofar as the District and Chester County are concerned, may 
be supplemented as may be by law provided from time to time, and 
by bond issues in addition to the bond issue provided herein, under 
such conditions and with such requirements as the General As- 
sembly may provide, subject to any outstanding bonds or obliga- 
tions. 


SECTION 13. Present obligations of city not to cover addi- 
tional facilities—The obligation and lien of any bonds now out- 
standing of the'city shall not cover, nor be construed to cover, any 
facilities or systems therefor within the District, which are not al- 
ready now covered by the obligation and lien of such bonds; provided, 
that any extensions, expansions, construction or addition of systems 
within the District, by the city pursuant to the provisions of this act 
which are properly subject to the obligation and lien of any present 
bonds, shall continue to be subject thereto, without impairment. 


SECTION 14. Act not to affect present bonds.—Nothing herein 
contained is intended or shall be construed to destroy, impair, lessen 
or otherwise affect the obligation, lien or other right or interest of 


any present outstanding bond issue, or of the holder of any such 
bonds. : 
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SECTION 15. Records—audits—bids—The commission _ shall 
keep a permanent record of its proceedings, which shall be at all 
times accessible to the public, and also of all contracts made by it, 
and an accurate map and plan of the work done and projected, and 
shall keep proper books showing in detail all moneys received and 
disbursed by it. The books shall be audited annually by an indepen- 
dent auditing firm selected by the commission. The commission shall 
advertise for bids for at least thirty days in one or more newspapers 
published in the district on contracts for work to be done and ma- 
terials to be furnished, and shall have the right to reject any and 
all bids and to enter contracts with the lowest responsible bidders. 


SECTION 16. Bond issue—purpose.—The commission is hereby 
authorized and empowered to issue and sell bonds of the district in a 
sum not exceeding three hundred thousand dollars the proceeds of 
which shall be used by the commission for establishing, construction, 
extending, enlarging, operating and maintaining water and sewer sys- 
tems and lines and proper treatment of disposal plants in the district 
and necessary water lines. The bonds shall be of the denomination of 
one thousand dollars or the multiple thereof, and shall bear interest 
not to exceed five per cent per annum, payable annually or semi-an- 
nually, as the commission shall determine. They shall mature all at 
one time, or in series or installments, as the commission shall deter- 
mine, but all shall mature within forty years from date. ‘They shall be 
exempt from all State, county and municipal taxes. The bonds shall 
be signed by the chairman of the commission and attested by its sec- 
retary and the official seal of the district shall be affixed to or im- 
pressed upon them. The interest coupons need not be authenticated 
other than by the facsimile signature of the officials lithographed or 
engraved thereon. The bonds ‘shall be issued-and sold from time to 
time, and in such amounts as the commissioners shall determine, the 
sales to be made to the highest bidders for cash, after advertisement, 
as the commission shall deem proper. No bonds shall be sold at less 
than par and accrued interet to date of delivery. The commission shall 
have the right to reject any and all bids as its discretion may dictate. 


SECTION 17. Payment.—Until the principal and interest of all 
bonds, issued under this act, shall be fully paid, there shall be levied 
annually, on all taxable property in Chester Metropolitan District, a 
tax sufficient to pay such interest as it becomes due, and to provide a 
sinking fund sufficient to pay the principal at the date or dates of its 
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maturity. The annual tax shall be levied and collected by the same of- 
ficers and in the same manner as is provided for the levy and collec- 
tion of taxes for county purposes in Chester County. The money so 
collected shall be applied by or under the directions of the county 
treasurer to the payment of principal and interest of the bonds as they 
respectively mature, and pending such application shall be deposited 
or invested by, or under the direction of, the Chester Metropolitan 
District Commission, and the county treasurer. 


SECTION 18. Proceeds.—The proceeds of the sale of the bonds 
shall be kept by the county treasurer as a separate fund and shall be 
paid out only upon orders or warrants of the Chester Metropolitan 
Commission for the purposes specified in this act. 


SECTION 19. Commission may reimburse persons for present 
sewerage disposal contracts.—The commission is authorized and em- 
powered to reimburse any person in the District for the value of any 
sewerage disposal contracts that may be now in effect with the City of 
Chester, such reimbursement to be from the proceeds of the bond issue 
hereinbefore authorized. The value of any contracts is to be deter- 
mined by negotiation, and failing, the same shall be determined by ar- 
bitration.

Saving clause—lIt is declared to be the legislative 
intent that the provisions of this act are separable and that if any 
provisions of this act be declared unconstitutional or invalid that such 
unconstitutionality or invalidity shall not extend to, affect or impair 
the remaining provisions of this act, which shall continue in full force 
and effect.

An Act To Empower The Board Of County Commissioners Of 
Chesterfield County To Issue Under The Conditions And For 
The Purposes Herein Prescribed Not Exceeding Three Hundred 
Fifty Thousand Dollars General Obligation Bonds Of Chester- 
field County And Make Provision Of The Payment Of Such 
Bonds. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Findings of General Assembly.—The General As- 
sembly finds that Chesterfield County is indebted to the State Sink- 
ing Fund in the principal amount of one hundred eighty-four thou- 
sand five hundred dollars, such indebtedness being evidenced by 
short term notes. 

The General Assembly further finds that an accumulated surplus 
belonging to the school districts of Chesterfield County was used to 
meet ordinary county purposes during several previous fiscal years, 
and that by reason thereof Chesterfield County became indebted to 
such school districts. While certain of such indebtedness has been 
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heretofore paid, there is now due to the school districts of Chesterfield 
County | the sum of seventy thousand dollars. 

’- The General Assembly further finds that Chesterfield ‘Conn is in- 
debted to various hospitals. in the amount of approximately twenty- 
five thousand dollars for. pauper sick of Chesterfield County pursuant 
to authorization of public officers of Chesterfield County; whose 
actions thereabout are duly validated and confirmed. 

The .General Assembly further finds that capital.expenditures for 
road improvement and road building machinery are required for the 
county roads of Chesterfield County. It is therefore determined to 
authorize the issuance of three hundred fifty thousand dollars general 
obligation bonds for Chesterfield County, whose proceeds shall be 
used : 

(a) To pay the debt of Chesterfield aes to the State Sinking 
Fund; 

(b) To discharge in toto the sbiigciion of Chesterfield Guin to 
the school districts of Chesterfield County ; 

(c) To discharge the indebtedness owed various hospitals for care 
of charity cases; and 

(d) To provide funds for the improvement of county roads and 
the acquisition of road building machinery. 


SECTION 2. Bond issue authorized.—In order to provide funds 
to be used for the purposes set forth in Section 1 of this act, the 
Board of Commissioners of Chesterfield County, hereafter called the 
Board, | shall be empowered to issue general obligation bonds of 
Chesterfield County in the ‘principal amount of three hundred fifty 
thousand dollars. 


SECTION 3. Issue — maturity — redemption — interest.—The 
bonds shall be issued either as a single issue or from time to time in 
several separate issues. Each issue of ‘bonds shall mature serially in 
successive annual instalments of such amounts as may be determined 
by the Board. The maturity date of the first instalment of any series 
shall be not later than two years from the date of such series and the 
maturity date of the last instalment of such series shall be not later 
than fiftten years from the date of such series. The bonds may con- 
tain a provision permitting their redemption prior to their stated ma- 
turity at such premiums as shall be prescribed by the Board. They 
shall bear such rates of interest as the Board may determine, pay- 
able semiannually, but the interest cost of any issue shall not exceed 
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four per cent per annum. They shall bear such dates and be pay- 
able at such places as the Board may determine. The bonds may be 
issued with the privilege to the holder of having them registered as 
to principal on the books of the County Treasurer of Chesterfield 
County, and the principal thus made payable to the registered holder, 
unless the last registered transfer shall have been to bearer, upon 
such conditions as the Board may prescribe. 


SECTION 4. Exesution—The bonds shall be executed in such 
manner as the Board shall prescribe. 


SECTION 5. Proceeds.—The proceeds derived from the sale of the 
bonds shall be deposited with the Treasurer of Chesterfield County 
in a special fund, separate and distinct from all other funds, and 
shall be expended for the following purposes: 


(1) The accrued interest, if any, shall be applied to meet the first 
instalment of interest to become due on the bonds. 

(2) The premium received, if any, shall be applied to the payment 
of the first instalment of principal to become due. 

(3) The principal proceeds shall be expended upon the order or 
warrant of the Board for: 

(a) The cost of issuing the bonds; 

(b) To pay in full the indebtedness of Chesterfield County to the 
State Sinking Fund Commission ; 

(c) To discharge in toto the indebtedness of Chesterfield County 
to the school districts of Chesterfield County ; 

(d) To discharge the indebtedness of Chesterfield County to 
various hospitals for hospital care for charity cases; and 

(e) So much as shall remain after making the applications set 
forth above shall be expended for improvement to county roads and 
acquiring road building machinery therefor. 
As soon as convenient, following delivery of the bonds, the payments 
required by (b) and (c) of this section shall be effected. 


SECTION 6. Payment.—The full faith, credit and taxing power of 
Chesterfield County shall be pledged for the payment of the bonds 
and interest, and the auditor and treasurer, respectively, shall levy and 
collect annually a tax upon all taxable property in the county sufficient 
to pay such principal and interest as the same respectively mature. 


SECTION 7. Exempt from taxes.—The principal and interest of 


all bonds issued pursuant to this act shall have the tax exempt status 
prescribed by Act No. 730 of the Acts of 1952. 
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SECTION 8. Repeal.—aAlil acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed. 


SECTION 9. Time effective —This act shall take effect upon ap- 
proval by the Governor.

SECTION 2. All appropriations made and provided herein shall 
lapse, cease and terminate at the end of the fiscal year for which 
they are made except that appropriations for the payment of bonds 
or notes or interest on bonds or notes shall remain effective until 
such bonds, notes or interest are paid. 


SECTION 3. The sum of eighty thousand dollars is hereby appro- 
priated as the Chesterfield County Highway Fund, which fund is 
to be expended by the Board of County Commissioners for the 
construction, improvement and maintenance of county public roads 
and bridges, for the purchase, repair, replacement and maintenance 
of road building and maintenance machinery and equipment and 
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for the purposes specified in this act and for purposes set forth. in 
the official budget of the Board of County Commissioners and for 
incidental purposes. 


SECTION 4. The County Commissioners are hereby required to 
keep a separate account covering the various items of the supply 
act and not to exceed in expenditure or contract the amount herein 
provided for each item, and for any such excess allowed or permitted, 
said officers shall be held liable on their official bonds. The clerk 
of the County Board of Commissioners shall make monthly state- 
ments of expenditures and balances of the different items, both 
to the board, and to each member of the Legislative Delegation 
from Chesterfield County. Any contract made in violation of this 
act shall not be a valid claim against Chesterfield County. 


SECTION 5. All departments of the County Government shall make 
requisition to the County Board of Commissioners for all stationery, 
books, blanks and supplies and the board shall purchase and pro- 
vide so much thereof as in its judgment is necessary and proper, 
and the board shall not approve any account or issue its voucher 
for any supplies, etc., purchased or ordered by any office or officers 
of the county. Nothing contained in this section shall be construed 
to authorize the Board of County Commissioners to make any 
disbursements in excess of the appropriation made herein. 


SECTION 6. All purchases in excess of four hundred dollars of 
motor vehicles, trucks, tractors, road building and maintenance ma- 
chinery and equipment and parts, replacements and repairs therefor, 
and all commodities and supplies of any and every character for 
the use of the county, its departments, officers and agencies must 
be purchased by the Board of County Commissioners, upon sealed 
competitive bids or proposals, after publication of the invitations for 
bids or proposals therefor in a newspaper in Chesterfield County. 
All bids or proposals for the purchase of road building machinery 
shall be advertised in one or more newspapers published in the 
City of Columbia, S. C. 

In advertising for bids the Board of County Commissioners shall 
prescribe specifications to be met. All bids or proposals must provide 
that sealed competitive bids or proposals will be publicly received 
by the Board of County Commissioners at a specific hour, on a 
named day, and that said sealed bids or proposals shall be then 
and there publicly opened and published. In all instances the lowest 
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bids or proposals meeting specifications must be accepted or all bids 
or proposals rejected. The Board of County Commissioners may, 
at its option and in lieu of advertising for sealed competitive bids, 
contract for the purchase of motor vehicles, trucks, tractors, road 
building and maintenance machinery and equipment, and parts, re- 
placements therefor, through the Purchasing and Property Division 
of the State Budget and Control Board, or may buy surplus prop- 
erty from any agency of the State or Federal Government. The 
Board of County Commissioners is hereby authorized and em- 
powered to contract by public bids or proposals, as herein provided, 
for the commodities and supplies required for the period of a 
fiscal year, or any part thereof. All of said bids or proposals with 
the printer’s proof of the advertisement for the bids shall be preserved 
by the Clerk to the Board of County Commissioners as a permanent 
record in the office of the County Commissioners. 


SECTION 7. The Board of County Commissioners may, in its dis- 
cretion, waive the requirement that all claims be verified and, 
in lieu thereof, substitute an endorsement to be signed by the payee 
of the check issued on the claim whereby the payee certifies that 
the claim for which the check was issued was true and correct and 
has not been otherwise discharged. 


SECTION 8. The County Treasurer and Clerk of Court are re- - 
quired to file quarterly statements in duplicate with the County 
Board of Commissioners, which shall show the amount of fees 
collected by each of them. In addition the Treasurer’s report shall 
show the amount of cash on hand, the amount of cash in banks, 
the name of the banks in which deposited; provided, that no county 
warrant for salary shall be issued to the Clerk of Court until said 
statement is filed as herein directed, and the provisions of this 
section shall apply to the county peace officers. Provided, further, 
that a copy of the Treasurer’s report shall be delivered by him to 
each member of the County Legislative Delegation and the Chair- 
man of the County Sinking Fund Commission. 


SECTION 9. All officers and employees of Chesterfield County are 
hereby expressly forbidden to contract to perform any work, or 
services, for the county, other than their regular employment, or 
to furnish any materials, or supplies, to the county, and any dis- 
bursement made in violation of the provisions of this section shall 
be unlawful, and any officer making any such contract or disburse- 
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ment, shall be liable to the county personally, and on his official 
bond, for and to the amount of any such contract or disbursement. 


SECTION 10. The county auditor is directed to levy ten mills tax 
for the Chesterfield County Board of Education, the funds derived 
from such tax to be used for the operation of the County Board 
of Education, for the insurance of school buildings, and for the 
purchase or rental of textbooks for the public schools of Chesterfield 
County. 


SECTION 11. The county auditor is directed to levy such millage 
as may be necessary for the payment of principal and interest on 
bonds or notes of Chesterfield County and on bonds of subdivisions 
of Chesterfield County which have heretofore been assumed by the 
county. 


SECTION 12. The County Auditor shall have the power and au- 
thority to levy such millage as may be deemed necessary to meet 
the absolute needs of the county. 


SECTION 13. The County Treasurer of Chesterfield County is 
hereby authorized and directed to mail to every taxpayer of Chester- 
field County, on or before October first, next, a statement of the 
amount of the 1959 taxes of said taxpayer. The notice shall show 
the school district and township in which the property of the tax- 
payer is assessed. 

Said statement shall include a notice that a penalty of one per 
cent will be added to said taxes on January 1, 1960, one per cent 
on February 1, 1960, and an additional one per cent on March 1, 
1960, and an additional four per cent on April 1, 1960. The cost 
of the mailing of the notices shall be paid out of the ordinary 
county fund on the approval of the Board of County Commissioners. 
A second notice shall be mailed on or before April tenth. 

An additional statement shall be included showing all levies in the 
taxpayer’s particular School District. 


SECTION 14. The Board of County Commissioners is hereby au- 
thorized and empowered to pay out of the county contingent fund 
all necessary costs and expenses incurred by the Tax Collector or 
the Forfeited Land Commission in connection with the seizure, sale 
and disposition of real or personal property sold under delinquent 
tax execution. 
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SECTION 15. No county gasoline or oil shall be sold to any per- 
son or used in any privately owned vehicle, except as otherwise 
herein provided. 


SECTION 16. The Board of County Commissioners is authorized 
on the filing with it of an official certificate of the County Auditor 
that any taxpayer is entitled to a refund of taxes erroneously paid, 
to issue its voucher for the refund of the tax so erroneously paid. 
The certificate of the Auditor must be annexed to the voucher for 
the payment of the claim. Said tax refund shall be paid out of the 
general county fund. 


SECTION 17. The deputy sheriff, magistrates and constables, and 
county game wardens, the State constables, the State Highway 
patrolmen, and all other State or County peace officers are hereby 
directed and required to report to the Sheriff of Chesterfield County, 
on or before the tenth day of the following month, a schedule or 
statement of all cases made by each of them before the Magistrates 
of Chesterfield County. The reports shall show the judgment and 
sentence imposed by the magistrate in each of such cases so reported 
and the money fines paid or collected from the defendant in each 
case. The Sheriff and the Treasurer shall compare the said reports 
of such law enforcement officers with the reports of the county 
magistrates to be filed monthly, and if there are any material or sub- 
stantial discrepancies with respect to the monies collected and paid 
to the treasurer by the magistrates and the amounts of fines re- 
ported by said law enforcement officers, the County Treasurer 
shall refer the matter to the solicitor for investigation. The County 
Treasurer is directed and required to refuse the payment of any 
voucher for the salary of any county magistrate or law enforcement 
officer until the reports have been made to the Sheriff and the 
Treasurer. 


SECTION 18. The Board of County Commissioners is hereby di- 
rected and required to keep a separate itemized account of all ex- 
penditures and disbursements made for each office and department 
of the County Government, and shall set out the same in the monthly 
report required by the provisions of Section 4 of this act. 


SECTION 19. The Board of Trustees of each school district of 
Chesterfield County shall, within thirty days after the approval of the 
official budget of such school district by the County Board of Educa- 
tion, have the budget published at least once in a newspaper published 
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in the said school district, or in a newspaper published at the county 
seat, if there be no newspaper published in the particular school 
district; provided, that the County Board of Education shall adopt, 
prescribe and require the use of a uniform, standard and compre- 
hensive form of school budget. 


SECTION 20. ‘There is hereby appropriated for clerical help to pro- 
bate judge the sum of two thousand one hundred dollars. This 
appropriation is on condition that the probate judge reimburse the 
county out of the fees received by him for the entire sum of two 
thousand one hundred dollars, to be paid to the county treasurer 
in monthly installments of one hundred seventy-five dollars each, 
which shall begin July 1, 1959, which shall be placed in the general 
fund of the county. This provision shall be applicable to a deputy 
probate judge if such officer be appointed. 


SECTION 21. The sum of four hundred dollars is hereby appro- 
priated for additional clerical help for the Auditor’s office if the 
same be necessary to complete the 1959 tax books and the sum of 
four hundred dollars is hereby appropriated for additional clerical 
help for the Treasurer’s office if the same be necessary to prepare 
and send out 1959 tax notices. This money shall be expended only 
with the written approval of a majority of the Legislative Delegation. 


SECTION 22. Of the amounts appropriated as salaries for county 
law enforcement officers in Chesterfield County the sum of five 
dollars per day for each such officer is hereby designated as sub- 
sistence for each day of active law enforcement duty. 


SECTION 23. In the event any tax increases are proposed for any 
school district of Chesterfield County, the County Legislative Delega- 
tion is hereby authorized to direct the school board to hold an 
advisory referendum on the question of whether or not such taxes 
should be increased. The cost of such referendum shall be paid 
by the school district involved. 


SECTION 24. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent herewith are re- 
pealed. 


SECTION 25. This act shall take effect upon approval by the Gov- 
ernor.

An Act To Provide For The Hunting of Quail And Rabbits In 
Clarendon County And Darlington County. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Season for hunting quail and rabbits in Clarendon 
and Darlington Counties—The 1958-1959 season for hunting quail 
and rabbits in Clarendon County and Darlington County shall be from 
Thanksgiving Day until March first. Anyone hunting quail or rabbits 
at any other time shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon con- 
viction thereof shall be fined not more than one hundred dollars or 
imprisoned for not more than thirty days in the discretion of the court. 


SECTION 2. Repeal.—All acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed. 


SECTION 3. Time effective —This act shall take effect upon ap- 
proval by the Governor.

A Joint Resolution To Create A Courthouse Renovating And 
Building Committee For Clarendon County, To Provide For The 
Appointment Of Members And Outline The Duties And Au- 
thority Of The Committee. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Courthouse Renovating and Building Committee 
for.Clarendon County, created—members.—There is hereby cre- 
ated the Courthouse Renovating and Building Committee for Claren- 
don County which shall be composed of the following who are hereby 
appointed to membership on the committee: 

G. Ray Coker, Chairman 

John G. Dinkins 

Charles N. Plowden 


SECTION 2. Duties—The committee shall make a complete study 
of the needs of the county for renovating and enlarging the present 
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courthouse structure so that it will adéquately meet the needs of the 
county with economy and efficiency. The committee shall formulate 
plans with estimates of costs and time necessary to complete construc- 
tion. It shall make a complete survey of building needs with space re- 
quirements of the various departments and agencies of the county 
government which will occupy the building after the renovation. The 
committee shall consult with such county officials and citizens of 
Clarendon County as may be necessary or desirable in order to 
present to the county a building which will serve the people in an 
ever expanding economy for years to come without the need of 
expensive extensions or additions. 


SECTION 3. Meetings and report.——The committee shall meet 
upon the call of the chairman or a majority of the members. The chair- 
man shall notify the Legislative Delegation for Clarendon County of 
the time and place of the first meeting and the delegation shall sit with 
the committee at its first meeting in order to discuss with thé members 
the needs of the county for complete renovation of the present court- 
house, and any work which may have been planned in connection 
therewith, and to convey to the committee any ideas and suggestions 
which the delegation may have. Upon the completion of the work of 
the committee a complete report shall be made to the Legislative Dele- 
gation of the county, including such recommendations with plans as the 
committee shall deem proper. In making such report full consideration 
shall be given not only to all instructions contained in this act, but 
any other ideas which the committee may believe desirable in fur- 
thering the needs of the county in this matter: Such report of the 
committee shall be advisory.

SECTION 2. All moneys which may hereafter come into the hands 
of the treasurer whether the same be from the tax levied herein or 
from other sources shall be deposited in the general fund of the 
county for the payment of the sums appropriated herein; provided, 
that the tax levied in School District No. 2 and School District No. 
3 for the retirement of debts or bonds shall be kept in a separate fund. 


SECTION 3. Expenditures from Item (k), Charity Hospitaliza- 
tion appropriations, shall be made by the county treasurer upon orders 
or warrants in such forms as may be prescribed by him, issued and 
signed in behalf of the county board of public welfare, for charity 
hospitalization and contributions toward the funeral expenses of such 
needy residents of the county whose financial circumstances and the 
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ability of whose relatives to pay the same have been fully investigated 
and determined by the board of public welfare. 


SECTION 4. All appropriations herein made are subject to the 
right and authority of the Clarendon County Delegation to change, 
alter, increase or deduct therefrom at any time without notice, when 
in its judgment such change, alteration, increase or deduction is 
necessary for the best interest of the county or to conform with the 
revenue expected during the life of this act. This act is intended and 
is construed to make appropriations for the operation and activities 
of Clarendon County for the period beginning July 1, 1959, and 
ending June 30, 1960. 

Balances from appropriations in former years, unexpended on Au- 
gust 1, 1959, shall terminate and end as of that date. The supervisor 
shall not spend or contract to spend in excess of any amount appro- 
priated for any item, and he shall keep accurate records and books 
of account of all expenditures and contracts for expenditures in ac- 
cordance with the classification and items as they appear in this 
act. The supervisor and treasurer are hereby authorized to borrow 
money in anticipation of collection of revenues to be expended under 
this act, not to exceed twenty thousand dollars for ordinary county 
purposes ; and for any sum or sums so borrowed and interest thereon, 
not to exceed four per cent per annum, the officers shall issue the 
promissory note or notes of the county therefor and as a security 
for the payment thereof pledge the aforementioned revenues, and 
former years (uncollected) property taxes and any and all other 
county revenues, and the full faith and credit of the county. 


SECTION 5. The County Treasurer of Clarendon County, upon 
the unanimous written request of the school trustees of any school 
district in the county, endorsed by the superintendent of education 
of the county and approved by a majority of the legislative delegation, 
be, and he is hereby, authorized and empowered, in anticipation of 
taxes for the year 1959 and also in anticipation of the collection of 
uncollected taxes for prior years, to borrow for ordinary school pur- 
poses in such school district an amount not exceeding eighty per cent 
of the amount that will be raised by the tax levy for the year 1959 
and the amount due on account of uncollected taxes, at a rate of 
interest not to exceed four per cent, and issue the promissory note 
or other obligation of the county therefor, and as security for the 
payment of the loan or loans to pledge the taxes to be collected for 
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such school district for the year; provided, that the proceeds arising 
from the authority therein given shall be used solely for the payment 
of ordinary school expenses in keeping schools open in the respective 
school districts in the county until the schools can realize from the 
collection of taxes. 


SECTION 6. Any note or obligation given for an amount exceed- 
ing the total authorization herein shall be null and void unless au- 
thorized in writing by a majority of the Clarendon County Delegation 
in the General Assembly. No county officer charged with disbursing 
the funds herein provided shall expend or contract to spend under 
any general item any sum greater than the amount for each general 
item being appropriated, without the written consent of a majority 
of the members of the county delegat‘on to the General Assembly. 
Any violation of the provisions herein is hereby declared a mal- 
feasance in office and such officer shall be subject to removal by the 
Governor upon the recommendation of a majority of the delegation. 
He shall be liable on his official bond for all such sums expended or 
contracted to be spent in excess of the appropriation without first 
getting the written consent of a major'ty of the delegation as here- 
inabove provided. 


SECTION 7. All purchases of property or supplies of any kind or- 
dinarily purchased within the county, for the use of the county of 
the value of two hundred dollars or more, shall be made only after 
ten days’ notice inviting bids, the notice being posted on the bulletin 
board in front of the courthouse door, and all bids, received pur- 
suant to stich notice, shall be considered and acted upon by the board 
of county commissioners in open meeting. All printing, postage and 
stationery shall be first approved by the county board of commis- 
sioners before purchases or obligations are made. 


SECTION 8. The county treasurer is hereby charged with the 
additional duty of keeping a record of all d‘sbursements in accordance 
with the classification and items of the appropriations herein made; 
and the county supervisor shall enter upon each check or warrant 
drawn by him the name of the fund or appropriation against which 
it is drawn and by such entry the treasurer shall charge the expen- 
diture upon his records. 


SECTION 9. The county treasurer shall sect up and keep suffi- 
cicnt books and records, in addition to such now kept or required 
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by law, to fully comply with the foregoing section; and he shall re- 
fuse payment of any check or warrant in excess of the appropriation 
against which it is drawn; and not later than the tenth day of each 
calendar month thereafter he shall prepare a statement of the total 
amount paid out upon the various appropriation items, except sal- 
aries and other fixed lump sum appropriations, copies of which state- 
ment he shall deliver or mail to the supervisor, each member of the 
county board of commissioners and to each member of the county 
legislative delegation, and such statement shall include a statement 
of the cash balance of ordinary county funds in hand and the amounts 
invested stated separately. 


SECTION 10. In the event that any appropriation item is exhausted 
before the end of the fiscal year covered by this act, and in the opinion 
of the county board or county legislative delegation, additional funds 
are necessary for such purposes, the necessity and the grounds there- 
for may be presented to the county legislative delegation and a ma- 
jority of the members thereof may authorize additional expenditures, 
and the written direction of such majority will authorize the county 
treasurer to pay such excess amounts out of any available funds in 
his hand. 


SECTION 11. Whenever it appears to the county board that a 
purchaser at a tax sale received nothing for his bid. because of double 
entries or other errors in the county records, they may refund the 
amount rad on account of such bids by approving a claim therefor 
against the county which may be paid from collections from forfeited 
lands or from the appropriation herein for contingent expenses, but 
nothing herein shall be construed as a warrant or representation by 
the county of the validity of any title acquired at tax sale now or 
hereafter. 


SECTION 12. An audit of the office and records or any part there- 
of of the county may be had at any time in the fiscal year 1959-1960 
by the county legislative delegation or a majority thereof, and the 
expenses therefor paid on their written order to the supervisor and 
treasurer from any available funds in the hands of the latter. 


SECTION 13. The auditor and treasurer of the county shall com- 
plete the necessary work in their respective offices in order to open 
the treasurer’s books for the collection of the 1959 state and county 
taxes on September 1, 1959 and the collection of the taxes shall 
begin on that date. 
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SECTION 14. No person, firm or corporation (except recipients 
from charity appropriation and except witnesses and jurors pa‘d by 
the county) shall be paid any monies herein appropriated unless 
he or it shall first pay in full any and all outstanding tax executions 
against him or it or his or its property, provided, that such tax ex- 
ecut‘on may be in monthly installments satisfactory to the tax col- 
lector. The board of county commissioners shall be responsible upon 
their respective official bonds for any violation hereof as for any 
other failure in the performance of their duties. 


SECTION 15. The Towns of Manning, Summerton, Turbeville 
and Paxville may use the county jail for the confinement of their 
prisoners but shall be required to pay to the county the sum of one 
dollar per prisoner per day, which sum shall be remitted to the 
county board of commissioners monthly by the Towns of Manning, 
Summerton, Turbeville and Paxville, together with the statement of 
the jailor of the names of the prisoners and the days each was con- 
fined. 


SECTION 16. The county board of education shall appoint a quali- 
fied auditor annually for each of the school districts in Clarendon 
County, which audit shall be filed with the clerk of court. The trus- 
tees of each district shall make an agreement with the auditor so 
appointed as to the cost prior to commencement of the work and 
should they fail to agree then the county board shall fix his compen- 
sation and in this event the county delegation may provide by written 
order for the payment of the same. 


SECTION 17. The bus transportation safety officer shall be re- 
sponsible for the enforcement of the safety laws for the operation 
of the school buses, and such other duties as the county board of 
education may direct. 


SECTION 18. The magistrates’ constables shall have the same 
powers and duties as deputy sheriffs and shall be appointed by the 
respective magistrates. 


SECTION 19. All appropriations herein for the operation of the 
public school system, shall cease and become inoperative for the time 
that any pupil or pupils shall by order of any court attend a school 
other than that which he or she is now attending or may be assigned 
by local board of trustees or other governing body of such school. 
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This provision shall not in any way affect the operation of any school 
other than the school affected by such court order. 


SECTION 20. The forest fire warden provided herein shall be ap- 
pointed by the Governor upon the written recommendation of a 
majority of the Clarendon County Forestry Board and shall discharge 
such duties as said board shall impose upon him from October fif- 
teenth each year to the following March fifteenth. The appointment 
hereunder shall be for a term of two years. The forest fire warden 
provided for herein may be removed by the Governor upon the re- 
quest of a majority of the Clarendon County Forestry Board to that 
effect. 


SECTION 21. Act No. 812 of the Acts of 1954 is hereby repealed 
and the balance in the account provided by this act and now in the 
treasurer’s hands is transferred to the county general fund. 


SECTION 22. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent herewith are 
repealed. 


SECTION 23. This act shall take effect upon approval by the Gov- 
ernor.

An Act To Validate And Define The Tenor Of Three Hundred 
Thousand Dollars Of General Obligation Bonds Of Colleton 
County, Issued Pursuant To Act No. 1061 Of 1958. 


Whereas, by an Act entitled “An Act To Authorize Colleton 
County To Issue And Sell Bonds Of Said County For The Pur- 
pose Of Constructing And Furnishing An Addition To The Colle- 
ton County Hospital And To Provide For The Payment Thereof.”, 
approved the 7th day of April, 1958, (hereafter referred to as Act 
No. 1061) authorization was given for the issuance of three hundred 
thousand dollars of general obligation bonds of Colleton County; 
and 


Whereas, in and by such act it was provided that the maturity of 
the bonds should be so arranged that such bonds and certain other 
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outstanding bonds of Colleton County, issued for hospital purposes, 
might be retired with the proceeds of a five mill tax levy; and 


Whereas, such provision has caused question to be raised as to 
whether the reference to the five mill tax levy limited the otherwise 
general nature of the obligation authorized by said act; and 


Whereas, it was the legislative intent that such bonds be general 
obligation bonds, payable from ad valorem taxes upon all taxable 
property in Colleton County, without limitation as to rate or amount, 
and the reference to the five mill levy was for guidance in estab- 
lishing the maturity schedule of the bonds; and 


Whereas, acting in accordance with the provisions of such act the 
County Board of Commissioners of Colleton County proposes to 
issue three hundred thousand dollars of bonds to be dated the first 
day of July, 1958, to mature in annual series or instalments as fol- 
lows: fifteen thousand dollars on the first of July in each of the 
years 1963 and 1964; twenty thousand dollars on the first of July in 
each of the years 1965 to 1970, inclusive; and twenty-five thousand 
dollars on the first of July in each of the years 1971 to 1976, in- 
clusive; and to bear interest at the rate of three and one-quarter per 
cent per annum, payable semiannually on the first of January and 
the first of July of each year, beginning January 1, 1959; and 


Whereas, such bonds have a satisfactory maturity schedule and 
one within the contemplation of Act No. 1061, by reason of which 
the General Assembly is minded to reaffirm that such bonds are 
general and binding obligations of Colleton County. Now, therefore, 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Bond issue confirmed—payment.—That an issue of 
three hundred thousand dollars of bonds of Colleton County, dated 
July 1, 1958, maturing in annual series or instalments as follows: 
fifteen thousand dollars on the first of July in each of the years 1963 
and 1964; twenty thousand dollars on the first of July in each of the 
years 1965 to 1970, inclusive; and twenty-five thousand dollars on the 
first of July in each of the years 1971 to 1976, inclusive, bearing in- 
terest at the rate of three and one-quarter per cent per annum, payable 
semiannually on the first of January and the first of July of each year, 
beginning January 1, 1959, of which bonds those maturing subsequent 
to July 1, 1964, are subject to redemption on July 1, 1964, or any sub- 
sequent interest payment date, shall be, upon their issuance, valid and 
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binding obligations of Colleton County, for whose payment there is 
pledged the full faith and credit of Colleton County, and for which 
there shall be levied upon all taxable property in Colleton County, 
without limitation as to rate or amount, a tax sufficient to meet the 
payment of principal and interest of the bonds, as the same respectively 
fall due.

A Joint Resolution To Create A Committee To Investigate And 
Study The Need For Rural Fire Protection In Colleton County. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Colleton County—committee to study need for rural 
fire protection, created—recommendations.—There is hereby cre- 
ated in Colleton County a committee to investigate and study the need 
for rural fire protection in the county. After considering the various 
plans and systems in operation in other counties of South Carolina, the 
committee shall make its recommendations to the legislative delegation 
of the county, not later than January 1. 1960. Its recommendations 
should embrace the following findings: Whether a countywide system 
of rural fire protection is advisable ; what system is preferred by the 
residents of the rural areas of Colleton County, to be ascertained by 
consulting with farm organizations and individuals interested; how 
such a system should be financed ; to what extent volunteer assistance 
could be utilized in fire fighting and how such volunteer service could 
be best mobilized ; to what extent cooperation can be obtained from the 
municipalities in Colleton County; and any other questions bearing 
directly or indirectly upon a solution of this problem. 


SECTION 2. Members—expenses.—The committee shall be com- 
posed of five members to be appointed by the Governor, upon the 
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recommendation of the Colleton County Legislative Delegation. The 
members shall serve without compensation but shall be allowed a per 
diem of ten dollars and mileage at the rate of seven cents per mile 
while on official business. All such expenses shall be paid out of the 
contingent fund of the county, upon the approval of the Legislative 
Delegation. Provided, that the costs and expenses of said study shall 
not exceed five hundred dollars. 


SECTION 3. Repeal.—aAll acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed.

SECTION 2. The county treasurer, after applying all current cash 
revenues, is hereby authorized and empowered to pay from the special 
reserve or surplus fund any items of the appropriations made in Sec- 
tion 1 hereof which may be expended before the collection of taxes 
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for the year 1959, and before other current revenues shall accrue in 
sufficient amount to pay such appropriations; but the county treas- 
urer, when taxes are collected and current revenues are received 
sufficient for such purposes, shall reimburse the special reserve or 
surplus fund for any monies expended therefrom for the purpose of 
paying such appropriations. 


SECTION 3. The county auditor shall determine the amount of 
tax levy necessary to pay the appropriations hereinabove made and 
for debt service and shall use same in preparing the tax books for 
Colleton County; provided, however, that the tax for general county 
and school purposes shall not exceed the present forty-six mill levy 
as provided in Section 1 of this act. 

All provisions of law requiring monies derived from the collection

From the County Board of Education Fund all mem- 
bers of the county board of education, except the superintendent of 
education, shall be paid ten dollars per day for each day in attend- 
ance upon meetings of the county board and mileage from the homes 
of the members each way at the rate of seven cents per mile. 


SECTION 9. The schools of Colleton Coutny being operated on a 
county unit system, the District Boards of School Trustees of Col- 
leton County, with the approval of the county board of education, are 
hereby authorized to make application for and receive in behalf of 
all the schools of the county such building funds as may be available 
under the terms of the State Appropriations Act for the fiscal year 
1959-1960, and all subsequent aid to schoolhouse construction. The 
county board of education is authorized to establish and operate 
schools in such locations as will best serve the educational needs of 
the county and to pay the county’s portion of the expense of operat- 
ing such schools from the general school funds of the county, but the 
county board shall have no power to move the general locations of 
schools now operating as high schools so long as such high schools 
may meet enrollment and average attendance requirements as now 
provided by law. The county board in its discretion may establish a 
new high school or high schools wherever the same will best serve 
the educational interests of the county. The county board of education 
shall establish for approval by the State Educational Finance Com- 
mission bus routes for transporting school children. 


SECTION 10. All funds to be received from the Federal Govern- 
ment for the maintenance and operation of schools shall be deposited 
with the county treasurer to the credit of the particular district for 
which payment was made and shall be withdrawn for proper expendi- 
ture by regular school vouchers signed by the district superintendents 
and approved by the county superintendent of education. 


SECTION 11. The county supervisor is hereby authorized to grant 
up to ten days annual leave with pay to county employees and up to 
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ten days annual sick leave with pay provided the employee is under 
a doctor’s care. 


SECTION 12. All increases in Aid to Counties from State sources 
not anticipated in Items 16 and 17 hereinabove are to be applied 
toward County’s portion of support of public schools and toward a 
reduction of net appropriation to be raised by property taxation 
under line 264 in Item 17 of this bill. The amount applied herein from 
such sources shall not exceed the sum of $30,000.00. 


SECTION 13. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent herewith are re- 
pealed. 


SECTION 14. This act shall take effect upon approval by the Gov- 
ernor.

An Act Authorizing The Board Of Trustees Of Darlington 
County School District To Borrow Funds For Improvement Of 
School Buildings, Construction Of New Buildings And Purchase 
Of Land Without Increasing The Present Tax Levy Of Six And 
One-Half Mills For Bond Indebtedness, School Notes, And School 
Improvement Bonds. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Darlington County may borrow money for school 
purposes.—The Board of Trustees of Darlington County is autho- 
rized to borrow money for the improvement of school buildings, the 
construction of new school buildings and the purchase of land. 


SECTION 2. Notes—maturity—execution—interest—sale.—The 
loans shall be evidenced by a note or notes of Darlington County, 
which shall mature not later than five years from the date as of 
which they are issued. Such note or notes shall be executed in 
the name of Darlington County by the chairman of the board of 
Trustees of Darlington County School District, attested by the 
secretary of the board, under the seal of the board. The interest 
to become due on the note or notes shall be payable annually or 
semiannually in the discretion of the board, and may, in its discre- 
tion, be evidenced by coupons. In such event the coupons attached 
to such note or notes shall be authenticated by the facsimile sig- 
nature of the chairman of the board lithographed or engraved there- 
on. Such note or notes shall be sold by the board at not less than 
par and accrued interest to the date of delivery, at public sale, and 
at least ten days prior to such sale, a notice, announcing the inten- 
tion to receive bids for the sale of such note or notes, shall be 
published in a newspaper of general circulation in the State of 
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South Carolina. In offering the note or notes for sale, the right 
shall be reserved to reject any and all bids, and if all bids are re- 
jected, it shall be lawful to dispose of the note or notes at private 
sale. 


SECTION 3. Payment.—For the payment of the note or notes and 
interest, as they mature, the auditor of Darlington County is autho-

SECTION 2. The county advisory commission is hereby empow- 
ered to borrow money for current expenses and road maintenance 
in anticipation of taxes to be collected; provided, that before bor- 
rowing any funds or issuing any notes, the commission must first 
obtain the written approval of a majority of the county legislative 
delegation. The amount provided herein in Item 16, subitem (t), 
(contingent account) shall not be expended except on approval of 
the Darlington County Advisory Commission, at a regular or special 
meeting of the commission, by majority: vote, and recorded in the 
minutes of the meeting, except for the expense of an annual audit, 
as hereinafter provided. The county manager shall not pay any claims

If 
at any time during the fiscal year, it shall appear that there will be 
a shortage in revenue to pay the amount herein appropriated, a ma- 
jority of the delegation, including the Senator, is hereby authorized 
and directed to reduce such: appropriations as the delegation deems 
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advisable in such amount or amounts as to bring expenditures for 
the fiscal year within the anticipated revenue; provided, that in the 
event and at any time during the fiscal year it shall appear that the 
taxes collected from indirect sources, such as from the State of 
South Carolina, and any other source, be more than sufficient to 
pay the appropriation herein made, such surplus funds at any time 
may be transferred from one fund to another upon the written au- 
thorization directed to the county treasurer and signed by a majority 
of the legislative delegation, including the Senator; provided, fur- 
ther, that any surplus funds now on hand in any department of 
Darlington County may be, after the passage of this act and any 
time during the fiscal year, transferred to another department or into 
the general funds, upon authorization by a majority of the mem- 
bers of the legislative delegation, including the Senator. 


SECTION 10. The amount provided in Item 16, subitem (x) shall 
not be expended except on approval of the circuit judge of the fourth 
judieial circuit. 


SECTION 11. The amounts herein appropriated to salaries and 
roads and bridges shall be paid out one-twelfth each month during 
the fiscal year 1959-1960. Any note or contract made by any of- 
ficer of the county or by the county manager for any amount not 
included in this supply act shall be null and void; any officer or 
employee who disregards any of the provisions hereof, without the 
consent of a majority of the Darlington County Legislative Dele- 
gation, including the Senator, kept on file in the county manager’s 
office, shall be guilty of a malfeasance in office and subject to re- 
moval. If the county advisory commission at any time finds that the 
appropriation or monthly allotment is not sufficient to maintain the 
maximum chain gang and equipment or road maintenance then, in 
that event, they are required to send to the State Penitentiary a 
sufficient number of long term chain gang prisoners and reduce 
equipment and other expenses so that the expense will come within 
the monthly allotment herein provided. All appropriations herein 
made are subject to the right and authority of the majority of the 
Darlington County Legislative Delegation, including the Senator, 
to change, alter or deduct therefrom when, in its judgment, such 
change, alteration or deduction is necessary for the best interests of 
the county and to conform with revenue expected during the life 
of this act. Provided, the county legislative delegation shall have no 
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authority to issue any authorization for expenditure of funds between 
sessions of the General Assembly.

SECTION 2. Supplies such as coal, fuel, food, office and other sup- 
plies for operation of the County Courthouse, Agricultural Building, 
Health Centers, Jail and Chain Gang shall be purchased by the 
board of county commissioners. No salaries shall be paid in advance. 


SECTION 3. The Road Supervisor of Dillon County shall perform 
his duties under the direction and control of the county board of com- 
missioners. The county board of commissioners shall control and 
maintain strict supervision of all county roads, all equipment and 
installations at the chain gang camp and such cemeteries as may be 
decided upon by the board. Supplies and equipment for the chain 
gang shall be purchased by or at the direction of the county board 
of commissioners. 


SECTION 4. The appointment of the Jailer shall be the duty of 
the Sheriff, and he shall be fully responsible for the Jailer’s duties and 
actions. The Jailer is also to be radio operator at the jail’s remote 
control station. 
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SECTION 5. The County Treasurer of Dillon County, and other 
officers of the county who may handle funds of the county, are hereby 
authorized and empowered to deposit funds of the county or sub- 
divisions thereof, both current or sinking funds in any bank or 
banks, but before making such deposits, shall require from such bank 
or banks a bond equal to or in excess of funds deposited, secured 
by bonds of the United States Government, or State, county, or 
any political subdivision thereof, and approved by a majority of the 
following: chairman of the board of county commissioners, county 
auditor, county treasurer, chairman of the county board of educa- 
tion, in writing and filed with the clerk of court for public inspection, 
to indemnify the county against loss. Provided, further, that the 
county treasurer is hereby authorized, in his discretion, to use any 
sinking fund money on hand to buy any of the bonds or notes of 
the county or any school district thereof. No county funds shall be 
used for bringing fugitives from the county back into the State, 
except the amount therefor first be approved by the board of county 
commissioners. 


SECTION 6. The county auditor is hereby authorized, empowered 
and directed to charge the following levies against all taxable prop- 
erty of the County of Dillon for the fiscal year 1959-1960 for the 
following purposes: county ordinary, twelve mills; teachers’ salaries, 
thirteen mills; incidental expenses for schools, eight mills; building 
repairs for schools, six mills; insurance on public school buildings, 
two mills; and school lunches, one mill, to be used for lunches upon 
recommendation of county board of education. Provided, no dog tax 
shall be levied. 


SECTION 7. The commutation road tax for the year 1959-1960 
shall be two dollars and shall so remain at the same annual rate 
until changed by the Dillon County Delegation in the annual supply 
act. 


SECTION 8. The amounts appropriated herein, under the several 
items for the several purposes as indicated, are the maximum amounts 
appropriated for such purposes, and it shall be unlawful for the 
various county boards or officers to make contract or contracts, for 
the expenditure of the monies, or the county treasurer to pay any 
sums in excess of the amount appropriated under such item, unless 
otherwise provided by law, or without the consent in writing, of a 
majority of the Legislative Delegation, including the Senator, from 
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Dillon County. Provided, further, that no funds shall be transferred 
from one appropriation to another without the consent in writing of 
a majority of the Legislative Delegation, including the Senator, from 
Dillon County. , 

The County Commissioners are hereby required to keep a sep- 
arate account covering the various items of the supply act and not 
to exceed in expenditure or contract the amount herein provided 
for each item, and for any.such excess allowed or permitted, said 
officers shall be held liable on their official bonds. The clerk of the 
County Board of Commissioners shall make monthly statements of 
expenditures and balances of the different items, both to the board 
and to each member of the Legislative Delegation from Dillon 
County. Any contract made in violation of this act shall not be a 
valid claim against Dillon County. 


SECTION 9. The legal office hours for the County of Dillon shall 
be from 8:30 A. M. to 5 P. M., except Saturdays, when the hours 
shall be from 8:30 A. M. to 12 noon. Provided, further, that all hol1- 
days declared legal holidays by the State of South Carolina are ex- 
cepted from the provisions thereof. Provided, further, November 
eleventh, December twenty-sixth and Thursday during the week 
which the South Carolina State Fair is held, are hereby designated 
as legal holidays in Dillon County. ¥ 


SECTION 10. All funds remaining in the treasurer’s accounts, 
other than appropriated funds, shall be set aside as permanent re- 
serve funds and shall be used subject to the same terms and condi- 
tions as apply to county sinking funds. The accountant making the 
annual audit of the county shall cause such transfers as are neces- 
sary to be made in the event such entries have not -been made by the 
office or officer having such funds in his custody. Before charging 
off any tax execution as nulla bona, it shall be the duty of the de- 
linquent tax collector to call in session the members of the board of 
assessors of the district. or districts, affected, who shall examine all 
items proposed to be charged off as uncollectible and no such ex- 
ecution or charge shall be eliminated unless it bears the written ap- 
proval of the board or the members ‘of the district comprising the 
board in which the charge was made, and the reason for charging 
off any nulla bona item shall be written on the face thereof. - 


SECTION 11. The Superintendent of Education of Dillon County 
is hereby authorized and directed to establish and keep complete 
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records, subject to yearly audit, of all receipts and disbursements of 
funds of all school hot lunch operations in Dillon County. All school 
officials receiving or disbursing school hot lunch funds shall submit 
to the Superintendent of Education of Dillon County monthly re- 
ports or statements of their receipts and disbursements of school 
hot lunch funds. 


SECTION 12. The county auditor is hereby authorized and em- 
powered to raise or lower the levies herein provided as may be 
necessary to meet the appropriations herein made after taking into 
consideration the other revenues accruing to or to accrue to the 
county. Provided, such change in levy is approved in writing by a 
majority of the Legislative Delegation, including the Senator, from 
Dillon County. 


SECTION 13. All unexpended appropriated funds in any item of 
this act shall revert back to the general funds of Dillon County at 
the end of the fiscal year. 


SECTION 14. It shall be the duty of the probate judge to make a 
charge of one dollar for issuance of certified copies of marriage li- 
censes to a nonresident of Dillon County. All fees collected under 
this section shall be paid to the Treasurer of Dillon County and 
credited to the general funds. 


SECTION 15. Each month all monies turned over to the county 
treasurer by the delinquent tax collector shall be distributed equally 
among the three school districts by the county treasurer, and shall 
be expended on this basis as directed by the county board of edu- 
cation. 


SECTION 18. The Dillon County Legislative Delegation is hereby 
authorized to have an audit made covering the fiscal year 1959- 
1960 of any and all offices and departments of Dillon County and 
shall pay for the same out of the county general fund subject to the 
approval of a majority of the delegation, including the Senator. 


SECTION 19. The Board of County Commissioners of Dillon 
County shall have no authority to make donations for any purpose. 


SECTION 20. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent herewith are 
repealed. 
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SECTION 21. This act shall take effect upon approval by the Gov- 
ernor.

The board of county commissioners is hereby au- 
thorized to divide the expenditures of such appropriations in monthly 
payments as nearly as practicable, and borrow money, if necessary 
in sufficient sums to meet the expenses of the year 1959-1960.

No tractors, trucks, scrapes, wagons, scoops or any 
kind of road machinery can be purchased with county funds or sold 
without the written consent of the county legislative delegation. 


The fee that may be charged by the Clerk of Court 
of Edgefield County for the recording, filing, indexing or register- 
ing any mortgage or other instrument conveying an interest in, or 
creating a lien on crops growing or to be grown or personal prop- 
erty and made to any corporation organized under the Acts of Con- 
gress, known as the Farm Credit Act of 1933, if and as amended, 
a Regional Agricultural Credit Corporation, a Federal Intermediate 
Credit Bank, or any other corporation which rediscounts notes or 
other obligations with or procures loans from a Federal Intermediate 
Credit Bank, the Reconstruction Finance Corporation or the Gov- 
ernment of the United States or any department, agency, instrumen- 
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tality or office thereof, shall be one dollar; and a copy or duplicate 
of such instrument shall be furnished to the recording officer. The 
fee that may be charged by the Clerk of Court for search and a cer- 
tificate or priority liens on crops for each loan shall be fifty cents; 
provided, that Edgefield County is specifically excepted from the 
provisions of Section 27-61, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952. 

The fee for recording a deed to real estate when the number of 
words does not exceed one thousand shall be one dollar and fifty 
cents, and when the number of words exceeds one thousand it shall 
be at the rate of fifteen cents per hundred words. 


SECTION 15. The county legislative delegation shall have the 
right at any time to alter any of the salaries or appropriations herein, 
provided, the alteration shall be in the form of a letter addressed to 
the proper authorities and signed by both members of the delega- 
tion. 


SECTION 16. The amounts provided for herein for the several 
purposes shall be expended for the purpose stated and none other, 
and any unexpended balance on hand at the expiration of the period 
herein provided for shall revert to the general funds of the county.

Trustees of Fairfield School District may borrow 
money—issue notes—interest—maturity—pledge.—The Board of 
Trustees of the School District of Fairfield County is hereby autho- 
rized and empowered to borrow a sum not exceeding one hundred 
seventy-five thousand dollars from any bank or banks or other 
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financial institution or financial institutions or other agency or 
agencies it may select for use in the building, repairing and improving 
of public school buildings in Fairfield County. The amount or amounts 
borrowed shall be evidenced by a note or notes to be executed jointly 
by the Chairman of the Board of Trustees of the School District 
of Fairfield County, County Treasurer and County Superintendent 
of Education.

SECTION 1-B. A tax of two mills is levied upon all the taxable 
property in the County of Fairfield for the fiscal year beginning July 
1, 1959, and ending June 30, 1960, to be collected and paid over 
to the Fairfield County Board of Education to be applied to the 
retirement of existing bonded debt. 


SECTION 2. So much of the amount hereinabove appropriated 
for the County Health Unit under Item 5 shall be expended as may 
be necessary to meet the requirements established under the State 
Appropriation Act for Health Department work. This fund shall 
be expended under the following provisions: Provided, that the 
physician to be employed shalt be a graduate of a regular medical 
college and skilled in hygiene and sanitary science, the physician 
shall be designated County Health Officer, and shall perform all such 
duties as may be imposed upon him by the sanitary laws of the 
State and shall discharge all the duties of County Physician; and 
that a trained public nurse shall be employed who shall devote her 
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whole time to public works in Fairfield County, and such other 
workers as may be found necessary and desirable to properly carry 
out a public health program; provided, however, that as far as 
possible a medical inspection of all school children in Fairfield County 
shall be made by the physician in charge and that all trustees and 
principals shall give every assistance in carrying out this program; 
provided, further, that this appropriation is contingent upon the 
full compliance with this section. 


SECTION 3. The salaries of the magistrates in the various dis- 
tricts for the fiscal year beginning July 1, 1959, and ending June 30, 
1960, are hereby fixed as follows: 

Magistrates at Winnsboro and Winnsboro Mills, twelve hundred 
and one thousand dollars, respectively, per year; 

Magistrates at Ridgeway, Mitford, and Greenbrier eight hundred 
dollars; 

Magistrates at Jenkinsville, Feasterville, Jackson Creek, six hun- 
dred dollars each. 


SECTION 4. All warrants drawn on county funds shall specify on 
what fund they are drawn, and no warrant shall be drawn on any 
fund other than specified in this act. 


SECTION 5. ‘The Sheriff of Fairfield County shall receive not ex- 
ceeding one dollar per day for dieting prisoners. The sheriff shall 
be allowed a turnkey fee of fifty cents per prisoner actually com- 
mitted to and confined within the jail. Provided, that in the case of 
all temporary prisoners committed by the Town of Winnsboro, the 
turnkey fee shall be paid by the town. 


SECTION 6. All funds now in the hands of the treasurer and all 
funds that may come into his hands during the year 1959-1960, and 
monies in the hands of the treasurer received by: the collection of 
tax executions during the year 1959-1960 are. hereby transferred 
and made a part of the contingent fund. All funds of the county 
on hand July 1, 1959, by reason of unexpended balance of appro- 
priations for the period ending June 30, 1960, are likewise made 
a part of the contingent fund. No part of the contingent fund shall 
be spent except on an order or orders signed by the Senator and 
the other member of the Legislative Delegation of Fairfield County. 
Approval of such appropriations’ shall be made only at a meeting of 
the entire legislative delegation. Provided, however, in the event 
there is an absence of either the Senator or the House Member, 
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then the other member of the delegation is authorized to approve 
such appropriation. At least one such meeting shall be held once each 
calendar month. 


SECTION 7. The county board of commissioners is hereby directed 
to assume the office of Budget Officer for Fairfield County as part 
of their duties as county commissioners, and they are hereby au- 
thorized to reduce the appropriations for the various items in this 
act whenever they see that the revenue will not be available to meet 
the required appropriations. 


SECTION 8. The sum of five hundred dollars shall be placed to 
the credit of the Farm Demonstration Agent, to be used by him for 
prizes for the boys’ and girls’ clubs, and to be divided between such 
annually. He is directed to file at the end of the year with the county 
board of commissioners a statement showing how such funds are 
expended. The appropriation hereinbefore provided for prizes for 
the Future Farmers of America Livestock Show shall be withdrawn 
only on proper request submitted to and approved by the County 
Farm Demonstration Agent, who shall file at the end of each year 
with the county board of commissioners an itemized statement show- 
ing how such funds were expended. 


SECTION 9. In the event the clerk of court or judge of probate 
should have, in their official capacity, any funds which have been 
unclaimed for as long as seven years, they are hereby authorized 
to pay the same over to the county treasurer, taking his receipt for 
the same. The county treasurer shall deposit any amount so received 
as a part of the fund for ordinary county purposes. 


SECTION 10. The county board of commissioners shall fix the sal- 
ary of the superintendent of the county chain gang, to be paid out 
of the appropriation for Item 1, and all chain gang employees like- 
wise shall have their salaries set by the board. 


SECTION 11. All orders or warrants upon the county treasurer in 
the payment of approved claims shall be signed by the chairman 
of the board of county commissioners, attested by the clerk of the 
board. 


SECTION 12. There is hereby levied a tax of one mill upon all 
of the taxable property in the county, the proceeds of which are 
to be used for the operation and maintenance of the Fairfield County 
Library. The auditor of the county is directed to levy, and the 
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treasurer to collect, such tax, in like manner as other taxes are col- 
lected. 


SECTION 13. The county board of commissioners, out of the ap- 
propriations for public buildings and insurance, shall draw a warrant 
in favor of the caretaker of the courthouse for twenty dollars, the 
sum to be used by him as a petty cash fund to buy minor supplies, 
the fund to be accounted for by him to the county board. 


SECTION 14. The full-time clerks for the county auditor and 
county treasurer’s offices, as herein provided, shall be competent 
persons and capable of carrying on the duties of each office in the 
absence of the auditor and treasurer. 


SECTION 15. The treasurer is hereby authorized and directed to 
place all taxes which were collected for purposes set forth in Sec- 
tion 15 of the 1952 Fairfield County Appropriation Act into the 
general fund, and is further directed to place any such taxes which 
might hereinafter be collected for the funds, which taxes are now 
all delinquent, into the general fund upon their collection. 


SECTION 16. The county, or any subdivision thereof, or any per- 
son purchasing on behalf of the county, shall not buy any item over 
one hundred dollars without first receiving competitive bids and, 
in the event the item shall cost more than four hundred dollars, 
request for bids shall be advertised in the newspaper published in 
the county; provided, however, that if the item to be purchased is 
the only one of its kind and there are no competitive sellers or 
manufacturers, then advertisement shall not be necessary. 


SECTION 17. Before any carnival, road show or circus shall be 
allowed to operate or set up for operation in the County of Fairfield, 
they shall pay a license fee to the Clerk of Court for Fairfield County 
in the amount of one hundred twenty-five dollars a week, or, on a 
daily basis, the sum of twenty-five dollars. Provided, however, that 
such must be sponsored by a recognized civic organization. In the 
absence of such payment, the carnival, road show or circus shall not 
be allowed to set up in the county. Provided, further, that no carnival, 
road show or circus shall be allowed to operate that is accompanied 
by fortune-tellers, or any games of chance. The clerk shall turn over 
the license fee so collected to the treasurer who shall credit same 
to the general fund. 


SECTION 18. The treasurer is hereby authorized and directed to 
pay from the general fund of the county to any insurance company 
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selected by the county board of commissioners, for the purpose of 
hospitalization and life insurance policies for county employees, not 
to exceed the amount appropriated in Item 31. 
SECTION 19. The hawkers’ and peddlers’ license for nonresidents, 
as required by law, to do business in Fairfield County shall be as 
follows: 

Those selling, or offering for sale, furniture $ 200.00;

Those picking up laundry ............... 25.00; and 
Those picking up dry cleaning ..........

Neither 
shall the license be required where laundry and dry cleaning are 
left with a resident storekeeper or agent to be picked up. 

All other licenses shall be $25.00, except ice delivery. 

Provided, that licenses shall be from July first of a year to July 
first of the following year. The licenses now in effect shall be effective 
until they expire, at which time the clerk shall charge a pro rata 
license fee until the following July first if renewal is applied for. 
The clerk shall issue new applications until the following July first 
on a pro rata cost basis, and all renewals of licenses shall be from 
July first to July first after the initial application is made. 

Provided, further, that the penalty for violation of this section shall 
be as prescribed by general law of this State relating to hawkers and 
peddlers.

An Act To Create The Lower Florence County Hospital Dis- 
trict And To Provide For The Appointment Of A Governing Body 
For Such District. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Lower Florence County Hospital District created 
—election on inclusion —tThere is hereby created in Florence County 
a hospital district to be known as “The Lower Florence County Hos- 
pital District” which shall include the area situate south of Lynch’s 
River in Florence County ; provided, that five per cent of the qualified 
freeholders of such precincts or precinct, not in Florence County 
School District No. 3, petition the Florence County Elections Com- 
missioners and a majority of such qualified freeholders in such pre- 
cincts or precinct vote in favor of being included in such district. 
In the event there is only a portion of a precinct below Lynches River, 
the portion below such river shall be considered as the whole and 
shall be subject to the conditions set forth herein. Upon a majority 
of the qualified freeholders in such precincts or precinct, or portion 
thereof, voting in favor of inclusion, the precincts or precinct, or 
portion thereof, shall be included in the hospital district. 


SECTION 2. Board of Commissioners—appointment—terms— 
organization—meetings.—A board of commissioners, hereinafter re- 
ferred to as the board, consisting of seven members who shall be resi- 
dents of the hospital district, shall be appointed for the government of 
the hospital district, and such members shall serve until their succes- 
sors are appointed and qualify. The first members of the board to 
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serve shall be appointed by the Governor upon the recommendation 
of the Legislative Delegation, including the Senator, as follows: one 
shall be appointed for one year, one shall be appointed for two years, 
one shall be appointed for three years, one shall be appointed for four 
years and three shall be appointed for five years. After the first 
members, their successors shall be appointed by the Governor upon 
the recommendation of a majority of the remaining members of the 
board for terms of five years each. The board shall meet as soon 
after appointment as practicable and shall organize itself by electing 
one of its members as chairman and such other officers as may be 
deemed necessary. Thereafter they shall meet on the call of the 
chairman or a majority of the members of the board.

SECTION 1. Georgetown County and International Paper Com- 
pany to exchange land.—The governing body of Georgetown Coun- 
ty is hereby authorized to exchange a parcel of land owned by the 
county, generally rectangular in shape, lying on the eastern side of 
South Island Road, measuring approximately 800 feet on the north, 
2700 feet on the east, approximately 970 feet on the southeastern side 
and approximately 2850 feet on the western side and containing 31.1 
acres, more or less, in exchange for a parcel of land, in Georgetown 
County, lying to the west, owned by the International Paper Com- 
pany, and generally rectangular in shape, approximately 3996.88 
feet on the eastern side and approximately 3703.26 feet on the 
western side and containing 37.1 acres, more or less.

And Other County Purposes In Georgetown County For The Fis- 
cal Year Beginning July 1, 1959, Through June 30, 1960, And For 
The Expenditure Thereof And To Restrict Use Of.Certain Fish- 
ing Equipment On Pawley’s Island, And To Set Limit Of Cer- 
tain Waters In The County, And Other Fiscal Affairs Of The 
County. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. In order to provide the sums appropriated herein for 
the respective purposes, hereinafter mentioned, there is hereby levied 
upon all the taxable property in Georgetown County for the fiscal 
-year beginning July 1, 1959, and ending June 30, 1960, such number 
of mills as may be necessary for the purpose of paying the sums herein 
set out. The county auditor shall make such levy, with the approval 
of the majority of the legislative delegation from the county. In the 
event, however, of the death or resignation of any one or more mem- 
bers of the legislative delegation, the survivor or survivors shall have 
the right and power to execute such order.

SECTION 2. The deputy sheriffs shall devote their entire time to 
the duties of the office and shall work under the direction of, and be 
employed by the sheriff of the county, and shall keep daily records 
of their work and file same monthly in the sheriff’s office. 


SECTION 3. The sheriff of the county shall be allowed one dol- 
lar per day each for dieting prisoners and he shall furnish them good, 
wholesome food. 


SECTION 4. The sheriff of the county shall work one of his depu- - 
ties on Pawley’s Island and Waccamaw Neck. 


SECTION 5. The Senator and members of the House of Repre- 
sentatives from Georgetown County are hereby authorized and em- 
powered to have a complete and thorough examination of the books 
and doings of all county officers of Georgetown County at least once 
each year, and, if they deem it necessary at any time, for the best 
interest of the county, that any office or officers should be investigated 
oftener than the regular annual investigation and auditing, they are 
hereby authorized and empowered, and directed to contract with 
such certified accountant or accountants as they may deem competent 
and qualified at such salary, or compensation as they may fix, the 
same to be paid out of the funds herein appropriated for miscellaneous 
contingent. 


SECTION 6. The special contingent fund provided for in this act 
shall not be expended except upon the written order of the Senator 
and members of the House of Representatives from Georgetown 
County. In the event, however, of the death or resignation of any one 
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or more of the members of the delegation the survivors shall have the 
right to execute any such order. 


SECTION 7. Necessary medical service for the chain gang and 
other prisoners shall be provided by the board of county commission- 
ers and charged to the proper accounts. 


SECTION 8. The board of county commissioners shall employ 
janitors for the courthouse and other county offices and fix their 
duties. The janitors shall hold their positions and work under the 
direction of the board. 


SECTION 9. All fees, fines and monies not otherwise provided 
shall go into the general county fund and show in detail by the officer 
or officers receiving such monies in their annual statement to the 
members of the legislative delegation. 


SECTION 10. All salaries shall be paid in equal semimonthly in- 
stallments at the middle and end of each calendar month. Provided, 
that no officer or person shall be paid for any transportation in addi- 
tion to the mileage now allowed by law and the legal per diem expense 
now provided by law. 


SECTION 11. Jurors serving in circuit courts in Georgetown 
County, in this State, shall in addition to mileage at the rate of seven 
cents per mile going to and from court, receive a per diem of five 
dollars. 


SECTION 12. Whenever warrants are drawn in the county com- 
missioner’s office on the county treasurer, a duplicate of such warrant 
shall be furnished the county treasurer at once. No warrant shall be 
honored by the county treasurer unless he is in possession of such 
duplicate and the same is duly itemized and shows for what issued. 


SECTION 13. There shall be no hauling of seines or nets, either 
by hand or from boats, within one-half mile of any fishing pier on 
Pawley’s Island. 


SECTION 14. The forty-mile limit of Black River in Georgetown 
County is hereby declared to be at the mouth of Lane’s Creek. 


SECTION 15. Due to the economic conditions in Georgetown 
County there shall be no increase in valuation by local tax assessors, 
unless done on a countywide scale. 
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SECTION 16. The County Board of Education may exchange 
properties in Georgetown rural areas, abandoned for school purposes, 
for other properties; provided, those properties belonging to the 
County Board do not have a value of more than two thousand dollars. 


SECTION 17. The county board of commissioners is hereby au- 
thorized to employ a suitable individual as airport manager for the 
county airport who shall receive no salary for the services. The airport 
manager shall be the liaison between the county board of commis- 
sioners and any person who shall lease or operate the airport. 


SECTION 18. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent herewith are 
repealed.

An Act To Validate Recreation Center Limited Obligation 
Bonds In The Amount Of Seventy-Five Thousand Dollars Of The 
City Of Greer In Greenville And Spartanburg Counties. 


Whereas, utilizing procedures prescribed by the Municipal Bond 
Act (Code Sections 47-831 to 47-860, inclusive, Code of Laws of 
South Carolina, 1952), with the exception hereinafter noted, the 
City of Greer proposes to issue Recreation Center Bonds in the 
amount of seventy-five thousand dollars, which have been sold at a 
satisfactory interest cost, payable from an ad valorem tax of three 
mills to be levied upon all taxable property in said city; and

SECTION 1. Section 2 of Act 230 of 1951, amended—proce- 
dure for adding territory to Commission of Sanitation of Greater 
Greenville Sewer District.—Section 2 of Act No. 230 of the Acts 
of 1951, as amended, is further amended by adding at the end thereof 
the following : ““The procedure for the addition of new territory under 
the control of the Commission of Sanitation of the Greater Greenville 
Sewer District shall be as follows: 

(1) The proposed area shall be established by a plat or map show- 
ing definite lines of the area to be included in the district; 

(2) There shall be procured for presentment to the Commission a 
written petition approving the establishment of such district, which 
petition shall contain the signatures of not less than fifty per cent 
of the property owners within the proposed area so certified to by 
the county auditor; 

(3) Notice in bold type shall be run in a newspaper at least twice 
thirty days prior to a formal meeting with the Commission stating 
the general purpose and plan for forming the district.

(4) During the thirty day period a map of the area to be included 
in the district shall be published in a newspaper of general circulation ; 
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(5) At the meeting with the Commission the following shall ne 
submitted to them:

An Act To Authorize The County Board Of Commissioners Of 
Greenville County To Issue Not Exceeding Fifty Thousand Dol- 
lars Of Bonds Of Greenville Memorial Auditorium District; To 
Prescribe The Conditions Under Which The Bonds May Be Is- 
sued And Their Proceeds Expended; And To Provide For Their 
Payment. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Findings of General Assembly.—The General As- 
sembly finds that through the expenditure of the proceeds of the 
bonds authorized pursuant to Act No. 1013 of the Acts of 1956, 
an auditorium has been built for Greenville Memorial Auditorium 
District which is now in use. It finds, however, that additional per- 
manent equipment and permanent maintenance equipment would be 
desirable as well as the acquisition of additional real estate which 
might be converted into off-street parking facilities. It has, there- 
fore, determined to authorize the issuance of additional bonds of 
Greenville Memorial Auditorium District to the extent of fifty thou- 
sand dollars, whose proceeds shall be used for the purposes mentioned 
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above and for other improvements to the auditorium building which 
shall be found to be needed by the Board of Trustees of the Green- 
ville Memorial Auditorium District (hereafter called The Trustees). 


SECTION 2. Issue bonds — maturity — redemption — inter- 
est.—The County Board of Commissioners of Greenville County 
(hereafter called the County Board) is authorized to issue and sell 
such amount of bonds of the Greenville Memorial Auditorium 
District not exceeding fifty thousand dollars, as may be within 
the constitutional debt limits applicable to the district. The bonds 
shall be issued upon the written order of the majority of The Trus- 
tees of the district either as a single issue or from time to time in 
several separate issues as The Trustees may issue directions to the 
County Board. Each issue of bonds shall mature serially in successive 
annual instalments of such amounts as may be determined by The 
Trustees, provided, that the maturity date of the last instalment of 
any issue of bonds hereunder shall be not later than thirty years 
from the date of such issue. Any bond issued pursuant to this act 
may, at the discretion of the County Board contain a provision per- 
mitting its redemption prior to its stated maturity on such terms 
as the County Board shall prescribe. The bonds shall bear such rates 
of interest as The Trustees may determine, not to exceed four and 
one-half per cent per annum, payable annually or semiannually. They 
shall bear such date or dates and be payable at such place or places 
as the County Board may determine. The bonds may be issued with 
the privilege to the holder of having them registered as to principal 
on the books of the county treasurer and the principal thus made 
payable to the registered holder, unless the last registered transfer 
shall have been to bearer, upon such conditions as the County Board 
may prescribe. 


SECTION 3. Proceeds.—The proceeds derived from the sale or 
sales of the bonds authorized to be issued by this act shall be ex- 
pended for the purposes enumerated in Section 1| of this act. 


SECTION 4. Sale—All bonds authorized by this act shall be sold 
by the County Board at public sale at not less than par and accrued 
interest to date of delivery. The form, manner and occasion of the 
advertisement shall be determined by the County Board. 


SECTION 5. Execution —The bonds shall be signed by the chair- 
man of the County Board and attested by the Treasurer of Green- 
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ville County under such seal as the County Board may prescribe, 
but it shall be sufficient for the interest coupons attached to the 
bonds to bear only the signature of the treasurer of the county. The 
signature on the coupons may be facsimile, engraved or printed. 


SECTION 6. Proceeds—further.—The proceeds derived from the 
sale of bonds authorized pursuant to this act shall be deposited with 
the Treasurer of Greenville County in a special fund, separate and 
distinct from all other funds. Such proceeds shall be applied solely 
for the purposes set forth in Section 1, except that accrued interest 
and premium, if any there be on the sale of the bonds, shall be de- 
posited in the account established by the Treasurer of Greenville 
County for the payment of the principal and interest on the bonds. 
Such funds shall be expended only upon order of The Trustees for 
the purposes herein mentioned.

Whereas, Taylors Water and Sewer District was created by Act No.

An Act To Create Renfrew Sewer District In Greenville County; 
To Prescribe Its Boundaries; To Establish A Governing Commis- 
sion Therefor; To Prescribe The Functions And Powers Of The 
District And Its Commission; To Make Provision For The Bor- 
rowing Of Money By The District And To Provide For Its Re- 
payment; To Make It Unlawful For Any Person To Destroy Or 
Damage Property Of The District, And To Provide Penalties 
Therefor. 


Whereas, the General Assembly after due investigation has found 
that it is necessary and desirable for the health and welfare of the 
inhabitants thereof that the area in Greenville County described below 
be served by a publicly operated sewer system and that, in addition 
thereto, the district hereby created should be empowered to make 
provisions for the collection and disposition of garbage, the furnishing 
of fire protection for the district and the operation of a street lighting 
system ; and 

Whereas, as a consequence of its findings, above recited, the General 
Assembly has determined to constitute the area as a special purpose 
district, to provide a governing body for the district, and to empower 
the governing body as hereinafter provided in this act. Now, therefore, 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
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SECTION 1. Renfrew Sewer District in Greenville County cre- 
ated—boundaries.—There is hereby established and created in Green- 
ville County a district to be known as ‘Renfrew Sewer District’, 
which shall be a public corporation of perpetual succession, and shall 
have the functions prescribed by this act and any subsequent act, 
amendatory thereof. The district shall include and be comprised of 
that area in Greenville County lying on the southerly side of the Geer 
Highway at Renfrew (near Traveler’s Rest), as more particularly set 
forth and delineated on a plat entitled “Proposed Renfrew Sewer 
District” made by Dalton and Neves, March, 1959, and recorded in 
the R.M.C. Office for Greenville County in Plat Book QQ at page 
47. As shown on the plat, the boundaries of the district are described 
as follows: 
Beginning at an iron pin on the southerly side of Geer High- 
way (U.S. 276) and running thence with the line of property of 
Abney Mills S. 30-47 W. 241.1 feet to an iron pin; thence S.

the point of beginning. 
SECTION 2. Commission — members — terms — vacancies.— 
The district shall be operated, managed and governed by a com- 
mission, to be known as “Renfrew Sewer District Commission.” 
The commission shall consist of three resident electors of the dis- 
trict. The original members of the commission shall be appointed 
by the Governor, upon the recommendation of a majority of the 
Legislative Delegation of Greenville County, including the Senator. 
These appointments shall be for terms of two years for one member, 
four years for the second member and six years for the third member, 
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and until their successors shall have been appointed and qualify. 
Any vacancy shall be filled by election as provided in Act No. 950 
of the Acts of 1958, unless the vacancy is for an unexpired term of 
less than one year, in which case the same shall be filled by appoint- 
ment as provided in Act No. 950 of the Acts of 1958. 


SECTION 3. Powers of commission.—There is committed to the 
district the functions of acquiring or constructing, operating, main- 
taining, improving and extending a sewer system, a street lighting 
system, a system for the collection and disposition of garbage and a 
system for fire protection within the district. To that end, the com- 
mission shall be empowered as provided below to: 

1. Have perpetual succession. 

2. Sue and be sued. 

3. Adopt, use and alter a corporate seal. 

4. Make bylaws for the management and regulation of its affairs, 
and to define a quorum for its meetings. 

5. Deposit moneys derived from revenue-producing facilities, and 
to withdraw the same for the purposes of operating and maintaining 
those and other facilities and discharging any of the functions and 
responsibilities of the district. 

6. Prescribe regulations, by resolution of the commission, (a) to 
require persons who shall be residents of the district to make use 
of any sewer or garbage system which the district shall place in 
operation, (b) to enable the commission to fully discharge the duties 
placed upon it, and (c) to protect all property acquired by it. 

7. Acquire, purchase, hold, use, lease, mortgage, sell, transfer and 
dispose of any property, real, personal or mixed, or any interest 
therein. 

8. Acquire, build, construct, operate and maintain a system for the 
collection and disposal of sewage, including the construction of sewer 
mains and sewer lines, and from time to time enlarge and extend 
the same; any facility acquired, built or constructed for the treatment 
or disposal of sewage may be located outside the boundaries of the 
district. 

9. Acquire, build, construct, operate and maintain (or contract for 
its construction, operation or maintenance) a street lighting system 
and all apparatus and equipment necessary for the proper functioning 
of the same. 

10. Acquire, establish, operate and maintain a system of fire pro- 
tection. 
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11. Acquire, establish, operate and maintain a system for the col- 
lection and disposal of garbage. 

12. Place into effect and revise, whenever it shall be desirable or 
necessary, a schedule of rates and charges for the use made of its 
sewage or garbage collection and disposal systems. 

13. Purchase, or otherwise acquire, a supply of electricity for its 
street lighting system and enter into contracts for the purchase of 
such electricity or for the operation and maintenance oi a street light- 
ing system, whether or not such system is owned by the district. 

14. Make use of county and state highway rights of way in which 
to lay pipes and lines, in such- manner and under such conditions 
as the appropriate officials in charge of such rights of way shall ap- 
prove. 

15. Exercise the power of eminent domain for any corporate func- 
tion. The power of eminent domain may be exercised through any 
procedure prescribed by Article 2, Chapter 3, Title 33, Code of 
Laws of South Carolina, 1952, or by following the procedure for 
the exercise of eminent domain prescribed by Chapter 3, Title 25, 
Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, as such statutes are now or 
hereafter constituted. Provided, that the power of eminent domain 
conferred by this section shall not extend to the property ‘of any 
public utility which the utility could have acquired under its PON ee 
of eminent domain. 

16. Make contracts to furnish the services rendered by the district 
to property, persons, firms, corporations or political subdivisions out- 
side (as well as inside) the district, upon such terms and at such 
rates and charges as the commission may approve. 

17. Make contracts with any person or political subdivision for 
the treatment and disposal of sewage collected into the sewage col- 
lection system of the district. 

18. Appoint officers, agents, employees and servants, to prescribe 
the duties of such, to fix their compensation, and to determine if 
and to what extent they shall be bonded for the faithful performance 
of their duties. 

19. Make contracts for construction, engineering and other serv- 
ices, with or without competitive bidding. 

20. Borrow money and make and issue negotiable bonds, notes 
and other evidences of indebtedness, payable solely from all or any 
part of the revenues derived from the operation of any revenue-pro- 
ducing facility. The sums borrowed may be those needed to pay all 
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costs incident to the acquisition, construction or establishment of 
any or all of its facilities, ur such sum as may be needed to pay the 
cost of any extension, addition or improvement to such facilities. If 
the method of financing authorized by this paragraph be availed of, 
then, under such circumstances, neither the faith and credit of the 
State of South Carolina, nor of Greenville County nor of the district 
shall be pledged for the payment of the principal and interest of the 
obligations, and there shall be on the face of each obligation a state- 
ment, plainly worded, to that effect. Neither the members of the 
commission nor any person signing the obligations shall be person- 
ally Hable thereon. To the end that a convenient procedure for bor- 
rowing money pursuant to this paragraph may be prescribed, the 
district shall be fully empowered to avail itself of all powers granted 
by Article 9, Chapter 3, Title 59, and by Chapter 5, Title 59, Code 
of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, as now or hereafter constituted, 
it being the intent of this provision that further amendment and 
modifications of these code provisions shall be deemed to amend and 
revise correspondingly the powers granted by this paragraph. In 
exercising the powers conferred upon the district by such code pro- 
visions, the district may make all pledges and covenants authorized 
by any provision thereof, and may confer upon the holders of its 
securities all rights and liens authorized by such code provisions. 
Specifically, and notwithstanding contrary provisions in any of such 
code provisions, if contrary provisions there be, the district may: 

(a) Provide that such bonds, notes or other evidences of indebted- 
ness be payable, both as to principal and interest, from the net reve- 
nues derived from the operation of any revenue-producing facility, 
as such net revenues may be defined by the commission. 

(b) Covenant and agree that upon it being adjudged in default 
as to the payment of any installment of principal or interest upon any 
obligation issued by it or in default as to the performance of any 
covenant or undertaking made by it, that in such event, the principal 
of all obligations of such issue may be declared forthwith due and 
payable notwithstanding that any of them may not have then matured. 

(c) Confer upon a corporate trustee the power to make disposition 
of the proceeds from all borrowings and of all revenues derived from 
the operation of the revenue-producing facility, whose revenues are 
pledged for the payment of such obligations, in accordance with and 
in the order of priority prescribed by the resolutions adopted by the 
commission as an incident to the issuance of any notes, bonds or 
other evidences of indebtedness. 
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(d) Dispose of its obligations at public or private sale, and upon 
such terms and conditions as it shall approve. 

(e) Make such provisions for the redemption of any obligations 
issued by it prior to their stated maturity, with or without premium, 
and on such terms and conditions as the commission shall approve. 

({) Covenant and agree that any cushion fund established to fur- 
ther secure the payment of the principal and interest of any obliga- 
tions shall be in a fixed amount. 

(g) Covenant and agree that no free service will be furnished to 
any person, firm, corporation, municipal corporation or any sub- 
division or division of the State. 

(h) Prescribe the procedure, if any, by which the terms of the 
contract with the holders of its obligations may be amended, the 
number of obligations whose holders must consent thereto, and the 
manner in which such consent shall be given. 

(i) Prescribe the events of default and the terms and conditions 
upon which all or any obligations shall become or may be declared 
due before maturity and the terms and conditions upon which such 
declaration and its consequences may be waived. 

21. Do all other acts and things necessary or convenient to carry 
out any function or power committed or granted to the district; and 

22. Raise funds for discharging the duties vested in it by levying 
a tax therefor. The commission shall notify the Auditor and Treas- 
urer of Greenville County of any desired tax, whereupon they shall 
assess and collect the tax as requested, and the treasurer shall hold 
the funds and disburse them as directed by the commission. All 
such taxes shall constitute a lien upon the property against which 
the same are levied, on a parity with the lien of county taxes, and 
the provisions of law relating to penalties for the non-payment or 
tardy payment of county taxes, and the provisions relating to sale 
of property for delinquent county taxes shall apply to taxes levied 
pursuant to this act. 


SECTION 4. Disposition of revenues.—All revenues derived by 
the commission from the operation of any revenue-producing facility 
which may not be required to discharge covenants made by it, in 
issuing bonds, notes or other obligations authorized by this act, shall 
‘be disposed of by the commission, from time to time, for purposes 
germane to the functions of the district. 
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SECTION 5. Rates.—The rates charged for services furnished by 
any revenue-producing facility of the district, as acquired, constructed, 
improved, enlarged or extended, shall not be subject to supervision 
or regulation of any State bureau, board, commission or other like 
instrumentality or agency thereof. 


SECTION 6. Tax exempt.—The property of and income of the 
district shall be exempt from all taxes levied by the State, county 
or any municipality, division, subdivision or agency thereof, direct or 
indirect. 


SECTION 7. Provisions of act and powers of Commission not to 
be restricted while district in debt.—So long as the district shall 
be indebted to any person on any bonds, notes or other obligations is- 
sued pursuant to the authority of this act, the provisions of this act and 
the powers granted to the district and the commission shall not be in 
any way diminished or restricted, and this provision of this act shalt 
be deemed a part of the contract between the district and holders of 
such obligations. 


SECTION 8. Certain acts prohibited—penalties—It shall be un- 
lawful for any person to wilfully injure or destroy, or in any manner 
hurt, damage, tamper with or impair any facility of the district, or 
any part of the same, or any apparatus or equipment incident thereto 
or used or useful in the operation of such facility. Any person so 
offending shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and upon con- 
viction shall be fined not less than ten dollars nor more than one 
hundred dollars, or shall be imprisoned for not more than thirty days, 
at the discretion of the court, and shall be further liable to pay all 
damages suffered by the districts. 


SECTION 9. Annexation to district—The commission may, by 
resolution and without the necessity of an election to approve the 
same, annex additional territory to the district if the owner or 
owners of the real property to be annexed shall consent thereto 
in writing; any annexation of additional territory made pursuant 
to this provision shall become effective upon the filing of the annexa- 
tion nroccedings (including the resolution of annexation, a map of 
the district as enlarged by the annexation, and the aforesaid consent 
of the owners of the real property annexed to the district) in the 
Office of the Clerk of Court for Greenville County and the recording 
in the R.M.C. Office for Greenville County of a map of the district 
as enlarged hy the annexation. 
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SECTION 10. Saving clause.—If any part of this act shall be de- 
clared unconstitutional or invalid, such unconstitutionality or invalid- 
ity shall not extend to, affect or impair the remaining provisions of 
this act, which shall continue in full force and effect. 


SECTION 11. Repeal.—All acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed. 


SECTION 12. Time effective—This act shall take effect upon ap- 
proval by the Governor.

County From Gantt Water And Sewer District To Parker Water 
And Sewer Subdistrict Of The Greater Greenville Sewer District 
And To Direct The Owner Of Such Land To Pay A Certain Sum 
To The Treasurer Of Greenville County. : 


Whereas, the fifty-five and nine-tenths acre tract of land described 
in this act is situate in Gantt Water and Sewer District of Greenville 
County, South Carolina, directly adjacent to Parker Water aid 
Sewer Subdistrict of the Greater Greenville Sewer District ; and 
Whereas, such tract of land can be furnished water and sewage dis- 
posal and fire protection much more economically and efficientiy by 
Parker Water and Sewer Subdistrict than by Gantt Water and 
Sewer District ; and 

Whereas, the owner of such land, Chestnut Hills No. 1, Inc., has 
agreed to deposit in the bond account’ of Gantt Water and: Séwer 
District the sum of five hundred sixty-eight dollars and eighty-six 
cents representing its proportionate share-of the outstanding and un- 
paid principal and interest in the bonds of the district.

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Certain tract of land in Greenville County trans- 
ferred from Gantt Water and Sewer District to Parker Water and 
Sewer Subdistrict—The following tract of land is hereby removed 
from the Gantt Water and Sewer District and placed within the 
Parker Water and Sewer Subdistrict of the Greater Greenville Sewer

SECTION 3. Subitems of subdivisions under Section 2, Item 1 
and Item 3 of this act may be diverted to any other subdivision 
under the same item, where such action is found to meet the de- 
ficiency in such subitem or subdivision such diversions to be made 
by the County Board of Commissioners, and upon and after the 
approval of the Greenville County Legislative Delegation at a duly 
called meeting; provided, the total appropriation of Item 1 be not 
thereby exceeded ; provided, further, that like diversion in other items 
under Section 2 may be likewise made where no salary or fixed 
charge is thereby affected. 


SECTION 4. No per diem shall be allowed out of Item 11 to any 
salaried officer of Greenville County. 


SECTION 5. Item 10 entitled “Contingent Fund” of fifteen thou- 
sand dollars hereinabove referred to shall be expended in the dis- 
cretion of, and under the direction of the Greenville County Dele- 
gation upon claims, demands and petitions previously approved by 
the County Board of Commissioners and for such purposes as may 
be prescribed by the delegation at regular called meetings duly as- 
sembled. Provided, that notices of any meetings shall state the mat- 
ters to be considered, and any question or proposal not stated in 
the notice of a called meeting shall not be passed upon at such meet- 
ings unless as many as six members present vote in favor of con- 
sidering the same. 


SECTION 6. The amount hereinabove appropriated as salary for 
the county auditor and county treasurer are estimates.-only. The 
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exact amount to be paid by this act appropriated as salary for each 
of said officers is a sufficient sum to make a total of five thousand 
nine hundred twenty dollars and fifty-three cents when added to 
the amount paid by the State. 


SECTION 6-A. Members of the Board of Assessors for Green- 
ville County except the members of the Special Board of Asses- 
sors for the City of Greenville shall be paid seven dollars and fifty 
cents per day for their services, and the members of the Special 
Board for the City of Greenville shall be paid ten dollars per day 
for their services. The members of the board shall be paid five cents 
per mile for all necessary travel incident to their work. The Special 
Board for the City of Greenville may employ a clerk, who shall 
receive as compensation for his or her services the sum of five dol- 
lars per day for not exceeding ninety days. Provided, that no one 
shall be employed for the purpose without the prior approval and 
authorization of the chairman of the board. 


SECTION 7. The County Board of Commissioners of Greenville 
County is hereby authorized to reduce the annual tax levy of any 
subdistrict of Greater Greenville Sewer District, whenever it shall 
appear to the Commission that the levy of any such subdistrict is 
excessive and higher than necessary to meet the debt service re- 
quirements and operating expenses of such subdistricts. 


SECTION 7-A. The County Board of Commissioners of Green- 
ville County with the approval of the Greenville County Legislative 
Delegation is hereby authorized to acquire from the United States 
of America, or any agency, department, authority, corporation or 
commission thereof, by purchase, lease, loan, gift, or otherwise, 
such equipment, machinery, supplies, materials, or property, real 
or personal both as the county board of commissioners in its dis- 
cretion shall deem necessary or beneficial to Greenville County or 
to any of its political subdivisions and to execute and deliver for 
and on behalf of the county, or any of its political subdivisions, any 
contract, lease or other instruments as may be necessary to con- 
summate any transaction. The county board of commissioners shall 
make payment from the general funds of Greenville County for 
any property purchased hereunder, and there is hereby appropriated 
for such purpose from the general funds of Greenville County what- 
ever sum or sums shall be necessary. to carry out the purposes of 
this section. 
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SECTION 7-B. The County Board of Commissioners of Greenville 
County, subject to the written approval of the Supervisor of Green- 
ville County, is hereby authorized to contract with the South Car- 
olina Highway Department for the construction by the county of 
any road or roads or street or streets within the county, and to 
pay all cost of construction thereof out of the general fund of Green- 
ville County pending the payment from the Highway Department 
for such construction. Any excess funds which may be received from 
the Highway Department over and above construction costs may 
be used by the Supervisor of Greenville County in improving and 
constructing roads within the county. 


SECTION 7-C. No department head of Greenville County shall 
make any purchase, or contract to purchase, any materials, sup- 
plies, equipment or services in excess of one hundred dollars with- 
out a purchase order previously approved by the county board of 
commissioners, the board being hereby authorized and directed to 
prescribe such forms and bookkeeping methods, and to promulgate 
such rules as will carry out the purposes of this provision. The 
county board shall not approve any purchase order which will in- 
volve an obligation over and above the appropriation provided for 
that purpose. 


SECTION 8. The county board of commissioners is authorized and 
directed to allow the Associate Justice of the Supreme Court re- 
siding in the City or County of Greenville the use, without charge, 
of necessary office space in the Greenville County Courthouse and 
any allowance made by the State therefor may be used by him for 
other official expenses. 


SECTION 9. Should any part or section of this act be invalidated 
by court decision on the grounds of illegality or unconstitutionality 
such decision shall render invalid or inoperative only such portion 
or portions of this act as may be specifically so invalidated, the re- 
mainder to continue in full force and effect. 


SECTION 10. All expenditures heretofore authorized by the 
Greenville County Legislative Delegation and not heretofore vali- 
dated are hereby ratified and validated. 


SECTION 11. No department, agency, or officer of Greenville 
County shall receive additional pay or any overtime pay during the 
period for which the appropriations are made in this act. 
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SECTION 12. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent herewith are 
repealed. ; 


SECTION 13. This act shall take effect upon approval by the Gov- 
ernor.

A Joint Resolution To Create A Courthouse Renovating And 
Building Committee For Greenwood County, To Provide For 
The Appointment Of Members And Outline The Duties And Au- 
thority Of The Committee. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Courthouse Renovating and Building Committee 
for Greenwood County, created—members.—There is hereby cre- 
ated the Courthouse Renovating and Building Committee for Green- 
wood County which shall be composed of the following who are 
hereby appointed to membership on the committee:

SECTION 2. Powers and duties—The committee shall make a 
complete study of the needs of the county for a new courthouse or a 
complete renovating and enlarging of the present structure, which- 
ever will adequately meet the needs of the county with economy and 
efficiency. The committee shall formulate plans with estimates of 
costs and time necessary to complete construction. It shall investigate 
land sites and estimate land requirements with costs, and shall make 
a complete survey of building needs with space requirements of the 
various departments and agencies of the county government which 
will occupy the new building or the renovation. The committee shall

employ such architects and engineers as are considered necessary and 
shall consult with such county officials and citizens of Greenwood 
County as may be necessary or desirable in order to present to the 
county a building which will serve the people in an ever expanding 
economy for years to come without the need of expensive extensions 
or additions. 


SECTION 3. Meetings and report.—The committee shall meet 
upon the call of the chairman or a majority of the members. The chair- 
man shall notify the Legislative Delegation for Greenwood County of 
the time and place of the first meeting and the delegation shall sit 
with the committee at its first meeting in order to discuss with the 
members the needs of the county for a new courthouse or a complete 
renovation of the present one, and any work which may have been 
planned in connection therewith, and to convey to the committee any 
ideas and suggestions which the delegation may have. Upon the com- 
pletion of the work of the committee a complete report shall be made 
to the Legislative Delegation of the county, including such recom- 
mendations with plans as the committee shall deem proper. In making 
such report full consideration shall be given not only to all instruc- 
tions contained in this act, but any other ideas which the committee 
may believe desirable in furthering the needs of the county in this 
matter. Such report of the committee shall be advisory. 


SECTION 4. Expenses.—Such expenses as may be incurred by the 
committee for the services of architects, engineers and such others 
as may be necessary shall be paid from the general fund of the 
county by the county finance board upon vouchers signed by the 
chairman of the committee. 


SECTION 5. Repeal.—All acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed. 


SECTION 6. Time effective—This act shall take effect upon ap- 
proval by the Governor.

A Joint Resolution To Provide For The Appointment Of A 
Commission To Be Known As The “Governmental Study Com- 
mission” To Study The Operation Of County And Municipal Gov- 
ernments In Greenwood County And To Make Recommendations 
Regarding The Economy, Efficiency And Needed Changes In 
Such Operations And The Supporting Tax Structures For Such 
Operations. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Governmental Study Commission created for 
Greenwood County.—There is hereby created a commission which 
shall be known as the “Governmental Study Commission”. The Com- 
mission shall be composed of nine members who shall be appointed by 
the Greenwood County Legislative Delegation. 


SECTION 2. Meetings—officers—employ personnel.—The Com- 
mission shall hold its first meeting in Greenwood as soon as prac- 
ticable after its appointment, and shall hold subsequent meetings at 
such times and places as may be designated by the Commission. At 
its first meeting the Commission shall complete its organization by 
electing a Chairman, Vice-Chairman and a Secretary. The Secretary 
may or may not be a member of the Commission. The Commission 
may from time, to time employ, with the approval of the Legislative 
Delegation, such professional and secretarial assistance as required. 
The expenses of such assistance shall be paid from the general fund 
of the county by the county finance board upon vouchers signed by 
the Chairman of the Commission. 


SECTION 3. Duties—The Commission shall devote itself to the 
following matters: 

(a) A study of the present structure of the county and municipal 
governments with respect to the functions of their several depart- 
ments and institutions, and recommend such changes or combina- 
tions as may be considered in the interest of efficiency, economy, and 
the elimination of duplicated functions. 

(b) A study of the revenue structure and the present financial 
situation of the county and municipal governments in relation to their 
normal operating costs and their revenues applicable thereto. 

(c) A study of the trend of cost of the county and municipal 
governments, and the development of a basic plan for maintaining 
sound and balanced operations. 
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SECTION 4. Powers.—The Commission may require from each or 
all of the county’s and municipalities’ departments, institutions, or 
agencies such information, documents, or records as may be deemed 
necessary to the proper performance of its duties, and each of the 
departments, institutions, or agencies is hereby directed to submit to 
the Commission such information, documents, or records as may be 
requested by the Commission. 

The Commission may designate associate members to serve on 
such sub-committees or task forces as the Commission may deem 
necessary. 


SECTION 5. Report.—The Commision shall file a full report of its 
findings and recommendations by January 1, 1960 to the Greenwood 
County Legislative Delegation.

Section 4 of Act No. 1107 of 1958 is amended to read 
as follows: 

“Section 4. The amounts herein appropriated shall be paid out as 
near as practicable one-twelfth each month during the year 1958- 
1959, and if any item or salary has’ been overpaid for any month, 
such overpayment shall be deducted thé following month. All ac- 
counts shall be kept separate and distinct and expended only for 
the purposes for which appropriated; provided, the amounts herein- 
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appropriated for the specific items as set out herein shall not, nor 
shall any part thereof, be used for any other purpose except upon 
the written consent of the majority of the Greenwood County Leg- 
islative Delegation. Provided, further, no claim or bill shall be ap- 
proved or paid unless same shall state fully, under oath, what it is 
for, or give the kind or quality of thing or commodity which it rep- 
resents, in addition to the amount and time furnished. The money 
herein appropriated for auto upkeep and travel and for other ex- 
penses of county officials shall be paid out only upon itemized 
claims which have been verified by the official incurring the ex- 
penses and approved by the Supervisor and the Clerk to the Finance 
Board.” P 


SECTION 2. Section 6 of Act No. 1107 of 1958 is amended to read 
as follows:

An Act To Authorize The Finance Board Of Greenwood County 
To Borrow Not To Exceed The Sum Of One Hundred And Fifty 
Thousand Dollars For The Purpose Of Building, Improving And 
Repairing Roads Of The County, To Repay The General Fund 
Of The County Certain Sums Previously Expended, And To 
Provide For The Payment Thereof. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Greenwood County may borrow money.—The Fi- 
nance Board of Greenwood County is hereby authorized to borrow 
not to exceed the sum of one hundred and fifty thousand dollars, and 
to issue notes of the county therefor. 


‘SECTION 2. Proceeds.—The proceeds of the loan shall be used for 
the building, improvements and repair of roads and for replacement in 
‘the general fund of the county, funds which have been expended or 
may be expended by Greenwood County for the building of roads, 
road repairs and road improvements since the beginning of the fiscal 
year 1958-1959, which is in addition to the monies or funds spent or to 
be spent under Section 2, Item 1, of the Greenwood County Ap- 
propriation Act for the fiscal year 1958-1959. 


SECTION 3. Notes — maturity — interest — redemption.—The 
notes may be issued under such terms and conditions as the Finance 
Board may prescribe. Any notes so issued or payments thereunder 
shall mature as the Finance Board shall determine ; however, no note 
shall mature later than ten years from the date of this act. The notes 
‘shall bear such rate of interest as the Finance Board may determine. 
Any note issued pursuant to this act may, at the discretion of the 
Finance Board, contain a provision permitting its redemption prior 
to its stated maturity. 


SECTION 4. Execution—The notes shall be executed in such 
manner as the Finance Board shall prescribe. 


SECTION 5. Exempt from taxes.—The notes and all interest to 
become due thereon shall have the tax-exempt status prescribed by 
Act No. 730 of the Acts of 1952. 


SECTION 6. Payment.—For the payment of the notes, with inter- 
est thereon, the full faith, credit and taxing power of Greenwood Coun- 
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ty shall be pledged, and the Auditor and the Treasurer of Greenwood 
County, respectively, are hereby directed to levy and collect annually a 
tax upon all taxable property in the county, sufficient to pay the prin- 
cipal and interest on the notes as they respectively mature. In addi- 
tion thereto, there'is also pledged the sums received by Greenwood 
County from time to time, pursuant to Section 65-1074, Code of 
Laws of South Carolina, 1952, from the distribution of the one- 
cent per gallon tax, imposed pursuant to Section 65-1062, Code of 
Laws of South Carolina, 1952, on the sale of gasoline, or any 
substitute thereof, or any combination thereof, except that such 
pledge shall be subject to the outstanding bonds issued pursuant to 
Act No. 729 of the Acts of the General Assembly, 1946, there being 
still outstanding two hundred thousand dollars of the bonds issued 
by Greenwood County pursuant to the act, of an original principal 
issue of six hundred thousand dollars, the first issue of two hundred 
eighty thousand dollars.having been dated October 1, 1946, and the 
second issue of three hundred twenty.thousand dollars having been 
dated October 1, 1947. The Treasurer of Greenwood County, sub- 
ject to the terms of the bonds already issued, shall set apart such 
revenues from said gas tax in a special fund and apply them solely 
to the payment of principal and interest of all notes authorized by 
this act, so long as any principal or interest of such notes remain 
outstanding. The annual ad valorem tax herein directed to be levied 
shall be redisced each year by the amourit derived from the one-cent 
gasoline tax, as aforesaid, actually in the hands of the treasurer at 
the time the tax for such year is required to be levied, and the tax 
may be entirely suspended for any year in case such monies on hand, 
applicable as aforesaid, are sufficient to pay such principal and in- 
terest then due or falling due in such year’ and et due and 
unpaid.

A Joint Resolution To Provide For The Appointment Of A 
Commission, To Be Known As The “Governmental Study Com- 
mission’, To Study The Operation Of County And Municipal 
Governments In Greenwood County And To Make Recommenda- 
tions Regarding The Economy, Efficiency And Needed Changes 
In Such Operations And The Supporting Tax Structures For 
Such Operations; And To Repeal A Joint Resolution Of 1959 
Bearing Ratification No. 89. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
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SECTION 1. Greenwood County—Governmental Study Com- 
mission created—members.—There is hereby created a commission 
which shall be known as the “Governmental Study Commission.” 
The Commission shall be composed of twelve members who shall be 
appointed by the Greenwood County Legislative Delegation. 


SECTION 2. Organizational meeting — officers — employ per- 
sonnel—expenses.—The Commission shall hold its first meeting in 
Greenwood as soon as practicable after its appointment, and shall hold 
subsequent meetings at such places and times as may be designated 
by the Commission. At its first meeting the Commission shall com- 
plete its organization by electing a Chairman, Vice-Chairman and 
Secretary. The Secretary may or may not be a member of the Com- 
mission. The Commission may from time to time employ, with the 
approval of the Legislative Delegation, such professional and secre- 
tarial assistance as required. The expenses of such assistance shall 
be paid from the general fund of the county by the county finance 
board upon vouchers signed by the Chairman of the Commission. 


SECTION 3. Duties——The Commission shall devote itself to the 
following matters: 

(a) A study of the present structure of the county and municipal 
governments with respect to the functions of their several depart- 
ments and institutions, and recommend such changes or combinations 
as may be considered in the interest of efficiency, economy, and the 
el mination of duplicated functions. 

(b) A study of the revenue structure and the present financial 
situation of the county and municipal governments in: relation to 
their normal operating costs and their revenues applicable thereto. 

(c) A study of the trend of cost of the county and municipal gov- 
ernments, and the development of a basic plan for maintaining sound 
and balanced operations. 


SECTION 4. Powers.—The Commission may require from each or 
all of the county’s and municipalities’ departments, institutions, or 
agencies such information, documents, or records as may be deemed 
necessary to the proper performance of its duties, and each of the de- 
partments, institutions, or agencies is hereby directed to submit to 
the Commission such information, documents, or records as may be 
requested by the Commission. 

The Commission may designate associate members to serve on such 
subcommittees or task forces as the Commission may deem necessary. 
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SECTION 5. Report of findings.—The Commission shall file a full 
report of its findings and recommendations by January i, 1960 to the 
Greenwood County Legislative Delegation.

SECTION 3. All fines collected in the Circuit Court in Green- 
wood County shall in all cases where the arrest was made or the 
charges preferred by the police officers of the City of Greenwood or 
of the Town of Ninety Six and where they appear as material wit- 
nesses in such cases, be equally divided, one-half thereof being paid 
into the county treasury, and one-half thereof being paid to the City 
Clerk and Treasurer of the City of Greenwood or the City Clerk of 
the Town of Ninety Six, as the case may be. 


SECTION 4. The amounts herein appropriated shall be paid out 
as near as practicable one-twelfth each month during the year 1959- 
1960, and if any item or salary has been overpaid for any month, such 
overpayment shall be deducted the following month. All accounts 
shall be kept separate and distinct and expended only for the purposes 
for which appropriated; provided, the amounts herein appropriated 
for the specific items as set out herein shall not, nor shall any part 
thereof, be used for any other purpose except upon the written con- 
sent of the Senator and a majority of the members of the House of 
Representatives from Greenwood County. Provided, further, no claim 
or bill shall be approved or paid unless same shall state fully, under 
oath, what it is for, or give the kind or quality of thing or commodity 
which it represents, in addition to the amount and time furnished. 
The money herein appropriated for auto upkeep and travel and for 
other expenses of county officials shall be paid out only upon itemized 
claims which have been verified by the official incurring the expenses 
and approved by the Supervisor and the Clerk to the Finance Board. 


SECTION 5. The County Supervisor shall make a quarterly re- 
port to the Foreman of the Greenwood County Grand Jury and to 
the Secretary of the Greenwood County Legislative Delegation of 
itemized statements of receipts and disbursements of county funds 
and the purposes for which same were used during the preceding 
months. 


SECTION 6. The Finance Board of Greenwood County, with the 
approval of the Senator and a majority of the members of the House 
of Representatives from Greenwood County, be, and they are hereby 
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authorized and empowered to make regulations or take such action 
as may be necessary under the emergency, which may arise before 
the convening of the next session of the General Assembly, for the 
financing of the affairs of Greenwood County, both the general county 
matters and all school matters, with the further provision that a full 
and complete record of any action taken under the provisions of this 
section shall be kept by the Secretary of the Finance Board ; provided, 
before any action is taken by the Finance Board in connection with 
this section, it shall call a joint meeting of the members of the Green- 
wood County Legislative Delegation in the General Assembly and the 
Finance Board to discuss such action. 


SECTION 6-A. In case of emergency the Finance Board of Green- 
wood County may with written approval of the Greenwood County 
Legislative Delegation borrow sufficient funds to carry out the terms 
of this act or to meet such emergency, pledging as security therefor 
any surplus in the sinking fund, general fund, or by tax levy when 
approved by the Delegation. 


SECTION 7. In addition to his duties as now provided by law the 
Clerk to the Finance Board shall act as Purchasing Agent for Green- 
wood County. All items or articles to be purchased except purchases 
arising under a regular expense account set up in this act shall be 
proceeded through the Clerk to the Finance Board, and before any 
such purchase is made same must be acted on and approved by the 
Finance Board. 


SECTION 8. The Finance Board is hereby directed and empowered 
to take charge of, maintain, and operate the water line or main lead- 
ing to the Greenwood County Fair Grounds. The board is further 
empowered to fix charges for tapping and to permit tapping under 
such conditions and terms as the board may prescribe. 


SECTION 9. Immediately upon receiving tax duplicates from the 
County Auditor, the County Treasurer shall cause to be mailed to 
each taxpayer listed thereon, whose post office address is available, a 
written or printed notice stating thereon the amount of taxes assessed 
against the said taxpayer for the current year, with such other infor- 
mation as the said County Treasurer may deem desirable. This service 
to the taxpayers being gratuitous, no obligation shall rest upon the 
County or State, or County Treasurer for any failure or mistake on 
the part of the County Treasurer in giving or failing to give the notice. 
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SECTION 10. The Senator and a majority of the members of the 
House of Representatives from Greenwood County after consulting 
with the Superintendent of Education and the trustees of the respec- 
tive school districts as to their respective needs are hereby authorized 
to determine and fix the levy for school purposes for each school dis- 
trict in Greenwood County. The school trustees in each district in 
Greenwood County are hereby directed to see that all claims presented 
for payment are duly itemized and verified and shall state the purpose 
for which the said claims are drawn and the County Superintendent 
of Education is hereby prohibited from approving any claim unless 
so drawn, 


SECTION 11. There is hereby levied on all the taxable property 
of Greenwood County such millage as shall be determined by the 
Senator and the majority of the Greenwood County Legislative Dele- 
gation for the following purpose, to wit: clerical assistance to the 
Board, compensation and travel expenses of the appointed members 
of the County Board of Education, aid for school bus transportation, 
and for such other educational purposes as may be determined by the 
County Board of Education. Each of these members shall be paid 
five dollars per day for each day’s attendance on meetings of the 
board, and travel at the rate of five cents per mile in going to and 
from the place of meeting and the secretary in addition thereto shall 
receive five dollars per month. The auditor is hereby authorized to 
put on the books, and the treasurer to collect and hold the proceeds 
therefrom, subject to the orders of the County Board of Education for 
Greenwood County. 


SECTION 12. The equipment owned by Greenwood County, the 
chain gang labor and labor of county employees shall not be used 
except on the public works and for the public purposes of Greenwood 
County; provided, however, the Finance Board may permit the use 
of such equipment and labor in aid of eleemosynary institutions serv- 
ing the people of Greenwood County on such terms as the board 
may deem proper. The County Supervisor shall report the use of 
such equipment and labor by eleemosynary institutions in his monthly 
reports of receipts and disbursements. 


SECTION 13. Any officer or employee who disregards any of the 
provisions of this act without the written consent of the Senator and 
a majority of the members of the House of Representatives from 
Greenwood County kept on file in the office of the County Treasurer, 
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shall be guilty of a malfeasance in office and subject to removal,. in 
addition to the punishment now provided by law. 


SECTION 14. The Clerk of Court and the Judge of Probate of 
Greenwood County may make a charge of fifteen cents per hundred 
words for the recording of all documents required to be typewritten, 
which are actually typed in the respective offices and for which there 
is no regular form. 


SECTION 15. A majority of the qualified electors of Greenwood 
County having voted in favor of financial support of Lander College 
at the election held on May 2, 1951, the Auditor of Greenwood County 
is authorized and directed to levy, and the Treasurer of Greenwood 
County to collect, a tax not to exceed four mills on all of the taxable 
property in Greenwood County, the proceeds of which shall be used 
in conjunction with other college revenues to defray the operating 
expenses of the college. . 


SECTION 16. The Finance Board will pay claims out of the ap- 
propriation of Item 5-B for the benefit of white charity patients who 
are citizens of Greenwood County only when submitted in an itemized 
form by the hospital rendering the services, showing the name of 
each person hospitalized supported by the affidavit of the proper 
officer of the hospital and certificate of the Department of Public 
Welfare to the effect that they have examined the person’s financial 
ability, and that they have found such person financially unable to pay 
for his hospitalization, provided that claims submitted for payment 
will not exceed the actual cost of services rendered which will include 
only ward rates. 

The Department of Public Welfare is hereby designated as the 
agency to make financial investigations for those patients requesting 
charity hospitalization, as provided for by an act of the General As- 
sembly, 1958, entitled “An Act To Prescribe The Duties And Respon- 
sibilities Of The Greenwood County Department Of Public Welfare 
Concerning Indigent Patients To Receive Hospital And Medical 
Care At The Expense Of The County.” 

Provided, that no person shall be hospitalized as a charity patient 
for a period of time in excess of ten days, unless the Finance Board 
shall have previously approved a longer stay. The Finance Board may 
approve a longer stay if it is made to satisfactorily appear from state- 
ments from the Superintendent of the hospital, the doctor in charge 
of the patient, and the Department of Public Welfare that a longer 
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stay is absolutely necessary from the standpoint of the patient’ and 
the financial condition of the patient warrants a further extension of 
charity from the county. No extension shall be for a period in excess 
of ten days. Provided, further, that in no event shall more than two 
thousand five hundred dollars be expended or obligated in any one 
calendar month for all charity patients. 


SECTION 17. After deducting all necessary payments and expendi- 
tures in connection with the outstanding bonds for the one cent gaso- 
line tax for the fiscal year 1959-1960, any monies accruing to Green- 
wood County from this source for that fiscal year shall be used as 
follows: 

(1) Fifteen thousand dollars shall be used to supplement antici- 
pated revenue other than taxation; 

(2) Twenty-three thousand five hundred dollars to the City of 
Greenwood for street improvements ; 

(3) Fifteen hundred dollars to ‘the Town of Ninety Six for street 
improvements ; and 

(4) The remaining portion shall be placed in the general fund of 
Greenwood County. 

Provided, however, that the sums appropriated to the City of 
Greenwood and the Town of Ninety Six shall not become due and 
payable until the amounts above pledged to the bond issue and to 
anticipated revenue have been paid. 


SECTION 18. Any funds accumulating in the hands of the treas- 
urer for the general fund for the fiscal year 1959-1960, in excess of 
the funds required for the purposes specified by this act, shall be used 
as a contingent fund and shall be expended for the following purposes: 

Road maintenance and construction; obligations for reimbursements 
throughout the county for 1959-1960; for purchasing trucks and road 
equipment; for purchasing automobiles for county officers; and for 
the expenses of civil defense and any other unforeseen expenses that 
may arise during the fiscal year. The above appropriations shall be 
expended upon the approval of the legislative delegation; provided, 
that the Greenwood County Finance Board and the Greenwood 
County Legislative Delegation shall hold a joint meeting to consider 
the amount of money available for the above designated purposes and 
shall determine the amount to be expended for each purpose. 


SECTION 19. If any clause, phrase, sentence, paragraph, or section 
of this act shall be held invalid, same shall not affect the validity of 
remaining phrases, clauses, sentences, paragraphs or sections.

An Act To Create And Establish A Sewer District In Green- 
wood County, To Be Known As Greenwood Metropolitan District; 
To Define Its Powers And Authority; And To Provide For The 
Issuance Of Bonds To Provide Funds For Constructing And 
Establishing A System Of Sewer And Sewerage Disposal For The 
Protection Of Health In The District And The Establishment And 
Maintenance Of Proper Sanitary Conditions Therein. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Greenwood Metropolitan District created—area. 
—There is hereby created and established in Greenwood County a 
district to be known as Greenwood Metropolitan District, with such 
duties, powers and authority as herein provided, which shall be a 
body politic and corporate, and be subject to the rules, regulations 
and provisions of this act. The district shall be comprised of the 
territory in Greenwood County embraced within the following de- 
scription: 

“Beginning at the center line at the east end of the east-west 
runway of the Greenwood County Airport and extending in a line 
due east a distance of 22,000 feet to a point in center line of S. C. 
Highway No. 246; thence along the center line of S. C. Highway 
No. 246 in a southeastern direction a distance of 5,125 feet to a 
point at the intersection of a county road; thence due east for a 
distance of 5,850 feet to a point; thence due south for a distance 
of 3,875 feet to a point in the center of S. C. Highway No. 246; 
thence S. 25° 05’ W. for a distance of 5,375 feet to a point; thence 
S. 64° 05’ W. for a distance of 3,800 feet to a point in Wilson Creek 
just below the junction of Wilson and Coronaca Creeks; thence S. 
37° 20’ W. for a distance of 3,200 feet to a point; thence S. 13° 20 
E. for a distance of 3,950 feet to a point approximately 200 feet

SECTION 2. Governed by a commission—members—terms—or- 
ganization quarters.—The district shall be governed by a commission 
composed of six members. Three shall be residents of the district and 
shall be appointed by the Governor, upon the recommendation of 
the Greenwood County Legislative Delegation. The three commis- 
sioners of public works of the City of Greenwood shall be ex of- 
ficio members of the commission and shall serve terms coterminous 
with their terms of office. Of those members appointed, one shall be 
appointed for an initial term of two years, one for an initial term of 
four years and one for an initial term of six years, after which their 
successors shall be appointed for regular terms of six years. The 
commission shall be known as the Greenwood Metropolitan Com- 
mission. All commissioners shali serve without compensation. Upon 
their appointment, they shall organize and from among themselves 
elect a chairman and a secretary and adopt an official seal. They 
shall procure office quarters within the City of Greenwood where 
their meetings shall be held and their records kept. 


SECTION 3. Powers.—The commission shall have power: 

(a) to establish, extend, enlarge, maintain and operate a system 
or systems of sewer, sewer lines and sewer mains, and such water 
lines as may be necessary for the proper operation of the sewer 
system or systems ; 

(b) to construct, operate and maintain a plant or plants proper 
and adequate to treat and dispose of sewerage in the district; 

(c) to purchase, lease and hold real estate, easements, water rights 
and property rights reasonably necessary in their judgment for car- 
rying out the purposes of this act; 

(d) to purchase or lease existing sewer lines, mains or systems 
and to make contracts whereby the same may be connected to the 
lines or systems which the commission may establish ; 

(e) to make all lawful contracts reasonably necessary for achiev- 
ing the principal purposes of this act so that ultimately the district 
may be adequately served by a coordinated and unified system of 
sewers and sewerage disposal efficiently and economically operated ; 
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(f) to employ such engineering, clerical and other help as they 
may deem necessary, and fix the salaries and compensation of such 
employees ; 

(g) to make any and all regulations which they consider neces- 
sary to the construction, establishment, maintenance and proper op- 
eration in the district of sewer systems, sewer mains, sewer trunk- 
lines and sewerage treatment or disposal plants; and 

(h) to generally do all things proper and necessary to establish 
and maintain an adequate system or systems of sewer and sewerage 
disposal in the district for the protection of health and the establish- 
ment and maintenance of proper sanitary conditions therein. 

The commission shall not expend any money for the establish- 
ment and construction of sewer laterals or the construction of any 
part of the system other than the main trunk lines necessary to 
conduct the raw sewerage originating in the main water sheds of 
the districts to the treating or disposal plants, and for the construc- 
tion and operation of the necessary treating or disposal plants, and 
for connecting with such trunk lines any sewer systems now in 
operation in the district, until such time as the residents of communi- 
ties within the district, not now having sewer systems, or laterals, 
shall have provided the necessary funds to meet the cost of con- 
struction of any such hereafter desired or needed systems or laterals. 


SECTION 4. Condemnation powers.—The commission shall have 
the power to condemn, for the purposes of this act, lands, easements, 
water rights, property rights, sewer systems, lines and mains, and the 
right to connect with or through existing systems, in all cases where 
any of these things are reasonably required for carrying out this act, 
and cannot be obtained by contract from the owner or owners, which 
the commission is willing to make, the right of condemnation to be 
exercised in the same manner as prescribed for the condemnation of 
rights-of-ways by counties. 


SECTION 5. Records—audits—bids.—The commission shall keep 
a permanent record of its proceedings, which shall be at all times 
accessible to the public, and also of all contracts made by it, and an 
accurate map and plan of the work done and projected, and shall 
keep proper books showing in detail all moneys received and dis- 
bursed by it. The books shall be audited annually by an independent 
auditing firm selected by the commission. The commission shall ad- 
vertise for bids for at least thirty days in one or more newspapers 
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published in the district on contracts for work to be done and ma- 
terials to be furnished, and shall have the right to reject any and all 
bids and to enter contracts with the lowest responsible bidders. 


SECTION 6. Bond issue if election favorable—The commission 
is hereby authorized and empowered, upon the result favorably there- 
to of the election hereinbelow ordered to be noticed and held, to 
issue and sell bonds of the district in a sum not exceeding one million 
dollars, the proceeds of which shall be used by the commission for 
establishing, construction, extending, enlarging, operating and main- 
taining sewer systems and lines and proper treatment of disposal 
plants in the district and necessary water lines. The bonds shall be 
of the denomination of one thousand dollars or the multiple thereof, 
and shall bear interest not to exceed five per cent per annum, pay- 
able annually or semi-annually, as the commission shall determine. 
They shall mature all at one time, or in series or installments, as the 
commission shall determine, but all shall mature within forty years 
from date. They shall be exempt from all State, county and municipal 
taxes. The bonds shall be signed by the chairman of the commission 
and attested by its secretary and the official seal of the district shall be 
affixed to or impressed upon them. The interest coupons need not 
be authenticated other than by the facsimile signature of the off- 
cials lithographed or engraved thereon. The bonds shall be issued 
and sold from time to time, and in such amounts as the commission- 
ers shall determine, the sales to be made to the highest bidders for 
cash, after advertisement, as the commission shall deem proper. No 
bonds shall be sold at less than par and accrued interest to date of 
delivery. The commission shall have the right to reject any and all 
bids as its discretion may dictate. 


SECTION 7. Payment—tax levy.—Until the principal and interest 
of all bonds issued under this act shall be fully paid, there shall be lev- 
ied annually on all taxable property in Greenwood Metropolitan Dis- 
trict, a tax sufficient to pay such interest as it becomes due and to pro- 
vide a sinking fund sufficient to pay the principal at the date or dates 
of its maturity. In addition, there shall be levied annually on all tax- 
able property in such district a tax sufficient to operate and maintain 
such system. The said annual taxes shall be levied and collected by the 
same officers and in the same manner as is provided for the levy 
and collection of taxes for county purposes in Greenwood County. 
The money so collected for the payment of both interest and prin- 
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cipal shall be applied by or under the directions of the county treas- 
urer to the payment of principal and interest of said bonds as they 
respectively mature, and pending such application, shall be deposited 
or invested by or under the direction of the Greenwood Metropolitan 
District Commission and the county treasurer. The money so col- 
lected for operation and maintenance of the system shall be paid 
over by the county treasurer to the Greenwood Metropolitan Dis- 
trict Commission for application to maintenance and operation of the 
district. 


SECTION 8. Proceeds—The proceeds of the sale of the bonds 
shall be kept by the County Treasurer as a separate fund and shall be 
paid out only upon orders or warrants of the Greenwood Metropolitan 
Commission for the purposes specified in this act. 


SECTION 9. Election—The Greenwood Metropolitan Commis- 
sion shall, on a date to be fixed by it, not more than eighteen months 
after the adoption of this act, hold a special election in the district, at 
which there shall be submitted to the qualified electors in the district 
the question of issuing bonds of the district under the provisions of 
this act. The election shall be conducted by the commission, who 
shall give notice thereof by publication once a week for three suc- 
cessive weeks prior thereto, in a newspaper published in the district, 
stating the time for the holding of the election and the question to 
be submitted thereat. The commission shall provide a box and appoint 
managers at each polling precinct in the district and shall cause to 
be printed and distributed a sufficient number of ballots to be used 
in voting in the election. The managers of election at each precinct 
shall count the ballots and forthwith return the result together with 
the original ballots and tally sheets to the commission, who shall 
declare the result. If it shall be determined by the commission that 
a majority of the votes in the election have been cast in favor of the 
issuance of the bonds, the bonds may be issued as herein provided; 
but, if it is determined that a majority of the ballots cast is against 
the issuance of bonds, they shall not be issued. The validity of the 
election and the correctness of the declaration of the result thereof 
shall not be questioned except in a suit, action or proceeding com- 
menced in the Common Pleas Court for Greenwood County within 
twenty days after the declaration of the result thereof. 


SECTION 10. Construct trunk lines and sewerage disposal 
plants—The commission, from the proceeds of the sale of the 
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bonds, shall at once, with reasonable promptness, make contracts 
for the construction, and construct and operate in the district ad- 
equate main trunk lines and construct and establish adequate sew- 
erage disposal or treatment plants and provide for the connecting 
therewith of existing sewer systems in the district. 


SECTION 11. Sewerage to be discharged into main trunk lines 
—penalties.—After the construction and the commencement of op- 
eration of the main trunk lines and the disposal plants, it shall be 
unlawful for any person in the district to discharge raw or untreated 
or inadequately treated sewerage or refuse into any ditch, drain or 
water course in the district, but the same shall be discharged into the 
main trunk lines for conveyance to the disposal plants. A violation 
of this section shall be deemed a misdemeanor, and, upon conviction, 
the violator shall be punished by a fine not exceeding one hundred 
dollars, or by imprisonment for a period not exceeding thirty days. 
The commission may also enjoin the discharge of raw or untreated 
sewerage within the district as a nuisance.. 


SECTION 12. Powers and duties — further — penalties. — The 
commission shall at all reasonable times, with their agents and em- 
ployees, have the right to enter upon the lands whereunder the 
sewer systems may be laid, for the purpose of proper inspection 
and keeping them in repair. They shall have the right to make 
rules and regulations to protect the lines of sewer and the dis- 
posal plants and to insure an effective and uninterrupted uniform 
operation thereof, and to prevent the overloading of the raw sewerage 
. with chemicals or other waste matters detrimental to the operation 
of the plant and system, and may require industrial plants within the 
district, using chemicals or other deleterious substances, to make 
proper provision for the gradual “bleeding” or draining of the chem- 
ical or other deleterious waste into the sewer system at such a rate 
and in such a quantity as to insure a uniform alkalinity so that the 
treatment at the disposal plants may be effective. They may forbid the 
introduction into the sewer system of oils, greases and other refuse 
which tend to clog or obstruct the system. They shall publish their 
rules and regulations, when they have been framed, in pamphlet form 
and make copies available to members of the public. From time to 
time they shall have the authority to alter, amend, and extend such 
rules and regulations. A violation or breach of the same shall be 
deemed a misdemeanor, subjecting the offender, upon conviction, to 
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punishment by a fine not exceeding one hundred dollars or by im- 
prisonment for a period not exceeding thirty days, and the commis- 
sion may also enjoin any persistent violation or violations as a 
nuisance and as a menace to public health and to public property. 


SECTION 13. Survey and map—Greenwood Metropolitan Dis- 
trict Commission to supervise all sewer systems within district.— 
The commission shall have made a survey and map of the district 
which shall be kept on file in its office, and which shall show all 
the lines it shall construct and establish, or which shall be here- 
after constructed and established in the district. No sewer system 
within the district shall hereafter be constructed or enlarged, except 
under the supervision of Greenwood Metropolitan District Com- 
mission. 


SECTION 14. City of Greenwood to be subdistrict A of the 
district—present sewer lines and systems of city not to be af- 
fected—The City of Greenwood is hereby created as subdistrict 
A of the Greenwood Metropolitan District, and its government 
and control of the sewer lines and systems now owned and operated 
by it shall not be interfered with by this act further than that it 
shall be required to connect its system with the main trunk lines 
to be constructed and established by the commission. 


SECTION 15. Commission may designate subdistricts——The 
commission is authorized and empowered to designate any community 
in the district, other than the City of Greenwood, and having a 
sewer system now in existence and operation, a subdistrict, and to 
identify it alphabetically, as was done in the preceding section as to 
the City of Greenwood. 


SECTION 16. Communities without lateral lines or sewer sys- 
tems—incorporate and issue bonds if election favorable——Com- 
munities in the district which have no existing lateral lines or sewer 
systems, but which may now or hereafter desire to have constructed 
and installed such lines or systems, may become incorporated as a 
subdistrict and issue bonds or certificates of indebtedness for an 
amount necessary to install and construct such lateral lines or sys- 
tems and necessary water lines in the following manner: 

A petition signed by one-third of the freeholders in such proposed 
subdistrict shall be filed with the commission, praying that it order 
an election in the subdistrict for the purpose of (a) incorporating the 
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subdistrict ; (b) allowing the subdistrict to issue bonds or certificates 
of indebtedness for an amount necessary to install the desired laterals 
and necessary water lines and connect the same with the main trunk 
line, and (c) to provide for the levy of a tax in the proposed sub- 
district sufficient to pay the interest on the bonds or certificates 
of indebtedness to be issued, and create a sinking fund for their 
payment at maturity. Their maturity date shall not extend beyond 
the maturity date of the bonds authorized to be issued by the Green- 
wood District, and the bonds or certificates of indebtedness shall 
constitute a lien upon the property of the subdistrict. Upon receipt 
of the petition, the commission shall carefully consider the boundaries, 
topography, and other features bearing upon the practicability, 
economy and desirability of creating the proposed subdistrict, and 
estimate the cost of constructing the proposed system. If, in the 
opinion of the commission, the creating of the proposed subdistrict 
is advisable, the commission shall order an election in the proposed 
subdistrict upon the questions stated in the petition, and shall specify 
an amount sufficient, according to their estimate of costs, in excess 
of which no bonds shall be issued. It shall appoint from the residents 
of the proposed subdistrict managers for the election, fix the time 
and place for the holding of same, provide a box and ballots therefor, 
and shall give notice of the time and place of holding such an election 
by publication thereof in a newspaper published in the district once 
a week for at least three successive weeks prior to the date for hold- 
ing the election. Only qualified electors presenting proof of their 
qualifications and of the payment of taxes then due and payable 
shall be permitted to vote at the election, the costs and expenses 
of which shall be paid by the subdistrict in which it is held. The 
managers shall count the ballots and make their return to the 
commission, delivering to it the original ballots and tally sheets, and- 
the commission shall, within two days after the managers have 
made their returns, meet and, by resolution, declare the result of 
the election. Should the result of the election be in favor of the 
proposed creation of the subdistrict and of the issuance of bonds and 
the levy of the tax, the commission shall thereupon certify that the 
proposed subdistrict has been created and has become a body politic 
under the name of “Greenwood Metropolitan Subdistrict —.._, 

using the letters of the alphabet for the official ‘designation, assigning 
to each subdistrict as it may be so created the letter alphabetically 
following the one assigned to the next preceding subdistrict, and 
such subdistrict shall thereupon be and become a body politic and 
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corporate and have the powers and privileges, and be subject to the 
rules and regulations herein imposed. 


SECTION 17. Committee to be appointed for subdivision organi- 
zation—powers and duties.—The commission shall transmit a copy 
of its certificate of the creation of such subdivision to the Governor, 
who shall, upon the recommendation of the Greenwood County Legis- 
lative Delegation, appoint three citizens resident in the subdistrict, and 
freeholders therein, a committee to be known as “The Committee for 
Greenwood Metropolitan Subdistrict _____.”” The committee shall 
meet immediately after appointment and organize by naming one 
of their number as chairman, and another as secretary, which com- 
mittee shall have power to negotiate and execute all lawful contracts 
necessary for the construction and installation of the proposed laterals 
or subdistrict sewer systems, subject, however, to the previous 
approval of the Greenwood Metropolitan Commission, and to execute 
all bonds or certificates of indebtedness issued by the subdistrict under 
the provisions of this act. 


SECTION 18. Subdistrict to contract with commission for con- 
struction of water and sewer lines—no work to be done without 
approval of commission.—Such subdistrict, through its committee, 
may enter into a contract with the Greenwood Metropolitan Commis- 
sion whereby the construction and installation of the necessary water 
and sewer lines therein shall be done under the supervision of the com- 
mission, and no installation or construction of water or sewer lines in 
the Greenwood Metropolitan District or in any subdistrict thereof, 
except the City of Greenwood (Subdistrict “A”), shall be done 
or constructed until and unless all the plans and _ specifications 
therefor shall be prepared by the commission. All contracts for any 
work to be done shall contain a provision that the work shall be done 
under the supervision of the engineers of the commission, and shall 
not be paid for until and unless the work done has been approved 
by its engineers, nor shall any laterals constructed in any such sub- 
district be connected with the trunk lines until the commission and 
its engineers shall have approved and accepted the work. 


SECTION 19. If election unfavorable no other election to be held 
within twelve months.—Where an election in any proposed subdis- 
trict results unfavorably to the creation thereof and the issuance of 
bonds, no other election shall be held in that subdistrict until twelve 
months have elapsed after the first unfavorable election, after which 
another election may be initiated in the same way. 
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SECTION 20. Unused proceeds may be used to purchase bonds 
of other subdistricts —The commission, out of the unused proceeds of 
the bonds sold by it, shall have power and authority to purchase the 
bonds or certificates of indebtedness of any subdistrict created under 
the provisions of this act. The commission shall, upon the payment 
of the bonds or certificates of indebtedness issued by any subdistrict, 
pay off and cancel bonds issued by it in an amount equal to the 
amount of subdistrict bonds so paid off. 


SECTION 21. Tax levy if bonds issued.—Whenever a subdistrict 
is created under the provisions of this act and bonds issued, the com- 
mission shall notify the county auditor of that fact and of the amount 
of bonds or certificates of indebtedness issued by such subdistrict, and 
it shall thereupon become the duty of the county auditor to levy, and 
the treasurer to collect, a tax upon the property in the subdistrict 
sufficient to pay the interest on the bonds or certificates of indebted- 
ness, and to create a sinking fund for their retirement at maturity, 
and sufficient also to pay the costs of maintaining the laterals in 
the subdistricts. 


SECTION 22. One subdistrict may drain through another—hear- 
ing concerning agreement.—Whenever one subdistrict is located so 
as to naturally drain through another subdistrict and desires to connect 
through the system in the lower subdistrict, the committee of the two 
districts are authorized to fix by agreement the amount which the con- 
necting subdistrict should pay for that privilege. In the event the two 
committees cannot agree on the just and equitable amount to be paid, 
on petition of either committee, the commission shall give notice to 
both committees of the time and place at which it will hold a 
hearing to determine the amount to be paid. The commission shall 
hold such hearing and fix and determine the just amount that 
should be paid by the connecting subdistrict towards the costs of 
the lower subdistrict, basing such determination upon a comparison 
of the costs of the connection that the upper subdistrict would have 
to build in the absence of such connection through the lower district, 
and the amount so fixed shall be paid by the subdistrict desiring 
to connect with the lower subdistrict before such connection shall 
be made. The determination of the sum fixed by the commission 
shall be final and conclusive. No connection shall be permitted or 
compelled which involves the enlargement of thé trunk or lateral lines 
of the subdistrict through which the connection is sought unless the

entire cost of such enlargement shall be borne by the subdistrict 
requiring the connection. 


SECTION 23. Commission may extend trunk sewer lines.—The 
commission is authorized and empowered to extend the trunk line 
sewers in the district as its judgment may dictate. 


SECTION 24. Commission to make agreements with City of 
Greenwood concerning clerical and engineering services and 
office space—The commission and the commissioners of public 
works of the City of Greenwood are authorized and empowered to 
arrange, by equitable contract, for making available to the commission 
the engineering and clerical services of its engineering department 
and office force, upon a basis whereby such services will be available 
to the commission upon its paying an agreed proportion of the 
salaries which the engineering forces are paid. The making of 
similar arrangements for office quarters between the commissioners 
of public works of the City of Greenwood and the commission is 
likewise authorized. 


SECTION 25. Commission may reimburse persons for present 
sewerage disposal contracts.—The commission is authorized and em- 
powered to reimburse any person, firm or corporation included in the 
district for the value of any sewerage disposal contracts that may be 
now in effect with the Commissioners of Public Works of the City of 
Greenwood or for such sewerage disposal trunk lines or disposal 
plants as the Greenwood Metropolitan Commission may determine 
to be advisable, such reimbursement to be from the proceeds of the 
bond issue hereinbefore authorized. The value of any such contracts 
or facilities is to be determined by negotiation, and failing, the same 
to be determined by arbitration, and for the purpose of such arbitra- 
tion, the Greenwood Metropolitan Commission shall appoint one 
arbitrator and the person, firm or corporation affected shall appoint 
one. If these two agree, the reimbursements as determined by them 
shall be final and shall be paid. If the two so appointed cannot agree, 
they shall appoint and call in a third arbitrator, and the determination 
of a majority of the three shall be final and the award so fixed shall 
be paid. 

SECTION 26. Sewers may be provided by private persons upon 
approval of Commission.—Where it is desired by individual or pri- 
vate corporations to provide sewers for any development or proposed 
development within the district, they may, after submitting preliminary 
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plans to the commission, and receiving its approval, at their own cost, 
under the supervision of the engineering department of the com- 
mission, and in accordance with its directions, construct such sewers 
and connect the same with the main system of sewers. Provided, 
that the commission’s jurisdiction to make and enforce rules and 
regulations, and to supervise and control extensions and enlargements 
and maintenance and operation, shall extend to such sewers with 
the same force as to any other sewers provided for in this act; and, 
provided, they shall pay or secure to be paid to the satisfaction of 
the commission the reasonably estimated proper proportion of the 
cost of operating the disposal plant which shall be allocated to such 
area. 


SECTION 27. Repeal.—All acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed. 


SECTION 28. Time effective—This act shall take effect upon ap- 
proval by the Governor.

An Act To Provide For The Levying Of Taxes For Ordinary 
County And Road Purposes In Hampton County For The Fiscal 
Year Beginning July 1, 1959, And Ending June 30, 1960, And To 
Provide For The Expenditure Thereof. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. A tax of sufficient number of mills to pay the appro- 
priations in Hampton County herein made, the amount of such 
millage to be determined by the county auditor and county treasurer, 
is hereby levied upon all the taxable property of Hampton County 
for county purposes for the fiscal year. beginning July 1, sie and 
cnding June 30, 1960, as follows:

Provided, that the county attorney of Hampton 
County is hereby required to give each county 
officer of the county advice when requested for 
same; provided, further, that the Farm Demon- 
stration Agent shall be appointed by the proper 
authorities by and with the consent of the Legis- 
lative Delegation from Hampton County, and 
shall be subject to removal on request of the 
Legislative Delegation. 

Provided, further, that all revenues provided for 
by law be collected and placed in ordinary county 
funds to supplement and provide sufficient funds 
for all ordinary county purposes. 

Provided, that hereafter the janitors of the 
Courthouse and the county office building shall 
work and perform their duties under the control 

_ and direction of the Clerk of Court and Farm 
Demonstration Agent, respectively. All claims 
shall have the approval before payment by at 
least two members of the County Board and such 
approval by any two members shall be sufficient 
to constitute the board’s approval. 

‘Provided, further, that nothing herein or other- 
wise shall be construed as limiting the total 
compensation, including expense allowance, of 
any county officer from fees, county or State ap- 
propriation, except that all tax execution fees 
collected shall be remitted to the county treasury 

for general:county purposes. 
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SECTION 2. No road tax shall be levied except a commutation 
road tax of three dollars to be assessed and collected from each male 
citizen between the ages of twenty-one and fifty-five years, inclusive. 
No one shall be exempt from payment of the commutation tax, ex- 
cept persons totally disabled. All commutation taxes shall be expended 
on roads and bridges and all of the commutation tax collected from 
citizens of incorporated towns by the county treasurer shall be re- 
turned to the respective towns, except that no refunds of any com- 
mutation (street) tax shall be paid to any town for any person whose 
name does not appear on list filed as herein provided. Provided, that 
the town authorities of Brunson, Hampton, Varnville, Yemassee, 
Estill, Luray, Scot’‘a and Furman be emrowered to collect the com- 
mutation tax from residents within their respective corporate limits. 
Provided, further, that the clerks of the respective towns, on or 
before September first of each year, furnish a list, duly sworn to, 
to the county auditor, and copies to the county treasurer and the 
county board of commissioners, of all persons in their respective towns 
who are liable to such commutation tax. 


SECTION 3. The Auditor and Treasurer of Hampton County shall 
be and they are hereby, constituted a Sinking Fund Commission of 
Hampton County, whose duty it shall be to handle all funds collected 
for the purpose of creating a sinking fund for the retirement of all 
bonds of the county. 

No public funds of Hampton County shall be deposited in any 
bank or depository unless the bank or depository shall tender to the 
Treasurer of Hampton County a security equal in value to the funds 
deposited. The security shall consist of either a surety bond ex- 
ecuted by a licensed surety company, United States government bonds, 
bonds of the State of South Carolina, Federal Land Bank Bonds, 
or bonds of any political subdivision of the State of South Carolina, 
after Federal Deposit Insurance Corporation guarantees have been 
considered, or such other security or securities as shall be approved 
in writing from time to time by a majority of the legislative delegation. 


SECTION 4. The clerk of the county board of commissioners may, 
at its discretion, and in lieu of requiring submission of salary and 
expense claims monthly, prepare a monthly payroll in duplicate list- 
ing each county employee with supply act item number, monthly sal- 
ary and/or exnense. less required and/or authorized nav deductions 
and issue County Board of Commissioners’ “County Check” in the 
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usual manner for balance due to each county employee at the close 
of the last day of each month. The county check number, date and 
amount shall be entered on the appropriate line on the payroll. Said 
“County Check’ shall be drawn against the county treasurer, payable 
from the “County Fund” account in the usual manner. Each said 
monthly payroll shall be approved by the County Board of Commis- 
sioners and duplicate filed with the county treasurer. The County 
Board of Commissioners or its clerk may withhold, or delay issuing 
a county check to any employee when believed necessary to protect 
the county’s interest. 


SECTION 5. The county supervisor and the county commissioners 
are hereby prohibited to issue any check to any magistrate of Hamp- 
ton County until the magistrate has filed statement of the names of 
all parties aga’nst whom warrants have been issued during the 
previous months and the disposal of each case and a receipt from 
the treasurer for th> fines and costs collected by the magistrates 
during the previous month. 


SECTION 6. The county supervisor, upon the request of any county 
commissioner is hereby authorized to furnish from the chain gang 
a truck and sufficient number of convicts to do such work on roads 
and bridges in the county as such commissioners deem necessary. 


SECTION 7. All lumber purchased shall be with the approval of 
two county comm‘ssioners and the county supervisor. 


SECTION 8. All notices by the county supervisor, county treas- 
urer, county superintendent of education, county auditor and other 
county officers, provided by statute to be given, may be published in 
any newsraner published or having circulation in Hampton -County ; 
and three hundred dollars set out in Item 4 is for the payment in 
full of such notices as are published in said paper during the year. 
Provided, however, that the word “notices” above used shall not 
be deemed to include notices and advertisements of tax sales, and the 
sum of three hundred dollars is not in payment of the costs of ad- 
vertising tax sales. 


SECTION 9. ‘The county supervisor, treasurer, auditor and clerk 


of court shall compose a board to purchase all books and stationery 
for the county. 


SECTION 10. No property owned: by Hampton County shall be 
sold, rented or leased unless the approval -of the legislative delegation 
shall be first secured. 
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SECTION 11. The County Treasurer of Hampton County, upon 
the written direction of a majority of the Hampton County Delegation 
in the General Assembly, is hereby authorized and empowered to 
lend from any available funds of Hampton County, to the school 
district or county board of education from the county general fund, 
or the county surplus fund, such sum or sums of money as may be 
directed in writing, to any school district or county board of educa- 
tion in Hampton County in need of funds. 


SECTION 12. The courthouse and grounds shall be under the 
custody and control of the Clerk of Court for Hampton County, ex- 
cept that the county office building shall be under the custody of the 
Farm Demonstration Agent for Hamtpon County. 


SECTION 13. Wherever in the conduct of the affairs of the county, 
it becomes necessary for the county treasurer to expend money for 
any matters and things not foreseen at this time, and when the 
legislative delegation shall approve the expenditure in writing and 
the approval has been signed by: both members thereof. then such 
expenditures made under such authority are hereby validated. 


SECTION 14. On the maturity or payment of any bonded indebted- 
ness of any school district in Hampton County by the county treas- 
urer, the same may be paid by the county treasurer without securing 
a voucher therefor from the school district trustees, provided the 
county superintendent of education authorizes such payment in writ- 


ing. 


SECTION 15. From and after the effective date of this act the 
Sheriff of Hampton County shall not be required to personally serve 
grand jurors or petit jurors requiring their attendance upon either 
the Court of General Sessions or the Court of Common Pleas, but 
such service shall be made by mailing a summons to the last known 
address of such prospective jurors and no charge shall be made or 
collected for such service. Provided, that the presiding Judge may 
otherwise order service made personally by the sheriff and in such 
event, the sheriff shall be paid for same the amounts now allowed for 
same. Likewise, hereafter the Sheriff of Hamtpon County shall not 
be required to serve or summon witnesses in criminal cases except 
by subpoena duly issued on motion of solicitor or as ordered so to 
do by the presiding Judge. Such witnesses may be served by mailing 
a summons to the last known address of such witnesses for which

no charge shall be made or collectible; and it shall be the duty of 
all magistrates in Hampton County to place under bond all witnesses 
for the state, blanks for same to be furnished by the clerk of court 
to the various magistrates. 


SECTION 16. All persons actually in the Armed Forces of the 
United States on active duty shall during such service be exempt 
from payment of personal property taxes on one vehicle and from 
payment of road, poll and dog taxes levied for 1959 and/or for 
any prior year when the above conditions have been met. The county 
auditor, treasurer, and/or tax collector is authorized to abate or mark 
“Nulla Bona” such taxes as may be levied; and the county auditor 
may approve county claim for refund when such taxes have been 
paid; and in all the foregoing cases be subject to presentation of 
satisfactory evidence of service in the Armed Forces, provided no 
dog tax shall be levied for 1959 against any person. 


SECTION 17. In the event the clerk of court should have in his 
official capacity any funds which have been unclaimed for as long 
as five years, he is hereby authorized to pay same over to the county 
treasurer, taking his receipt for the same. The county treasurer shall 
deposit any amount so received in the general county fund. 


SECTION 18. There is hereby appropriated the sum of six thou- 
sand dollars as carried in Item 3-H of Section 1, if so much be 
necessary, to Hampton County Hospital for operating expenses. 
The county treasurer shall make this fund available to Hampton 
County Hospital on the demand of the board of directors. Provided, 
that the county treasurer shall not make said fund or any portion 
thereof available without first obtaining the written approval of both 
members of the legislative delegation. Any additional appropriations 
that may be necessary in the operation of the hospital may be made 
by the county treasurer by and with the approval and direction of 
the legislative delegation of the county. 


SECTION 19. All county officers for Hampton County may close 
their respective offices at twelve o’clock noon on each Thursday and 
Saturday throughout the year and keep same closed for the remainder 
of the day, and all day of the Watermelon Festival ; except, that any 
officer may keep his office open for the necessary performance of 
his duties. 


SECTION 20. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent herewith are re- 
pealed. 
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SECTION 21. This act shall take effect upon approval by the Gov- 
ernor.

An Act To Define The Tenor Of All Bonds To Be Issued By 
The Town Of Aynor In Horry County, Pursuant To The Muni- 
cipal Bond Act And Other General Statutes. 


Whereas, the Town of Aynor in Horry County now proposes to 
issue bonds pursuant to the Municipal Bond Act—Sections 47-831 
to 47-860, inclusive, Code of Laws of South Carolina, of 1952, as 
amended—for the purpose of obtaining funds to defray the cost of 
a waterworks system for the said town; and 


Whereas, hereafter the said Town of Aynor may again adertakee 
to avail itself of the authorizations of said Municipal Bond Act; and 
Whereas, heretofore, by Act No. 752 of the Acts of 1958, the Town 
of Aynor was permitted to increase its tax levy, under the condi- 
tions therein stated, to an aggregate of seventy mills and no more; 
and 

Whereas, the limitation of said act has caused doubt to arise as to 
whether it was intended, in so far as the Town of Aynor was con- 
cerned, to limit the otherwise unlimited power of the town to levy 
taxes for the payment of: bonds issued pursuant to the Municipal 
Bond Act and other general laws permitting municipal corporations 
of South Carolina to issue general obligation bonds; and 

Whereas, it was not intended by such legislation that the tax levy 
therein prescribed should limit the tax -levy required by the Mu-: 
nicipal Bond Act or other general laws for the payment of: prin- 
cipal and interest of bonds issued pursuant to the Municipal Bond 
Act and such other general laws, but merely that the annual tax 
levy for general corporate purposes, exclusive of. debt service, be 
limited to seventy mills. Now, therefore, : 


Be it enacted by-the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Act 752'6f 1958 not to affect bond issues by Town 
of Aynor.—Notwithstanding the provisions of Act No. 752 of 1958, 
all. bonds: issued: by the Town of ‘Aynor, pursuant to the Mu- 
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nicipal Bond Act, or pursuant to any other general law authorizing 
municipal corporations of this State to issue general obligation bonds, 
shall be payable in accordance with the provisions of such general 
laws, and nothing set forth in Act No. 752 of 1958 shall in any 
way limit or affect any power granted to the Town of Aynor, or to 
any municipal agency of the Town of Aynor, by way of such gen- 
eral statutes. 


SECTION 2. Repeal.—All acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed. 


SECTION 3. Time effective—This act. shall take effect upon ap- 
proval by the Governor.

An Act To Authorize And Empower Loris Community Hos- 
pital Commission To Issue Not Exceeding One Hundred Twenty 
Thousand Dollars Of Bonds Of Loris Community Hospital Dis- 
trict For Use In Providing Further Public Hospital Facilities 
For The District, To Prescribe The Conditions Under Which The 
Bonds May Be Issued, To Specify The Purposes To Which The 
Proceeds Shall Be Applied, And To Make Provision For The 
Payment Of The Bonds. 


Whereas, a public hospital was established by Loris Community 
Hospital District in Horry County pursuant to Act No. 742 of the 
Acts of 1946; and 


Whereas, the General Assembly finds that additional hospital fa- 
cilities are needed in order to render proper hospital care for the 
residents of the District. Now, therefore, 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Loris Community Hospital Commission may is- 
sue bonds.—The Loris Community Hospital Commission is here- 
by authorized and empowered to issue and sell, general obligation 
bonds of the Loris Community Hospital District in the principal 
amount of one hundred twenty thousand dollars for the purpose of 
acquiring additional hospital facilities and improving existing fa- 
cilities. 
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SECTION 2. Issue — maturity — redemption — interest. — The 
bonds may be in a single issue or in several separate issues, each 
issue maturing serially in successive annual installments of such 
amounts as may be determined by the Commission. The first in- 
stallment shall mature not later than two years, nor the final in- 
stallment not later than twenty-five years, from the date of the 
bonds. The bonds may contain a provision permitting their redemp- 
tion prior to their stated maturity at such premiums as prescribed 
by the Commission. They shall bear such rates of interest as the 
Commission may prescribe, payable semiannually, but the interest 
cost of any issue shall not exceed four per cent per annum. They 
shall bear such dates and be payable at such places as the Commis- 
sion may determine. The bonds may be issued with the privilege 
to the holder of having them registered as to principal on the books 
of the County Treasurer of Horry County, and the principal thus 
made payable to the registered holder, unless the last registered 
transfer shall have been to bearer, upon such conditions as the Com- 
mission may prescribe. 


SECTION 3. Execution—The bonds shall be executed in such 
fashion as the Commission shall prescribe. 


SECTION 4. Sale.—All bonds issued pursuant to this act shall be 
sold at not less than par and accrued interest to the date of their re- 
spective deliveries, at public sale on at least ten days notice pub- 
lished in a newspaper of general circulation in South Carolina. In 
offering the bonds for sale the Commission may reserve the right 
to-reject any and all bids, but if all bids are rejected, the bonds shall 
be readvertised for sale in the manner of. the original notice. If the 
bids of the second offering be also rejected, then the Commission 
may effect.a private sale at a price not less than the best bid re- 
ceived on the occasion, of the two public offerings. 


SECTION 5. Proceeds .—The proceeds derived from the sale of the 
bonds shall be deposited with the Treasurer of Horry County in a 
special fund, separate and distinct from all other funds, and shall be 
expended for the following -purposes : 
‘(1) The accrued interest, if any, shall be applied to meet the 
first installment of interest to become due on the bonds. 
(2) The premium received, if any, shall be applied to the pay- 
ment of the first installment of principal to becomie due. 
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(3) The principal proceeds shall be expended upon the order 
or warrant of the Commission for: 
(a) the cost of issuing the bonds; 
(b) providing additional public hospital facilities for the 
District and renovating and improving existing public 
hospital facilities. 
If any moneys shall remain after making the foregoing applications, 
the same shall be applied to the retirement of bonds issued pursuant 
to this act. No purchaser or subsequent holder of any of the bonds 
shall be responsible for the proper application of said proceeds to 
the purposes for which such bonds are issued. 


SECTION 6. Payment.—The full faith, credit and taxing power of 
the District shall be pledged for the payment of the bonds and interest, 
and the Auditor and Treasurer of Horry County, respectively, shall 
levy and collect annually a tax upon all taxable property in the Dis- 
trict, sufficient to pay such principal and interest as the same re- 
spectively mature. 


SECTION 7. Exempt from taxes.—The principal and interest of 
all bonds issued pursuant to this act shall have the tax exempt status 
prescribed by Act No. 730 of the Acts of 1952.

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23, as shown on a map of Robert L. Bellamy, C. E., dated July 31, 
1957, and recorded in the office of the Clerk of Court of Horry 
County, property of such town from the northern boundary of Hill- 
side Drive to the present southern boundaries of such lots. 


SECTION 2. Repeal.—All acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed. 


SECTION 3. Time effective—This act shall take effect upon ap- 
_ proval by the Governor.

An Act To Provide For An Election To Be Held In The Town 
Of Cherry Grove Beach In Horry County To Determine Whether 
Or Not Such Town May Purchase, Improve And Operate A Wa- 
terworks System And Issue Revenue Bonds Of Such Town For 
Such Purposes. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Election on waterworks system for Cherry Grove 
Beach in Horry County—bond issue.—An election shall be held in 
the Town of Cherry Grove Beach in Horry County-at such time as the 
town council may designate to determine if the qualified electors of 
such town are in favor of purchasing and improving the existing 
waterworks system now in operation in such town, to operate such sys- 
tem to furnish water to persons for reasonable compensation and to is- 
sue waterworks revenue bonds of such town in an amount not to 
exceed one hundred fifty thousand dollars to effectuate such purposes. 
If the election results favorably for such purposes, then the Town 
Council of Cherry Grove Beach is authorized to purchase, improve 
and operate the waterworks system and to issue one hundred fifty 
thousand dollars of waterworks revenue bonds of the Town of Cherry 
Grove Beach in accordance with Article 9, Chapter 3, Title 59, Code 
of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, as amended, which bonds when 
issued in pursuance of and in accordance with the provisions of such 
article, as amended, shall be valid, binding and incontestible obliga- 
tions of the Town of Cherry Grove Beach, payable solely from’ the 
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gross revenue to be derived from the operation of such system. Pro- 
vided, that three qualified waterworks appraisers shail be selected 
by the entire Horry Legislative Delegation for the purpose of ap- 
praising the value of the waterworks. The appraisers shall take the 
actual and potential value of the waterworks into consideration in 
arriving at such appraised value. The town shall not pay more than 
the average appraised value determined by the appraisers. The ap- 
praisers shall be paid from the proceeds of the revenue bonds unless 
the town fails to purchase the waterworks, and in such case, the 
appraisers shall be paid from the general funds of the town. 


SECTION 2. Question—The question submitted to the qualified 
electors in the election shall be as follows: “Shall the Town Council of 
the Town of Cherry Grove Beach be empowered to purchase and im- 
prove the existing waterworks system now in operation, to operate the 
system to furnish water to persons for reasonable compensation, and 
to issue not to exceed one hundred fifty thousand dollars of water- 
works revenue bonds of the Town of Cherry Grove Beach for the 
purpose of purchasing, improving and operating such waterworks 
system? 


No” 

Suitable instructions shall be given to those voting indicating that 
those who favor such purchase and bond issue shall deposit a ballot 
with the word “No” stricken through, and those who oppose the 
purchase and bond issue shall deposit a ballot with the word “Yes” 
stricken through. As soon as convenient following the election, the 
results of the election shall be declared by resolution of the town 
council and a certified copy of such resolution shall be filed in the 
office of the Clerk of Court for Horry County. 


SECTION 3. Repeal.—All acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed. 


SECTION 4. Time effective—This act shall take effect upon ap- 
proval by the Governor.

Each magistrate shall 
establish regular office hours at his own discre- 
tion, consisting of at least two hours per day, 
and as much longer as necessary to transact the 
business of the office; and that magistrates in 
the incorporated areas of the county maintain 
office hours the same as now maintained or as 
long as necessary to transact the business of the 
office, not including Sundays or legal holidays.

SECTION 2. The county board of commissioners is hereby in- 
structed and required to use'the money herein appropriated for the 
purposes specified and for no other purpose or purposes, and it is 
hereby forbidden to in any way overdraw or exceed the appropriation 
herein made for any purpose whatever, except upon the written con- 
sent of the Senator and a majority of the House Delegation. For the 
items covered in Section 1 of this act, it shall be unlawful for the 
clerk of the County Board of Commissioners or the Purchasing 
Agent of Horry County to draw or sign any warrant or drafts on 
the County Treasurer overdrawing any appropriation or authoriza- 
tion. For the items covered in Section 1 of this act, it shall be unlaw- 
ful for the Treasurer of Horry County to pay from funds in his hands 
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any amount not covered by the appropriation herein made or author- 
ized by the written consent of the Senator and a majority of the 
House Delegation. Any appropriation herein made may be increased 
or decreased by the written consent of the Senator and a majority 
of the House Delegation. Provided, further, that the County Board 
of Commissioners of Horry County is hereby instructed to prorate 
the amount of money herein appropriated for County Roads and 
Chain Gang and all other divisions and departments of the county 
government, except regular salaries which are to be paid monthly, on 
a quarterly basis, to the end that no department shall expend more 
than one-fourth of the appropriated funds during any quarterly 
period of the fiscal year beginning July 1, 1959 and ending June 30, 
1960. Provided, that the amounts appropriated in Item 13 of this act 
shall be expended only after the written approval and authorization 
of a majority of the Horry County Board of Commissioners. The 
county board of commissioners shall use as much as may be necessary 
of the amounts appropriated therein for setting up a road program 
in Horry County, which program shall be carried out by the county 
road commissioners under the direction and control of the county 
board of commissioners. 


SECTION 3. The jailor and/or matron shall receive no fees for 
dieting prisoners. The Horry County Police Commission shall have 
the duty to inspect the Horry County Jail at least once a month to 
see that it is kept clean at all times and that a jailor or county police 
officer is on duty at all times. The purchasing agent is authorized to 
make purchases of all food, supplies, equipment and any and all things 
necessary for the proper maintenance of the county jail and the food 
and clothing of the prisoners therein. The jailor is to act as jailor 
only, and he shall make no arrests outside of the jail, nor shall he be 
allowed any compensation for the conveyance of prisoners. No person 
shall receive compensation for conveyance of prisoners. 


SECTION 4. The county board of commissioners shall employ a 
certified public accountant (CPA) for the purpose of auditing semi- 
annually the books and examining the offices of Horry County, in- 
cluding the Department of Education, and the county board of com- 
missioners may make payment for such services not to exceed two 
thousand five hundred dollars, as provided in this act. Each member 
of the Legislative Delegation from Horry County shall be furnished 
by the accountant making the audit, a copy of the audit.

LocaL anp Temporary Laws—1959 


SECTION 4-A. The County Board of Commissioners of Horry 
County shall employ some suitable person at the pleasure of the 
board of commissioners, who shall be designated custodian of the 
Horry County Courthouse and grounds. The custodian shall be 
charged with the responsibility for all janitor service at the Horry 
County Courthouse, the Horry County Department of Education 
Building, the county office building on 4th Avenue, and the Horry 
County Memorial Library. The custodian of the courthouse and 
grounds is further charged with the responsibility of maintaining the 
grounds and protecting the shrubbery and such other duties as may 
be imposed upon him by the county board of commissioners. The 
custodian shall be given such assistants as the county board of com- 
missioners may deem necessary. 


SECTION 5. The Senator and a majority of the House Delega- 
tion may employ a county attorney and pay same an amount not to 
exceed that provided for this purpose in this act. It shall be the duty 
of the attorney selected by the Horry Legislative Delegation to advise 
all boards, magistrates, and officers of the county, and in addition 
thereto, it shall be his duty to represent the county in all cases where- 
in the county’s interest is affected, and he shall represent the sheriff’s 
office and the county police in criminal proceedings when called upon. 


SECTION 6. Before taking office each magistrate shall give bond 
in a sum to be fixed by the county board of commissioners, condi- 
tioned upon the faithful performance of his duties. The premiums on 
the bonds shall be paid by the county. The magistrate and coroner 
shall be required to put all material state witnesses under bond as 
now provided by law, and at least ten days before the meeting of the 
Court of General Sessions shall lodge all papers pertaining to said 
court with the clerk of court, except cases which happen within the 
said ten day period, and cases where defendants have demanded 
preliminary hearings in writing and for good cause the magistrate 
has been unable to give a preliminary hearing. It shall be the duty 
of the sheriff and the chief of the county police to confer with the 
magistrates from time to time, familiarizing themselves with pend- 
ing cases, attend inquests and see that witnesses are subpoenaed, 
placed under bond and the papers lodged in the clerk’s hands as 
herein provided. The sheriff and the county police shall cooperate 
with and assist the magistrates in preserving the peace and good order 
of the community. 
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SECTION 7. All books, supplies and material purchased under the 
provisions of this act shall be purchased by the Horry County Pur- 
chasing Agent as provided by special act. 


SECTION 8. Out of the funds provided for “County Roads and 
County Road Machinery” in this act, the County Board of Com- 
missioners of Horry County is hereby authorized to purchase any 
necessary new machinery for road purposes through the Horry 
County Purchasing Agent. Provided, that the county enter into a 
contract with the State Highway Department for constructing road 
beds for hard surfacing. 


SECTION 9. The Auditor of Horry County is hereby required to 
put the address of the taxpayer on each treasurer’s duplicate. The 
Treasurer of Horry County is hereby authorized and directed to mail 
to taxpayers notice of taxes due in his office. Both the auditor and 
treasurer shall pay for the work required in this section from funds 
provided for clerical help in their respective offices as provided for 
by this act. The failure of the treasurer to mail any tax notice shall 
in no wise relieve the taxpayer of obligation to pay such tax. 


SECTION 10. Twenty per cent of the liquor, wine and beer tax 
allotted to Horry County shall, as received by the treasurer be paid 
to the Horry County Memorial Library Commission, and the com- 
mission shall use the funds for the operation of the Horry County 
Memorial Library and for the purchase of equipment, books, and 
other necessaries for the Horry County Memorial Library, and for 
the equipping and purchasing of equipment for the school libraries 
of Horry County, the said funds to be spent and allotted to the 
libraries as the Library Commission, or a majority thereof, shall 
determine. 


SECTION 11. A majority of the Delegation, including the Senator, 
shall employ the Horry County Tax Collector and up to four Deputy 
Tax Collectors. The Tax Collector shall receive as compensation in 
lieu of salary the sum of one dollar for each execution collected and 
two per cent commission of all taxes collected. The Deputy Tax Col- 
lector shall receive one dollar on each execution collected. 

Provided, the Horry County Board of Commissioners shall pre- 
scribe the necessary procedure for the keeping of records and making 
of reports for the office of the Tax Collector, not otherwise covered 
by existing law, subject to the approval of a majority of the Legisla- 
tive Delegation, including the Senator. 
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SECTION 12. The clerk of the county board of commissioners and 
the Horry County Purchasing Agent shall furnish to the Senator 
and each member of the delegation, monthly, a statement in detail 
showing each expenditure made during the month, for what purpose 
expended and amount of the expenditure and the balance remaining 
in the account from which the expenditure was made. The clerk of 
the county board of commissioners and the Horry County Purchas- 
ing Agent shall each make a written report to each member of the 
county board of commissioners of his activities during the month 
and proposals that he intends to make to the county board of com- 
missioners five days prior to the regular meeting of the county board 
of commissioners. 


SECTION 13. The county board of commissioners shall furnish to 
the Senator and each member of the House Delegation, a statement 
before the fifteenth day of December of each year, showing their 
activities during each quarterly period, along with a report of the 
financial status of the account and any recommendations that they 
see fit to make to the delegation. The county board of commissioners 
shall furnish to the Senator and each member of the Legislative Dele- 
gation a statement in detail showing a proposed county supply bill 
for the following year and also any legislation that, in their opinion, 
they think should be enacted. 


SECTION 13-A. No magistrate shall receive any part of fees, com- 
pensation or mileage in connection with tax execution warrants except 
the one dollar allowed him by law. No county officials shall receive 
any fees or compensation unless provided by law. 


SECTION 14. The house now owned by Horry County, on Second 
_ Avenue in the Town of Conway, shall be used by the jailor of Horry 
County as his residence. No part of the county jail shall be used for 
residential purposes. 


SECTION 15. Any special authorization for county purposes to 
be hereafter made from the contingent account in Item 9 of Subsec- 
tion (B) of this act by the Senator and members of the House of 
Representatives in excess of one hundred dollars shall first have the 
approval of the Board of County Commissioners of Horry County 
or a majority thereof. 


SECTION 16. All regular county employees, receiving regular sal- 
aries, shall be allowed two weeks vacation with pay, and the adminis- 
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trative heads of all departments are hereby instructed and required 
to arrange their work so that each employee of the county shall be 
allowed the two weeks vacation with pay with the least possible in- 
convenience to the work of the office or department affected. In ad- 
dition the following legal holidays and no others shall be observed 
by the employees of Horry County: New Year’s Day, Independence 
Day-July fourth, Labor Day-the first Monday in September, Armis- 
tice Day-November eleventh, Thanksgiving and Christmas. When- 
ever any of these fall on Sunday, the Monday following is prescribed. 
No person shall receive any days off other than those herein pro- 
vided, and in the event of any loss of time from work, the employee 
shall forfeit his right to compensation for the day or days he is 
absent from work. ~ 


SECTION 17. The Clerk of Court shall, after each term of court, 
make a detailed report to the County Board of Commissioners and 
the Legislative Delegation on the amount of jury and witness fees 
spent for said term of court. 


SECTION 17-A. Commencing with the fiscal year 1959-1960, two 
mills of the present seven-mill tax levy for the payment of school 
bonds shall be used for supplementing teachers’ salaries and one mill 
of such tax shall be deposited to the general fund of the county. 


SECTION 18. The county board of commissioners is hereby in- 
structed to require out of the jurors and witness fees and itemized 
statement of all disbursements, such statement to be made after each 
term of court. 


SECTION 19. The Clerk of Court’s bond shall be twenty-five thou- 
sand dollars. 


SECTION 20. Immediately after Magistrate and City Courts all 
prisoners sentenced to County Chain Gang shall be transferred to the 
County Jail by the county police or Sheriff’s Deputy serving the court 
and a Deputy Sheriff or the county police shall be instructed by the 
proper authority to transfer city prisoners to county jail on the.same 
day of trial. 


SECTION 21. All travel shall be paid on a monthly basis of not 
more than one-twelfth of the total amount appropriated for travel. 


SECTION 22. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent herewith are 
repealed. If any section or provision of this act shall be held uncon- 
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date any of the remaining sections or provisions. 


SECTION 23. This act shall take effect upon approval by the Gov- 
ernor.

SECTION 4. The sheriff and any other police officer shall receive 
in addition to their regular salaries, actual expenses excluding mile- 
age, when called beyond the limits of the county on official business 


such as 


searching for fugitives, conveying prisoners to the State 


Reformatory, to the State Penitentiary, etc. The sheriff shall also 
receive fifty cents per meal for dieting each prisoner for each meal 
consumed while the prisoner is detained in the county jail or other- 
wise in his custody. Provided, however, that the above expenses shall 
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be paid only when a notarized statement is filed with their requisitions 
for such expenses and meals with the County Administrator. 


SECTION 5. The Magistrates of Kershaw County are hereby re- 
quired to enter all cases brought before them on their docket and to 
show on said dockets what disposition is made of each case, and 
shall enter on said dockets all costs which may be assessed against 
the parties of said case, and shall collect the same and shall pay over 
to the county treasurer monthly all fines and costs in criminal cases 
which may have been collected by them and shall submit their dockets 
to the board of county directors monthly for audit. Provided, how- 
ever, that no magistrate in Kershaw County shall be paid his monthly 
salary until the above section has been complied with on or before 
the tenth day of each month. 


SECTION 6. The appropriations herein made for salaries of the 
various county officers and other county employees shall be paid to 
such officers and employees in semimonthly installments upon indi- 
vidual claims to be submitted to the county board of directors. The 
clerk of the said board is hereby authorized to issue checks in pay- 
ment of all claims for which a specific appropriation is made. Pro- 
vided, however, that all salaries appropriated are in lieu of all fees. 


SECTION 7. Clerical employees, other than elected officials who 
have had at least ten years of satisfactory service in the employ of 
the county, shall receive a supplement to their salary in the sum of 
twenty dollars per month. Provided, that any such employees with 
more than five years of satisfactory service shall receive a supplement 
of ten dollars per month. Provided, further, that any such employees 
with more than one year of satisfactory service shall receive a sup- 
plement of five dollars per month. Provided, further, that the di- 
rector and employees of the Kershaw County Welfare Department 
shall be included in this section. 


SECTION 8. It shall be unlawful for any county official or em- 
ployee to use any automobile, truck, tractor, gasoline or oil, or other 
property belonging to the county, except for county purposes. The 
county board of education is hereby authorized and directed to fur- 
nish school bus transportation for all activities of the 4-H Boys and 
Girls, Vocational and Agricultural Boys, Home Economic Girls and 
Junior Homemakers of America in attending inter and intra county 
meetings pertaining to their respective endeavors. 
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SECTION 9. If circumstances arise, which, in the judgment of a 
majority of the Kershaw County Legislative Delegation, require the 
expenditure of a greater amount than herein provided for any pur- 
poses, or should, in the judgment of said majority of the delegation, 
the affairs of Kershaw County increase the expenditure of funds for 
purposes not mentioned in this act and above enumerated, said dele- 
gation or a majority thereof shall have and are hereby given the 
right, by resolution, to increase the amount appropriated in any item 
and may also appropriate funds for purposes not mentioned or re- 
ferred to in this act, which resolution or resolutions shall be filed with 
the County Administrator for Kershaw County as their authority 
for expending the funds thus appropriated; and the county adminis- 
trator, the board of directors concurring, may borrow, if necessary, 
such amounts as may be required to make such increase or additional 
appropriations and may pledge the full faith and credit of Kershaw 
County for the payment of the amount so borrowed. 


SECTION 10. The county administrator is hereby authorized, em- 
powered and directed, with the approval of a majority of the Ker- 
shaw County Governing Board, to borrow monies for such public 
purposes as may be necessary, and to pledge the levies and the faith, 
credit and taxing power of Kershaw County for the payment of all 
monies which may be borrowed hereunder. 


SECTION 11. It shall be unlawful for the Kershaw County Ad- 
ministrator to offer for sale or dispose of any property or equipment 
of any kind having a value of five hundred dollars or more, without 
first obtaining the written approval of a majority of the Kershaw 
County Board of Directors. 


SECTION 12. The Kershaw County Board of Education is au- 
thorized and directed to prepare a budget for the operation of the 
Kershaw County schools for the fiscal year beginning July 1, 1959, 
and ending June 30, 1960, which budget shall be effective when ap- 
proved by a majority of the Kershaw County Delegation. The budget 
may include a supplement to the salary of the superintendent of edu- 
cation provided that his total salary shall not exceed the sum of six 
thousand dollars; provided, that the budget shall include an incentive 
pay schedule as recommended by the Kershaw County Education 
Association at a rate of fifty per cent of the recommended schedule; 
and provided, further, that the budget shall include a sum to pay 
expenses and per diem of the Kershaw County Board of Education 
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and a sum to supplement the administrative personnel of the super- 
intendent of education’s office, including the attendance teacher and 
the school lunchroom supervisor. Provided, further, that the children 
who reside in the attendance area of the Pine Grove School who are 
presently enrolled in the Camden City Schools shall be authorized 
to continue to attend the said schools during the period covered by 
this act. 


SECTION 13. The county administrator is directed, and it is made 
a part of his duty, to cooperate with the State Highway Department 
to increase the mileage of farm-to-market roads, and to use in the 
construction of such farm-to-market roads in Kershaw County all 
county equipment necessary. 


SECTION 14. A complete and accurate record of the cost of con- 
struction of all roads under contract and expenditures with the South 
Carolina Highway Department will be maintained by the county 
administrator. All funds received pursuant to these contracts shall 
be kept by the Treasurer in a separate fund and shall be used to 
defray the cost of such construction. At the end of the fiscal year, 
any unexpended funds, after making proper provision for a reserve 
for depreciation, shall be paid to the general fund. The county admin- 
istrator is authorized to set the salaries of all personnel employed in 
the construction program subject to the approval of the county gov- 
erning board. The county governing board is authorized to supplement 
the salary of the county administrator from this fund so that his 
total compensation from all sources shall not exceed the sum of five 
thousand two hundred and forty dollars. 


SECTION 15. The Auditor and Treasurer of Kershaw County are 
hereby authorized and directed to levy upon all taxable property 
of the county, not otherwise excluded by law, five mills, the sums 
raised to be paid over to the Kershaw County Hospital Board, to 
be used for the treatment of charity patients only under such rules 
and regulations as the board may adopt. 


SECTION 16. All materials, supplies or equipment shall be pur- 
chased for all departments of the county by the county administrator 
after having advertised for and received bids for the same. Such 
materials, supplies and equipment shall be requisitioned by each de- 
partment in writing at least thirty days in advance of their require- 
ments. No voucher for the payment of any purchase in excess of five 
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hundred dollars shall be honored by the county treasurer unless the 
county administrator and clerk uf the governing board shall certify 
in writing that the purchase was made after having received public 
bids for such commodity unless the transaction is approved by the 
unanimous vote of the Kershaw County Governing Board. 


SECTION 17. All monies received by Kershaw County from the 
one cent gasoline tax shall be expended by the county administrator 
with the approval of the governing board in payment of all necessary 
expenses for the building, maintenance and upkeep of county roads 
and buildings and all administrative expenses in connection there- 
with, including salaries for the elected members of the county gov- 
erning board not to exceed the sum of one thousand and eighty dollars 
per year. 


SECTION 18. Members of all boards and commissions of Ker- 
shaw County shall receive seven cents per mile for travel in attend- 
ance of all meetings. 


SECTION 19. All prior actions or disbursements taken or made, 
as a result of any resclution or action by the Legislative Delegation 
from Kershaw County, are hereby validated, ratified, confirmed and 
declared to be legal and binding. 


SECTION 20. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent herewith are 
repealed. 


SECTION 21. This act shall take effect upon approval by the Gov- 
ernor.

An Act To Create Lancaster Water And Sewer District In 
Lancaster County; To Define Its Area; To Establish A Govern- 
ing Commission Therefor; To Prescribe The Functions And Pow- 
ers Of The District And Its Commission; To Prescribe The Terms 
And Conditions Under Which Monies May Be Borrowed By The 
District; To Make Provision For Their Payment; And To Au- 
thorize The District To Contract With The City Of Lancaster 
For The Management By The City Of Lancaster Of The Water 
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And Sewer Systems Of The District, By Which Contract The 
City Of Lancaster May Be Given Options To Purchase The S8ys- 
‘tems. 


Whereas, the General Assembly after due investigation has found 
that the area in Lancaster County described below has become popu- 
lated to an extent that makes it necessary and desirable for the 
health and welfare of the inhabitants thereof to be served by publicly 
operated water and sewer systems, and that in addition thereto the 
district hereby created should be empowered to make provision for 
the collection and disposition of garbage for the district ; and 


Whereas, as a consequence of its findings above recited, the General 
Assembly has determined to constitute the area as a special purpose 
district, to provide a governing body for the district, and to empower 
the governing body as hereinafter provided for. Now, therefore, 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Lancaster Water and Sewer District created— 
boundaries.—There is hereby created and established in Lancas- 
ter County a district to be known as “Lancaster Water and Sewer 
District,” which district shall be a public corporation of perpetual 
succession, and shall have the functions prescribed by this act. The 
district shall include and be comprised of the following territory: 
All that certain piece, parcel or lot of land lying, being and sit- 
uate adjacent to and North, South and West of the City of 
Lancaster, in Lancaster County School District, and in Pleasant 
Hill, Gills Creek and Cane Creek Townships, County of Lan- 
caster, in the State of South Carolina; Beginning just South 
of Elgin at the intersection of Highways #164 and #521, and 
running thence North with Highway 4521 to intersection with 
the Lancaster City Limit Line; thence with the said City Limit 
Line West, North and then East to the intersection of the 
Northern City Limit Line with Highway #521; thence North 
with Highway #521 to Cane Creek; thence South with Cane 
_Creek to Rum Creek; thence East with Rum Creek to High- 
way #187; thence South with Highway #187 to Highway 
#200; thence North and East with Highway +200 to High- 
way 3164; thence East with Highway #164 to the beginning 
point. Also, along with and in addition to the area just described, 
a further area 400 feet beyond and parallel to the center line of 
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all Highways and Creeks defined as boundaries in the foregoing 
description. EXCEPTING, RESERVING AND EXCLUD- 
ING from the foregoing area, however, the properties of The 
Springs Cotton Mills as of January 1, 1959, exclusive of resi- 
dences, situated between Fifteenth Street on the East, South- 
ern Railway on the North, Bear Creek on the West, and the 
L & C Railway on the South. 

The foregoing description is based upon a plat entitled Pro- 
posed Boundaries Lancaster County Sanitary District, Lancas- 
ter County, South Carolina, prepared by Robert & Company 
Associates, Atlanta, Georgia, January 24, 1959, which is incor- 
porated herein and made a part hereof by reference. 


As soon as practicable following the enactment of this act, copies 
of a plat or drawing showing the boundaries of the district as above 
defined shall be duly filed in the office of the Clerk of Court for 
Lancaster County, and in the offices of the auditor and treasurer 
of the county, and of the Secretary of State for South Carolina. 


SECTION 2. Commission created — members — appointment — 
terms—vacancies.—The district shall be operated and managed by a 
commission to be known as “Lancaster Water and Sewer District 
Commission.” The commission shall consist of five resident electors 
of the district, who shall be appointed by the Governor, upon the 
recommendation of a majority of the Lancaster County Legislative 
Delegation, including the Senator. The original appointments shall 
be for a term of two years for two appointees, for four years for 
two appointees. and for six years for one appointee, and in all cases 
those persons holding office shall continue to hold office until their 
successors shall have been appointed and have qualified. The initial 
terms of office shall begin as of the effective date of this act, not- 
withstanding that this may effect a lessening of the duration of the 
terms of office of the initial members of the commission. Upon the 
termination of office of any commissioner, a successor shall be ap- 
pointed by the Governor, upon the recommendation of a majority of 
the Lancaster County Legislative Delegation, including the Senator, 
for a term of six years. Any vacancy occurring in the office of com- 
missioner by reason of death, resignation or otherwise, shall be 
filled for the remainder of the unexpired term by appointment made 
in like manner as in case of a full term. Whenever the commission 
engages in joint use of any facilities with any municipality adjoin- 
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ing its boundaries, the legislative delegation, including the Senator, 
shall consult with the city council of such city concerning recom- 
mendation of appointees to the commission, in the interest of rec- 
ommending appointees who will assure maximum possible coopera- 
tion between the city and the district, but the final authority and 
responsibility for recommending such appointees shall be vested 
solely in a majority of the Lancaster County Legislative Delegation, 
including the Senator. 


SECTION 3. Powers of commission.—There is hereby committed 
to the district the functions of purchasing, acquiring, constructing, 
operating, maintaining, improving and extending a water distribution 
system, a sewer system and, at the election of the commission, a sys- 
tem for the collection and disposition of garbage. To that end, the 
commission shall be empowered as provided below: 

1. Have perpetual succession. 

2. Sue and be sued. 

3. Adopt, use and alter a corporate seal. 

4. Make bylaws for the management and regulation of its affairs, 
and to define a quorum for its meetings. 

5. Deposit monies derived from revenue-producing facilities, and 
to withdraw the same for the purpose of operating and maintaining 
such facilities. 

6. Prescribe regulations requiring persons who shall be residents 
of the district to make use of any water or sewer system which the 
district shall place in operation. Such regulations shall, however, be- 
come effective only after they have been adopted by resolution of 
the commission and notice of the adoption of such regulations shall 
be published at least once for three successive weeks in a newspaper 
published in Lancaster County, and having general circulation in 
the district. The notice shall specify in brief the scope of the regu- 
lations, and shall state the date on which the same shall become ef- 
fective. Prior to the adoption of the aforesaid resolution, the com- 
mission shall give public notice of the meeting which is to be held 
to consider their adoption, and the notice shall appear in a news- 
paper published in Lancaster County, and having general circulation 
in the district, not less than seven days prior to the occasion fixed 
for the holding of such meeting. The provisions of this paragraph, 
prescribing conditions upon the effectiveness of regulations adopted 
to require compulsory use of water and sewer facilities, shall not 
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be deemed to impose conditions upon the making or adoption of 
any other type of regulation authorized by this act. 

7. Acquire, purchase, hold, use, lease, mortgage, sell, transfer and 
dispose of any property, real, personal or mixed, or any interest 
therein. 

8. Build, construct, purchase, acquire, operate and maintain water 
lines and water mains throughout the district, and all apparatus nec- 
essary for the proper functioning of the same, and from time to time 
to enlarge and extend the same. 

9. Build, construct, purchase, acquire, operate and maintain a 
system for the collection, treatment and disposal of sewage, includ- 
ing the construction of sewer mains and sewer lines, and from time 
to time enlarge and extend the same. 

10. Establish, operate and maintain a system for the collection and 
disposal of garbage, at the election of the commission. 

11. Purchase, acquire and continue the use and operation of any 
and all of the water and sewer collection, distribution, treatment, and 
disposal systems that may presently exist in the area. 

12. Purchase, or otherwise acquire, a supply of water for its 
water distribution system, and to that end to purchase, acquire, build, 
construct, maintain and operate water tanks, reservoirs, pumps and 
such other apparatus as may be necessary to obtain and distribute 
water, and to enter into contracts for the purchase of water at whole- 
sale. 

13. Distribute and sell water on such terms and rates as it shall 
from time to time approve. To that end, the commission shall be 
empowered to place into effect and to revise, whenever it so wishes 
or may be so required, a schedule of rates and charges for water 
furnished by its water distribution system. 

14. Place into effect and to revise, whenever it so wishes or may 
be required, a schedule of rates and charges for the use made of its 
sewage disposal system, including any treatment facilities. 

15. Make use of county and State highway rights of way in which 
to lay pipes and lines in such manner and under such conditions as 
the appropriate officials in charge of such rights of way shall ap- 
prove. 

16. Exercise the power of eminent domain for any corporate func- 
tion. The power of eminent domain may be exercised through any 
procedure prescribed by Sections 25-101 through 25-140 and Sec- 
tions 33-121 through 33-148, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952. 
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17. Appoint officers, agents, employees and servants, to prescribe 
the duties of such, to fix their compensation, and to determine if and 
to what extent they shall be bonded for the faithful performance of 
their duties. 

18. Make contracts for construction, engineering and other serv- 
ices, with or without competitive bidding, including particularly the 
right to contract with the City of Lancaster or any other appro- 
priate person or agency, for operation, and maintenance of the sys- 
tem or systems established and controlled by the commission, for 
any fixed period of time and upon such terms and conditions as the 
commission may deem proper. 

19. The commission may, on behalf of the district, borrow money 
and make and issue negotiable bonds, notes and other evidences of 
indebtedness payable solely from all or any part of the revenues de- 
rived from the operation of any revenue producing facility. The sums 
borrowed may be those needed to pay all costs incident to the pur- 
chase, acquisition, construction and establishment of its water system, 
its sewer system, any garbage collection system, or any one or more 
of them, or such sum as may be needed to pay the cost of any ex- 
tension, addition and improvement to the water system, the sewer 
system, any garbage collection system, or any one or more of them. 
Neither the faith and credit of the State of South Carolina, nor of 
Lancaster County, nor of the district shall be pledged for the pay- 
ment of the principal and interest of the obligations, and there shall 
be on the face of each obligation a statement, plainly worded, to that 
effect. Neither the members of the commission nor any person sign- 
ing the obligations shall be personally liable thereon. So that a con- 
venient procedure for borrowing money pursuant to this paragraph 
may be prescribed, the district shall be fully empowered to avail 
itself of all powers granted by Sections 59-361 through 59-415 and 
Sections 59-651 through 59-682, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 
1952. In exercising the powers conferred upon the district by such 
code provisions, the district may make all pledges and covenants au- 
thorized by any provision thereof, and may confer upon the holders 
of its securities all rights and liens authorized by such code provi- 
sions. Specifically, and notwithstanding contrary provisions in any 
such code provisions, the district may: 

(a) Provide that such bonds, notes or other evidences of indebt- 
edness be payable, both as to principal and interest, from the net 
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revenues derived from the operation of any revenue producing facili- 
ty, as such net revenues may be defined by the commission. 

(b) Covenant and agree that upon it being adjudged in default 
as to the payment of any installment of principal or interest upon 
any obligation issued by it or in default as to the performance of 
any covenant or undertaking made by it, that in such event the 
principal of all obligations of such issue may be declared forthwith 
due and payable, notwithstanding that any of them may not have 
then matured. 

(c) Confer upon a corporate trustee the power to make disposi- 
tion of the proceeds from all borrowings and also of all revenues de- 
rived from the operation of the revenue producing facility, whose 
revenues are pledged for the payment of such obligations, in accord- 
ance with and in the order of priority prescribed by the resolutions 
adopted by the commission as an incident to the issuance of any 
notes, bonds or other evidences of indebtedness. 

(d) Dispose of its obligations at public or private sale, and upon 
such terms and conditions as it shall approve. 

(e) Make provision for the redemption of any obligations issued 
by it prior to their stated maturity, with or without premium, and 
on such terms and conditions as the commission shall approve. 

(f) Covenant and agree that any cushion fund established to 
further secure the payment of the principal and interest of any ob- 
ligations shall be in a fixed amount. 

(g) Covenant and agree that no free service will be furnished to 
any person, firm, corporation, municipal corporation, or any subdi- 
vision or division of the State. 

(h) Prescribe the procedure, if any, by which the terms of the 
contract with the holders of its obligations may be amended, the 
number of obligations whose holders must consent thereto, and 
the manner in which such consent shall be given. 

(i) Prescribe the events of default and the terms and conditions 
upon which all or any obligations shall become or may be declared 
due before maturity and the terms and conditions upon which such 
declaration and its consequences may be waived. 

(j) Such bonds and all interest to become due thereon shall have 
the tax exempt status prescribed by Act No. 730 of the Acts of 1952. 

(k) Such bonds shall be executed in the name of Lancaster Water 
and Sewer District by the chairman and the secretary of the Lancaster 
Water and Sewer District Commission, under the seal of the district. 
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The coupons attached to such bonds may be authenticated by the 
facsimile signatures of the chairman and the secretary of the com- 
mission who are in office on the date of such bonds. The delivery - 
of any bonds so executed and authenticated shall be valid, notwith- 
standing any changes in officers or seal occurring after such execution 
of authentication. 

(1) The pledge of net revenues authorized by subparagraph (a) 
of this Section 19, need not, in the discretion of the commission, be 
exclusive, and the commission may reserve the right to issue further 
bonds payable in whole or in part from such net revenues on a 
parity with the bonds authorized by this paragraph under such 
conditions as the commission may prescribe. 

20. Extend its system or systems, within Lancaster County, be- 
yond the defined limits of the district to provide services to those 
living outside the district and outside any incorporated municipality, 
when, in the discretion of the commission, it is feasible and prac- 
ticable so to do, in which case any person or agency receiving such 
service shall be subject to the same rules, regulations and require- 
ments, concerning services being received from the commission, as 
persons residing within the district. The commission may, in its 
discretion, establish rates and charges higher than those within the 
district for the extension of its system and the provision of services 
beyond the limits of the district. 

21. Contract with the City of Lancaster for the maintenance and 
operation of its system or systems during such time or times and 
upon such terms and conditions as shall be mutually acceptable to 
the commission and to the City of Lancaster, which City is hereby 
specifically authorized and empowered to enter into such a contract 
with the district. 

22. Provide in any such contract with the City of Lancaster, or 
by separate agreement, in the discretion of the commission, for the 
sale and disposition of the whole or any part of the system or systems 
of the district to the City of Lancaster upon such terms and condi- 
tions as shall be mutually acceptable to the commission and the City 
of Lancaster, subject, however, to the payment of any outstanding 
obligations of the district out of the revenues derived from the 
operation of its facilities, and subject to assumption by the City of 
Lancaster of the responsibility of continuing operations for the bene- 
fit of the public, to the extent permitted by revenues derivable there- 
from, of the whole or any part of the system or systems so acquired ; 
and in this connection, the City of Lancaster is specifically authorized 
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and empowered, in the discretion of its City Council, to enter into 
such a purchase agreement and assume such responsibility for con- 
tinued operation of the facilities so acquired. 

23. Upon the annexation of any part of the district by any in- 
corporated municipality, then in such event such municipality shall 
have the exclusive right, at its option, to take over the utility 
facilities of the district lying within the area so annexed, but such 
right of acquisition shall be subject and subordinate to any lien or 
pledge theretofore given by the district to secure in whole or in part 
any bonds or obligations of the district then outstanding. Such ac- 
quisition may be effected through negotiation by mutual agreement, 
but if such method shall fail, the municipality may, after ninety 
days’ written notice, effect such acquisition through the exercise of 
eminent domain against the district through the procedure provided 
by law for condemnation by municipal corporations. If title shall 
become vested in the municipality as a result of proceedings for 
condemnation, such title shall be subject to any lien or pledge 
theretofore given by the district to secure in whole or in part bonds 
or obligations of the district then outstanding, and the Court having 
jurisdiction of such proceedings may provide for the postponement 
or escrow of the purchase price to be paid by the municipality, 
until such time as the then outstanding bonds or obligations of the 
district may be paid and the lien and pledge given to secure their 
payment discharged. 

24. Delegate to the City of Lancaster or any other person or 
agent acting as management agent, the right and power to discontinue 
service for nonpayment of the established rates and charges and of 
any penalties or other charges imposed for such nonpayment. 

25. Contract with the City of Lancaster for the transportation and 
treatment of industrial, domestic and other waste during such time 
or times and upon such terms and conditions as shall be mutually 
acceptable to the commission and to the City of Lancaster, which 
City is hereby specifically authorized and empowered to enter into 
such a contract with the district. 

26. Do all other acts and things necessary or convenient to carry 
out any function or power committed or granted to the district. 


SECTION 4. Disposition of revenues.—All revenues derived by 
the commission from the operation of any revenue producing facility 
which may not be required to discharge covenants made by it, in 
issuing bonds, notes or other obligations authorized by this act, shall 
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be disposed of by the commission, from time to time, for purposes 
germane to the functions of the district. 


SECTION 5. Rates.—The rates charged for services furnished by 
any revenue producing facility of the district as constructed, improved, 
enlarged or extended shall not be subject to supervision or regula- 
tion of any State bureau, board, commission or other like instru- 
mentality or agency thereof. 


SECTION 6. Tax exemptions.—The property and income of the 
district shall be exempt from all taxes levied by the State, county or 
any municipality, division, subdivision or agency thereof, direct or 
indirect. 


SECTION 7. Effect of indebtedness.—So long as the district shall 
be indebted to any. person, firm or corporation on any bonds, notes or 
other obligations, issued pursuant to the authority of this act, the 
provisions of this act, and the powers granted to the district and the 
commission shall not be in any way diminished or restricted, and this 
provision of this act shall be deemed a part of the contract between the 
district and the holders of such obligations. 


SECTION 8. Certain actions prohibited—penalties.—lIt shall be 
unlawful for any person to willfully injure or destroy, or in any man- 
ner, hurt, damage, tamper with or impair any facility of the district, or 
any part of the same, or any apparatus or equipment incident thereto 
or used or useful in the operation of such facility, or to obtain water 
from its water distribution system or dispose of sewerage in its sewer 
system except in accordance with the regulations promulgated by the 
commission. Any person so offending shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor and upon conviction shall be fined not less than ten 
dollars nor more than one hundred dollars, or shall be imprisoned for 
not more than thirty days at the discretion of the court, and shall be 
further liable to pay all damages suffered by the district. 


SECTION 9. Saving clause.—If any part of this act shall be held 
unconstitutional, such unconstitutionality shall not affect the re- 
mainder of this act. ; 

SECTION 10. Repeal.—All acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed.

An Act To Provide For The Levy Of Taxes For Ordinary 
County And Road Purposes For The Fiscal Year July 1, 1959, 
To July 1, 1960, And To Provide For The Expenditure Thereof 
In The County Of Lancaster; And To Provide Further For The 
Fiscal Affairs Of The County. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. A sufficient tax, not to exceed sixty-five mills, less 
the estimated revenue to be received by Lancaster County, in 1959, 
to pay the appropriations hereafter made, the amount of such millage 
to be determined by the county auditor, after consulting with the 
members of the Lancaster County Legislative Delegation, is hereby 
levied upon all the taxable property of Lancaster County for county 
purposes for the fiscal year beginning July 1, 1959, and ending 
June 30, 1960, for the.amounts and purposes hereinafter stated, as 
follows: to wit: 


SECTION 2. The fee for witnesses in the Court of General Ses- 
sions shall be three dollars per day and mileage, as now provided 
by law. 


SECTION 3. The fee for bailiffs, grand and petit jurors and court 
criers in the Court of General Sessions and Court of Common Pleas 
shall be five dollars per day and mileage, as now provided by law.

The above appropriation shall be expended for the maintenance 
of county chain gang, road construction, road maintenance, road 
equipment, repairs to equipment, materials and supplies for road con- 
struction and maintenance, chain gang supplies, salaries of all per- 
sonnel employed by the Board of Directors or the Road Supervisor, 
including the salary of the Road Supervisor, and for other county 
purposes. The board shall also employ a janitor for the county court- 
house and office building at such salary as the board may direct, same 
to be paid from the general county fund. The board shall furnish all 
necessary supplies needed for janitorial service. The appropriation in 
this section shall be expended upon warrants approved by the county 
board of directors. All personnel employed for road construction, 
road maintenance and chain gang employees shall be employed by 
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the County Road Supervisor and shall receive such salaries as the 
Board of Directors shall provide. The above sum in Section 4 of 
this act for salaries and road maintenance includes the amount to be 
received from the one cent gasoline tax. The County Board of Di- 
rectors of Lancaster County is not forbidden to expend in any one 
quarter of the year for road and bridge purposes a sum in excess of 
one-fourth of the total amount appropriated in this supply act, as 
prohibited in Section 33-1761, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 
1952. The County Board of Directors is hereby authorized and di- 
rected to use whatever money it may receive by reason of the rental 
or sale of any equipment or commodities produced by it for county 
or ordinary purposes, as now provided by law; provided, however, 
that such sum shall not be deducted from the appropriations made 
in this supply act. In addition to the appropriation provided in this 
section, any and all monies received by the County Board of Directors 
from the South Carolina State Highway Department by reason of 
construction contracts entered into between Lancaster County and the 
State Highway Department shall be expended by the Board of Di- 
rectors for any of the purposes set: out above.

Any sums not expended from the appropriations herein set forth, 
together with any surplus rema:ning over and above the total appro- 
priations, shall be placed ° in the General Fund of the County. 


SECTION 5. The county board of directors is hereby authorized 
to set aside out of the road fund such sum of money as, in its judg- 
ment, may be required in the interim. between the regular monthly 
meetings for use in meeting weekly payrolls for labor, and to pay 
for freight, express and repairs for machinery, and the county treas- 
urer is hereby authorized to make disbursements out of such special 
fund only on itemized claims of the chairman of the county board, 
which claims shall be regularly filed by the county treasurer with 
the county board of directors for formal approval by a majority 
thereof; the said approval or disapproval shall be recorded in the 
minutes of the board. The board is authorized and directed to pay 
the expenses of the audit authorized by the board for the past fiscal 
year. All claims must be made out and listed separately. All other 
claims against the county, including direct appropriation herein, shall 
be paid by the county treasurer only upon claims approved by the 
county board of directors. 


Amount to be raised by Taxation 


SECTION 6. The sum of two thousand five hundred dollars, if so 
much be necessary, is hereby appropriated to be expended for needy 
and ‘emergency cases of sickness; to be paid on recornméndation of 
the County Minister or County Physician, with the approval of 
the County Board of Directors. Provided,.that no person. shall re- 
ceive more than twenty-five dollars during the fiscal year. 
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SECTION 7. The jailor, under supervision of the sheriff, is hereby 
required: to pay all operating expenses of the jail, except the per 
diem for dieting prisoners, hereinafter provided for, and except wa- 
ter, rents, fuel and electric lights. The sheriff shall receive, in addi- 
tion to his salary, his necessary expenses in going to and returning 
when called beyond the limits of the county on official business, and 
shall receive one dollar per day for dieting each prisoner. 

The above salary of the sheriff shall be in full for all services 
rendered the county, including the summoning of juries for the 
Court of General Sessions and Common Pleas; jailor to receive, in 
addition to one hundred dollars per month, fifty cents for each com- 
mitment and fifty cents for each discharge. 


SECTION 8. The county board of directors is hereby authorized 
to pay the salaries of the county officers, magistrates and constables 
monthly; provided, the county board of directors shall not in any 
event appropriate or expend in excess of the amounts herein an- 
propriated ; provided, further, that the salaries of the clerks employed 
by the superintendent of education in his office shall be paid out 
of the county board of education funds. 


SECTION 9. It shall be unlawful for any county official or em- 
ployee to use any automobile, truck, tractor, gasoline or oil, or other 
property belonging to the county, except for county purposes. 


SECTION 10. The board of directors is hereby authorized and di- 
rected to maintain telephone service in the following offices: County 
Director’s office, Sheriff’s office, Treasurer’s office, Auditor’s office, 
Probate Judge’s office, Clerk of Court’s office, Department of Public 
Welfare, Magistrate at Gills Creek Township’s office, County Health 
Department office, County Service Officer and the Armory. Pro- 
vided, that no long distance telephone calls shall be made from any 
telephone furnished by the county except for official calls made. in 
connection with the particular office. Telephone, service for super- 
intendent of education’s office is to be paid from funds allotted to 
schools. Each county official in ‘whose office a telephone is main- 
tained shall certify monthly to the board of directors that all long 
distance calls made from his office were for official county business. 
The payment of all long ‘distance calls shall be approved by the 
county board of directors. , ; : 


SECTION 11. The county board of directors is hereby empowered 
and directed, upon the written authority of the Senator and at least 
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one member of the House of Representatives from Lancaster County, 
to have an audit made of each county office from the time of the 
previous audit to July 1, 1959. An amount sufficient to defray the 
cost of such audit is hereby appropriated out of the general funds of 
Lancaster County. All such audits are to be made by a certified 
public accountant. In addition to the audit above provided, any 
superintendent or principal or any other school employee of Lan- 
caster County who handles any school funds shall maintain a com- 
plete record of all receipts and disbursements, and on or before 
August 1, 1959, and each year thereafter, their books shall be audited 
by an accountant and a certified copy of same shall be filed with 
the county board of directors. Any necessary expenses for school 
audit shall be paid from the funds of the county board of. education. 


SECTION 12. Each and every magistrate in Lancaster County 
is hereby required to file with the county board of directors each 
month a report showing the name of each party for whom a warrant 
was issued; the amount of fines collected; sentences given; the cases 
appealed to the Circuit Court and the cases sent up to the Circuit 
Court. It shall be unlawful for the county board of directors to issue 
pay warrants to any magistrate until such report is filed. 


SECTION 13. In order to secure a more adequate law enforce- 
ment, the Sheriff of Lancaster County is hereby empowered to em- 
ploy an additional deputy or deputies, if such be necessary. -This shall 
be done only on the written direction of the Senator and at least 
one member of the House of Representatives from Lancaster County. 
The compensation of such deputy or deputies shall be fixed by the 
Senator and at least one member of the House of Representatives 
‘from Lancaster County. Such amount as may be fixed by them is 
hereby appropriated out of the general funds of Lancaster County. 


SECTION 14. The county board of directors of Lancaster County 
is hereby authorized, empowered and directed, with the approval 
of the Senator and at least one member of the House of Representa- 
tives from Lancaster County, to borrow money for such public pur- 
poses as may be necessary, and to irrevocably pledge the levies and 
the faith, credit and taxing power of Lancaster County for the pay- 
ment of all monies which may be borrowed hereunder. 


SECTION 15. Any appropriation, expenditure or money borrowed 
or other acts made by the county board of directors under the au- 
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thority of the Lancaster County Supply Act authorized by written 
authority of the Senator and one member of the Lancaster County 
Legislative Delegation are hereby validated. 


SECTION 16. There is hereby appropriated the sum of two hun- 
dred and fifty dollars for maintenance of historical sites, to be ex- 
pended by the Lancaster County Chapter of the Daughters of the 
American Revolution, and seven hundred and fifty dollars for the 
Lancaster County Historical Society to be expended for necessary 
travel and all other expenses incident to the needs of the Society. 


SECTION 17. A tax of one and one-half mills is hereby levied upon 
all taxable property in Lancaster County for school recreation pur- 
poses. Such money is to be disbursed by the county board of edu- 
cation to various schools or organizations of the county, allocations 
to be approved by the board of education and a majority of the 
legislative delegation, including the Senator. This provision for a 
two mill levy, countywide, is intended and hereby repeals any act 
or acts inconsistent with this provision. This levy shall be considered 
as a part of school levy. 

A tax of three mills is hereby levied upon all taxable property in 
Lancaster County for the upkeep of school buildings, grounds, labor, 
etc. This money shall be distributed as follows: twenty thousand 
dollars shall remain with the board of education to be used for 
major repairs and upkeep of county school buildings; twenty-five 
thousand dollars shall be distributed to the superintendents and boards 
of trustees of the Lancaster, Heath Springs, Kershaw, Flat Creek, 
Buford and Indianland High School Areas on the basis of two dollars 
and fifty cents per pupil for all pupils enrolled. 


SECTION 18. It shall be unlawful for the board of directors or su- 
pervisor of roads for Lancaster County to offer for sale or dispose 
of any property or equipment of any kind having a value of five 
hundred dollars, or more. without first obtaining the written approval 
of a majority of the legislative delegation, including the Senator. 
The supervisor of roads is hereby authorized to purchase any emer- 
‘gency repairs or equipment where the item so purchased does not 
cost in excess of five hundred dollars. All major items or heavy road- 
working equipment is to be purchased by majority approval of the 
board after obtaining written authorization from a majority of the 
legislative delegation, including the Senator. 
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SECTION 19. In order for the county to participate in federal 
funds or other sources of funds for the construction and equipping 
of a health center or centers, and the right to acquire land for the 
same, the county board of directors shall provide the necessary legal 
authority for the board, through its chairman, to apply through the 
State Board of Health for federal funds to assist in the construction 
and equipping of such health center or centers, and for the purchase 
of necessary land or acquire the ad land by gift, devise or 
otherwise. 

The authority granted shall enable the proper person or persons 
to legally apply and enter into agreements or contracts for federal 
or other funds. It is further provided that if any funds are received, 
they shall be deposited in the county treasury and shall be paid 
out in accordance with the plans, agreements and contracts authorized 
to be entered into for such financial assistance as may be available. 

All such acts herein authorized shall be in accordance with. Public 
Law 725 of the 79th Congress of the United States entitled “Hospital 
Survey and Construction Act” and the “State Hospital and Licensing 
Act” and regulations issued under the authority of the same: - 


SECTION 20. The chairman of the county board of education shall 
receive an annual salary of’six hundred dollars and each member of 
the board shall receive the sum of five hundred dollars per annum, 
The chairman and the members ‘of the board shall also be entitled to 
mileage at the rate of seven cents 'per mile traveled in attendance upon 
the meetings of the board; provided, that such sum shall be paid 
from funds allocated to the county board of education. 


SECTION 21. The county board of directors is hereby authorized 
to expend a sum not to exceed one thousand dollars for the mainte- 
nance and operation of meeting room for Civil Air Patrol Unit ‘at 
Lancaster and Kershaw, the’sum to be expended for such purposes 
according to plans or regulations set forth by the board of diréctors. 


SECTION 22. Any or all funds received by Lancaster County un- 
der the provisions of the General Appropriations Act for the State of 
South Carolina for the fiscal year 1959-1960 for school purposes shall 
be used to defray costs of the budget for the Lancaster County schools 
for the. year 1959-1960. In preparing the school budget for the school 
year 1959-1960, the county board of education is hereby authorized 
and directed to pay to all school teachers in Lancaster County seven 
hundred dollars per year supplement for the school year 1959-1960; 
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provided, that no school teacher shall receive less salary than he or 
she received during the school year 1958-1959. 


SECTION 23. An amount of fifteen thousand dollars—Lancaster, 
ten thousand ; Heath Springs, five hundred; and Kershaw, one thou- 
sand five hundred—is hereby. appropriated for parks and playgrounds ; 
prov ded, that each town, by taxation, matches dollar for dollar the 
funds appropriated by the county; also any county community project 
approved by a majority of the delegation, including the Senator. 


SECTION 24. For the fiscal year July 1, 1959, to July 1, 1960, any 
and all manufactories newly constructed, and any and all additions 
and enlargements to existing manufactories in Lancaster County, 
involving an expenditure and investment of not less than two hundred 
thousand dollars, shall be exempt from all county taxes for a period 
of five years from the time of completion of new construction, ad- 
ditions or enlargements. 


SECTION 25. Six thousand six hundred dollars is hereby appro- 
priated for the Juvenile Domestic Relations Court of Lancaster Coun- 
ty. Provided, that the funds appropriated in this section shall be 
disbursed upon vouchers signed by the chairman and countersigned 
by the secretary and treasurer of the advisory board of the Juvenile 
Domestic Relations Court of Lancaster County. 


SECTION 26. A sufficient amount of money is hereby appropria- 
ated for the Board of Directors, of, the Lancaster Watershed Area 
Protective Association of Lancaster County; provided, that the funds 
appropriated ‘in this section shall be disbursed upon » vouchers’ signed 
by the chairman and countersigned by the secretary of the Lancaster 
Watershed Area Protective Association of Lancaster County, and 
approved by the Lancaster County Board of Directors. 


SECTION 27. Six hundred dollars is hereby appropriated for the 
Lancaster County: Board of Health-to be used for the purpose of 
operating a dog pound in the county. 


SECTION 28. If circumstances arise, which, in the judgment of 
the Lancaster County Legislative Delegation or a majority thereof, 
including the Senator, require the expenditure of a greater amount 
than hereinabove provided for any purposes, or should, in the judg- 
ment of the delegation, or a majority thereof, including the Senator, 
the interest of Lancaster County require the expenditure of funds 
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for purposes not mentioned in this act and above enumerated, then 
the delegation, or a majority thereof, shall have, and is hereby given 
the right by resolution to increase the amount appropriated for any 
item, and may also appropriate funds for purposes not mentioned or 
referred to in this act, which resolution, or resolutions, shall be filed 
with the board of county directors for Lancaster County as its au- 
thority for expending the funds thus appropriated, and the board of 
directors may borrow, if necessary, such amounts as may be required 
to meet such increases or additional appropriations, and may pledge 
the full faith and credit of Lancaster County for the payment of the 
amounts so borrowed. 


SECTION 29. One mill of the Board of Education’s tax levy shall 
be used for establishing and helping to finance the branch of the 
Extension Division of the University of South Carolina to be estab- 
lished in Lancaster County. 


SECTION 30. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent herewith are 
repealed. 


SECTION 31. This act shall take effect upon approval by the 
Governor.

An Act To Validate A Loan To Laurens County For Hospital 
Purposes By The Division Of Sinking Funds And Property, 
State Budget And Control Board, In The Amount Of Fifty 
Thousand Dollars, And To Provide For The Payment Thereof. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Loan to Laurens County validated.—The loan of 
fifty thousand dollars to Laurens County for hospital purposes made 
on December 31, 1958, and evidenced by a note executed by the 
Treasurer and Supervisor of Laurens County to the Division of 
Sinking Funds and Property, State Budget and Control Board, is 
hereby validated in all respects. 


SECTION 2. Payment.—The full faith, credit and taxing power of 
Laurens County are hereby irrevocably pledged to the payment of the 
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indebtedness and interest thereon. In order to provide for the payment 
of the loan and the interest thereon, the county auditor shall levy 
and the county treasurer shall collect an annual tax upon all the 
taxable property of Laurens County sufficient to pay the loan and 
interest within a period of five years. 


SECTION 3. Repeal.—All acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed. 


SECTION 4. Time effective —This act shall take effect upon ap- 
proval by the Governor.

An Act To Make Provision For Public Hospital Facilities For 
Laurens County Through The Creation Of Two Hospital Dis- 
tricts Which Shall Be Respectively Named Laurens Hospital 
District And Clinton Hospital District, To Provide For The Ap- 
pointment Of A Board Of Directors For The Clinton Hospital 
District, To Prescribe Their Powers, To Authorize The District 
To Issue Not Exceeding Five Hundred And Fifty Thousand Dol- 
lars Of General Obligation Bonds, Whose Proceeds Shall Be 
Used In The Acquisition And Construction Of A Public Hospital, 
To Make Provision For The Payment Thereof, To Provide For 
The Transfer Of Certain Assets And Liabilities Of Laurens Coun- 
ty To Laurens Hospital District, And To Provide That Charity 
Patients Shall Be Served By The Laurens Hospital Until The 
Clinton Hospital District Shall Be In Full Operation And The 
Tax Levy Provided By Law For Charity Patients Shall Continue 
In Full Force And Effect. 


Whereas, Laurens County maintains a hospital in the City of 
Laurens, established pursuant to Act No. 1035 of the Acts of 1930 as 
implemented by Act No. 453 of the Acts of 1931, open to the public 
of Laurens County under reasonable regulations, and governed by 
the Board of Trustees established by Act No. 610 of the Acts of 
1957; and 

Whereas, after a survey of the existing facilities it has been decided 
that further facilities are needed for the public of Laurens County, but 
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that the needs of the county could be better met. if two separate 
hospitals functioned ; and ; 

Whereas, it has been determined that the most practical method of 
so increasing hospital facilities would be through a division .of the 
county into two hospital districts which should be known as Laurens 
Hospital District and Clinton Hospital District, respectively, and 
which should serve the needs of those in each district; and — 

Whereas, notwithstanding that the existing facilities have been pro- 
cured in part through countywide taxation, in view of the age of the 
existing facilities it has been deemed equitable to provide that such 
facilities as now exist shall be given to Laurens Hospital District 
upon the condition that such district assume all present liabilities 
incurred by Laurens County for such hospital, and that Clinton Hos- 
pital District shall proceed to construct a new hospital facility. Now, 
therefore, 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Laurens County to have two hospital districts.— 
There are hereby created in Laurens County two hospital districts— 
the one which shall be designated as Clinton Hospital District, 
shall comprise all that portion of Laureris County which now com- 
prises School District No. 56 of Laurens County,’ with the ex- 
ception of the areas which formerly constituted School -Districts 
Nos. 1, 2, 3, 4, 6 and 13 of the Cross Hill Township of the county 
prior to the division of the county into two school districts; such 
areas constitute a part of Cross Hill Township and are shown on a 
map of Laurens County made about 1907 by W. H. Nash, Surveyor, 
and recorded in Plat Book No. 12 at* page 229, in the office of the 
Clerk of Court of Laurens County. The second‘ district shall be 
known as Laurens Hospital District and shall: be comprised of all 
of Laurens County not included in Clinton Hospital District. 


SECTION 2. Laurens Hospital District to take over Laurens 
County Hospital—Upon the effective date of this act the existing 
Laurens County Hospital in the City of Laurens, all real estate, all 
monies and accounts receivable standing to the credit of the Board 
of Trustees of Laurens County Hospital, all furnishings, equipment, 
medicines and medical supplies therein situate shall become the 
property of Laurens Hospital District. Such district shall assume and 
be responsible for all existing obligations incurred by Laurens County 
for such hospital and the provisions of Act 610 of the Acts of 1957 
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relating to the management of such hospital shall continue. Such 
district shall continue to furnish hospital service to persons residing 
in Clinton Hospital District until the Clinton Hospital District shall 
have constructed and placed in operation a public hospital. Pro- 
vided, however, that charity patients shall be served by the Laurens 
Hospital until the Clinton Hospital District shall be in full operation 
and the tax levy provided by law for charity patients shall continue 
in full force and effect. 


SECTION 3. Board of Directors to be appointed for Clinton 
Hospital District—members— terms — vacancies — officers. — For 
the purpose of supervising the acquisition and construction of a 
hospital, and for the purpose of thereafter operating and main- 
taining the same, a Board of Directors to be known as Clinton 
Hospital Board of Directors is hereby established. Such board 
shall consist of five qualified registered electors residing in the 
district. Initial appointments shall be made by the Governor, upon 
the recommendation of a majority of the legislative delegation, in- 
cluding the Senator, from Laurens County. Of those first appointed 
one shall have a term of one year; a second shall have a term of 
two years; a third shall have a term of three years; a fourth shall have 
a term of four years; and the fifth shall have a term of five years. 
The initial terms of office shall terminate on the appropriate anni- 
versary of the effective date of this act, notwithstanding that a delay 
in making appointments shall lessen such initial terms. Upon the 
expiration of the terms of office of those first appointed, successors 
shall be appointed by the Governor, for terms of five years, who shall 
consider the recommendation of a majority of the remaining mem- 
bers of the Board of Directors in making such appointment. If 
any vacancy shall arise, a successor shall be appointed by the Gov- 
ernor, after giving consideration to the recommendation of the 
remaining members of the board, for the balance of the unexpired 
term. As soon following its initial appointment as shall be convenient, 
the board shall organize by electing one of its members as chairman, 
another as vice-chairman and another as secretary. A transcript of the 
record of the initial organization shall be filed with the Clerk of 
Court of Laurens County in order to reflect the initial membership of 
the board and those who shall be officers thereof. 


SECTION 4. Powers and duties—The Clinton Hospital Board 
shall be authorized and empowered to: do all things necessary or 
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convenient for the establishment and maintenance of adequate hospital 
facilities for Clinton Hospital District, and without limiting in any 
way the generality of the foregoing shall be empowered as follows: 

(1) To adopt and use a corporate seal. 

(2) To adopt such bylaws, rules and regulations for the conduct 
of business and the expenditure of its funds as it may deem advisable. 

(3) To acquire a site within the district and to construct and 
equip a hospital thereon. 

(4) To acquire by gift, or purchase, or otherwise, all kinds and 
descriptions of real and personal property. 

(5) To accept gifts, grants, donations, devises and bequests. 

(6) To adequately staff and equip any hospital that it may operate. 

(7) To provide teaching and instruction programs and schools for 
nurses, hospital technicians, and physicians during internship and 
residency. 

(8) To employ such personnel as it may deem necessary for the 
efficient operation of its hospital facilities. 

(9) To establish and promulgate reasonable rates for the use of 
the services and facilities afforded by its hospital. 

(10) To promulgate reasonable regulations concerning the use of 
the facilities maintained by the board including reasonable rules 
governing the conduct of physicians, nurses and technicians while on 
duty or practicing their profession in the facilities maintained by the 
board and the determination of whether patients presented to the 
hospital for treatment are subject for charity and to fix compensation 
to be paid by patients other than those unable to assist themselves. 

(11) To the extent that funds may be available, to operate and 
maintain a charity ward and free services for residents of the district 
who are destitute and unable to pay for needed hospitalization. 

(12) To expend the proceeds derived from the charges made for 
the use of the services and facilities of the hospital for operation and 
maintenance thereof. 

(13) To determine the fiscal year upon which the affairs of the 
board shall be conducted. 

(14) To expend any funds received in any manner, including the 
proceeds derived from the issue of bonds hereinafter authorized, to 
defray any costs incident to establishing, constructing, equipping and 
maintaining hospital facilities: 
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(15) To apply to the Federal Government and any other govern- 
mental agency for a grant of moneys to aid in the construction and 
equipment of any hospital and to accept any such grant. 

(16) To lease its hospital facilities to any eleemosynary corporation 
incorporated under the laws of South Carolina who shall undertake 
in the contract of lease to operate the hospital in accordance with 
the regulations promulgated by the board and under such conditions as 
shall insure the use of hospital facilities to all members of the public 
to the extent of availability, and which shall insure services to indigent 
persons to the extent of the financial ability of such corporation. 


SECTION 5. Reports—audit.—The board shall at all times keep 
full and accurate account of its actings and doings and of its receipts 
and expenditures, and at least once within four months, following the 
close of its fiscal year a complete audit of its affairs shall be made by a 
qualified public accountant. Copies of the same shall be filed with the 
Clerk of Court for Laurens County and with the Secretary or Acting 
Secretary of the Laurens County Delegation to the General Assembly. 


SECTION 6. Clinton Hospital District may issue bonds.—To 
provide the funds necessary for the purpose of acquiring a site 
and construing and equipping a hospital the Clinton Hospital 
Board is hereby empowered to issue not to exceed five hundred 
fifty thousand dollars of general obligation bonds of Clinton Hos- 
pital District. The proceeds of the bonds shall be deposited with 
the Treasurer of Laurens County and expended upon warrant of 
the Clinton Hospital Board to meet costs incident to the acquisition 
and construction of hospital facilities. The bonds may be issued 
either as a single issue or from time to time in several separate 
issues. All bonds shall mature serially in successive annual install- 
ments of such amounts as may be determined by the board, except 
that the maturity date of the last installment shall fall due not later 
than thirty years from the date the bonds bear. Any bond issued pur- 
suant to this act may, at the discretion of the board, contain a pro- 
vision permitting its redemption prior to its stated maturity at such 
redemption premium as the board shall prescribe. The bonds shall 
bear such rate or rates of interest as the board may determine, pay- 
able on such occasions as it shall determine, but the average rate of 
interest for each issue of bonds sold pursuant to the authorizations of 
this act shall not exceed four per cent. The bonds may be issued 
with the privilege to the holder of having them registered as to 
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principal on the books of the Treasurer of Laurens County, and the 
principal thus made payable to the registered holder (unless the last 
registered transfer shall have been to bearer) upon such conditions 
as the board may prescribe. They shall bear such date or dates and 
be payable at such place or places as the board may likewise prescribe. 

The bonds and the interest coupons thereunto attached shall be 
executed in such manner as the board shall prescribe. 

The bonds shall be sold by the board at not less than par and ac- 
crued interest to the date of their respective deliveries at public 
sale, and at least ten days prior to any such sale; notice, announcing 
the intention to receive bids for the sale of any bonds authorized by, 
this act shall be published in a newspaper of general circulation in 
the State of South Carolina. 

The bonds and all interest to become due thereon shall have the 
tax exempt status prescribed by Act No. 730 of. the Acts of 1952. 

For the payment of the principal and interest of all bonds issued 
pursuant to this act, as the same respectively mature, and for the 
creating of such sinking fund as may be necessary therefor, the full 
faith, credit and taxing power of Clinton Hospital District shall be 
irrevocably pledged, and there shall be levied annually by the 
Auditor of Laurens County, and collected by the Treasurer of 
Laurens County, in the same manner as county taxes are levied and 
collected an ad valorem tax on all taxable property in Clinton Hos- 
pital District sufficient to pay the principal and interest of such bonds 
as they respectively mature, and to create such sunlgng fund as may 
be necessary therefor. 

Any action of the board may be taken at any meeting of the board, 
regular or special, and at such meeting a majority of the members 
shall constitute a quorum for the purpose of adopting a resolution 
making provision for the issuance of bonds pursuant to this act, 
awarding the sale of such bonds, or taking any other action per- 
mitted or required of the board by the provisions of this act. 


SECTION 7. Each district only responsible for patients from 
its own area.—Upon the completion of the hospital for .Clinton 
Hospital District and its readiness to receive and care for patients, 
the hospitals of each district shall be relieved of responsibility for 
the care of patients of the other district. . 


SECTION 8. Repeal.—All acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed. 
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SECTION 9. Time effective —This act shall take effect upon ap- 
proval by the Governor.

Amount Not Exceeding One Hundred Thousand Dollars; To 
Provide For The Use Of The Funds; And To Make Provisions 
For The Payment Thereof. . 
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Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Laurens County may issue bonds—use of proceeds 
—approval of certain expenditures—issue—Laurens County is 
herby authorized to issue bonds in an amount not to exceed one 
hundred thousand dollars. The proceeds from the bonds shall be used 
for making permanent improvements to county roads, the county 
jail and courthouse; provided, that at least fifty per cent of the pro- 
ceeds of the bonds shall be used for making permanent improvements 
to county roads. Before any money is spent for making permanent 
improvements to the county roads, the proposed improvements must 
have the approval of the county supervisor and at least one of the 
members of the county board of commissioners. The bonds provided 
for in this act shall be issued during the calendar year 1959. 


SECTION 2. Interest—when and where payable—form—ma- 
turity.— The bonds shall bear interest at the rate of not exceed- 
ing an average of four per cent per annum, payable semiannually, 
shall be payable at such time or times and at such place or places and 
shall be in such form as the county supervisor and at least one 
member of the County Board of Commissioners of Laurens County 
may direct. Provided, the bonds shall mature within twenty years 
from the dates of their issue. 


SECTION 3. Sale—use of proceeds.—The bonds shall be sold by 
the County Board of Commissioners of Laurens County at public or 
private sale, but for not less than par and accrued interest. The pro- 
ceeds of such sale shall be for the purpose provided in Section 1 of 
this act. Provided, that the bonds may be sold all at one time or in 
such blocks and at such times as the county supervisor and at least one 
member of the County Board of Commissioners of Laurens County 
may deem advisable or necessary.

SECTION 4. The county sheriff is hereby authorized and required 
to make a monthly report to the Laurens County Treasurer and at 
the same time turn over to the county treasurer all fines, fees and 
mileage, except all fees collected for the service of magistrates’ papers. 
The report shall be made on or before the tenth day of each month. 


SECTION 5. The county supervisor is hereby authorized and re- 
quired to make a quarterly report to the Laurens County Delegation 
in the General Assembly, giving an itemized and verified statement 
of all expenditures pertaining to his office which have been paid by 
him, and also an itemized statement of all debts and obligations in- 
curred for which Laurens County is liable. The report shall be made 
on or before April fifteenth, July fifteenth, October fifteenth and 
January fifteenth of each year. 


SECTION 6. The supervisor and county commissioners are hereby 
required to keep a separate account covering the various items of 
the supply act and not to exceed in expenditure the amount herein 
provided for each item; and for any excess allowed or permitted, 
the officers shall be held liable on their official bond. It shall be 
unlawful for any county commissioner or commissioners or other 
officers of county government to purchase, bargain for, or contract for 
any materials or services which would create a deficit in any item 
or provisions hereof within the time covered by this act. 


SECTION 7. The county treasurer is authorized to pay claims for 
school teachers’ salaries and for other school purposes from the gen- 
eral fund of the county, all such amounts to be refunded to the 
general fund when State aid and current school taxes are received 
in the treasurer’s office. 
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SECTION 8. The official bond for the County Supervisor of 
Laurens County shall be ten thousand dollars and no claim against 
Laurens County shall be paid until it has had the approval in writing 
of the county supervisor and the two county commissioners. All 
expenditures in excess of the appropriations herein made, and not 
duly authorized by law, made by the county supervisor and board of 
county commissioners for Laurens County, shall not constitute a valid 
indebtedness against Laurens County and all such contracts shall be 
null and void. The official bond of the county supervisor and county 
commissioners shall be responsible for all unauthorized expenditures 
and contracts made by such officers. on behalf of Laurens County. 
The supervisor is hereby required to notify the sheriff immediately 
upon the escape of any convict from the county chain gang, and 
the sheriff shall have his actual expenses for the capture of such 
escaped convict, when necessary to go out of the county. All claims 
must be signed by the supervisor and the two county commissioners. 


SECTION 9. The board of county commissioners is hereby autho- 
ized and directed to divide the expenditures of such appropriations 
into monthly payments and monthly expenditures shall not exceed 
one-twelfth of the annual appropriation. 


SECTION 10. In the event of a vacancy or a new recommendation, 
there shall be appointed and commissioned by the Governor, upon 
the recommendation of the sheriff and the head official of the mills 
herein. named, three special deputies to have the usual authority of 
peace officers, and who shall be assigned to duty as follows: two at 
Joanna Mill and one at Lydia Mill, as the sheriff may designate, and 
shall. be paid by the Treasurer of Laurens County the sum of one 
hundred eighty-seven dollars each per year, and the two mills may 
supplement the. salaries if they so desire, such appointments to be 
made for a period of two years; provided, however, that the terms 
of such appointments shall not extend beyond the term of the 
sheriff recommending the appointments. Provided, further, same 
may be revoked by the Governor upon the recommendation of the 
sheriff at any time. Such deputies must be sworn in office before 
the Clerk of Court of Laurens County, and shall have the usual 
bond in the sum of one thousand dollars, conditioned upon the faith- 
ful performance of duty. Provided, that all pay and allowances for 
mill deputies provided by this act shall be paid by the treasurer 
only when approved by the Sheriff of Laurens County. 
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SECTION 11. The Board of County Commissioners of Laurens 
County is hereby authorized and required to advertise for competitive 
bids for the purchase of all supplies used by Laurens County, in- 
cluding the county home, and shall accept the lowest responsible bid 
for the same and any purchase not made in conformity thereto shall 
not be a debt against the county. Provided, however, the board of 
commissioners shall purchase any such supplies from the State 
Purchasing Agent if such purchases can be made at a cost less than 
the lowest bid herein referred to. Supplies herein mentioned include 
road materials, office equipment, and other equipment and machinery 
of a value of more than one hundred dollars, but does not include 
purchase of parts or personal service for repairs of equipment where 
no competitive part or service is available; provided, that the board 
shall have the right to reject any bid which does not meet its re- 
quirements as to quality, specifications or description. Provided, 
further, that the term “board of commissioners” shall include the 
supervisor and the two county commissioners. 


SECTION 12. The salaries herein provided for the various officers 
of Laurens County, except magistrates, shall be in lieu of all fees 
and costs, of whatsoever nature or description, collectible by them 
for services rendered on or after April 1, 1935. All fees. or costs 
collected by any of such officers under the law providing the same 
for services hereafter rendered shall be turned over by such officer 
to the County Treasurer of Laurens County monthly, together with 
a statement under oath, showing the amount collected during the 
month immediately preceding such statement. All county officers are 
‘hereby forbidden to deposit any monies belonging to the county with 
his or her personal accounts. . 


SECTION 13. The official bond required of the Sheriff of Laurens 
County shall be five thousand dollars for which amount he shall 
give bond for the faithful performance of his duties, the premium 
of which shall be paid by the county; provided, that each of his 
deputies is required to give surety bond, conditioned upon the faith- 
ful performance of his duties, in the sum of one thousand dollars, the 
premium of the bonds of such deputies to be paid by Laurens County. 


SECTION 14. ‘There is hereby levied upon all the taxable property 
of Laurens County one mill, which shall be known as the hospital 
fund. Out of this fund there shall first be paid the insurance premium 
of the fire insurance policy covering the Laurens County Hospital 
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and the balance thereof shall be expended for the care and support 
of the needy or charity patients of the County of Laurens, and 
it shall be the duty of the county board of commissioners to pass 
upon all claims approved by the operating board of trustees of the 
hospital. In addition there is hereby appropriated from the general 
fund of Laurens County the sum of twelve thousand dollars for 
charity patients. 

Provided, the board of trustees of Laurens County Hospital are 
hereby authorized to borrow an amount not to exceed twenty-five 
thousand dollars, if so much be necessary, for the purpose of matching 
Hill-Burton Funds, total of which shall be used for Hospital con- 
struction. Any such loan shall be evidenced by a note or notes to be 
signed by the chairman of the Board of Trustees of the Laurens 
County Hospital under such terms and conditions as may be agreed 
upon by the board and the lender. 


‘SECTION 15. Provisions made herein for additional clerical help 
in the several offices shall not be used to supplement salaries of 
regular employees. 


SECTION 16. The county treasurer is hereby authorized, em- 
‘powered and directed to transfer from the county sinking fund to the 
general fund of the county the funds now in and hereafter accruing 
to the account for past indebtedness. 


SECTION 17. The auditor shall levy and the treasurer shall collect 
the tax on all of the taxable property of Laurens School District 
No. 55 and Laurens School District No. 56, not to exceed thirty- 
five mills. Provided, that in School District No. 56 the above thirty- 
five mill levy shall include four mills for the payment of the 
bond levy, and one mill which shall be applied to the existing deficit. 
Provided, further, that in School District No. 55 the above thirty- 
‘five mill levy shall include one mill which shall be applied to the 
‘existing deficit. Provided, further, that in the event any money shall 
remain in the current operating fund of School District No. 55 or 
School District No. 56, at the end of the fiscal year, all such money 
shall be applied to the deficit of the respective districts. The treasurer 
shall credit the amounts collected in the respective districts to the 
account of the districts, and the funds shall be expended under the 
supervision and direction of the trustees of such school districts for 
general school purposes. 
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Provided, further, that the trustees of either School District No. 55 
or School District No. 56 shall petition the County Board of Educa- 
tion of Laurens County for an election on the question of raising 
the levy for school purposes whenever a greater levy than thirty-five 
mills is needed to meet the budgets of the school districts. 


SECTION 18. Any funds received by the treasurer by reason of 
the terms of the Appropriations Act for 1959 for the benefit of the 
schools of Laurens County shall be credited to the districts as pro- 
vided by law and shall be expended by the trustees of the districts 
for general school purposes. 


SECTION 19. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent herewith are re- 
pealed. 


SECTION 20. This act shall take effect upon approval of the Gov- 
ernor.

The Auditor and Treasurer of Lee County are here- 
by authorized and directed to levy and collect upon all the taxable 
property of Lee County a sufficient number of mills, not to exceed 
eight mills, if so much be necessary, to raise the amount stated in 
this supply act to be raised by taxation. 


SECTION 3. The funds appropriated for roads, bridges and chain 
gang shall be spent and used in such a way as to cover the entire 
period of this act, and as near equally per month as possible, and 
the county board of commissioners is hereby forbidden to contract 
for or spend in excess of the appropriation in any way or make in- 
debtedness therefor which cannot and is not paid for on the tenth 
of the next month after the purchase or expenditure is made. Any 
violation of this section shall subject the member or members of the 
commission to immediate removal by the Governor upon the written 
recommendation of the entire Lee County Legislative Delegation and 
any such purchase or expenditure in excess of the sum so appro- 
priated shall not be an obligation of Lee County and be null and void. 


SECTION 4. The funds appropriated for each and every purpose 
shall be used for said purpose only, and no part thereof shall be di- 
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verted from any one appropriation to another without the written 
consent of the Lee County Legislative Delegation. 


SECTION 5. The county board of commissioners is hereby au- 
thorized, empowered and directed to keep all county records, books 
and vouchers in the board’s office in the county courthouse and to 
keep such office open each week day. They shall at all times keep 
an exact record of all sums paid on each and every appropriation of 
the county. 


SECTION 6. The County Board of Commissioners of Lee County 
is hereby authorized, required and directed to buy the various pro- 
visions, supplies, etc., except perishables,-necessary for the county 
chain gang at lowest possible prices. Fresh meats and vegetables shall 
be bought from local merchants on an impartial rotating basis, with 
no regard to factional affiliation. Gas, oil and grease shall be pur- 
chased from the five major distributors in Lee County on a monthly 
rotating basis. The Superintendent of Roads shall be scrupulously fair 
in the division of this business. 


SECTION 7. All new machinery, automotive and other equipment 
for the county and all political subdivisions of the county shall be 
purchased only by the county board of commissioners with the ap- 
proval of the Lee County Legislative Delegation. 


SECTION 8. The Superintendent of Roads shall use every care to 
keep the cost of operation of the chain gang as low as possible and 
he shall cause the prisoners and guards to keep all machinery and 
equipment properly greased and he shall cause the prisoners and 
guards to take extra care in operating the machinery and equipment. 
It shall be unlawful for any person to use gas or oil from county sup- 
plies in any vehicle other than county-owned. This shall apply to 
county commissioners, sheriff’s department, rural police, county of- 
ficials, or any other citizen. 


SECTION 9. The County Board of Commissioners of Lee County 
shall be the sole purchasing agent for Lee County and any and all 
officers or employees of Lee County who may need any books, pro- 
visions, supplies or other material or thing for their offices or de- 
partments shall request the purchase of same by written request to 
the County Board of Commissioners of Lee County, which commis- 
sion, if it deems the purchase necessary and strictly within the ap- 
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propriation for such office or department, shall issue its regular req- 
uisition blank, numbered serially, in triplicate, for said purchase, de- 
liver one copy to the officer or department requesting the purchase, 
deliver one copy to the seller to be presented along with the seller’s 
itemized bill for such purchase at the time payment therefor is made. 
No officer or employee of Lee County shall make any purchase ex- 
cept in the manner herein provided and any purchase made or con- 
tracted for except by virtue of a proper requisition blank shall not 
be a debt against the county, but shall be the individual debt of the 
person making such a purchase. A copy of this section shall be 
mailed by the county board of commissioners to every officer or em- 
ployee of Lee County and to such other concerns and people it may 
deem proper. 


SECTION 10. In order to prevent lost motion, duplication of ef- 
fort and lack of definite responsibility, the chairman of the county 
board of commissioners is required to devote such part of his time 
as the county board of commissioners may determine to be neces- 
sary. He shall execute the orders and policies of the commission, but 
no authority is denied the other members of the commission, nor is 
the chairman vested with greater power than his fellow members, 
but for convenience and better business methods, concentration of 
execution is delegated to the chairman rather than the entire com- 
mission. Provided, that in the case of incapacity of the chairman his 
duties shall, with the consent of the entire Lee County Legislative 
Delegation, devolve upon the other members of the county board 
until a chairman is again chosen. 


SECTION 11. The county board of commissioners shall have full 
supervision of the county chain gang and there shall be paid out of 
the funds appropriated for dieting county gang prisoners, upon item- 
ized statements properly verified by seller and approved by the 
board, the actual cost of food, fuel, water and lights necessary for 
the proper dieting of prisoners. Provided, however, such cost shall 
not exceed the sum of eighty cents per day for each prisoner con- 
fined on the chain gang, and the superintendent of roads shall file 
a monthly report showing an itemized list of all prisoners confined 
on the chain gang, the exact number of days each prisoner spent on 
the chain gang that month and the total maximum authorized cost 
based on the number of prisoners at the rate of eighty cents per 
day. No bill in excess of the maximum authorized cost shall be paid, 
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except with the written approval of the Lee County Legislative Del- 
egation. 


SECTION 12. The county board of commissioners shall pay out of 
the appropriation for extra food for gang employees, upon itemized 
statement properly verified by seller and approved by said board, the 
actual cost of extra food for meals of gang employees while on duty; 
provided, however, such cost shall not exceed the sum of fifteen dol- 
lars per month for each employee. 


SECTION 13. The Board of County Commissioners of Lee County 
is hereby authorized to borrow, upon the written approval of the 
Lee County Legislative Delegation, not exceeding ninety per cent 
of the amount to be raised by taxation by the above levy, on note 
or notes to be executed by the chairman of the board and the County 
Treasurer of Lee County, which notes when so executed shall be a 
first lien on all taxes to be raised by said levy. 


SECTION 14. The provisions of Section 20-32, Code of Laws of 
South Carolina, 1952, and acts amendatory thereto, so far as the 
same shall affect the payment of fifty cents on each marriage license 
fee by the Judge of Probate of Lee County unto the Treasurer of 
Lee County, are hereby repealed for this fiscal year only and the 
Probate Judge of Lee County is hereby authorized and directed to 
retain the full marriage license fee for each marriage license isstied 
by him. 


SECTION 15. Each magistrate is hereby required to account to and 
pay the county treasurer on or before the tenth day of each month 
for all fines and monies collected by him as magistrate during the 
preceding month and file a written report with the county board of 
commissioners, showing all criminal cases brought before him and 
their disposition, and no magistrate shall be paid his monthly salary 
until such monthly accounting and report is made. 


SECTION 16. The sheriff shall have full supervision of the county 
jail and there shall be paid out of the funds appropriated for dieting 
jail prisoners, upon itemized statements properly verified by seller 
and approved by the sheriff, the actual cost of food, fuel, water and 
lights necessary for the proper dieting of prisoners; provided, such 
food cost shall not exceed the sum of eighty cents per day for each 
prisoner confined in the jail, and the jailor shall file a monthly writ- 
ten report showing an itemized list of all prisoners confined in the 
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jail and the exact number of days each prisoner spent in the jail 
that month, and the total maximum authorized cost based on the 
number of prisoner days at the rate of eighty cents per day. No bill 
in excess of such maximum authorized cost shall be paid except with 
the written approval of the Lee County Legislative Delegation. 


SECTION 17. The county board of commissioners shall also pay 
out of funds appropriated the actual cost of all necessary clothing, 
fuel, bedding and other camp equipment, and the superintendent of 
roads shall have a trusty, or trusties, prepare and cook the food, 
keep the camp and stockade clean and well heated, and the bedding 
and clothing in good order. 


SECTION 18. The county board of commissioners is hereby di- 
rected at least once each month to have a suitable detail of gang 
prisoners thoroughly clean the county courthouse and grounds and 
the Lee County Memorial Hospital grounds. 


SECTION 19. The amount herein appropriated shall be spent over 
the entire period of this act, as near equally per month as possible, 
and any officer or employee who shall contract for or spend in ex- 
cess of the appropriation for his department shall be subject to re- 
moval by the Governor, upon the written recommendation of the 
entire legislative delegation, and any such purchase or expenditure 
in excess of the sum so appropriated shall not be an obligation of 
Lee County and is null and void. 


SECTION 20. The amounts listed herein for the payment of each 
of the clerks in the office of county commissioners, sheriff, auditor and 
treasurer are for the clerks of such offices, on March first, of this fiscal 
year; and in case a new clerk is placed in any of such offices, his 
or her salary shall be approved by the Lee County Legislative Dele- 
gation. 


SECTION 21. The amounts herein listed for additional salary— 
—County Agent, and additional salary—Assistant County Agent, 
are for the present County Agent and the present Assistant County 
Agent, and in case a new person is placed in either position, the 
additional salary shall not be paid until and unless the salary be first 
approved by the Lee County Legislative Delegation. 


SECTION 22. All taxes and indirect revenue collected for ordinary 
county purposes during the fiscal year 1958-1959, in excess of the 
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amount necessary to pay appropriations for the fiscal year 1958- 
1959, shall be disbursed by the County Board of Commissioners of 
Lee County upon the written authorization of the Lee County Legis- 
lative Delegation, on county warrants, and the county treasurer is 
hereby authorized to honor such warrants and charge the same to 
ordinary county fund, and any balance remaining on hand on July 1, 
1959, shall be used to meet appropriations for the fiscal year 1959- 
1960, and all taxes and indirect revenues collected for ordinary county 
purposes during the fiscal year 1959-1960, in excess of the amount — 
necessary to pay appropriations for the fiscal year 1959-1960, shall 
be disbursed by the County Board of Commissioners of Lee County 
upon the written authorization of the Lee County Legislative Dele- 
gation, on county warrants, and the county treasurer is hereby au- 
thorized to honor such warrants and charge the same to ordinary 
county fund. 


SECTION 23. Any and all unused balances in any and all accounts 
for the fiscal year 1958-1959 shall be automatically transferred to 
the contingent fund account for the fiscal year 1959-1960. 


SECTION 24. The County Board of Commissioners of Lee Coun- 
ty is hereby authorized to refinance any existing indebtedness of 
Lee County evidenced by notes or bond issues, where a material sav- 
ing in interest can be had, and any note or notes given for said 
purpose shall be executed by the chairman of the board and the 
Treasurer of Lee County, and when so executed shall be a first lien 
on all taxes levied or to be levied for the purpose of the original 
note or bond issue so refinanced. , 


SECTION 25. The County Board’ of Commissioners of Lee County 
is hereby authorized and directed to terminate, with or without no- 
tice, the appointment of any cotton weigher appointed by the board 
in the event such cotton weigher fails to properly perform his du- 
ties as determined by the Lee County Marketing Commission by 
majority vote. 7 

SECTION 26. The County Board of Commissioners of Lee County 
is hereby authorized to use, as they deem necessary, general relief 
or general assistance funds for general relief of indigent citizens, 


but care shall be used that only absolute charity patients receive relief 
funds. : 


SECTION 27. The County Board of Commissioners of Lee Coun- 
ty is hereby authorized and directed to allow the use, from month to 
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month, of such portion of the unused open land on the county farm 
as the county board of commissioners may deem necessary for an 
airport at Bishopville, and such commission shall supervise the use 
of the airport and the construction of any hangar or hangars thereon. 


SECTION 28. The Lee County Legislative Delegation is hereby 
authorized to have an audit made, covering the fiscal year 1958- 
1959, of any and all offices and departments of Lee County and 
shall pay for same out of the County Contingent Fund. 


SECTION 29. Every county officer and employee is prohibited 
from making any purchase for Lee County from any officer or em- 
ployee of Lee County, and no purchase so made shall be an obliga- 
tion of Lee County, and no county officer or employee shall use any 
county property for his own use, but only for necessary official use. 


SECTION 30. The county treasurer is directed, upon the written 
authorization of the Lee County Legislative Delegation, to set aside 
and transfer as much of the county surplus funds as in the opinion 
of the Lee County Legislative Delegation may be proper for the 
construction of any public improvements designated by the delega- 
tion, and as much of such surplus funds as in the opinion of the Lee 
County Legislative Delegation, by written order, may be needed for 
ordinary county purposes. 


SECTION 31. The various officers and employees of the county are 
hereby directed to file with the Chairman of the Lee County Legis- 
lative Delegation and the Chairman of the County Board of Com- 
missioners of Lee County duplicate quarterly reports showing the 
status of such office or department and such other information as 
the county board or the Lee County Legislative Delegation may re- 
quest. If any officer or employee fails to file such quarterly report 
within fifteen days after the end of each quarter, the county board 
of commissioners is hereby directed to withhold payment of salary 
of such officer or employee until such officer or employee files said 
quarterly report, as provided herein. 


SECTION 32. The words “Lee County Legislative Delegation” as 
used in this act mean the Senator and the member of the House of 
Representatives from Lee County, unless the context clearly shows 
otherwise. 


SECTION 33. No office equipment, furniture, fixtures, nor any ma- 
chinery, tractors, road patrols, trucks, automobiles, or any other 
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heavy machinery, shall be purchased out of county funds by any 
officer or employee of Lee County without the written approval of 
the Lee County Legislative Delegation. 


SECTION 34. The Auditor of Lee County is hereby authorized and 
directed to levy and the Treasurer of Lee County is hereby author- 
ized and directed to collect eight mills additional upon all of the 
taxable property of Lee County, to assist in the operation of the 
Lee County Memorial Hospital. Such funds are to be credited to 
the Lee County Memorial Hospital account, and are to be trans- 
ferred to the account of the Treasurer of Lee County Memorial Hos- 
pital Commission at the rate of three thousand dollars per month. 


SECTION 35. Every officer and employee of every board, com- 
mission or department of Lee County and its school system shall pay 
at the earliest possible date all past due taxes due Lee County, and 
the Sheriff of Lee County is hereby directed to mail to the Lee County 
Legislative Delegation and the County Board of Commissioners im- 
mediately after July 1, 1959, a statement of all past due taxes of 
every such officer or employee. 


SECTION 36. Since provision is made herein for the payment of 
the cost of rural police system for this fiscal year, the Auditor of 
Lee County is hereby authorized and directed not to place upon 
the taxable property of Lee County any levy contemplated by the 
special act relating to Rural Police System for Lee County. It is 
further directed that the funds provided for uniforms for rural police 
shall be disbursed by the county treasurer only upon properly re- 
ceipted invoices showing that the individual policeman has actually 
purchased the equipment for which he is being reimbursed. 


SECTION 37. All other provisions of law to the contrary notwith- 
standing the millage levied by the auditor and treasurer for school 
purposes in Lee County shall not exceed forty-three mills. Any in- 
crease in state funds for county school purposes resulting from legis- 
lation passed at the 1959 session of the General Assembly or there- 
after shall operate to reduce the county levy for school purposes by 
a corresponding amount. 


SECTION 38. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent herewith are 
repealed. 


SECTION 39. This act shall take effect upon approval by the Gov- 
ernor. ;

(c) That the county commissioners are hereby required to keep a 
separate account covering the various items of the supply act and not 
to exceed in expenditure the amount herein provided for each item;

liable on their official bond. It shall be unlawful for any county com- 
missioner or commissioners or other officers of county government 
to purchase, bargain for, or contract for any materials or services 
which would create a deficit in any item or provisions hereof within 
the time covered by this act. 

(d) The clerk of the county board of commissioners shall make 
quarterly statements of expenditures and balances of the different 
items and send statement to each member of the board of commis- 
sioners and to each member of the legislative delegation. 

(e) The county treasurer is hereby authorized and directed to 
publish in the county newspapers a statement reflecting the financial 
condition of Lexington County as of December 31, 1959 and June

herein made should such be necessary for lack of funds arising from 
revenue now in sight.

SECTION 2. The various sums herein appropriated shall be used 
only for the purpose for which they are specifically appropriated and 
for no other. Provided, that transfers from one appropriation to 
another may be made upon the written approval of the legislative 
delegation. It shall be unlawful for any officers of the county to 
exceed any appropriation or to contract any obligation of indebtedness 
in excess of any appropriation, herein provided for, except upon the 
written authority of the Legislative Delegation of McCormick County ; 
and obligations incurred without the written authority shall not be 
binding upon McCormick County. Any officer violating the provi-

information as the county treasurer may deem desirable. This service 
to the taxpayer being gratuitous, no obligation shall rest upon the 
county or State, or county treasurer for any failure or mistake on the 
part of the county treasurer in giving or failing to give the notice. 


SECTION 18. From the county board of education fund herein 
appropriated, all members of the county board, except the superin- 
tendent of education, shall be paid five dollars per day for each day 
in attendance upon meetings of the county board and mileage from 
the homes of the members each way at the rate of seven cents per 
mile. Provided, further, that the county board of education is hereby 
authorized to pay from this appropriation any clerical help or mileage 
necessary for the office of the superintendent of education as may be 
deemed necessary by the county board. 


SECTION 19. Custodian of the McCormick County office building 
and grounds shall be designated by the McCormick Legislative 
Delegation and shall approve all claims for expenses necessary for 
the operation of the county office building. 


SECTION 20. The trustees of the McCormick County schools are 
hereby authorized and directed to furnish to the county board of 
education a budget for the operation and maintenance of the schools 
of the county for the year 1959-60. The county board of education 
shall have the authority to increase or decrease the budget as it may 
deem necessary. The county auditor is hereby authorized and directed 
to levy a sufficient number of mills on taxable property in McCormick 
County for the said purposes with the approval and consent of the 
county delegation. The county treasurer is hereby directed to collect 
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the funds and place in the school fund and to disburse the funds as 
now prescribed by law. 


SECTION 21. Any surplus funds of McCormick County may be 
invested by the county treasurer upon written approval of the county 
delegation. 


SECTION 22. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent herewith are re- 
pealed. 


SECTION 23. This act shall take effect upon approval by the Gov- 
ernor.

An Act To Authorize And Empower The Board Of Trustees 
Of Mullins School District No. 2 Of Marion County, To Issue 
Not Exceeding Three Hundred Seventy-five Thousand Dollars 
Of General Obligation Bonds Of School District No. 2, Marion 
County, If The Election Required By This Act Shall Result Fav- 
orably; To Prescribe The Conditions Under Which The Bonds 
May Be Issued And The Purposes For Which Such Proceeds 
May Be Expended And To Make Provision For The Payment 
Of Such Bonds. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Findings of General Assembly—The General As- 
sembly finds that further school facilities are needed by Mullins School 
District No. 2 of Marion County, hereinafter called “the district” and 
enacts this act as a means of providing an opportunity whereby funds 
may be acquired for constructing, equipping, renovating and repair- 
ing school buildings in the district. 


SECTION 2. Mullins School District 2 may issue bonds if elec- 
tion favorable.—If the election required by this act shall result fav- 
orably to the issuance of the bonds authorized by this act, then in 
such event, the Board of Trustees of Mullins School District No. 2, 
Marion County, hereinafter called “school trustees’, shall be au- 
thorized and empowered to issue and sell, either as a single issue or 
from time to time as several separate issues, not exceeding three 
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hundred seventy-five thousand dollars of general obligation bonds of 
the district, or such lesser amount as on the occasion of the issuance 
of such bonds is found to be within constitutional limitation of the 
district. 


SECTION 3. Conduct of election—Not more than six months 
from the effective date of this act, an election shall be held on a date to 
be fixed by the school trustees in order to determine if the school trus- 
tees shall be empowered to issue bonds under this act to the extent 
herein provided. The Commissioners of Election for Marion County 
shall conduct the election and except as otherwise provided in this act, 
the election shall be conducted in accordance with the provisions of the 
South Carolina Election Law, Title 23, Volume 3, Code of Laws of 
South Carolina, 1952, as amended, and all persons resident in the 
district and qualified to vote under the Constitution and Laws of 
the State shall be permitted to vote. 


SECTION. 4. Question.—The question submitted to the qualified 
electors in the election shall be substantially in the following form: 
“Shall there be issued on behalf of Mullins School District No. 
2, Marion County, either as a single issue or from time to time 
‘as several separate issues, not exceeding three hundred seventy- 
five thousand dollars of general obligation bonds of the school 
district, whose proceeds shall be expended to construct, equip, 
renovate and’ repair ‘school ‘buildings within the district?” 
The question shall be followed by the words 
Yes 
No 
and with suitable instructions to those voting indicating that those 
who favor the issuance of bonds shall deposit a ballot with the word 
“No” stricken through, while those who oppose the issuance of bonds 
shall deposit a ballot with the word “Yes” stricken through. 


SECTION 5. Polling places.—A: polling place for voting in the 
election shall be located in each voting precinct of Marion County, 
lying wholly or partially within the district. 


SECTION 6. :Notice.—Notice of the holding of such election shall be 
given by the Commissioners of Election for Marion County by publica- 
tion thereof in a newspaper published in Marion County and hav- 
ing circulation in the district, at least twice. The first advertise- 
ment shall appear not less than fifteert days prior to the date of the 
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election and the second publication shall appear not more than ten 

days prior to such occasion. Such notice shall state: 
1. The date on which the election is to be held; 

. The location of the several polling places ; 

. The qualifications that are applicable to voting ; 

. The amount of bonds to be issued; and 

. The purpose for which the proceeds of the bonds are to be 
expended.

SECTION 7. Results.—As soon as convenient following the elec- 
tion, the Commissioners of Election for Marion County shall render a 
return of the results of the election to the school trustees, and the 
school trustees shall by resolution declare such results. The school 
trustees may provide for the filing of a certified copy of such reso- 
lution declaring such results in the office of the Clerk of Court for 
Marion County. In such event, neither the results of ‘such election as 
declared by the aforesaid resolution, nor the manner of holding the 
election. shall be open to question except by a suit or proceedings 
instituted within thirty days from the date of the filing of such certified 
copy of such resolution. 


SECTION 8. Bond issue—maturity.—All bonds issued pursuant 
to this act ‘shall mature in such annual series or instalments as the 
school trustees shall provide for, except that the first maturing bonds 
of any issue shall mature within three years from the date as of 
which they shall be issued; not less than three per cent of any issue 
shall mature in any year; and no bond shall mature later than twenty 
years from the date as of which it shall be issued. 


SECTION 9. Redemption.—Any bond issued pursuant to this act 
may be issued with a provision for its redemption prior to its stated 
maturity at par and accrued interest, plus such redemption premium 
as may be prescribed by the school trustees, but no bond shall be 
redeemable before maturity unles it contains a statement to that effect. 
In the proceedings authorizing the issuance of such bonds, provision 
shall be made specifying the manner of call and the notice thereof 
that must be given. 


SECTION 10. Form.—tThe bonds issued: pursuant to this act shall 
be in the form of negotiable coupon bonds, payable to bearer, but may 
be issued with the privilege to any holder of having them registered 
as to principal on fhe books of the Treasurer of Marion County, 
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upon such conditions as the school trustees may prescribe. Except 
when so registered, all bonds issued pursuant to this act, shall have 
all attributes of negotiable instruments under the law merchant and 
the negotiable instruments law. 


SECTION 11. Where payable—The bonds issued pursuant to this 
act shall be made payable at such places, within or without the State, 
as the school trustees shall provide. 


SECTION 12. Interest.—Bonds issued pursuant to this act shall 
bear interest at rates determined by the school trustees. 


SECTION 13. Execution.—The bonds shall be executed in the 
name of Mullins School District No. 2 of Marion County by the chair- 
man and secretary of its board of trustees under the seal of the school 
district. The coupons attached to such bonds need not be authenticated 
otherwise than by the facsimile signatures of the chairman and the 
secretary lithographed or engraved thereon. 


SECTION 14. Sale——Bonds issued pursuant to this act shall be sold 
at a price of not less than par and accrued interest to the date of their 
respective deliveries. They shall be sold after public advertisement 
of their sale in a newspaper of general circulation in South Caro- 
lina. Such published notice shall appear not less than ten. days prior 
to the occasion set for opening bids. 


SECTION 15. Payment.—For the payment of the principal and in- 
terest of all bonds issued pursuant to this act as the same respectively 
mature, and for the creation of such sinking fund as may be necessary 
therefor, the full faith, credit and taxing power of Mullins School Dis- 
trict No. 2 of Marion County shall be irrevocably pledged, and there 
shall be levied annually by the Auditor of Marion County, and col- 
lected by the Treasurer of Marion County, in the same manner as 
county taxes are levied and collected, a tax without limit, on all 
taxable property in the school district, sufficient to pay the prin- 
cipal and interest of such bonds as they respectively mature and to 
create such sinking fund as may be necessary therefor; provided, 
that, until changed by subsequent enactment, the ad valorem tax 
levy shall be reduced to the extent that there is on deposit with the

LocaL AND TEMPorARY Laws—1959 


(R397, H1618) No. 474 


An Act To Empower The Mullins Hospital Commission Of 
Marion County To Borrow Not Exceeding Forty Thousand Dol- 
lars On Behalf Of The Political Subdivision Of Marion County 
Known As Reaves Township, To Prescribe The Conditions Under 
Which The Loan May Be Made And The Purposes For Which 
The Proceeds May Be Expended, And To Make Provision For 
The Payment Thereof. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Findings of the General Assembly.—The General 
Assembly finds that pursuant to Act No. 436 of 1923, a public 
hospital has been established in the political subdivision in Marion 
County known as Reaves Township, to which Township was com- 
mitted the function of operating a hospital for the benefit of the 
public of said Township, and which hospital is being operated by 
the Commission established by Act No. 1131 of 1934, known as 
the Mullins Hospital Commission, hereinafter called “the Commis- 
sion”. It further finds that improvements and additions to the hos- 
pital are needed and enacts this law as a means of providing an 
opportunity whereby the same may be obtained. 


SECTION 2. Mullins Hospital Commission may borrow money 
for improvements for Reaves Township Hospital—notes:—In or- 
der to obtain improvements for the hospital operated for Reaves 
Township, the Commission shall be empowered to borrow not ex- 
ceeding Forty Thousand Dollars and may evidence such indebted- 
ness by obligations denoted “bonds” or “notes”. 


SECTION 3. Maturity of notes—All obligations issued pursuant 
to this act shall mature in such annual series or installments as the 
Commission shall provide for, except that the first maturing obliga- 
tions shall mature within three years from the date as of which they 
shall be issued; not less than three per cent of such obligations shall 
mature in any year; and none of such obligations shall mature later 
than twenty years from their date. 


SECTION 4. Redemption.—Any obligation issued pursuant to this 
act may be issued with a provision for its redemption prior to its 
stated maturity at par and accrued interest, plus such redemption 
premium as may be prescribed by the Commission, but no obligation 
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shall be redeemable before maturity unless it contains a statement to 
that effect. If the option here granted the Commission be availed of, 
provision shall be made specifying the manner of call and the notice 
thereof that must be given. 


SECTION 5. Form.—The obligations issued pursuant to this act 
shall be in the form of notes or bonds, and may be issued either in 
registered or coupon forms in the discretion of the Commission. 


SECTION 6. Where payable.—The obligations issued pursuant to 
this act shall be made payable at such places, within or without the 
State, as the Commission shall provide. 


SECTION 7. Interest.—Obligations issued pursuant to this act 
shall bear interest at ‘rates determined by the Commision. 


SECTION 8. Execution.—Obligations iecued pursuant to this act 
and all coupons, if any, annexed thereto shall be executed in the 
manner provided for by the Commission. 


SECTION 9. Sale.—Obligations issued pursuant to this act shall 
be sold at public or private sale in the discretion of the Commission. 


SECTION 10. Payment—tax levy.—For the payment of the prin- 
cipal and interest of all obligations issued pursuant to this act as the 
same respectively mature, and for the creation of such sinking fund 
as may be necessary therefor, the full faith, credit and taxing power 
of Reaves Township shall be irrevocably pledged, and there shall be 
levied annually by the Auditor of Marion County and collected by 
the Treasurer of Marion County, in the same manner as county 
taxes are levied and collected a tax without limit, on all taxable 
property in Reaves Township sufficient to pay the principal and 
interest of such obligations as they respectively mature and to create 
such sinking fund as may be necessary therefor. 


SECTION 11. Payment—further.—For the payment of the prin- 
cipal and interest of all obligations issued pursuant to this act as the 
same respectively mature, and for the creation of such sinking fund 
as may be necessary therefor, all surplus funds accruing to the hos- 
pital, shall be irrevocably pledged, sufficient to pay the principal and 
interest of such obligations as they respectively mature and to create 
such sinking fund as may be necessary therefor, and the Commission 
is hereby required and directed to pay and apply such surplus funds 
to the payment of the obligations, and to no other purpose. If such 
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surplus funds, when so applied to the payment of the principal and 
interest are sufficient, then the tax herein authorized shall not be 
levied. 


SECTION 12. Tax exempt.—The principal and interest of obliga- 


tions issued pursuant to this act shall have the tax exempt status 
prescribed by Act No. 730 of 1952. 


SECTION 13. Proceeds.—The proceeds derived from the sale of 
any obligations issued pursuant to this act shall be deposited by the 
Treasurer of Marion County in a special account for the district, and 
shall be expended and made use of by the Commission as follows: 

(a) Any accrued interest shall be applied to the payment of the 
first installment of interest to become due on such obligations; 

(b} Any premium shall be applied to the payment of the first 
installment of principal of such obligations; and 

(c) The remaining proceeds shall be used to defray the cost of 
issuing the obligations and the cost of effecting the improvements to 
the hospital authorized herein. 


SECTION 14. Powers additional—The powers and authoriza- 
tions hereby conferred upon the Commission shall be in addition to 
all other powers and authorizations previously vested in the Com- 
mission. 


SECTION 15. Date of issue—to be issued only if Hill-Burton 
funds available—The bonds authorized by this act shall be issued 
prior to June 1, 1960, and shall only be issued in the event Hill- 
Burton matching funds are made available. 


SECTION 16. Repeal.—All acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed. 


SECTION 17. Time effective.—This act shall take effect upon ap- 
proval by the Governor.

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. After first deducting the estimated or anticipated rev- 
enues, a tax is hereby levied for the calendar year 1959 upon the 
taxable property of Marion County for county purposes, for the 
fiscal year beginning July 1, 1959, and ending June 30, 1960, in the 
amount and for the purposes hereinafter stated. 


SECTION 2. For the purposes stated in this act, a levy is hereby 
made upon the taxable property of the county for the calendar year 
1959 to be expended for the fiscal year beginning July 1, 1959, and 
ending June 30, 1960, as hereinafter set forth; provided, however, 
that the County Auditor is hereby directed to make a calculation 
of the amount of the levy that will be necessary to raise the sum 
appropriated in this act, first taking into account the probable in- 
‘come from all other sources; he is directed to notify the Legislative 
Delegation, a majority of whom, may raise or lower the levy; and 
he is authorized and directed to impose in due time such levy upon 
the property of the county as will raise the sums of money neces- 
sary under this act.

SECTION 4. The Board of County Commissioners be, and it is 
hereby authorized to borrow, at such time or times, and upon such 
terms as it may prescribe, upon sealed competitive bids, after writ- 
ten notice to all banks in Marion County, a sum or sums not ex- 
ceeding in the aggregate the amount hereinabove appropriated, 
pledging all taxes to be raised by virtue of the levy to be made here- 
under and the full faith and credit of the county for such loan or 
loans. The Chairman of the Board of County Commissioners and 
the County Treasurer shall execute a note or notes for such loan 
or loans, which note or notes when so executed shall be a lien upon 
all taxes to be raised during the year 1959 for the levy to be made 
under this act; provided, that the monies hereinabove appropriated 
shall be used only for the purpose for which such appropriation is 
made and for no other purpose or purposes and the Board of County 
Commissioners and the County Treasurer are hereby expressly for- 
bidden to exceed directly or indirectly the appropriations herein 
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made for any purpose whatsoever unless upon authorization of the 
County Delegation; and provided, further, that all unexpended bal- 
ances on appropriations for the period beginning July 1, 1958, and 
ending June 30, 1959, shall be added to the ordinary county funds 
hereinabove mentioned. Provided, that no funds of Marion County 
in excess of the sum protected by the Federal Deposit Insurance 
shall be deposited by an officer thereof in any bank or banks unless 
such bank or banks shall file with the County Treasurer an indem- 
nity bond in some approved surety company, or shall deposit with 
the County Treasurer, United States, State, County, Municipal, 
School District, Federal Land Bank bonds, or other bonds guaran- 
teed by the United States, or county notes, to indemnify the County 
of Marion against any loss or damage which may arise by reason of 
such deposit, the said indemnity to be not less than the maximum 
amount so deposited less the sum protected by the Federal Deposit 
Insurance, the sufficiency of the indemnity or security hereinabove 
provided for to be determined and approved by the County Treas- 
urer and the Chairman of the Board of County Commissioners in 
writing. In addition to borrowing such sum or sums as may be nec- 
essary to cover the provisions of this act, in case of an emergency, 
the Marion County Legislative Delegation to be the judges thereof, 
the Board of County Commissioners may, with written approval of 
the Marion County Legislative Delegation, borrow such additional 
funds as may be necessary to meet such emergency, pledging as 
security therefor, the full faith and credit of Marion County for the 
payment of any sum or sums so borrowed. 


SECTION 5. From the effective date of this act fishing from the 
banks with hook and line only shall be permitted in the sanctuaries 
between Aerial’s Cross Roads and Galivant’s Ferry from sunrise 
to sunset on Wednesday and Saturday of each week. 


SECTION 6. The amounts hereinbefore appropriated for salaries 
for officers and employees shall be in full for their compensation and 
they shall not receive allowances for travel or other expenses, ex- 
cept as herein provided, save and except postage, stationery, and of- 
fice supplies, which shall also be furnished each of the magistrates 
upon their written requisition to the Board of County Commis- 
sioners. No claim for mileage or travel for any purpose, shall be 
paid without claimant first securing the approval of the County 
Board of Commissioners before making such trip, and if such travel 
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or mileage is authorized and approved, claimant shall be paid at 
the rate of seven cents per mile for actual distance traveled in the 
most direct route going to and returning from the place of desti- 
nation. Provided, that the sheriff is required to use the facilities of 
the State whenever available for the purpose of returning prisoners 
to the county. 


SECTION 7. The amount hereinabove appropriated for the hos- 
pitalization fund shall be paid by the County Board of Commis- 
sioners upon presentation to them of approved claims by the County 
Board of Welfare or its director. The County Board of Welfare, 
working in conjunction with the superintendent of the hospital, is 
hereby directed to make a thorough study of the needs of every ap- 
plicant for assistance from this fund. It shall work in conjunction 
with the superintendent of the hospital and in the investigation of 
any applicant for assistance from this fund, the records, files and 
information which the superintendent of the hospital may have con- 
cerning such applicant shall be accessible to the County Board of 
Welfare in order to determine whether or not such applicant is 
entitled to assistance hereunder, and likewise any files, records and 
information which the County Board of Public Welfare may have 
concerning the applicant shall be accessible to the superintendent of 
the hospital. In the event the County Board of Public Welfare and 
the superintendent of the hospital are unable to agree whether or not 
such applicant is entitled to assistance hereunder, then one disin- 
terested member of the Welfare Board, after having studied the 
report or reports on such applicants, shall determine whether the 
applicant is entitled to assistance. In emergency cases, the County 
Board of Public Welfare is directed to make an investigation of the 
applicant even though he or she may have already been admitted to 
the hospital or discharged therefrom, and if it is finally determined 
that such emergency case is entitled to assistance hereunder, the 
County Board of Public Welfare is hereby directed to approve same. 


SECTION 8. The Board of County Commissioners shall have au- 
thority to employ a County Attorney and to pay for his services out 
of the Contingent Fund. 


SECTION 9. The County Board of Commissioners through its 
chairman or clerk is hereby authorized and directed to issue a license 
to carnivals or other shows operating in Marion County. The license 
fee shall not exceed the sum of one hundred dollars per day, and the 
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amount of the fee shall be recommended by the Chairman of the 
County Board of Commissioners after he has made an investigation 
of the type of carnival or show concerned and the type and kind of 
its activities. Provided, that this section shall not apply to carnivals 
or shows contracting with the Marion County Fair Association. 

Provided, further, that a majority of the County. Board of Com- 
missioners, may in their discretion, waive this section when such 
carnivals or shows are sponsored by a local civic organization. 

Provided, further, that any perosn engaged or offering to engage 
in the business, trade or profession of fortune telling, palmistry, 
phrenology, clairvoyance or the prediction of future events by cards 
or other means and any spiritualist not ministering to a church or 
who is not recognized by the Marion County Ministerial Associa- 
tion shall pay a license fee of $1,000.00 per year in advance. 


SECTION 10. The appropriation made for the Health Department . 
is conditioned upon the filing of a monthly statement in writing with 
the Board of County Commissioners and the Legislative Delegation 
showing in detail the travel and activities of the County Health De- 
partment in the county. The twelve hundred dollars appropriated to 
the Marion County Tuberculosis Association shall be expended under 
the joint direction of the association and the tuberculosis nurse. 


SECTION 11. The item of two thousand one hundred dollars ap- 
propriated for the County Board of Education shall be expended as 
follows: three hundred dollars per year to be paid to each of the 
seven members of the board for travel and official expenses. 


SECTION 12. The Auditor shall call the local Board of Assess- 
ors together before beginning their work and shall instruct them 
that in all cases where a taxpayer is dead, or has removed, or is 
unknown to any of them, it shall be their duty to make a list of such 
and at the conclusion of their work to turn such list over to the 
Tax Collector. The Tax Collector shall be required to make a per- 
sonal visit to the territory in which such taxpayer is last listed, and 
if after a careful investigation he is of the opinion that the person 
is dead or cannot be found, then same can be nulla bona by the 
proper authorities and he shall be required to go into this clarifi- 
cation of the tax list immediately after the local boards finish their 
work and at the end of three months make a report of such work 
to the County Commissioners and the Delegation and submit a copy 
of same to the Treasurer. He shall further be required to turn over 
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to the Treasurer on the first of each month all money collected by 
his office the preceding month. 


SECTION 13. The Tax Collector of Marion County shall receive 
one dollar and fifty cents execution fee on all taxes so collected by 
him. The Tax Collector upon collecting said taxes shall turn all 
costs and fees over to the County Treasurer and take receipts there- 
for, and at the end of each month thereafter, the County Treasurer 
is authorized and directed to pay over to the Tax Collector one 
dollar and fifty cents on each execution fee so collected by him. 


SECTION 14. The fifteen hundred dollar item appropriated for 
the Board of Equalization shall be distributed in the following man- 
ner: each member of the board shall be paid five dollars per day 
while attending his official duties as such, plus seven cents per mile 
for mileage. 


SECTION 15. The Sheriff of the county shall designate one or 
more of his deputies to have his headquarters in the Town of Mul- 
lins, and the deputy so designated shall maintain his headquarters in 
the town, and shall serve as constable for the magistrate in Mullins 
and Nichols. 


SECTION 16. All gas, oil and equipment shall be purchased by 
competitive bid, and also all other supplies where practicable. 


SECTION 17. All county officers of Marion County, if they so de- 
sire, are authorized to close their respective offices at five o’clock 
P. M. All county officers and employees shall be entitled to a half 
day holiday each week in addition to Sundays and State holidays 
now being observed, a schedule for such half day holidays to be 
arranged by the head of each department; provided, however, that 
Deputy Sheriffs shall not be entitled to a half day holiday during 
the tobacco season except when the same shall be expressly au- 
thorized by the Sheriff. 


SECTION 18. In order to facilitate the preparing of the County 
Supply Act by the Legislative Delegation, the County Treasurer 
shall on or before the first day of February each year, in writing, 
report to the Legislative Delegation the amount of county funds 
coming into his hands during the preceding calendar year, giving 
the source of said funds. He shall further report the disbursements 
made by him during the preceding calendar year showing the amounts 
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disbursed on vouchers by the respective boards of the county, cer- 
tificates or warrants of the Clerk of Court, and interest and prin- 
cipal paid on bonds. 

The Superintendent of Education of Marion County shall on or 
before the first day of February of each year, report to the Legis- 
lative Delegation, in writing, a detailed statement of all revenues 
allotted for school purposes for the preceding school fiscal year and 
all disbursements made by him for school purposes for the pre- 
ceding fiscal year. He shall also furnish to the Legislative Delega- 
tion on or before February first of each year an estimate of all an- 
ticipated revenues for the present school fiscal year, and an estimate 
of all disbursements for the present school fiscal year. He shall 
also furnish to the Legislative Delegation an estimate of all revenues 
to be allotted or received for school purposes for the next school 
fiscal year, and also an estimate of all disbursements for the next 
school fiscal year. 


SECTION 19. In each of the respective school districts of Marion 
County, there are created four scholarships for those deserving boys 
and girls who desire to attend college. and need financial assistance 
to do so. Each scholarship shall be of the value of two hundred 
dollars. The scholarships shall be awarded upon the recommenda- 
tion of the County Board of Education for Marion County by and 
with the consent of a majority of the Legislative Delegation. The 
scholarships shall be awarded to the most worthy and needy stu- 
dents, who shall meet such requirements as the County Board may 
prescribe. These scholarships shall be paid from surplus funds ac- 
cruing to the Department of Education. Provided, however, that 
in School Districts 3 and 4 there shall be only two scholarships in 
each district. 


SECTION 20. All appropriations herein made and all services 
thereby provided shall be expended and used only and solely for 
public purposes as required by law and the use of any county per- 
sonnel, equipment or labor for private profit and benefit is strictly 
forbidden. Any officer or employee violating the provisions hereof 
shall be discharged or removed from employment or office. All au- 
thorizations that have been granted and issued by the Marion Coun- 
ty Legislative Delegation that have not expired by the terms, condi- 
tions and limitations thereof, shall expire and terminate on June 30, 


1959. 
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SECTION 21. All appropriations herein made are subject to the 
right and authority of the Marion County Delegation to change, alter, 
increase, deduct therefrom, or transfer funds from one account to 
another, at any time without notice, when in its judgment such 
change, alteration, transfer, increase or deduction is necessary for 
the best interest of the county and to conform with revenue expected 
during the life of this act. 


SECTION 22. The magistrates’ constables hereinabove mentioned 
shall be appointed by their respective magistrates, and they shall be 
subject to removal by the same authorities at any time without the 
preference of charges. They shall have full rural police powers 
throughout the county. They shall regularly patrol their respective 
territories, and faithfully devote their time and effort to the preserva- 
tion of peace, good order and detection of and prevention of crime 
therein. Provided, however, that the magistrates’ constables shall aid 
and assist the Sheriff’s office in investigating any and all crimes 
and the enforcement of law in Marion County. For that purpose 
they shall be subject to the call of the Sheriff of the county at all 
times, and, when so called, they shall work in cooperation with the 
Sheriff and under his direction and supervision. Any constable who 
fails or refuses to faithfully and officially discharge the duties in this 
respect, shall be deemed guilty of official misconduct and be forth- 
with removed from office. Constables are being given an increase in 
salary of twenty-five dollars per month and shall be expected to 
devote more time to their duties. 


SECTION 23. Notwithstanding any provision herein or any act 
heretofore passed to the contrary, no change, alteration, transfer, in- 
crease or deduction in this appropriation act shall be made, save and 
except upon the recommendation of the Legislative Delegation or 
a majority thereof. 


SECTION 24. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent herewith are 
repealed. 


SECTION 25. This act shall take effect upon approval by the Gov- 
ernor.

Wildlife Resources Commission is hereby au- 
thorized to enter into an agreement with the governing body of 
Marlboro County, allowing the county to use a part or parts of Lake 
Wallace and adjacent lands, to be designated. by the Commission 
and County Board, for. public swimming and recreation areas;  pro- 
vided, however, that neither the Wildlife Resources: Department nor 
the county shall be liable for or subject to suit by anyone for any 
injury or damage incurred from, connected wath, or arising out. of 
the use of the areas so designated.

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All funds by this act provided for the Department of Public Wel- 
fare in Marlboro County shall be deposited in a bank to the credit of 
the Department of Public Welfare and disbursed by check signed 
by the county directors and countersigned by a member of the Board 
of Public Welfare, to be by the board designated. Provided, that the 
director’s salary shall be paid by the county commissioner as is cus- 
tomary in claims against the county. 


SECTION 2. The Board of County Highway Commissioners and 
all other officers of Marlboro County are requested and directed to be 
economical in the expenditure of all public funds, and to keep the 
expense below the appropriations when ‘practicable and consistent 
with public requirements, and no unused appropriated fund shall be 
carried forward for the particular use in the succeeding year but shall 
be transferred to the contingent fund provided for in this section. In 
no case shall the expenditure exceed the appropriation for any pur- 
pose; provided, that out of the. surplus contingent fund is to be paid 
all necessary expenses for which no specific appropriation was made 
herein, and for unavoidable expenses in excess of the appropriations 
for any purpose. All officers, agents and employees of Marlboro 
County shall contract no debt for any purpose, or expend any sums 
in excess of the appropriations in this act providing for such specific 
purpose, and for all violations thereof they, and their bondsmen, shall 
be jointly and severally liable. Any officer, agent, or employee shall 
be personally liable for any such debt contracted. 


SECTION 3. The operation and management of the machine here- 
tofore purchased by Marlboro County for the writing of the auditor’s 
and treasurer’s tax books and receipts shall be the responsibility and 
obligation of the Auditor of Marlboro County and such clerical help 
as may be available for such purposes in both, or either, office shall 
be utilized to this end. : 


SECTION 4. The sheriff of the county shall have the right when- 
-ever he considers such necessary, to call in the county ,attorney to 
prosecute before any magistrate in any and all cases; the.fee of the 
county attorney to be approved, and paid, by the county commis- 
sioners. The sheriff of the county shall also have the right to call in 
an attorney to prosecute cases in magistrates’ courts for driving under 
the influence of whiskey. 


SECTION 5. The sheriff of the county is hereby directed to so 
regulate the movement and*activities of’ the rural policemen that. all 
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sections of the county shall enjoy the protection of the law without 
favor and without neglect. 

The protection of all school property is hereby made a special 
mission of the sheriff and his force. He is particularly directed to so 
regulate the enforcement of the law as to protect school property 
from injury, theft and destruction; and to enforce the law against 
plowing in the roads. The contingent fund and uniform appropriation 
of one thousand five hundred dollars, hereinabove made, shall be ex- 
pended by the Sheriff of Marlboro County for the enforcement of law 
and purchase of uniforms for county officers. 


SECTION 6. The County Board of Highway Commissioners of 
Marlboro County is hereby declared to be the sole financial and pur- 
chasing agent of Marlboro County, and when any officer or board of 
the county desires new equipment or supplies, or replacement, or 
extraordinary service in connection with his or their office, or desires 
that any expenditure be made, or expense be incurred in regard to 
his or their office, whether specifically appropriated in this act or not, 
or desires to make any purchase or incur any expense, he shall file 
his request for same, in writing, with the county board of highway 
commissioners, who shall make such purchase in accordance with 
provisions herein made. No office or board shall have any authority 
to make contracts of purchase or incur other obligations in the name 
of the county except as authorized by law, and no contracts made 
except as herein provided, shall be valid to bind the county. 


SECTION 7. The appropriation of fourteen thousand five hundred 
dollars for the treatment in the Marlboro County General Hospital 
of deserving charity patients, whose condition demands hospital treat- 
ment, is made subject to the following conditions: that no deserving 
charity patient as above described shall be turned away as long as 
there are facilities and room in the hospital; that there shall be no 
charge for professional services to such patient, and no charge what- 
soever except the daily expense of eleven dollars and sixty-six cents 
per patient. Provided, that the funds shall be available for use of the 
Marlboro County General Hospital only upon itemized statements 
of the actual days spent in the hospital by charity patients, signed by 
each patient individually and certified by the hospital management, 
said statement being presented to the board of county commissioners 
at their regular monthly meetings. The Duke Foundation payment 
for charity work of one dollar per day is to be deducted from the 
amount of twelve dollars and sixty-six cents, leaving eleven dollars 
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and sixty-six cents per charity patient to be paid by the county. These 
conditions and provisions are to be interpreted and enforced as mean- 
ing that when the Duke Endowment gives one dollar for charity work, 
the county will give eleven dollars and sixty-six cents, not to exceed 
in total amount the sum of fourteen thousand five hundred dollars 
for the year 1959-1960. County funds shall be available only to match 
in this way funds coming from the Duke Foundation for charity beds, 
and shall be paid only in cases approved as charity cases by the Duke 
Foundation. The board of county commissioners is authorized and 
directed to prepare and have printed for use by the patient and hos- 
pital management, forms and blanks for making the above-mentioned 
certified statements. Provided, further, that the charity patients here- 
in referred to must be citizens of Marlboro County. 


SECTION 8. The sheriff shall be allowed one dollar per day per 
prisoner for feeding prisoners, but no payment beyond the total sum 
of six thousand dollars is to be made. 


SECTION 9. The janitor of the courthouse shall be hired by the 
supervisor. 


SECTION 10. The county commissioners shall receive as pay for 
their services the sum of ten dollars for each day actually engaged on 
official duty and mileage at the rate of seven cents per mile actually 
traveled. All are to be paid from the contingent fund. 


SECTION 11. The sheriff’s stenographer shall also be available and 
provide such services as may be necessary for the Magistrates and 
the Coroner of Marlboro County. The coroner is authorized and di- 
rected to have the stenographer take down stenographically all testi- 
mony at inquests held in the county; and at such inquests the coroner 
shall swear and examine every eyewitness. The stenographer shall 
make an original and one copy of the testimony taken at such inquest, 
and he or she shall sign and deliver the original to the coroner, and 
one copy to the solicitor. 


SECTION 12. The sheriff is authorized to sell all materials, sup- 
plies or other property seized or confiscated by him or his officers, 
where not prohibited by law, and the proceeds shall be turned over 


to the sheriff’s contingent fund to be used for ordinary purposes of 
his office. 


SECTION 13. The board of commissioners shall publish once each 
month in some newspaper published in Marlboro County an itemized 
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statement of all expenditures of county funds, contract for publishing 
the same to be let to the newspaper making the lowest bid. 


SECTION 14. The county supervisor shall be the executive head 
of the county board of highway commissioners; but each member of 
the board of county highway commissioners shall have equal au- 
thority and the board shall at each monthly meeting provide for and 
set out generally the work to be done the following month on the 
county road system. 


SECTION 15. The county commissioners are hereby authorized and 
empowered to borrow money for county purposes in anticipation of 
collection of taxes and to pledge said taxes when collected as well as 
the full faith and credit of Marlboro County for its repayment, upon 
the written approval of the Legislative Delegation. No amount shall 
be borrowed in excess of anticipated taxes. 


SECTION 16. The funds appropriated and set aside in this act 
shall be used only for the purposes set forth herein. In the event 
funds are used for items for which they were not appropriated, all 
officers, agents or employees who take part in or have anything what- 
soever to do with the transfer or use of said funds shall be deemed 
guilty of malfeasance in office and subject to removal at once by the 
Governor of the State of South Carolina, or by the proper officials of 
Marlboro County. Monies may be transferred from any account, item, 
or county fund to any other account, item or county fund upon the 
written direction and approval of the Legislative Delegation. 


SECTION 17. The Board of Commissioners of Marlboro County 
shall have no authority to make donations for any purpose. 


SECTION 18. At least fifteen hundred dollars of the six thousand 
six hundred twenty dollars appropriated to Library Association in 
Item 4 hereof, shall only be used by such association for necessary 
expense in operating a circulating library over the county. 


SECTION 19. In order to raise the funds herein appropriated or 
authorized to be spent, not provided otherwise by law, the county 
auditor is authorized and directed to levy ten mills upon all taxable 
property in Marlboro County. 


SECTION 20. Any unexpended funds now in, or hereinafter due 
to, the Courthouse Fund shall be transferred by the Treasurer of 
Marlboro County to the County General Fund. 
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SECTION 21. Funds of the Marlboro County Hospital and Health 
Center Fund may be used only upon the written authorization of the 
Legislative Delegation from Marlboro County. All or any part of 
such fund may be so transferred to appropriations for Marlboro 
County Hospital, or for other uses of the hospital, as herein provided 
or otherwise. 


SECTION 22. Repairs and service to sheriff’s radios and radio 
equipment shall be paid out of the sheriff’s contingent fund. 


SECTION 23. All funds herein provided for Marlboro County 
Health Department may be used only upon written authorization of 
the Legislative Delegation from Marlboro County. 


SECTION 24. The appropriation herein made for Salaries for 
Rural Policemen and Deputy Sheriffs shall be allocated by and in 
the discretion of the Sheriff of Marlboro County among the deputy 
sheriffs and rural policemen. 


SECTION 25. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent herewith are 
repealed. 


SECTION 26. This act shall take effect upon approval by the Gov- 
ernor.

An Act To Authorize The County Board Of Commissioners Of 
Newberry County To, Issue General Obligation Bonds Of The 
County In A Sum Not Exceeding One Million Two Hundred 
Thousand Dollars, The Proceeds Of Which Shall Be Used For 
Surface Treating And Constructing Roads In The County; To 
Prescribe The Conditions Under Which The Bonds May Be Is- 
sued; And To Provide For Their Payment. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Newberry County may issue bonds for farm-to- 
market roads.—The County Board of Commissioners of Newberry 
County may issue and sell general obligation bonds of Newberry 
County in an amount not to exceed one million two hundred thousand 
dollars to defray the cost of surface treating and constructing farm-to- 
market roads in the county. 


SECTION 2. Issue — maturity — redemption — interest — ap- 
proval of legislative delegation required.—The bonds shall be is- 
sued as a single issue or from time to time in several separate issues. 
Each issue shall mature serially in successive annual installments of 
such amounts as may be determined by the board. The maturity date 
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of any installment of any series shall be not later than ten years from 
date of issuance. The bonds may contain a provision permitting their 
redemption prior to their maturity date. They shall bear such rates 
of interest as the board may determine, payable annually or semian- 
nually, and shall bear such dates and be payable at such places as 
the board may determine. The bonds may be issued with the privi- 
lege of the holder of having them registered as to principal on the 
books of the county treasurer and the principal thus made payable 
to the registered holder, unless the last registered holder shall have 
been to bearer, upon such conditions as the board may prescribe. 
No bonds shall be issued under the provisions of this act until the 
issue shall have first been approved by a majority of the county legis- 
lative delegation, including the Senator. 


SECTION 3. Execution.—The bonds shall be executed in the name 
of Newberry County by the supervisor and shall be countersigned by 
the treasurer under’ such seal as the board shall designate. The cou- 
pons appertaining to such bonds need not be authenticated otherwise 
than by the facsimile signatures of the supervisor and the treasurer 
lithographed or engraved thereon. 


SECTION 4. Sale.—The bonds shall be sold by the board at not less 
than par and accrued interest to date of delivery at public sale. The 
form, manner and occasion of the advertisement shall be determined 
by the board. 


SECTION 5. Proceeds.—The proceeds derived from the sale of 
bonds shall be deposited with the treasurer in a special fund separate 
and distinct from all other funds. The proceeds shall be applied solely 
for the purposes for which the bonds are issued except that accrued 
interest and premiums shall be deposited in the account established 
by the treasurer for the payment of the principal and interest. The 
funds shall be expended upon warrants of the board. 


SECTION 6. Exempt from taxes.—The bonds, both as to prin- 
cipal and interest, shall be exempt from all State, county, school and 
municipal taxes. 


SECTION 7. Payment.—There is hereby pledged to repay the 
bonds, issued pursuant to this act, the apportionments of funds accru- 
ing to Newberry County under the State Highway Department’s 
farm-to-market construction program and also all Federal funds al- 
located to Newberry County for secondary roads.

An Act To Create A Hospital Building Committee For Oconee 
County And To Provide For The Duties Of The Board Of Com- 
missioners Of Oconee County Relating Thereto. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina : 


SECTION 1. Hospital Building Committee created for Oconee 
County—members.—There is hereby created the Hospital Building 
Committee for Oconee County. The appointment of the members of 
the committee heretofore appointed by the Legislative Delegation as 
follows: Ebb Field, Jr., Chairman; M. D. Cleveland; R. L. Keasler; 
J. H. Murphree; W. L. Norton; Dr. R. K. Nimmons and T. H. 
Wood, is hereby confirmed. 


SECTION 2. Powers and duties.—The committee is hereby em- 
powered: (a) to formulate plans for the construction of a new hos- 
pital for Oconee County; (b) to consult with architects, engineers, 
county officials and citizens of Oconee County ; and (c) to advise and 
make recommendations to the county board of commissioners in all 
matters pertaining to location, design, employment of architects and 
engineers, advertising and letting of bids, contracting, equipping, fur- 
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nishing and any other matters as may be necessary for the construc- 
tion of a new hospital. 


SECTION 3. Board of Commissioners to construct hospital.— 
The Board of Commissioners for Oconee County is authorized and

Hundred Thousand Dollars Of Bonds Of Oconee County To Pro- 
vide Public Hospital Facilities For The County, To Prescribe 
The Conditions Under Which The Bonds May Ee Issued, To 
Specify The Purposes To Which The Proceeds Shall Be Ap- 
plied, And To Make Provision For The Payment Of The Bonds. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Findings of General Assembly.—The General As- 
sembly finds that there is a need for public hospital facilities in

Loca, AND Temporary. Laws—1959 


Oconee County, which requires an expenditure by Oconee County 
of nine hundred thousand dollars, and that such funds, with Federal 
aid made available through the so-called Hill-Burton Act, will be 
sufficient to enable such facilities to be provided. 


SECTION 2. Oconee County may issue bonds.—In order to raise 
nine hundred thousand dollars the County Board of Commissioners 
of Oconee County (hereafter called the County Board) shall be em- 
powered to issue and sell general obligation bonds of Oconee County 
in the principal amount of not exceeding nine hundred thousand 
dollars. , 


SECTION 3. Issue — maturity — redemption — interest.—The 
bonds shall be issued either as a single issue or from time to time in 
several separate issues. Each issue of bonds shall mature serially in 
successively annual installments of such amounts as may be deter- 
mined by the County Board. The maturity date of the first install- 
ment of any series shall be not later than two years after the date 
of such series, and the maturity date of the last installment of such 
series shall be not later than twenty-five years from date of such series. 
The bonds may contain a provision permitting their redemption prior 
to their stated maturity at such premiums as shall be prescribed by the 
County Board. They shall bear such rates of itnerest as the County 
Board may prescribe, payable semiannually, but the interest cost of 
any issue shall not exceed five per cent per annum. They shall bear 
such dates and be payable at such places as the County Board may 
determine. The bonds may be issued with the privilege to the holder 
of having them registered as to principal on the books of the County 
Treasurer of Oconee County, and the principal thus made payable to 
the registered holder, unless the last registered transfer shall have 
been to bearer, upon such conditions as the County Board: may pre- 
scribe. 


SECTION 4. Execution.—The bonds shall be executed in the name 
of Oconee County by the Chairman of the County Board and shall 
be attested by the Treasurer of Oconee County, under the seal of the 
County Board. The coupons appertaining to such bonds need not be 
authenticated otherwise than by the facsimile signatures of the chair- 
man of the County Board and the Treasurer of the County litho- 
graphed or engraved thereon. 


SECTION 5. Sale.—Ali bonds issued pursuant to this act shall be 
sold at not less than par and accrued interest to the date of their re- 
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spective deliveries, at public sale, and at least ten days prior to any 
sale, notice, announcing the intention to receive bids for the sale of any 
bonds authorized by this act shall be published in a newspaper of 
general circulation in South Carolina. In offering the bonds for sale 
the County Board may reserve the right to reject any and all bids, 
but if all bids are rejected, the bonds shall be readvertised for sale 
in the manner of the original notice. If a second call for bids shall 
produce results unsatisfactory to the County Board, the County 
Board shall be empowered to effect a private sale at a price not less 
than the best bid received on the occasion of the two public offerings. 


Proceeds.—The proceeds derived from the sale of the 
bonds shall be deposited with the Treasurer of Oconee County in a 
special fund, separate and distinct from all other funds, and shall be 
expended for the following purposes: 
(1) The accrued interest, if any, shall be applied to meet the first 
installment of interest to become due on the bonds. 
(2) The premium received, if any, shall be applied to the payment 
of the first installment of principal to become due. 
(3) The principal proceeds shall be expended upon the order or 
warrant of the County Board for: 
(a) the cost of issuing the bonds; and 
(b) providing public hospital facilities for Oconee County. 
If any moneys shall remain after making the foregoing applications, 
the same shall be applied to the retirement of bonds issued pursuant 
to this act.

SECTION 5. The Auditor of Oconee County is hereby directed to 
prepare a tax return for each automobile in Oconee County as re- 
ported by the South Carolina Highway Department from vehicle 
registration. The Auditor, Treasurer and Tax Collector of Oconee 
County are further enjoined to adopt such procedures and methods 
as shall assist the taxpayers and South Carolina Highway Depart- 
ment in complying with the acts of the General Assembly providing 
for the payment of property tax on-motor vehicles before issuance 
of registration and license by the South Carolina Highway Depart- 
ment. 


SECTION 6: The tax collector shall assist the auditor wherever 
possible in returning any property for taxation not otherwise re- 
turned or where individuals or firms have failed to make returns. 


SECTION 7. No fund shall be transferred from one account to 
another without the written consent of the Oconee County Legis- 
lative Delegation. The Legislative Delegation is hereby empowered 
to transfer from the General Fund, or any fund of the county, and 
supplement any appropriation herein made, and the treasurer, the 
board of commissioners, and comptroller of the county shall honor 
such transfers and comply with the terms thereof. 


SECTION 8. The board of commissioners shall see that proper 
records are kept of the chain gang, showing all expenditures and for 
what purposes, also the number of convicts of the chain gang each 
day, number received and dismissed, with their names, also kind of 
work being done by convicts. It shall be the duty of the board of 
commissioners to see that proper records are kept of all the operations 
of the county farm, showing all expenditures and receipts, total num-

The 
taxes levied to meet the appropriations of this act shall be pledged 
to secure payment of the sum so borrowed, with interest thereon, 
and such obligations shall be executed by the county treasurer and 
County Board of Education. Each bank in Oconee County shall be 
allowed to submit a bid for the total or any portion of the amounts 
herein authorized to be borrowed; and the officers are empowered 
to reject any or all bids made therefor. 


SECTION 13. The treasurer, upon written request of the County 
Board of Education, is hereby authorized and empowered, if need be, 
to transfer to school transportation account and to school teacher 
salary account, from the General Fund of the county, not to exceed 
fifty per cent of the appropriation herein made, in anticipation of 
the collection of taxes to meet the operating expenses of the schools. 
Upon the collection of the taxes levied for the operation of schools, 
the sums so transferred shall be refunded to the General Fund of 
the county. 


SECTION 13-A. The treasurer, upon written request of the county 
board of commissioners, is hereby authorized and empowered, if need 
be, to transfer to the General Fund of the county school funds, not 
to exceed fifty per cent of the appropriation herein made in the 
anticipation of the collection of taxes to meet the operating expenses 
of the county. Upon collection of the taxes levied for ordinary county 
purposes, the sums so transferred shall be refunded to the school 
fund of the county. 


SECTION 14. The county superintendent of education, or officer 
designated by the board of trustees, is authorized to approve claims 
for teachers’ salaries and transportation, and the Treasurer of Oconee 
County is authorized to pay same from any school fund in antici- 
pation of the receipts of monthly State aid and transportation; pro- 
vided, such claims do not exceed fifty per cent of anticipated monthly 
State aid and transportation; and provided, such payments do not 
exceed fifty per cent of the total amount of school funds on deposit 
in the banks of Oconee County. 


SECTION 15. Before purchase or contracting for the purchase of 
any equipment, materials, supplies, goods, wares, merchandise, serv- 
ices or anything whatsoever needed and used for county purposes, 
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such department head or heads, not to include the superintendent of 
education, shall make requisition by order or voucher to the county 
comptroller’s officer whereupon it must be certified as to the avail- 
ability of funds before any purchase is made. Petty cash funds are 
hereby authorized if such be necessary to carry out this section. 


SECTION 16. When such purchasing or placing of orders is made, 
the equipment, materials, goods, wares, merchandise or services 
needed shall be purchased from firms or individuals within the county 
whenever such firms or individuals are reliable and offer equipment, 
material, goods, wares, merchandise or services of equal quality and 
specifications with like goods from outside of the county and at a 
price equal to or less than the price submitted by such nonresident 
bidders. 


SECTION 17. All claims for supplies and services furnished to the 
county during any calendar month shall be paid on the sixth day of 
each month. If this date should fall on a holiday, claims will be 
paid the following day. Should the sixth day of the month fall on 
Saturday or Sunday, claims will be paid the following Monday. All 
claims against the county must be passed on by the comptroller as 
to the availability of the funds for the payment of same. The county 
comptroller and the board of commissioners shall at all times main- 
tain in their respective offices a list of all claims paid during the 
preceding month, showing the payee and the amount, and said 
records shall at all times be subject to public inspection. 


SECTION 18. The appropriation herein made shall not be exceeded 
and any officer incurring indebtedness on the part of the county in 
excess of the appropriation herein made shall be liable upon his 
official bond therefor. Any claims presented to the county for pay- 
ment and remaining unpaid after the monthly meetings of the 
board of commissioners shall be listed by the clerk and reported to 
the treasurer and comptroller within ten days. If no claims remain 
unpaid, the clerk shall so report. 


SECTION 19. No employee of the county shall sell any services, or 
materials, or hold any office that shall conflict with the hours for 
which they receive pay from the county or in performance of their 
official duties, except that a Department or Agency may at. its own 
discretion grant a leave of absence for the period of such conflict. 
Provided, in case of such a leave of absence the Department grant- 
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‘ing the leave of absence shall employ a qualified substitute for the 
duration of the léave of absence. 


SECTION 20. All recipients of county funds who are not a part 
of the county government, namely: Farm Agent; Home Agent; 
Boys’ 4-H Club; Girls’ 4-H Club; Future Farmers; Junior Home- 
makers Club; Oconee Hospital; Planning Board; Artificial. Insemi- 
nation; National Defense; Clemson and Seneca Units; and Soil 
Conservation Board, shall furnish an itemized statement of the 
money spent from the appropriation to that organization. This 
statement shall be filed with the county board of commissioners and 
delegation no later than thirty days following the end of the fiscal 
year,

provided for each item, and the Treasurer of Orangeburg County is 
prohibited from paying any warrants which exceed such sum; pro-

Provided, that where 
expenses are provided as a separate item they shall not be paid except 
upon sworn itemized statements of the same. Travel paid for by the 
county shall be at the rate of seven cents per mile except that, when 
a public conveyance is used, only the actual cost of the transportation 
shall be paid.

No portion of the funds hereby appropriated shall be 
used to pay for public liability insurance on any motor vehicle owned 
by Orangeburg County. The appropriation for Contingent Expenses 
may be used by the Orangeburg County Highway Commission to 
pay any deficit arising by reason of claims under Items 30-F, 43-B, 
43-C, 50-A, 55-C, 80-K and 80-L, in case the specific appropriations 
therefor shall be exhausted. 


SECTION 7. Upon written authorization of the Legislative Del- 
egation from Orangeburg County, the Orangeburg County Highway 
Commission shall make the necessary repairs and improvements to 
the public buildings owned by the county, and the expense thereof 
shall be paid from the ordinary funds of the county.

The Payment Of The Indebtedness. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Pickens County may borrow money.—The Pickens 
County Finance Board is hereby authorized and empowered to bor- 
row a sum not exceeding one hundred thousand dollars from any 
bank or banks or other financial institution or financial institutions 
or other agency or agencies it may select for use in the building, re- 
pairing and improving of public buildings, for use in the building, re- 
pairing and improving of public roads, for use in the payment of past 
indebtedness, and for use in accomplishing ordinary county purposes. 
The amount or amounts borrowed shall be evidenced by a note or 
notes to be executed jointly by the County Supervisor, County Treas- 
urer and County Superintendent of Education. Such note or notes 
shall bear interest at the best available rate, not to exceed four per 
cent per annum from the date thereof, the interest to be paid semi- 
annually on June thirtieth and December thirty-first. Such note or 
notes shall mature upon such date or dates as the Pickens County 
Finance Board shall determine but not later than ten years from 
the date of issue. The full faith, credit and taxing power of Pickens 
County is hereby irrevocably pledged to the repayment of the interest 
and principal of the note or notes issued hereunder.

An Act To Amend Act No. 1163 Of The Acts Of 1958, Relat- 
ing To The Liberty-Norris-Central Water District In Pickens 
County, So As To Include Cateechee And To Change The Name 
To Cateechee-Central-Liberty-Norris Water District, And ite In- 
crease The Membership Of The Commission. ~ 
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be it enacted by the General Assémbly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Section 1 of Act 1163 of 1958, amended—Catee- 
chee-Central-Liberty-Norris Water District created—boundaries. 
—Section 1 of Act No. 1163 of the Acts of 1958 is amended to read 
as follows: ; 


“Section 1. There is hereby created and established in Pickens 
County a district to be known as ‘Cateechee-Central-Liberty-Norris 
Water District,’ which district shall be a public corporation of per- 
petual succession and shall have the functions prescribed by this 
act. The district shall include and be comprised of the following 
territory : 
‘A strip one-half mile wide on each side of the centerline of 
U. S. Highway No. 123; beginning at the intersection. of the 
centerline of said highway and the western municipal limits of 
the Town of Liberty, and from a line through this point ex- 
tending on each side of said highway in a N 46° 53’ W direc- 
tion; thence along the centerline of said highway to the inter- 
section of the centerline of said highway and the northeastern 
municipal limits of the Town of Central; ” 
And, a strip one-half mile wide on each side of the centerline 
of S. C. Highway No. 137; beginning at the intersection of 
the centerline of said highway and the northwestern boundary 
of the heretofore described area; thence along the centerline 
of said highway to the intersection of the centerline of said 
highway and the centerline of Twelve Mile River; except for 
an area in the Cateechee Village bounded on the north and 
west by Twelve Mile River, on the east by a line running 
North from the intersection of Main and River Streets, and 
on the south and east by a line running S 45° 00’ W from the 
intersection of said streets. 
The entire corporate limit of the Town of Norris is included 
in the boundaries of the district. 
A plat of the entire district is of record in the office of the 
Clerk of Court for Pickens County.’” 


SECTION 2. Membership of commission—terms—appointments 
—vacancies.—Section 2 of Act No. 1163 of the Acts of 1958 is 
amended to read as follows: 

“Section 2. Such district shall be pecs and managed by a com- 
mission to be known as ‘Cateechee-Central-Liberty-Norris Water 
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Commission’ which shall consist of four resident electors of the dis- 
trict. The following persons shall constitute the initial members of 
the commission and shall serve for terms as follows: Earle Chas- 
tain, Liberty, for a term of six years; E. L. Bolick, Central, for a 
term of four years; Harold G. Gaines, Norris, and R. A. Taylor, 
Cateechee, for terms of two years. 

The regular terms of office of the members of the commission 
shall be for six years. In all cases, the members of the commission 
shall hold until their successors qualify. The commission, except the 
initial members who are named herein, shall be appointed by the 
Governor upon the recommendation of the legislative delegation 
from the county. The initial terms shall begin as of the effective 
date of this act. Any vacancy occurring in the office of commis- 
sioner by reason of death, resignation or otherwise, shall be filled 
for the remainder of the unexpired term by appointment by the 
Governor, upon the recommendation of a majority of the Legisla- 
tive Delegation of Pickens County.” 


SECTION 3. Subsection (d) of Section 4, Act 1163 of 1958, 
amended—execution of bonds of the district—delivery—Subsec- 
tion (d) of Section 4 of Act No. 1163 of the Acts of 1958 is amended 
to read as follows: 

“(d) Such bonds shall be executed in the name of Cateechee- 
Central-Liberty-Norris Water District by the Chairman and the 
Secretary of the Cateechee-Central-Liberty-Norris Water District 
Commission, under the seal of the district. The coupons attached to 
such bonds may be authenticated by the facsimile signatures of the 
chairman and the secretary of the commission who are in office on 
the date of such bonds. The delivery of any bonds so executed and 
authenticated shall be valid, notwithstanding any changes in officers 
or seal occurring after such execution or authentication.” 


SECTION 4. Section 5 of Act 1163 of 1958, amended—election 
on bond issue.—Section 5 of Act No. 1163 of the Acts of 1958 is 
amended to read as follows: 

“Section 5. The commission shall make provision for the holding 
of a special election in the district on a date to be fixed by the com- 
mission, at which time there shall be submitted to the qualified elec- 
tors of the district the question of issuing bonds of the district- for 
the purposes authorized by Section 4 of this act. The election shall 
be conducted by the Commissioners of Election for Pickens County, 
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who shail give notice of the election by publication once each week, 
for three successive weeks prior thereto, in one or more newspapers 
with general circulation in the district, stating the question to be 
submitted at the election, and specifying the amount in dollars of 
the bonds proposed to be issued. The election shall be conducted at 
the several voting precincts in the district, as the same are now 
established by law. The question submitted shall show on its face 
the primary purpose or purposes for which the proceeds of the 
bond issue are to be expended, and with the blank set forth therein 
appropriately completed.

SECTION 1. Section 1 of Act 1163 of 1958, amended—Easley- 
Central Water District created—area.—Section 1 of Act No. 1163 
of the Acts of 1958 is amended to read as follows: ‘ 


“Section 1. There is hereby created and established in Pickens 
County a district to be known as ‘Easley-Central Water District,’ 
which district shall be a public corporation of perpetual succession 
and shall have the functions prescribed by this act. The district shall 
include and be comprised of the following territory: 


Beginning at a point in the center of U. S. Highway No. 123 at 
municipal limits of City of Easley on the West and continuing 
down center of said U. S. Highway No. 123 in the direction of 
Liberty, with a radius of one-half mile on either side of said 
highway to the municipal limits of the Town of Liberty on the 
Fast; a strip one-half mile wide on each side of the centerline of 
U. S. Highway No. 123; beginning at the intersection of the 
centerline of said highway and the western municipal limits of 
the Town of Liberty, and from a line through this point extend- 
ing on each side of said highway in a N 46° 53’ W direction; 
thence along the centerline of said highway to the intersection 
of the centerline of said highway and the northeastern municipal 
limits of the Town of Central ; 

And, a strip one-half mile wide on each side of the centerline 
of S. C. Highway No. 137; beginning at the intersection of the 
centerline of said highway and the northwestern boundary of 
the heretofore described area; thence along the centerline of said 
highway to the intersection of the centerline of said highway and 
the centerline of Twelve Mile River; except for an area in the 
Cateechee village bounded on the North and West by Twelve 
Mile River, on the East by a line running North from the inter- 
section of Main and River Streets, and on the South and East 
by a line running S 45° 00’ W from the intersection of said 
streets. 

The entire corporate limit of the Town of Norris is included in 
the boundaries of the district.

SECTION 2. Section 2 of Act 1163 of 1958, amended—managed 
by a commission—members—terms—vacancies.—Section 2 of Act 
No. 1163 of the Acts of 1958 is amended to read as follows: 
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“Section 2. Such district shall be operated and managed by a com- 
mission to be known as ‘Easley-Central Water Commission’ which 
shall consist of seven qualified electors of Pickens County. The fol- 
lowing persons shall constitute the initial members of the commission 
and shall serve for terms as follows: R. C. McCall, Easley, for a 
term of six years; Earle Chastain, Liberty, for a term of six years; 
Allen W. Bivens, Pickens, for a term of four years; E. L. Bolick, 
Central, for a term of four years; Harold G. Gaines, Norris, for a 
term of four years; J. I. Bolding, Liberty, for a term of two years; 
and R. A. Taylor, Cateechee, for a term of two years. 

The regular terms of office of the members of the commission shall 
be for six years. In all cases, the members of the commission shall 
hold office until their successors qualify. The commission, except the 
initial members who are named herein, shall be appointed by the 
Governor upon the recommendation of the legislative delegation from 
the county.

For the purpose of this section, the term ‘construct and 
establish’ shall embrace the cost of direct construction, the cost of all 
land, property, rights, easements and franchises acquired, which are 
deemed necessary for such water system, the cost of all machinery 
and equipment needed therefor, payments to contractors, laborers or 
others for work done or material furnished, financing charges, interest 
prior to and during construction and for six months after completion 
of construction, cost of engineering services, legal services, legal ex- 
penses, plans, specifications, surveys, administrative expenses, and 
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stich other expenses as may be necessary or incident to the construc- 
tion of the water system, and the placing of the same in operation. 
General obligation bonds shall be issued only in the event the election 
required by Section 5 of this act shall result favorably, All or any 
general obligation bonds issued pursuant to this act may be addi- 
tionally secured by a pledge of the net revenues to be derived from 
the operation of any revenue-producing facility operated and main- 
tained by the district. The words ‘net revenues’ as used in this para- 
graph shall mean that sum remaining from the aggregate of all monies 
realized by the district from rates and charges imposed and collected 
after paying the cost of operation and maintenance of the facility, 
whose revenues shall be pledged. If, pursuant to this paragraph, gen- 
eral obligation bonds are issued :” 

B. Subsection (d) of Section 4 of Act No. 1163 of the Acts of 
1958 is amended to read as follows: 

“(d) Such bonds shall be executed in the name of Easley-Central 
Water District by the Chairman and the Secretary of the Easley-Cen- 
tral Water District Commission, under the seal of the district. The 
coupons attached to such bonds may be authenticated by the facsimile 
signatures of the chairman and the secretary of the commission who 
are in office on the date of such bonds. The delivery of any bonds so 
executed and authenticated shall be valid, notwithstanding any 
changes in officers or seal occurring after such execution or authen- 
tication.” 


SECTION 4. Section 5 of Act 1163 of 1958, amended—election 
on question of issuing bonds.—Section 5 of Act No. 1163 of the 
Acts of 1958 is amended to read as follows: 


“Section 5. The commission shall make provision for the holding of 
a special election in the district on a date to be fixed by the commis- 
sion, at which time there shall be submitted to the qualified electors 
of the district the question of issuing bonds of the district for the 
purposes authorized by Section 4 of this act. The election shall be 
conducted by the Commissioners of Election for Pickens County, who 
shall give notice of the election by publication once each week, for 
three successive weeks prior thereto, in one or more newspapers with 
general circulation in the district, stating the question to be submitted 
at the election, and specifying the amount in dollars of the bonds 
proposed to be issued. The election shall be conducted at the several 
voting precincts in the district, as the same are now established by 
law. The question submitted shall show on its face the primary pur-

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SECTION 2.. The county board of commissioners is hereby author- 
ized and directed to publish quarterly statements in the two Pickens 
County newspapers. They shall publish only the amount appropriated 
and the unexpended balance of each item. 


SECTION 3. No bills or claims against Pickens County for sup- 
plies purchased or services rendered shall be approved by the super- 
visor and the county commissioners, except in meeting assembled. 
No such bills or claims shall be approved for payment and no vou- 
chers shall be issued for same unless such bills or claims are properly 
itemized showing the supplies or articles purchased, and the services 
rendered, with the proper dates of such purchases and of rendering 
of such services and duties. All bills over twenty-five dollars must 
be subscribed and sworn to before a notary public or other person 
authorized to administer oaths. 


SECTION 4. Transfer from one item to another may be made only 
upon the written approval of a majority of the Pickens County Leg- 
islative Delegation, and they shall have power and authority to 
provide for and add to the appropriation herein made any sum suf- 
ficient to take care of any deficit which may prove to exist from the 
maintenance of the costs of the county government during the year 


1959-60. 


SECTION 5. The auditor and the treasurer, with the approval of 
a majority of the Pickens County Legislative Delegation, are hereby 
authorized and empowered to increase the general levy above Pro: 
vided to meet.the appropriations made. 


SECTION 6. There is hereby levied one mill for interest and a 
sinking fund on county bonds. 


SECTION 7. Magistrates’ Constables for whom salaries are ap- 
propriated shall be appointed by the magistrates in the respective 
townships. 


SECTION 8. The Auditor of Pickens County shall levy a suffi- 
cient number of mills, or fraction thereof, to raise the sums necessary 
to operate the public schools of the school district of Pickens County 
in accordance with a budget to be prepared and presented to him by 
a majority of the trustees of the school district. Such budget shall in- 
clude the necessary sums for payment of the share of this county of 
the compensation of the agriculture teachers in the school system, and 
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the trustees are authorized to expend such sums from the amount ap- 
propriated in their budget for that purpose. The school tax levy shall 
be set at a time not less than one week after the ordinary county tax 
levy is set. The school tax millage shall be within the statutory 
limitation. 


SECTION 9. The annual compensation of each member of the 
Board of Trustees of Pickens County School District A and of each 
member of the County Board of Education is hereby fixed at twenty- 
five dollars. The sum necessary to pay the compensation herein pre- 
scribed shall be expended from the educational funds of the county. 


SECTION 10. Any sum appropriated under the provisions of this 
act for salaries shall lapse upon the discharge, death, removal or 
resignation of the officer or employee to whom the appropriation 
applies, or by vacancy, however created, of the office to which such 
appropriation applies, and any employee or officer succeeding such 
employee or officer shall be paid at a compensation to be fixed in 
writing by a majority of the legislative delegation, and filed with the 
County Board of Commissioners. 


SECTION 11. All county officials, authorized to disburse funds 
designated in the county appropriations act, are instructed to expend 
no funds in excess of amounts appropriated without the written ap- 
proval of a majority of the county legislative delegation, and thereby 
avoid violation of Section 14-315, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 
1952. 


SECTION 12. A section of the county jail shall be reserved and set 
apart to be used for quartering offenders of sixteen years of age or 
less. 


SECTION 13. The Treasurer of Pickens County is authorized to 
pay to the probation officer who has jurisdiction over Pickens County 
such sums as are necessary for compensation for additional duties in 
the investigation of cases in which persons under the age of eighteen 
years are charged with criminal offenses, upon the authorization of a 
majority of the legislative delegation. The probation officer shall make 
a complete report with his recommendations, to the magistrate or 
circuit court having jurisdiction of the cases involving these persons. 


SECTION 14. When such purchasing or placing of orders is made, 
the equipment, materials, goods, wares, merchandise or services 
needed shall be purchased from firms or individuals within the county 
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whenever such firms or individuals are reliable and offer equipment, 
material, goods, wares, merchandise or services of equal quality and 
specifications with like goods from outside the county and at a price 
equal to or less than the price submitted by such nonresident bidders. 


SECTION 15. No salary shall be paid under the provisions of this 
act until such employee, as affected, shall have complied with all re- 
quirements of the State Retirement Act with regard to any fees col- 
lected that are covered under the Social Security Law, such deter- 
mination of amounts due to be certified to Pickens County by the 
State Director of the Retirement System. 


SECTION 16. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent herewith are 
repealed. 


SECTION 17. This act shall take effect upon approval by the Gov- 
ernor.

An Act To Authorize And Empower The Board Of Trustees Of 
School District No. 2, Richland County, To Issue General Obli- 
gation Bonds Of School District No. 2, Richland County, In An 
Amount Not Exceeding Twenty-Four Thousand Dollars For The 
Purposes Enumerated In This Act; To Prescribe The Condi- 
tions Under Which Said Bonds May Be Issued And Their Pro- 
ceeds Expended; And To Make Provision For The Payment Of 
The Same. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Findings of General Assembly.—The General As- 
sembly finds that further school facilities are required in School Dis- 
trict No. 2, Richland County, and that immediate steps should be 
taken to authorize the same, and the issuance of bonds to finance the 
cost thereof is required. 


SECTION 2. Trustees of School District 2, Richland County, 
may issue bonds.—The Board of Trustees of School District No. 2, 
Richland County (hereafter called the “Board’’) is hereby author- 
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ized and empowered. to issue general obligation bonds of School 
District No. 2, Richland County, in the principal amount of not ex- 
ceeding twenty-four thousand dollars, and to apply the proceeds of 
such bonds to the purposes specified in this act. 


SECTION 3. Use of proceeds.—The proceeds derived from the sale 
of said bonds shall be deposited with the County Treasurer of Rich- 
land County, and paid out by the county treasurer upon the warrant 
or order of the Board for the following purposes: 

(a) So much as shall be necessary shall be applied to pay the 
costs incurred in the issuance of these bonds. 

(b) The remaining moneys shall be used to pay the cost of con- 
structing and equipping school buildings in said school district, and, 
in connection with such authorization, the Board may purchase land 
as a site for any school building to be constructed with said pro- 
ceeds if a site therefor shall become necessary. 


SECTION 4. Issue — maturity — redemption — interest — reg- 
istration dates—where payable-—The bonds may be issued either as 
a single issue or from time to time in several separate issues. All bonds 
shall mature serially in successive annual installments of such amounts 
as may be determined by the Board, except that the maturity date of 
the last installment shall fall due not later than twenty-five years from 
the date the bonds bear, and the first maturity date may be post- 
poned five years from the date the bonds bear. Any bond issued pur- 
suant to this act may, at the discretion of the Board, contain a pro- 
vision permitting its redemption prior to its stated maturity at such 
redemption premiums as the Board shall prescribe. The bonds shall 
bear such rate or rates of interest as the Board may determine, pay- 
able on such occasions as the Board shall determine, but the average 
rate of interest for each issue of bonds sold pursuant to the authori- 
zations of this act shall not exceed four per cent. The bonds may be 
issued with the privilege to the -holder of having them registered as 
to principal on the books of the Treasurer of Richland County, and 
the principal thus made payable to the registered holder (unless the 
last registered transfer shall have been to bearer), upon such condi- 
tions as the Board may prescribe. They shall bear such date or dates 
and be payable at such place or places as said Board may likewise 
prescribe. 


SECTION 5. Execution—The bonds and the interest coupons 
thereunto attached shall be executed in such manner as the said Board 
shall prescribe. 
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SECTION 6. Sale—notice.——The bonds shall be sold by the Board 
at not less than par and accrued interest to the date of their respective 
deliveries, at public sale or private sale, and if a public sale be under- 
taken at least ten days prior to any sale, notice, announcing the in- 
tention to receive bids for the sale of any bonds authorized by this 
act, shall be published in a newspaper of general circulation in the 
State of South Carolina. 


SECTION 7. Tax exempt.—The bonds and all interest to become 
due thereon shall have the tax exempt status prescribed by Act No. 
730 of 1952. 


SECTION 8. Payment—tax levy.—For the payment of all bonds 
issued pursuant to this act, both principal and interest, as the same 
shall respectively mature, the full faith, credit, resources and taxing 
power of School District No. 2, Richland County shall be pledged, and 
there shall be levied and collected by the Auditor and Treasurer of 
Richland County, respectively, an ad valorem tax upon all taxable 
property in the school district, without limitation as to rate or 
amount, sufficient to pay the interest on such bonds and the bonds as 
they respectively mature. The taxes, when so levied and collected, 
shall be held by the Treasurer of Richland County, separate and dis- 
tinct from all other funds, and used solely for the purposes for which 
levied and collected. 


SECTION 9. Action of trustees—quorum.—Any action required 
of the Board may be taken at any meeting of the Board, regular or 
special, and at such meeting a majority of the members of the Board 
shall constitute a quorum for the purpose of adopting a resolution 
making provision for the issuance of bonds pursuant to this act, 
awarding the sale of such bonds, or taking any other action permitted 
or required of the Board by the provisions of this act. 


SECTION 10. Repeal—aAll acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed.

An Act To Authorize The School Commissioners Of School Dis- 
trict No. 1, Richland County, To Issue Not Exceeding One And 
One-Half Million Dollars Of General Obligation Bonds Of School 
District No. 1, Richland County, To Prescribe The Conditions 
Under Which Bonds May EBe Issued And The Purposes For 
Which Their Proceeds May Be Expended, And To Make Provi- 
sion For The Payment Of Such Bonds, 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Findings of General Assembly in regard to need 
of Richland School District 1 for facilities —The General Assembly 
finds that School District No. 1, Richland County, has a need for 
further school facilities in order to accommodate the increasing num- 
ber of pupils attending the public school system in the school district. 
It has therefore determined to authorize the School Commissioners 
of School District No. 1, Richland County (herein called the Com- 
missioners), to effect the acquisition of further school facilities 
through the constructing and equipping of buildings and the renova- 
tion and improvement of existing buildings to the extent of one and 
one-half million dollars. 


SECTION 2. Powers of Commissioners—The Commissioners are 
hereby empowered to acquire such further school facilities as may be 
procured through the issuance and sale of the bonds authorized here- 
by and through such other fundsZavailable to the Commissioners, 
and to that end, shall be empowered to construct and equip new 
school buildings, to improve and enlarge and re-equip existing school 
buildings, and to acquire such land as may be needed therefor. 


SECTION 3. Bond issue authorized—use of proceeds.—In order 
to obtain funds for the purposes above set forth, the Commissioners 
are hereby authorized and empowered to issue not exceeding one 
and one-half million dollars of general obligation bonds of School 
District No. 1, Richland County. The proceeds derived from the sale 
of any bonds issued pursuant to this act shall be paid to the Treasurer 
of Richland County, to be deposited in a Bond Account Fund for 
School District No. 1, Richland County, and shall be expended and 
made use of by the Commissioners as follows: 

(a) Any accrued interest shall be applied to the payment of the 
first instalment of interest to become due on such bonds. 
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(b) Any premium shall be applied to the payment of the first in- 
stalment of principal of such bonds. 

(c) The remaining proceeds shall be used to defray the cost of 
issuing the bonds and to acquire further school facilities as provided 
therein. 


SECTION 4. Issue — maturity — redemption — interest — 
registration—dates—where payable—The bonds may be issued as 
a single issue, or from time to time as several separate issues in the 
discretion of the Commissioners, provided, that no bond shall be is- 
sued later than three years after the effective date of this act. All bonds 
shall mature serially in successive annual instalments of such amounts 
as may be determined by the Commissioners, except that the maturity 
date of the last instalment of any bonds issued hereunder shall fall due 
not later than twenty-five ycrs from the date such bonds bear, and the 
first maturity date may be postponed not more than three years from 
the date the bonds bear. Any bond issued pursuant to this act may, 
at the discretion of the Commissioners, contain a provision permit- 
ting its redemption prior to its stated maturity at such redemption 
premium as the Commissioners may determine, payable on such oc- 
casions as the Commissioners shall determine, but the average rate 
of interest for any issue of bonds sold pursuant to the authorization 
of this act shall not exceed four and one-half per cent. The bonds 
may be issued with the privilege to the holder of having them reg- 
istered as to principal on the books of the Treasurer of School Dis- 
trict No. 1, Richland County, and the principal thus made payable 
to the registered holder (unless the last registered transfer shall 
have been to bearer), upon such conditions as the Commissioners 
may prescribe. They shall bear such date or dates and be payable 
at such places as the Commissioners may likewise prescribe. 


SECTION 5. Execution—The bonds and interest coupons thereto 
attached shall be executed in such manner as the Commissioners shall 
prescribe.

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SECTION 7. Tax exempt.—The bonds and all interest to become 
due thereon shall have the tax exempt status as prescribed by Act 
No. 730, Acts of 1952. 


SECTION 8. Payment—pledge—tax levy.—For the payment of 
the principal and interest of all bonds issued pursuant to this act as 
the same respectively mature, and for the creation of such sinking 
fund as may be necessary therefor, the full faith, credit and taxing 
power of School District No. 1, Richland County, shall be irrevocably 
pledged, and there shall be levied annually by the Auditor of Rich- 
land County, and collected by the Treasurer of Richland County, in 
the same manner as county taxes are levied and collected, a tax with- 
out limit, on all taxable property in the school district, sufficient to 
pay the principal and interest of such bonds as they respectively ma- 
ture and to create such sinking fund as may be necessary therefor. 


SECTION 9. Actions of Commissioners—quorum.—Any action 
required by the Commissioners may be taken at any meeting of the 
Commissioners, regular or special, and at such meeting a majority 
of the members of the Commission shall constitute a quorum for the 
purpose of adopting a resolution making provision for the issuance of 
bonds pursuant to this act, awarding the sale of such bonds, or taking 
any other action permitted or required of the Commissioners by the 
provisions of this act. 


SECTION 10. Repeal.—All acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed. 


SECTION 11. Time effective.—This act shall take effect upon ap- 
proval by the Governor.

An Act To Re-Enact Act No. 638 Of 1951, Relating To The 
Maintenance, Operation, Management And Improvements Of The 
Columbia Hospital Of Richland County, And To Amend Section 
6 Thereof, Relating To The Medical Staff Of Such Hospital, So 
As to Provide That The Medical Staff Shall Become The Medical 
And Dental Staff And To Make Any Member Of The Richland 
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County Dental Association And Any Member Of The Columbia 
Dental Society Eligible To Become A Member Of The Medical 
And Dental Staff Of Such Hospital. 


Whereas, the provisions of Act No. 638 of the 1951 Acts are of a 
local nature and are not codified in the Code of Laws of South Caro- 
lina, 1952; and 


Whereas, copies of the 1951 Acts are scarce and there are many times 
when the provisions of such act should be referred to and copies are 
unavailable ; and 


Whereas, it is deemed advisable to re-enact such act so as to make 
it more accessible. Now, therefore, 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Act 638 of 1951, re-enacted—Section 6 amended— 
operation and improvement of Columbia Hospital by Richland 
County.—Act No. 638 of 1951 is re-enacted and Section 6 there- 
of is amended to read as follows: 

“Section 1. On and after July 1, 1951, the Columbia Hospital shall 
be under the general supervision of a board of trustees, consisting of 
five members. The board of trustees shall be appointed by the Gover- 
nor upon the recommendation of the Legislative Delegation from 
Richland County, as follows: one for a period of one year, one for a 
period of two years, one for a period of three years, one for a period 
of four years, and one for a period of five years; and thereafter their 
successors shall be appointed for terms of five years each. When the 
term of office of any of the trustees expires under the provisions of 
this section, then the office shall become vacant until a new trustee 
is elected as herein provided; provided, that the personnel of the 
present board of trustees shall constitute the initial board under the 
terms of this act, with their respective terms of office to be deter- 
mined by the Richland County Legislative Delegation. 

“Section 2. The board of trustees of the Columbia Hospital of Rich- 
land County is hereby, created the fiscal agents and servants, to con- 
duct, operate, manage, maintain and improve the Columbia Hospital 
of Richland County. 

“Section 3. The board of trustees shall have power to employ a su- 
perintendent and such servants and agents as may be necessary for 
the efficient management of the hospital. The superintendent so em- 
ployed shall hold office at the pleasure of the board of trustees, and 
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shall give bond of the same form as county officers in the sum of ten 
thousand ($10,000.00) dollars, to be approved by the clerk of court; 
the premium of the bond to be paid by the hospital. 

“Section 4. The Treasurer of Richland County is hereby authorized 
and directed to turn over and deliver to the Board of Trustees of the 
Columbia Hospital of Richland County all operating funds legally 
due and in the control and possession of the Treasurer of Richland 
County for said hospital; and the Board of Trustees of Columbia 
Hospital of Richland County is hereby authorized and empowered to 
receipt for and deposit same and deposit all future operating receipts 
and revenues to its own account or accounts in a bank or banks in 
the City of Columbia, S. C., and disburse same by checks issued by 
the duly authorized officer or employee of said hospital. 

“Section 5. All claims against the hospital for all purposes shall be 
itemized, verified, and approved, as the board of trustees shall direct, 
and all checks drawn against hospital funds shall be signed by the 
chairman of the board of trustees and attested by the superintendent 
and the auditor. 

“Section 6. Any member of the Columbia Medical Society of Rich- 
land County, any member of the Richland County Dental Association 
and any member of the Columbia Dental Society shall have the privi- 
lege of applying for membership on the Medical and Dental Staff of 
the Columbia Hospital of Richland County upon written application 
to the board of trustees; and if his application is approved shail re- 
main a member of such staff as long as he abides by the bylaws, rules 
and regulations of the Board of Trustees of the Columbia Hospital 
of Richland County now in effect or as may be hereafter amended. 
The board of trustees shall provide in its bylaws, rules and regula- 
tions for the organization of a Medical and Dental Staff of the Colum- 
bia Hospital. The medical and dental staff shall be a scientific rotary 
body and not an administrative body; provided, that the board of 
trustees shall have the power to remove any member of the staff for 
incompetency, malpractice, failure to cooperate with the board of 
trustees or to abide by the bylaws, rules and regulations now in effect 
or as may be hereinafter amended or for any other well-founded cause. 
“Section 7. The hospital, or the board of trustees thereof, shall op- 
erate departments of pathology and radiology and any other scien- 
tific departments which in their judgment better the facilities for 
patient care at the hospital. The directors of such departments shall 
be fully qualified in their field of medicine and responsible to the 
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board of trustees and its agents, the superintendent and the assistant 
superintendent of the hospital. 

“Section 8. The books of the hospital shall be checked monthly by 
the board of trustees and a complete audit of the books of the hos- 
pital shall be made annually or oftener by a certified public account- 
ant. Copies of such audits shall be furnished to the members of the 
Richland County Legislative Delegation and the members of the 
board of trustees of the hospital. 

“Section 9. The members of the board of trustees shall meet once 
each month or oftener at the call of the chairman, for the purpose of 
transacting such business of the Columbia Hospital as may properly 
come before them. 

“Section 10. The superintendent of the hospital shall advertise, 
when practical, for competitive bids for supplies for the hospital, and 
competitive bid shall be turned over to the board of trustees for proper 
attention. 

“Section 11. In addition to the laboratories now owned and operated 
by the Columbia Hospital the board of trustees thereof may establish 
and maintain such other laboratories as will in their judgment in- 
crease the facilities of the hospital for experimental and research work. 
“Section 12. Any funds hereafter left unexpended in the hands of 
the County Treasurer of Richland County from taxes levied and col- 
lected for charity patients shall be used for such improvements in the 
hospital or its services as the board of trustees of the hospital shall 
determine. 

“Section 13. The Columbia Hospital shall not be required to main- 
tain and board invalids and incurables as charity patients when they 
require indefinite nursing and medical treatment, in the judgment of 
the board of trustees. 

“Section 14. In case pay patients are unable to pay their indebted- 
ness to the hospital, in whole or in part, the board of trustees is au- 
thorized and empowered to accept a note or notes as evidence of such 
indebtedness, to negotiate such note or notes by endorsement thereof 
by the superintendent of the hospital, and in case such note or notes 
are not paid to the holder or holders thereof when due, that the hos- 
pital will pay the same as endorser. That the hospital shall have the 
right to accept assignment of wages or any other security for the 
payment of indebtedness to it and shall have a lien on any property 
whatsoever in the hospital of any pay patient to the amount of such 
patient’s indebtedness to the hospital. The dishonor of any check to 
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the hospital, given as payment in full or in part of any indebtedness 
for hospital service, shall be deemed prima facie evidence of intention 
to-defraud. 

“Section 15. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent with the provi- 
sions of this act are hereby repealed. 

“Section 16. This act shall take effect upon its approval by the 
Governor.” 


SECTION 2. Repeal.—All acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed. 


SECTION 3. Time effective—This act shall take effect upon ap- 
proval by the Governor. :

An Act To Provide A Levy Of Taxes For Richland County For 
School And County Purposes For The Fiscal Year 1959-1960 
And To Direct The Expenditures Thereof. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. There is hereby levied a tax of eight and three-fourths 
mills, if so much be necessary, on all taxable property in Richland 
County for ordinary county purposes, which together with all addi- 
tional sums available for ordinary purposes, shall’ be used for the pay- 
ment of the items hereinafter set forth. Provided, that the Richland 
County Treasurer is hereby authorized and directed to transfer any 
surplus exceeding twenty-five thousand dollars in the General Funds 
of Richland County as of June 30, 1959 to the various countywide 
Bond Accounts of the county and the Richland County Treasurer 
and Auditor are hereby authorized and directed to reduce the levies 
of those bond accounts in proportion to the amounts transferred to 
said bond accounts. Provided, further, that all salaries herein ap- 
propriated shall be paid in biweekly installments arid the total of 
such items, other than salaries, shall be expended only if such be 
necessary. Provided, further, however, that implements and supplies 
of whatever kind to be purchased and/or sold under the terms of 
this act shall be purchased and/or sold only upon competitive bids 
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each quarter after advertisement for at least one week previous to 
the letting of such contract in at least two issues of a newspaper

There is hereby levied on all taxable property of Richland County a 
school equalization levy of fifteen mills, and in addition thereto, there 
is levied on all taxable property in the school districts, respectively, 
the tax authorized by law, to wit: in School District No. 1, a tax of 
twenty-six mills for local school purposes; in School District No. 2, a 
tax of eight mills for local school purposes; in School District No. 5, 
a tax of nine mills for local school purposes; in School District No.

All charitable and other organizations which receive any part 
of their income from Richland County are hereby required to have 
an annual audit made at the end of their fiscal year and to file a copy 
thereof with the Richland County Delegation within ten days after 
the preparation thereof. Upon failure to file such reports as herein 
provided for, the Treasurer of Richland County is hereby directed to 
withhold further payments to said organization until such audit is 
filed. 


SECTION 6. Nothing in this section contained shall apply to School 
District No. 1 of Richland County. In the payment of expenses in- 
curred in all other school districts of the county a separate warrant 
or order, directed to the County Treasurer, signed by a majority of 
the Board of Trustees of the disbursing district, shall be issued direct 
to each payee in strict conformity with the general school law of 
South Carolina; provided, nevertheless, as follows: 

In order to facilitate and expedite the payment of salaries of per- 
sonnel in all categories regularly employed for a scholastic or calendar 
year, also for the payment of separate bills, amounting to less than one 
hundred dollars each for special services or school materials properly 
payable from school operation and maintenance funds, it shall be 
lawful for a Board of Trustees to issue a consolidated or “master” 
warrant on the said County Treasurer in the aggregate amount of all 
or any portion of the aforesaid salaries and bills due and payable in 
any current “school” or calendar month, such master warrant to be 
payable to the school district in the name of its previously designated 
disbursing agent, preferably the school district superintendent, though 
any other full time, adult employee of the district shall be eligible. 
Each master warrant shall have on its face or back, or on a sheet 
securely attached thereto, a complete list of all ultimate payees with 
the amount due to each plainly set forth; and, except for salaries 
aforesaid, there shall also be securely attached a separately printed or 
written, fully itemized statement from each ultimate payee showing 
the amount and nature of the services rendered or supplies furnished. 
The Richland County Board of Education may (by standing resolu- 
tion embodying such restrictions as it may impose) authorize the 
County Superintendent of Education, in his discretion, to process all 
such master warrants for payment without prior reference to said 
county board. The processed master warrant shall be depasited by the 
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district’s ‘disbursing agent in a separate account in a Columbia 
F. D. I. C. bank to the credit of the school district and by such agent 
disbursed by check to the several payees named on the list aforemien- 
tioned. All disbursing agents shall keep a neat and permanent record 
of all their transactions as such agents on uniform record and voucher 
prescribed by and furnished through the county board aforesaid, and 
these tecords shall be available to the public for inspection at all rea- 
sonable times. The County Superintendent of Education shall require 
all disbursing agents at the proper time to submit their records and 
vouchers to the auditors employed to make the annual audits of the 
Richland County records and such auditors shall check and verify 
same as an integral portion of the county school accounts. Each dis- 
bursing agent shall furnish the district at its expense a fidelity bond 
in the penal sum of not less than five thousand dollars, or as much 
more as the district board cf trustees may deem advisable. 


The conditions set forth in the foregoing proviso of this section are 
joint and not severable and the proviso, in its entirety is to be con- 
strued as an optional alternate procedure in paying salaries of what- 
ever amount and separate bills, regardless of number, amounting to 
less than one hundred dollars each. 


SECTION 7. All appropriations made herein and all unappropri- 
ated and unpledged surplus funds in the hands of the Treasurer of 
Richland County are subject to the right and authority of the Sena- 
tor and at least one-half of the members of the House Delegation from 
Richland County to alter, increase or deduct therefrom at any time, 
when in their judgment, such alterations, increases or deductions are 
necessary for the best interest of the county and/or to conform with 
the revenue expected during the life of this act. Provided, however, 
that no such action action shall be taken except in the course of a 
duly called public meeting of the delegation, after due notice to the 
heads of the respective departments to be thereby affected. The Treas- 
urer of Richland County is authorized to extend credit for recording 
Federal Agricultural papers. 


SECTION 8. All salaried constables in Richland County shall be 
deputized to preserve order in their respective magisterial districts. 


SECTION 9. All county-owned automobiles, station wagons and 
trucks except two such automobiles used by the Sheriff’s office, one 
for detective work and the other for process serving, and the automo- 
bile used by the Supervisor of Richland County, shall be, within ten 
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days from the effective date of this act, marked, stenciled or painted 
on both front doors of said vehicles as follows: “Richland County” 
(in letters not less than three inches in height) and directly under 
said words the name of the county department which operates these 
vehicles (in letters not less than two inches in height.) After ten 
days from the effective date of this act no person, company or corpora- 
tion shall service, supply or equip any county-owned automobiles, 
station wagons or trucks which are not marked pursuant to the terms 
of this section. After ten days from the effective date of this act no 
county funds shall be paid out for services to or supplies and equip- 
ment furnished for county-owned automobiles, station wagons or 
trucks which are not marked pursuant to the terms of this section. 
Heads of county departments or agencies shall maintain a list reflect- 
ing the make, model, serial number and South Carolina license num- 
ber of all county-owned vehicles in his department or agency and 
shall report to the Richland County Delegation when any county- 
owned vehicles are traded or disposed of in any way whatsoever. The 
markings herein provided for shall be kept visible at all times. 


SECTION 10. Whenever, during the effective period of this act, 
a vacancy occurs in any employee position or classification provided 
for in this act and in the judgment of the department or agency 
affected it is necessary to fill such position or classification, the person 
newly employed shall be hired at the lowest salary appropriated in 
this act for such position or classification within the department af- 
fected ; and if there be no such other position or classification in such 
department the person newly employed shall be hired at the lowest 
salary for similar positions or classifications for other departments or 
agencies provided for herein. 


SECTION 11. All revenues accruing to Richland County for reim- 
bursement, or otherwise, in excess of the amount necessary to pay 
appropriations herein made, shall be allocated to the general fund. 


SECTION 12. All appropriations made in this act for travel and/or 
official expense shall be paid on voucher properly probated, as needed 
by officials. 


SECTION 13. All heads of departments shall employ replacements 
or new personnel at an initial salary of at least ten per cent less than 


the pay provided for such employees in the 1958-59 Richland County 
Supply Act. 
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SECTION 14. Any employee, who shall have tenure of twenty-five 
years or more in Richland County employ, shall receive an additional 
sixty-five dollars per year over and above the salary provided in this 
act. 


SECTION 15. If any section, paragraph, item or provision of this 
act shall be held invalid by a court of competent jurisdiction, such in- 
validity held shall not affect, impair or invalidate any remaining sec- 
tion, paragraph, item or provision of this act. 


SECTION 16. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent with this act 
are hereby repealed to the extent of such inconsistency. 


SECTION 17. This act shall take effect upon approval by the Gov- 
ernor.

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SECTION 2. The fee that may be charged by the Clerk of Court 
for Saluda County for the recording, filing, indexing or registering 
any mortgage or other instrument conveying an interest in, or creat- 
ing a lien on, the crops growing or to be grown, or on personal 
property, made to any corporation under the Act of Congress known 
as the Farm Credit Corporation of 1933, if and as amended, a Reg- 
ional Agricultural Credit Corporation, a Federal Intermediate Cred- 
it Bank, or any other corporation which rediscounts notes or other

ing game or fishing, shall be prohibited on Sunday, and whether 
tradesmen, artificers, workmen, laborers, or other persons whatso- 
ever, shall be prohibited from doing or exercising any wordly labor, 
business or work of his ordinary calling upon Sunday or any part 
thereof, a special election shall be held as provided in the general 
election laws of this State on Tuesday, July 14, 1959.

The person or firm making the audit shall, in addition to the audit 
itself, be required to make a report of its findings, conclusions and 
recommendations to the county board with respect to improvement 
of accounting practices in various offices and departments of the 
county. 

The County Board of Spartanburg County is authorized to in- 
vestigate and make recommendations to the County Delegation con- 
cerning any deficiencies in any department of Spartanburg County. 


SECTION 9. For the Court of General Sessions and County Crim- 
inal Court there shall be not more than three bailiffs, who shall 
receive not in excess of five dollars each per day. For the Court of 
Common Pleas and County Civil Court there shall be not more 
than two bailiffs, who shall receive not in excess of five dollars 
each per day. Jurors for the Circuit Court and the County Court 
shall receive a per diem of ten dollars each per day in addition 
to the mileage as now provided by law. There shall be appointed by 
the Sheriff a Court Crier who shall act also as a bailiff at all terms 
of court. Jurors of the Coroner’s Jury shall receive three dollars 
each per day. 


SECTION 10. Any bonds authorized to be issued or to be author- 
ized to be issued on which any maturities of interest and/or principal 
comes due within the fiscal year ending June 30, 1959, and for June 
30, 1960, payment of same is hereby authorized out of the general 
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funds of Spartanburg County. Provided, the payments of such 
maturities are specified to be paid out of the county levy in the 
respective bond acts. 


SECTION 11. Any contracts or agreements for the expenditure of 
funds in this appropriation act for the operation of the joint- City- 
County radio station shall not obligate Spartanburg County unless 
previously approved by the Spartanburg County Delegation. 


SECTION 12. Expenditures from the Delegation Transferable 
Fund and authorizations by the Delegation shall be made upon ap- 
proval of a majority of the Delegation, including the Senator, at a 
duly and regularly called meeting and upon written certification 
thereof by the Secretary to the County Board of Control. 


SECTION 13. The County Board of Spartanburg County shall 
make provision for Workmen’s Compensation coverage of all em- 
ployees of Spartanburg County to which it may be applicable. The 
following departments of Spartanburg County shall keep separate 
records for Workmen’s Compensation Insurance and pay the pre- 
miums therefor from their own budgets: 

Spartanburg General Hospital, including Woodruff Hospital 

County Highway Department 

Spartanburg Tuberculosis Hospital 

County Health Department 

The County Board of Spartanburg County 

Spartanburg County Library 


SECTION 14. The County Board of Spartanburg County shall 
disburse all appropriations provided herein for travel for all County 
employees, except elected officials, on sworn itemized statements of 
the employee that the travel was performed in carrying out the duties 
of his or her job and on business of the County, at the rate of seven 
cents per mile. The Board is authorized to prescribe such further 
rules and forms as will carry out the purposes of this section. 

Provided, the amount paid out by the County Board shall not 
exceed the amount provided by the terms of this act. 


SECTION 15. The Bureau of Vital Statistics is hereby authorized 
to make a search of records and furnish a statement of age or other 
data without charge. This does not apply to the usual fee for the 
certification of any record. 
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SECTION 16. The County Board of Spartanburg County is au- 
thorized and directed to administer and regulate salaries and wages 
of employees and clerical help provided for in this act in accordance 
with the salary schedule classification and policies as set forth in the 
survey adopted for Spartanburg County. Salary adjustments in ac- 
cordance with salary schedule are to become effective with the be- 
ginning of each fiscal year. 


SECTION 17. The payment of the purchase of a used bulldozer 
for the Highway Department, in the amount of thirteen thousand 
dollars was approved and this is to be paid for from revenue accruing 
from work being done for the Spartanburg Water Works. 


SECTION 18. The county board is authorized to negotiate and 
enter into agreement with any state or federal agency for the use of 
county offices at such rental as may be agreed on from time to time. 

Provided, further, the County Board is authorized to provide 
rules and regulations governing the occupancy of the new Courthouse 
and the use of the County Courthouse parking lots. 


SECTION 19. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent herewith are 
repealed. 


SECTION 20. This act shall take effect upon approval by the Gov- 
ernor.

SECTION 1. Spartanburg County—terms of Woodruff-Roebuck 
Water District Commissioners.—The terms of office of the present 
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members of the Woodruff-Roebuck Water District Commission in 
Spartanburg ‘County are hereby-extended to July thirtieth in the year 
in which the General Election is held following their present term. 


SECTION 2. Election of members—petition.—If twenty per cent 
of the qualified electors residing in the Woodruff-Roebuck Water 
District in Spartanburg County on or before April first preceding 
the expiration of the term of any. member of the Woodruff-Roebuck 
Water District Commission petition the commissioners of election for 
an election to be held to determine the successor to such member, then 
the successor to such member shall be elected by the residing electors 
in the district and thereafter all successors to members of the Wood- 
ruff-Roebuck Water District Commission shall be elected by the resid- 
ing electors in the district. The petition shall be filed with the Spartan- 
burg County Commissioners of Election. The commissioners of elec- 
tion shall give adequate notice of the time and place of the election 
and furnish ballots and otherwise supervise and conduct the election. 
The election shall be held on the second Tuesday in June of the 
General Election Year. The expenses of the election shall be paid by

An Act To Authorize The County Board Of Spartanburg Coun- 
ty To Issue Not Exceeding Two Hundred Ten Thousand Dollars 
Of Bonds Of Spartanburg County For The Purchase Of Stone, 
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Asphalt, Culverts, Other Road And Bridge Materials And For 
The Payment Of Labor Costs Incident To The Use Of Such Ma- 
terials; To Direct The Manner In Which The Bonds Shall Be 
Sold And The Proceeds Thereof Shall Be Expended; And To 
Provide For The Payment Thereof. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Spartanburg County may borrow money.—The 
County Board of Spartanburg County may borrow from or through 
an agency of the United States Government, any bank, institu- 
tion or lending agency, or as it may deem advisable, not exceed- 
ing two hundred ten thousand dollars, to be evidenced by serial 
coupon bonds, bearing interest at such rate not exceeding four and 
one-half per cent per annum as may be determined by the County 
Board, payable semiannually, or otherwise, the principal of which 
shall mature during each year and in such installments as the County 
Board of Spartanburg County shall determine, but no installment 
shall mature later than twenty years after date of issue. 


SECTION 2. Bond issue——The bonds as authorized in Section 1 
shall be issued at such time or times and shall mature at such times and 
shall be issued in such denominations as may be determined by the 
County Board of Spartanburg County, and in such amounts as neces- 
sary, based upon the requests of the Supervisor of Spartanburg Coun- 
ty. The bonds shall be signed by the members of the county board, or 
a majority thereof, and countersigned by the Clerk of the County 
Board of Spartanburg County, and the seal of the County Board of 
Spartanburg County shall be affixed to or impressed on each bond, 
but the coupons on the bonds need not be authenticated otherwise 
than by a facsimile signature of the county treasurer. The principal 
and interest on the bonds may be payable within or without the 
State of South Carolina. The bonds shall be payable to bearer but 
may be issued with the privilege to the holder of having them reg- 
istered as to principal on the books of the county treasurer, and the 
principal thus made payable to the registered holder (unless the last 
registered transfer shall be to bearer) upon such conditions as the 
County Board of Spartanburg County may prescribe. The bonds 
shall be sold and delivered upon a basis of not less than par and 
accrued interest. 


SECTION 3. Payment.—So much as is necessary of the one cent 
gasoline tax distributed to Spartanburg County during the life of the 
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bonds, and for such period thereafter as may be necessary to pay the 
same, shall be pledged and used and applied to the payment of the 
principal and interest on the bonds, notwithstanding any different use 
of the tax now prescribed; except that bonds authorized and issued 
under authority of Act No. 611 of the Acts of 1937, and any 
amendments thereto, in the sum of five hundred thousand dollars; 
bonds authorized and issued under the authority of Act No. 709 of 
the Acts of 1939, and any amendments thereto, in the sum of two 
hundred thousand dollars; bonds authorized and issued under au- 
thority of Act No. 946 of the Acts of 1942, and any amendments 
thereto, in the sum of one hundred fifty thousand dollars; bonds 
authorized and issued under authority of Act No. 812 of the Acts of 
1946, and any amendments thereto, in the sum of five hundred 
thousand dollars; bonds authorized and issued under authority of 
“ct No. 664 of the Acts of 1949, and any amendments thereto, in 
the sum of one million dollars; bonds authorized and issued under 
authority of Act No. 524 of the Acts of 1953, and any amendments 
thereto, in the sum of two hundred fifty-three thousand dollars; 
bonds authorized and issued under authority of Act No. 934 of the 
Acts of 1954, and any amendments thereto, in the sum of two hun- 
dred fifty thousand dollars; bonds authorized and issued under au- 
thority of Act No. 585 of the Acts of 1955, in the sum of two 
hundred fifty thousand dollars; bonds issued under authority of 
Act No. 667 of the Acts of 1957, in the sum of two hundred sev- 
enty-five thousand dollars; and bonds issued under authority of 
Act No. 1191 of the Acts of 1958, in the sum of three hundred 
thousand dollars, are a prior lien until such bonds are fully re- 
tired. If for any reason whatsoever the gasoline tax is insufficient 
for the prompt payment of the bonds and the interest thereon as 
they severally mature, then there is hereby pledged, in addition to 
the revenue from the gasoline tax distributed to Spartanburg County, 
the full faith and credit of Spartanburg County, and there shall be 
levied annually upon all the taxable property in Spartanburg County, 
by the county auditor, and collected by the county treasurer, a tax 
sufficient to pay the principal and interest on the bonds as they 
respectively mature. 


SECTION 4. Proceeds.—The proceeds of the sale of the bonds shall 
be deposited with the county treasurer in a special account to be dis- 
bursed for the purposes herein stated by the treasurer on warrants 
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drawn thereon by the County Board of Spartanburg County, upon 
properly itemized and sworn statements of the county supervisor. 


SECTION 5. Purchases—bids.—All stone, asphalt, culverts and 
road and bridge materials purchased, and all labor costs paid for, from 
the proceeds of the sale of the bonds herein authorized shall be pur- 
chased or paid for by the County Supervisor of Spartanburg County, 
subject, however, to the following provisions and conditions: 

The County Supervisor of Spartanburg County shall advertise for 
bidders to furnish such stone, asphalt, culverts or other road and 
bridge materials in one or more of the daily Spartanburg papers 
and publish the same therein not less than one time at least two 
weeks prior to the date and place of sale, which shall be specified in 
such advertisement; the advertisement likewise shall contain a no- 
tice to prospective bidders requiring them to make up and file their 
bids, duly sealed, with the county supervisor, and a duplicate there- 
of in the office of the county board, none of such bids to be opened 
until the time specified in the notice of sale for the opening of bids; 
the advertisement shall further contain a notice to the prospective 
bidders that all bids are subject to the final approval or disapproval 
of the county board, and the county board is hereby given the 
power and authority, after receipt of such bids and the presenta- 
tion to the board by the county supervisor of his recommendation 
as to the acceptance or rejection made and filed; and in the event 
of the rejection of all bids, new bids shall be advertised for by the 
county supervisor subject to the terms and provisions hereinabove 
set forth. 


SECTION 6. Use of proceeds.—The proceeds of the sale of the 
bonds authorized under this act shall be used for the purchase of stone, 
asphalt, culverts and road and bridge materials for the construction and 
surface treatment of public roads and bridges in Spartanburg Coun- 
ty. and for the payment of labor costs incident to the use of such 
materials: provided, not in excess of fifty thousand dollars may 
be expended for labor costs. Provided, further, the County Board of 
Spartanburg County may use all or any part of the proceeds from 
the sale of bonds for matching or securing federal aid or any other 
aid to the extent deemed necessary or advisable by the County Board 
of Spartanburg County to the end that greater mileage of roads may 
be constructed and surface treated than would be without such 
grants or matching of federal or other funds. 
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SECTION 7. Saving clause—The sections and provisions of this 
act are separable and not matters of mutual essential inducement, and

SECTION 2. Before any new county employee is employed by any 
department, the County Board of Commissioners shall first approve 
the salary or compensation to be received by such new employee. 


SECTION 3. The amount herein provided for the salary of the 
Sheriff, Treasurer and Clerk of Court shall be in lieu of all fees, and 
the amounts herein provided shall be the salaries of such officers for 
all their services for the fiscal year commencing July 1, 1959, except 
that the Sheriff shall be entitled to retain fees and filing costs for 
services in civil matters. 


SECTION 4. The above accounts shall be kept separate and ex- 
pended for the purposes for which appropriated; and the County 
Board of Commissioners shall not expend or contract to expend under 
any general item any sum greater than the amount for such general 
item herein appropriated, except with the approval of a majority of 
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the County. Delegation, and no account against the county shall be 
approved or paid except a properly authorized expenditure by the 
county board.

SECTION 1. There is hereby appropriated from the general fund 
of Union County a supplemental appropriation in the amount of 
seventeen thousand seventeen dollars and twenty-five cents to pro- 
vide lighting facilities for the stadium of the Union Recreation Park 
Commission of Union County. 


SECTION 2. All expenditures shall be made upon unanimous 
authorization in writing of the Union Legislative Delegation. 


SECTION 3. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent herewith are re- 
pealed. 


SECTION 4. This act shall take effect upon approval by the Gov- 
ernor.

An Act To Validate A Certain Obligation Of Union County In 
The Amount Of One Hundred Thirty-Five Thousand Five Hun- 
dred Dollars, And Certain Other Obligations Amounting To 
Thirty-Nine Thousand Five Hundred Dollars, And To Authorize 
The Governing Board Of Union County To Issue Not Exceeding 
One Hundred Seventy-Five Thousand Dollars Of General Obliga- 
tion Bonds Of Union County For The Payment Of Such Obli- 
g2tions, 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Findings of General Assembly—obligations of Un- 
ion County ratified—The General Assembly finds that previous to 
this enactment, the governing board of Union County borrowed the 
sum of one hundred thirty-five thousand five hundred dollars from the 
Arthur State Bank of Union, evidenced by a note dated October 
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15, 1958 and payable May 15, 1959. It also finds that the county 
has a current past due indebtedness of thirty-nine thousand five 
hundred dollars incurred out of funds appropriated by law for the 
operation of Union County. The General Assembly ratifies, approves 
and confirms the above obligations incurred on behalf of Union 
County by the governing hoard and declares these obligations to be 
legal, valid and bindins uron Unton County. 


SECTION 2. UWnien County may issu2 ben ?s—In order to obtiin 
funds to pay the o'ligations referred to in Section 1], the county gov- 
erning board is hereby authorized and empowered to issue not ex- 
ceeding one hundred seventy-five thousand dollars of general obliga- 
tion bonds of Union County. 


SECTION 3. Ferm — maturity — redemption — interest. 
The bonds may be issued either as a single issue or from time to 
time in several separate issues. All bonds shall mature serially in 
successive annual installments of such amounts as may he deter- 
mined hy the county governing board of Union Co-mnty, excent 
thet the nivurity date of the last installment shall fall dive not later 
than fifteen vears fram the date the lends hear, and the first maturity 
date mey be wostnoned three years from the date the bonds hear. 
Any hond issned nursnant to this act shall contain a provision per- 
mittine its redemption prior to its stated maturity at such redemntion 
premiums as the coynty sovernin® heard shall rreserite, The bonds 
shall hear such rate or rates of interest as the connty sove-nineg board 
may determine, nayable on such occasions as the hoard shall determine, 
but the average rate of interest for each issue of honds sold pursvant to 
the euthorizations of this act shall not exceed four ner cent. The 
bonds may he issued with the privilece to the holder of having them 
registered as to principal on the bocks of the Treasurer of Union 
County, and the principal thus made payable to the registered holder 
(unless the last registcred transfer shall have been to bearer), upon 
such conditions as the county governing board may prescribe.

SECTION 4. Execution —The bonds and the interest coupons at- 
tached thereunto shall be executed in such manner as the county 
governing board shall prescribe. 


SECTION 5. Sale—The bonds shall be sold by the county govern- 
ing board at not less than par and accrued interest to the date of their 
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respective deliveries at public sale and, at least ten days prior to any 
such sale, notice, announcing the intention to receive bids for the sale 
of any bonds authorized by this act, shall be published in a newspaper 
of general circulation in the State of South Carolina. 


SECTION 6. Exempt from taxes.—The bonds and all interest to 
become due thereon shall have the tax exempt status prescribed by 
Act No. 730 of 1952. 


SECTION 7. Payment.—For the payment of the principal and in- 
terest of all bonds issued pursuant to this act as the same respectively 
mature, and for the creation of such sinking fund as may be necessary 
therefor, the full faith, credit and taxing power of Union County shall 
be irrevocably pledged, and there shall be levied annually by the Audi- 
tor of Union County, and collected by the Treasurer of Union County,

proved February 25, 1959, By Providing That Noncallable Bonds 
May Be Issued Pursuant Thereto. 


Whereas, it is provided, among other things, by an act entitled “An 
Act To Validate A Certain Obligation Of Union County In The 
Amount Of One Hundred Thirty-Five Thousand Five Hundred 
Dollars, And Certain Other Obligations Amounting To Thirty-Nine 
Thousand Five Hundred Dollars, And To Authorize The Govern- 
ing Board Of Union County To Issue Not Exceeding One Hun- 
dred Seventy-Five Thousand Dollars Of General Obligation Bonds

The bonds shall bear such rate or rates of interest as the county 
governing board may determine, payable on such occasions as the 
board shall determine, but the average rate of interest for each issue 
of bonds sold pursuant to the authorizations of this act shall not ex- 
.ceed four per cent. The bonds may be issued with the privilege to 
the holder of having them registered as to principal on the books of 
the Treasurer of Union County, and the principal thus made pay- 
able to the registered holder (unless the last registered transfer shall 
have been to bearer), upon such conditions as the county governing 
board may prescribe. They shall bear such date or dates and be 
payable at such place or places as the said board may likewise pre- 
scribe.” 
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SECTION 2. Repeal.—Al! acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed. 


SECTION 3. Time effective——This act shall take effect upon ap- 
proval by the Governor.

SECTION 2. The payment of the respective appropriations con- 
tained in each item of Section 1 hereof, except when otherwise ex- 
pressly provided, shall not exceed one-fourth (14) or twenty-five per 
cent (25%) of the total annual appropriation of such item during 
any consecutive three months’ quarter of the current fiscal year, 
1959-1960, commencing July 1, 1959, and on the first day of each 
successive month thereafter, the last day of each third month being 
reckoned as the end of such quarter. The foregoing requirement of 
this section shall not be waived except by written unanimous consent 
of all members of the Union County Legislative Delegation, and any 
county official who overspends and disburses any money or monies 
in excess of one-fourth (14) or twenty-five per cent (25%) of the 
total annual appropriation of any item during any three (3) con- 
secutive months’ quarter of the current fiscal year, 1959-1960, as 
aforesaid, except when such requirement has been waived by written 
unanimous consent of all members of the Union County Legislative 
Delegation, shall thereby and thereupon forfeit the office and shall 
immediately vacate the office or be subject to immediate removal 
from office. The Union County Legislative Delegation may transfer 
funds from any item or items to any other item or items in the 
county appropriation act of the fiscal year, 1959-1960, by unanimous 
delegation order in writing. 


SECTION 3. For the fiscal year beginning with July 1, 1959, and 
‘ending with June 30, 1960, the Auditor of Union County is hereby 
authorized and directed to levy, and the Treasurer of Union County 
to collect, as and when other county property taxes are levied and 
collected, upon all taxable property in Union County, a tax of such 
millage as will, when added to all other income or revenue received 
by the county for general purposes during such fiscal year, produce 
sufficient funds to meet the sums of money appropriated herein. 
Provided, that such millage so levied and collected shall not exceed 
the millage levied and collected for such purposes for the fiscal 
year beginning July 1, 1958, and ending June 30, 1959.

Provided, however, that the 
person or firm so appointed shall be certified public account- 
ant, and provided, further, that the schools and the hospital shall 
bear the cost of their respective audits. Such auditor shall be 
paid after the completion of the work and the delivery of the audits.

SECTION 7. In all matters to be determined under this act by the 
Union County Delegation, no action shall be valid or binding unless 
concurred in by all members of the delegation. 


SECTION 8. The supervisor and governing board of Union County 
shall be the sole purchasing agent for all supplies, equipment, ma- 
chines, etc., used by any officer, agent or department of Union County, 
and all purchases in excess of one hundred dollars shall be made on a 
competitive bid basis after advertisement in the Union Daily Times 
for a period of ten days prior to such purchases; provided, that such 
advertisement shall be published twice during such ten day period. 
No vouchers or warrants for purchases made in violation of this 
section (except emergency purchases provided for in Section 14 
hereof) shall be approved for payment by the supervisor and govern- 
ing board or paid by the county treasurer. Provided, this section shall 
not apply to those items specifically exempted in Section 1 of this act. 


SECTION 9. The Sheriff of Union County shall be the custodian 
of the courthouse and courthouse grounds and shall have supervision 
over the courthouse janitor. 


SECTION 10. All fees and costs collected by any official of Union 
County shall be turned over to the Treasurer of Union County at 
least once each month. Provided, however, the magistrates shall be 
allowed to retain their respective costs and fees in all civil matters 
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as a part of their compensation; and the sheriff, as constable for 
the magistrate at Union County Courthouse, shall likewise be al- 
lowed to retain his costs and fees as a part of his compensation. 


SECTION 11. The Supervisor of Union County shall appoint for 
a term beginning July 1, 1959, and ending June 30, 1960, a superin- 
tendent of the County Home and a Captain of the Union County 
Chain Gang. The Governing Body of Union County shall elect for a 
term beginning July 1, 1959, and ending June 30, 1960, a County 
Attorney, a County Physician, a County Mechanic, and eight (8) 
Chain Gang guards. The Commissioner from each of the respective 
Townships shall recommend the election of one (1) of said Chain 
Gang guards, and in the event any Commissioner or Commissioners 
shall fail or refuse to recommend the election of a Chain Gang guard 
or Chain Gang guards, as hereinbefore provided, within a period of 
four (4) weeks of a vacancy in such position or positions, then the 
Governing Body of Union County shall elect a Chain Gang guard or 
Chain Gang guards to fill such vacant position or positions. The 
Senator and the two members of the House of Representatives, as the 
Legislative Delegation of Union County, are authorized and em- 
powered to declare a state of emergency concerning any work or 
affairs or employees of Union County by signing and filing an order 
with the county supervisor ordering work to be performed on county 
property, roads and facilities, and requiring work to be done to 
promote the industrial development of the county and the general 
welfare. The Union County Legislative Delegation may name a 
superintendent of surface-treated roads. The superintendent of surface- 
treated roads shall name two (2) convict camp guards from the 
county at large. One of the convict camp guards so appointed shall 
serve as day-yard-man at the Chain Gang Camp and the other con- 
vict camp guard shall assist with the surface-treating program under 
the superintendent of surface-treated roads. 


SECTION 12. The superintendent of surface-treated roads shall 
requisition the supervisor, county bookkeeper, the- governing body of 
Union County, and the captain of the chain gang for the equipment 
and materials and personnel necessary and required by the superin- 
tendent of surface-treated roads to construct, maintain, and repair the 
surface-treated roads of Union County, including bridges thereon, 
and driveways, church yards and cemeteries, and all other surface- 
treated work and projects of Union County, and in the event of any 
dispute or conflict involving surface-treated roads, bridges thereon, 
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and driveways and church yards and cemeteries, and all other surface- 
treated work and projects of Union County, or the equipment, ma- 
terials or personnel used in the construction or maintenance or repair 
of same, arising between any of the officials or agencies of Union 
County, such dispute or conflict shall be unanimously resolved in 
writing by all members of the Union County Legislative Delegation, 
and such unanimous determination and decision by all members of the 
Union County Legislative Delegation, rendered in writing, shall be 
final and binding upon all officials and agencies of Union County con- 
cerned by the dispute or conflict involving surface-treated roads, 
bridges thereon, driveways, church yards and cemeteries, and all other 
surface-treated work and projects of Union County or the equipment, 
materials or personnel used in the construction or maintenance or 
repair of the same, or. to be used for such purpose or purposes. 
Otherwise, the captain of the chain gang shall make all job and work 
assignments at the Union County chain gang, including both em- 
ployees and prisoners, and, except as otherwise herein provided, shall 
be in direct and immediate control at all times. All instructions from 
the Union County Supervisor and the Governing Body of Union 
County concerning surface-treated roads, bridges thereon, driveways, 
church yards and cemeteries, and all other surface-treated work and 
projects of Union County, or the equipment, materials or personnel 
used or to be used in the construction or maintenance or repair of 
same shall be transmitted directly to the superintendent of surface- 
treated roads and all other instructions from the Union County 
Supervisor or the Governing Body of Union County concerning 
matters other than matters and affairs related to surface-treated roads 
as aforesaid shall be transmitted directly to the captain of the Union 
County Chain Gang. . 


SECTION 13. The Supervisor of Union County shall have general 
supervision of, and be responsible for, all roads and bridges, the county 
chain gang and the County Home, subject, however, to the emergency 
powers conferred on the Legislative Delegation in Section 11 of 
this act. Provided, however, the superintendent of surface-treated 
roads shall be in immediate charge and control of all equipment, ma- 
terials and personnel, used or to be used in the construction or main- 
tenance or repair of surface-treated roads, bridges thereon, driveways, 
church yards and cemeteries, and all other surface-treated work and 
projects of Union County, and the captain of the chain gang shall 
be in immediate charge and control of all other persons employed at 
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the Union County Chain Gang, and such persons, with the exception 
of the superintendent of surface-treated roads, shall be subordinated to 
the chain gang captain, regardless of their titles or duties, and for 
sufficient cause the captain of the chain gang is hereby empowered 
to dismiss permanently or suspend any such employee or employees, 
except the superintendent of surface-treated roads, for a period of 
not more than thirty days for any one cause and on any one occasion. 
Such suspended or dismissed employee shall have the right to appeal 
to the County Governing Board and the County Supervisor, who 
shall jointly hold such hearings as may be deemed necessary to de- 
termine the facts and pass on the merits of such dismissal or suspen- 
sion, and in their discretion may either sustain or reverse such dis- 
missal or suspension ; however, to override the action taken by the 
captain of the chain gang, it shall be necessary for no less than five 
board members and the County Supervisor to so vote. The superin- 
tendent of surface-treated roads shall be subject to suspension or 
dismissal by unanimous action in writing to be signed by all members 
of the Union County Legislative Delegation. 


SECTION 14. The County Governing Board, by a majority vote 
of those present at a regular or special meeting thereof, shall have 
authority and is hereby required to order and direct the supervisor to 
provide for and cause to be done all proper and necessary repairs and 
maintenance work on roads and bridges, and may designate the roads 
or bridges to be repaired or maintained. It shall be the duty of the 
supervisor to carry out such orders and directions of the board as 
fully and completely as may be possible, and in the absence of any 
orders or directions from the governing board, whether this be 
caused by completion of all work ordered by the board, or by failure 
of the board to direct a schedule of such work, or for any other cause, 
then it shall be the duty of the supervisor to direct and cause to be 
performed the proper and necessary repairs and maintenance work on 
roads and bridges. In cases of emergency, arising from any cause, 
where a county road or bridge has become or is about to become 
hazardous, dangerous or impassable to traffic, the supervisor shall take 
immediate action on his own initiative, even if it be necessary tem- 
porarily to stop work that has been ordered or directed by the govern- 
ing board, to meet and overcome such emergency, and he shall cause 
such work to be done so as to afford traffc reasonable and safe pas- 
sage over such road or bridge. In order to carry out the orders and 
directions of the governing board, or to meet emergencies which may 
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arise, the supervisor shall convey instructions and orders for such 
repair and maintenance work to the captain of the chain gang and 
should the captain fail or refuse to carry out orders and directions 
submitted to him by the supervisor, then and in such event, the 
supervisor may suspend the captain of the chain gang until the next 
regular meeting of the County Governing Board and, after a proper 
hearing, the board may reinstate the captain immediately, or may 
suspend him for a definite or indefinite period, or may remove him 
permanently and elect another in his place and stead. Provided, fur- 
ther, that any county officer or employee who shall be suspended, re- 
moved or discharged as herein provided shall not be paid for any 
period during such time of suspension, and in case of removal or 
discharge, shall not receive pay from and after the date thereof. 

The powers and authority enumerated and set forth in this section 
shall not nullify or diminish or be in derogation of the powers and 
authority heretofore enumerated and set forth in the preceding sec- 
tions of this supply act concerning the superintendent of surface- 
treated roads. 


SECTION 15. The county supervisor and the Union County Gov- 
erning Board may authorize the clerk or bookkeeper to make pur- 
chases not exceeding one hundred dollars in cases of emergency. The 
clerk or bookkeeper shall give bond in the sum of one thousand 
dollars, conditioned for the faithful performance of his duties, the 
premium for such bond to be paid as the premiums for the bonds of 
other county officers are now paid. 


SECTION 16. All purchases for all supplies, equipment, machines, 
etc., and goods or services for Union County shall be made upon a 
written order specifically designating whatever is to be purchased or 
paid for, signed by the county official or employee requesting same, 
and approved by the signature of the county supervisor or county 
bookkeeper endorsed on such order. No vouchers or warrants for 
purchases or payments made in violation of this section shall be 
approved for payment by the county supervisor or governing board 
or paid by the county treasurer. The county supervisor or the 
county bookkeeper shall have the power of inspection of all purchases 
and services rendered for Union County at all times. Any county 
official or employee who makes any purchase or contract for services 
other than as herein provided shall be subject to immediate removal 
from office. Provided, this section shall not apply to those items 
specifically exempted in Section 1 of this act. 
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SECTION 17. It shall be unlawful to sell or offer for sale any wine 
or beer in Union County between.the hours of 12 o’clock Saturday 
night and sunrise Monday morning. Any person, firm or corporation 
violating this section shall be punished by a fine of not more than one 
hundred dollars, or by imprisonment for not exceeding thirty days. 
The right of any person to sell wine and beer in Union County at any 
time, under a license issued by the State, shall be forfeited and the 
license revoked, upon conviction of violating the provisions of this 
section. 


SECTION 18. Any circus, carnival, or other such admission-charg- 
ing show or amusement that usually exhibits under a tent or outdoors 
may exhibit in Union County without payment of any license fee or 
charge. Provided, that such exhibition is made under the auspices or 
sponsorship of a local eleemosynary association or organization and 
pursuant to a contract requiring such association or organization to 
pay the license for such exhibition; and provided, further, that such 
exhibition is first approved by and the time and place set by the 
Executive Secretary and Treasurer of Union County Fair Association. 


SECTION 19. No license shall be issued for the practice of for- 
tune-telling and/or palm reading in Union County. 


SECTION 20. The members of the press shall be allowed to at- 
tend any meetings where the expenditure of county money, includ- 
ing money allocated to the county from State funds, or from any other 
sources, is under consideration. 


SECTION 21. The salaries and/or supplements to salaries speci- 
fied in this appropriation act shall be paid every two weeks. 


SECTION 22. Ail appropriations herein made are subject to the 
right and authority of the Union County Delegation to change, altar, 
increase, deduct therefrom, or transfer funds from one item and/or 
account to another, at any time, without notice, when in its judgment 
and discretion such change, alteration, transfer, increase or deduction 
is necessary to conform with revenue expected during the life of this 
act for the best interest of the county. 


SECTION 23. This act is continuous and of continuous force and 
continuing into the future until changed by a repealing act of the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina. 


SECTION 24. If any section, subsection, paragraph, sentence, 
phrase, clause, word or provision of this act shall be held uncon- 
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stitutional or invalid for any reason, the same shall not affect, impair 
or invalidate any of the remaining sections, subsections, paragraphs, 
sentences, phrases, clauses, words or provisions of this act. 


SECTION 25. The supplemental appropriations for the fiscal year 
1958-1959 made from the General Fund of Union County by Dele- 
, gation Order are hereby validated. 


SECTION 26. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent herewith are 
repealed. 


SECTION 27. This act shall take effect upon approval by the Gov- 
ernor.

A Joint Resolution To Provide For A Tax Collector And In- 
vestigator, And For A Clerk As Assistant To The Tax Collector 
And Investigator In Union County; To Provide For Their Ap- 
pointment And Removal; To Prescribe Their Terms Of Office, 
Duties And Compensation; To Provide For The Enforcement 
Of The Collection Of Delinquent Taxes'In The County And 
The Payment Of The Costs Of Such Collection, And For Other 
Allied And Related Purposes In The Matter Of The Collection 
Of Delinquent Taxes And Payment Of The Costs Thereof In 
The County. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. Delinquent tax collector and tax investigator of 
Union County — appointment — duties — powers — bond — 
term.—There shall be appointed by the Governor, upon the rec- 
ommendation of the Grand Jury of Union County, a discreet per- 
son, to be known as the Delinquent Tax Collector and Tax In- 
vestigator of Union County, who shall serve until July 1, 1960, from 
his qualification by this act unless sooner removed by the Governor 
upon the unanimous request of the Legislative Delegation, including 
the Senator. 

‘The Tax Collector and Investigator of Union County shall be 
charged with the responsibility and duty to supervise and enforce the

collection of delinquent taxes in the county and he shall be vested 
with the power and authority necessary to enforce the collection of 
delinquent taxes in the county. Before assuming the duties of his 
office, the Delinquent Tax Collector and Tax Investigator of Union 
County shall give bond in the sum of twenty-five thousand dollars 
with a surety company licensed to do business in this State, con- 
ditioned for the faithful performance of his duties, the premium to 
be paid from the general funds of Union County. The term of the 
office of the collector shall begin on July 1, 1959, and shall terminate 
with this act on July 1, 1960. 


SECTION 2. Assistant — appointment — term — duties — 
bond.—The Delinquent Tax Collector shall name and appoint a 
Clerk as Assistant to the Delinquent Tax Collector and Tax In- 
vestigator of Union County, whose term of office shall be cotermin- 
ous with the term of office of the Delinquent Tax Collector and Tax 
Investigator and whose duties shall be prescribed by the Delinquent 
Tax Collector and Tax Investigator. The Clerk, as Assistant to the 
Delinquent Tax Collector and Tax Investigator, shall have equal re- 
sponsibility with the Delinquent Tax Collector and Tax Investigator 
and he shall give bond in the sum of twenty-five thousand dollars 
with a surety company licensed to do business in this State, con- 
ditioned for the faithful performance of his duties, the premium to 
be paid from the general funds of Union County. — 


SECTION 3. Fees.—The Tax Collector shall levy and collect from 
each defaulting taxpayer, in addition to the taxes due, the following 
fees, to wit: for treasurer’s warrant, one dollar; for executing such 
warrant, one dollar; for mileage at the rate of five cents per mile for 
each mile actually and necessarily traveled in connection therewith, 
not exceeding two round trips; and in no event shall any mileage 
be charged unless actually traveled; for preparing notice of sale, 
twenty-five cents; and the actual and necessary cost of publishing 
same; for making a sale and executing a deed of conveyance, three 
dollars; for all taxes and other sums levied and collected as afore- 
said, five per cent thereof. The Tax Collector is prohibited from 
demanding, collecting or receiving any greater sums than are hereby 
allowed for the services mentioned and he shall not charge or receive 
any fees upon nulla bona returns. All taxes, fees, costs and charges 
whatsoever collected or received by the Tax Collector, as herein 
provided, shall be paid to the County Treasurer on or before the 
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fifth day of the month next succeeding that in which they were col- 
lected, accompanied by a written itemized report under oath showing 
from whom the funds. were collected. Actual expenses incurred for 
advertisements of sales and other actual necessary expenses of the 
office, except as is herein otherwise provided, are to be paid by a 
warrant drawn on the Treasurer of Union County in the usual 
manner and according to the custom of expenses incurred by other 
officers of Union County. Such warrant shall be issued by the Su- 
pervisor of the county upon an itemized statement, under oath, in 
three counterparts, one of which shall be filed with the Treasurer 
at the time the warrant is presented to him, one of which shall be 
left with the county bookkeeper, and one of which shall be kept’ in 
the office of the Tax Collector. _ 


SECTION 4. Issuance of executions—tax collector to have pow- 
ers of sheriff in regard to executions—sheriff relieved of duties. 
relative to delinquent taxes.—Immediately upon the expiration of 
the time allowed by law for the payment of taxes in any year, the 
Treasurer shall issue and deliver to the Tax Collector, in the.name of 
the State, a warrant or execution in duplicate against each defaulting 
taxpayer in the manner and form prescribed by law, and the Tax Col- 
lector shall execute the same according to such statutes made and pro- 
vided, and for that purpose shall have and is hereby given all the du- 
ties, powers and authority heretofore vested in the Sheriff of Union: 
County for the purpose of collecting delinquent taxes and the sale and 
conveyance of property therefor, and the Sheriff of the county is here- 
by relieved of all such dutiés. Upon the Tax Collector, herein provided 
for, being appointed and qualified, the Sheriff shall forthwith turn 
over to such Tax Collector all executions, papers and records held 
by him relative to delinquent: taxes. , , 


SECTION 5. Collector to assist auditor and board of asses- 
sors.—It shall be the duty of the Tax Collector and his Clerk to co-. 
operate with and assist the Auditor and Board of Assessors of the 
county in placing on the Auditor’s books any and all persons liable 
for the payment of taxes and any and all property which they may 
discover. 


SECTION 6. Reports and settlement—The Tax Collector shall 
make a monthly report and settlement with the Treasurer, which re- 
port shall be in writing, under oath, and shall include a report upon 
all executions with respect to nonpayment, errors and duplications, 
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recommendations of nulla bona proceedings and other pertinent in- 
formation acquired in the discharge of his duties that may be of value 
to the County Auditor and Treasurer in the performance of their 
duties with respect to the return, assessment, levy and collection of 
taxes, and he shall assist the County Auditor in listing upon the tax 
books all persons, firms or corporations who are escaping taxation, in 
whole or in part; and the report shall be in three counterparts, one 
of which shall be filed with the County Auditor, one with the Treas- 
urer, and the other left in the office of the Tax Collector. 


SECTION 7. Collection of taxes—nulla bonas.—Within twelve 
months after the receipt of an execution from the Treasurer, the 
Tax Collector shall collect the taxes therein mentioned, together with 
all authorized fees, costs, penalties and charges, by execution or 
otherwise, unless it be ascertained that such taxes are not collectible, 
in which event he shall submit written recommendations for nulla 
bona proceedings with his reasons therefor, to a committee composed 
of the County Auditor, the Sheriff and the County Treasurer, who 
shall serve as such committee without additional compensation and 
upon approval by this committee, the Tax Collector shall make a 
nulla bona return with the approved recommendation thereto attached. 


SECTION 8. Salary of tax collector and clerk—office space— 
supplies.—The salary of the Tax Collector shall be three thousand 
six hundred dollars per year, plus not to exceed the sum of one 
thousand dollars for official expenses. For the efficient and expe- 
ditious handling and collection of tax executions placed in his hands, 
the Tax Collector may employ a clerk whose compensation shall 
be two thousand seven hundred and twenty-five dollars per year. 
The Tax Collector may use the room in the Union County Court- 
house, now used by the County Auditor, jointly with the Auditor 
or any other convenient room in the Courthouse not now occupied 
by any other county officer, such room to be designated by the Cus- 
todian of the County Courthouse. The Governing Board of the 
county shall supply him with the necessary office equipment, sup- 
plies and stationery. 


SECTION 9. Revenues from sale of delinquent property—re- 
demption of such property.—The Tax Collector shall turn over to 
the Treasurer, in a separate fund, all amounts received by the Tax 
Collector for the sale of delinquent property and whenever any of 
such property is redeemed, within the period provided .by law, :the

Treasurer, upon receipt from the Tax Collector of the amount paid 
for such redemption, including the required interest, shall issue his 
warrant to the party in whose name the property was purchased for 
the amount received from the Tax Collector, together with the re- 
quired interest. 


SECTION 10. Penalties——Any violations of the provisions of this 
act, by any person, subject to the provisions thereof, shall be deemed a 
malfeasance in office and sufficient ground for removal by the Gover- 
nor; and upon conviction, of any person, subject to the provisions 
thereof, of any violation of any provision of this act, the offender shall 
be subject to a fine of not exceeding one thousand dollars or not ex- 
ceeding one year’s imprisonment, or both, in the discretion of the 
court.

The county supervisor may, whenever he and the 
county board of commissioners deem it wise, hire a civil engineer 
from time to time when the services of one are needed, the civil 
engineer to be paid out of Miscellaneous Contingent Fund.

SECTION 4. The county attorney shall give legal advice to all 
county officers, including the Grand Jury, on any subject affecting 
the county and, should he fail to give such advice, the amount ap- 
propriated for his services shall not be paid to him by the county 
treasurer. 


SECTION 5. All revenues accruing to the county not otherwise 
appropriated shall be deposited or invested by the treasurer as a 
sinking fund for the payment of principal and interest of the county 
bonded indebtedness and such investments or deposits shall be guar- 
anteed by bond of indemnity or other adequate security to be passed 
on by the board of county commissioners. 


SECTION 6. The appropriations made in this act shall be for the 
specific purposes designated herein, and for no other except upon the 
written consent of a majority of the members of the Williamsburg 
County Delegation in the General Assembly. No overdrafts shall be 
made or created in any of the items set forth in this act, and in the 
event any such overdrafts are created the County of Williamsburg 
shall not be responsible for such overdrafts and the same shall be 
void in so far as the county is concerned. 


SECTION 7. The salaries paid to the county officers as herein- 
above fixed shall be in lieu of all fees, commissions, etc. 


SECTION 8. All county officers, before making purchases of books 
or stationery and all other supplies, shall so notify the county board 
of commissioners in writing and receive the commissioners’ ap- 
proval. Copies of such requests and their approval shall be kept on 
file in the respective offices. All supplies of every kind, nature and 
description whatsoever shall be made only upon competitive bids ex- 
cept purchases at one time which shall cost not more than five 
dollars. Provided, that the county board of commissioners shall not 
approve payment of any voucher for the purchase of any article of 
any kind by any agency or department unless such purchase has 
first been authorized by authority of the county board of commis- 
sioners. : 
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SECTION 9. The road machinery, plows, equipment, etc., to be 
purchased by the County of Williamsburg, from funds herein ap- 
propriated, shall be bought upon competitive sealed bids after two 
weeks’ advertisement for such bids in some newspaper best circu- 
lated to give notice to the trade, which also shall designate the time 
and place at which the bids will be opened, and the bids shall be 
publicly opened at the time and place designated in such advertise- 
ment. 


SECTION 10. The supervisor and board of county commissioners, 
and the county treasurer, in any and all settlements made or to be 
made by them, shall charge off and take credit for the sum of forty- 
three thousand thirty-seven dollars and fifty-three cents ($43,037.53) 
the same representing authorizations made during the fiscal year 
1958-1959. 


SECTION 11. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent herewith are 
repealed.

Board Of Directors Of York County To Issue Not Exceeding 
One Million Dollars Of General Obligation Bonds Of York County 
To Provide Further Hospital Facilities In The County If The 
Election Herein Required Shall Result Favorably, To Prescribe 
The Conditions Under Which The Bonds Shall Be Issued And 
To Make Provision For Their Payment. 


Whereas, an investigation of the needs of York County establishes 
that further hospital facilities are required, and in order to obtain 
the same the General Assembly has determined to empower the 
County Supervisor and the County Board of Directors of York 
County (herein collectively called “County Board’) to issue not 
exceeding one million dollars of general obligation bonds of York 
County, or such portion of said sum as may be permitted under 
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applicable constitutional debt limitations, if the election herein re- 
quired shall result favorably ; Now, therefore, 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


SECTION 1. York County may issue bonds if election favor- 
able.—If a majority of those voting in the special election required 
to be held by the provisions of this act shall vote in favor thereof, 
the county board as constituted by Act No. 851 of 1956 shall be 
empowered to issue not exceeding one million dollars of general ob- 
ligation bonds of York County, or so much thereof as may be 
needed and may be permitted under constitutional debt limitations 
applicable to York County. 


SECTION 2. Election—question.—To obtain an expression of ap- 
proval or disapproval from the qualified electors of York County upon 
the question of issuing bonds to provide such additional hospital fa- 
cilities, the county board is hereby empowered to fix a date for the 
holding of a special. election in York County at which shall be sub- 
mitted to all qualified electors of said county voting in said election 
the following question: 

“Shall the County Supervisor and the County Board of Diveetors 

of York County be empowered to issue not exceeding one million 

dollars general obligation bonds of York County whose proceeds 

shall be expended to provide further hospital facilities for York 

County ?”

The ballot employed in such election shall contain instructions which 
shall apprise those voting that if they wish York County to acquire 
new hospital facilities they should place a check or cross mark in the 
box opposite the word “Yes”, leaving unmarked the box appearing 
opposite the word “No”, and if they are opposed they should place 
a check or cross mark in the box opposite the word “No”, leaving 
unmarked the box appearing. opposite the word “Yes”. 


SECTION 3. Notice.—In the resolution of the county board adopt- 
ed to fix the date of the election, such board shall likewise prescribe 
the form of notice to be published to:give notice of the holding of the 
election. Such notice shall set forth the following information : 

(1) The date on which the election is to be held; 

(2) The location of the polling place for each precinct; 
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(3)--The qualifications relating to voting ; 

(4) The form of question to be submitted. 
Such notice shall be published in one or more newspapers caibliched 
in York County not less frequently than once a week for three suc- 
cessive weeks prior to the date of ‘the election. 


SECTION 4. Conduct of election.—Following the adoption of the 
Resolution fixing the date for the holding of the election, advices 
thereof shall be transmitted to the Commissioners of Election for 
York County. The Commissioners of Election shall thereupon order 
the election, arrange for voting places for each precinct in York 
County and shall cause the appropriate number of ballots to be 
printed in accordance with the provisions of Section 23-347, Code 
of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, and except as provided by this act, 
such election shall be held in accordance with the South Carolina 
Election Law, codified as Title 23, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 
1952, as amended. 


SECTION 5. Results.—The Commissioners of Election shall re- 
ceive the returns of the election, determine the result thereof, and in 
due course transmit the results to the county board. 


SECTION 6. Further.—Upon being advised of the results of the 
election, the county board shall, by resolution duly adopted, declare 
the result thereof, and shall cause a certified copy of such resolution 
declaring such result, to be filed in the office of the Clerk of Court of 
York County. The result of such election shall not be open to ques- 
tion except by suit or proceeding instituted within thirty days from 
the filing of such certified copy of the resolution of the county board 
declaring the result of the same. 


SECTION 7. Issue bonds if election favorable.—If the election 
shall result favorably but not otherwise, the county board shall be 
empowered to issue not exceeding one million dollars of general ob- 
ligation bonds of York County, or so much thereof as may be neces- 
sary and permitted by constitutional debt limitations applicable to 
York County. 


SECTION 8. Issue — maturity — redemption — interest.—The 
bonds may be issued either as a single issue or from time to time 
in several separate issues. Each issue of bonds shall mature serially 
in successive annual installments of such amounts as may be deter- 
mined by the county board. The maturity date of the first installment 
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of any series shall be not later than two years after the date of 
such series, and the maturity date of the last installment of such 
series shall be not later than twenty-five years from date of such 
series. The bonds may contain a provision permitting their redemp- 
tion prior to their stated maturity at such premiums as shall be 
prescribed by the county board. They shall bear such rates of in- 
terest as the county board may determine, payable semiannually, 
but the interest cost of any issue shall not exceed four per cent 
per annum. They shall bear such dates and be payable at such 
places as the county board may determine. The bonds may be is- 
sued with the privilege to the holder of having them registered as 
to principal on the books of the County Treasurer of York County, 
and the principal thus made payable to the registered holder, unless 
the last registered transfer shall have been to bearer, upon such con- 
ditions as the county board may prescribe. 


SECTION 9. Execution—The bonds shall be executed in such 
manner as the county board shall prescribe. 


SECTION 10. Sale.—All bonds issued pursuant to this act shall be 
sold at not less than par and accrued interest to the date of their re- 
spective deliveries, at public sale, and at least ten days prior to any 
sale, notice, announcing the intention to receive bids for the sale of any 
bonds authorized by this act, shall be published in a financial news- 
paper published in the City of New York. 


SECTION 11. Proceeds.—The proceeds derived from the sale of 
the bonds shall be deposited with the Treasurer of York County in a 
special fund, separate and distinct from all other funds, and shall be 
expended for the following purposes: 

(1) The accrued interest, if any, shall be applied to meet the 
first installment of interest to become due on the bonds. 

(2) The premium received, if any, shall be applied to the payment 
of the first installment of principal to become due. 

(3) The principal proceeds shall be expended upon the order or 
warrant of the Board of Trustees of the York County Hospital as 
constituted by Act No. 919 of the Acts of 1938, as amended by Act 
No. 593 of the Acts of 1947 for: 


(a) the cost of issuing the bonds; and 


(b) providing additional public hospital facilities in York County 
and renovating and improving existing public hospital facilities. 
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If‘any moneys shall remain after making the foregoing applications, 
the same shall be applied to the retirement of bonds issued pursuant to 
this act. No purchaser or subsequent holder of any of the bonds 
shall be responsible for the proper application of said proceeds to the 
purposes for which such bonds are issued. 


SECTION 12. Payment.—The full faith, credit and taxing power of

An Act To Empower The Town Council Of The Town Of Fort 
Mill To Refund Immediately All Of Its Outstanding Sewer Sys- 
tem Revenue Bonds As A Part Of An Issue Of Revenue Bonds 
Issued Pursuant To Chapter 5, Title 59, Code Of Laws Of South 
Carolina, 1952, As Amended. 


Whereas, the Town of Fort Mill, in York County, has outstanding 
as of March 15, 1959, twenty-six thousand five hundred dollars of 
bonds payable from the revenues of its sewer system consisting of 
parts of four issues, dated March 1, 1934, November 1, 1938 and 
March 1, 1941, which mature annually within the next few years with 
the last bonds maturing on March 1, 1964; and 
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Whereas, additional sewer lines and sewage treatment facilities are 
urgently needed and it is contemplated that the same be provided with 
the proceeds of bonds payable from the revenues of the combined 
water and sewer system of the Town of Fort Mill; and 

Whereas, if a provision could be made for the retirement of the 
outstanding bonds, the proposed issue of revenue bonds could be 
more easily marketed; and 

Whereas, Chapter 5 of Title 59 of the Code of Laws of South Caro- 
lina, 1952, as amended, known as the “Revenue Bond Refinancing 
Act of 1937,” if available, affords a vehicle by which the outstanding 
bonds might be refunded and additional funds raised for the needed 
improvements; and 

Whereas, question has arisen as to whether such statute can be made 
use of, because of the fact that the last of the outstanding bonds does 
not mature until March 1, 1964; and

SECTION 1. Town of Fort Mill may issue bonds for retiring 
outstanding sewer bonds and for raising funds for sewer systems. 
—The Town Council of the Town of Fort Mill is specifically em- 
powered to make use of Chapter 5, Title 59, Code of Laws of 
South Carolina, 1952, as amended, as a vehicle for the issuance 
of bonds, payable from the revenues of the combined water and 
sewer system of the Town of Fort Mill to raise moneys to retire 
and pay all outstanding revenue bonds of the Town of Fort Mill 
payable from the revenues of said system or any part thereof, and 
to provide funds for further sewage treatment and disposal facilities. 


SECTION 2. Payment of outstanding bonds.—So much of the 
proceeds of the bonds as may be issued to provide funds for the re- 
tirement of the outstanding bonds above referred to shall, upon the 
issuance of the bonds, be deposited with the paying agent of the 
outstanding bonds in a trust applicable solely to the payment of 
such bonds. 

SECTION 3. Reneal.—aAll acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed. 

SECTION 4. Time effective-——This act shall take effect upon ap- 
nraval by the Governor.

SECTION 1. Election of members of board of trustees of Clover 
School District No. 2.—A special election shall be held on August 11, 
1959, in Clover School District No. 2 of York County for the election 
of a member of the board of trustees of the school district from the 
Bethany Community to fill the unexpired term of the late Al R. 
Eckels. The election shall be held under the supervision of the Board 
of Education of York County which shall appoint box managers and 
other necessary officials who will receive the same compensation as 
allowed for similar officials in general elections, the expenses of which 
shall be paid from the funds of Clover School District No. 2 in York 
County. The election shall be advertised in a newspaper of general 
circulation in the county and a notice of the election shall be posted 
in three prominent locations within the area of the school district at 
least thirty days prior to the date of the election. All notices shall 
set forth the time of the election and its purpose, the voting places 
within the district, and the closing date for the entry of candidates 
in the election. Candidates shall be qualified electors residing in the 
Bethany Community but shall be voted on by the qualified electors 
from the school district at large.

SECTION 5. No money appropriated for any -specific. purpose 
under the provisions of this act shall be used, for any other purpose 
than that named, without the written consent of a majority of the 
York County Legislative Delegation obtained at a regularly called 
meeting. : 


SECTION 6. Any amount appropriated in this act may be dis- 
continued at any time by order of a majority of the York County 
Legislative Delegation obtained at a regularly called meeting. 


SECTION 7. In lieu of all countywide taxes now levied for school 
purposes, except those taxes levied for free textbooks and hot lunches, 
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the auditor shall levy a tax of twenty mills to be used for the fol- 
lowing purposes and distributed in the following manner: the pro- 
ceeds from ten mills shall be distributed to all school districts in 
proportion to the ratio which each school district State aid for school 
teachers’ salaries bears to the total school teachers’ State aid for 
salaries in the county; the proceeds from ten mills shall be distributed 
to each high school or high school district in proportion to the ratio 
each high school or high school district’s enrollment bears to the 
high school enrollment in the county. 

Provided, however, that enrollment in parochial schools or State 
owned and operated schools shall not be counted and shall not be 
allowed the use of any of the proceeds of the tax imposed in this 
section. 

Provided, further, that no school district shall impose a levy of 
more than ten mills on the property within the district, except to 
provide for the payment of interest on and retirement of bonded 
indebtedness, except upon the written approval of a majority of the 
York County Legislative Delegation obtained at a regularly called 
meeting. 

Provided, further, that the appropriations contained in this section 
shall be paid from the countywide tax for Ordinary school purposes:

The appropriations above made shall be in lieu 
of all shares in delinquent taxes collected. 
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SECTION 8. The county supervisor and the county board of 
directors, or a majority thereof, are hereby empowered to borrow in 
anticipation of the revenue hereinabove provided any sum not ex- 
ceeding the amount appropriated and to not only pledge the revenue 
hereinabove provided but to pledge the full faith and credit of York 
County for the repayment of the same. The money shall be borrowed 
from the York County Sinking Fund Commission at a rate of interest 
not exceeding three per cent and shall be payable at such time and 
in such sums as is convenient to the county board of directors and 
the Sinking Fund Commission, and the Sinking Fund Commission 
is hereby directed to make such loans. Provided, that the supervisor 
and county board of directors first obtain the written approval of 
such loan by a majority of the county legislative delegation at a reg- 
ularly called meeting of the delegation. 


SECTION 9. All county offices in York County Courthouse shall 
observe as holidays: Christmas Day; the working day immediately 
preceding Christmas Day; and the working day immediately follow- 
ing Christmas Day; New Year’s Day; Labor Day; Thanksgiving 
Day; and July Fourth. 


SECTION 10. All orders heretofore made by the legislative dele- 
gation, reported to and certified by the clerk of the board of directors, 
arranged chronologically by date and numbered consecutively in such 
manner as to fully indicate to the delegation what orders were is- 
sued and authorized previously by the delegation, are hereby ratified 
and confirmed, and the appropriations therein contained are approved. 


SECTION 11. The York County Board of Directors and the super- 
visor, or a majority thereof, may in their discretion approve salaries 
and deductions pertaining thereto, as provided by law, of county 
employees by a list or lists rather than separately. 


SECTION 12. No tax abatement shall apply to levies necessary 
to pay debt service of county bonds. 


SECTION 13. Any employee or officeholder violating any provi- 
sion in this supply act shall forfeit his or her position of employment 
or the office they hold. 


SECTION 14. Any equipment belonging to York County and now 
designated “Road Construction Equipment” may be used for road 
maintenance when not being used for road construction; provided, 
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that when the equipment is so used all labor, fuel and minor repair 
costs shall be paid from “Maintenance Funds.” 


SECTION 15. The York County Attorney shall represent all 
agencies, boards, officials and subdivisions in York County, except 
municipalities, school districts and the York County Natural Gas 
Authority ; provided, all such subdivisions, agencies or county officials 
are hereby specifically prohibited from expending any funds for the 
employment of any other attorney or attorneys. 


SECTION 16. An audit shall be made annually, with a copy to be 
furnished to each member of the York County Legislative Delega- 
tion, and a copy to be filed with the Clerk of Court of York County, 
of all agencies, boards, bureaus, commissions and school districts of 
York County, where their activities are not covered by the annual 
York County audit. 


SECTION 17. The County Auditor shall cause to be prepared a 
statement showing what the proceeds of all taxes levied in York 
County are to be used for. A sufficient number shall be printed and 
furnished to the Treasurer of York County who is hereby directed 
to place one in each tax notice mailed out by the Treasurer’s office. 


SECTION 18. The tax collector may call on the sheriff or any 
deputy sheriff of the county, and any constable in the county, to 
render him such aid and assistance as may be necessary, which shall 
be rendered without other costs than those provided by law, in the 
ejectment of any occupant or tenant in possession of any property at 
any time when ejectment shall be lawful and proper in the discharge 
of his duty as such officer. 


SECTION 19. No tort claim against York County shall be paid by 
the board of directors or the supervisor except on written approval 
of the county attorney. 


SECTION 20. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent herewith are re- 
pealed. 


SECTION 21. This act shall take effect upon approval by the Gov- 
ernor.

Warehouse Division 
(Filed in the office of the Secretary of State August 30, 1958) 

Rule 6 as now printed on Page 462, Volume 7, 1952 Code, is amended to 
read as follows: 

6. “Commodity” means cotton, crates, cartons and canning supplies, and 
alcoholic liquors as defined by the S. C. Tax Commission and non-perish- 
able farm products as defined by definition No. 5, or which may hereafter 
be included in the said definition. 


(Filed in the office of the Secretary of State February 19, 1959) 
All rules and regulations relating to the operation of the Warehouse 
Division or Warehouse System are hereby repealed and the following are 
promulgated: 


1. DEFINITIONS: 

(a) “Commissioner” means the South Carolina Commissioner of Agri- 
culture. 

(b) “Inspector” means the field representative duly appointed by the 
Commissioner and bonded for faithful performance of duty. 

(c) “Manager” means the person appointed by the Commissioner to 
operate a warehouse unit. 

(d) “Owner” shall mean the individual, partnership or corporation which 
made application to place warehouse in the State System. 

(e) “Warehouse” means an individual unit in the System. 

(f) “Non-perishable farm product” means any seed, grain, or other 
product of agricultural endeavor which by its nature and low moisture 
content may be stored in a conventional type warehouse for a period of 
at least twelve months without deteriorating, nor having been manu- 
factured or processed in any way other than harvesting, thrashing, shelling, 
ginning, curing, drying and bagging, provided that this definition shall 
not apply to farm products processed by South Carolina canneries when 
same are offered for deposit by the grower or processor. Provided, further, 
that this definition shall not apply to livestock and poultry feeds when 
same comply with the South Carolina commercial feedstuff law, are 
properly bagged, tagged, and stacked and offered for deposit by the 
manufacturer. 

This definition makes ineligible for storage in any State Warehouse, 
such items as poultry, beef, pork, fish, shrimp, crab, oysters and products 
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of the above mentioned items, regardless of whether the same is fresh, 
canned or frozen. fe5 ee. £ 

This definition also ‘sakes ineligible “for ddragé" in” “any State Warehouse 
any feedstuff ingredients other than those which ‘strictly conform to the 


definition. 
(g) “Commodity” means: 
(1) Cotton. 
(2) “Non-perishable farm‘product” as. defined by definition (f) 
or which may hereafter be included in this special definition. 
(3) Farm products processed by South Carolina canneries when 
same are offered for deposit by the grower or processor.. 
(4) Livestock and poultry feeds as defined by definition ®. ' 


(5) Alcoholic liquors as defined by. the South Caroline: State. Tax 
Commission. nc . 


INSPECTORS: 


2. Districts arranged according to density of warehouses rather than by 
geographical lines shall be asssigned to an adequate number of inspectors 
for the proper inspection of aid warehouses and ‘the COmmpalecs stored 
therein, : 


3. Each inspector shall make a thorough study of the statutes, rules 
and regulations relating to the administration of State Warehouses. He 
shall also acquaint himself with the duties and responsibilities imposed 
on him by law. ; 

4. Each inspector shall inspect the warehouses in his district as often as 
he thinks necessary, but he shall inspect every warehouse at least once 
every three months. He shall promptly render a detailed written report of 
inspections, inventories and physical condition of same to the Director of 
the Warehouse Division who shall analyze it and report any discrepancies 
to the Commissioner. The Director shall keep a record of the inspection 
dates of each warehouse which shall be available to the Commissioner at 
any time. iy 

5. When an inspector has reason to believe that the moisture content of 
grain on storage is too high for safe keeping, he shall take a sample of 
same and submit it to the Department of Agriculture laboratory for 
analysis and opinion. If in the opinion of the said laboratory, the moisture 
of said grain is too high for safe keeping, the inspector shall advise the 
manager of said warehouse to recall the receipts issued .therefor and send 
them to the office of the Commissioner for cancellation. 

6. When an inspector has reason to believe that grain classified as seed 
does not come up to the standard required for stich. seed, he shall take 
a sample of same and submit it to the Department of Agriculture laboratory 
for analysis and opinion. If, in the opinion of the said. laboratory, the 
sample is below the standard for seed, the inspector shall advise. the 
manager of said warehouse to recall the receipts issued therefor and send 
them to the office of the Commissioner for cancellation. 
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7. When an application for license to operate a warehouse in the State 
System is received, it shall be referred to the appropriate inspector who 
shall, after investigation make a positive YES or NO recommendation to 
Commissioner in writing. He shall check then and regularly thereafter 
with local banks and other sources for information concerning the integrity, 
business experience and financial responsibility of the manager and owner. 
He shall constantly be alert to infractions by managers and immediately 
report in writing any violations to the Commissioner. 


8. No person shall be commissioned as the manager of any warehouse, 
until he shall have given bond prescribed by the Commissioner and shall 
have paid the required fee, which shall always be for at least one year in 
advance. 


9. No manager or agent shall receive for storage in any warehouse any 
commodity upon which any mortgage or lien exists unless the owner and 
holder of said mortgage or lien shall agree to the same in writing, or shall 
release the same from the effect of lien or mortage for the purpose of 
storage; in such case the receipt for the commodity so stored shall be 
transferred in writing thereon to the owner and holder of the lien or 
mortgage by the owner of the commodity in the presence of manager or 
agent who shall sign such transfer as a witness before the delivery of 
said receipt. 

10. It shall be the duty of every manager appointed by the Commissioner 
to tag or properly mark every commodity stored in the warehouse he 
represents, so that the same can be easily identified. He shall see to it 
that same is properly weighed and graded. He shall fill out all the 
necessary receipts and enter same upon the books furnished him for this 
purpose. He shall forward a copy of same to the Commissioner by de- 
positing same in his post office on the day the transaction is made. He shall 
furnish such other certificates and proofs as to weighing and grading 
as the Commissioner shall require. 

11, The manager and owner of the warehouse must file their financial 
statements annually with the Commissioner. The statement must be filed 
on or before the first day of each year. ; 

12, In case of fire the manager must immediately notify the Commis- 
sioner. : 

13. If authorized by agreement or custom, a manager may mingle fungible 
commodities with other commodities of the same kind and grade. In such 
case the various depositors of the mingled commodities shall own the 
entire mass in common and each depositor shall be entitled to such portion 
thereof as the amount deposited by him bears to the whole. The manager 
shall be severally liable to each depositor for the care and delivery of his 
share of such mass to the same extent and under the same circumstances 
as if the commodities had been kept separate. 


14. Commodities must be stored in such manner as will permit rapid 
and accurate count. Commodities in bags shall be clearly identified and 
of equal weight. Cartons shall be of uniform content quantity. Commodities 
in bulk shall be stored in bins of convenient size for measuring and 
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calculation of quantity. No commodity shall be left lying in or around any 
warehouse in a promiscuous and careless manner. 

15. No person shall be allowed to loiter around any warehouse and as 
far as possible the manager shall prevent matches or fire lighting devices 
from being carried on the premises; and no fireworks of any kind shali 
be allowed about the warehouse, nor shall any intoxicated person be 
permitted on the grounds. 

16. All bills presented by the Commissioner shall be paid monthly. The 
bond of the manager and a lien against the goods on storage shall be 
responsible for the charges dating from the issuance of the receipt. 

17. No manager of any warehouse shall make partial delivery of com- 
modities listed on a warehouse receipt. 

18. The manager appointed to represent the Commissioner at any ware- 
house storing cotton shall adopt the United States Government Standard 
of grades and staple to govern the grade and staple entered on each 
receipt and he shall be responsible for same; provided the grade and 
staple may be omitted from the receipt at the request of the depositor. 

19. It shall be the duty of the manager of every warehouse to look care- 
fully after the physical condition of the house in which commodities 
evidenced by state receipts are stored so that none of the commodities will 
become damaged (by leaky roofs, by overflow of water or by excessive 
moisture, etc.). All managers will be held responsible for the condition, 
weight and grade of the commodity while in their charge and for delivery 
of same upon presentation of receipts. Provided, the weights shall not 
be guaranteed against fluctuations arising from climatic conditions and the 
grades are subject to such changes as are effected by the nature of such 
product during the lapse of time. 

20. No manager shall allow a warehouse to remain open or doors un- 
locked except when receiving or delivering commodities from the ware- 
house and no person or persons shall have access to a warehouse except 
when accompanied by the manager. 


WAREHOUSES: 

21. No building shall be operated as a State Warehouse except upon a 
survey duly filled out by the person in charge of the same, showing the 
location, nearest post office, the County and State, and giving the con- 
struction, size, approximate capacity, together with any exposures and the 
nature of same. 

22. No warehouse shall be operated as a State Warehouse until the same 
shall have been leased to the Commissioner in writing by the owner thereof, 
for a term of at least one year and for such further length of time as 
it shall be operated as a state warehouse. And the lease for same shall 
carry with it the right of the owner to such approaches as may be neces- 
sary for the operation of same as a warehouse both for ingress and egress. 
The lease will be recorded in the county in which the warehouse is 
located and the warehouse shail pay the recording charge. 
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23. Every warehouseman shall file with the Commissioner a tariff of 
his charges to be made by the warehouse and the said tariff must be 
filed on or before September 1 of each year. Any revision in the tariff 
must be filed with the Commissioner. 

24. Each warehouseman operating under these regulations and storing 
commodities for the public is required to have notice posted on the outside 
door of the warehouse showing the telephone number and address of the 
warehouseman when he is not in the warehouse. If the manager is out of 
town, then some responsible person should be designated to transact 
business in his absence with notice thereof. 

_ 25. Each warehouse must be equipped or have access to suitable scales 
approved by the Commissioner. The scales shall be inspected by the de- 
partment. 

26. Cotton received direct from the gin shall be segregated from other 
cotton and kept outside the warehouse for at least forty-eight hours. 

27. No warehouse shall be operated as a state warehouse except by the 
Commissioner or his duly appointed and commissioned manager; and no 
person shall be appointed manager except upon written application for 
appointment and bond; said person must in addition furnish at least one 
indemnitor. 

28. Barrels of water and buckets for fire protection shall be carefully 
maintained. Sufficient “no smoking” signs shall be displayed and the 
premises generally shall be kept clean and free of trash and combustible 
matter so that the building and commodity stored therein shall be pro- 
tected from outside fire. 

29. No commodity shall be moved from one warehouse to another with- 
out permission of the Commissioner. 


RECEIPTS: 

30. All receipts for commodities stored in a state warehouse shall be 
made out with pen and ink or indelible pencil and shall be signed by the 
local manager with pen and ink, indelible pencil or with a mechanical 
device approved by the Commissioner. Same shall be forwarded to the 
Commissioner for investigation, approval and issuance. 

31. All receipts together with copies forwarded to the Commissioner 
for investigation and issuance shall be accompanied in the same package or 
envelope by a daily report of the identical commodity covered by the 
receipts with a full description of same, and the totals fully carried out, 
and with the date and signature of the manager. 

32. No commodity shall be delivered from any warehouse until the 
receipt covering the same shall be presented to the manager of the 
warehouse and until all charges against the same shall have been paid 
and all receipts for commodities so delivered shall at once be forwarded 
by the manager to the Commissioner for cancellation, same being marked 
for such purpose. Provided, that in case of fire, salvage from said com- 
modity may be released to representatives of authorized salvage companies 
representing the insurance company or Commodity Credit Corporation. 
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33. Commodities which are attractive to rats and insects shall have 
written or stamped on the receipt issued therefor the following: “Not 
responsible for rattage or insect damage”. Commodities which are classified 
as seed shall have written or stamped on the receipt issued therefor the 
following: “Germination and purity not guaranteed”. Provided, that this 
regulation shall not apply to receipts issued for commodities stored in 
elevators or warehouses approved as depositories for commodities eligible 
for United States Government loans. 

34. All commodities, except cotton, for which a receipt is issued must 
be called for within one year, all charges paid and the receipt cancelled. 
However, the manager may, in his discretion, accept for re-deposit the 
same commodities, issuing a new receipt for same.

The above regulations, filed February 19, 1959, are amended to read as 
follows: 
1. DEFINITIONS:

(6) Crates, cartons and canning supplies. 


Rice Enrichment 
Promulgated under authority of Act No. 653 of 1956 
(Filed in the office of the Secretary of State November 20, 1958) 

The following change in regulations is promulgated: 

Delete Regulation 3, filed March 19, 1956, and substitute the following: 
Regulation 3. Labeling. 

(a) All containers such as cloth, paper, or cellophane bags, cartons 
or boxes, and other containers for enriched rice must be labeled in 
accordance with the appropriate Federal Agency’s regulations for foods 
for special dietary uses so as to carry information as to the minimum 
daily requirements of required ingredients for adults. 

In addition, the label statement, “To retain vitamins do not rinse before 
-or drain after cooking” shall appear immediately preceding or following 
the name of the food and in letters not less than one-fourth the point 
size of type used for printing the name of the food (but in no case less 
than 8-point type). The label shall bear no cooking directions calling for 
washing or draining. 

(1) “Bulk rice” shall be conspicuously labeled “Do not drain after 
.cooking”’ even though the product meets the specified rinse test. 

(2) Precooked rice, packaged in consumer packages which are con- 
spicuously and prominently labeled with directions for preparation which, 
if followed, will avoid washing away or draining off enriching ingredients, 
shall not be required to bear this statement. 

Specimen wording of the label submitted below contains the above 
information, and either these, or similar ones, are acceptable: © 
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ENRICHED RICE 


To retain vitamins do not rinse before or drain after cooking. 


Four ounces of enriched rice supply not less than the following 
proportions of the adult minimum daily requirements for these 
essential food substances: Thiamine 50%; Niacin 40%; and Iron 33%. 


Optional ingredients calcium and riboflavin are not required, but if 
either or both are used, the label must contain either or both statements as 
in the sample below: 

“Four ounces of enriched rice supply not less than the following 
proportions of the adult minimum daily requirements for these essential 
food substances: Thiamine 50%; Riboflavin 25%; Niacin 40%; Iron 33%; 
and Calcium 33%. 

(b) The use of the optional ingredient Riboflavin in any method of 
enrichment which will produce obvious yellow spots in rice cooked by the 
customary steamer absorption method is not permitted. ‘ 

(c) While there is no objection whatsoever to printing recipes on the 
package, none shall render meaningless other required labeling by use 
of an excess of water,-draining, or rinsing. 

(d) Auxiliary shipping containers enclosing packages which individually 
conform to the requirements of this Act are exempted from labeling re- 
quirements in these regulations. 


Seeds 


Promulgated under authority of Section 3-402, Code of Laws of 
; South Carolina, 1952 ; 


(Filed in the office of the Secretary of State January 29, 1959) 


Regulation No. 1 relating to the standard for agricultural seeds is 
amended to read as follows: 


1. Standard for Agricultural Seeds. 

All agricultural seeds except crotalaria, Dallis grass, Centipede grass and 
Pensacola Bahia grass shall have a standard germination of 75%. Agri- 
cultural seeds showing a germination less than 75% and above 49% 
shall be marked “Below Standard in Germination”, and agricultural seeds 
showing less than 50% germination cannot be sold for planting purposes 
in South Carolina. Hard seed of legumes may be included in the per- 
centage of these standards. 

Exception. 

(a) The Germination standard for crotalaria shall be 65%. Crotalaria 
showing less than 65% and above 39% in germination must be labeled 
“Below Standard in Germination”. Crotalaria showing. less than 40% 
germination cannot be sold in South Carolina. Hard seed of crotalaria 
may be included in the percentage of these standards. 
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(b) The germination—standard-for~-Dallis~ grass; Centipede’ grass: and 
Pensacola “Bahia grass shail be 60%. Dallis. grass, centipede grass and 
Pensacola Bahia grass showing less than 60% and above 39% in germina- 
tion must be labeled “Below Standard in Germination”. Dallis grass, 
centipede grass and Pensacola Bahia grass showing less than 40% germina- 
tion cannot be sold in South Carolina. 

Also, Regulation No. 2 is hereby amended by adding to the list of 
noxious weeds: witch-weed (Striga Asiatica), Perennial Sweet-type Sudan- 
grass, Sorghum Almum and Sorgrass so that when amended Regulation 2 
shall read as follows: .

CONTRACTORS LICENSING BOARD 


Promulgated under authority of Section 56-404, Code of Laws of 
South Carolina, 1952 


Rules and By-Laws 
Revised July 15, 1958 
(Filed in the office of the Secretary of State August 22, 1958) 
Section 1. For the purpose of carrying out the provisions of Chapter 8, 
Volume 5, Sections 56-401 through 56-428, (1952) Code of Laws of South 
Carolina, as amended, there shall be elected from the members of the 
South Carolina Licensing Board for Contractors, which is hereinafter 
referred to as the Board, a chairman and vice-chairman, the election of 
which shall take place at the April meeting of each year and the elected 
chairman and vice-chairman shall assume office immediately following 
the election. It shall be the duty of the chairman to call and preside 
over all meetings of the Board and perform such duties as may come 
within the jurisdiction of his office. It shall be the duty of the vice- 
chairman to function as chairman in the absence of the chairman. 
Section 2. The Board shall employ a Secretary-Treasurer or a Secretary 
and a Treasurer who need not be a member of the Board. The Secretary- 
Treasurer shall keep a record of the proceedings of the said Board and 
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shall receive and: account for all monies: dérived. from’.the operation of 
Chapter 8, Volume 5, Sections 56-401 through 56-428 and amendments. The 
Secretary-Treasurer shall give bond in such sum as the Board shall deter- 
mine with such.surety as shall be approved by the Board. Said bond shall 
be conditioned for the faithful performance of the duties of his office and 
for the faithful accounting of all monies and other property as shall come 
into his hands. The Secretary-Treasurer shall have the power to employ 
the necessary’ clerical and legal service to assist in carrying out the 
provisions of this Article. The salary-of such personnel shall be. fixed by the 
Board. The’ Secretary-Treasurer shall-also have the power to purchase 
whatever office equipment, stationery, rent, or other miscellaneous articles 
as may be necessary for the operation of the Board. Any expenditures 
from the funds of the Board shall be made by voucher, which shall be 
signed by: the Secretary-Treasurer. 

Regular meetings of the Board shail be held during aoe and October 
of each year and additional meetings may be held at such other times 
and places as the Board shall deem necessary. Special meetings will be 
held at the call-of the..chairman,:at the request of-any: two members of 
the Board. Three members of the Board which shall include either the 
chairman or vice-chairman shall constitute a quorum. 


Section 3. For the purpose of this Chapter: A general contractor shall 
be one who for a fixed ptice; commission, fee or wage undertakes or 
offers to undertake the construction of superintending of construction of 
any building, highway, sewer, grading, improvement, re-improvement, 
structure, or part thereof, when the cost of the undertaking is twenty 
thousand ($20,000.00) dollars or more. The cost of the undertaking for 
purposes of the Chapter shall include the over all cost of all materials, 
equipment and labor unless the owner specifically statés in the invitation 
for bids, or in the plans and specifications covering the project, that a 
specified item, or items, of material and/or equipment are to be furnished 
by the owner and are not. to be included in the bid proposal. Anyone 
who engages or offers to engage in such undertaking in the State of South 
Carolina shall be deemed to have engaged in the business of general 
contracting in this State. 

A mechanical contractor shall be one who for a fixed price, commission, 
fee or wage undertakes or offers to undertake any plumbing, heating, air 
conditioning or electrical work when the cost of the undertaking is seven 
thousand five hundred ($7,500.00) dollars or more. The cost of the under- 
taking’ for purposes of the Chapter shall include the over all cost of all 
materials, equipment and fabor unless the owner specifically states in the 
invitation for bids, or in the plans and specifications covering the project, 
that a specified item, or items, of material and/or equipment are to be 
furnished by the owner and are not to be included in the bid proposal. 
Anyone who engages or offers to engage in such undertaking in this 
State shall be deemed to have engaged in the business of mechanical 
contracting in this State. 


Section 4. All persons, firms, or corporations desiring to be licensed 
as a general or mechanical contractor in the State of South Carolina shall 
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make and file with the Board, at least thirty days prior to any regular 
or special meeting thereof, a written application on such form as may be 
prescribed by the Board, said application to be supported by a financial 
statement and experience record prepared on forms prescribed by the 
Board and accompanied by the sum of $60.00. Before being permitted to 
take the examination the applicant shall furnish evidence through applicant’s 
surety company of its ability to furnish bond for an amount in excess of 
the minimum established by those Rules and By-Laws for the limitation 
and classification applied for. It shall be the responsibility of the Board to 
ascertain from the application and proofs furnished that the applicant is 
possessed of good character and is otherwise qualified as to competency, 
ability and integrity and that the applicant has not committed any act 
which if committed by any licensed contractor would be grounds under 
the provisions hereinafter set forth for the suspension or revocation of 
contractor’s license, or that the applicant has not committed any act in- 
volving dishonesty, fraud, or deceit; provided, no applicant shall be refused 
the right to an examination without being given an opportunity, upon such 
notice as may be prescribed by the Board, to appear before the Board 
and produce evidence in support of his application. If an applicant is an 
individual, examination may be taken by his personal appearance for 
examination, or by the appearance for examination of one or more of his 
responsible managing employees, and if a co-partnership or corporation, 
or any other combination or organization, by the examination of one or 
more of the responsible managing officers or members of the personnel 
of the applicant, and if the person, or persons, so examined shall cease 
to be connected with the applicant, the license shall be cancelled im- 
mediately; however, if the contractor notifies the Board of such change, 
then in such event, the license shall remain in full force and effect for a 
period of thirty days thereafter, and then be cancelled, but the applicant 
shall then be entitled to a re-examination, all pursuant to the rules promul- 
gated by the Board; provided that the holder of such license shall not 
bid on or undertake any additional contracts from the time such examined 
employee shall cease to be connected with the applicant until said ap- 
plicant’s license is re-instated as provided in the Act. In cases where 
the applicant has sent in two representatives for examination the foregoing 
holds true in the event one or both of the parties participating in the 
examination shall cease to be connected with the applicant. 

Examinations shall be held quarterly and shall be scheduled during 
the last week of the first month of each calendar quarter. The Board 
shall, however, have authority to vary the examination dates should it be 
found necessary so to do. Special examination may be held at the discre- 
tion of the Board when sufficient evidence is submitted to show that 
to wait for a regularly scheduled examination would work undue hard- 
ship on an applicant or any owner or awarding authority seeking bids for 
some specific work where there are not sufficient qualified contractors to 
assure competitive bids. Fee for a special examination shall be $100.00 
and shall be paid by applicant in addition to the regular license fees pro- 
vided in the Act. 
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Where a partnership is dissolved and both partners remain in the 
Contracting Business the license-issued to the partnership shall be cancelled 
and both partners shall apply for an original license. However, should 
only one partner remain in the contracting business that one shall apply 
for a new license. : 


Section 5. Under no circumstances shall a permit to bid, construct, or 
superintend the construction of any building or improvement of any 
kind costing $20,000.00 or more be given prior to taking the required 
examination; nor shall any permit be issued to any Mechanical Contractor 
to bid, construct, or superintend construction of any Mechanical work 
costing $7,500.00 or more prior to taking the required examination. The 
Board shall conduct a written examination of all applicants to ascertain 
the ability of the applicant to make a practical application of his knowl- 
edge of the profession of contracting, under the classification contained in 
the application, and to ascertain the qualifications of the applicant in 
reading plans and specifications, knowledge of estimating costs, construc- 
tion, ethics or other similar matters pertaining to the contracting business. 
If the results of the examination of applicant shall be satisfactory to the 
Board, then the Board shall issue to the applicant a certificate to engage 
as a General or Mechanical Contractor in the State of South Carolin as 
provided in said certificate. 

General Contractors license may be limited into four classifications: 
(1) Highway Contractor, (2) Building Contractor, (3) Public Utility Con-- 
tractor, and (4) Specialty Contractor, which shall include those whose 
operations as such are the performance of construction work requiring 
special skifl and involving the use of specialized building trades or crafts, 
but which shall not include any operations now or hereafter under the 
jurisdiction for the issuance of license by any‘ Board or Commission 
pursuant to the laws of the State of South Carolina. 

The Board shall issue a license as a matter of right to any person who 
shall have had an application on a prescribed form therefor on -file for 
at least seven days, presents a bidder’s or contractor’s certificate issued 
by the South Carolina Highway Department under Section 33-223, and 
pays the license fees required by this chapter. 

Classifications covering mechanical contracting shall be under four 
fundamental branches of construction: namely, (1) Plumbing; (2) Heating; 
(3) Air Conditioning; and (4) Electrical. 


Section 6. Anyone failing to pass the examination as prescribed by 
the Board may again make application for the written examination without 
additional fee, or the applicant may withdraw his application and be 
refunded one-half of the application fee submitted with the application. 
Should the applicant fail in any way to complete his application by either 
failing to furnish detailed information, such as financial information, surety 
recommendations, or any additional information as required by the Board; 
or should the applicant fail the examination for the second time; or fail to 
take the required written examination after being given sufficient notice to 
appear for examination, the application fee submitted with the application 
will be forfeited. Should the applicant desire to be further considered by 
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the Board, or appear for the third examination, the applicant shall make a 
new application and pay the required application fee. The original cer- 
tificate of license and the annual renewal license as issued by the Board 
shall contain the signatures of the Chairman and Secretary-Treasurer and 
shall be on display at the business location of the licensee at all times. 
The fact that an applicant can show that he is a graduate from a recognized 
college does not entitle him to license under any classification, but the 
entire record of applicant will be considered in issuing his license. 

Section 7. Classifications on General Contracting shall be under four 
fundamental branches of construction: namely, (1) Highway Contractor, 
(2) Building Contractor, (3) Public Utility Contractor, and (4) Specialty 
Contractor, or the Board may grant an unlimited and unclassified cer- 
tificate to those applicants satisfying the members of the Board that said 
applicants are qualified and equipped to construct any type of project 
coming under the definition of a General Contractor. Each applicant shall 
qualify under one or more of the above classifications or any part or parts 
thereof. 

License to practice General Contracting shall be issued under the follow- 
ing limitation groups: (1) Limited Group—No one contract to exceed 
$75,000.00; (2) Intermediate Group—No one contract to exceed $300,000.00; 
and (3) Unlimited Group—Unlimited. 

Section 8. Classifications for Mechanical Contracting shall be under four 
fundamental branches of construction: namely, (1) Plumbing, (2) Heating, 
(3) Air Conditioning, and (4) Electrical; or the Board may grant an un- 
limited and unclassified Mechanical Contracting Certificate to those ap- 
plicants satisfying the members of the Board that said applicants are 
qualified and equipped to engage in any type of Mechanical Contracting. 

License to practice Mechanical Contracting shall be issued under the 
following Limitation Groups: (1) Limited Group—No one contract to 
exceed $25,000.00; (2) Intermediate Group—No one contract to exceed 
$100,000.00; and (3) Unlimited Group—Unlimited. 


Section 9. Any licensee desiring to be placed within a higher limitation 
group shall make application upon the prescribed form furnished by the 
Board thirty days prior to being granted such an increase and shall 
furnish evidence of ability to furnish contract bond for such amounts 
as required in the higher limitation and classification for which application 
is made. Under no conditions shall a contractor be permitted to bid over 
his limitation prior to complying with the above instructions and being 
issued a higher limitation by the Board. Anyone desiring to acquire an 
additional classification or limitation shall be entitled to an examination and 
consideration as prescribed by the Board. Application for revision of 
license shall be filed at least thirty days prior to any regular examination 
period. 

Section 10. Renewal! of General or Mechanical Contractors License Cer- 
tificates may be effected during the month of January following the ex- 
piration date, December 31st, of the year issued, by filing proper applica- 
tion and financial statement on the forms then prescribed by the Board, 
and payment of a fee of $60.00. Requirement of a financial statement to 
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support renewal applications may be waived; however, applicant shall 
furnish a current financial statement upon the form prescribed by the 
Board within 30 days after requested so to do by the Board. Applications 
for renewal of General and Mechanical Contractor’s license received after 
January 31st following the year issued shall be treated as original applica- 
tions and shall require a thirty day waiting period before approval. 

Should the applicant desire a change in classification or limitation of 
his license, he should so inform the Board in order that he may be notified 
as to the date of the first quarterly examination following such notification 
in order that he may have a certified representative of his firm appear 
for examination under the classification and/or limitation desired. . 

A certificate of license to replace any certificate lost, destroyed or 
mutilated may be issued by the Board at a fee of $1.00 upon receipt of 
a sworn statement by licensee that such certificate has been lost, destroyed 
or mutilated. 

Bidder’s License: Any person engaging in the business of general or 
mechanical contracting as a prime contractor in this State shall pay an 
annual bidder’s license fee. of one hundred dollars. This fee shall be due 
and payable.on January Ist of each year or prior to offering or submitting 
any bid as a prime contractor, which would classify him as a general or 
mechanical contractor, when the bid exceeds $20,000.00. Persons employed 
on a per diem or monthly basis or whose sole business is that of super- 
vision shall not be required to pay the license fee prescribed. by this 
section. Sub-contractors bidding to licensed prime contractors are not 
deemed to come under the requirements for a Bidder’s License. 


Section 11. Violations: (a) Any person not duly authorized who shall 
attempt to practice general or mechanical contracting in this State, except 
as provided for in the Act and any person (1) presenting or attempting 
to file as his own the license certificate of another; (2) who shail give 
false or forged evidence of any kind to the Board or to any member thereof 
in acquiring a certificate or license; (3) who falsely shall impersonate 
another; (4) who shall use an expired or revoked certificate or license; 
or (5) any person licensed hereunder who shall allow any other person 
to use his license in any way shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and it shall 
be the duty of the Secretary-Treasurer of this Board, or other authorized 
agent, to report same to the prosecuting attorney, in the county where any 
violation occurs, and to assist said attorney, solicitor or others in prosecut- 
ing any case which may come to his notice. 

(b) It shall be a misdemeanor punishable in the discretion of the court 
for any architect, engineer, awarding authority, owner, contractor, or 
person acting therefor, to receive or consider any bids unless the bidder 
has first obtained the licenses provided for in this chapter. 

Section 12. It shall be the duty of the members of this Board to see 
that all architects and engineers preparing plans and specifications for 
work to be constructed in the State of South Carolina shall include in their 
invitations to bidders and in their specifications a copy of this Act or 
such portion thereof as is. deemed necessary to convey to the bidder, 
whether he is a resident or non-resident of this State and whether a 
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license ‘has been granted to him or not, thé information-that it will be 
necessary to show evidence of Bidder’s License and/or General-or Me- 
chanical Contractor’s License under proper classification and limitation 
group before his bid may be opened or considered. 

Section 13. The appointment of a receiver for bankruptcy proceedings 
of anyone licensed: under this Act shall be considered evidence sufficient 
for revocation of license. 

Section 14. It shall be the duty of engineers; architects, firms, corpora- 
tions and .others receiving bids from General or Mechanical Contractors 
as construed under the Act for licensing contractors in South Carolina, 
to report to the Secretary of the Board all work coming under their juris- 
diction. The notification shall include the time and place for receiving 
bids, the estimated cost and nature of the work together with a list 
‘of prospective bidders. Such notices, shall be filed in time to reach the 
Board at least twenty-four hours in advance of the date of receiving bids. 
Immediately after the contract is awarded, the Board shall be notified 
giving name of contractor and the amount of the contract. 

Section 15. It shall be the duty of the building official, or other author; 
ity charged with the duty of issuing building or other similar permits; 
of any incorporated municipality or subdivision thereof to refuse to issue 
a permit for any undertaking which would classify the applicant therefor 
as a general or mechanical contractor under the provisions of this Chapter 
unless the applicant has furnished evidence that he is either licensed as 
required by this Chapter or exempt from the requirements thereof. ‘It shall 
also be the duty of the building official or other authority charged with 
issuing building or other similar permits, to report to the State Licensing 
Board for Contractors the name and address of any person, firm, or 
corporation who, in his opinion, has violated this act by accepting or 
contracting to accomplish work which would classify such person as a 
general or mechanical contractor under the Provisions of this Chapter. 


COSMETIC ART EXAMINERS 


Promulgated under authority of Section 56-471, Code of Laws of 
South Carolina, 1952 


Sanitary Rules and Regulations 
For all Cosmetology Establishments Operating in South Carolina 
(Filed in the office of the Secretary of State March 25, 1959) 

All beauty shops, schools and colleges of beauty culture, or other hair- 
dressing establishments shall before opening in the State notify the Board 
in writing at least thirty (30) days in advance so that an inspection may 
be made by the Board or its Agents, to determine whether the shop 
has satisfactory facilities and equipment and to determine the sanitary 
and safety conditions of the premises. All shops and schools must be 
open for inspection at all times during business hours to any members of 
the South Carolina State Board of Cosmetic Art Examiners or its Agents 
or Assistants. ; 
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1. Lighting and Ventilation: All beauty shops and schools shall be 
provided with adequate natural or artificial light and shall be properly 
ventilated. 

2. Floors: Floors must be kept mopped or waxed and walls, furniture 
and other fixtures must be kept clean, free from dust and in good repair. 

3. Equipment: Beauty Shop equipment must be kept clean at all times. 
All electrical outlets and equipment must be kept in good repair. 

4. Wet Sterilizer: Beauty Shops shall have at least one wet sterilizer 
(Fish-kettle preferred) containing an authorized disinfectant and must be 
large enough to be used for sanitizing all instruments, combs, brushes, etc., 
used in the beauty shop or school. 

5. Dry Cabinet: Beauty Shops shall have at least one dry cabinet with 
mesh shelves and large enough to accommodate afl sanitized instruments, 
combs, brushes, linens, etc., used in the Beauty Shop or School. This 
cabinet must at all times have a small container filled with 40% formalde- 
hyde. 

6. Towels: Clean towels must be kept in the dry cabinet until ready 
for use. Soiled towels must be kept in a closed container. Every operator 
shall use separate and clean towels for each patron. 

7. Manicurists: A Manicurist is required to supply herself with tincture 
of iodine U.S.P., or equivalent antiseptic approved by the State Board 
of Health, to be used on skin of patient if it should accidentally be 
(broken during the process of manicuring. She must cleanse her instru- 
ments with soap and water, and immerse in 70% alcohol for at least 10 
minutes. The alcohol for this purpose may be kept in a covered container 
of such size as will accommodate the instruments. When not in use, she 
must dry instruments and keep in a dry cabinet. Extra buffer covers and 
an additional set of instruments shall be available to provide for adequate 
sanitation. 

8. Hot and Cold Running Water: Every owner of any beauty establish- 
ment must supply hot and cold running water in such quantities as may 
be necessary to conduct said beauty establishment.in a sanitary manner. 

9. Beauty shops and schools shall comply with the Industrial plants 
regulations of the State Board of Health pertaining to water supplies, 
common cups, drinking fountains, and toilet facilities; and further all 
beauty shops and schools which are located in private residences shall 
provide toilet facilities for the use of the operators and customers only in 
said shops and schools. 

10. Appearance of Operator: All operators shall wear washable outer 
linen apron, uniform, or coat, which shall be kept clean. 

11. General Conditions: (a) The use of a beauty shop as living, dining 
or sleeping quarters is prohibited. If a beauty shop is located in a private 
residence a separate room must be provided for beauty parlor work. 
Shops conducted in connection with a home shall provide a separate en- 
trance to such shop and there shall be no entrance to or from any living 
quarters or any part of the house, other than the entrance to the shop. 
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(b) No owner, or manager, of a beauty establishment shall permit any 
person to work in said beauty establishment without first posting his 
or her current South Carolina Cosmetology License or Permit. 


(c) Every person engaged in the beauty establishment must thoroughly 
cleanse his or her hands immediately before serving each patron. 


(d) All creams, lotions and other cosmetics used for patrons must be 
kept in clean and closed containers, 


(e) Open powder boxes, rouge and lipstick must not be used in a 
reception room for patrons. The powder must be kept in shakers or 
similar receptacles. Individual lipstick and rouge shall be used. 


(f) Lotions, or fluids, must be poured into a clean glass, or other san- 
itized container, and applied to patrons by means of cotton or other 
sterile methods. 


(g) Creams and other semi-solid substances shall be dipped from the 
container with sterile article or spatula. Removing such substances with 
the fingers is prohibited. 


12. License Posted: Upon approval of a shop—a shop License will be 
issued and it shall be posted in a conspicuous place. Beauticians must dis- 
play in a conspicuous place their South Carolina current license to 
practice cosmetology in this State. 

13. Rules Posted: A copy of these rules and regulations must be posted 
in Beauty Shops, Schools, Colleges and other hair-dressing establishments. 


The willful and continued violation of these rules and regulations adopted 
by the State Board of Cosmetic Art Examiners, and approved by the 
State Board of Health, constitutes a misdemeanor, punishable upon con- 
viction by a fine of not less than $10.00 and not more than $50.00, or 
imprisonment for not less than ten days and not more than thirty days. 
Act 771, Section 28 (f), of the Acts of the General Assembly of 1934, 
codified as Section 56-481, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952.

Promulgated under authority of Act No. 255 of 1955 


Amendments to Milk Market Order No. 1 
(Filed in the office of the Secretary of State August.7, 1958) 


Section II is amended by deleting all of paragraph A and entering 
in lieu thereof the following: 


A. Milk Classification. 


Class I shall include all sales of processed fluid milk* and fluid milk 
products* containing one per cent (1%) or more of milk fat (excluding 
sour cream), except as herein specified in Class II-A. Fluid cream and 
milk cream mixtures and concentrated milk in excess of six per cent (6%) 
butterfat shall be included in Class I on a milk equivalent basis**. 


Class II shall include all sales of fluid milk products containing less 
than one per cent (1%) of milk fat and not accounted for in the milk 
equivalent of Class I cream and milk cream mixtures sales. 

Class II-A shall include all fluid milk and milk products sold to U. S. 
government military installations, except such fluid milk and milk products 
sold to such installations for resale through. post commissaries, post 
exchanges or other establishments. Fluid milk and fluid milk products sold 
to such installations for resale shall take their respective classification as 
defined above. : 


Class III shall include all milk received and not accounted for in 
Class I, Class II, and Class II-A. 


(Filed in the office of the Secretary of State September 30, 1958) 


Section V is amended by deleting the entire section and inserting in 
lieu thereof the following: - 


Section V—Sale of Equipment: 


The sale of any type of equipment by a licensed distributor, producer- 
distributor, or sub-distributor to any customer or prospective customer is 
prohibited except under the following conditions: 


1. Where the total cost of such equipment, including freight, installation 
and other related costs are included in the sales price; and 


2. Where the terms of payment are cash or the same as the printed or 
established retail terms of such equipment manufacturer or agent. In the 
absence of printed or established retail terms of such equipment manu- 


* The actual weight of sugar and chocolate or other flavoring used in 
the total sales of flavored milk or drink may be deducted from the gross 
weight of flavored milk or drink sales. 

** The weighted average butterfat test of all producer milk received dur- 
ing the settlement period shall be used in converting cream and milk-cream 
mixtures [in excess of six per cent (6%) butterfat] to a milk equivalent 
basis. Those distributors that do not determine the weighted average 
butterfat test of producer milk shall convert cream and milk-cream mixtures 
[in excess of six per cent (6%) butterfat] to a four per cent (4%) milk 
equivalent basis. 
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facturer or agent the terms shall be a down payment of not less than 
10% of the total cost, with the balance, plus interest at the rate of 6% 
per annum, to be paid in equal successive monthly installments not to 
exceed more than one (1) month for each twenty-five dollars ($25.00) 
of the unpaid balance excluding interest or thirty-six months whichever 
is less. If the estimated life of the equipment is less than the time required 
to pay for same under the above terms, the payments must be made 
in equal successive monthly installments over the estimated life of such 
equipment; and 

3. Provided a written legal and binding contract is entered into by the 
licensee and the purchaser, a copy of which must be kept on file by the 
licensee for Commission inspection. 

Where any type of equipment is sold by a licensee to a public, parochial, 
or private school the terms shall be as set forth in 2 above except the 
minimum down payment shall not be mandatory.

4. No licensed distributor of milk shall place into effect in South 
Carolina a schedule of platform prices for milk and milk products before 
such schedule has been submitted to the Commission and the differential 
between the distributor’s established delivered wholesale prices and the 
proposed platform prices has been justified to the Commission by the 
distributor, Justification of the differential between the delivered wholesale 
prices and the proposed platform prices must be based on economics 
effected. 


DEPARTMENT OF EDUCATION 
Promulgated under authority of Section 21-45, Code of Laws of 
South Carolina, 1952

The following are general regulations adopted by the State Board of 
Education on the dates as indicated. 


Adopted by State Board January 17, 1958 

“Whereas, by quitclaim deed dated September 13, 1947, the United States 
of America, acting by and through the War Assets Administrator, con- 
veyed, with a ten-year Government control stipulation, a tract of land 
adjacent to what is now known as Capital Airport, formerly known as the 
Columbia Army Air Base in Lexington County, to the State of South Caro- 
lina to be used by the State Department of Education to operate an 
Opnortunity School and a Trade School, and, 
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“Whereas, the ten-year period of control and operation of the property 
has expired and the State of South Carolina now holds a fee simple title 
to the property, and, 

“Whereas, the Opportunity School has been made an independent insti- 
tution by the Legislature of South Carolina and the board of trustees is 
requesting the Budget and Control Board to give to the Opportunity 
School board title to the part of the property that has been occupied by the 
school for the past eleven years, therefore, 

“Be it resolved that the State Board of Education of South Carolina ap- 
proves the request presented by the Opportunity School board of trustees 
and requests the Budget and Control Board to give consideration to this 
request.” 

Adopted by State Board May 16, 1958 

“Be it resolved, that the Denmark Branch of the South Carolina Area 
Trade Schools be authorized to establish a student activities fee of two 
dollars per semester beginning May 26, 1958.” 


Adopted by State Board June 20, 1958 

“Eligibility of Local Boards for Establishing and Operating Classes. 

Local school districts are permitted to operate classes or centers for 
Trainable Mentally Handicapped Children. The training program shall be 
under the direct supervision and control of the local school district and 
shall receive the same services as do regular classes in the public schools. 

Local school districts, in order to receive state aid under the terms of 
the Act providing for reimbursement to school districts operating classes 
for Trainable Mentally Handicapped Children, shall submit to the Super- 
visor of Special Education upon forms provided by the State Department 
of Education an outline of the general organization of the class or classes, 
including a description of the rooms in which the classes will be taught, 
available facilities and equipment, the qualifications of the teacher, and a 
proposed plan of operation. 

“Eligibility of Pupils for Instruction in Special Classes for the Trainable 
Mentally Handicapped. 

The I. Q. range of approximately 25 to 50 shall be considered the usual 
limits for children in this type of special class. Actual placement in such a 
class will be based upon the findings of a qualified psychological examiner 
employing recognized individual intelligence tests and upon the recommen- 
dations of the child’s physician or other competent medical authority re- 
garding freedom from communicable diseases, physical development, limita- 
tions, and ability to profit from the class. The results of these examinations 
should be generally supported by the history of the child’s behavioral 
development. The child must be able to communicate to the extent that he 
can make his wants known. He must be able to understand simple direc- 
tions. He must be trained in toilet habits so that he has control over his 
bodily functions, and his social and emotional development must be ad- 
vanced to the extent that his behavior endangers neither himself nor the 
welfare of others in the school group. He must be ambulatory to the extent

that no undue risk to himself or hazard to others is involved in his daily 
work and play activities. 

The local Board retains the prerogative of excluding specific cases whose 
inclusion in their judgment would work to the detriment of or would fail 
to promote the best interests of the school. 


“Classrooms and Facilities. 

Classes and centers for trainable mentally handicapped children may be 
housed in regular schools or other suitable facilities, provided they are 
approved by the State Supervisor of Special Education. 

The classroom shall be a standard size classroom on the ground floor and 
shall have adjoining toilet facilities. Outdoor play space will be accessible. 


“Length of School Day. 

The length of the school day for classes for Trainable Mentally Handi- 
capped children shail conform to the general pattern of classes for the 
school in which the class for trainable children is located, provided, how- 
ever, that where cafeteria facilities are not available classes be dismissed 
earlier so as to enable the pupils to have lunch at home. Where a longer 
school day is necessary for trainable children than is customary, provision 
shall be made for extended recreation periods, rest periods, and an extended 
lunch period. The length of the school day for the teachers of trainable 
children shall be no less than that of other teachers in the school. 


“Teacher Certification. 

In-Service Program—Certification requirements for teachers of the 
Trainable Mentally Handicapped who receive training through an in-service 
program shall be the same as those requirements for teachers of the edu- 
cable mentally handicapped. Special emphasis, in training courses, shall be 
placed upon the problems associated with mongolism and brain injury.” 


Adopted by State Board July 18, 1958 
“Regulations for Special Education adopted by the State Board of Edu- 
cation April 16, 1954, under authority of Act No. 589 of 1954 are hereby 
re-affirmed and made applicable to Act No. 882 of Acts and Joint Resolu- 
tions of 1958 approved April 9, 1958.” 


Adopted by State Board October 24, 1958 

“Whereas, the Columbia Branch of the South Carolina Area Trade 
Schools and the Opportunity School have jointly owned the Chapel, located 
on the premises of the Trade School, for the past eleven years; and 

“Whereas, this Chapel has not been used very effectively as a church 
because of the proximity of many denominational churches; and 

“Whereas, the Trade School is in need of a student center which could 
be provided by certain repairs and remodeling of the above Chapel; 

“Now, therefore let it be resolved, that the Director of the South Caro- 
lina Area Trade Schools be authorized to acquire the equity of the Op- 
portunity School in this structure; and 
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“Be it further resolved, that the Trade School officials be authorized to 
convert this building into a suitable student center at the earliest possible 
date.” 

Adopted by State Board November 21, 1958 


“Whereas, Pursuant to Act Number 148 of the Acts of 1947, the Surplus 
Property Procurement Division of the South Carolina Research Planning 
and Development Board acquired from the United States Government a 
certain dock and walkway located at Murrell’s Inlet, South Carolina, all as 
more particularly described in a contract dated December 1, 1948, govern- 
ing sale of Government owned property to the State of South Carolina, and 

“Whereas, This dock and walkway were acquired by the said Research 
Planning and Development Board for and on behalf of the South Carolina 
State Department of Education, all upon terms and conditions which were 
satisfactory to and accepted by the South Carolina State Board of Educa- 
tion, for use by the South Carolina Association of Future Farmers of 
America in connection with their Future Farmers of America Camping 
Program, and . 

“Whereas, A new Future Farmers of America camp has been established 
at East Cherry Grove Beach, South -Carolina, and the Murrell’s Inlet 
Future Farmers of America Camp is no longer being used for camping, 
and ; 

“Whereas, Funds from the sale of the Murrell’s Inlet Future Farmers of 
America Camp property are needed for the further expansion of the Future 
Farmers of America camping program in other areas of the State, 


“Be it resolved, That the South Carolina State Board of Education, ap- 
prove the sale of the property mentioned herein, and 

“Be it further resolved, That, since South Carolina Association of the 
Future Farmers of America funds were used to purchase this property from 
the United States Government, that the funds from the sale of this property 
be used to further develop and expand the Future Farmers of America 
camping program in South Carolina.” 


Adopted by State Board January 16, 1959 

“Be it resolved that the State Board of Education hereby authorizes the 
South Carolina Area Trade Schools to make application for buildings 
anywhere in the United States which have been designated by Surplus 
Property as educational projects. 

“Be it further resolved that B. R. Turner, Director, and/or M. B. Robin- 
son, Assistant Director, South Carolina Area Trade Schools, be designated 
as the officials through whom negotiations for this property should be 
conducted.” 

“The State Superintendent of Education, who is the Secretary and Ex- 
ecutive Officer of the State Board of Education, is hereby authorized to 
act for and on behalf of this Board and is empowered to sign all instru- 
ments, receive funds, and authorize expenditure of such funds pertaining 
to Public Law 85-864, known as the National Defense Education Act of 
1958. By the power of his office as State Superintendent of Education he

Commissioner of Education.”

Vocational Education

“Delete from D—Program of Teacher Training, page 11, b(4) which 
reads as follows: ‘The State Homemakers annual mectings are to be held 
at the teacher training institutions.’ 
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“Add to A—3—Program Organization, page 5, the following: ‘Annual 
meetings of the State Junior and/or Future Homemakers Association and 
New Homemakers Association will be planned at times and places desig- 
nated by state officers, executive secretaries of the associations, and super- 
visors of home economics education.’ ” 


BOARD OF HEALTH 


Promulgated under authority of Section 32-8, Code of Laws of 
South Carolina, 1952 


Waste Disposal Systems 
(Filed in the office of the Secretary of State June 26, 1958) 


These rules and regulations supersede Rules and Regulations Governing 
Septic Tanks, Volume 7, page 644, of the Code of Laws of South Carolina, 
1952, filed in the office of the Secretary of State February 17, 1944. 

Section.1. Each dwelling unit or building occupied for more than two 
hours per day shall be provided with approved facilities for the disposal of 
domestic or industrial waste. The facilities shall receive the approval of the 
State Board of Health through a duly authorized agent or duly elected or 
appointed Sanitary District Commission bounded by law, prior to con- 
struction, 

Section.2. Where public sewers are inaccessible, impracticable, or non- 
existent, a septic tank sewerage system may be used for the disposal of 
domestic waste, provided the soil is suitable for the proper functioning of 
this type of disposal system, and provided the system is of adequate size 
and so located and installed that it will not create a public health hazard. 
(A septic tank shall not be installed in case connection to a public sewerage 
system is practicable.) 

Section 3. Each person who proposes to construct, or have constructed, 
a septic tank waste disposal system shall, prior to the initiation of such 
construction, apply for and obtain from the appropriate health department, 
or a duly elected or appointed Sanitary District Commission bounded by 
law, a permit for such construction. The applicant shall furnish correct 
information necessary for determination of the feasibility of septic tank 
waste disposal system, such as: size of lot, layout of system on lot, water 
table, type of soil, and any other information deemed necessary. All permit 
holders shall construct the septic tank waste disposal system according to 
the following rules and regulations, and leave system exposed until final 
inspection is made by a duly authorized agent of the South Carolina State 
Board of Health, or agent of duly authorized Sanitary District Commission, 
for compliance with construction permit, and a certificate of inspection 
issued. 

Section 4. No part of a septic tank waste disposal system shall be con- 
structed within fifty (50) feet of a private or public well. 

Section 5. No part of a septic tank waste disposal system shall be con- 
structed within five (5) feet of a property line, or within five (5) feet of 
building foundations. 
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Section 6. No septic tank shall be installed which has a net liquid 
capacity of less than 730 gallons. 


Section 7. The plans for each septic tank shall be in accordance with 
approved engineering standards in general, and the following standards in 
particular: the length shall be at least two (2) but not more than three 
(3) times the width; the uniform liquid depth shall not be less than four 
(4) feet; and the theoretical detention period shall not be less than 24 
hours, based on the average daily flow. All tanks shall be constructed of a 
material approved by the health department and shall be water-tight. 

Section 8. Tile Field 

(a) The slope of the drain tile lines shall not be less than two (2) inches, 
nor more than four (4) inches per 100 feet. 

(b) The bottom width of the ditch shall not be less than 18”. 

(c) Coarse aggregate under tile line shall not be less than 6” deep. 

(d) The diameter of the drain tile shall not be less than 4” and the 
length of each joint not over 1 foot. Any other type distributor or tile 
shall have appropriate health department approval before used. 

(e) Top half of tile joints shall be covered with strips of asphalt roofing 
or other approved type of joint cover. 

(f) Distribution drop boxes shall be installed where terrain grade is over 
4%. 

(g) The length of the tile field will be determined by the number of bed- 
rooms per dwelling, or the number of persons using facilities, the soil 
conditions, and depth of the water table, but no tile field shall have less 
than 100 feet of tile. 

(h) The number of distributor tile lines shall not be less than two (2). 

(i) No individual distributor tile line shall be over 100 feet in length. 
All tile lines shall be installed according to standard engineering proce- 
dures. Grade boards shall be set prior to construction of lines. 

(j) The depth of coarse aggregate over the tile line shall not be less 
than 3”, 

(k) The depth of earth cover over coarse aggregate shall not be less 
than 9”. 


Section 9. The minimum elevation of the ground water table shall be 
at least three (3) feet below the surface. Rock formations or other imper- 
vious strata should be at a depth greater than six (6) feet below the surface. 


Section 10. A grease trap shall be installed on the kitchen waste line 
preceding the septic tank in each case where the tank serves a boarding 
house, cafe, restaurant, hotel, or other public eating place. The grease trap 
shall have a theoretical detention period of at least thirty minutes. Grease 
traps opening into the kitchen will not be approved. 


Section 11. The plans and specifications for each septic tank and dis- 
posal field installation having a capacity of two thousand (2,000) gallons, or 
serving sixty (60) or more persons shall be submitted to the Division of 
Sanitary Engineering of the State Board of Health through the local health 
department, and approved by the State Health Officer, before the unit is 
installed. Each such tank shall be constructed so as to have an effluent 
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compartment not longer than one-third the total length of the tank, nor 
shorter than three (3) feet, and shall be equipped with a dosing chamber 
and siphon if a tile field or filter is used for secondary treatment. of the 
tank effluent, unless otherwise authorized. 


Section 12. No septic tank or filter effluent shall be acai for dis- 
charge into any stream in South Carolina by a duly authorized agent of 
the South Carolina State Board of Health without the concurrence of the 
South Carolina Water Pollution Control Authority. 


Section 13. No septic tank shall be cleaned (pumped out), or the 
effuent from any septic tank disposed of in any manner whatsoever, with- 
out first receiving a permit from the local health department. 


Section 14. All rules and regulations pertaining to septic tanks hereto- 
fore promulgated are hereby declared null and void. 


Section 15. Failure to comply with the provisions of any section or 
subsection of these regulations constitutes a violation thereof, and shall 
constitute, according to Section 32-17, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 
1952, a misdemeanor, punishable as provided in that section.

The following was adopted May 13, 1958 and supersedes rules and reg- 
ulations governing Communicable Diseases, Volume 7, pages 552-558, Code 
of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, filed in the Secretary of State’s Office 
February 17, 1944. 


Section 1. Physicians shall report cases of certain diseases (and deaths) 
from them. : 


Every physician in the State of South Carolina shall report in writing or 
by an acknowledged telephone communication to the local heaith authority 
where such exists or where one does not exist, to the state health officer, 
immediately after his or her first professional visit, each patient, he or she’ 
shall have found suffering, or suspected to be suffering, with any contagious 
disease. He or she shall report, as required above, every death from such 
contagious or pestibutial disease immediately after it shall have occurred. 
The attending physician is authorized and it is made his duty to place the 
patient, the household and the premises under the restrictions as herein- 
after provided, for the management and control of said disease, until such 
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time as the control of said disease may be assumed by the local or state 
board of health. 


Section 2. Physicians shall report cases of occupational diseases. 

Each physician having knowledge of any person whom he believes to be 
suffering from any occupational disease shall report the diagnosis of the 
disease to the state board of health. The term occupational disease has 
reference to one which occurs with definite frequency and regularity in 
occupations where there is a specific exposure as the cause which operates 
to produce effects in the human body recognized clinically by the medical 
profession as pathological changes and effects produced by the specific ex- 
posure involved. The state board of health is authorized to investigate and 
to make recommendations for the elimination or prevention of occupational 
diseases which shall be reported in accordance with the provisions of this 
section. The state board of health is also authorized to study and provide 
advice in regard to conditions that may be suspected of causing occupa- 
tional diseases, provided information obtained upon investigations made in 
accordance with the provisions of this section shall not be admissible as 
evidence in any action of law to secure compensation for occupational 
diseases through common law. 


Section 3. Householders, heads of families, etc., shall report contagious 
diseases. 

Every hotel proprietor, keeper of a boarding house or inn, keeper or 
manager of tourist, trailer or other camp, and householder or head of a 
family, in a house wherein any case of a reportable or contagious disease 
may occur, shall report the same to the local health authority as early as 
possible after the time of his or her first knowledge or suspicion of the 
nature of the disease, unless a medical physician is already in attendance; 
and in case of quarantinable diseases, until instructions are received from 
the said local health authority, shall not permit any clothing or other 
articles which may have been exposed to infection to be removed from the 
house, nor shall any occupant of said house change his residence elsewhere 
without the consent of the local health authority. 


Section 4. Nurses and midwives shall report redness or inflammation 
of eyelids to health authorities. 

Whenever any nurse, midwife or other person not a legally qualified 
practitioner of medicine shali notice inflammation of the eyes or redness 
of the lids in a newborn child under his or her care, it shall be the duty 
of such person to report the same to the local health authority, or, in his 
absence, to any reputable physician, as early as possible after the same is 
first noticed. 

Section 5. The notifiable diseases in South Carolina. 

Amebiasis, anthrax, botulism, brucellosis, chlorea, dengue, diphtheria, 
encephalitis, infectious; glanders, hepatitis, infectious and serum; leprosy, 
leptospirosis, malaria, meningococcal, infections; meningitis, other; plague, 
poliomyelitis, paralytic, nonparalytic; psittacosis, rabies in man, relapsing 
fever (louse-borne); rheumatic fever, rocky mountain spotted fever, sal- 
monellosis, typhoid fever, all other including paratyphoid; shigellosis, 
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smallpox, tetanus, trichinosis, tuberculosis, all forms; tularemia, typhus 
fever, endemic and epidemic; venereal diseases and yellow fever. 
Asbestosis, silicatosis, silicosis, cataract (glass workers), compress air 
iliness, dematitis due to irritating oil, cutting compounds or lubricants, 
chemical dusts, paints, plastics, liquids, dyes, fumes, gases or vapors; lead 
poisoning, mercury poisoning, carbon monoxide poisoning or oxides of zinc, 
manganese and other metals; carbon tetrachloride and phosgene poisoning, 
poisoning by carbon disulphide, methanol, or volatile halogenated hydro- 
carbons; poisonings by benzol, or nitro- and amino-derivatives of benzol 
(dinitrobenzol, anilin, and others); chlorine poisoning, poisoning by sul- 
phuric, hydrochloric or hydrofluoric acid; poisoning by volatile petroleum 
products; poisoning by refrigerants, ethyl bromide, sulphur dioxide, hydro- 
gen sulfide, nitrous gases, butyl alcohol, explosives, esters or aldehydes. 


Section 6. Local health authorities shall keep records of contagious 
diseases. 

City, town and county health authorities shall keep a careful and accurate 
record of all cases of notifiable diseases reported to them, with the name, 
date, age, sex, race, location, and such other necessary data as may be 
prescribed from time to time by the state board of health. They shall also 
make a report of all notifiable diseases to the state board of health at such 
time and on such form as may be required. Whenever such disease is or is 
suspected to be smallpox, chlorea, plague, yellow fever, epidemic typhus 
fever, louse-borne relapsing fever, botulism or dengue, they shall report 
such occurrence or suspicion immediately to the state health officer by 
telephone or telegraph. Such other diseases that are unusual in their nature 
or in occurrence. shall be reported to the state board of health immediately. 


Section 7. Rules and regulations relating to quarantine, isolation and 
other control measures to be observed by all health authorities. 

The definitions and methods of control of communicable diseases as 
published in an official report of the American Public Health Association, 
“Control of Communicable Diseases in Man”, 1955, are adopted and pro- 
mulgated by the State Board of Health as the rules and regulations for the 
control of communicable disease in South Carolina, except as otherwise 
provided. The term “contagious disease” in these Rules and Regulations 
refers to any communicable disease that is easily transmitted by direct 
contact or by droplet infection from person to person or from animal to 
person. 

Section 8. Smallpox Vaccination. 

All persons within the State of South Carolina, who do not reside within 
the limits or jurisdiction of an incorporated city or town, or who reside 
within the limits or jurisdiction of an incorporated city or town which has 
not complied with the requirements of Section 32-571 of the Code of Laws 
of South Carolina, 1952, except persons who obtain a certificate from a 
reputable medical physician stating that vaccination against smallpox would 
be dangerous to their health, shall be vaccinated or revaccinated during 
their first, sixth, and fifteenth years of age. All persons who have never 
been vaccinated, or shall be exposed, or are likely to become exposed to 
smallpox, shall be vaccinated forthwith. 
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Section 9. Placards shall not be destroyed or removed. 

No person or persons shall alter, deface, remove, destroy or tear down 
any card posted by any health authority. The occupant or person having 
possession or control of buildings or premises upon which a quarantine or 
other health notice has been placed shall, within twenty-four hours after 
destruction or removal of such by other than the proper authorities, notify 
the local health authority of such destruction or removal. 


Section 10. Health authorities are to assume control of quarantine, 
isolation and other control measures. 

In all cities, towns and counties the local health authorities shall assume 
control and management of communicable diseases and exposures and shall 
see that isolation and control measures as herein provided are carried out 
in their respective jurisdictions. It shall be the duty of the proper health 
authority to institute proper methods and control and to so placard or 
otherwise guard the premises in a manner which in his opinion is necessary 
to protect the public health. 


Section 11. Health authorities may pass through quarantine lines. 

All health authorities shall have the privilege and shall be allowed to 
pass through all quarantine lines, whether instituted at the instance of the 
State or local authorities, they first acquainting the officers or guards with 
the fact of their being properly authorized health officers. 


Section 12. Persons forbidden going to or leaving contagious disease 
premises. 

After the house or premises containing a communicable disease is flagged 
or placarded, all persons except the attending physician, the authorized 
health officer and such other persons approved by the authorized health 
officer are forbidden coming in or leaving the premises except as herein- 
after provided for; and the carrying off or causing to be carried off of any 
object or material whereby such disease may be conveyed, is prohibited. 


Section 13. Persons affected with or exposed to contagious diseases 
shall obey health authorities. 

It shall be the duty of all persons affected with any contagious or in- 
fectious disease or who from exposure to contagion from such disease, may 
be liable to endanger others who may come in contact with them, to strictly 
observe such instructions as are given them by any health authority of the 
State in order to prevent the spread of such disease and it shall be lawful 
for such authorities to command any persons thus affected or exposed to 
infection to remain within designated premises for such length of time as 
herein provided for the several contagious and infectious diseases. 

Section 14. Travel of persons with contagious diseases. 

All persons having any communicable disease in a contagious stage are 
prohibited from riding upon any public vehicle or conveyance except upon 
written approval of the State Health Officer or his authorized agent. They 
are also prohibited from being upon public thoroughfares of the State ex- 
cept in private conveyance, which shall make no unnecessary stops between 
the point of departure and destination of the patient. They are prohibited 
from attending any public assemblages or public places. 
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Section 15. Children with contagious diseases shall not attend school. 

No superintendent, principal, or. teacher of any school; and no parent, 
master or guardian of any child or minor shall permit any such child or 
minor having any contagious or infectious disease requiring isolation or 
any other disease in a communicable stage but not requiring isolation to 
attend any private, parochial, church or Sunday school until the require- 
ments of these rules and regulations as to the disease or diseases in ques- 
tion have been complied with after recovery of such child or minor. They 
shall not be permitted to enter school except upon the written certificate or 
acknowledged telephone call of the attending physician or of the local 
health officer stating that the child has recovered and is non-infectious. 


Section 16. Superintendents of schools to be notified of contagious 
disease. 

The local health authority shall notify the superintendent or principal of 
any school of the locations of quarantinable diseases, and if the superin- 
tendent or principal finds any attendance in school from such places except 
as strictly provided for herein, he shall deny them admission to the said 
school, and admit them only upon the written certificate or acknowledged 
telephone call of the attending physician or local health authority that 
there is no danger of infection from them. 


Section 17. Household contacts of contagious disease in relation to 
school attendance. 

Children coming from a house in which contagious disease exists, but not 
suffering from said contagious disease, may attend school upon the written 
certificate of the attending physician, or local health authority, stating that 
the child has not been exposed to the disease for maximum incubation of 
the disease, and that the patient is in isolation; or that they are immune to 
the disease and are not carriers of said disease. 


Section 18. Persons with trachoma or acute infectious conjunctivitis 
excluded from school. 

Persons afflicted with trachoma, granulated lids or acute infectious con- 
junctivitis shall be excluded from schools, public assemblages and from 
close association with other individuals, unless they are under the constant 
care and strict supervision of a competent medical physician, and hold a 
certificate from said physician stating that active inflammation has subsided 
and that danger of infection no longer exists. 


Section 19. Minor diseases to be excluded from school. 

Those actually suffering from acute tonsilitis, scabies, lice, ringworm and 
impetigo contagiosa shall be excluded from school during such illness and 
be readmitted only on the certificate or acknowledged telephone call of the 
attending physician or local health authority, attesting to their recovery 
and non-infectiousness. 


Section 20. Health authorities to investigate reported cases. 

Whenever the local health authority is informed or has reason to suspect 
that there is a case of contagious communicable disease within his territory, 
he shall immediately examine into the facts of the case and shall perform 
or require such examinations and tests as may be necessary to determine 
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the contagiousness of the disease and shail adopt the methods of control 
applicable to such disease and necessary for the prevention of spread of 
the disease. 


Section 21. Premises occupied by persons with contagious diseases to 
be rendered non-infectious. 

No person shall offer for hire or cause or permit anyone to occupy 
premises, houses or apartments previously occupied by a person ill with 
any contagious or infectious communicable disease, or any other disease of 
communicable nature until such premises, houses or apartments shall have 
been rendered non-infectious according to the rules herein provided under 
the supervision of the local health authority. 


Section 22. Premises not rendered non-infectious shall be placarded. 

Whenever these rules and regulations, or whenever the order of the 
local health authority requiring the disinfection or fumigation of apart- 
ments, premises, or articles shall not be complied with, or in case of delay, 
the local health authority shall forthwith cause to be placed upon the out- 
side entrance or entrances a placard as follows: © 

“These apartments have been occupied by a patient or patients suffering 
with a contagious disease and they may have become infected. They must 
not be again occupied until my orders directing the renovation and disin- 
fection of the same have been complied with. This notice must not be re- 
moved under penalty of law, except by an authorized official.” 


Section 23. Persons suffering from reportable diseases shall not work 
where food products are produced. 

No person suffering with any reportable disease or who resides in a 
house in which there exists a case of smallpox, scarlet fever, dysentery, 
or typhoid fever shall work, or be permitted in or about any dairy or any 
establishment for the manufacture of food products until the local health 
authority has given such a person a written certificate to the effect that no 
danger to the public will result from his or her employ or presence in such 
establishment. 


Section 24. These rules and regulations not to prevent local laws. 

Nothing contained in these rules and regulations shall be construed to 
prevent any city, town or county from making such health laws as they 
may think necessary for the preservation of public health; provided that 
the said laws be not inconsistent with the laws as herein laid down by the 
state board of health. And it shall be the duty of the local health authority 
to at once furnish the state board of health with a copy of the proposed 
law or laws for the approval of the executive committee of the state board 
of health before they shall become law.

1. This Department confines licensing of Resident or Non-Resident 
Agents and Resident or Non-Resident Brokers to individuals and does not 
permit licensing of firms, companies, partnerships or corporations as an 
Agent or Broker. Some doubts appear to have arisen as to the correctness 
of our position in the matter. Attorney General’s Opinion No. 568 dated 
January 10, 1959, sustains our position. ; 

2. The effect of the restriction set forth in above paragraph as related to 
the provisions of Section 254 of Title 37 of the South Carolina Code pro- 
hibits firms, companies, partnerships or corporations from participating in 
any insurance commissions. This is sustained by Attorney General’s Opin- 
ion No. 573 dated March 26, 1959. 

3. Therefore, notice is hereby given that violation of conditions or re- 
quirements hereinbefore set forth will be subject to citation of insurance 
company or agent or broker involved to show cause why license should 
not be revoked and to assessment of such penalties as are prescribed by 
law.

NURSING, STATE BOARD OF 
Promulgated under authority of Section 56-967, Code of Laws of 
South Carolina, 1952 
(Filed in the office of the Secretary of State June 30, 1959) 
Effective July 1, 1959, unless Otherwise Indicated 
Regulation No. 1—Responsibilities of the State Board of Nursing for South 
Carolina. 

The State Board of Nursing is designated by law as the administrator 
of the Act governing nursing in South Carolina, and it is delegated by 
Section 56-967 of the S. C. Code of 1952 as amended by Act 170 of 1959 
to make such rules and regulations as it may deem necessary for purposes 
of carrying out provisions of the Act. The Board delegates functions in 
order to carry out its tasks, and outlines its specific responsibilities to 
include but which are not limited to the following. 

1.1. Maintaining an office for the purpose of carrying on its work, and 
providing funds, facilities, and equipment for its operation. 

1.2. Appointing an executive director, fixing her compensation, defining 
her duties, and allocating positions for other office and professional per- 
sonnel. 

1.3. Delegating to the executive director responsibility for overall man- 
agement of the work of the Board. 

1.4. Establishing policies governing conditions of employment of per- 
sonnel. 

1.5. Establishing policies governing finances, and providing for an annual 
audit of the financial affairs of the Board. 

1.6. Approving annually a budget of expenditures necessary for carry- 
ing on the work. 

1.7. Hearing financial reports and progress reports of the work. 

1.8. Preparing, reviewing, and administering examinations leading to 
license. 

1.9. Meeting at least once a year and as often as necessary in Columbia 
for the purpose of examining applicants for certificates as registered nurse 
and as licensed practical nurse, and for the transaction of other business 
that may come before it. 

1.10. Setting standards and policies for accreditation of schools of 
nursing and courses in practical nursing. 

1.11. Giving educational guidance to schools of nursing and courses in 
practical nursing. 

1.12. Hearing reports of surveys of schools of nursing and courses in 
practical nursing, ruling on the status of accreditation of such schools and 
courses, and evaluating applications from institutions wishing to initiate 
schools or courses. 

1.13. Maintaining legal records and a file of all nurses who have been 
licensed to practice as registered nurses or as licensed practical nurses. 
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1.14. Establishing policies for issuing certificates as registered nurse and 
as licensed practical nurse by examination -and endorsement. . 

1,15. Cooperating with nursing and related organizations and health 
agencies for the promotion of good standards of AUESINg education and 
nursing care in the state. : 

. 1.16. Investigating cases of violation of the Act governing nursing, con- 
ducting hearings, and ruling on the revocation, suspension, or restoration of 
a license to practice. 

1.17. Electing annually a president and a secretary-treasurer from the 
nurse members of the Board, and appointing committees as ‘necessary. 


Regulation No. 2—The Executive Director and Secretary-Treasurer Re- 
‘sponsible for Finances, Expenditures Approved by President of Board 
(56-970). 

2.1. The executive director is authorized to sign and issue checks for 
expenses of conducting the work of the Board, such checks to be drawn 
from funds held in the current operating account. In the event of absence 
of the executive director or inability to sign, the treasurer may sign 
checks for necessary payments of items of expense. 

2.2. Funds shall be deposited in a bank designated by the Board, and 
the investment of funds shall be determined by the Board. Any changes 
in investments shall require the signatures of either the executive director 
and the treasurer or.the president of the Board and the treasurer. 

2.3. All disbursements from the funds of the Board shall have the 
approval of its president. 


Regulation No. 3—Traveling Expenses and per Diem. 

3.1. The per diem allowance for a board member engaged in the duties 
of his office shall be $10.00; and the travel allowance when traveling by 
personal car shall be seven cents per mile. 

3.2. The executive director and other professional employees are allowed 
necessary expenses incurred in the performance of their duties, and seven 
cents per mile when traveling by personal car away from city of residence. 


Regulation No. 4—Code of Conduct. 


4.1. The State Board of Nursing accepts the code of ethics for pro- 
fessional nurses and the code of ethics for practical nurses as guides for 
standards of practice exemplifying conduct expected of professional nurses 
and practical nurses registered and licensed under the Act, however 
without limiting the definitions of such practice to the terms of such 
codes, 

4.2, A Code for Professional Nurses, padepted 1950 by the South Carolina 

State Nurses’ Association: 

Professional nurses minister to the sick, assume’ responsibility for 
creating a physical, social, and spiritual environment which will be con- 
ducive to recovery, and stress the prevention of illness and the ‘:promotion 
of health by teaching and example. They render health service to the 
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individual, the family, and community, and coordinate their services with 
members of other health professions involved in specific situations. 

Service to mankind is the primary function of nurses and the reason for 
existence of the nursing profession. Need for nursing service is universal. 
Professional nursing service is therefore unrestricted by considerations of 
nationality, race, creed, or color. 

Inherent in the code is the fundamental concept that the nurse sub- 
scribes to the democractic values to which our country is committed. 

With reference to the following statements, the profession recognizes 
that a professional code cannot cover in detail all the activities and relation- 
ships of nurses, some of which are conditioned by personal philosophies and 
beliefs. 

a. The fundamental responsibility of the nurse is to conserve life and 
to promote health. 

b. The professional nurse must not only be adequately prepared to 
practice, but can maintain professional status only by continued reading, 
study, observation, and investigation. 

c. When a patient requires continuous nursing service, the nurse must 
remain with the patient until assured that adequate relief is available. 

d. The religious beliefs of a patient must be respected. 

e. Professional nurses hold in confidence all personal information en- 
trusted to them. 

f. A nurse recommends or gives medical treatment without medical 
orders only in emergencies and reports such action to a physician at the 
earliest possible moment. 

g. The nurse is obligated to carry out the physician’s orders intelligently, 
to avoid misunderstanding or inaccuracies by verifying orders, and to 
refuse to participate in unethical procedures. : 

h. The nurse sustains confidence in the physician and other members of 
the health team; incompetency or unethical conduct of associates in the 
health professions should be exposed, but only to the proper authority. 

i. The nurse has an obligation to give conscientious service and in return 
is entitled to just remuneration. 

j. A nurse accepts only such compensation as the contract, actual or 
implied, provides. A professional worker does not accept tips or bribes. 

k. Professional nurses do not permit their names to be used in con- 
nection with testimonials in the advertisement of products. 

1. The Golden Rule should guide the nurse in relationships with members 
of the other professions and with nursing associates. 

m. The nurse in private life adheres to standards of personal ethics 
which reflect credit upon the profession. 

n. In personal conduct nurses should not knowingly disregard the 
accepted pattern of behavior of the community in which they live and 
work, 
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o. The nurse as a citizen understands and upholds the laws and as a 
professional worker is especially concerned with those laws which affect 
the practice of medicine and nursing. 

p. A nurse should participate and share responsibility with other citizens 
and health professions in promoting efforts to meet the health needs of the 
public—local, state, national, and international. 

q. A nurse recognizes and performs the duties of citizenship, such as 
voting and holding office when eligible; these duties include an appreciation 
of the social, economic, and political factors which develop a desirable 
pattern of living together in a community. 

4.3. A Code for Practical Nurses, adopted 1956, by the Association of 
Licensed Practical Nurses of South Carolina, Inc. 

a. To maintain high standards of integrity and character. 

b. To be loyal to supervisors and faithful to patients. 

c. To keep abreast of the advances and changes in practical nursing 
by study and observation. 

d. To respect religious beliefs of patients. 

e. To hold in confidence all information entrusted to one. 

f. To perform all duties to the best of one’s ability and with the patient’s 
interest and welfare in mind at all times. 

g. To accept compensation approved, and not to bow to bribes of any 
kind. : 

h. To intelligently fulfill the orders of the physician or the registered 
nurse in charge. 

i. To participate in activities promoting better health needs of the public. 

j. To perform duties as an L.P.N. with respect and consideration for 
one’s fellow nurse, as one would wish in return. 


Regulation No. 5—Nursing as Defined by the Board Includes Professional 
and Practical Nursing: 


5.1. Professional Nursing: The practice of professional nursing means 
the performance for compensation of any act in the observation, care, 
and counsel of the ill, injured, or infirm, or in the maintenance of health 
or prevention of illness of others, or in the supervision and teaching 
of other personnel, or the administration of medications and treatments 
as prescribed by a licensed physician or licensed dentist; requiring sub- 
stantial specialized judgment and skill as based on knowledge and applica- 
tion of the principles of biological, physical, and social sciences. The 
foregoing shall not be deemed to include acts of diagnosis or prescription 
or therapeutic or corrective measures. 


5.2. Practical Nursing: The practice of practical nursing means the per- 
formance for compensation of selected acts in the care of the ill, injured, 
or infirm under the direction of a registered professional nurse, a licensed 
physician or a licensed dentist; and not requiring the substantial specialized 
skill, judgment, and knowledge required in professional nursing. The 
foregoing shall not be deemed to include acts of diagnosis or prescription 
of therapeutic or corrective measures. 
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Regulation No. 6—Explantation of Terms Used: 

The State Board of Nursing for South Carolina is hereinafter referred 
to as the “Board”. The word “Nursing” means professional nursing 
and/or practical nursing. “Registrant” applies to professional nurse cer- 
tification; and “Licensee” applies to practical nurse certification. The 
Board issues a certificate as “Registered Nurse”, and a certificate as 
“Licensed Practical Nurse”. 


Regulation No. 7—Fees: 

Fees to be paid by applicants for certificate as registered nurse or as 
licensed practical nurse under provisions of Section 56-983, 56-985, 56-994, 
56-995, 56-1003, and 56-1005, and other fees under Section 56-967 shall be 
amounts as shown on the following schedule effective July 1, 1959.

Regulation No. 8—Recording Name of Registrant or Licensee: 


An individual is issued a certificate in his legal name as verified. Should 
the name be changed after the certificate has been issued, a notification of 
the change must be accompanied by a copy of the document which shows 
authorization for the change. No name can be changed on a record in 
the office of the Board without legal authorization for the change. 


Regulation No. 9—Duplicate of a Certificate of Renewal of License: 


A duplicate of a certificate of renewal of license issued by this Board 
may be secured by a registrant or licensee upon submission of a fee and 
a written statement of reason for the request. which reason proves satis- 
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factory to the Board. Adequate identification of the person requesting the 
duplicate shall be submitted. 


Regulation No, 10—Certificates Issued: 


The Board issues two types of certificates which certify proof of 
demonstrated ability to practice nursing: A certificate as registered nurse 
is issued to a graduate of an accredited school of nursing; and a certificate 
as licensed practical nurse is issued to a graduate of an accredited or 
approved course in practical nursing Each such certificate is issued on a 
basis of verification of required qualifications and successful achievement 
on a recognized licensing examination for each type of certificate. 


Regulation No. 11—Examinations Leading to Certificate as Registered 
Nurse and as Licensed Practical Nurse. (56-982, 56-983, 56-992, 56-993, 
and 56-1003.) 

11.1. Examinations for certificate as registered nurse and as licensed 
practical nurse are held in Columbia in the fall of the year, and at other 
times as necessary. A standard score of not less than 350 on each test 
included in the examination is required for passing and for qualifying for 
a certificate. 

11.2. Examinations leading to the certificate as registered nurse are 
based upon information and judgment needed in nursing situations, and 
candidates are examined also on the social, physical, and biological sciences 
as they apply to medical, surgical, obstetric, and psychiatric nursing and 
nursing of children. Only those candidates who have completed an ap- 
proved program of instruction and concurrent experience in psychiatric 
nursing are eligible to write the test in this subject area. 

11.3. Requirements for admission to the examination leading to a cer- 
tificate as registered nurse include: 

a. A notarized application on a form provided by the Board. Applica- 
tions for the examination must be filed not later than twenty-one days 
prior to the scheduled date of an examination. An individual completing 
the program within the twenty-one-day period after the ‘deadline for 
filing application, shall file as directed, and on the date that the program 
is completed, the school submits a supplemental record showing work 
completed during this period. 

b. Two photographs 114” x 2” signed and dated. 

c. An application fee of $25.00. 

d. Age—at least twenty years (Filing of birth certificate required). 

e. Citizens of the United States or legal declaration of intention of be- 
coming a citizen. A naturalized citizen or non-citizen is required to produce 
proof of citizenship or first papers. 

f. Good physical and mental health. 

g. Good moral character. 

h. Graduation from an accredited high school or the equivalent as. de- 
termined by the Board. : 

i. Completion of all requirements of and graduation from an accredited 
school of nursing. 
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11.4. Examinations leading to certificate as licensed practical nurse are 
based upon information and judgment expected of the practical nurse in 
nursing situations, and candidates are examined on any or all phases of 
the instructional and supervised practice program completed in an approved 
course in practical nursing. 

11.5. Requirements for admission to the examination leading to a cer- 
tificate as licensed practical nurse include: 

a. A notarized application on form provided by the Board. Applications 
must be filed not later than twenty-one days prior to the scheduled date 
of an examination. An individual completing the program within the 
twenty-one day period after the deadline for filing application shall file 
application as directed, and on the date that the program is completed, 
the head of the practical nursing course will submit a supplemental record 
showing work completed during this period. 

b. Two photographs, size 1%” x 2”, signed and dated. 

c. An application fee of $15.00. 

d. Age—at least twenty years (Filing of birth certificate required). 

e. Citizens of the United States or legal declaration of becoming a 
citizen. A naturalized citizen or non-citizen is required to produce proof 
of citizenship or first papers. 

f. Good physical and mental health. 

g. Good moral character. 

h. Two years or more of work in an accredited high school, or the 
equivalent as determined by the Board on a basis of results of standardized 
tests. 

i. Graduation from an accredited course in practical nursing, or the 
equivalent as determined by the Board. 

11.6. In case of failure to pass an examination the applicant shall have 
the privilege of re-examination upon application and on payment of the 
fee as stated in Regulation No. 7. 

a. A candidate failing to attain a standard score of 350 or above on 
any one of the tests in the examination has not qualified for a certificate, 
and to do so must rewrite and pass the test or tests failed. 

b. One who has failed to pass the licensing examination should file 
with the Board the application and fee for rewriting the examination 
upon receipt of the report of failure to pass. 

c. One who has failed to pass the licensing examination may secure 
added experience and pursue study in the area(s) and subject(s) failed, 
and thus prepare to rewrite test(s) that she failed to pass. 

d. An applicant who has not rewritten and passed an examination failed 
prior to January 1, 1954 is required to write all tests in the examination 
currently in use at the time of rewriting. 


Regulation No. 12—Application for Certificate—Registrant and Licensee 
from Other Jurisdiction (56-967, 56-981, 56-986, 56-995). 

12.1. An applicant for certificate as registered nurse or as licensed 

practical nurse without examination, who holds a certificate for practice 
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in another jurisdiction in this country must show that requirements of this 
Board are met, Requirements for such certificate include: 

a. A notarized application on form provided by this Board. 

b. Two photographs, size 114” x 2”, signed and dated. 

c. An application fee—registered nurse, $25.00; licensed practical nurse, 
$15.00. 

d. Age, at least twenty years. 

e. Citizen of the United States or legal declaration of intention of 
becoming a citizen. A naturalized citizen or non-citizen must produce 
proof of citizenship or first papers. 

f. Good physical and mental health. 

g. Good moral character. 

h. Graduate of a school of nursing or course in practical nursing ac- 
credited by the accrediting authority of state in which located. General 
education and education for nursing is judged to be at a level required of 
graduates of schools of nursing or courses in practical nursing who are 
candidates for certificates. Records submitted with the application are 
evaluated on a basis of requirements of the State Board of Nursing for 
South Carolina in effect at the time of the applicant’s registration in the 
other jurisdiction, and on a basis of experiences of the applicant since 
that time as related to present day requirements. 

i. Verification of authorization to practice as a registered nurse or as 
a licensed practical nurse in another jurisdiction, and that a certificate has 
been issued on a basis of a recognized licensing examination. A registrant 
or licensee, authorized as such later than December 31, 1957, must have 
attained a standard score of not less than 350 of each test included in the 
licensing examination. Tests on which scores fell below 350 must be 
rewritten and passed in order for the applicant to qualify for a certificate. 

12.2. An applicant for certificate as registered nurse or as licensed prac- 
tical nurse who holds a certificate for practice in a jurisdiction outside of 
the continental United States must show that requirements of this Board 
are met. Requirements for such certificate include: 

a. A notarized application on form provided by the Board. 

b. Two photographs, size 14%4” x 2”, signed and dated. 

c. An application fee—registered nurse, $25.00; licensed practical nurse, 
$15.00. 

d. Age, at least twenty years. 

e. Citizen of the United States or legal declaration of intention of 
becoming a citizen. Naturalized citizens or non-citizens must produce 
proof of citizenship or first papers. 

f. Good physical and mental health. 

g. Good moral character. 

h. General education and education for nursing at a level required of 
graduates of schools of nursing and of courses for practical nursing in 
South Carolina who are candidates for certificates. This includes facility 
in reading, writing, and speaking the English language; and skills and 
knowledge in current concepts and practices of nursing. An applicant 
whose preparation for nursing was secured outside of this country, and 
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whose qualifications have been judged as satisfactory with the exception 
of those related to education for nursing, may qualify for a certificate by 
completing a supplemental course as prescribed by the Board to be covered 
in an accredited school of nursing or an accredited course in practical 
nursing, and upon completion of the course, writing the licensing ex- 
amination. An applicant who is a graduate of a school or course of special 
excellence, and who has written and passed State Board Test Pool 
Examinations with no standard score less than 350 may not be required to 
take the supplemental course or to write the licensing examination. 

i. Verification of authorization to practice as a registered nurse or as 
a licensed practical nurse or comparable title. 

12.3. An applicant for certificate as registered nurse or as a licensed 
practical nurse who has qualified to write the licensing examination in 
another jurisdiction and whose individual qualifications meet requirements 
of this Board, may be admitted to the licensing examination in this state 
provided requirements outlined under Regulations 11.3 and 11.5 are met. 


Regulation No. 13—-Temporary Permit: 

An applicant for certificate as registered nurse, or as licensed practical 
nurse whose preliminary credentials have been approved and whose fee 
has been paid, may request a permit to practice nursing temporarily as 
prescribed (56-967). 

13.1. A candidate for certificate as registered nurse or as licensed prac- 
tical nurse by examination, who applies to write the examination for the 
first time, pays the fee, and whose credentials have been judged as 
satisfactory, may obtain a permit to practice nursing pending receipt of 
results of the examination for which the application was made. 

13.2. An applicant who has not qualified for a certificate by failing to 
pass the licensing examination is not eligible for permit to practice nursing. 
She may apply to write the test(s) failed, and while awaiting the next 
scheduled examination she may secure added experience and pursue study 
in the area(s) of the examination that she failed. 

13.3. An applicant for a certificate as registered nurse or as a licensed 
practical nurse without examination (Refer to Regulation No. 12) who 
has filed application, paid the fee, and has produced statement of author- 
ization to practice in another jurisdiction, may be issued a permit to 
practice nursing in South Carolina pending completion and approval of 
application. A permit so issued shall authorize practice in the state with- 
out privilege of title or the use of abbreviation after name, and shall not 
exceed eight weeks. 


Regulation No. 14—Annual renewal of license is required of registrants 
and Licensees who practice as registered nurses and as licensed prac- 
tical nurses (15-1005). 

14.1. Active status means the status with the Board of a registrant or 
licensee who has renewed her license for the current year. The annual 
renewal period conforms to the calendar year, and all renewal applications 
with fees should be filed on or before December 31. For those nurses who

find it impossible to renew prior to this date, a period of grace which 
extends to February 28 is allowed. Failure to either renew the registration 
or license on or before February 28 subjects the individual to payment 
of the reinstatement fee plus the renewal fee for the current year. This 
is required for the registrant or licensee to bring-her registration or license 
to active status with the Board. (Refer to Regulation No. 6, Fees). 


Regulation No. 15—Inactive status may be requested by those who retire 
from nursing or leave the state (15-1006). : 

15.1. Inactive status may be requested by a registrant or licensee who 
holds a current renewal certificate, and who retires from nursing or 
leaves the state. A registrant or licensee requesting inactive status must 
fill in a form provided by the Board giving full information regarding 
reason for the request. When the Board determines that the request is 
valid, the individual is so notified and her name is placed on the inactive 
list. While retaining inactive status the nurse is not subject to payment 
of renewal fees and shall not practice nursing in South Carolina. Should 
she desire to return to the practice, of nursing in‘ the state, she must 
return the notice of inactive status, make application for a renewal cer- 
tificate, and submit the renewal fee for the current year. 


Regulation No. 16—The State Board of Nursing may revoke or suspend 
license for cause (56-1004). 

16.1. Reports of violations of the Act by registrants or licensees are 
investigated by the Board. When. an investigation indicates that there is 
‘cause for revocation or suspension of a license, the registrant or licensee 
is given due notice and fair opportunity for hearing. Subject on appeal 
to review by courts of the state, the Board by majority vote, on a basis 
of evidence which shows proof of guilt, may suspend or revoke a license. 
Just cause for revocation or suspension may be: 

a. Felony. 

b. Gross immorality. 

c. Addiction to alcohol or drugs, and/or violation of the Federal or 
state laws or municipal ordinance relating to narcotic drugs. 

d. Violation of standards of professional practice. (Refer to Regulation 
5.1, 5.2, 4.2 and 4.3 for definitions of standards of professional practice.) 
Regulation No. 17—Unlicensed practice (56-953, 56-981, 56-991). 

17.1. A registrant or licensee found guilty of any one of the following 
acts shall, subject to the court, be fined any sum not less than one 
hundred dollars nor more than two hundred dollars or imprisoned for a 
period of not less than thirty days nor more than ninety days, or both 
at the discretion of the court. 

a. The practice of nursing as a registered nurse or as a licensed prac- 
tical nurse in South Carolina without a certificate issued by the State 
Board of Nursing. 

b. Failure to renew certificate of license to practice as required by 
the statute, 56-1005, and to practice as a registered nurse or as a licensed 
practical nurse during the time that the license has lapsed.

c. The use of the abbreviation “R.N.” or the abbreviation “L.P.N.” after 
her name unless authorized by the Board so to do. 

d. The use of such title, abbreviation, sign, card, or other device to 
indicate such person has authorization to such practice unless authorized 
so to do by this Board under provisions of the law governing nursing in 
South Carolina. 


Regulation No. 18—Procedure for the Survey and Accreditation of 
Programs of Education for Nursing (56-1011, 56-1013, 56-1014, 56- 
1016, 56-1017, 56-1018). 


Explanation of Terms: Education for nursing may be centered in a 
hospital, a university or college; and for practical nursing, in a hospital 
or the public school system. For purposes of outlining survey and ac- 
creditation procedure, the term, “Educational Unit in Nursing” is used 
to apply to any one or all of the various types of programs. The State 
Board of Nursing for South Carolina is designated by law as the ac- 
crediting agency for programs in nursing and therefore the term “Ac- 
creditation” as here used means state accreditation. 

18.1. Definition of an Accredited Educational Unit in Nursing: An ac- 
credited educational unit in nursing is one that has been evaluated and, 
on a basis of the appraisal, has been judged by the State Board of Nursing 
as one which is meeting réquirements of the statute and regulations of 
the State Board of Nursing. 

18.2. Purpose of Accreditation: The purpose of the accreditation process 
is to assist educational units in nursing to attain excellence in their 
programs of preparation of individuals for the practice of nursing, and to 
designate to the public those schools and courses which give evidence 
of preparation of competent practitioners and which merit recognition of 
the Board. 

18.3. Method of Approach: The accreditation procedure is designed with 
an objective of helping educational units in nursing to plan and evaluate 
their own resources, goals, progress, and methods of operation. The State 
Board of Nursing judges an educational unit on the basis of the com- 

etence of its faculty, its methods of self-evaluation, its accomplishments 
to date, its present degree of excellence, the use that it is making of 
resources, and potentialities for further development. 

18.4. Faculty Evaluation: The faculty should from time to time, at 
regular intervals, assess the program in light of objectives that it has 
agreed upon. What evidence is there that: 

a. The stated purpose of the educational unit is a worthy and realistic 
one? 

b. The program of instruction is geared toward fulfillment of the stated 
purpose? 

c. The faculty as a group and as individuals are in accord with the 
stated philosophy? 

d. Each member of the faculty is fitted professionally and personally 
to perform functions that have been defined for her? 
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e. Each member of the faculty is prepared and willing to play her role 
in evaluating and developing further the needed improvements in the 
educational program? 

f. Students selected for admission to the educational unit in nursing 
possess demonstrated ability and a level of maturity necessary to carry 
successfully the educational program that has been designed for them? 

g. The general and clinical facilities are suitable for a dynamic educa- 
tional program in nursing, and that proper use is made of resources? 

h. Graduates of the educational unit in nursing are gainfully employed 
in positions in which they are making a worthwhile contribution, and 
from which they are deriving satisfaction? 


18.5. Survey: The survey of the educational unit in nursing is an 
evaluation tool which operates throughout the year, and the process in- 
cludes the collection and interpretation of data, consultation and, observa- 
tions and information at the time of the annual visit. The visitor reviews 
the data with administrative officers of the educational unit at the time 
of the visit, and later presents information in summary form to the State 
Board of Nursing for its appraisal. Visits may be made at times other than 
annually either upon request of the unit or as the need may arise. 


18.6. Status Assigned to an Educational Unit in Nursing: The Accredited 
status assigned may be Accreditation, Initial Accreditation, or Conditional 
Accreditation. 

a. Accreditation: When in the opinion of the State Board of Nursing, 
based upon data presented, reviewed and evaluated, the unit is operating 
in accordance with standards established by the Board, the unit is assigned 
a status of Accreditation and the name is placed on the list published by 
che Board. ; 

b. Conditional Accreditation: When deficiencies are found in an estab- 
lished program of education for nursing, its resources, or operational 
policies, the institution is so informed and this information constitutes a 
warning. A stated period of time is then given the educational unit in 
which to correct the defects which have been pointed out. The period of 
time designated is determinated on a basis of the nature and seriousness 
of the defect. When standards are not raised in accordance with require- 
ments of the Board within the period of time stated, the unit is then 
assigned a status of Conditional Accreditation and so listed. A unit as- 
signed this status is allowed a period of time up to one year from the 
date of notification in which to elevate its standards to a level acceptable 
to the Board. Should this not be accomplished within the year, the name 
of the educational unit in nursing is then removed from the accredited 
list published by the Board. When an educational unit has been designated 
as conditionally accredited, approval for further admission of students 
to the unit is denied until such time as it may produce evidence that there 
is a reasonable chance for the correction of deficiencies before the end 
of the designated period. After an educational unit has been either warned 
or notified of a change in accreditation status, the authorities of the 
controlling institution have full privilege of appearing before the Board 
and stating their position. 
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c. Initial Accreditation: An institution desiring to develop an educational 
unit in nursing must first request advice of the State Board of Nursing 
in regard to basic essentials for developing and operating such a unit. 
A representative of the Board will then visit the institution and ap- 
praise its resources in relation to a program of nursing. When on a 
basis of information presented and reviewed by the Board, it has deter- 
mined that the situation is appropriate for the establishment of a sound 
educational unit in nursing, the institution is so advised and is furnished 
with forms on which to make application for permission to start an educa- 
tional unit in nursing. A status of Initial Accreditation is then assigned 
to the unit and it is so listed. This status is continued while there is 
evidence of sound operation and growth for a length of time sufficient to 
give assurance of a secure and educationally sound development. At a 
time determined by the Board, the unit is advised that it may make 
application for full accreditation. 


Regulation No. 19—Basic Standards to be met by an Educational Unit in 
Nursing Accreditation by the State Board of Nursing for South 
Carolina. . 

19.1. A sound organizational structure and good administrative practices. 

19.2. Financial resources sufficient to give assurance of stability of pro- 
gram, educational resources, and qualified administrative and instructional 
personnel. 

19.3. The controlling institution is fully accredited by the appropriate 
approving agency: a hospital licensed by the Hospital Licensing Division 
of the State Board of Health of South Carolina, and accredited by the 
Joint Commission on Accreditation of Hospitals; a college or university 
approved by the Southern Association of Colleges and Secondary Schools; 
and a public school system approved by the South Carolina State Depart- 
ment of Education to offer a program in practical nursing. 

19.4. A sound educational philosophy stated in terms which express con- 
victions of the controlling authority and the faculty of the educational unit 
in regard to the need for high standards of practice and for high standards 
or preparation for the practice of nursing. 

19.5. A definitive statement of purpose. 

19.6. A curriculum built upon sound educational principles, one which 
reflects the stated philosophy and purpose of the educational unit regard- 
ing sound preparation for nursing, and which assures an appropriate bal- 
ance of classwork and nursing practice throughout the program. 

19.7. Sound methods and systematic practices of evaluating success of 
the educational program in terms of its stated purposes. 

19.8. Established policies regulating the grading system, testing program, 
class and experience attendance, promotion, and graduation. 

19.9. A faculty organization which functions in accordance with rules 
which provide regular meetings and committee activity directed toward 
advancing the aims of the educational unit in nursing. 
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19.10. Faculty members with preparation for teaching in areas in which 
they are employed to function, and sufficient in number appropriate to the 
design of the program and the size of student enrollment. 


19.11. Employment conditions and aids to faculty growth which are in 
line with current practices. 


19.12. Written job descriptions for instructional personnel which show 
evidence of activities appropriate to good teaching in the classroom and 
in the clinical nursing practice situation. 


19.13. Standards for the admission of students which fncldde. a testing 
program and selective devices which give assurance of a choice of students 
appropriate to the requirements of the educational program. 


19.14. A program of student guidance and personnel practices which 
permit a balance of class work, study, clinical experience, recreation, and 
rest. 


19.15. Where dormitories are provided, housing facilities and their super- 
vision are conductive to health, recreation, and gracious living. 


19. 16. Offices, class rooms, laboratories, and library are properly located, 
and are adequate in furnishings and resources for the size of the educational 
unit and type of program. 


19.17, Hospital and agency resources where student experiences are 
secured are such that nursing service practices and physical facilities are 
conducive to good learning experiences in nursing. 


Regulation No. 20—Approval for Change in Program Required: 


No statement contained in Regulation No. 18 or 19, or subheadings 
therein, is to be interpreted to mean that any educational unit in nursing 
(school of nursing or course in practical nursing) in existence at the time 
these regulations become effective, or thereafter, has permission to change 
the length, design or pattern of its present program as approved by this 
Board. Should an educational unit desire to change the length, design or 
pattern of its program, the administrative authority of the unit must first 
submit a written detailed description of the proposed plan to the State 
Board of Nursing for its evaluation. The unit-must secure the approval of 
the State Board of Nursing for the change before it is put into operation. 
In order to secure approval for the change as referred to, the unit should 
present data based upon principles of sound education for nursing which 
gives full justification for the change. 


Regulation No. 21—Experimental Programs: 


The State Board of Nursing is interested in experimentation which is 
directed toward finding ways of improving instructional methods, general 
administrative practices, and other phases of the program of education for 
nursing. An educational unit in nursing wishing to conduct an experiment 
of this nature must proceed in accordance with the following steps. 

21.1. Consult a representative of the State Board of Nursing for a 
discussion of ideas that the faculty may have regarding the proposal to 
conduct an experimental program. 
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21.2. Prepare a written proposal including the following information: 

a. A clear statement of the objectives of the proposed project. 

b. A statement giving information as to the name and _ qualifications 
of the person who will be responsible for the direction of the experimental 
process and its evaluation. . : 

c. Give information as to the ieaoated cost of. the eapeviaeh:, and the 
source of funds to be used. . 

d. Give evidence that the experiment will be conducted on a scientific 
basis with accurate and full recording and periodic reporting. 

e. Give full information.as to the evaluative methods to be used. 

f. Include a statement of the estimated period of time needed to conduct 
and conclude the project. 

21.3. The written proposal must be presented to the State Board of 
Nursing for its review and approval before ‘such a proposed: plan is 
activated. 

21.4. Consult frequently with the State Board’ of Nursing and present 
periodic progress reports. 

21.5. Present a detailed report of the experiment at its conclusion, such 
report to include a statement of the faculty regarding its opinion as to the 
value of the plan and its merits for continuation. 

21.6. The State Board of Nursing will consider recommendations con- 
tained in the final report, and on a basis of all available information, 
will make a decision as to the worth of the plan for continuation.

It appearing that the Rules and Regulations Governing the Operation 
of Motor Vehicles Used in the Business of Transporting Persons or Prop- 
erty for Compensation over the Public Highways of South Carolina, as 
issued by the Commission under its Order No. 2547, November 20, 1940, 
and amendments thereto issued in connection with and under authority 
of Sections 8507—8530 of the Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1932, as 
amended, should be revised to meet changed conditions, therefore, 

It is ordered: That the Rules and Regulations attached hereto and made 
a part hereof, and entitled: “Rules and Regulations Governing the Opera- 
tion of Motor Vehicles Used in the Business of Transporting Persons or 
Property for Compensation over the Public Highways of South Carolina, 
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Revised”, be and they are hereby approved, adopted and prescribed, 
effective February 1, 1959, and shall be observed by all carriers subject to 
the Motor Vehicle Carrier Law, Chapter 13, Sections 58-1401—58-1501, 
and Section 58-1536, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, as amended. 

It is further ordered: That the Rules and Regulations which were ap- 
proved, adopted and prescribed November 20, 1940, to become effective 
January 1, 1941, shall remain in full force and effect pending the effective- 
ness of the Rules and Regulations hereby prescribed. And, 

It is further ordered: That said Rules and Regulations approved, adopted 
and prescribed November 20, 1940, be and they are hereby vacated, 
effective February 1, 1959. 


Rules and Regulations 
Governing the Operation of Motor Vehicles Used in the Business of 
Transporting Persons or Property for Compensation Over the Public 
Highways of South Carolina Issued by the Public Service Com- 
mission (Order No. 10874—Docket No. 10712, December 10, 1958): 
These rules and regulations shall be observed by all carriers subject to 
the Motor Vehicle Carrier Law, Chapter 13, Sections 58-1401—58-1501, 
and Section 58-1536, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1952, as amended. 


Section 1. Definitions 

Rule 1. The term “Motor Vehicle Carrier Law’ means Chapter 13, 
Sections 58-1401—58-1501, and Section 58-1536, Code of Laws of South 
Carolina, 1952, as directly amended by Act No. 824 of the Acts of 1956, 
and Act No. 373 of the Acts of 1957. 

Rule 2. The term “State” means the State of South Carolina. 

Rule 3. The term “Commission” means the Public Service Commission 
of South Carolina. 

Rule 4. The term “Corporation” means a corporation, company, asso- 
ciation, or joint stock association. 

Rule 5. The term “person” means an individual, a firm or a copartner- 
ship. 

Rule 6. The term “Motor vehicle carrier” means every corporation, or 
person, their lessees, trustees or receivers, owning, controlling, operating, 
or managing any motor-propelled vehicles not usually operated on or 
over rails used in the business of transporting persons or property for 
compensation over any improved public highway or streets as hereinafter 
defined, in this State. 

Rule 7. The term “contract hauling”, as used in Section 58-1417, is 
construed to mean the hauling of freight or property by means of motor 
vehicles over the public highways of this State for compensation outside 
the incorporated limits of cities or towns, under special contract made 
by a contract carrier as hereinafter defined with a single patron or shipper, 
not upon regular schedule or over regular route; the same to be a solid 
vehicle load movement for one shipper or patron only at any one time 
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and no further patronage to be received from any other patron until 
entire cargo already received is delivered. 


Rule 8. The term “contract carrier” means any person, firm or corpora- 
tion engaged in the business of contract hauling of freight or property for 
compensation upon the highways of this State under special arrangement 
made by contract with the patron or shipper, and who does not propose 
to operate upon a regular schedule or over a regular route, or to haul 
for more than one shipper or patron at any one time, and who will 
not solicit or receive any further partonage for that trip until the entire 
cargo received from such shipper has been delivered. 


Rule 9. The term “solicit or receive patronage along the route” as 
used in Section 58-1417, means the asking for, or receiving of, any freight 
from any other patron after the one shipment is loaded until entire load 
is delivered; and no motor vehicle carrier operating under Certificate F 
shall have the right to receive any further partonage, after one shipment 
is received, for transportation on that vehicle until such shipment is de- 
livered. 

Rule 10. The term “carrying capacity” as used in Sections 58-1438 and 
58-1439, in relation to Class D, E, and F Certificate holders, means the 
actual carrying capacity of the vehicles to be operated under such cer- 
tificates, with, however, a thirty per cent overload allowance as provided 
in Section 58-1439. 

Rule 11. The term “Certificate” means the certificate of public con- 
venience and necessity authorized to be issued under the provisions of the 
Motor Vehicle Carrier Law as hereinbefore defined. 

Rule 12. The term “Class A Certificate holder” means a motor vehicle 
carrier of passengers over regular routes and upon regular schedules as 
filed with and approved by the Commission, and commonly known as a 
common carrier. 

Rule 13. The term “Class B Certificate holder’ means a motor vehicle 
carrier of passengers over regular routes but not upon regular schedule. 

Rule 14. The term “Class C Certificate holder” means a motor vehicle 
carrier of passengers not over regular routes or upon regular schedules, 
and who does not in any way solicit patronage outside of a radius of 
two miles of the corporate limits of the city in which he is licensed to do 
business, except upon such highways as are not served by a holder of 
Class A or B Certificate, and who does not solicit or receive patronage 
along the route outside of such two-mile radius. 

Rule 15. The term “Class D Certificate holder” means a motor vehicle 
carrier of property over regular routes and upon regular schedules as 
filed with and approved by the Commission, commonly known as a com- 
mon carrier. (See Rule No. 21.) 

Rule 16. The term “Class E Certificate holder’ means a motor vehicle 
carrier of property not upon any particular route or schedule, and who is 
commonly known as an irregular route common carrier. 

Rule 17. The term “Class F Certificate holder” means a motor vehicle 
carrier of property under contract as filed with and approved by the 
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Commission, and limited to not more than three such contracts, and who 
will operate over irregular routes upon irregular schedules, and who will 
not solicit or receive patronage along the route. (See Rules 7, 8 and 9.) 

Rule 18. The term “public highway” when used herein, means every 
road or highway in the State which is, or may hereafter be declared to be, 
a part of the State Highway System or any county highway system, or 
the streets of any city or town. 

Rule 19. The term “commodities in general”, when used in the Motor 
Vehicle Carrier Law of this state and the rules and regulations issued 
thereunder, does not include petroleum products in bulk in tank trucks, 
high explosives and other dangerous commodities, and household goods 
as defined in motor freight tariff 8-A, S. C. P. S. C—MF No. 26, and 
supplements and/or reissues. 

Rule 20. The proviso under Section 58-1404, as amended, provided that 
nothing contained in said section means that nothing in the said section 
shall apply to farmers or dairymen who occasionally, but do not regularly 
as a part of an established business, haul farm and/or dairy products for 
others for hire, but that persons who may also be engaged in part in 
farming operations but who make a regular business of transporting farm 
and/or dairy or other products for others for hire are not to be deemed 
farmers or dairymen for the purpose of this law, and, hence, are required 
to comply with this chapter of the Code in all respects like other persons 
engaged in motor transportation for hire. 

Rule 21. The provision of Section 58-1415 of the Code that “the Com- 
mission shall have power to grant a Certificate D for property carrying 
vehicles which will operate upon regular routes and schedules”, insofar as 
it relates to the term “regular schedules” is construed to mean that where 
motor freight operators operate between fixed termini daily or upon fixed 
days, but who may not leave the termini at the same time daily nor at the 
same time upon such fixed days, they are to be deemed operating upon 
regular schedule for the purpose of this chapter of the Code, and, hence, 
are required to comply with it in all respects like other persons engaged in 
motor transportation of freight for hire over regular routes on regular 
schedules. 

Section 2. Application for Certificates 


Rule 22. Motor vehicle carriers desiring to operate in this State shall 
file with the Commission on forms to be furnished by the Commission 
application for a certificate of public convenience and necessity so to do. 

Rule 23. Application for Class A Certificates shall be accompanied by: 

(a) One copy of tariff naming rates and fares with rules and regulations 
governing same on forms to be furnished or approved by the Commission. 

(b) One copy of time schedule on forms to be furnished or approved by 
the Commission. 

(c) One copy of proposed route in detail over highways, roads, and 
streets on forms to be furnished by the Commission. 

(d) Any other exhibits that might assist the Commission in determining 
the reasonableness of the application. 
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Rule 24. Application for Class B Certificates shall be accompanied by: 

(a) One copy of tariff naming rates and fares with rules and regulations 
governing same on forms to be furnished or approved by the Commission. 

(b) One copy of proposed route or routes in detail over highways, 
roads and streets on forms to be furnished by the Commission. 

(c) Any other exhibits that might assist the Commission in determining 
the reasonableness of the application. 

Rule 25. Applications for Class C Certificates shall be accompanied by: 

(a) One copy of tariff naming rates and fares with rules and regulations 
governing same on forms to be furnished or approved by the Commission. 

(b) Any other exhibits that might assist the Commission in determining 
the reasonableness of the application. 

Rule 26. Applications for Class D Certificates shall be accompanied by: 

(a) One copy of time schedules on forms to be furnished or approved by 
the Commission. 

(b) One copy of proposed route in detail over highways, roads and 
streets on forms to be furnished by the Commission. 

(c) Any other exhibits that might assist the Commission in determining 
the reasonableness of the application. 

Rule 27. Applications for Class E Certificates shall be accompanied by: 

(a) One copy of Exhibit C, clearly describing the commodities to be 
hauled and the territory sought to be served. 

_ (b) Any other exhibits that might assist the Commission in determining 
the reasonableness of the application. 

Rule 28. Applications far Class F Certificates shall be accompanied by: 

(a) Two copies of each contract, completely filled out and properly 
executed. 

(b) Any other exhibits that might assist the Commission in determining 
the reasonableness of the application. 

Rule 29. All exhibits or papers submitted must be plainly written on one 
side of the paper only, size of paper to be not smaller than 8% x 11 inches, 
and the same shall be considered a part of the application. 

Rule 30. Applications for Class A, B, D, or E Certificates shall be 
accompanied by a certified check in the amount of $50.00 payable to the 
Commission to guarantee, first, the applicant’s appearance at the public 
hearing to be held in connection with his application, and to guarantee the 
inauguration of satisfactory service in the event such application is ap- 
proved, check to be forfeited in the event either of these requirements is 
not complied with; otherwise, the amount of such check to be returned to 
the applicant. 

Rule 31. Applicants for Class A, B, D, or E Certificates of Public 
Convenience and Necessity shall have notice of hearing on such applica- 
tions published in one newspaper of each county into or through which 
the proposed serivce would operate at least fifteen days before the date 
of such hearing, such notice to be in the form of the Commission’s notice 
of such hearing to affected parties, and the affidavit of the publisher of 
such newspaper giving date of publication of notice shall be filed with the 
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Commission by the applicant at the beginning of such hearing or prior 
thereto. 

Rule 32. No service shall be inaugurated under Certificates as issued 
by the Commission within thirty days after the granting of such Certificates 
unless there shall have been no objection to the granting of such Cer- 
tificate at the hearing held thereon. In the event there is no objection to 
the granting of the Certificate, the service shall be inaugurated within 
thirty days after the granting of such Certificate or the holder thereof 
shall show good and sufficient cause to the Commission why the same is 
not done; otherwise, the Certificate shall be revoked. 


Section 3. Certificates and Annual Reports 


Rule 33. Certificates of public convenience and necessity will not be 
issued to two or more persons operating under a trade name, unless 
organized in a manner that will definitely fix responsibility. 

Rule 34. Any certificate to operate a motor propelled vehicle for the 
transportation of persons or property, either or both, for compensation, 
obtained upon any application by any false affidavit or representation shall 
be subject to revocation and cancellation by the Commission. 

Rule 35. Every motor vehicle carrier shall keep on file in its main 
office, subject to inspection by the Commission, a daily record of all 
vehicles used, including vehicles substituted, showing: 

1. Complete description of each vehicle used. - 

2. Number of trips and to what points each of said vehicles were 
operated. ; 

Rule 36. Every motor vehicle carrier shall file with the Commission 
on or before March 31st of each year on forms prescribed and furnished by 
the Commission an annual report for the preceding calendar year. 

Rule 37. No Certificate or rights thereunder shall be sold, assigned, 
leased, transferred, mortgaged, pledged, or hypothecated, by the sale of 
stock or otherwise, unless first authorized by the Commission. Application 
for such sale or transfer must be made on forms prescribed and furnished 
by the Commission, and no sale or transfer of any Certificate heretofore 
issued by this Commission will be approved unless and until all license 
fees due for operations under such Certificate shall have been paid to the 
Commission and all liens or other encumbrances authorized by the Com- 
mission shall have been paid, and provided that every authority to en- 
cumber or hypothecate a Certificate shall be subject to any accrued and 
unpaid license fees. 

Rule 38. In case of change of ownership or control of the motor vehicle 
carrier’s property, facilities and services of any motor vehicle carrier 
or when its name is changed, the individual, firm, association or corpora- 
tion which takes over such property and facilities, and which will there- 
after perform such service, if it desires to use the time schedules, time 
tables, distance tables and tariffs of the former owner, shall in addition 
to complying with the provisions of Rule 37 of the rules, file with the 
Commission and post in its principal office and at each station or regular 
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stopping place along its route an adoption notice in substantially the 
following form, size of paper to be not smaller than 8% x 11 inches:

Section 4. Tariff Naming Rates and Fares with Rules and Regulations 


Passenger Tariffs 

Rule 39. Copies of tariffs naming rates and fares to be charged, 
together with rules and regulations, if any, governing same shall be kept 
open for public inspection by every motor vehicle carrier at its principal 
office and at the terminus of each route or routes and at the principal 
station or stations thereon. Tariffs naming passenger rates must be 
posted in a conspicuous place in every motor vehicle and at places regularly 
used for loading and unloading along the line or route. 

Rule 40. Passenger tariffs must contain fixed rules and regulations, 
if any, which govern the tariff in clear and explicit terms, setting forth: 

1. All privileges of stop-overs, extension of time limit, restrictions out- 
lined in certificate, refund for unused and partly used tickets, children’s 
fares, baggage rules, excess baggage rates, etc. 

2. Rates from or to intermediate points not named in tariff will be the 
same as the rates from or to the next more distant point named. 

3. Full explanation of reference marks and technical abbreviations used 
in tariff, 

4. Adult fares definitely and specifically stated in cents or dollars and 
cents per passenger, together with the names of the stations or stopping 
places from and to which they apply arranged in a simple and systematic 
manner. 

5. Location of stopping point in each terminal municipality. 

6. Commutation rates by ticket or otherwise if any, 

Rule 41. No motor vehicle carrier, operating under a Class A Certificate 
as issued by the Commission shall enter into any inter-line ticket agree- 
ment whereby passengers may be transported over two or more lines 
with equal or greater distance for less than the established fare over the 
direct route or operation. 

Rule 42. The maximum minimum bus fares in South Carolina shall not 
exceed twenty-five cents for distances not exceeding ten miles. 

Rule 43. Changes in tariffs or any rule or regulation governing same 
must be as follows: 
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1. A new tariff must be issued bearing the next consecutive P. S. C. S. C. 
number and shall show reference to the tariff cancelled as follows: 
P. S.C. S. C. No. 2 cancels P. S. C. S. C. No. 1. 

2. Tariff publications and supplements thereto (except temporary round 
trip excursion fares), must indicate increases and reductions made in 
existing rates, fares, rules or regulations by prefixing to same the 
following symbols: 

I to indicate increase. 

R to indicate reductions. 

Clear explanation of these symbols must be shown in the tariff. 

3. Two copies of such tariffs must be filed with the Commission and 
notice must be given to the public by posting copies in a conspicuous 
place at each station or stopping place affected at least thirty days before 
the effective date thereof. 

4. After such thirty days’ notice, the tariff will be considered in full 
force and effect unless ordered withdrawn, modified or suspended. 

5. The Commission may, on its own motion or on the filing of a 
sufficient protest by any person or persons affected, order such tariff 
withdrawn, modified or suspended. 

Rule 44. (Applicable to both passenger and freight tariffs.) No motor 
vehicle carrier shall charge, demand, collect, or receive a greater or less, 
or different, compensation for the transportaion of persons or property, or 
for any services in connection therewith, than the rates, fares and charges 
applicable to such motor vehicle carrier as specified in its tariffs filed 
and in effect at the time, nor shall any motor vehicle carrier refund or 
remit in any manner or by any device any portion of the rates, fares 
or charges so specified, except upon an order of permission from the 
Commission, nor extend to any corporation or person any privileges or 
facilities in the transportation of persons or property except such as are 
regularly and uniformly extended to all corporations and persons. Provided, 
motor bus operators in the State may grant to regularly ordained ministers 
of the gospel clergy rates over their lines. 

Rule 45. No motor vehicle carrier shall pay any commission to any 
individual, firm, association or corporation, their lessees, trustees or 
receivers, for the sale of any ticket or fare unless upon contract or 
agreement in writing between the parties previously filed with and approved 
by the Commission. 

Rule 46. Freight tariffs shall be filed in accordance with Order No. 
2527, as amended. 


Section 5. Time Schedules—Rules and Regulations 

Rule 47. Time schedules must be made up as follows: 

1. Time schedules must be numbered consecutively in the upper right- 
hand corner, beginning with No. 1, and must show the number of the 
time schedule cancelled thereby, if any. 

2. Name of the motor vehicle carrier. (If the motor vehicle carrier 
is not an incorporated company and a trade name is used, the names 
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of the individuals composing such motor vehicle carrier must precede such 
trade name.) 

3. The termini or points between which the time schedules apply 
briefly stated. 

4. Date issued and date effective. 

Rule 48. Time schedules must show: 

1. The time of arrival and departure at and from all termini. 

2. The time of departure from intermediate points between termini. 

3. The distance between all points shown in the schedule. 

Rule 49. At least one copy of such time schedule shall be posted in a 
conspicuous place, easily accessible for public inspection at each station 
or regular stopping place on the line or route, and a copy shali be in 
possession of each operator or driver. 

Rule 50. Time schedules filed with the Commission and posted for the 
information of the public must be adhered to. 

Rule 51. Changes in time schedules affecting the time of arrival or 
departure of any motor vehicle at or from any station or stopping place 
on its line or route, or which will effect an increase or a reduction in 
the number of motor vehicles operated over any scheduled line or route, 
or which will effect an increase or a reduction in the amount of passenger 
service rendered in any terminal, station or intermediate point must be 
made as follows: 

1. A new time schedule must be issued bearing the next consecutive 
number and shall show reference to number of time schedule cancelled 
thereby as follows: TIME SCHEDULE NO. 2 CANCELS TIME 
SCHEDULE NO. 1. 

2. Two copies of the proposed time schedule shall be filed with the 
Commission, accompanied by copies of the notice as published in con- 
nection therewith and hereafter required, and notice given to the public 
by posting a copy in a conspicuous place in each station, and by publishing 
notice of such proposed change in at least one newspaper in each county, 
in, into, or through which the service will operate thirty days prior to 
the effective date of such change, and any objection to the said change 
in schedule shall be filed with the Commission fifteen days prior to the 
effective date of the said change. 

3. After such thirty days’ notice, such time schedule will be considered 
in full force and effect unless ordered withdrawn, modified or suspended. 

4. The Commission may, on its own motion, or on the filing of a 
sufficient protest of any person or persons affected, order such time 
schedule withdrawn, modified or suspended. 

Rule 52. Time schedules as proposed by operators are approved by 
the Commission upon representation of the operators involved that the 
operation of such schedules may be made without violating the law of 
the State as to speed limits. 

Rule 53. All interruptions of regular service where such interruptions 
are likely to continue for more than twenty-four hours shall be promptly 
reported in writing to the Commission and to the public along the route 
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with full statement of the cause of such interruption and its probable 
duration. 


Rule 54. Discontinuance of service for a period of three consecutive 
days without authority of the Commission may be deemed a forfeiture of 
all rights secured under and by virtue of any order or permission to 
operate issued by the Commission. 

Rule 55. No motor vehicle carrier shall voluntarily discontinue the 
service called for under certificate and time schedule filed thereunder with- 
out first having given to the Commission and to the public at least ten 
days’ notice, in writing, of the intention to discontinue such service and 
having secured from the Commission permission so to do. 


Section 6. Insurance—Surety Bonds—C. O. D. Bonds 

Rule 56. Every applicant for a license shall before such license is 
issued, and before any operation, file with the Commission public liability 
and property damage insurance policy, Certificate of Insurance or surety 
bond with a company authorized to do business in South Carolina covering 
each motor vehicle used or to be used by the applicant. 

Rule 57. Each policy or bond issued under the provisions of Section 
58-1481, South Carolina Code, 1952, as amended, and this section, shall 
carry the following endorsement: 


ENDORSEMENT FOR MOTOR VEHICLE CARRIER POLICIES 
OF INSURANCE FOR PUBLIC LIABILITY AND PROPERTY 
DAMAGE UNDER SECTION 58-1481, SOUTH CAROLINA CODE, 
1952, AS AMENDED: The policy to which this endorsement is attached 
is an automobile liability policy and is hereby amended to assure com- 
pliance by the insured as a motor carrier of passengers or property, with 
Section 58-1481 of the South Carolina Code of 1952, as amended, and the 
Rules and Regulations of The Public Service Commission. In consideration 
of the premium stated in the policy to which this endorsement is attached,

It is understood and agreed that 
upon failure of the Company to pay any such final judgment recovered 
against the insured, the judgment creditor may maintain an action in 
any court of competent jurisdiction against the Company to compel such 
payment. The bankruptcy or insolvency of the insured shall not relieve 
the Company of any of its obligations hereunder. 
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The liability of the Company extends to such losses, damages, injuries, or 
deaths whether occurring on the route or in the territory authorized to be 
served by the insured, or elsewhere in the State of South Carolina. 

The liability of the Company on each motor vehicle for the following 
limits shall be a continuing one notwithstanding any recovery hereunder:

This endorsement may not be cancelled or its terms or conditions altered, 
amended or otherwise changed in any particular without cancellation of the 
policy to which it is attached. Such cancellation may be effected by the 
Company or the Insured giving thirty (30) days’ notice in writing to 
The Public Service Commission at its office in Columbia, S. C., copy of 
such cancellation notice to be given to the Insured or the Company as 
the case may be, and said thirty (30) day’s notice to commence to run 
from the date notice is actually received at the office of said commission.

Rule 61. No motor vehicle carrier operating under the terms of Sections 
58-1401 through 58-1501, and Section 58-1536, of the Code of Laws of South 
Carolina, 1952, as amended, shall accept for transportation and delivery 
any C.O.D. shipments until such motor vehicle carrier has filed with the 
Commission either cash bond or surety bond in the amount of $1,000, 
such bond conditioned for the payment of C.O.D. shipments transported 
by such carrier within five days of delivery thereof. 
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Rule 62. Failure to file and keep all insurance or bonds, as required under 
this section, in full force and effect shall be cause for revocation of 
certificate and license. 


Section 7. Operation 


Rule 63. For the purpose of identification and information to the public, 
all motor vehicles, including substitute or emergency vehicles, while being 
operated under a certificate of public convenience and necessity, shall have 
displayed in such vehicles in a conspicuous place a permit furnished by the 
Commission, and shall have displayed on the rear of such vehicles the 
license plates as issued by the Public Service Commission. 


Rule 64. In case a motor vehicle carrying passengers becomes disabled 
while en route and is unable to proceed, any passenger or passengers on 
such disabled vehicle shall have the privilege of proceeding upon any other 
passenger-carrying vehicle operating under a certificate from the Commis- 
sion, on the same route or portion of route, and it shall be the duty of 
the driver of any such passenger-carrying vehicle to stop on signal and 
receive such passengers to the extent of the unoccupied seating capacity 
of such vehicle and carry the same to destination or as near destination 
as the route of the passing vehicle will permit. The motor-vehicle carrier 
whose passengers are thus relieved shall pay the second carrier a share 
of the transportation fee proportionate to the distance such passengers 
are transported by relieving carrier. 


Rule 65. All motor vehicles shall be operated in accordance with the 
requirements of the State laws and no driver or operator thereof shall 
operate the same in any other than a careful and prudent manner, nor at 
any greater speed than is reasonable or proper, having due regard to 
the traffic and use of the way by others, or so as to endanger the life and 
limb of any person, and drivers of such vehicles shall give half of the 
road to an approaching vehicle, and shall stop, and not pass any school 
bus picking up or discharging passengers. When lights are in use, they 
shall be dimmed or deflected when approaching another vehicle from the 
front. (See Part 2, Commission’s Safety Rules and Regulations.) 

Rule 66. Drivers of motor vehicles shall be of good moral character, 
shall be fully competent to operate the vehicles under their charge, and 
shall hold a driver’s license and a driver’s permit as provided by State 
law. (See Safety Rules 1.1—1.32.) 

Rule 67. No driver or operator of a motor vehicle shall drink any 
intoxicating liquor during the time he is on duty, or operate a motor 
vehicle while under the influence of intoxicants or narcotics, nor shall he 
receive fares or make change while vehicle is in motion. (See Safety Rules 
1.1—1.32.) : 

Rule 68. No driver or operator of a motor vehicle used for the trans- 
portation of passengers shall permit on the front seat of such vehicle 
more than the number of persons for which originally designed. 

Rule 69. Motor bus operators shall not permit motor buses used in 
inter-city service to leave terminal points in South Carolina with more than 
ten passengers standing, and no passenger shall be left in such terminal 
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point for later schedules. After leaving such terminal point such operators 
may permit additional passengers to be picked up and carried to destina- 
tion or to the next terminal point, regardless of the number of standees 
this would cause, except that in no event shall such standees be permitted 
to stand anywhere that would obstruct the driver’s clear view through the 
right front door; and, Provided, that on local bus lines of not over fifteen 
miles in length, the operators of such routes may permit standees on 
buses used in such service, regardless of the number, except that in no 
event shall passengers be permitted to stand anywhere that would obstruct 
the driver’s clear view through the right front door. “Terminal points” as 
used herein means where reserve or stand-by equipment is maintained, or 
properly qualified equipment may be hired or otherwise obtained for 
transportation of overloads. 

Rule 70. All bus operators operating in South Carolina are required 
to cause their buses to wait at least fifteen minutes for late connections 
if so much time be necessary. 

Rule 71. Smoking in any motor bus operated in the State of South 
Carolina shall cease upon objection of any passenger. 

Rule 72. No motor vehicle carrier controlling, operating, or managing 
any motor vehicle used in the transportation of persons or property shall 
allow any driver or operator of such motor vehicle to work as a driver 
or operator for more than a maximum of ten driving hours in any twenty- 
four hour period, and such driver or operator shall have at least eight 
consecutive hours’ rest in every twenty-four hour period, and shall in no 
instance allow drivers in their employ to drive motor vehicles in their 
charge for more than sixty hours in any seven consecutive days. (See 
Safety Regulations, Part 5.) 

Rule 73. A certificate of public convenience and necessity authorizing 
the transportation of property only does not authorize the transportation of 
persons. No motor vehicle carrier holding a certificate authorizing the 
transportation of property only shall transport persons either with or 
without compensation over a route or portion of route covered by a cer- 
tificate authorizing the transportation of persons. (See Safety Rule 2.36.) 

Rule 74. All drivers of motor buses in South Carolina, whether regular, 
extra, or the owner of the line, shall, while on such duty, wear a cap of 
military, or like, design, with a label on the front thereof showing the 
name of the operator and carrying an identifying number, such as: 

“IMPERIAL BUS COMPANY NO. 1” 

Rule 75. Except when specifically authorized by the Commission no 
motor vehicle used in the transportation of passengers shall be operated 
or driven with any trailer or any other vehicle attached thereto, except 
in case a vehicle becomes disabled while on a trip and is unable to run 
from its own power such disabled vehicle may be towed to the nearest 
available point where repair facilities are maintained. 

Rule 76. Accidents arising from, or in connection with, the operation of 
motor vehicles used in the transportation of persons or property resulting 
in injury to any person or in damage to any property to an apparent ex- 
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tent of $25.00 or more shall be immediately reported to the Commission in 
writing. (See Safety Rules 2.32 and 4.1—4.6.) 


Rule 77. The amount of baggage that may be carried in a vehicle with 
passengers shall not be greater than can be safely and conveniently carried 
without causing discomfort to the passengers. 


Rule 78. All bus operators operating in South Carolina shall provide 
an adequate system of checking baggage and shall check each piece of 
baggage transported by them and shall give the stub of such check to the 
owner of such baggage, except in the case of small pieces of baggage 
which are personally handled by the passengers themselves, 

Rule 79. Subject to the conditions of Rules 77 and 78 of the Com- 
mission’s Rules governing the operation of motor vehicle carriers in South 
Carolina, three pieces of hand baggage not to exceed a total weight of 
one hundred pounds, and not to exceed in value fifty dollars for each such 
piece of baggage, shall be checked and carried free of charge for each 
adult passenger. Baggage of additional weight and/or value shall be de- 
clared at the time of checking the same, and such excess baggage whether 
of weight or value, or both, shall be transported by the carrier at rates 
to be approved by the Commission. 


Rule 80. No motor vehicle shall leave the terminus on any trip re- 
quiring travel after one-half hour after sunset, or before one-half hour 
before sunrise, unless its lighting system is in proper condition. Should the 
lighting system become defective or out of order, the vehicle shall be 
brought to a stop at a point off the line of travel of the roadway and shall 
not proceed until defect is remedied, or if unable to remedy operator may 
proceed to nearest place for repairs. 

Rule 81. Any and all operators of for-hire vehicles, which ply the 
streets of any city or town, or who openly on the public highways of the 
State display a sign, flag, or any device which may call the attention of 
the public to the fact that they are in the transportation business, will 
be construed by the Commission as being in such business and as soliciting, 
and will be amenable to and will be required to comply with the Motor 
Vehicle Carrier Law. 


Rule 82. Bus drivers and operators shall not use bus passenger waiting 
rooms as a loafing room while off duty, and such drivers and operators will 
use these waiting rooms only when necessary to properly conduct their 
business; and when in such rooms will conduct themselves in an orderly 
manner. In no instance shall such bus driver or operator smoke any 
cigar, cigarette, pipe, tobacco or other substance while in a bus passenger 
waiting room in South Carolina. 

Rule 83. No Negro porter shall be allowed or permitted to take up 
tickets from passengers on motor buses operated within the State of 
South Carolina. 

Section 8. Equipment 

Rule 84. Every motor vehicle shall be maintained in a safe and sanitary 
condition at all times and shall be at all times subject to inspection by the 
Commission and its duly authorized representatives. 
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Rule 85. Every motor vehicle shall, when leaving a terminus, be 
equipped with at least one extra serviceable tire, capable of fitting each 
wheel. 


Rule 86. Every motor vehicle shall be equipped with a standard 
speedometer which shall be maintained in good working order. 

Rule 87. Every motor vehicle shall carry at all times at least two wheel 
chocks. 


Rule 88. Every enclosed (bus) motor vehicle used in the transportation 
of passengers shall have an emergency door in the rear, or on the side 
of the vehicle at or near the rear, except such buses as are constructed in 
accordance with The Interstate Commerce Commission’s Rules 193.61, 
193.62 and 193.63. 

Rule 89. Every bus shall carry at all times one metal first aid kit with 
supplies sufficient for ten injured persons. (See Safety Rule 3.492 B.) 

Rule 90. Motor Vehicle Carrier vehicles when used for the transporta- 
tion of explosives shall display the word “EXPLOSIVES” in letters not 
less than six inches high on the front, rear, and each side thereof. The 
ends and sides of such vehicles, when of the open body type, must be high 
enough to prevent packages of explosives from falling off, and in no 
event shall the explosives be loaded to within twelve inches of the top 
of the body of such vehicles, and the floor must be so tight that nothing 
can be passed through it. Any exposed metal on the sides of the body, 
liable to come in contact with explosives, must be covered or protected 
with wood or other non-metallic material. Such vehicles must be equipped 
with at least two fire extinguishers of standard make. No metal, metal 
tools, carbides, oils, matches, fire arms, electric storage batteries, in- 
flammable substances, acids, oxidizing or corrosive compounds shall be 
carried in the bed or body of any such motor vehicle used for the trans- 
portation of explosives. Blasting caps or electric blasting caps must not be 
hauled on a vehicle containing other explosives. Explosives shall be 
transported only in trucks or semi-trailer trucks to which no trailers are 
attached. If the transportation of explosives is between the hours of sunset 
and sunrise the front and rear “EXPLOSIVES” sign must be illuminated. 
Explosives shall not be transported in any vehicle transporting passengers. 
(See Safety Rule 2.131.) 

Rule 91. Every motor vehicle shall be equipped with (a) two stop 
lights on the rear, one at each side, and head lamps of the dual- or multiple- 
beam type. (b) Safety glass: where glass is used in windshields, windows, 
doors, et cetera, it shall be standard safety glass, approved by the American 
Standards Association; (c) brakes on all wheels, except any semi-trailer 
the gross weight of which does not exceed 3,000 pounds. (See Part 3 
Commission’s Safety Rules and Regulations.) 


Section 9. Penalties and Cancellation 
Rule 92. Failure on the part of any owner, driver or operator of a 
motor vehicle to comply with any rules and regulations of the Commission 
or requirements of Acts of the General Assembly of South Carolina now 
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or hereafter in force, will be sufficient cause for the Commission, in its 
discretion, to revoke his certificate, or permit. 

Rule 93. The foregoing rules and regulations are for general application, 
and are subject to such changes and modifications as the Commission, from 
time to time, may determine advisable and also such exceptions as may be 
considered by the Commission as just and reasonable in individual cases. 


PUBLIC WELFARE DEPARTMENT 
Promulgated under authority of Act No. 659 of 1956 


LICENSING DAY CARE FACILITIES AND NURSERIES 
(Revised July 15, 1958) 
(Filed in the office of the Secretary of State November 12, 1958) 


These Rules and Regulations supersede those filed with the Secretary of 
State September 15, 1956 and amendments thereto filed July 30, 1957. 


I. The Law 


According to Act 659 enacted by the General Assembly of South Caro- 
lina in March, 1956, “Any agency, institution, or family home engaged in 
the business of receiving children for care and maintenance, either part 
time or full time, shall be classed a child welfare agency.” 


Exceptions are (1) the existing agencies operating under established 
religious denomination except as these agencies voluntarily assume the 
rights and obligations of this Act; (2) The Children’s Bureau; (3) any 
children’s home or institution to which state funds are appropriated. 


Responsibility: “The Department of Public Welfare shall administer the 
provisions of this Act and shall make and promulgate such rules and regu- 
lations relating to licensing standards and other matters as may be neces- 
sary to carry out the purposes of this Act.” 


Fee: Every child welfare agency shall pay an annual license fee of five 
dollars. This means that each child welfare agency receiving a license shall 
pay a fee and each foster family home operating independently or under 
the supervision of the Department of Public Welfare, or a licensed agency, 
whether for full time care of children, for day care or temporary care in- 
cluding any part of the day or night, shall pay an annual fee of five dollars, 
($5.00). 


Revocation of License: The Department of Public Welfare may revoke 
the license of any child welfare agency which fails to maintain the proper 
standards of care and service to children in its charge or which violates 
any provision of this Act. No license shall be revoked or its renewal re- 
fused except upon thirty (30) days’ written notice thereof. Upon appeal 
from such revocation or refusal to renew a license, the Department of 
Public Welfare shall after thirty (30) days’ written notice thereof, hold a 
hearing at which time the family shall be given an opportunity to present 
testimony and confront witnesses. 
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Removal of a Child: “A licensed child welfare agency may place children 
in family homes for care, if authorized to do so by the Department of 
Public Welfare. Any child so placed may be taken from such family home 
when the child welfare agency responsible for his care is satisfied that the 
child’s welfare requires such action.” 


Confidential Information: No officer, agent or employee of the Depart- 
ment of Public Welfare or day care facility or nursery “shall directly or 
indirectly disclose information learned about the children, their parents or 
relatives, or other persons having custody or control of them.” 


Penalties: Any person and any officer, agent or employee of the De- 
partment of Public Welfare or of a day care facility or nursery “who 
violates any of the provisions of this Act, or who shall intentionally make 
any false statement to the Department of Public Welfare shall, upon con- 
viction thereof, be punished by a fine of not more than one hundred dollars, 
or by imprisonment for not more than one year, or by both such fine and 
imprisonment, in the discretion of the court.” 


II. Definitions 


“Minor children” for the purpose of these regulations shall mean chil- 
dren under the age of 18. 

“Adult” shall mean a person 21 years or older. 

“Infant” shall mean a child under two years of age. 

“Day care facility” shall mean and include any agency, institution, cen- 
ter, home, day nursery, nursery school, play school, or other place, how- 
ever styled and whether operated under public auspices or as a private 
business, in which are received for temporary custodial care apart from 
their parents, part of the day or ali day and upon any number of successive 
days any two or more children not of common parentage; but the term 
does not include any facility of any agency to which State funds are appro- 
priated, nor does it include any kindergarten or school which has as its 
primary function educational instruction and which operates (1) under 
the supervision of the State Board of Education or a County Board of 
Education, or (2) under a qualified teacher; or (3) less than four hours 
per day. Provided, however, that any kindergarten or school exempted 
under this provision may be licensed upon its voluntary agreement to 
subject itself to the terms and provision of the law relating to child wel- 
fare agencies (Section 71-240 to 71-240.8, inclusive, Code of Laws of South 
Carolina, 1952, as amended). Facilities owned and operated by established 
religious denominations may be included only if such facilities voluntarily 
assume the rights and obligations of the licensing Act. 


A “Nursery” may mean or include any home, center, agency, school or 
place, however styled, where four or more children not of common 
parentage are received for care, apart from their parents whether for 
compensation, reward, or otherwise, during part or all the day or night 
and upon any number of successive days and nights. 

A “Foster family day care home” (boarding home for day care) is one 
in which care is given for one or more children during the day only and 
who are returned to their own homes at night. 
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A “group day care home” is one which provides for the care and de- 
velopment of six or more children away from their own homes, for a 
period of four to twelve hours regularly during the day time. 


III. Licensing 
A. Requirements 

1. Each day care facility or nursery shall be studied by a duly qualified 
representative of the Department of Public Welfare, or by a licensed child 
placing agency. 

2. The license shall be renewed annually. 

3. The license applies only to the facility at the time the approval for 
license is given and a change of address automatically cancels the license. 
It is necessary for a new license to be issued in order to continue to care 
for children. The responsible person should notify the State Department of 
Public Welfare or the County Welfare Department, of the change in ad- 
dress prior to the change. No additional fee is required for a change of 
license within the year for which the original license was issued. 

4. The facility may not care for more children than the number given 
on the license. If additional space becomes available or other changes are 
made which indicate an increase in the license, the County Department may 
request the State Department of Public Welfare to increase the number of 
children to be cared for by the facility. 

5. Any changes in the facility or its operation which affect the best in- 
terest of children under care shall be reported immediately to the County 
Department of Public Welfare or to the State Department. 

B. Application for License 

1. An application form supplied by the Department of Public Welfare 
shall be used for all day care facilities and nurseries. The application, 
signed by a responsible person who is to operate the facility or who is 
responsible for its operation, must be on file in the State Department 
before a license can be issued. 

2. A recommendation for approval of a license shall be made by the 
County Department of Public Welfare in which the day care facility or 
nursery is located. 

3. A fee of five dollars ($5.00) for the license shall accompany the ap- 
plication. 

C. The Licensing Procedure 

1. Each application to conduct a day care facility or nursery will be 
studied by a representative of the Department of Public Welfare. The 
County Department making the study will send to the State Department 
of Public Welfare the signed application, including the recommendation 
of the agency, and the license fee of $5.00. 

2. Some definite action shall be taken on every application for a license. 

3. A license shall be issued or denied on a basis of the review of a study 
and recommendation sent to the State Department by a County Depart- 
ment of Public Welfare. 

4. The license which states the kind of day care facility or nursery, the 
number of children to be cared for at one time and the date on which the 
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license will expire will be mailed directly to the person signing the appli- 
cation of the day care facility or nursery. At the same time, notification 
that the license has been issued will be sent to the County Department. 


D. License 

1. The license is not transferable. 

2. The license is valid for one year from the date issued and only if the 
facility remains at its same address. 

3. Kinds of licenses: 

a. Standard License is issued when a day care facility or nursery meets 
the rules and regulations for licensing day care facilities or nurseries. 

b. Provisional License may be issued when a day care facility or 
nursery is meeting a real need but does not temporarily meet the rules and 
regulations of the Department. “Temporarily” implies that the condition 
can be corrected. A provisional license may be issued only two times. 
When such a license is in effect, the conditions which made it necessary 
shall be corrected. 


E. Renewal of a License 

A license to operate a day care facility or nursery must be renewed 
annually. This renewal will depend upon a yearly report sent to the State 
Department by the County Department which shall give an account of the 
development and use of the day care facility or nursery during the past 
year and shall be sent to the State Department a month before the expira- 
tion of the license. If, upon the review of the evaluation in the State De- 
partment, the day care facility or nursery meets the rules and regulations 
for licensing, the license will be renewed upon receipt of annual fee. 


F. Denial of a License 

The Department of Public Welfare may refuse to issue a license to op- 
erate a day care facility or nursery if the conditions are such that the 
rules and regulations relating to standards of day care facilities or nur- 
series cannot be met and it would be detrimental to the welfare of children 
to be placed or kept at the day care facility or nursery. This refusal is 
termed a denial. Any County Department recommending a denial of a 
license must send in writing specific examples to the State Department of 
the way in which the day care facility or nursery fails to meet the rules 
and regulations. The responsible person will be notified in writing by the 
State Department of the denial and the grounds for the action. It will be 
effective immediately on the date of notification. 


G. Revocation of License 

A license to care for children in a day care facility or nursery may be 
revoked by the State Department of Public Welfare if the facility fails 
to maintain proper standards of care and service to children. The County 
Departments should send to the State Department at any time, information 
including specific examples which might indicate that the regulations have 
been violated. 


H. Appeal and Decision 


Any day care facility or nursery which has received notice of denial or 
revocation of license may protest such action within thirty days of receipt 
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of notification. The protest must be in writing and addressed to the Direc- 
tor of the State Department of Public Welfare. A hearing shall be arranged 
by the Director and a decision based on the information presented at the 
hearing will be made. 

I. Termination of License 

A day care facility or nursery license is terminated when: 

1. One year has elapsed since the date of issue. 

2. The day care facility or nursery changes its address and moves to a 
new location during the current license year and fails to apply for a change 
in license. 

3. An active license is voluntarily returned to the Department for can- 
cellation, either directly or through an agency. (The fee will not be re- 
turned.) 

J. Confidentiality of Records and Penalties 

No officer, agent or employee of the Department of Public Welfare or 
day care facility or nursery “shall directly or indirectly disclose information 
learned about the children, their parents, or relatives or other persons hav- 
ing custody or control of them.” 

Any person and any officer, agent or employee of the Department of 
Public Welfare or of a day care facility or nursery “who violates any of 
the provisions of this Act, or who shall intentionally make any false state- 
ment to the Department of Public Welfare shall, upon conviction thereof, 
be punished by a fine of not more than one hundred dollars, or by im- 
prisonment for not more than one year, or by both such fine and imprison- 
ment, in the discretion of the court.” 


IV. Rules and Regulations 
A. Foster Family Day Care Homes and Group Day Care Homes 

1. Number and Age of Children 

a. The number and ages of children that may be cared for in a foster 
family day care home or a group day care home depend upon the facilities 
and space in the home, the skill of the foster mother, the amount of help 
she has, and the number of own pre-school children in the home. In foster 
family day care homes, however, the maximum number shall not exceed 
six. In a group day care home the maximum number shall not exceed 
fifteen. 

2. Requirements of the Day Care Mother and Her Household 

a. All members of the household must be in such physical and mental 
health as will not affect adversely either the health of the child or the 
quality and manner of his care. The family shall be willing to have this 
fact verified and shall submit statements signed by a duly licensed physician 
certifying that all members of the household are free from communicable 
and contagious diseases. 

b. The day care mother shall be in good physical and mental health with 
no disqualifying handicap. 

c. Relationships among members of the household shall be such that 
a wholesome atmosphere for the child will be assured. Marital relations and 
personal problems shall present no situation harmful to the interests of 
the children. 
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d. The day care mother shall be of suitable age and temperament to 
care for children; shall have knowledge of the needs of children; shall be 
capable of handling an emergency situation promptly and intelligently; 
and shall be willing to cooperate fully with the person or agency respon- 
sible for placing the child in the home. 

e. The income shall not be wholly dependent upon the payments received 
for the child or children. 

f. There shall be no adult roomers in the home without the knowledge 
and approval of the licensing agency. 

g. A home shall not be licensed in which any member of the household 
is mentally ill or on convalescent status from a mental hospital without 
consultation with the proper authorities of the hospital. 

h. A home shall not be licensed in which any member of the household 
is an inmate of a penal or correctional institution or on parole or probation 
without consultation with the proper probation and parole authorities. 

3. Physical Plant and Equipment 

a. The foster family day care home or group day care home shall be in 
a location offering wholesome influences. 

b. A foster family day care or group day care home shall be safe, with 
adequate space, light, heat, ventilation, screening, and sanitary toilet 
facilities; be reasonably free of fire hazards and shall conform to the sani- 
tary laws and ordinances of the State, County, City or Town in which it 
is located. 

c. There shall be annual inspections and compliance with the recommen- 
dations made by such health authorities or fire authorities who are re- 
quired or permitted to inspect and enforce health, sanitation, and fire 
regulations. 

d. No basement room more than three feet below the surface shall be 
used for sleeping purposes. All rooms used for children shall have adequate 
sunlight and ventilation. 

e. Outdoor and indoor play space shall be available and safe to the life 
and health of the children. It is desirable to have: 

(1) Indoors: 35 square feet of floor space per child, exclusive of halls, 
baths, and kitchens. 

(2) Outdoors: 

(a) A minimum of 75 square feet per child. 

(b) Both sunshine and shade available part of the morning and after- 
noon. 

(c) Adequate protection from hazards, such as traffic, dangerous play- 
things, old refrigerators, etc. 

(d) The playground shall be protected by a suitable fence. 

f, There shall be adequate toilet and washroom facilities, easily accessible 
to playrooms and playground. These facilities shall meet the standards of 
the local health and sanitation authorities. Running hot and cold water 
shall be available in the home while children are under care. 

g. An individual cot, bed, or suitable sleeping pad shall be provided for 
each pre-school child who is under care more than three hours. The sleep- 
ing equipment shall be kept in a clean and sanitary condition at all times. 
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h. There shall be proper provision for the care of perishable food, and 
for refrigeration. 

i. Sufficient clothing for the children shall be provided by the parents 
or person responsible for the child to permit a change when necessary. 

j. There shall be an adequate supply of safe play materials and equip- 
ment suitable to the ages of the children available for both indoor and 
outdoor activities. 

k. If more than one child is in the home, the arrangement should be 
such as to permit temporary isolation in case of illness. The day care 
mother shall have information from the family of each child on the pro- 
cedure to follow in case the child becomes ill in day care. 


4. Care of the Child in Day Care 

a. The children under care shall never be left without competent adult 
supervision. 

b. Each child shall have a physical examination before he is accepted 
for care and evidence presented that he is free from communicable dis- 
eases. Inoculation against common childhood diseases shall be required 
except in a case where the physician considers it inadvisable. 

c. The daily routine shall be planned to promote the development of 
good health habits. Provision shall be made for indoor and outdoor play, 
rest, and sleep. 

d. Each child shall be provided with an individual towel, comb, and 
drinking cup unless disposable paper cups are used. Space for a child’s 
clothing to be hung shall be available. 

e. In the case of illness or an accident to a child, he shall be isolated 
promptly from the other children until arrangements can be made for his 
care elsewhere. Immediate notice shall be given to the person responsible 
for his care and in the meantime, adequate medical care shall be provided. 

f. A full, balanced meal shall be served in the middle of the day and the 
diet shall be varied, adequate and wholesome. Food for infants shall be 
provided under the direction of a physician, clinic, or health department. 

g. The day care mother and her assistants shall give guidance and con- 
trol which is conducive to good mental, emotional, spiritual, and social 
adjustment. Severe or harsh punishment shall never be used. 

5. Records and Reports 

a. Sufficient records shall be kept to identify the children and to enable 
the day care mother to communicate with the parents or person responsi- 
ble for the child either in their home or place of employment and, in an 
emergency with the family physician. This information shall include: 

(1) Child’s name, address, birthdate, and date of his acceptance and 
discharge. 

(2) Full name of both parents, or person responsible for child, family’s 
home address, work addresses, hours of work, and telephone numbers. 

(3) Instructions for reaching the parents or relatives. 

(4) Name, address, and telephone number of another person who might 
be reached in case of emergency. 

(5) Name, address, and telephone number of family physician. 
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(6) The financial agreement with the parents, relatives, or others re- 
sponsible, including the rate of pay for care. 

(7) Accurate records of daily attendance of each child, including reason 
for absences. 

(8) Careful record of all physical examinations and other matters relat- 
ing to each child’s health. 

(9) Necessary bookkeeping records. 

b. Annual reports shall be submitted to the State Department of Public 

Welfare on forms provided for that purpose. 

B. Nurseries, day care center, play groups and other similar groups not 
included in the foster family day care or group day care homes, 
which may be operated in a private home, park or playground, sepa- 
rate building especially for that purpose or elsewhere. 

The term, “facility”, is used to designate any or all of these types of 
care. 


1. Purpose : 

The objectives, purposes, or functions of a facility shall be clearly stated. 
The facility shall, in practice, offer the type of service or program it rep- 
resents itself as providing. 

2. Responsibility 

a. If a governing body or board exists, it shall be responsible for the 
continuing operation and reputable conduct of the facility. The governing 
body is ultimately responsible for the conduct of the facility subject to 
licensing provisions. 

b. If there is no governing body, one person designated as the director 
of the facility shall be responsible to the State Department for maintaining 
adequate standards for care of children and for proper conduct of the 
center, 

3. Staff 

a. The director shall be a mature, competent person, who is responsible 
and who has a knowledge of and sympathy for the needs of small children. 

b. All members of the regularly employed staff shall be qualified adults 
of good character, who are mentally and physically able to provide good 
care for children, maintain responsible supervision and stimulate normal 
development appropriate for the children enrolled in it. 

c. At all times, one adult shall be designated as being in charge. 

d. At no time shall any children be without adult supervision. 

e. It is desirable that there be at least one adult to every ten children 
with a minimum of two adults for any group, however small. Such persons 
shall have some knowledge of child care and training and a genuine liking 
for children. 

f. The total number of staff shall be determined on the basis of the 
length of the care given each day, the program, and the physical facilities. 
A suggested ratio of adults to children when grouped by age follows: 

Infants (under two years old)—one adult for 4-6 children. 
Two year olds—one adult for 6-8 children. 

Three year olds—one adult for 8-10 children. 

Four year olds—one adult for 10-14 children. 

Five year olds or over—one adult for 15 children. 
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g. All staff shall submit, before beginning work and annually thereafter, 
a physician’s certificate stating that they are free from any illness which 
might conflict with the children’s interests. The first certificate shall in- 
clude a report of a serological test by an approved laboratory and of a 
chest X-ray which was interpreted as showing no evidence of active 
tuberculosis. 

(1) Annual X-rays should be made and interpreted as showing no evi- 
dence of tuberculosis. 

(2) Cooks, food handlers, janitors, maintenance staff, etc., shall secure a 
health card from the County Department of Health according to the re- 
quirements of the South Carolina State Board of Health. 

h. If the facility is operated in a private home, every member of the 
household who is in contact with the children under care shall be expected 
to have the same physical examinations as are required of the staff. 

4. Buildings, Grounds, and Equipment 

a. Location shall be in a safe and convenient place which will be (1) 
usually on the first floor, (2) never above the second floor unless in a 
completely fireproof building, or (3) never in a basement room more than 
three feet below surface. Floor shall be damp-proof. 

b. Building(s) 

(1) Shall be suitable for the purpose intended: safe, sanitary, comfort- 
able, with sufficient room and conducive to the normal development of the 
children under care. 

(2) Shall be so constructed that it is dry; that windows and doors, stoves 
and pipes, are protected; that screening is provided; and that the floor is 
free from splinters, is easily cleaned. 

(3) Stairs shall be equipped with guard rails and adequately lighted. 
When children under three are cared for upstairs, a gate must be provided 
at the head of each flight of stairs to which children have access. 

(4) The facility shall not be overcrowded. Thirty-five square feet of 
space per child is desirable. 

(5) The facility shall be free of fire hazards and shall conform to the 
sanitary laws and ordinances of the State, County, City, or Town in which 
it is located. 

(6) There shall be annual inspections and compliance with the rec- 
ommendations made by such health authorities or fire authorities who are 
required or permitted to inspect and enforce health, sanitation, and fire 
regulations. 

(7) Rooms used by the children shall be comfortably heated in cold 
weather and provisions shall be made for keeping rooms cool in extremely 
hot weather. The rooms shall be free of dampness and have adequate 
ventilation. 

(8) Sleeping rooms for children must have windows opening outdoors, 
providing good ventilation. 

(9) Adequate natural and/or artificial light shall be provided. 

(10) It is desirable that at least 300 cubic feet of air space per child 
indoors be available. 
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(11) There shall be adequate toilet and washroom facilities easily acces- 
sible to playrooms and playground. 

(a) A desirable standard is one commode or other suitable facility for 
each eight children, and one lavatory or other suitable facility for every 
six children. 

(b) Bathroom facilities shall be kept clean. 

(c) Toilets shall be of the flush type unless the facility is located in a 
rural area, in which case toilets provided shall be approved by the State 
Department of Health (or County Department). 

(12) If children are kept overnight, space shall be provided for the child 
to learn to care for his own clothing and personal belongings. This will 
require: 

(a) Hooks that he can reach. 

(b) Partitions to keep clothing separate. 

(c) Space enough to allow him to learn to manipulate his outdoor cloth- 
ing himself, 

(d) Space for such additional clothing as is necessary. 

(13) Space shall be provided for temporary isolation in case of illness. 

c. Grounds 

(1) The grounds and surroundings of the facility shall be free from 
litter, glass, rubbish, and inflammable material at all times. 

(2) Outdoor play space shall be provided and 

(a) A minimum of 75 square feet of space per child is desirable. 

(b) Both sunshine and shade available part of the morning and after- 
noon, 

(c) Adequate protection provided from hazards, such as traffic, danger- 
ous playthings, old refrigerators, etc. 

(d) The playground shail be protected by a suitable fence if in a loca- 
tion that requires it. 

(e) Shall be properly drained. 


d. Equipment 

(1) Play equipment: 

(a) Adequate play equipment shall be available, suitable to the age levels 
and abilities of the children under care, and providing for quiet and active 
play. : 

(b) The age levels and abilities of the children shall be considered in 
equipping outdoor areas. 

(2) Equipment for routine procedures: 

(a) Eating: If children are cared for in the facility during mealtime, 
provision shall be made for comfort during meals and for development of 
good food habits by making available tables and chairs of proper height 
and size. 

(b) Sleeping: If age of child warrants it and if time spent in group is 
longer than three hours, there shall be space and equipment so that each 
child can secure adequate rest and develop good sleep habits. This usually 
means: 

1. A washable cot, crib, bed or suitable sleeping pad for each child. 

2. Sleeping garments. 
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3. Individual sheets. 

4. Individual and adequate covers when covers are necessary. 

5. Sanitary storage space for cots and equipment if a separate sleeping 
room is not provided. 

6. Space to allow at least two feet on all sides of sleeping equipment, 
except where it is in contact with wall. 

(c) Kitchen: 

1. The kitchen shall be clean and equipped for proper preservation, 
storage, preparation, and serving of food. 

2. Provision shall be made for proper cleansing and sterilization of 
dishes. Storage shall be provided so as to protect from dust, flies, vermin, 
rats, and other contamination. 

5. Program 

a. General 

(1) The daily program of the facility shall provide constructive experi- 
ences for each child, through planned physical activity and creative play, 
allowing for both group activities and individual interests. 

(2) Children shall not be subjected to harsh and unnecessary punish- 
ment. 

b. Health 

(1) Physical Examination 

(a) Within 30 days before admission (preferably a week before admis- 
sion), each child must be given a thorough physical examination by a 
competent physician or by the County Health Department. 

(b) The physical examination shall indicate that there is freedom from 
communicable disease; no history of recent exposure to communicable 
disease, and that the child has been satisfactorily immunized or in the 
process of being immunized against smallpox, whooping cough, and diph- 
theria, unless there is a medical reason why these immunizations may not 
be done. 

(c) Tuberculin tests and tetanus shots shall be given when indicated. 

(d) If a child is absent five or more days from the facility because of 
illness requiring the care of a physician, the facility shall require a doctor’s 
certificate before re-admission. In other instances, absences shall be ex- 
plained in a written statement from the parent (or other person responsi- 
ble for child). 

(2) Provisions shall be made for prompt and proper first aid treatment, 
and for medical care, as required. The staff of the facility shall have a 
practical knowledge of first aid. Sufficient first aid supplies, including a 
clinical and/or rectal thermometer shall be kept on hand and available 
at all times. 

(3) There shall be daily inspection -of each child made before he joins 
the group to be sure that there is no evidence of illness or contagion. 

(4) There shall be prompt isolation of any child showing signs of illness 
until arrangements can be made to send him home. 

(5) Nutrition 

(a) The children in a facility giving over night care shall have regular, 
planned meals and snacks, which are well balanced, appetizing, varied, 
and sufficient for their nutritional needs. 
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(b) There shall be spacing of mealtime so that in the 24 hours there 
are no unduly long periods without food. 

(c) If children are cared for at least three hours, but not all day, provi- 
sion shall be made for snacks and lunches. 

(6) Rest: The children enrolled in a facility shall have sufficient super- 
vised rest for their age and for the number of hours they spend at the 
program. 

(7) Personal Hygiene 

(a) Wet or soiled clothing shall be changed immediately. 

(b) Face and hands shall be thoroughly washed before and after meals. 
Hands shall be washed after toileting. ° 

(c) When toilet articles, such as combs, brushes, tooth brushes, towels, 
and wash cloths are used by the children in attendance, they shall be in- 
dividually provided and plainly marked. 

6. Records and Reports 

a. Sufficient records shall be kept to identify the children and to enable 
the person in charge to communicate with the parents or person respon- 
sible for the child either in their home or place of employment and, in an 
emergency, with the family physician. This information shall include: 

(1) Child’s name, address, birthdate, and date of his acceptance and 
discharge. 

(2) Full name of both parents, or person responsible for child, family’s 
home address, work addresses, hours of work, and telephone numbers. 

(3) Instructions for reaching the parents or relatives. 

(4) Name, address, and telephone number of another person who might 
be reached in case of an emergency. 

(5) Name, address, and telephone number of family physician. 

(6) The financial agreement with the parents, relatives, or others re- 
sponsible, including the rate of pay for care. 

(7) Accurate records of daily attendance of each child, including reason 
for absences. 

(8) Careful record of all physical examinations and other matters relat- 
ing to the child’s health. 

(9) Necessary bookkeeping records. 

b. Annual reports shall be submitted to the State Department of Public 
Welfare on forms provided for that purpose. 


LICENSING CHILD WELFARE AGENCIES 
(Filed in the office of the Secretary of State November 12, 1958) 

These Rules and Regulations supersede those filed with the Secretary 

of State September 15, 1956. 
GENERAL 

I. The Law 

According to Act 659 enacted by the General Assembly of South Caro- 
lina in March 1956 “Any agency, institution, or family home engaged in 
the business of receiving children for care and maintenance, either part 
time or full time, shall be classed a child welfare agency.” 
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Exceptions are (1) the existing agencies operating under an established 
religious denomination except as these agencies voluntarily assume the 
rights and obligations of this Act; (2) The Children’s Bureau; (3) any 
children’s home or institution to which state funds are appropriated. 

Responsibility: “The Department of Public Welfare shall administer the 
provisions of this Act and shall make and promulgate such rules and reg- 
ulations relating to licensing standards and other matters as may be neces- 
sary to carry out the purposes of this Act.” 

Fee: Every child welfare agency shall pay an annual license fee of five 
dollars. This means that every child welfare agency receiving a license 
shall pay a fee and each foster family home operating independently or 
under the supervision of the Department of Public Welfare, or a licensed 
agency, whether for full time care of children, for day care or temporary 
care including any part of the day or night, shall pay an annual fee of 
five dollars. 

Revocation of License: The Department of Public Welfare may revoke 
the license of any child welfare agency which fails to maintain the proper 
standards of care and service to children in its charge or which violates 
any provision of this Act. No License shall be revoked or its renewal re- 
fused except upon thirty (30) days’ written notice thereof. Upon appeal 
from such revocation or refusal to renew a license, the Department of 
Public Welfare shall after thirty (30) days’ written notice thereof, hold a 
hearing at which time the family shall be given an opportunity to present 
testimony and confront witnesses. 

Removal of a Child: “A licensed child welfare agency may place chil- 
dren in family homes for care, if authorized to do so by the Department 
of Public Welfare. Any child so placed may be taken from such family 
home when the child welfare agency responsible for his care is satisfied 
that the child’s welfare requires such action.” 

Confidential Information: “No officer, agent or employee of the Depart- 
ment of Public Welfare or child welfare agency (or foster family home) 
shall directly or indirectly disclose information learned about the children, 
their parents or relatives or other persons having custody or control of 
them.” 

Penalties: “Any person and any officer, agent or employee of the De- 
partment of Public Welfare or of a child welfare agency who violates any 
of the provisions of this Act, or who shall intentionally make any false 
statement to the Department of Public Welfare shall, upon conviction 
thereof, be punished by a fine of not more than one hundred dollars, or by 
imprisonment for not more than one year, or by both such fine and im- 
prisonment, in the discretion of the court.” 


II. Terms 

The terms “agency” and “institution” used herein refer to “child placing 
agency” and “child caring institution.” (An organization may be both a 
child caring institution and a child placing agency and licensed to carry 
on both types of work.) 
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“Department” refers to the State Department of Public Welfare. 

“County Department” refers to a county department of public welfare. 
III. Definitions 

“Minor children” for the purpose of these regulations shall mean chil- 
dren under 18 years of age. 

A “Child Caring Institution” is a child welfare agency organized for the 
purpose of receiving children for care, maintenance and supervision in a 
building or buildings maintained by the organization for that purpose. 

A “Child Placing Agency” is a child welfare agency organized either 
wholly or in part for the purpose of receiving children for placement in 
foster family homes for care and/or for adoption. 

A “Foster Family Home” is the home of a person or family group car- 
ing for a child or children either part or full time and not related to that 
person or family group by blood or marriage. 


Types of Foster Homes: 


Generally, foster family homes are classified as boarding homes, free 
homes, adoptive homes, work and wage homes. Boarding homes may in- 
clude full or part time or day care homes or intermediate homes which 
are available to the agency at all times but not always in use. 

A foster family boarding home is any private home in which care is 
provided at any time on a 24-hour basis or for any part thereof, for one 
or more children under 18 years of age, unattended by parents or guardian 
and not related to the foster parents by blood or marriage, and for whom 
board is paid by a public or private agency or by parents, relatives or other 
persons or by insurance payments. 

A foster family day care home (boarding home for day care) is one in 
which care is given for one or more children during the day only and who 
are returned to their own homes at night. 

An intermediate foster family boarding home is one where the facilities 
of the home are available at all times for children in need of immediate 
placement for a temporary period. 

The foster parents in an intermediate home receive a regular payment 
and may in addition be paid board for each child under care, in return for 
making their services available at all times. 

A free foster family home is the same as a boarding home except that 
no board is paid for the care of the child. The foster parents agree with 
the person or agency placing the child that they will be responsible for 
his care without payment of board. 

A work home is a foster family home in which a child is placed with an 
agreement that he is to perform certain duties or tasks in return for his 
board. 

A wage home is a foster family home in which a child is placed with 
an agreement that he is to be paid a regular and definite amount in return 
for his services. 
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A group care home is a family home which cares for more than four 
unrelated children and less than fifteen for the entire twenty-four hour 
period of a day. Such a home may or may not care for the children seven 
days a week, and board may or may not be paid. 


Section I 
Licensing Foster Family Homes 


The following minimum standards must be met if a home is to be li- 
censed as a foster family home that cares for children: 


I. The Foster Family Home 


A. The foster family home shall be in a location offering wholesome 
influences and where services shall be accessible in accordance with the 
needs of the child. 


B. A foster family home shall be safe, with adequate space, light, heat, 
ventilation, screening and sanitary toilet facilities; be reasonably free of 
fire hazards, and shall conform to the.sanitary laws and ordinances of the 
state, county, city or town in which it is located. 

C. Milk and water supplies shall have the approval of the local health 
department. 


D. There shall be sufficient space to provide for rest and privacy for 
the child. Grouping and sleeping arrangements shall take into considera- 
tion age and sex of children. 


E. Outdoor and indoor play space shall be available and safe to the life 
and health of children. 


II. The Foster Family 


A. All members of the household must be in such physical and mental 
health as will not affect adversely either the health of the child or the 
quality and manner of his care. The family shall be willing to have this 
fact verified and to arrange for any required medical examination. 


B. Relationships among members of the foster family shall be such that 
a wholesome atmosphere for the child will be assured. All members of the 
household shall be able to accept the child into the home as a member of 
the family group. . 


C. The foster parents shall be of suitable age and temperament to care 
for children; shall have knowledge of the needs of children; shall be cap- 
able of handling an emergency situation promptly and intelligently; and 
shall be willing to cooperate fully with the child’s own parents and/or the 
supervising agency. 

D. The foster family shall be composed of a father and mother with both 
parents mutually interested in caring for children. The home of widowed, 
divorced or single women shall be considered only on the basis of their 
special qualifications in relation to each individual child and his needs. 

E. There shall be no adult roomers in the home without the knowledge 
and approval of the licensing agency. 

F. The income shall be reasonably secure and not wholly dependent 
upon the board payments received for the child. 
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G. Infants and young children shall never be left without competent 
adult supervision. 

H. A home shall not be licensed in which any member of the household 
is mentally ill or on convalescent status from a mental hospital without 
consultation with the proper authorities of the hospital. ; 

I. A home shall not be licensed in which any member of the household is 
an inmate of a penal or correctional institution or on parole or probation 
without consultation with the proper probation and parole authorities. 


III. Care of the Foster Child 


A. The daily routine shall be planned to promote the development of 
good health habits. Provision shall be made for indoor and outdoor play, 
rest and sleep. 

B. Each child shall be provided with an individual towel, comb and 
toothbrush. Space for a child’s own clothing, toys, etc., shall be provided. 

C. Foster parents must be willing to be responsible for the child’s health 
and to see that proper medical care is available. 

D. In case of sickness or accident to a child, immediate notice shall be 
given to the person or agency who placed the child; in the meantime ade- 
quate medical care shall be provided. 

E. Boys and girls over five years of age shall not sleep in the same 
room. 

F. The daily diet shall be varied, adequate and wholesome. Food for 
infants shall be provided under the direction of a physician, clinic or health 
department. 

G. School attendance shall be provided for in accordance with the ability: 
and in the best interest of the child. Household or farm tasks and work 
shall not interfere with schooling. 

H. The foster parents shall give guidance and control which is con- 
ducive to good mental, emotional, spiritual and social adjustment. Severe 
or harsh punishment shall never be used. 

I. Religious education and attendance at religious services shall be in 
accordance with the religious affiliation or expressed wishes of the parent 
or agency responsible for the child’s care. 

J. Tasks assigned shall be appropriate to the age and abilities of the 
child, in line with duties assigned to each child in the family, and assigned 
with a view to training in skills and attitudes and in proper assumption of 
personal responsibility. 


IV. Records Required 

A. Each person in charge of a foster family home (except in adoption 
homes) shall keep a record of the child’s name, birth date, and the date of 
his acceptance and discharge. 

B. If the child is placed directly by parents, relatives or others and there 
is no supervising agency, the following information shall also be recorded: 
Name, address and telephone number of person who placed the child. 

Name, address and telephone number of parents or relatives. 
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Places and hours of employment of parents or relatives. 

Instructions for reaching the parents or relatives. 

Name, address and telephone number of another person who might be 
reached in case of emergency. 

Name, address and telephone number of the family physician. 

The boarding agreement with the parents, relatives or others including 
the rate of pay for care. 


V. Licensing 


A. Requirements 

J. Each foster family home shall be studied by a duly qualified represen- 
tative of the Department of Public Welfare, or by a licensed child placing 
agency. 

2. The license shall be renewed annually. 

3. No foster family home may be licensed for more than four (4) chil- 
dren, except (1) when it is desirable for brothers and sisters of one family 
to be kept together, or (2) when some special need exists, or (3) when 
the license includes emergency care for children. 

4. The license applies only to the residence at the time the approval for 
license is given and a change of residence automatically cancels the license. 
It is necessary for a new license to be issued in order to continue to care 
for children. The family should notify the State Department of Public 
Welfare, or the county welfare department, or other agency for whom 
children are being cared, of the change of residence prior to the change. 
No additional fee is required for a change of license within the year for 
which the original license was issued. 

5. The foster family home may not care for more children than the 
number given on the license. If additional rooms become available or other 
changes indicate an increase in the license, the county department or other 
child placing agency may request the State Department of Public Welfare 
to increase the number of children to be cared for in the home. 

6. Any changes in the condition of the foster family home which affect 
the best interest of children under care shall be reported immediately to 
the county department of public welfare or to the agency for whom the 
children are being boarded. 

B. Application for License 

1. An application form supplied by the Department of Public Welfare 
shall be used for all foster family homes. The foster parents’ signed appli- 
cation must be on file in the State Department before a license can be 
issued and shall be signed after the home study is made and a recommenda- 
tion for license is indicated. 

2. A fee of five dollars ($5.00) for the license shall accompany the 
application. 

C. The Licensing Procedure 

1. Each application to conduct a foster home will be studied either by 
a representative of the Department of Public Welfare or a licensed child 
placing agency. The agency making the study will send to the State De- 
partment of Public Welfare the signed application including the recom- 
mendation of the agency and the license fee of $5.00. 
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2. Some definite action shall be taken on every application for a license. 

3. A license shall be issued or denied on a basis of a review of a home 
study report and recommendation sent to the State Department by a 
county department of public welfare or upon the recommendation of a 
licensed child placing agency. 

4. The license which states the kind of foster family home care, the 
number of children to be cared for at one time and the date on which the 
license will expire will be mailed directly to the foster family by the State 
Department. At the same time notification that the license has been issued 
will be sent to the county department or the child placing agency recom- 
mending the license. 

D. License 

1. The license is not transferable. 

2. The license is valid for one year from the date issued and only if the 
foster parents remain at their same location. 

3. Kinds of Licenses 

a. Standard License is issued when a foster family home meets the rules 
and regulations for licensing foster family homes and the recommendation 
for license is restricted to no more than four unrelated children. 

b. Provisional License may be issued when a home is meeting a real 
need but does not temporarily meet the rules and regulations of the 
Department. “Temporarily” implies that the condition can be corrected. 
When such a license is in effect, the conditions which made it necessary 
should be corrected. 

c. Special License is issued when a foster family home is recommended 
for use of more than four unrelated children; when the home meets some 
special need; or when the home is licensed to include provisions for 
emergency care of children. In every instance each license will specify the 
maximum number of children to be cared for at any given time. 

E. Renewal of a License 

A license to care for children must be renewed annually. This renewal 
will depend upon a yearly report sent to the State Department by the 
county department or a licensed child placing agency, which shall give 
an account of the development and use of the foster home during the past 
year and shall be sent to the State Department a month before the ex- 
piration of the license. If, upon the review of the evaluation in the State 
Department the home meets the rules and regulations for licensing, the 
license will be renewed upon receipt of annual fee. 

F. Denial of a License 

The Department of Public Welfare may refuse to issue a license to 
operate a foster family home if the conditions in the home are such that 
the rules and regulations relating to standards of foster family homes can- 
not be met and it would be detrimental to the welfare of children to be 
placed or kept in the home. This refusal is termed a denial. Any child 
placing agency recommending a denial of a license must send in writing 
specific examples to the State Department of the way in which the home 
fails to meet the rules and regulations. The family will be notified in writ- 
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ing by the State Department of the denial and the grounds for the action. 
It will be effective immediately on the date of notification. 
G. Revocation of License 

A license to care for children may be revoked by the State Department 
of Public Welfare if the foster family fails to maintain proper standards 
of care and service to children. The county departments or child placing 
agencies should send to the State Department at any time, information 
including specific examples which might indicate that the regulations have 
been violated. 
H. Appeal and Decision 

Any family who has received notice of denial or revocation of license 
may protest such action within thirty days of receipt of notification. The 
protest must be in writing and addressed to the Director of the State 
Department of Public Welfare. A hearing will be arranged by the Director 
and a decision based on the information presented at the hearing will be 
made. 


I. Termination of License 

A foster family license is terminated when: 

1. One year has elapsed since the date of issue. 

2. A foster family moves to a new location during the current license 
year and fails to apply for a change in license. 

3. A family voluntarily returns an active license to the department for 
cancellation, either directly or through an agency. (The fee will not be 
returned.) 

J. Confidentiality of Records and Penalties 

“No officer, agent or employee of the Department of Public Welfare or 
Child Welfare Agency (or foster family home) shall directly or indirectly 
disclose information learned about the children, their parents, or relatives 
or other persons having custody or control of them.” 

“Any person and any officer, agent or employee of the Department of 
Public Welfare or a Child Welfare Agency who violates any of the provi- 
sions of this act, or who shall intentionally make any false statement to 
the Department of Public Welfare shall, upon conviction thereof, be 
punished by a fine of not more than one hundred dollars, or by imprison- 
ment for not more than one year, or by both such fine and imprisonment, 
in the discretion of the Court.” 

Section IT 
Licensing Child Caring Institutions 
I. Organization and Administration 
A. Purpose 

The purpose or function of the institution shall be clearly defined. Such 
definition shall include the purpose, scope of service to be provided, intake 
policy specifying age, sex, type of children to be accepted for care, auspices 
and geographical area to be served. 

B. Need 

The institution shall meet a demonstrated need in the geographical area 

it will serve. ; 
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1. Board 

a. The governing board shall be organized and shall function according 
to its constitution and bylaws. 

b. Board members shail serve without salary. 

c. A meeting of the governing board shall be held at least once each 
year at the institution. Other meetings shall be held as often as is neces- 
sary to carry on the business of the institution. 

2. Finance 

a. The institution shall have a sound plan of financing which assures 
adequate funds to carry out its defined purpose and to provide proper 
care for children. 

b. A new institution shall have sufficient funds to finance its first year 
of operation. 

c. All institutions shall make and prepare a budget each year showing 
anticipated income and expenditures. 

d. All accounts shall be audited at least annually by a certified or ap- 
proved accountant and the report made a part of the agency record. 


D. Administration 

1. A qualified director or executive appointed by the board, shall be re- 
sponsible to the board for the administration of the institution. 

2. In each institution there shall be someone to whom responsibility is 
delegated in the absence of the Executive. 

3. Sufficient administrative staff shall be provided to properly carry out 
the work of the institution as defined by its purpose and according to its 
needs. 

4. All members of the staff shall have a medical examination at the time 
of employment and at least annually thereafter. 

II. Building and Equipment 

A. Buildings shall be suitably equipped and maintained for the purpose 
used and shall be kept in good repair, in safe and sanitary condition and 
free from fire hazards. 

B. There shall be annual inspection and compliance with the recom- 
mendations made by such health authorities who are required or permitted 
to inspect and enforce health and sanitation regulations. 

C. There shall be adequate facilities for proper heating during the winter 
months. If the sleeping quarters are unheated, warm dressing rooms shall 
be provided. 

D. Sleeping rooms for children shall be suitable and comfortably fur- 
nished with beds at least two feet apart. The rooms shail be of sufficient 
size for the number of occupants, with outside window exposure or 
auxiliary means of ventilation, and a minimum of 500 cu. ft. of air space 
per child. Double decker beds shall not be used. 

E. There shall be a bed for each child with good level springs and 
mattress fully long enough to accommodate the child. Sufficient covering 
for health and comfort and adequate linens shall be provided. 

F. Children shall not sleep in the bed with adults. 
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G. There shall be one lavatory with hot and cold water for every six 
children, a tub or shower and one indoor flush toilet in separate compart- 
ments for each eight children. Separate toilet and bath facilities shall be 
provided for girls and boys over six years of age. 

H. Personal effects, including towels, wash cloths, toothbrushes, combs 
and other toilet articles shall be individually supplied for each child’s use. 

I. Provision shall be made for space and suitable equipment for both 
indoor and outdoor recreation activities. 

J. Residential staff shall be provided with convenient, attractive and 
comfortable living quarters, and shall have sleeping and bathroom facilities 
separate from the children. 


III. Service to Children 


A. Clothing 

Each child shall be provided with his own clothing and shoes individually 
selected and properly fitted. It shall be appropriate to the season and com- 
parable to that worn by other children in the community. 


B. Personal Needs 

1. Tasks assigned shall be appropriate to the age and abilities of the 
child and assigned with a view to training in skills and attitudes and in 
proper assumption of personal responsibility. 

2. Discipline that will contribute best to the growth and development of 
the child shall be emphasized. Harsh and unnecessary punishment shall 
not be permitted. 

3. Unless a child has been permanently removed from the custody of 
his own family, every effort shall be made to strengthen family relation- 
ships and to help parents make a responsible plan for the permanent care 
of their children. 

4. Each child shall have a place to keep his own personal effects (toys, 
books, pictures, etc.) as well as clothing. 

5. Provision shall be made for children to participate in appropriate 
community activities. 

C. Health 

1, Nutrition 

a. Nourishing food, with appropriate nutritional content to meet the 
needs of children, shall be regularly provided. It shall be served in a 
manner and atmosphere that will provide and encourage growth and de- 
velopment in children. Adults shall be present in the preparation and serv- 
ing of the meals. 

b. Menus shall be submitted for analysis by a qualified nutritionist or 
dietitian when indicated. 

c. Three meals per day shall be provided. The same menu shall be pro- 
vided for staff and children with the exception of the beverage. 

2. Medical Care 

a. There shall be adequate provision for medical care, with a medical 
doctor available at all times, and the general health program under the 
direction of one specific doctor. 
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b. Except in an emergency, no child shall be admitted to an institution 
without a recorded medical examination stating that the child is free from 
communicable disease and specifying any physical defects the child might 
have. 

c. There shall be appropriate inoculations and all recommendations with 
respect to treatment of illness and correction of defects shall be carried 
out promptly. 

d. Annual health examinations shall be provided for each child except 
those under three years of age who shall have an examination every six 
months. 

3. Hospitalization 

a. The institution shall make provision and establish procedures for 
hospitalization when needed for children under its care. , 

4. Nursing Care 

a. Each member of the child-caring staff ‘shall be able to recognize the 
common symptoms of illnesses of children and to note any obvious phys- 
ical defects. The child care staff shall be able to provide practical nursing 
care. 

b. Nursing services shall be provided as recommended by the attending 
physician. 

5. First Aid 

a. At least one of the child-caring staff shall be properly trained in 
modern methods of first aid and available at all times to administer first aid. 

6. Personal Hygiene 

Instructions in personal hygiene for all children shall be provided. 

7. Dental Care 

Each institution shall have a specific plan of dental care and dental 
health which shall be consistently followed. 

8. Health Records 

A continuous medical record reflecting the growth and development of’ 
the child, illnesses, treatments, inoculations, dental care, etc., shall be kept 
on each child. 

D. Academic and Vocational Training 

Each institution shall be responsible for providing opportunity for 
academic training in accordance with the abilities and needs of the children 
and vocational training within the scope of its facilities. 

E. Recreation 

The institution shall provide opportunity for a constructive recreation 
program under good leadership. 
F. Program of Services 

1. Admissions 

a. Intake policies shall be clearly defined, and admission shall be in keep- 
ing with the intake policies and limited to those children who fall within 
the scope of its purpose. 

b. Decisions for admissions shall be based upon a recorded study of the 
total situation of the needs of the child and his family which shall be made 
prior to the admission of the child to the institution and shall include in- 
formation which will enable a careful analysis of each situation. If emer- 
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gency care must be given, the study shall be made immediately upon the 
reception of the child. i 

c. Decisions regarding admissions shall be the responsibility either of 
the Executive, the Caseworker or a Case Committee, and shall be limited 
to those persons to whom this responsibility is assigned. 

2. Continuing Services 

The institution shall provide a well rounded program of care for chil- 
dren that is directed toward development of independent, responsible, 
happy individuals. 

3. Discharge and After Care 

a. Careful evaluation shall be made periodically in order to determine 
when and if a child can be returned to his own home, placed in a foster 
home or with relatives, or transferred to another institution better suited 
to his needs. 

b. Preparation shall be given to the child when discharged plans are 
made for him. 

c. The institution shall make provisions for keeping in touch with the 
child through its own staff or that of another agency until he is settled in 
the new situation. 

4. Foster Home Care 

Before placing children in foster family homes, an institution must secure 
a license which authorizes it to provide foster family home care and it must 
meet the rules and regulations of the State Department of Public Welfare 
relating to Child placing agencies. To be licensed to make foster family 
home placements or adoptions an institution must employ its own trained 
casework staff. 

5. Records 

Every institution shall maintain a confidential case record for each child 
containing: 

a. Application for service. 2 

b. A study of the family including a statement regarding custody and 
legal responsibility for the child. 

c. A verification of birth. 

d. Medical consent signed by parent or guardian. 

e. Reports on medical care, inoculations and dental care, also psycho- 
logical and psychiatric reports, if any. 

f. Current record on the child’s progress in the institution and relation- 
ships with the family while the child is under care. 

g. Discharge information and plan for return to the community. 

h. If foster home care has been given, a full record of the foster family, 
and of the child in foster care shall be provided. 


IV. Reports 


The following reports shall be submitted to the State Department of 
Public Welfare by each institution annually: 

A. An annual financial report. 

B. An estimated budget for the current fiscal year. 

C. A current list of board members and committees. 

D. The number and classification of current staff. 
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E. A copy of its most recent annual report of children served and serv- 
ice provided. 


F. A report of any major changes in program or facilities planned for 
the coming year. 


G. If a provisional license had been given, a statement showing whether 
the requirements on which the provisional license was based have been 
met, or if not, plans for meeting them. 


H. A statistical report, made on forms furnished by the State Depart- 
ment of Public Welfare for that purpose. 


V. Licensing 


A. Inquiries 

1. Requests for information regarding a license for a child caring insti- 
tution shall be sent to the Director of the State Department of Public 
Welfare, who will send a copy of the law and rules and regulations govern- 
ing the type of agency being considered. Consultation will be available 
upon request. 

2. If an agency, organization or institution is already in operation, a 
visit will be made by a representative of the Department as soon as it is 
possible, 

B. Application for License 

1. All applications for licenses are made on forms prescribed and fur- 
nished by the State Department of Public Welfare. 

2. An explanation of the rules and regulations relating to licensing of 
child caring institutions will be given to the responsible individuals upon 
application. 
C. Fees 

The annual licensing fee of five dollars, as determined by law, shall be 
sent to the State Department of Public Welfare with the original applica- 
tion and with each renewal application for a license. 

D. Procedure for Licensing 

1. With the initial application for a license the following information 
should be sent to the State Department of Public Welfare. 

a. Evidence of need for the type of service given (or planned, in the 
case of a new institution). 

b. A copy of the charter or law establishing the institution. 

c. A copy of the constitution and bylaws, if the institution has these. 

d. A statement of the purpose, scope of service to be provided, intake 
policy specifying age, sex, type of children to be accepted for care, and 
area of the state in which it plans to operate. 

e. A list of officers and board members and other pertinent information 
regarding its organization which will show who has responsibility for 
policy making and administration. 

f. A financial statement showing assets, estimated income and sources 
thereof, and estimated expenditures for the past year. (For a new insti- 
tution, the estimated expenditures for the first year should be given.) 

g. Number of classification of staff. (For a new institution give plans 
for staff.) 
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h. The number of buildings and a statement regarding the general con- 
dition of the facilities. 

2. As soon as possible after the receipt of the application for a license, a 
representative of the State Department of Public Welfare will visit the 
institution or agency and will secure information on which to evaluate the 
program in relation to licensing standards. 

3. If the institution operates a foster home program in addition to care 
of children in the institution, it will be necessary to submit additional in- 
formation as required for a license to operate a Child Placing Agency. 

E. License 

1. The terms of the license, the number, age and sex of children to be 
maintained will be stated in the license issued. It will also specify whether 
the institution is authorized to place children in foster family homes or in 
adoption. ; 

2. A provisional license may be approved if a child caring institution 
meets a real need in the community and/or state, but is not able to con- 
form to all the rules and regulations adopted by the State Department of 
Public Welfare relating to licensing standards. Explanations will be given 
verbally and in writing with the reasons why a provisional license is issued. 
A provisional license is limited by regulation and can be issued annually 
but not more than twice. 

3. A license is effective for twelve months from the date of issuance. 

4. The license shall be displayed at all times. 

5. The institution shall not deviate from the provisions specified in the 
license issued. 

F. Denial of License 

An applicant will be notified by registered mail when his license is re- 
voked or denied. A letter from the Director of the State Department of 
Public Welfare will explain why the application has been denied and a 
visit will also be made when indicated. Any child caring institution whose 
application is denied may request a hearing within thirty days of the re- 
cepit of the letter. The applicant shall be notified at least two weeks prior 
to the date set by the Department for the hearing by personal service, 
or by registered mail. 

G. Appeal 

Any institution dissatisfied with any action on the part of the Depart- 
ment may appeal such action within thirty days of notification. The appeal 
must be made in writing to the Director of the State Department of Public 
Welfare. A hearing shall be arranged by the Director and a decision based 
on the information presented at the hearing will be made. 

H. Termination of License 

1. Expiration of License 

a. All licenses expire automatically at the end of twelve months from the 
date of the issuance of the license unless renewed or cancelled prior to 
that date. 

2. Cancellation of License 

a. Change of location automatically cancels a license. The building, equip- 
ment and facilities are important factors in issuing the license and any 
significant change in these requires that the license be reissued. 
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b. A new license is necessary if a child-caring institution wished to be- 
come a child placement agency or a placement agency becomes or starts 
an institution, when such provision was not covered by the original license. 
Extension of age limits of children accepted will require a new license. 

I. Renewal of License 

1, An application for the renewal of a license should be made annually 
on forms supplied by the State Department of Public’ Welfare. 

2. Renewal of license will be based on a review of the material submitted 
and a visit by a representative of the Department to the agency or insti- 
tution. The material to accompany the renewal application is: 

a. A copy of its most recent financial statement. 

b. An estimated budget for its current fiscal year. 

c. A current list of board members and committees. 

d. The number and classification of current staff. 

. A copy of its most recent annual report of children served and serv- 
ices provided. 

f. A report of any major changes in program or facilities planned for 
the coming year. 

g. If the expiring license was provisional, a statement showing whether 
the requirements on which the provisional license was based have been 
met, or if not, plans for meeting them. 


J. Revocation of License 

The State Department of Public Welfare “may revoke the license of 
any child welfare agency which fails to maintain the proper standards of 
care and service to children in its charge or which violates any provision 
of this Act.” Such revocation may be made only after the State Depart- 
ment has given thirty days’ notice to the institution setting forth the cause 
for revocation. 


K. Penalties 

“Any person and any officer, agent or employee of the Department of 
Public Welfare or of a Child Welfare Agency, who violates any of the 
provisions of this Act or who shall intentionally make any false statement 
to the Department of Public Welfare shall, upon conviction thereof, be 
punished by a fine of not more than one hundred dollars ($100.00), or 
by imprisonment for not more than one year, or by both such fine and 
imprisonment, in the discretion of the court.

Section III 
Licensing A Child Placing Agency 
I. Administration and Organization 
A. Purpose 
The purpose or function of the agency shall be clearly defined. Such 
definition shall include the purpose, scope of service to be provided, intake 
policy specifying age, sex, type of children to be accepted for care, 
auspices, and geographical area to be served. 
B. Administrative. structure 
1. The child placing agency shall be controlled by a responsible board 
composed preferably of both men and women who are representative of 
- the community served by the agency. 
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2. A qualified executive, appointed by the Board, shall be responsible 
to the Board for the administration of the agency. 

3. There shall be adequate and sufficiently qualified staff to properly 
carry out the work of the agency as defined by its purpose and according 
to its needs. 

C. Finances 

1. The agency shall have a sound plan of financing which assures ad- 
equate funds to carry out its defined purpose and to provide proper care 
for children. 

2. All agencies shall make and prepare a budget each year showing 
anticipated income and expenditures. 

3. All accounts shall be audited at least annually by a certified or ap- 
proved accountant and the report made a part of the agency records. 


II. Services to Children 
A. Acceptance for Care 

1. Every effort possible shall be made to preserve any family ties that 
hold meaning and value for a child. No child shall be removed from his 
home because of poverty alone. 

2. Before separation of a child from his home or family, the agency 
shall make a complete study of the child’s situation in the family and the 
problems that make placement seem necessary. 

B. Placement and Supervision 

1. Children should be placed only in homes within a geographical area 
in which it is possible for the agency to give or secure supervision when 
needed. 

2. Children of the same family shall be kept together when possible 
unless it has been determined that this is not desirable. 

3. Selection of a foster family home or group care in an institution for 
a particular child shall be based upon consideration of the individual’s total 
needs (health, educational, religious, recreational, social and emotional) and 
how well the particular type of care can meet the child’s needs. 

4. Unless a child has been permanently removed from the custody of his 
own family, or the placement is in an adoptive home, every effort shall 
be made to strengthen family relationships and to help parents make a 
responsible plan for the permanent care of their children. 

5. All children under care of a child placing agency shall be provided 
opportunities for academic training in accordance with the abilities and 
needs of the children, and vocational training according to the resources 
of the agency. 

6. Visits to a child in a foster home shall be made no less than one 
every three months. 

7. Foster homes used by the agency shall conform to the standards for 
foster family care as adopted by the State Department of Public Welfare. 
C. Medical Care 

1. The agency shall provide needed preventive and remedial medical 
care for each child. 

2. The agency shall secure authorization for medical care from parents 
or legal guardians. 
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3. Before adoption placement is planned for an infant, a report from 
the obstetrician delivering the child shall be obtained. 
D. Termination of Care 

Termination of care by the agency shall be made on an individual basis. 
In an adoption placement, care shall be terminated by the granting of 
the adoption by the court. 


III. Records and Reports 

A. The agency shall keep adequate case records of each child and 
family. 

B. Separate records shall be kept for each foster home studied and 
used by the agency, and shall include periodic evaluation of the home. 

C. Financial records shall be kept current showing amount and sources 
of income and the nature of expenditures. 

D. Copies of current policies and procedures in adoption shall be avail- 
able, if this is a service of the agency. 

E. Statistical records of the whereabouts and numbers of children under 
care shall be available. 


IV. Additional Requirements in Adoption Service 
A. Service to Natural Parents 

1. The agency shall provide services to natural parents, including counsel- 
ing and referral to other agencies when needed, and shall see that parents 
get help in thinking through and making the best plan for the child. 

2. A study shall be made of'the history and family background of each 
parent. 

B. Acceptance of Relinquishments of Children 

1. The agency shall accept a relinquishment of a child for adoption only 
after a thorough study has been made to determine: 

a. That the parents have decided to surrender him with the full knowl- 
edge that all parental rights will be permanently severed with the surrender, 
full awareness of all the implications, and with knowledge of other re- 
sources available to them. 

b. That adoption is for the child’s best interest. 

c. That the child is legally free for adoption. 

2. When the agency accepts relinquishment of a child from a parent, 
the agency shall assume full responsibility for the child, its care and 
support, relieving the parents of future responsibility. 

3. No relinquishment shall be accepted before the child is born. 

C. Selection of Adoptive Home, Placement and Supervision 

1. The agency shail place special emphasis on the study of the individual 
child, and his needs in order to select the home that will offer the best 
potentialities for his full development. 

2. The placement of a child for adoption shall be contingent upon a 
thorough study of the prospective parents to determine their fitness as 
parents and the suitability of their home for the particular child. 

3. The selection of a home for the placement of a child shall be made 
entirely on the basis of serving the best interest of the child. 
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4. There shall be a supervised interim period of one year between the 
placement and the final adoption; except in the case of relative or step- 
parent adoptions. In no instance shall there be less than one supervisory 
visit each quarter. 


V. Licensing 
A. Application 

1. Application for a license shall be made on a form furnished by the 
State Department of Public Welfare. Every child placing agency shall 
obtain an annual license to assume the care, custody and control of one 
or more children, and an evaluation shall be made by the State Depart- 
ment of Public Welfare of the standards and practices of each child 
placing agency applying for a license before one shall be issued. The 
following information shall be submitted with each application for a license 
to operate a child placing agency: 

a. Evidence of need for the type of service planned. 

b. A copy of the charter or the law establishing the agency; also con- 
stitution and bylaws; if the agency has these. 

c. A statement of purpose, scope of services to be provided, intake 
policy specifying age, sex, type of children to be accepted for care, and 
area in the state in which it intends to operate. 

d. A list of officers and board members and other pertinent information 
regarding its organization which will show who has responsibility for 
policy making and administration. 

e. A statement of sponsorship and finanical support. 

f. Number, classification, and plans for Staff. 

g. Current policies in relation to placement of children. (A new agency 
will give a statement of its plan in relation to placement of children.) 

2. Every child placing agency shall file with the State Department of 
Public Welfare an application for a license for each foster family home 
approved by the agency and shall also be responsible for renewing such 
license annually. 

B. Fee 

An annual license fee of five dollars, as determined by law, shall be 
paid by the agency at the time its license is approved. The agency shall 
also be responsible for sending the license fee of five dollars for each 
foster family home at the time the agency’s recommendation for approval 
of license is sent to the State Department. 

C. License 

1. A license is valid for twelve months from the date it is issued and 
must be issued annually. 

2. The license must be displayed at all times. 

3. The agency shall not deviate from the provisions specified in the 
license issued. 

4. A license may be revoked by the Department for due cause, but 
only after 30 days’ notice has been given to the agency setting forth the 
cause for revocation. 
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D. Appeal 

Any agency dissatisfied with any action on the part of the Department 
may appeal the decision of the Department. The appeal must be made 
in writing to the Director within thirty (30) days of receipt of notification. 


VI. Confidentiality of Records and Penalty 


A. No officer, agent or employee of the Department of Public Welfare 
or Child Placing Agency or foster family home shall directly or indirectly 
disclose information about the children, their parents or relatives or 
other persons having custody or control of them. 

B. “Any person and any officer, agent or employee of the Department 
of Public Welfare or of a child welfare agency who violates any of the 
provisions of this Act, or who shall intentionally make any false statement 
to the Department of Public Welfare, shall upon conviction thereof, be 
punished by a fine of not more than one hundred dollars ($100.00), or 
by imprisonment for not more than one year, or by both such fine and 
imprisonment, in the discretion of the Court.” 


TAX COMMISSION 


Promulgated under authority of Section 4-6, Code of Laws of 
South Carolina, 1952 


Alcoholic Liquors 
(Filed in the office of the Secretary of State October 6, 1958) 


REGULATION NO. 23 

No person shall be employed as a Clerk, with or without compensation, 
in any retail liquor store unless such person is the holder of a permit 
issued by the Tax Commission. Such permits will be issued to suitable 
persons, free of charge, upon application therefor and will continue in 
effect until suspended or revoked by the Tax Commission. 

Such permits shall authorize the holder thereof to act as Clerk only at 
the retail outlet specified thereon and must be posted in a conspicuous 
place inside retail liquor stores.

and Water Pollution Control Authority of the State Board of Health in 
accordance with existing regulations. 

2. Public notice of all hearings set by the Authority shall be made by 
publication once each week for two consecutive weeks prior to the hearing 
date in a newspaper of general circulation in the county in which the 
waters under consideration are located. Where the waters under con- 
sideration are located in more than one county, then such hearing shall 
be held in the county selected by the Authority and such notice shall 
be published in a newspaper of general circulation in the area concerned. 
Where the matter under consideration is.deemed by the Authority to be 
of State-wide significance, such public hearing shall be conducted at the 
place selected by the Authority and public notice thereof shall be published 
once each week for two consecutive weeks prior to the hearing date in 
daily newspapers of general circulation in the Cities of Charleston, 
Columbia, and Greenville, or such others as determined by the Authority. 

3. Public hearing provided by the Water Pollution Control Act shall be 
conducted by a Hearing Examiner or Examiners, who shall be Members of 
the Authprity or persons duly authorized by the Authority, in accordance 
with the Act. A record of the proceedings shall be taken, and a copy 
thereof, certified by the Hearing Examiner, shall be filed in the office 
of the Water Pollution Control Authority. All testimony shall be given 
under oath administered by the Hearing Examiner or any other competent 
and authorized party. All parties and persons interested may present 
printed, mimeographed or typewritten briefs, and may make oral arguments 
in the discretion of the Hearing Examiner. 

4. The Hearing Examiner shall within 30 days after hearing make a 
report of his findings and recommendations to the Water Pollution Control 
Authority for disposition of the matter under consideration. The report 
shall be accompanied by a transcript of testimony taken, together with 
exhibits, and a summary of relevant information from and results of stream 
examinations conducted by the technical staff of the Authority. The 
Authority will within 30 days after receipt of the Hearing Examiner’s 
report make such determination and order in the matter as is necessary,
